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EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS 


September  27-28,  1945  -  Raleigh 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  met  in  regular  session  Septem- 
ber 27,  1945,  in  the  Burwell  Cottage,  Methodist  Orphanage.  Raleigh, 
with  twenty-two  members  present.  The  president,  Mrs.  Gurney  P. 
Hood,  presided. 

Mrs.  Hood  greeted  the  Committee,  spoke  of  the  absentees,  and 
asked  the  group  to  stand  in  silent  praver  for  Mrs.  Gates  whose  hus- 
band recently  passed  on.  Miss  Lamb  then  offered  prayer  for  com- 
fort, courage,  and  strength  to  be  given  to  Mrs.  Gates.  Mrs.  McKinne 
read  a  note  from  Mrs.  Gates  and  stated  that  she  had  sent  flowers  from 
the  Conference. 

A  short  devotional  period,  led  by  Miss  Lamb,  directed  the 
thoughts  of  the  Committee  to  the  present  phase  of  the  Crusade, 
Evangelism. 

Mrs.  Hood  introduced  Mrs.  A.  Wray  White,  saying  that  since 
Mrs.  White  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  standing  committee  on 
Status  of  Women,  her  work  has  been  made  into  a  department  and 
she  has  been  promoted  to  secretary. 

In  her  introductory  remarks  Mrs.  Hood  brought  a  challenge  to 
a  greater  faith  and  the  works  that  undergird  it.  She  referred  to  the 
new  slogan  —  "Another  Million  for  Missions"  —  and  suggested  special 
memberships  as  a  means  of  reaching  this  goal. 

Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  President  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction, 
was  presented.  She  prefaced  her  remarks  by  reading  a  card  from 
Miss  MacKinnon,  who  is  visiting  the  African  field,  which  stressed  the 
need  there.  Among  the  items  of  information  in  her  remarks  were  the 
tentative  dates  —  February  5-8,  1946  —  for  the  Convocation  and  that 
a  Jurisdiction  officer  will  be  available  as  a  Conference  speaker  at 
Jurisdiction  expense.  She  suggested  that  Conference  presidents  who 
are  not  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension 
attend  the  November  meeting.  She  mentioned  that  Dr.  Archer  is 
going  back  into  occupied  China,  that  back  salaries  are  being  paid  in 
China  and  Bulgaria,  the  first  word  has  come  from  Malaya,  the  need 
for  five  hundred  missionaries  for  replacement  and  strengthening  the 
present  work,  that  due  to  death  and  migrations  the  missionaries  who 
are  going  back  as  fast  as  possible  expect  no  increase  in  the  ranks, 
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that  they  expect  fewer  church  members;  but  more  loyal  ones.  She 
quoted  Miss  MacKinnon  to  the  effect  that  nowhere  had  she  seen  so 
few  missionaries  on  the  field  challenged  by  so  great  opportunities. 

Mrs.  Hood  thanked  Mrs.  Hillman  and  in  her  own  report  listed 
the  following:  The  work  at  Laurinburg,  the  delay  in  starting  work 
at  Rockingham,  request  for  worker  in  Walstonburg  and  Farmville 
area,  closing  rural  work  near  Goldsboro  —  Miss  Brooks  having  gone 
to  Virginia,  high  lights  of  Miss  Chandler's  work  at  E.C.T.C.,  and  a 
letter  from  Mrs.  Bragg  emphasizing  local  women's  part  in  the  evan- 
gelistic phase  of  the  Crusade. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  spoke  of  the  Defense  Work  which  is  being  con- 
tinued in  the  Wilmington  and  Cherry  Point  areas  and  the  excellence 
of  the  work  in  both  areas.  She  also  reported  the  meeting  of  the 
Council  of  Churches  in  Greensboro  and  Guilford  College,  where 
plans  were  formed  to  make  the  women's  work  a  department  of  the 
North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches,  not  a  separate  organization 
under  the  United  Council  of  Church  Women. 

Mrs.  Hood  referred  to  World  Community  Day,  which  is  inter- 
racial in  its  scope,  and  introduced  Mrs.  Ruby  Burnett  Stroud,  a 
former  student  at  Payne  College  who  is  now  connected  with  the 
Negro  Y.M.C.A.  in  Raleigh.  Mrs.  Burnett  spoke  of  her  four  years 
of  study  at  Payne  and  her  life  since  leaving  college.  She  sincerely 
expressed  her  gratitude  for  the  assistance  given  her  by  the  North 
Carolina  Conference. 

Mrs.  Glass  in  her  report  said  that  women  can  do  their  part  in  the 
Crusade  by  creating  in  their  lives  a  consciousness  of  the  unsaved,  by 
visiting,  by  consulting  with  and  working  with  their  pastors  —  especially 
the  spiritual  life  group. 

Mrs.  Borland  extended  an  invitation  for  the  Sixth  Annual  Con- 
ference to  meet  at  Duke  Memorial  Church  in  Durham,  a  repetition 
of  the  invitation  graciouslv  extended  a  year  ago.  The  invitation  was 
gratefully  accepted  and  Mrs.  Glass  moved  that  Mrs.  Hood  reappoint 
the  program  committee  from  last  year.  The  committee:  Mrs.  H.  I. 
Glass,  president  of  Duke  Memorial  W.S.C.S.,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker, 
Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland,  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  and  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood. 

Mrs.  Holt  gave  her  report  as  Recording  Secretary  and  was  in- 
structed to  give  to  Mrs.  Hillman  the  cut  used  in  the  Fifth  Annual 
Report.  Mrs.  Hillman  thanked  the  Committee  for  dedicating  the 
minutes  to  her. 

The  last  verse  of  the  Nineteenth  Psalm  was  used  as  a  closing 
prayer. 


18  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 

7:30  P.M. 

"Day  Is  Dying  in  the  West,"  sung  as  a  prayer  hymn,  began  the 
evening  session. 

Mrs.  Hood  asked  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  write  Mrs.  Gates 
for  the  Committee  and  others  asked  that  notes  be  sent  to  Mrs.  S.  A. 
Scott  and  Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts. 

Mrs.  Hood  presented  Miss  Gardner  the  Life  Patron  pin  awarded 
her  in  March  at  the  expanded  Executive  Committee  Meeting.  She 
asked  Mrs.  Borland  and  Mrs.  McLeod  to  deliver  pins  to  Mrs.  E.  N. 
Snipes  and  Mrs.  B.  C.  Thompson  of  Durham,  and  Mrs.  G.  Y.  Jones 
of  Laurinburg. 

Mrs.  Hooker  read  an  amendment  to  the  Student  Center  Consti- 
tution, formulated  recently  by  the  Student  Commission.  The  amend- 
ment was  adopted.  She  did  not  give  a  detailed  Conference  report, 
yielding  her  time  to  others,  but  paid  tribute  to  those  who  made  her 
report  possible.  She  expressed  concern  about  net  gain  in  societies 
and  approval  of  district  organization  as  a  means  of  training  leaders 
and  of  bridging  the  gap,  referred  to  by  Mrs.  Hillman,  between  the 
local  society  level  and  that  of  the  Conference.  She  asked  that  the 
Board  study  this.  Discussion  followed  and  Mrs.  Hood  appointed 
Mrs.  Glass,  Mrs.  Hooker,  Mrs.  Boone,  Mrs.  Borland,  and  Mrs.  John- 
son to  make  the  study  and  report  to  the  next  meeting. 

Mrs.  McKinne  gave  figures  which  she  thought  would  interest  the 
Committee  most.  She  read  a  letter  from  Payne  College  giving  grades 
of  two  girls  studying  there  on  Conference  scholarships.  She  asked 
that  requests  for  Life  Patrol  Memberships  be  made  at  this  meeting, 
if  possible.  They  must  be  made  before  the  end  of  the  fourth  quarter. 
Mrs.  Hood  added  that  District  and  Conference  must  both  go  over 
pledge  before  a  district  can  give  a  Life  Membership.  Suggestions 
were  made  for  Conference  awards  if  there  is  enough  money  over  the 
pledge,  but  since  Wilmington  District  has  already  put  in  its  request, 
it  was  voted  that  the  names  suggested  be  given  second  and  third 
awards. 

Mrs.  Hood  urged  that  local  societies  in  making  budget  stay  within 
Division  projects. 

Mrs.  McKinne  quoted  Miss  Gibson  to  the  effect  that  a  Memorial 
Membership  is  $50.00.  There  is  no  provision  for  any  others. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  asked  that  Conference  cultivate  the  use  of  the  full 
title  —  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial. 
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Mrs.  Boone  discussed  the  fall  Seminars  and  the  year's  study 
course.  She  explained  that  the  money  collected  for  Indian  work  can 
be  used  for  local  work  only.  Hereafter,  gift  money  shall  not  be  sent 
to  treasurer. 

Mrs.  Hood  praised  the  work  of  the  Seminars  and  asked  Mrs.  Holt 
to  read  a  letter  from  Miss  McKinnon. 

In  comparing  the  1945  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska 
with  others  she  had  attended,  Mrs.  Borland  said  that  the  absence  of 
missionaries  and  other  outstanding  speakers  and  the  loss  of  the 
inspiration  brought  by  these  people  made  the  time  spent  there  this 
year  seem  less  profitable.  It  was  suggested  that  this  viewpoint  be 
expressed  to  Mrs.  Bourne,  but  other  members  felt  that  there  was  a 
continuity  to  the  work  and  a  value  to  the  worship  periods  not  found 
in  the  hurried  days  when  the  School  of  Missions  and  the  Missionary 
Conference  were  combined. 

Miss  Lamb  conducted  the  Good  Night  prayer  service,  speaking 
on  "Effective  Christian  Service." 

September  28  -  9:00  A.  M. 

Miss  Lamb  again  used  "Evangelism"  as  the  theme  for  the 
meditation. 

Mrs.  McKinne's  suggestion  of  a  gift  of  spreads  for  the  beds  in 
the  Burwell  Cottage  met  with  unanimous  approval. 

Mrs.  Hood  announced  that  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  is  plan- 
ning to  give  a  Life  Patron  Membership  to  Mrs.  Bourne  and  each 
Conference  will  have  a  share  in  the  gift.  She  asked  that  members 
send  suggestions  for  the  Legislative  Council  to  Mrs.  Coltrane,  con- 
sider the  dedication  of  the  1946  minutes,  and  the  pledge  for  1946. 

The  District  Secretaries  told  of  their  work  and  plans  and  gave 
their  impressions  of  Lake  Junaluska.  In  this  connection  Mrs.  Hood 
regretfully  announced  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  T.  R.  Smith,  Secretary 
of  the  Raleigh  District. 

Mrs.  White  spoke  of  her  plans  for  the  Status  of  Women  Depart- 
ment and  Mrs.  Lineberger  in  her  report  on  Supplies  explained  that 
the  one  dollar  asked  for  the  Christmas  box  covers  packing,  storage, 
transportation,  labor,  etc. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  reported  the  excellent  work  of  the  Leadership  Train- 
ing School  for  Negroes  at  Winston-Salem  and  told  of  the  informa- 
tion and  inspiration  she  received  from  the  International  Relations 
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Conference.  Mrs.  Hood  brought  up  the  question  of  peace  time  con- 
scription and  Mrs.  Cutchin's  motion  that  "We,  as  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service,  go  on  record  as  opposing  peace  time  conscription 
and  as  urging  the  immediate  removal  of  the  emergency  measure  con- 
scripting eighteen-year-old  boys"  was  passed  unanimously  after  full 
discussion.  Mrs.  Hooker  was  asked  to  send  a  copy  of  motion  to 
Senators  and  Congressmen.  Mrs.  Cutchin  requested  each  member  to 
follow  up  the  group  expression  by  personal  letters. 

Mrs.  Holt  asked  that  each  member  study  the  principles  and 
problems  involved  in  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment  now  before 
Congress. 

Mrs.  Moore  discussed  the  Student  Program  and  emphasized  the 
observance  of  Student  Recognition  Day,  the  first  Sunday  in  January. 

Miss  Lamb  thanked  Mrs.  Glass  and  Mrs.  Slaughter  for  their  sup- 
port of  the  Spiritual  Life  Department.  She  said  the  strength  of  a 
society  is  in  proportion  to  the  strength  of  its  Spiritual  Life  Group. 
In  closing,  she  asked  the  Research  Committee  to  be  looking  for  her 
successor.  In  accepting  the  resignation  which  brought  a  distinct  sense 
of  grief  to  the  committee,  Mrs.  Hood  said,  "We  know  that  the  work 
of  the  Conference  will  continue  to  be  undergirded  by  Miss  Lamb's 
intercession."  A  standing  invitation  to  all  Executive  Board  meetings 
was  extended  her  and  several  members  tried  to  express  what  her 
presence  and  service  have  meant  to  them.  Mrs.  Borland  asked  that 
the  committee  stand  in  loving  tribute  to  Miss  Lamb. 

Mrs.  Slaughter,  who  represented  the  Spiritual  Life  Department 
at  Junaluska,  told  of  the  Retreat  at  the  Lake.  She  is  also  attending 
the  fall  seminars  for  this  department. 

Prior  to  her  report,  Mrs.  Larkin  paid  tribute  to  Miss  Lamb.  She 
then  reported  that  problems  are  being  smoothed  out  and  progress  is 
being  made  in  the  Guild  work.  She  emphasized  that  the  Guild  works 
toward  the  total  program  of  the  Woman's  Work  and  she  added  that 
if  there  are  five  or  six  business  women  in  a  church,  they  may  form  a 
Guild.  Mrs.  Hood  read  a  letter  from  Miss  Gibson  which  gave  the 
following  instruction:  In  reporting  the  number  of  societies  to  the 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Church,  do  not  report  societies  and  Guilds 
separately,  but  as  one  unit.  Mrs.  Larkin  suggested  that  in  making 
report  at  quarterly  conference,  the  society  president  should  give  the 
Guild  report  along  with  the  society  report. 

Reporting  as  chairman  of  the  Historical  Committee,  Miss  Gard- 
ner said  that  Mrs.  Everette  had  declined  to  act  as  compiler  and  cus- 
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todian  of  the  Book  of  Remembrance,  a  project  launched  at  the  last 
meeting.  Suggestions  were  made  as  to  others  who  might  consent  to 
act  in  this  capacity  and  it  was  voted  that  Miss  Gardner  get  in  touch 
with  them  in  the  order  named. 

Mrs.  Slaughter  as  Chairman  of  the  Research  Committee  reported 
the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Hooker,  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Pro- 
motion. She  offered  the  name  of  Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger  for  the  office. 
Mrs.  Hood  expressed  deep  regret  and  appreciation  at  this  develop- 
ment. Mrs.  Chadwick  and  Mrs.  McKinne  paid  tribute  to  Mrs. 
Hooker's  splendid  work  and  Mrs.  Moore  asked  that  a  rising  vote  of 
appreciation  be  given  Mrs.  Hooker. 

Mrs.  Hood  asked  for  tentative  dates  for  Annual  Conference  for 
the  Conference  Calendar.  March  12-14,  1946,  was  selected.  The 
Guild  Conference  and  the  Retreat  at  Louisburg  will  be  added. 

Mrs.  Borland  presented  recommendations  from  the  District 
Secretaries: 

1 .  That  the  District  Secretaries  be  subsidized  as  other  Conference 
officers  for  the  Junaluska  Training  School. 

2.  That  the  Seminar  offering  and  the  Seminar  expense  shall  be 
separate  items  in  the  treasurer's  report. 

3.  That  reports  shall  be  alphabetically  listed  when  returned  to 
District  Secretaries. 

The  first  recommendation  was  voted  on  and  carried;  the  others  were 
adopted. 

Mrs.  Hood  gave  figures,  furnished  by  Mrs.  Barnes,  showing  pay- 
ments on  the  dining  room  floor  at  the  Orphanage.  Balance  due, 
$604.04. 

Mrs.  Hood's  parting  thought  was  "Keep  a  sense  of  divine  Com- 
mission.'' 

After  sentence  prayers  the  meeting  was  adjourned. 

Raleigh  —  January  30,  1946 

The  Burwell  Cottage  of  the  Methodist  Orphanage,  Raleigh,  was 
the  meeting  place  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  January  30,  1946. 
Mrs.  Gurnev  P.  Hood,  president,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at 
3:00  p.  m. 

Miss  Lamb  opened  the  devotional  period  with  prayer.  In  her 
remarks  she  referred  to  atomic  energy  and  by  analogy  to  the  power 
of  prayer,  a  power  which  comes  from  the  promise  of  God  and  is 
obtained  bv  faith.   Mark  11:22-24. 
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Mrs.  Hood  greeted  the  Committee  and  mentioned  Mrs.  Chad- 
wick,  Mrs.  Hillman  and  Mrs.  Sheep  who  were  absent.  She  intro- 
duced Mrs.  R.  L.  Cox,  Mrs.  J.  Macon  Emory,  and  Mrs.  J.  T. 
Doughtie,  incoming  district  secretaries  and  announced  that  Mrs. 
H.  O.  Lineberger  will  take  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Organization  and 
Promotion  and  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens  will  be  Secretary  of  Supplies.  Mrs. 
Hood  also  spoke  of  the  death  of  Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott. 

Notes  of  thanks  from  Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore  and  the  family  of 
Mrs.  S.  H.  Scott  were  read.  Mrs.  E.  N.  Snipes  had  expressed  her 
appreciation  for  her  Life  Patron  Membership  in  a  letter  to  Mrs. 
Hood.  Mrs.  Lineberger  was  asked  to  send  a  message  to  Mrs. 
Chadwick. 

Mrs.  Hood  brought  up  interim  business:  1.  Rural  Work.  Mrs. 
Roebuck,  who  is  not  a  deaconess,  has  been  employed  for  the  work  at 
Walstonburg  and  Farmville.  The  Conference  will  underwrite  her 
salary  to  the  amount  of  $750.00  and  supply  a  car.  The  charges  and 
the  Division  will  have  a  share  in  the  expense  of  the  project. 

2.  Defense  work.  Mrs.  Hood  read  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Chadwick 
in  which  she  said  defense  work  will  probably  be  closed  this  year 
and  added  that  the  Conference  has  been  most  fortunate  to  have  such 
efficient  workers.  Mrs.  Hood  stated  that  Miss  Nichols  is  willing  to 
continue  to  work  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference  and  placing  her 
was  left  to  Mrs.  Hood. 

3.  East  Rockingham  still  desires  the  service  of  Miss  Riddle.  She 
can  begin  work  in  the  late  spring.  Mrs.  Gates  moved  that  if  the 
New  York  office  approves  Miss  Riddle,  the  Conference  underwrite 
this  work  to  the  amount  of  $750.00  and  accept  Miss  Riddle  as  a 
worker.  If  Miss  Riddle  is  not  approved,  the  Conference  shall  try  to 
find  another  worker  for  the  place.  After  full  discussion,  the  motion 
carried. 

4.  The  request  of  Rev.  Wade  Goldston  that  the  Conference  buy 
a  motion  picture  machine  for  use  on  his  charge  was  considered.  The 
cost  would  be  $484.95.  Mrs.  Boone  moved  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  consider  this.  The  motion  carried.  Mrs.  Hood  ap- 
pointed Mrs.  Lineberger,  Mrs.  Edens,  Mrs.  Boone,  and  Mrs.  Cutchin. 

5.  Mrs.  Hood  read  a  letter  from  Miss  Muriel  Day,  Executive 
Secretary  for  Educational  Institutions,  re  a  conference  on  Counseling 
and  Guidance  for  white  and  colored  student  directors  at  Payne  Col- 
lege, Augusta,  March  29-30.  It  was  the  desire  of  the  group  that  Miss 
Chandler  should  attend  and  Mrs.  Moore  suggested  that  the  local 
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committee  of  the  Student  Commission  has  a  reserve  fund  from  which 
they  might  assist  Miss  Chandler.  Mrs.  Glass  moved  that  the  presi- 
dent be  empowered  to  act  in  case  the  local  committee  did  not  have 
monev  for  this  purpose.      Carried. 

6.  Mrs.  Hood  read  a  letter  and  questionnaire  from  Mrs.  Wool- 
ever  with  reference  to  changing  the  fiscal,  program,  and  organization 
year.  There  was  unanimous  opposition  to  any  change  from  the 
calendar  year. 

Mrs.  Hood  stated  that  she  had  signed  a  letter  written  by  Mrs. 
Doak  of  the  Raleigh  Woman's  Club  to  Governor  Cherry  asking 
commutation  of  sentence  for  a  voung  Negro  boy  and  she  had  written 
to  Senator  Hoey  regarding  asking  all  countries  to  abolish  compulsory 
military  training. 

Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  Executive  Secretarv  of  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil, presented  the  Council's  program  for  the  coming  vear:  1.  Adequate 
provision  for  the  enforcement  of  compulsorv  attendance  law  through 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

2.  Provision  for  modernizing  the  jail  system  and  bringing  it  up 
to  approved  minimum  standards. 

3.  More  adequate  provision  for  medical  care  and  hospitalization. 

4.  Minimum  wage  and  hour  law. 

5.  Provision  for  financing  cancer  control  clinics  set  up  under  the 
State  Board  of  Health. 

6.  Continued  support  of  program  to  provide  adequate  care  and 
treatment  of  white  and  colored  feeble-minded  children. 

The  first  two  items  had  been  approved  previously  and  her  motion 
for  approval  of  the  new  items  carried.  She  asked  for  suggestions  for 
the  program. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  suggested  asking  for  a  change  in  the  law  controlling 
admissions  to  mental  institutions  which  requires  that  insane  people 
be  committed  to  jail  while  waiting  for  admission. 

Mrs.  Glass  spoke  ofc  the  zone  meetings  she  had  attended  and  her 
efforts  to  arouse  greater  interest  in  Life  Memberships.  She  reported 
that  plans  for  the  Annual  Conference  program  were  almost  complete. 

Mrs.  Borland  reported  that  the  Conference  registration  fee  has 
been  set  at  $3.50.  This  should  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Marshall  T.  Spears, 
501  Watts  Street,  Durham,  by  March  10.  Mrs.  Hood  announced  that 
the  Executive  Committee  will  meet  at  Duke  Memorial  Church  at 
11:00  a.m.,  March  26. 
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In  connection  with  Mrs.  Holt's  report  it  was  decided  to  have 
750  copies  of  the  Conference  Minutes  printed,  but  not  to  use  the 
statistical  folders  as  has  been  the  custom.  Each  department  head 
was  instructed  to  have  her  recommendations  mimeographed  and  sent 
to  the  Duke  Memorial  Church  office  in  care  of  Mrs.  Gates  for  inser- 
tion in  the  delegates'  envelopes. 

Recess  was  taken  for  the  dinner  hour. 

Immediatelv  after  dinner,  at  the  invitation  of  Mr.  Barnes,  the 
Committee  assembled  in  the  auditorium  where  they  enjoyed  listen- 
ing to  several  numbers  by  the  well-trained  Orphanage  Choral  Club. 

7:30  P.  M. 

Mrs.  Gates  opened  the  evening  session  with  prayer. 

Mrs.  McKinne  gave  highlights  of  the  treasurer's  annual  report 
and  made  interesting  comparisons  of  the  work  in  the  districts.  She 
said  this  has  been  the  peak  year  financially,  the  total  being  $82,875.56. 

In  giving  her  report  as  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  Miss  Lamb 
emphasized  that  to  forward  the  work  of  the  department  the  societies 
must  do  more  than  elect  a  secretary;  they  must  become  conscious  of 
the  need  for  praver  groups  and  the  dynamic  power  of  their  influence. 
Her  motion  that  $50.00  be  allocated  to  the  Retreat  at  Louisburg 
College  this  year  carried. 

Mrs.  Boone  gave  interesting  information  as  to  North  Carolina 
Conference  standings  compared  with  other  conferences  in  the  Juris- 
diction. Her  goal  for  this  year  is  more  societies  having  four  approved 
studies  and  special  recognition  classes.  She  reported  nine  excellent 
seminars  and  thanked  the  district  secretaries  for  their  work. 

Mrs.  Maxwell  reported  310  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  and  an 
increase  in  study  and  reporting.  She  told  of  growing  interest  in  supply 
work,  the  project  for  this  year  being  the  Bethlehem  Center  in 
Winston-Salem.  She  also  referred  to  the  fall  seminars  and  the  fruit- 
ful results  of  exhibits  there. 

Mrs.  Moore  gave  her  plans  for  1946.  Her  requests:  1.  That  she  fol- 
low the  Jurisdiction  directive  to  ask  that  the  local  secretary  of  Student 
Work  become  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  the  local 
church;  2.  That  she  be  allowed  to  ask  the  District  Superintendents 
to  place  in  the  Calendar  of  Special  Days  of  Observance  Methodist 
Student  Day  in  June  and  Student  Recognition  Day  in  December,  this 
to  be  in  District  Recommendations  on  Education;  3.  That  the  Con- 
ference Secretary  of  Student  Work  attend  State  Student  Conference 
to  be  held  in  High  Point  February  15-17  were  approved. 
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Mrs.  Hood  read  a  letter  from  Mrs.  June  Rose,  chairman  of  the 
local  Board  of  the  Student  Commission,  requesting  the  reappoint- 
ment of  Miss  Chandler  as  Student  Director  at  E.C.T.C. 

Mrs.  Fouts  reported  sound,  if  slow,  progress  in  Youth  Work. 
She  asked  help  in  getting  societies  to  understand  that  their  field  is 
cooperating  with  the  Youth  Group  as  well  as  forming  Interest 
Groups.  She  felt  that  lack  of  adult  leadership  locally  is  the  greatest 
difficulty  she  has  to  meet.  She  recommended  the  use  of  young  people 
in  mission  study. 

Miss  Lamb  led  the  "Good  Night"  prayer  service.  She  used  Acts 
1:8  and  further  developed  the  theme  of  the  opening  devotional, 
adding  the  importance  of  being  witnesses. 

January  31  -  9:00  A.M. 

The  morning  session  was  opened  with  a  devotional  period  in 
which  Miss  Lamb  again  directed  the  thoughts  of  her  hearers  to  wit- 
nessing and  stressed  the  importance  of  learning  to  witness  gladly, 
whatever  the  cost. 

Mrs.  Hood  welcomed  Rev.  and  Mrs.  W.  A.  Cade.  Mr.  Cade 
spoke  on  the  College  Advance.  He  explained  its  purpose,  plan  and 
need  for  cultivation. 

Mrs.  Fouts  spoke  on  Missionary  Personnel,  stressing  the  need  and 
the  qualifications,  saying  that  standards  must  be  kept  high.  She 
brought  recommendations  from  the  seminar  at  Lake  Junaluska  and 
offered  to  prepare  a  packet  of  information  on  Personnel  requirements 
for  the  Board  members.  Mrs.  Hood  thanked  Mrs.  Fouts  and  an- 
nounced that  her  name  is  on  the  Jurisdiction  nominating  committee's 
list  for  Secretary  of  Youth  Work. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  reported  that  Supply  Work  has  gone  forward 
much  more  liberally  this  year.  She  added  that  the  committee  to  con- 
sider the  purchase  of  the  projection  machine  felt  that  the  time  was 
too  limited  to  make  a  decision  and  asked  for  an  extension  of  time  for 
study.  This  was  granted. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  reported  her  varied  activities.  She  had  written  sena- 
tors and  congressmen  regarding  help  for  stricken  countries  and  op- 
posing conscription.  She  emphasized  the  responsibility  resting  on 
women  to  accept  the  duties  of  Christian  citizenship.  Referring  to  the 
Legislative  program,  she  said  she  had  learned  that  plans  are  under 
way  in  North  Carolina  for  a  receiving  station  for  mental  patients. 
She  brought  a  suggestion  from  Mrs.  Tilley  for  workshops  on  Christian 
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Social  Relations  in  the  Conferences  and  suggested  that  a  committee 
be  appointed  to  consider  requesting  a  workshop  in  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference.  Mrs.  Hood  appointed  Mrs.  Cutchin,  Chairman, 
Mrs.  Boone,  Mrs.  Slaughter,  Mrs.  Maxwell,  and  Mrs.  Larkin. 

Mrs.  Larkin  announced  that  the  Weslevan  Service  Guild  will 
hold  its  Annual  Conference  at  Front  Street  Church,  Burlington,  in 
March.  She  said  that  five  new  Guilds  have  been  reported  to  her  in 
Januarv  toward  a  goal  of  fifteen  for  the  vear. 

Miss  Gardner  noted  an  increase  in  reporting  and  gave  standings 
in  the  Jurisdiction  in  subscriptions  to  magazines  and  the  totals  for 
the  North  Carolina  Conference.  She  said  that  a  representative  from 
the  Richmond  Publishing  House  will  have  charge  of  the  book  room 
at  the  Annual  Conference.  She  is  also  sponsoring  a  poster  and  scrap- 
book  exhibit  and  asked  the  District  Secretaries  to  mention  this  in 
their  quarterlv  letters. 

For  the  Historical  Committee,  Miss  Gardner  announced  that 
Miss  Florine  Robertson  will  be  the  compiler  and  custodian  of  the 
book  the  committee  is  planning  and  moved  that  Miss  Robertson  be 
made  a  member  of  the  Historical  Committee.  She  gave  the  plans 
for  the  book  and  asked  for  suggestions  for  a  title.  She  mentioned 
the  committee's  thought  that  the  original  Charter  Certificates  should 
be  filed  at  Greensboro  College  with  other  Conference  material. 
Mrs.  Holt  was  instructed  to  do  this. 

Mrs.  White  urged  the  use  of  the  Handbook  on  Status  of  Women. 
She  repeated  her  suggestion  for  local  chairmen  to  compile  scrap- 
books  on  women's  activities,  to  keep  a  roll  of  women  suitable  for 
officers  to  assist  nominating  committees,  and  a  list  of  women  on  the 
official  board  of  local  church. 

Mrs.  Hood  introduced  Rev.  W.  L.  Clegg,  Superintendent  of  the 
Favetteville  District,  who  gave  a  glimpse  into  the  background  and 
possibilities  of  the  work  in  the  industrial  area  of  East  Rockingham. 
The  location  is  good,  there  is  a  family  spirit  among  the  churches,  the 
manufacturers  are  interested  and  cooperative.  The  Entwistle  Mills 
will  provide  a  building  for  a  communitv  center  and  living  quarters  for 
a  worker  if  necessarv.  Monev  to  the  amount  of  $750.00  is  guaranteed. 
He  said  Miss  Riddle  is  highly  recommended  and,  if  approved,  will 
be  gladlv  accepted. 

Mrs.  Borland  reported  that  the  Secretaries'  Hour  had  been  de- 
voted to  a  discussion  of  district  organization  and  the  many  details 
to  be  worked  out  if  Conference  decides  to  use  the  plan.  Mrs.  Glass 
reported  for  the  committee  appointed  to  study  district  organization 
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that  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  the  Conference  has 
reached  a  stage  in  its  growth  where  it  needs  this  set-up  and  the  com- 
mittee recommends  adopting  the  plan.  Full  discussion  followed  and 
Mrs.  Glass  moved  that  the  Executive  Committee  go  on  record  as 
approving  the  district  organization  plan.  The  motion  carried.  Mrs. 
Hood  requested  the  delegates  to  Jurisdiction  Conference  to  try  to 
learn  the  best  working  plans  for  setting  up  district  organization.  She 
appointed  a  committee  composed  of  the  seven  District  Secretaries, 
Mrs.  Hood,  Mrs.  Lineberger,  Mrs.  Boone,  Mrs.  Fouts,  Mrs.  Cutchin, 
Mrs.  Edens,  and  Mrs.  Gates  to  work  out  details  for  presenting  the 
plan  to  Conference  and  asked  the  committee  to  meet  Monday  night, 
March  26  at  7:30  at  Duke  Memorial  Church,  Durham. 

Mrs.  Holt  announced  that  the  vote  on  the  dedication  of  the 
minutes  resulted  in  the  selection  of  Miss  McKinnon  and  Mrs.  Gates 
was  asked  to  write  the  dedication. 

Mrs.  Hood  asked  members  to  consider  the  question  of  electing 
delegates,  which  must  be  done  at  Conference,  and  to  bring  sugges- 
tions to  next  Executive  Committee  meeting. 

Mrs.  McKinne  spoke  of  unsettled  conditions  and  expressed  the 
hope  that  the  Conference  would  have  faith  to  increase  its  giving 
again.  She  moved  that  the  Conference  pledge  to  the  Division  be 
$52,000.00.  The  motion  carried.

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Mrs.  Gates  reported  for  the  Industrial  Commission  that  the  work 
in  East  Laurinburg  is  on  a  better  basis.  The  summer  program  was 
very  worth  while  and  the  work  is  going  forward. 

Mrs.  Hood  announced  that  Mrs.  L.  A.  Watts  will  take  the  chair- 
manship of  the  Research  Committee  after  Conference. 

Mrs.  Hood's  paiting  thought  contrasted  action  and  activity  and 
emphasized  the  need  for  a  quiet  hour  in  our  daily  lives. 

After  sentence  prayer,  the  meeting  was  adjourned. 

Durham,  N.  C.  -  March  26,  1946 

The  Executive  Committee,  augmented  by  the  zone  leaders,  met 
at  Duke  Memorial  Church,  Durham,  N.  C,  at  11:30  on  the  morning 
of  March  26,  1946.  They  were  welcomed  by  the  president,  Mrs. 
Gurney  P.  Hood. 

As  the  first  item  on  the  agenda,  Mrs.  Hood  asked  for  the  report 
of  the  committee  to  study  the  purchase  of  a  motion  picture  projector. 
Mrs.  Lineberger,  chairman,  read  Mr.  Goldston's  letter  asking  for  the 
machine  and  his  suggestions  for  its  use.  Mrs.  Gates  moved  that  the 
Conference  buy  the  machine  through  the  Supplies  Department  and 
work  out  its  use  in  detail  later.  Miss  Lamb  offered  an  amendment 
to  the  effect  that  if  sufficient  funds  are  not  raised,  the  Conference 
will  meet  the  deficiency.  Mrs.  Gates  accepted  the  amendment.  Mrs. 
Glass  moved  that  the  Conference  buy  the  machine  now  and  let  the 
amount  be  refunded  through  the  Supplies  Department.  After  full 
discussion,  each  of  these  motions  carried. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin  reported  for  the  Committee  on  a  suggested 
workshop  to  be  sponsored  bv  the  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  Department  and  asked  that  the  project  be  left  in 
the  hands  of  the  Committee  for  further  study.  The  request  was 
granted. 

Mrs.  Hood  announced  that  Dr.  J.  M.  Ormond  has  planned  five 
conferences  during  May  and  asked  the  District  Secretaries  and  zone 
leaders  to  give  publicity  to  them. 

The  expenses  of  zone  leaders  to  Conference  —  their  travel  and 
registration  —  are  to  be  paid  out  of  zone  funds. 

Mrs.  Hood  announced  the  date  of  the  Student  Conference  at 
Lake  Junaluska  —  June  3-8;  and  that  of  the  Missionary  Conference  — 
June  22-30.  Mrs.  Holt  read  the  action  of  the  Administrative  and 
Finance  Committees  in  which  Mrs.  Boone  moved  that  subsidies  from 
the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  —  $50.00  for  the  Secretaries  of  Student 
Work,  Spiritual  Life,  and  Literature  and  Publications  —  and  from 
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the  Division  —$30.00  for  Secretaries  of  Organization  and  Promotion, 
Missionary  Education  and  Service,  and  Christian  Social  Relations  — 
be  accepted.  Also  that  the  Conference  subsidize  these  six  officers  and 
the  seven  District  Secretaries,  on  a  basis  of  $50.00  each,  according  to 
their  expenses.  The  motion  carried  and  it  was  added  that  any  surplus 
shall  be  applied  to  the  quarterly  expense  account. 

Mrs.  Hood  spoke  of  the  Assembly  to  be  held  in  Columbus,  Ohio, 
in  April.  Mrs.  Gates  moved  that  the  Conference  send  the  President 
and  the  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  and  Mrs.  Chadwick 
seconded  the  motion.  During  discussion,  Mrs.  Boone  moved  that 
the  Conference  send  the  President,  who  is  automatically  a  member 
of  the  Assembly,  and  that  two  other  delegates  and  three  alternates 
shall  be  voted  on  by  ballot.  Mrs.  Gates  and  Mrs.  Chadwick  accepted 
this  as  a  substitute  motion  and  it  was  passed.  Mrs.  Cutchin  moved 
that  those  women  who  wish  to  pay  their  own  expenses  to  the 
Assembly,  up  to  the  quota  permitted  the  Conference,  be  made  voting 
delegates.  This  was  passed. 

Miss  Lamb  moved  that  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
who  live  in  Raleigh  select  the  date  for  the  1947  Conference.    Carried. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  reported  for  the  Committee  appointed  at  Jan- 
uary Executive  Meeting  to  study  District  Organization.  She  offered 
the  following  recommendations  and  moved  their  adoption: 


District  Organization 

1.  That  the  District  Secretaries  with  their  committees  make  an 
effort  to  complete  their  slate  of  officers  during  the  second  quar- 
ter and  that  they  be  elected  as  early  as  possible  and  the  re- 
maining months  be  spent  in  cultivation  and  training  in  their 
particular  tasks  to  be  taken  up  January  1,  1947. 

2.  District  Secretaries  be  authorized  to  select  a  committee  to 
serve  as  a  nominating  committee  as  she  deems  fit. 

3.  Nominating  Committee  for  District  make  its  recommenda- 
tion to  its  District  Executive  Committee  for  approval  of  the 
officers  until  they  are  elected. 

4.  Officers: 

District  President  and  District  Secretary  of  Organization  and 

Promotion  (District  Secretarv  of  Organization  and  Promotion 

be  present  District  Secretary). 

Recording  Secretary. 

District  Treasurer:    Handle  District  Cultivation  Funds  and 
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District  Specials  and  Conference  Treasurer  handle  all  Division 

Funds. 

All  District  Officers  correspond  to  Conference  Officers. 

Zone  Leaders  be  maintained  as  members  of  District  Executive 

Committee. 
After  full  discussion,  the  recommendations  were  adopted  unani- 
mously.  Mrs.  Lineberger  offered  another  recommendation  —  that  all 
Conference  officers  close  their  books  by  the  fifth  of  the  month.  This 
was  adopted. 

Several  announcements  were  made  and  the  meeting  adjourned. 
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THE  SIXTH  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  NORTH

The  Sixth  Annual  Session  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  Methodist  Church,  was  called 
to  order  at  2:30  on  the  afternoon  of  March  26,  1946,  in  Duke  Me- 
morial Church,  Durham,  N.  C.  The  session  was  opened  with  the 
hymn,  "Jesus  Shall  Reign,"  and  Mrs.  Hood  introduced  Mrs.  W.  L. 
Mullikin  of  Greenwood,  S.  C,  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  South- 
eastern Jurisdiction,  who  brought  a  carefully  prepared  meditation. 
She  based  her  message  on  the  Conference  theme,  "Peace  Through 
His  Cross,"  leading  her  listeners  to  Calvary.  She  mentioned  Christ's 
faith,  reliance  on  prayer,  and  readiness  to  face  the  cross.  She  asked 
the  searching  questions  —  Where  are  our  interests?  Is  there  any- 
thing in  us  to  remind  others  of  Christ?  Do  we  take  up  His  cross 
through  intercession?  —  and  closed  with  the  thought  that  the  cross, 
the  symbol  of  the  hopes  of  men,  is  the  only  way  to  set  men  free. 

Mrs.  Thomas  Howerton  sang  "Jesu,  Jesu,  Miserere." 

Mrs.  Hood  thanked  Mrs.  Mullikin  for  her  message  and  introduced 
Mrs.  C.  E.  Jordan,  president  of  the  Duke  Memorial  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service,  who  gave  a  most  cordial  welcome  to  the  Con- 
ference. Mrs.  H.  R.  Odum  responded  to  Mrs.  Jordan's  gracious  wel- 
come. Mrs.  Hood  added  her  own  expression  of  appreciation  for  the 
many  courtesies  of  the  Duke  Memorial  Society  already  in  evidence. 
She  referred  to  the  absence  of  Mrs.  G.  Y.  Jones  of  Laurinburg,  who 
had  recently  been  injured,  and  asked  the  secretary  to  write  her  a  note. 

Mrs.  Hood  appointed  the  following  committees:

Mrs.  S.  S.  Holt,  Recording  Secretary,  gave  her  report. 

(All  reports  were  accepted  and  all  recommendations  were  adopted.) 

Mrs.  H.I.  Glass,  Vice  President,  gave  her  report,  placing  emphasis 
on  special  memberships  —  what  they  are,  when,  where,  and  why  they 
should  be  given. 
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The  five  deaconesses  employed  by  the  Conference,  Miss  Sara 
Kee,  Director  of  Defense  Work,  Cherry  Point;  Miss  Priscilla  Steger, 
Director  of  Industrial  Work,  East  Laurinburg;  Miss  Mary  Nichols, 
Director  of  Defense  Work,  Wilmington;  Miss  Mamiej  Chandler, 
Director  of  Student  Work,  East  Carolina  Teachers'  College,  Green- 
ville; and  Mrs.  A.  Q.  Roebuck,  Director  of  Rural  Work,  Walston- 
burg,  were  invited  to  the  platform  and  gave  highlights  of  their 
year's  work.  The  enthusiastic  accounts  of  their  accomplishments 
brought  to  the  Conference  in  an  impressive  way  the  return  of  bread 
cast  on  the  waters. 

Mrs.  Hood  commented  on  the  excellence  of  the  work  done  by 
the  deaconesses  and  announced  the  opening  of  new  work  at  East 
Rockingham  in  June. 

The  Conference  sang  "Where  Cross  the  Crowded  Ways  of  Life" 
and  after  announcements,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick  was  recognized. 
Mrs.  Chadwick  presented  Mrs.  Carl  Beadles,  nee  Miss  Viola  Nethery, 
a  North  Carolina  deaconess.  Mrs.  Beadles  expressed  her  appreciation 
for  the  assistance  and  encouragement  given  her  and  others  in  the 
work  bv  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

Mrs.  Kingsbury,  in  charge  of  the  book  room,  was  presented.  She 
spoke  of  the  display  the  Publishing  House  had  arranged  and  invited 
inspection.    Miss  Gardner  also  spoke  of  the  exhibit. 

Mrs.  Gates  directed  the  planning  committees  whose  meetings 
followed  the  afternoon  session  of  the  Conference  to  the  rooms 
assigned  them. 

Dr.  John  C.  Glenn,  pastor  of  Duke  Memorial  Church,  pro- 
nounced the  benediction. 

Evening  Session 

The  evening  session  was  opened  with  the  Ordinance  of  Holy 
Communion,  administered  in  silence  by  Dr.  H.  C.  Smith,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Durham  District,  assisted  by  Dr.  John  C.  Glenn, 
pastor  of  the  Duke  Memorial  Church,  and  Drs.  H.  E.  Myers,  James  T. 
Cleland,  and  J.  M.  Ormond  of  the  Divinity  School,  Duke  University. 
As  the  communicants  left  the  table,  they  placed  a  sacrificial  offering 
on  the  altar. 

The  Duke  Memorial  Church  choir  sang  a  beautiful  anthem. 

Mrs.  Hood  introduced  Dr.  James  T.  Cleland  of  the  Divinity 
School,  Duke  University.  Dr.  Cleland  read  John  13:1-10  and  spoke 
of  some  aspects  of  the  Last  Supper  as  related  in  the  Fourth  Gospel, 
each  of  which  he  connected  closelv  with  the  work  of  the  Woman's 
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Society  of  Christian  Service.  He  dwelt  on  the  lesson  of  humility. 
Christ,  he  said,  had  taught  his  disciples  humility;  now  he  reinforced 
his  teaching  bv  example  —  he  washed  their  feet.  Then  they  ate  the 
Supper,  the  loaf  being  the  symbol  of  unity.  In  less  than  twenty-four 
hours  Judas  had  betrayed  Christ,  Peter  had  denied  him,  the  others 
had  fled.  They  were  no  longer  united  with  God.  But  Peter  came 
back  and  the  others  came  back  and  they  put  the  Lord's  Supper  in 
the  heart  of  the  Church,  having  learned  the  need  for  union.  In  con- 
clusion Dr.  Cleland  said,  "As  you  leave  the  Table,  Jesus  has  a  special 
word  for  you  —  'Peace'.  'Peace  I  leave  with  you'  —  not  the  absence 
of  war,  but  the  peace  of  the  cross." 

The  Conference  sang  "Ask  Ye  What  Great  Thing  I  Know"  and 
Dr.  Cleland  pronounced  the  benediction. 

March  27  -  9:00  A.  M. 

The  opening  hymn,  "O  For  a  Thousand  Tongues  to  Sing,"  was 
followed  by  the  morning  meditation,  a  most  inspirational  period,  led 
by  Dr.  John  C.  Glenn,  pastor  of  Duke  Memorial  Church.  Dr.  Glenn 
read  selected  verses  from  the  fifth  chapter  of  Matthew's  Gospel. 
"The  Beatitudes,"  said  Dr.  Glenn,  "are  beautiful  attitudes  toward  life 
and  you  are  blessed  if  you  think  and  practice  beautiful  attitudes 
toward  life."  These  attitudes  can  be  cultivated  by  walking  humbly, 
doing  justly,  and  loving  mercv.  All  our  emotional  and  spiritual  life, 
our  health,  our  relation  to  our  friends  and  to  the  Lord  depend  on 
these  attitudes. 

Mrs.  Eugene  Umstead  sang  "Lord,  Let  Me  Live  Today." 

Mrs.  Hood  thanked  Dr.  Glenn  for  the  meditation  and  Mrs. 
Umstead  for  the  lovely  solo. 

Mrs.  Fred  Johnson  reported  that  the  minutes  of  the  afternoon 
session  had  been  read  and  approved. 

Mrs.  Hood  announced  changes  in  committees  and  told  of  an 
injury  which  Mr.  J.  Macon  Emory  had  suffered.  The  Conference 
voted  to  send  flowers  and  a  note  to  him  and  Mrs.  Emory.  Mrs. 
Emory  had  recently  been  appointed  Secretary  of  the  Raleigh  District. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities,  gave  the  report  of  her  department  and  read 
her  recommendations.  In  connection  with  recommendation  four 
Mrs.  Cutchin  read  three  letters.  The  first,  a  letter  to  President 
Truman,  registered  opposition  to  peace-time  conscription  and  urged 
him  to  use  his  influence  against  international  conscription.  A  second 
letter,  also  to  the  President,  expressed  approval  of  the  government's 
efforts  to  provide  for  the  countries  ravaged  by  war  and  protested 
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against  the  use  of  grain  and  sugar  for  alcoholic  beverages.  A  third 
letter,  copies  of  which  will  be  sent  to  various  moving  picture  pro- 
ducers, urged  that  scenes  showing  social  drinking  be  eliminated  from 
moving  pictures  except  when  the  setting  is  authentic  or  accuracy  of 
character  development  or  deterioration  is  shown.  Approval  was 
voiced  and  Mrs.  Cutchin  was  instructed  to  send  the  letters  as  express- 
ing the  attitude  of  the  Conference  toward  these  subjects. 

Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass,  Vice  President,  was  called  to  the  chair.  She 
introduced  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  Conference  President,  who  gave 
her  annual  message.  Mrs.  Hood  summarized  the  progress  made  dur- 
ing the  year,  emphasizing  the  strength  and  the  weakness  of  the  work, 
the  obligations,  the  responsibility,  and  the  privileges  that  it  brings. 
She  urged  cooperation  with  the  Church  in  the  Evangelistic  phase  of 
the  Crusade  for  Christ  and  the  College  Advance.  She  brought  out 
the  need  for  organizing  the  Conference  by  districts  as  the  Division 
plans  provide  for  and  asked  cooperation  during  this  transition  period. 
Her  message  was  a  challenge  to  all  to  show  Christ's  wav  of  life  to 
the  world  and  to  work  for  the  day  when  there  shall  be  peace  among 
the  nations. 

Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker,  retiring  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Pro- 
motion, presided  over  the  Secretaries'  Hour.  The  reports  of  the  Dis- 
trict Secretaries  showed  justifiable  pride  in  achieving  leadership  in 
different  fields,  a  friendly  rivalrv,  and  a  genuine  interest  in  and 
devotion  to  their  work.  Mrs.  Hooker  called  attention  to  the  steady 
growth  indicated  by  their  statistical  reports  and  voiced  her  approval 
of  the  forward  step  being  contemplated  in  the  proposed  district 
organization.  She  displayed  and  presented  the  Korean  Urn,  the  awaH 
for  the  highest  percentage  of  reporting,  which  was  won  by  the  Rocky 
Mount  District,  and  the  Korean  Candlestick,  the  award  for  the  largest 
percentage  increase  in  giving,  which  was  won  by  the  Fayetteville 
District.  Mrs.  Hooker  presented  Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger,  who  for  the 
past  three  months  has  been  acting  Secretary  of  Organization  and 
Promotion.  Mrs.  Lineberger  read  the  recommendations  of  the 
department. 

Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland  read  the  recommendations  formulated  by 
the  committee  appointed  at  the  Januarv  Executive  Committee  meet- 
ing to  studv  district  organization.  (See  Executive  Committee  meet- 
ing, March  26,  1946.)  Mrs.  Borland  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
recommendations.  Full  discussion  followed  and  a  decided  approval 
of  the  recommendations  was  indicated  by  the  large  vote,  taken  by  a 
show  of  hands.   There  was  no  opposition. 
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Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  was  recognized.  She  asked  Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler 
to  join  her  on  the  platform.  In  aptly  chosen  words  Mrs.  Gates  ex- 
pressed her  personal  affection  for  Mrs.  Plyler  and  the  Conference's 
appreciation  of  her  years  of  service  and  presented  her  a  Life  Patron 
Membership  from  the  Conference.  Others  honored  by  the  Confer- 
ence in  this  way  were  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  whom  Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland 
in  making  the  presentation  described  as  "the  most  beloved  member 
of  the  Conference";  Mrs.  Walter  Patton  on  whom  Mrs.  F.  B. 
McKinne  bestowed  the  award  "in  recognition  of  faithful  service"; 
and  Miss  Alice  Green,  returned  missionary  to  China,  "one  who  has 
given  light  to  those  who  sit  in  darkness,"  who  received  her  award 
from  the  hands  of  her  sister-in-law,  Mrs.  Nellie  B.  Rives.  Similarlv 
honored  were  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker,  retiring  Secretary  of  Organization 
and  Promotion  to  whom  Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass,  representing  the  New 
Bern  District,  made  the  presentation;  and  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  retiring 
Secretary  of  the  Wilmington  District,  accepted  her  award  from  Mrs. 
Ben  F.  Boone  who  spoke  for  that  District.  An  unusual  feature  of  this 
ceremony  was  that  each  recipient  was  present  to  accept  the  honor 
and  each  happily  expressed  her  thanks. 

At  Mrs.  Hood's  request  a  large  number  of  delegates  who  were 
attending  Conference  for  the  first  time  stood.  It  was  brought  out  as 
an  item  of  interest  that  Mrs.  Harvey  Boney  had  attended  thirty-one 
times;  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison,  thirty-five  times;  while  Miss  Lamb  had  a 
total  of  fifty-one. 

Mrs.  C.  E.  Jordan  reported  that  the  love  offering  of  the  evening 
session  was  $430.00;  the  morning  collection  was  $109.00. 

The  hymn,  "O  Could  I  Speak"  was  sung  and  Mrs.  Hood  intro- 
duced Miss  Frances  Fulton,  formerly  a  missionary  to  China;  more 
recently,  to  Lima,  Peru.  Miss  Fulton  spoke  briefly  of  Peru  as  a  pic- 
turesque and  beautiful  country  and  of  its  people.  She  elaborated  on 
her  work  which  is  educational  and  much  of  her  address  dealt  with 
the  Lima  High  School,  organized  thirty-eight  years  ago,  the  first 
school  in  South  America  giving  education  to  girls.  The  school  is  not 
self-supporting.  The  Methodist  women  of  the  United  States,  who 
financed  the  building,  subsidize  it  in  the  salaries  of  the  North  Ameri- 
can teachers.  It  has,  she  said,  done  a  great  work  in  the  past  and  is 
one  of  the  most  important  factors  in  the  future  of  Peru. 

Mrs.  Ben  F.  Boone  gave  her  report  as  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Education  and  Service.  She  awarded  the  Lilly  Moore  Everett  Study 
Jewel  to  the  Wilmington  District  for  the  highest  percentage  of 
societies  reporting  three  or  more  studv  classes  for  the  fifth  consecutive 
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year.  Mrs.  J.  T.  Doughtie  accepted  the  Jewel  for  the  district. 

Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  first  president  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  and  of  the  South- 
eastern Jurisdiction,  was  recognized.  Mrs.  Hillman  had  come  from 
the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and 
after  referring  to  the  election  of  Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts  as  Secretary 
of  Youth  Work  in  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  she  spoke  of  the 
missionary  opportunity  that  faces  us. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  chairman  of  the  Courtesy  Committee,  pre- 
sented the  following  guests:  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten,  Greenville;  Mrs. 
C.  E.  Parker,  Durham;  Mrs.  Harvey  Boney,  Rose  Hill;  Mrs.  H.  J. 
Faison,  Faison;  Mrs.  D.  C.  Lawrence,  Sanford;  Mrs.  Nellie  B.  Rives, 
Raleigh;  Miss  Florine  Robertson,  Burlington;  Mrs.  Barton,  Durham; 
Dr.  M.  T.  Plyler,  Durham;  Rev.  A.  S.  Barnes,  Raleigh;  Rev.  W.  A. 
Cade,  Raleigh.  Mrs.  Hood  introduced  the  ladies  and  Dr.  John  C. 
Glenn  introduced  the  ministers. 

Mrs.  W.  L.  Mullikin  brought  the  noon  meditation,  directing  the 
thought  of  the  Conference  to  the  Church.  She  pointed  out  that  the 
Christian  Church  rises  to  the  challenge  of  the  world's  needs  and 
pleaded  in  the  words  of  Dr.  Georgia  Harkness  for  a  united  impact 
on  all  the  needs  of  the  world,  the  deepest  need  being  a  saving  faith 
in  Jesus  and  the  God  he  reveals.  She  added  that  the  gospel  rests  in 
the  hands  of  twentieth  century  disciples  who  must  bring  to  the  world 
a  vision  of  God,  for  out  of  the  vision  comes  the  volunteer,  as  well  as 
the  call  of  God. 

Mrs.  Hood  led  the  Conference  in  the  last  verse  of  the  nineteenth 
Psalm  as  a  closing  prayer. 

Afternoon  Session 

The  afternoon  session  was  opened  with  the  song,  "Love  Divine, 
All  Love  Excelling,"  and  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick  led  the  devotional 
period.  She  read  selected  verses  from  Matthew  and  in  her  brief  re- 
marks wished  for  the  Conference  a  greater  faith  and  a  greater  sense 
of  responsibility  since  Christ  expects  great  things  from  us  and  to  do 
great  things  through  us. 

The  bar  of  the  Conference  was  fixed. 

Mrs.  Hood  presented  Rev.  W.  A.  Cade  who  spoke  on  "The  Meth- 
odist College  Advance." 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin,  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  read 
her  report  and  recommendations. 

Mrs.  Holt  read  a  list  of  those  who  were  entitled  to  vote  —  Bv-Law 
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I  of  the  Conference  constitution  —  and  gave  the  report  of  the  Regis- 
tration Committee.  Ballots  were  distributed.  Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore 
brought  the  report  of  the  Research  Committee  which  contained  the 
following  suggested  names:  For  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Pro- 
motion, Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger;  Secretary  of  Supplies,  Mrs.  N.  P. 
Edens;  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  Mrs.  Hubert  Odom;  Secretary  of 
Spiritual  Life,  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter. 

Mrs.  Penny  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Research  Committee 
be  accepted  as  the  report  of  a  nominating  committee.  The  motion 
carried.  There  were  no  nominations  from  the  floor  and  the  ballots 
were  collected. 

Miss  Mary  Gardner,  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  gave 
her  report  and  recommendations.  She  also  reported  as  Editor  of 
the  Woman's  Page  in  The  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate.  Mrs. 
Hood  paid  tribute  to  Miss  Gardner  and  thanked  her  for  her  con- 
tribution to  the  work. 

Mrs.  H.  L.  McLeod  reported  the  election  of  the  officers 
nominated. 

Mrs.  Hood  asked  for  confirmation  of  the  appointment  of  Mrs. 
R.  L.  Cox  as  Secretary  of  the  New  Bern  District  and  Mrs.  J.  T. 
Doughtie  as  Secretary  of  the  Wilmington  District.  Confirmation  was 
unanimous.  Mrs.  J.  Macon  Emory,  who  was  appointed  as  Secretary 
of  the  Raleigh  District  had  informed  Mrs.  Hood  that  due  to  an  in- 
jury her  husband  had  suffered  on  the  preceding  day,  she  could  not 
accept  the  appointment.  Her  decision  was  accepted  with  regret. 

The  audience  stood  and  sang  two  stanzas  of  "We've  a  Story 
to  Tell." 

Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne  gave  her  report  as  treasurer.  She  stated  that 
1945  has  been  the  greatest  year  for  giving  since  1926  —  the  total  being 
$82,875.56.  She  added  that  back  of  the  gifts  she  sees  the  prayers  and 
the  love  of  the  Master  that  prompt  them  and  that  it  is  wonderful  to 
send  this  amount  into  channels  that  will  build  character  and  save 
souls.  Mrs.  McKinne  conducted  the  Pledge  Service.  The  Secre- 
taries pledged  for  their  districts  and  the  Guild  as  follows:

Mrs.  Gates  concluded  the  pledge  service  with  a  dedicatory  prayer. 

Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts  gave  her  report  as  Secretary  of  Youth  Work. 
She  introduced  Miss  Evelyn  Cline,  who  is  in  the  Board  of  Education 
office  and  to  whom  youth  funds  will  be  sent  in  the  future.  Her 
recommendations  followed  her  report. 

The  newly  elected  officers  were  presented  to  the  Conference. 
Mrs.  Hood  commented  on  the  splendid  work  of  the  outgoing  officers 
and  paid  especial  tribute  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb. 

Mrs.  S.  A.  Maxwell,  Secretary  of  Children's  Work,  gave  her  report 
and  her  department's  recommendation. 

The  session  was  dismissed  with  prayer  by  Mrs.  Glass. 
Evening  Session 

After  an  organ  prelude,  the  Conference  sang  "Lead  On,  O  King 
Eternal"  and  Dr.  D.  D.  Holt,  pastor  of  Trinity  Church,  Durham,  led 
the  evening  devotional.  The  choir  sang  most  impressively  an  anthem, 
"Watchman,  What  of  the  Night?" 

Mrs.  Hood  thanked  the  choir  for  its  contribution  of  beautiful 
music.     . 

Mrs.  Chadwick,  asking  for  personal  privilege,  came  to  the  plat- 
form and  presented  Mr.  Gurney  P.  Hood. 

Mrs.  Hood,  referring  to  the  promise  for  the  future  in  the  Meth- 
odist Youth  Fellowship,  introduced  Bill  Wells,  President  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship.  Bill  spoke 
pleasinglv  and  earnestly  of  the  Fellowship  —  the  Methodist  Youth 
Fund,  the  camping  programs,  the  summer  assemblies,  the  paper, 
"Youth  in  Action,"  and  the  many  members  who  dedicate  them- 
selves to  full  or  part  time  service. 

Mrs.  Hood  again  introduced  Miss  Frances  Fulton  who  described 
Peru  as  a  country  where  there  has  never  been  a  middle  class,  but 
where,  as  in  South  America  generally,  one  is  now  developing.  The 
aristocracy  there  opposes  Protestantism  since  in  it  they  see  the  growth 
of  independent  thinking  and  a  sense  of  the  worth  of  the  individual, 
two  sources  of  danger  to  their  position.  She  emphasized  that  the 
finest  thing  we  can  do  for  these  neighbors  is  to  help  them  help 
themselves. 

As  a  closing  hymn  the  Conference  sang  "God  of  Grace,  God  of 
Glory"  and  Dr.  D.  D.  Holt  pronounced  the  benediction. 
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March  29  -  9:00  A.  M. 

Mrs.  J.  M.  Ormond  conducted  the  Memorial  Service,  opening  it 
with  the  hymn,  "O  Master,  Let  Me  Walk  With  Thee."  She  used 
the  first  Memorial  Service  from  the  Methodist  Hvmnal  as  responsive 
reading  and  Mrs.  A.  E.  Stanlv  sang  "Dry  Your  Tears."  Mrs.  Ormond 
read  the  Roll  of  Remembrance  and  Mrs.  C.  W.  Pepper,  reading  from 
Exodus  "What  mean  ye  by  this  service?"  paid  a  beautiful  tribute  to 
those  who  have  joined  "the  choir  invisible." 

Mrs.  Fred  L.  Johnson  reported  that  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
sessions  had  been  read  and  corrected. 

Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger  gave  an  informative  resume  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Sixth  Annual  Session  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction. 

Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  was  recognized.  She  presented  Mrs.  J.  C. 
Angier  of  the  Duke  Memorial  Church  who,  she  said,  laid  the  founda- 
tion for  the  work  which  the  local  society  is  now  doing  by  her  gifts, 
her  influence,  and  her  leadership.  She  presented  Airs.  Angier  with 
a  Life  Membership  from  the  Conference. 

Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts  presented  Junior  Life  Memberships  to 
the  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  E.  Jordan,  C.  E.,  Jr.,  and  Elizabeth. 
Mrs.  Jordan  accepted  the  awards  for  them. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb,  Spiritual  Life  Secretary,  in  connection  with 
her  report  made  an  impassioned  plea  for  praver  for  volunteers  for 
specific  Christian  work  from  the  Conference.  She  closed  with  a  word 
of  gratitude  for  the  vears  of  service  she  has  enjoyed  with  the  Con- 
ference. The  Conference  stood  in  appreciation  of  her  invaluable 
contribution. 

Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore,  Student  Work  Secretary,  read  her  report  and 
recommendations. 

Mrs.  Hood  recognized  Dr.  M.  T.  Plyler  who  made  a  strong  plea 
for  support  of  the  new  administration  of  the  North  Carolina  Chris- 
tian Advocate. 

Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger,  Secretary  of  Supplies,  read  her  report.  She 
told  of  the  decision  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  purchase  a 
moving  picture  projector  and  explained  that  undirected  home  funds 
may  be  applied  to  this  cause.  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  incoming  secretary 
of  the  department,  read  the  recommendations. 

Mrs.  A.  Wray  White,  Secretarv  of  Status  of  Women,  read  her 
report  and  recommendations. 

Mrs.  B.  B.   Slaughter,   Chairman  of  the  Research  Committee, 
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offered  the  following  suggested  list  of  delegates  and  alternates  to 
the  Assembly,  selected  from  those  who  did  not  attend  the  Jurisdic- 
tion Conference  in  order  to  diffuse  the  information  and  inspiration 
gained  in  these  meetings:

The  list  was  accepted  as  a  nominating  report  and  the  ballots  were 
distributed  and  collected. 

Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary 
Personnel,  reported  for  her  committee  and  read  her  recommenda- 
tions. Mrs.  Hood  announced  that  this  Committee  had  been  elevated 
to  a  department  and  that  Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts  will  be  the  Con- 
ference Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel. 

Mrs.  M.  Leigh  Sheep  reported  for  Scarritt  Associates  and  read 
her  recommendations. 

Miss  Gardner  gave  the  report  of  the  Historical  Committee. 

Mrs.  Hood  presented  Orphanage  Interests,  particularly  the  cloth- 
ing of  children  in  the  collection  of  coupons  which  has  brought  in 
$600.00  this  year. 

Mrs.  Hood  read  the  Conference  Committees  for  1946. 

Mrs.  J.  A.  Warren  read  the  report  of  the  Resolutions  Committee. 

Mrs.  Hearst  extended  a  very  cordial  invitation  to  the  Seventh 
Annual  Session  of  the  Conference  to  meet  in  Grace  Church,  Wil- 
mington, all  the  Methodist  Churches  there  joining  her  in  extend- 
ing this  courtesy.  The  invitation  was  gladly  accepted. 

Mrs.  Edens  read  the  result  of  the  balloting  and  the  recording 
secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  for  the  three  delegates  and 
three  alternates  nominated  for  the  Assembly. 

Miss  Frances  Fulton  talked  interestingly  on  the  domestic  life  of 
Peru,  elaborating  on  the  foods  used  there. 

The  Conference  sang  "O  God  Our  Help  in  Ages  Past"  and  Mrs. 
Hood,  presenting  Mrs.  Mullikin  for  the  closing  meditation,  thanked 
her  for  the  messages  she  brought.  Mrs.  Mullikin,  using  Evangelism 
as  her  theme,  listed  the  goals  of  the  Year  of  Evangelism  in  the  Cru- 
sade for  Christ  and  urged  that  evangelistic  efforts  be  undergirded  by 
daily  devotions  and  quiet  periods  of  meditation  in  the  life  of  each 
society  member  as  well  as  activity  in  the  various  fields,  such  as 
societies,  youth  work,  and  Church  Schools. 
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The  Conference  sang  the  Doxology  and  the  benediction  was  pro- 
nounced by  Rev.  P.  F.  Newton  of  Enfield,  after  which  Mrs.  Hood 
declared  the  Sixth  Annual  Session  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  adjourned.

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REPORTS  OF  OFFICERS 


The  President's  Message  —  1946 

The  year  1945  will  always  be  a  memorable  date  in  the  history  of  the  world. 
It  was  then  that  the  greatest  war  of  all  time  came  to  an  end,  and  the  world  was 
left  in  its  greatest  chaos.  But  with  this  confusion  and  world  suffering,  came 
mankind's  greatest  opportunity  for  showing  a  spirit  of  world  brotherhood.  The 
Church,  and  the  W.S.C.S.  of  which  it  is  a  part,  must  share  this  responsibility, 
or  decline  in  its  effectiveness  as  a  Spiritual  and  Social  influence  in  the  New 
World  Order,  about  which  we  hear  so  much.  The  Church  is  trying  to  marshal 
its  forces  to  meet  the  physical  and  spiritual  needs,  both  at  home  and  abroad, 
and  the  W.S.C.S.  is  sharing  this  responsibility  by  calling  on  its  members  for 
greater  giving,  both  of  funds,  prayer,  and  dedicated  leadership.  Today  the  Meth- 
odist Church  needs  at  least  500  trained  workers  to  meet  the  immediate  needs. 
"The  harvest  truly  is  great,"  but  the  labourers  are  few;  pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest,  that  He  would  send  forth  labourers  into  his  harvest."  We  must 
hold  up  the  challenge  of  service  to  our  young  people,  and  pray  that  the  right 
ones  mav  heed  the  call.  But  we  cannot  be  two-bit  givers  if  the  financial  end  of 
the  program  is  to  be  sustained.  You  and  I  are  called  on  to  study,  to  pray,  and 
to  give  as  we  never  have  before  if  we  really  are  in  earnest  in  wanting  world  needs 
met  in  the  spirit  of  Christian  brotherhood. 

The  N.  C.  Conference  W.S.C.S.  has  been  keenly  aware  of  the  changes 
through  which  we  are  passing,  and  through  the  various  departments,  has  sought 
to  help  meet  the  immediate  needs,  and  to  help  mould  Christian  character.  There 
are  strong  points  and  weak  points  to  which  we  should  give  heed  if  we  are  to 
make  progress  this  year.  There  was  a  decided  increase  in  giving,  for  which  we 
are  grateful.  Our  pledge  was  $54,500  for  both  the  Woman's  Society  and  the 
Guild,  and  that  was  over-paid  by  more  than  $6,000.  For  all  purposes  $82,875.56 
was  sent  to  the  Conference  treasurer,  and  of  that  amount  $77,072.21  was 
sent  to  the  Division  Treasurer.  The  local  work  reached  $64,5177,  which 
was  $609.03  more  than  last  year,  and  the  Life  Memberships  reached  $8,425, 
which  was  an  increase  of  $360.  Our  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-denial  reached  an 
all-time  high  of  $9,417.11  for  both  the  Guild  and  Woman's  Society,  an  increase 
of  $1,221.34.  During  the  spring  and  fall  52  zone  meetings  were  held,  and 
these  act  as  "Work-shops"  of  the  Conference  and  District  work.  Too  much  stress 
cannot  be  put  on  the  effectiveness  of  these  zone  meetings  when  they  are  planned 
to  be  informative  as  well  as  inspirational.  The  District  meetings  were  held  jointly 
with  the  District  Superintendents  with  the  exception  of  the  Durham  District;  and 
now  that  gas  rationing  is  over,  we  are  hopeful  that  we  can  hold  the  usual  District 
meetings  this  year  that  shall  be  given  over  to  the  development  of  our  work. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  the  Conference  Study  and  Action  Com- 
mittee, in  cooperation  with  the  District  Secretaries,  who  planned  and  held  nine 
Seminars  throughout  the  Conference.  These  events  are  looked  forward  to  as 
periods  of  concentrated  effort,  not  only  to  train  leadership  for  study  classes,  but 
to  lay  vital  problems  before  the  women  of  the  Conference.  There  were  977 
approved  stadv  classes  —  only  an  increase  of  three,  but  there  was  an  increase 
of  573  attending  these  classes.  As  a  result  of  these  educational  efforts,  there  has 
been  an  increased  interest  in  Missions  and  in  the  giving  to  Missionary  enterprises. 
The  C.S.R.  and  L.C.A.  has  been  alert  not  only  to  local  needs,  but  has  tried  to 
keep  the  women  of  this  Conference  conscious  of  the  National  and  International 
problems  that  face  us  as  Christian  citizens.  Sometimes,  it  seems  there  is  no  phase 
of  Christian  living  that  this  department  does  not  cover,  and  at  this  time  of 
national  confusion,  reconversion,  racial  and  national  tensions,  and  the  planning  for 
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World  Peace,  this  department  has  endeavored  to  make  the  women  of  this  Con- 
ference not  onlv  conscious  of  the  problems,  but  to  point  out  a  solution,  and  to 
impress  upon  them  that  each  of  us  has  a  part  in  helping  to  build  a  New  World 
Order.  There  has  been  a  substantial  increase  in  the  subscriptions  to  The 
Methodist  Woman  and  The  World  Outlook,  but  not  enough  women  are  reading 
these  magazines.  I  do  not  see  how  leaders  of  a  Society,  or  Guild,  can  be  literate 
in  the  work  unless  they  are  readers  of  these  magazines,  and  the  same  thing  can 
be  said  about  the  membership  as  a  whole.  At  this  point,  we  would  like  to  urge 
that  ever}'  Society  use  the  regularly  prepared  program  material  that  is  sent  out 
bv  the  Division,  and  to  supplement  this  with  information  gathered  from  these 
two  magazines.  The  Youth  and  Student  Departments  have  put  forth  earnest 
efforts  to  keep  the  challenge  of  Christian  living  before  the  voung  people  of  our 
Church,  and  the  Children's  Department  is  cooperating  with  the  local  Boards 
of  Education  in  seeing  that  the  very  voung  are  trained  in  the  wav  of  Christian 
Missions. 

The  W.  S.  Guild  has  done  exceptionally  good  work  this  year,  and  is  on  a 
better  working  basis  than  ever  before.  There  is  an  enthusiastic  leadership,  both 
in  the  local  Guilds  and  the  Districts,  and  under  the  guidance  of  their  capable 
Conference  Secretary,  the  Business  and  Professional  Women  are  moving  forward. 
I  want  to  pav  a  special  tribute  to  their  per  capita  giving,  for  it  indicates  their 
love  and  loyalty  to  Christian  Missions.  The  other  departments  and  commissions 
have  been  active  in  their  various  lines  of  work,  and  I  cannot  sav  too  much  for 
the  District  Secretaries  and  Zone  leaders  who  gave  so  much  of  their  time  and 
strength  to  the  development  of  every  phase  of  the  work.  Undergirding  the  whole 
work  of  the  Confeience  has  been  the  Spiritual  Life  Groups.  However,  to  make 
the  Spiritual  Life  Groups  more  effective,  we  must  do  more  than  elect  a  secretary 
of  that  department.  We  must  become  conscious  of  the  need  of  praver  groups, 
and  the  dynamic  power  of  their  influence.  We  do  not  want  to  become  so  deeply 
concerned  over  the  mechanics  of  our  work  that  we  shall  forget  the  Spiritual 
phase.  The  development  of  Christian  thinking  and  action  is  one  of  the  primary 
causes  of  our  organization,  and  we  do  not  want  to  forget  that  each  member  of 
this  organization  is  asked  to  give  of  her  pravers  as  well  as  her  service  and  monev. 

There  are  some  weak  points  to  which  we  should  give  our  attention.  The 
growth  of  the  Conference  during  the  past  year  has  been  more  or  less  static  so 
far  as  numbers  are  concerned.  In  net  gain,  there  has  been  onlv  one  Society  and 
569  members,  and  three  Guilds  with  forty-six  members.  What  is  the  cause  of 
this?  Have  we  become  willing  to  go  along  with  the  same  membership  and  failed 
to  reach  out  for  others  who  might  benefit  bv  this  organization?  I  trust  that  this 
year  there  may  be  a  more  determined  effort  to  enlarge  the  membership  and  in- 
crease the  number  of  societies  and  Guilds;  but  it  will  have  to  be  a  cooperative 
venture.  This  responsibility  should  not  rest  entirely  on  the  District  Secretary. 
We  want  to  cooperate  with  the  pastors  of  the  charges  that  have  no  organization, 
and  in  each  Society  we  want  to  make  a  definite  effort  to  enlarge  our  membership. 

My  observation  leads  me  to  think  that  there  are  too  few  women  in  the  local 
Societies  who  have  an  understanding  of  the  scope  of  work  undertaken  by  the 
Church,  or  of  the  W.S.C.S.  Too  few  realize  the  physical  hunger  and  suffering, 
or  the  Spiritual  needs  of  the  world.  We  need  to  build  up  a  sensitivity  to  world 
needs,  and  we  believe  that  our  increase  in  giving  will  be  in  proportion  to  our 
awareness  to  local  and  world  conditions.  Too  few  of  our  women  are  willing  to 
take  places  of  responsibility  either  in  the  Society,  Zone,  District,  or  Conference, 
but  we  can  begin  training  them  for  this  leadership  in  the  local  Societies.  In  each 
Society,  the  Secretary  of  Status  of  Women  and  her  committee  should  be  on  the 
alert  for  capable  women,  and  seek  to  place  them  where  thev  can  serve  best,  either 
in  the  Society  or  the  Church.  In  this  way,  leadership  can  be  developed.  I  trust 
that  we  mav  not  onlv  stress  the  obligation,  but  the  privilege  of  service,  and  that 
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we  may  make  our  women  conscious  that  they,  personally,  have  a  part  in  solving 
many  of  the  tensions  that  confront  our  nation  and  community.  The  Conference 
will  never  be  stronger  than  its  local  Societies,  and  we  urge  that  the  programs 
be  informative,  and  that  there  be  a  diversified  sharing  of  the  local  responsibilities 
as  a  means  of  developing  leadership.    This  is  one  of  the  major  needs  of  todav. 

In  spite  of  the  increases  of  the  past  year,  we  have  only  tapped  the  sources  of 
our  giving.  Some  still  give  on  a  pre-war  basis,  and  we  need  to  hold  up  world 
needs  and  our  Christian  responsibility  as  incentives  for  giving.  We  are  told  that 
Japan  is  ripe  for  Christianity.  Already,  they  are  calling  for  New  Testaments  by 
the  hundreds  of  thousands,  and  as  soon  as  possible,  we  will  be  wanting  to  send 
our  workers.  Our  own  Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon,  Secretary  for  Africa,  tells  us 
that  the  urgent  needs  for  that  continent  are  staggering.  The  Methodist  Church 
has  been  allocated  more  widespread  opportunity  than  any  other  Protestant 
Church.  There  is  almost  a  mass  movement  in  the  black  belt  to  Christianity,  and 
in  the  north,  we  could  do  things  for  the  Moslems  that  would  influence  other 
Moslems  all  over  the  world.  Yet  to  meet  this  great  need,  we  have  only  forty- 
four  Missionaries.  And  so  the  story  goes  for  every  field  of  work.  Truly  the 
Church  and  the  way  of  Christian  life  are  at  the  cross-roads,  and  if  we  do  not  rally 
with  our  means  as  well  as  our  services,  Christianity  will  suffer  a  set-back.  We 
are  told  that  the  National  Distillers  are  planning  to  spend  50  million  dollars  this 
year  in  advertising,  and  they  would  not  do  that  if  they  did  not  expect  to  increase 
the  demands  for  their  goods.  Compare  this  sum  with  our  gifts  to  World  Mis- 
sions; or  compare  the  amount  your  county  spends  in  one  year  for  liquor  with 
that  which  we  give  to  make  Christ's  way  of  life  known  to  the  world.  We  may  be 
"well-wishers,"  but  we  have  not  learned  to  give  adequately  to  meet  the  needs. 

There  are  two  forward  movements  of  our  Church  to  which  we  wish  to  give 
our  hearty  cooperation  this  year.  First,  there  is  the  Crusade  for  Christ,  and  the 
period  of  Evangelism  which  is  being  stressed  at  this  time.  What  are  some  of  the 
things  we  can  do?  First,  take  stock  of  ourselves,  and  see  if  we  are  Christian 
in  every  phase  of  our  life.  In  other  words,  would  we  like  to  "sell"  the  Christian 
way  of  life  according  to  our  standards?  Then,  most  of  us  are  home-makers,  and 
the  hope  of  this  nation  is  Christian  homes.  In  the  building  of  Christian  homes, 
we  are  offering  an  antidote  for  juvenile  delinquency,  liquor,  divorce  evils,  crimes 
of  various  sorts;  and  out  of  these  homes  will  go  the  Christian  leaders  of  tomorrow. 
We  can  cooperate  with  our  pastor  in  his  visitation  program,  and  in  helping  to 
build  up  the  membership  of  the  Church  and  the  Church  School.  Incidentally, 
while  we  are  doing  this  visiting  for  the  Church,  we  should  also  keep  our  Societies 
in  mind,  and  use  this  as  a  means  of  increasing  our  membership. 

The  College  Advance  is  the  second  great  program  before  the  Church  this 
year.  The  N.  C.  Conference  and  the  W.N.C.  Conference  are  seeking  to  raise 
$2,075,000  for  the  enlargement  of  our  Church  schools,  and  as  members  of 
the  Church,  we  have  a  definite  obligation  and  opportunity  to  help  in  this  move- 
ment. The  officers  of  the  local  Societies,  and  the  Districts,  will  be  called  in  for 
planning,  and  we  trust  that  our  women  will  study  the  need  for  such  a  movement 
and  give  their  sympathetic  support.  We  have  only  to  read  the  papers  and  listen 
to  the  radio  to  know  of  the  great  crowds  at  our  Colleges,  and  the  pathetic  thing 
is  not  so  much  the  over-crowding,  bad  as  that  may  be,  but  that  thousands  are 
being  turned  away  because  there  is  no  room.  The  Methodist  Church  has  not 
done  a  great  deal  of  late  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  its  youth,  but  today, 
it  is  faced  with  a  real  crisis.  We  are  crying  for  trained  leadership  in  a  day  of 
new  opportunity,  and  the  boys  and  girls  are  finding  it  hard  to  get  into  the 
doors  of  learning.  This  is  another  way  in  which  the  Church  must  make  itself 
felt;  otherwise,  we  will  lose  our  opportunity  of  service. 

The  leaders  of  the  Conference  are  always  on  the  alert  for  the  progress  of  the 
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work,  and  they  have  come  to  the  time  when  it  seems  that  District  Organization 
is  inevitable.  At  the  time  of  Union,  they  did  not  see  that  it  was  necessary  at 
that  particular  time,  but  we  are  one  of  the  very  few  Conferences  that  has  not 
organized  according  to  Divisions  plans.  We  believe  it  will  be  one  means  of 
training  new  leadership,  and  of  more  widely  distributing  the  responsibilities  of 
the  work.  Our  District  Secretaries  have  done  most  sacrificial  work,  and  I  cannot 
speak  too  highly  of  their  services.  Selecting  leaders  and  putting  this  plan  into 
working  order  will  cause  some  "growing  pains";  but  if  you  will  give  it  your 
sympathetic  cooperation,  it  will  lessen  the  time  of  transition.  We  believe  that 
District  organization,  when  properly  worked,  will  not  only  develop  new  leaders, 
but  will  help  close  the  gap  between  the  local  Society  and  the  Conference  Board. 
This  is  a  challenging  day  in  which  to  live.  It  is  most  depressing  when  we 
think  of  the  suffering  and  human  misery;  the  destruction  of  war  and  the  waste 
of  human  life;  of  the  racial  and  national  tensions  that  threaten  the  peace  of 
the  world.  We  are  conscious  that  our  own  country  is  in  a  great  state  of  unrest; 
that  millions  have  been  uprooted  by  war,  and  into  the  fabric  of  American  life, 
new  patterns  have  been  woven  that  will  not  be  unravelled.  Millions  are  without 
homes,  and  others  are  over-crowded;  new  jobs  and  the  increasing  cost  of  living 
are  problems  that  face  a  large  portion  of  our  people.  The  way  of  life  cannot 
continue  after  the  war  as  it  did  before  the  war  without  resultant  tensions  and 
discontent.  The  W.S.C.S.  can  aid  in  easing  the  situation  in  their  own  locality  by 
using  their  reason  rather  than  their  emotions;  by  stressing  the  solution  rather 
than  the  problem  and  threat.  Every  way  of  life  but  the  Christ-way  has  been 
suggested,  and  he  taught  that  all  people  were  our  neighbors,  and  then  said  simply: 
"Treat  your  neighbor  as  you  would  have  him  treat  you."  He  gave  us  a  pattern 
of  life,  and  said:  "I  am  the  way,  follow  me."  What  a  challenge  it  is  today  to 
show  the  Christ-way  of  life  to  the  world,  and  to  work  toward  that  day  when 
peace  shall  be  among  all  nations  of  the  world.  Who  shall  measure  the  influence 
of  more  than  20,000  women  in  the  N.  C.  Conference  when  their  lives  are  dedi- 
cated to  the  Christ-way  of  life?  Truly,  God  must  be  saying  todav:  "Speak  unto 
the  women  of  the  W.S.C.S.  and  the  W.S.  Guild  that  they  go  forward."

Report  of  Vice  President 


Madam  President,  Honored  Guests,  Members  of  the  Conference: 

The  two  years  in  this  relationship  have  been  happy  ones.  It  has  been  a  pleasure 
to  serve  under  the  capable  leadership  of  our  President,  Mrs.  Hood,  and  to  be 
associated  with  the  other  members  of  the  Executive  Board.  Also  the  association 
with  the  Conference  has  been  replete  with  pleasant  recollections  of  new  friend- 
ships made  and  old  ones  drawn  nearer  and  nearer  through  closer  contacts. 

It  has  been  a  privilege  to  serve  the  many  calls  which  have  been  received.  Soon 
after  assuming  this  office  plans  were  made  for  your  Vice  President  to  attend  the 
Spiritual  Life  Seminar  at  Lake  Junaluska.  Following  this  she  represented  this 
Department  in  the  Conference  Seminars  that  fall,  traveling  from  Manteo  to 
Durham.  These  experiences  were  indeed  rich  and  so  rich  were  they  that  the 
discomforts  of  bus  travel  in  the  days  of  gas  rationing  were  not  even  considered. 

During  the  past  two  years  vour  Vice  President  has  served  on  many  com- 
mittees; however,  two  specific  assignments  have  been  given  her,  namely  the 
Chairmanship  of  the  Conference  Program  Committee  and  the  promotion  of 
Special  Memberships.  The  importance  of  Special  Memberships  has  been  pub- 
licized through  Zone  meetings,  by  letters  to  the  individual  Societies,  and  through 
the  able  work  of  the  District  Secretaries.   I  want  to  talk  a  little  about  the  Special 
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Memberships.  What  are  they?  Just  honorary?  Yes.  Bestowing  honor  where 
honor  is  due.  Sentimental?  Yes,  but  also  they  are  of  practical  value.  The  needs 
in  our  work  are  far  bevond  our  regular  gifts.  Special  Memberships  augment  the 
regular  receipts,  in  that  they  provide  funds  that  contribute  to  our  great  Mis- 
sionary enterprises.  When  you  return  home  and  report  to  your  Society  will 
vou  present  to  your  group  this  matter  of  Special  Memberships?  In  even'  church 
there  are  those  who  have  given  years  of  service  to  our  work.  It  is  a  beautiful 
thing  to  honor  these  women.  Presenting  Life  Memberships  to  babies  and  youth 
may  serve  several  purposes.  Such  a  gift  may  insure  an  early  interest  in  missions 
on  the  part  of  the  one  receiving  it.  Also  it  may  deepen  the  missionary  interest 
of  the  donor.  Some  of  our  churches  made  outstanding  gains  in  Life  Memberships 
last  vear.   May  we  do  our  best  in  this  phase  of  our  great  work  in  1946. 

The  praver  card  of  the  World  Federation  has  been  distributed  in  Zone  meet- 
ings and  also  by  letter.    Will  you  join  me  in  this  prayer: 

"O  heavenly  Father,  in  this  day  of  confusion  and  distress,  deepen  in  us  the 
belief  that  we  are  one  human  family  created  through  thy  divine  will.  Strengthen 
our  faith  that  the  nations  of  the  earth  can  be  united  and  thy  Kingdom  come 
below  as  it  is  above.  Touch  this  our  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Woman 
making  it  a  holy  instrument  to  bring  thy  saving  health  to  the  nations  and  the 
knowledge  of  thv  love  to  all  thy  children  everywhere.  Hear  us  and  grant  us  our 
praver,  O  God,  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord  and  Saviour."     Amen.

Report  of  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion 

During  the  past  three  and  a  half  years,  I  have  enjoved  the  privilege  of  serving 
our  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Societv  —  one  year  as  Secretary  of 
Supplies  —  one  vear  as  New  Bern  District  Secretary  and  the  remainder  of  the 
time  as  Conference  Secretary.  Each  phase  of  the  work  is  interesting  but  when 
one  is  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion,  it  gives  her  an  opportunity  to 
get  a  clearer  overall  picture  of  the  total  program  of  our  Woman's  Society  work, 
and  she  experiences  a  great  thrill  of  joy.  Examining  the  statistics  attached  to  this 
report  and  at  the  same  time  realizing  that  there  are  innumerable  intangible  results 
of  the  efforts  of  our  women,  I  am  thankful  to  feel  that  perhaps  I  had  a  very 
small  part  in  bringing  them  about. 

The  year  1945  was  no  let-down  year  in  our  Conference,  as  you  compare  the 
results  with  those  of  preceding  years  —  though  we  must  not  be  satisfied  with  less 
than  that  of  which  we  are  capable.  When  we  think  of  the  whirlwind  of  his- 
torical events  of  last  year  we  are  gratified  that  other  interests  did  not  cause  our 
women  to  fail  to  maintain  a  steady  increase  in  our  work.  However,  when  we 
consider  our  opportunities,  we  know  that  we  have  fallen  short  in  winning  the 
interest  and  support  of  many  women  of  our  church.  It  may  be  that  a  more 
effective  means  of  organization  is  needed.  Quoting  our  Jurisdiction  Secretary: 
"All  who  are  connected  with  this  department  are  charged  'to  promote' —  the 
definition  of  which  is  'to  advance,  to  go  forward,  to  elevate,  to  stir  up,  and  to 
raise  higher'."  If  more  officers  in  each  district  will  help  us  to  reach  others  more 
quickly  and  more  effectively,  then  my  earnest  desire  is  that  we  follow  such  a 
plan  during  the  coming  year.  Whatever  plan  adopted,  however,  success  will  come 
only  with  sincerity  of  purpose  and  consecrated  efforts  of  the  women  of  our  great 
organization. 

Nineteen  hundred  and  forty-five  was  a  good  vear.  May  we  have  courage,  faith 
and  rededication  of  our  lives  to  help  to  make  1946  better!

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Report  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Conference 
February  26-28,  1946 

At  the  Peabody  Hotel,  Memphis,  Tenn.,  February  26-28,  1946,  was  held 
the  Sixth  Annual  Session  of  the  W.S.C.S.,  Southeastern  Jurisdiction.  The  excel- 
lent attendance  was  indicative  of  the  intense  interest  in  and  enthusiasm  for  the 
on-going  work  of  our  great  W.S.C.S.  throughout  Methodism.  Everyone  seemed 
to  be  alert  to  make  the  most  of  our  opportunity  as  Christian  women  to  really 
bring  to  the  world  "Peace  Through  His  Cross." 

As  usual,  the  planning  committees  met  the  first  afternoon,  every  delegate 
going  to  her  particular  interest  group. 

At   the   Tuesday    evening    service    Mrs.    K.    W.    Warden    reported    for    the, 
W.S.G.    She  told  us  that  in  Guild  work  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  lead  in 
twentv-three  out  of  twenty-eight  items  reported.    We  have  in  the  Southeastern 
Jurisdiction  1,003  units  with  22,247  members. 

Miss  Norma  Craven  addressed  the  Conference  on  "Malaya"  and  Miss  Enelida 
Geymonat  on  "Uruguav."  Miss  Craven  described  Malaya  as  "a  saucer  with  two 
cups  —  China  and  India."  Am  disturbance  in  either  cup  spilled  over  into 
Malava.  She  told  us  that  when  a  Chinese  was  asked,  "Whv  do  you  pray  for  the 
Jap?"  his  replv  was,  "A  Christian  cannot  have  hatred  in  his  heart." 

Uruguav  is  a  place  for  unlimited  settlement  work.  We  must  approach  the 
South  American  problem  with  open  minds,  said  Miss  Gevmonat. 

To  me  the  most  impressive  item  on  the  Tuesday  evening  program  was  the 
introduction  of  our  Missionaries  and  Deaconesses,  whose  total  years'  service  was 
1,174  plus  vears.  As  they  walked  across  the  platform,  gave  their  names,  number 
of  years  in  service,  and  names  of  countries  in  which  they  served,  there  was  not  one 
of  us  present  who  could  doubt  the  challenge  these  women  hand  down  to  us. 

At  the  close  of  this  hour,  a  delightful  fellowship  hour,  sponsored  by  the 
W.S.G.  was  enjoyed  by  all  of  us. 

Wednesdav  morning  and  afternoon  we  were  inspired  by  the  reports  of  the 
Secretaries,  the  President's  address,  and  Mrs.  Hinton's  report  as  Treasurer. 

Miss  Ellen  Studley  of  the  North  China  Conference  told  of  how  entrance  of 
the  United  States  into  the  war  intensified  the  Cross  for  China  —  but  China 
carried  its  Cross  into  free  China.  The  need  for  Christian  workers  in  West  China 
is  great.  Doors  are  open.  Missionaries  are  wanted,  as  nurses,  teachers,  technicians, 
etc.,  but  "everv  contact  between  East  and  West  must  be  Christian,"  said  Miss 
Studley. 

In  talking  of  Africa,  Miss  Sallie  Lou  McKinnon  brought  the  plea  for  more 
workers.  In  Africa,  the  Methodist  Church  has  more  territory  than  any  denomi- 
nation. Africa,  in  the  midst  of  the  Moslem  world,  is  a  Methodist  responsibility. 
Africa  has  skipped  the  train  age  and  has  been  thrust  into  the  limelight  at  a 
critical  time  and  is  turning  to  Christ.  Our  schools  are  filled  with  all  ages  —  eager 
to  learn  to  read  and  write.  Miss  McKinnon  told  how  ten  members  representing 
five  churches  were  brought  into  one  of  our  churches.  The  W.S.C.S.  has  one 
missionary  there  now  and  another  is  waiting  to  go  by  plane.  "Are  we  willing  to 
send  the  best  we  have?"  said  Miss  McKinnon. 

Wednesday  afternoon  the  election  of  officers  was  held.  We  regretted  to 
see  our  own  Mrs.  Hillman  step  down  as  president  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdic- 
tion, but  we  know  the  ground  work  she  has  layed  is  built  on  a  firm  foundation 
and  will  be  ably  carried  forward  by  her  successor,  Mrs.  Ratliff  of  the  Mississippi 
Conference. 

North  Carolina  was  honored  by  the  election  of  Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts  as 
Secretary  of  Youth  Work  in  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction. 
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Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg  challenged  a  full  auditorium  when  she  spoke  to  us 
Wednesday  evening  on  "Crusades  for  Tomorrow's  World." 

Again  came  the  plea  for  volunteers  from  Mrs.  Van  Winkle  in  speaking  for 
Missionary  Personnel. 

Other  speakers  we  heard  were  Mrs.  Clara  Butler  of  the  Esther  Home  at 
San  Diego,  Calif.,  who  said,  "The  girl  with  the  problem  becomes  the  problem 
girl."  She  said  "the  door  has  swung  out  for  our  girls,  will  it  close  again?"  Miss 
Elston  Rowland,  who  was  interned  at  Manila,  said,  "Our  work  cannot  stop  in 
the  Philippines.  They  need  our  help  —  and  we  need  their  help."  Miss  Rosa 
May  Butler  of  China,  now  at  Scarritt,  brought  a  plea  for  more  missionary  help 
everywhere,  and  urged  us  to  invest  in  "Bonds  for  Brotherhood." 

Undergirding  the  sessions  were  the  morning  and  noonday  devotionals.  Mrs. 
Mullikin,  who  has  brought  to  us  here  inspiration  in  our  morning  devotionals, 
did  the  same  for  us  in  Memphis.  Miss  Margaret  Applegarth  of  New  York,  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  the  World  Day  of  Prayer,  inspired  every  one  who 
heard  her  in  her  noonday  meditations. 

Finally,  may  I  say  that  throughout  the  entire  program,  whether  the  speaker 
be  giving  reports,  making  recommendations,  or  an  address  or  the  devotions, 
there  was  the  earnest  call  for  workers  both  at  home  and  abroad  so  that  the 
world  might  have  "Peace  Through  His  Cross."

Report  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service 


Missionary  education  is  a  part  of  the  total  program  of  Christian  Education. 
Underlying  all  plans  to  promote  the  entire  educational  program  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  has  been  the  purpose  to  realize  the  true  meaning  of 
the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of  Men.  Individual  members  have 
developed  a  deeper  appreciation  of  other  peoples,  a  more  Christian  attitude,  a 
better  understanding  of  other  races  and  a  desire  to  improve  economic  and  social 
conditions.  A  feeling  of  oneness  in  the  world  Christian  community  has  been 
aroused  in  the  hearts  of  many.  Because  of  these  recognized  needs,  special 
emphasis  is  placed  upon  a  definite  program  of  study  and  action.  Reports  of  1945 
show  increases  in  societies  reporting,  study  classes  held  and  Special  Jurisdiction 
Recognition  classes.  Reports  were  received  from  383  societies.  There  were  979  ap- 
proved study  classes  held  with  17,009  class  members  participating.  Of  this  num- 
ber 125  classes  received  Special  Jurisdictional  Recognition  and  260  were  joint 
classes  taken  with  the  pastor  and  church.  There  were  74  informal  Studies  reported, 
105  Reading  Circles,  125  Missionary  Libraries,  and  1,223  attending  conference 
meetings  and  seminars.  These  increases  are  proof  of  a  greater  interest  in  missions. 
The  enlarged  gifts  to  the  missionary  enterprise  are  definite  results  of  study.  The 
ideal  way  is  to  give  to  the  missionary  enterprise  as  a  whole  and  let  the  money  be 
allocated  where  it  is  most  needed.  It  usually  means  a  well  informed  conference 
when  this  method  is  used.  In  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference stands  second  in  number  of  approved  study  classes  held,  first  in  joint 
classes  and  fourth  in  classes  for  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition,  coming  up  from 
sixth  place  in  1944. 

Under  the  fine  leadership  of  the  seven  District  Secretaries  each  district  has 
done  splendid  work.  Rocky  Mount  District  leads  in  number  of  approved  study 
classes,  in  number  of  members  in  classes  and  in  number  of  societies  reporting; 
72  of  their  78  societies  reporting.  Wilmington  District  stands  first  in  number  of 
Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  classes  held,  first  in  number  attending  schools  and 
seminars,  second  in  number  of  approved  study  classes  held,  second  in  number  of 
members  in  classes,  first  in  joint  classes  held  with  Rocky  Mount  a  close  second. 
Wilmington  stands  second  in  number  of  societies  reporting,  66  of  their  72 
societies  reporting.    Durham  District  stands  first  in  secretaries  who  are  active 
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members  of  the  program  committee  and  first  in  secretaries  stimulating  increased 
giving.  Rocky  Mount  District  leads  in  societies  using  the  "Open  Door"  program 
and  worship  booklets  with  Durham  District  second.  Wilmington  District  leads 
in  Societies  holding  meetings  of  the  committee  on  study  and  action. 

The  nine  Educational  Seminars,  conducted  by  the  Conference  Study  and 
Action  Committee  and  the  District  Secretaries,  were  well  attended.  The  com- 
mittee feels  that  this  is  perhaps  our  most  far-reaching  piece  of  work.  Assisting 
were  the  Conference  Secretaries  of  Children's  Work  and  Youth  Work,  also  Mrs. 
Hubert  Odom  and  other  missionary  leaders.  These  were  days  of  rich  experiences 
for  all  who  participated.  The  committee  is  grateful  to  each  person  who  helped 
with  the  Seminars  and  to  all  our  hostesses  for  their  cordial  hospitality. 

The  course  on  Christian  Social  Relations,  taught  by  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin  at 
the  Christian  Workers'  Assembly  was  most  successful.  This  valuable  piece  of 
educational  work  sponsored  bv  our  Conference  is  encouraging.  Interest  in  these 
courses  increases  each  }ear. 

As  your  secretary,  it  was  my  privilege  to  present  the  work  of  this  department 
at  a  number  of  Zone  and  District  Meetings  and  also  to  assist  in  other  special 
meetings.  The  opportunities  for  study  at  the  School  of  Missions  and  Christian 
Service  at  Lake  Junaluska  were  again  valuable.  The  courses  of  study,  the  work- 
shops and  the  inspiring  messages  mean  much  in  planning  a  program  of  study 
and  action  that  will  be  closely  correlated  with  the  total  educational  work  of 
the  Woman's  Society. 

Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  a  high  type  of  study  class  and  the  increase 
of  39  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  Classes  means  real  progress.  Of  the  125 
classes  of  this  type,  Wilmington  District  leads  with  47,  Rocky  Mount  21, 
Durham  16,  Fayetteville  15,  New  Bern  11,  Raleigh  9  and  Elizabeth  City  6.  A 
number  of  Societies  conduct  all  their  classes  to  meet  the  requirements  in  the 
Hand  Book,  which  is  an  ideal  plan. 

The  Lillie  Moore  Everett  Jubilee  Study  Jewel  continues  to  stimulate  interest 
in  studv  classes.  It  has  done  much  to  encourage  good  study  work  and  prompt 
reports.  It  is  awarded  each  year  to  the  District  having  the  highest  percentage  of 
societies  reporting  three  or  more  approved  study  classes.  This  year  the  percentages 
are  as  follows:  Elizabeth  City  30%,  Fayetteville  31%,  New  Bern  31%;  Raleigh 
31%,  Durham  43%,  Rocky' Mount  58%  and  Wilmington  72%.  And  so  for 
the  fifth  consecutive  year  Wilmington  has  the  highest  average  and  is  awarded 
this  beautiful  Jewel  which  was  given  to  our  Conference  by  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand 
Everett  of  Rockingham.  Designed  by  her,  its  symbols  represent  light,  wisdom, 
truth,  growth  and  fruitfulness.  A  beautiful  description  of  this  Jewel  may  be 
found  in  Mrs.  Everett's  book  "Seven  Times  Seven." 

As  we  continue  to  plan  and  cany  out  a  program  of  study  and  action  let  us 
strive  to  create  sincere  desires  for  a  Christian  life  that  is  overflowing.  When  this 
is  done  we  are  contributing  to  the  realization  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  among 
men.  This  is  our  underlying  purpose.  Giving  ourselves  more  fully  to  the  cause 
of  Christian  Missions  let  us  look  up  and  laugh  and  love  and  lift.

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Report  of  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications 


''Peace  Through  His  Cross" 

When  the  program  theme,  "Peace  Through  His  Cross"  was  chosen  for  1946, 
truly  those  to  whom  this  task  had  been  given  were  led  of  God  in  bringing  to  the 
women  of  Methodism  a  keener  awareness  of  their  grave  responsibilities  in  making 
Christ  and  His  saving  power  known  throughout  the  world,  if  a  lasting  Christian 
peace  is  to  be  built  and  maintained. 

Through  the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  there 
is  a  definite  field  of  activity  through  which  even'  member  may  work,  and  the 
Department  of  Literature  and  Publications  must  play  a  major  role  in  the  unfold- 
ing drama  of  imparting  knowledge,  furnishing  motive  power,  and  bringing  in  an 
era  of  world  brotherhood. 

A  Backward  Glance 

The  goals  of  vour  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  during  1945  were 
to  promote  in  everv  society  in  the  Conference  the  use  of  the  literature  published 
by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service;  to  promote  the  wider  circulation 
and  use  of  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook;  to  arouse  in  each  Sec- 
retary of  Literature  and  Publications  a  consciousness  of  the  vital  importance  of 
her  office  and  its  relationship  to  everv  other  line  of  work  of  the  society;  to  have 
every  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  an  active  member  of  the  program 
committee  of  their  respective  societies,  and  to  secure  a  100  per  cent  prompt  and 
accurate  reporting.  Disappointingly  enough  these  goals  have  not  been  fully 
attained,  though  some  progress  has  been  perceived. 

Some  of  the  means  by  which  we  have  striven  to  advance  these  goals  have  been 
the  mailing  of  quarterly  letters  or  cards  to  local  secretaries  of  Literature  and  Pub- 
lications; participation  in  programs  of  several  district  and  zone  meetings,  with 
an  ample  supply  of  literature  on  display  at  each  of  these  meetings;  publishing 
pertinent  facts  concerning  the  department  of  Literature  and  Publications  on  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  page,  and  mailing  literature.  Incidentally, 
approximately  3500  pieces  of  literature  were  sent  out  last  year,  including  litera- 
ture to  new  societies,  to  individual  persons  requesting  information  regarding  the 
various  lines  of  work,  conference  journals,  and  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial 
packets. 

Because  of  the  rapid  closing  of  USO  and  other  recreational  centers  in  North 
Carolina  for  service  men  and  women,  gift  subscriptions  to  World  Outlook  from 
the  local  societies  to  these  centers  were  not  solicited  to  a  great  extent  last  year 
by  your  secretary.  Despite  the  limited  efforts  in  the  matter,  however,  gift 
subscriptions  for  this  purpose  were  donated  bv  38  W.  S.  C.  S.  and  seven  W.  S.  G. 

We  Go  Forward 

Ever  conscious  of  the  weak  points  in  our  department— particularly  the  pre- 
vailing mental  conception  that  the  function  of  the  office  of  Literature  and  Pub- 
lications is  merely  to  secure  subscriptions  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World 
Outlook,  and  the  failure  of  too  many  societies  to  report,  we  go  forward  in 
another  year  of  zealous  efforts  toward  deleting  these  and  other  imperfections 
in  the  work,  as  related  to  the  societies  in  our  conference.  Mindful  of  our  own 
limitations  of  abilities  and  spiritual  power,  we  go  to  the  Source  of  all  Power, 
making  our  prayer  and  purpose  the  words  of  an  unknown  author: 

"Not  since  Christ  died  upon  his  lonely  cross, 
Has  time  such  prospects  held  of  life's  new  birth. 
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Not  since  the  world  of  chaos  first  was  born 
Has  man  so  clearly  visioned  hope  of  a  new  earth. 
God  grant  us  wisdom  in  these  coming  days 
And  eyes  unsealed  that  we  clear  visions  see 
Of  that  new  world  that  He  would  have  us  build. 
To  life's  enoblement  and  His  high  ministry."

The  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Page  is  dedicated  to  the  cause 
of  dissemination  of  missionary  news  conducive  to  stimulating  thought  and  action. 
Each  issue  is  edited  with  the  hope  and  the  prayer  that  it  will,  in  some  measure, 
contribute  to  the  making  of  a  better  world  through  the  missionary  enterprise 
of  the  Methodist  Church. 

Whether  this  purpose  is  being  accomplished  is  a  matter  of  speculation; 
however,  it  has  been  a  continuous  source  of  joy  and  satisfaction  to  share  with 
the  readers  of  the  page  the  inspirational  thoughts,  news  items,  and  human 
interest  stories  which  seem  to  us  to  be  pertinent,  timely,  and  interesting.  We 
are  appreciative  of  each  item  sent  for  publication  on  the  page  and  it  is  our 
wish  that  more  societies  shall  send  news  of  activities  and  accomplishments  of 
their  organization  and  that  they  be  sent  promptly  while  the  news  is  still  news. 

The  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Page  scrap  books,  begun  in 
August,  1938,  have  grown  to  seven.  The  motive  in  compiling  these  scrap 
books  has  no  significance  with  the  satisfying  of  any  personal  desire  or  sense  of 
ego,  but,  rather,  tc  preserve  news  stories  which  may  some  day  be  of  historical 
value. 

The  cooperation  of  Drs.  M.  T.  and  A.  W.  Plyler,  former  editors  of  the 
North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate,  with  this  editor  and  her  efforts  to  make 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Page  worthy  of  a  place  in  this  great 
church  publication,  merits  expressions  of  profound  gratitude,  which  is  heartfelt 
and  sincere.  We  pay  tribute  to  them  and  to  their  long  years  of  devoted, 
efficient  service  to  the  Methodists  of  North  Carolina  and  prav  God's  richest 
blessings  upon  them  as  they  serve  Him  in  other  fields.  We  also  acknowledge 
with  deep  appreciation  the  spirit  of  cooperation  and  appreciation  of  our  en- 
deavors revealed  by  Dr.  H.  C.  Sprinkle.  Jr.,  the  present  editor  since  his  first 
day  in  the  editor's  chair. 

Other  Publicity 

The  News  and  Observer,  the  Raleigh  Times,  the  Associated  Press,  the  Rev. 
Allyn  P.  Robinson,  Jr.,  and  radio  stations  WPTF  and  WRAL  have  been 
exceedingly  generous  in  giving  space  and  time  to  publicity  of  news  stories  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Societv  of  Christian  Service  and  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild.  We  believe  that,  as  a  result  of  this  generosity,  the  women 
throughout  the  conference  have  become  better  informed  concerning  the  plans 
of  the  executive  committee  and  the  activities  in  the  districts,  zones,  and  local 
societies. 

Conclusion 

Our  hope,  aim,  and  prayer  for  1946  is  that  the  propagation  of  missionary 
news  directed  by  this  editor  on  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Page, 
in  the  secular  press,  and  on  the  radio,  shall  make  an  inestimable  contribution 
to  the  cause  of  bringing  in  the  day  of  permanent  peace  and  world  brotherhood 
for  which  all  the  peoples  of  the  eaith  are  vearning.

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Report  of  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities 

To  this  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  let  me  express 
gratitude  for  the  manifestation  of  your  confidence  and  the  splendid  spirit  of 
cooperation.  As  the  program  of  the  department  has  been  interpreted  to  local 
societies  through  quarterly  letters,  many  have  responded  to  suggestions  and  for 
the  year  we  have  just  cause  to  rejoice  over  the  progress.  Again  we  do  not 
perceive  sudden  expansion,  but  a  steady  growth  which  is  the  natural  conse- 
quence of  a  better  understanding  of  the  possibilities  in  the  department. 

Referring  to  our  reports,  which  by  no  means  can  possibly  relate  the  achieve- 
ments we  have  attained,  they  have  continued  to  increase  in  number  over  the 
previous  year. 

As  one  of  the  most  outstanding  indications  of  progress,  I  should  like  to  men- 
tion the  project  at  our  Worker's  Assembly  at  Louisburg,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Board  ot  Christian  Education.  Your  Secretarv  taught  a  course  in  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities.  While  the  class  enrollment  was 
small,  the  success  can  be  described  as  great;  we  can  truly  say  it  was  time  well 
spent. 

The  Carolina  Institute  of  International  Relations  at  Woman's  College  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  Greensboro,  was  of  the  same  high  level,  as  was 
the  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska.  Gratitude  swells  my  heart  as  I 
recount  the  experiences  which  were  mine.  My  prayer  is  that  as  bread  cast  upon 
the  waters  it  may  benefit  this  Conference  in  many  unseen  ways. 

For  the  School  for  Christian  Workers  for  Negroes  at  Winston-Salem  the 
services  of  Mrs.  Carl  Beadles  and  Mrs.  Walker  were  again  secured.  Their 
glowing  report  of  the  work  done,  the  interest  of  an  ever-increasing  number  of 
class  members,  is  indicative  of  the  worth  of  the  efforts  of  this  Conference  in 
the  realm  of  Inter-racial  Co-operation.  Local  societies  sent  delegates  exceeding 
any  former  record.     The  School  will  be  held  again  this  vear,  July  1-6. 

During  the  entire  year  the  "Crusade  for  Christ"  has  been  held  before  our 
women  as  a  definite  responsibility  of  this  department.  The  success  of  this 
venture  up  until  the  present  time  is  certainly  due  in  part  to  the  fine  cooperation 
of  the  local  women. 

Not  since  I  have  served  as  your  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities,  have  our  Educational  Seminars  seemed  more  success- 
ful than  during  September  and  October  1945.  From  opinions  expressed  in  per- 
son and  by  letter,  as  well  as  certain  obvious  results,  we  feel  that  these  contacts 
are  of  inestimable  value. 

Let  us  bear  in  mind  that  the  whole  of  Christianity  is  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL 
RELATIONS,  girded  by  a  vital  spiritual  experience.  Let  us  give  of  the  best 
that  we  have  for  the  growth  of  His  kingdom  on  earth;  may  we  strive  to  gain 
"peace  through  His  cross"  with  a  sense  of  thankfulness  that  we  have  been  called 
to  follow  Him  who  suffered  voluntarily  for  you  and  me.  We  are  making 
progress  but  we  do  need  to  increase  our  efforts.

We,  representing  20,000  Methodist  Women  from  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  in  session  this  day 
March  27th,  1946,  Durham,  N.  C,  wish  to  register  our  opposition  to  peace- 
time conscription  of  our  youth. 

We  are  opposed   because 
We   believe: 

It  would  reverse  the  democratic  tradition  of  150  years  of  American  History. 

Preparedness  is  no  guarantee  of  security.  It  will  cause  suspicion  among 
other  nations  and  will  be  the  first  step  in  a  race  toward  international  Armament. 

It  would  add  billions  a  vear  to  the  tax  burden  of  our  nation  already 
swamped  with  debt. 

It  is  contrary  to  our  conception  of  the  spirit  and  teachings  of  the  Prince  of 
Peace  in  whom  alone  the  world  has  hope. 

For  these  reasons  we  beg  You  and  Congress  to  reject  this  proposition  of 
peace-time  conscription,  urging  vou  to  use  your  influence  for  international 
abolition  of  conscription.

We,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
representing  20,000  women  of  the  Methodist  Church,  wish  to  express  our  ap- 
proval of  our  government's  efforts  to  make  provision  for  countries  ravaged  by 
war  which  are  so  desperately  in  need  of  food  supplies.  We  are  also  pleased 
that  certain  church  groups  have  at  last  been  permitted  to  go  into  enemy  country 
with  certain  necessities.  Further,  we  express  our  willingness  to  return  to 
rationing,  if  necessary,  in  order  to  save  starving  peoples.  At  the  same  time, 
realizing  the  importance  of  grain  and  sugar  as  essential  foods,  we  would  urge 
the  discontinuance  of  their  use  for  the  manufacture  of  alcoholic  beverages.

Dear  Sirs: 

We  realize  the  psychological  effect  on  our  young  people  when  they  witness 
social  drinking  in  practically  even'  moving  picture  put  on  the  screen.  We  be- 
lieve it  to  be  a  false  portrayal  of  the  cultured  American  home,  and  that  glam- 
orized drinking  is  definitely  impressed  on  youthful  minds,  regardless  of  their 
home  training.  We  admit  that  moving  pictures  influence  far  more  children 
and  young  people  than  any  other  educational  agency.  Therefore  we,  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  representing  20,000  women  of  the  state,  urge  you  to  use  such  scenes 
only  when  the  setting  is  authentic,  such  as  tavern,  bar,  etc.,  or  when  the 
accuracy  of  character  development  or  deterioration  shall  demand.

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Report  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 

The  1946  Handbook  says  "The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  a*"component 
part  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  using  the  same  program  ma- 
terials, contributing  to  the  same  projects  and  striving  toward  the  same  goals." 
If  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  a  component  part  of  the  W.D.C.S.  then  it 
must  be  a  component  part  of  the  Jurisdiction;  and  if  of  the  Jurisdiction,  then  it 
stands  to  reason  that  it  IS  a  component  part  of  the  local  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service. 

There  is  a  Guild  Conference  Committee  which  is  composed  of  the  seven 
Guild  District  Secretaries,  the  Conference  Secretary  and  three  members  from  the 
Conference  of  the  W.S.C.S.  These  members  are  Mrs.  Hood,  your  president, 
Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  your  Secretary  of  C.S.R.&L.C.A.,  and  Mrs.  Darden  Eure 
of  Morehead  City,  a  member  at  large  from  your  conference.  To  this  list  the 
name  of  Mrs.  Shelia  T.  Howard  of  Laurinburg  has  been  added.  Mrs.  Howard 
is  the  Guild  Chairman  of  C.S.R.&L.C.A. 

Every  thing  of  major  importance  that  is  planned  for  the  Guild  is  planned 
through  this  committee,  so  you  see  vou  are  well  represented  in  the  work  of 
the  Guild. 

The  president  and  treasurer  of  the  local  Guild  are  members  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  If  vour  Board 
can  have  at  least  two  of  its  quarterly  meetings,  preferablv  semi  and  annual  or 
second  and  fourth  quarters,  at  night  when  these  Guild  members  can  attend, 
it  helps  to  strengthen  the  tie  between  the  two  groups  and  in  getting  a  total 
picture  of  the  work  so  that  reports  may  be  more  accurate.  When  you  cannot 
meet  at  a  convenient  time  for  both  groups  there  should  be  a  "Go-between"  per- 
son who  can  and  will  represent  both  groups  for  each  other.  This  person  is 
known  as  the  co-ordinator. 

The  four- fold  purpose  of  the  Guild  is: 
The  Enrichment  of  Spiritual  Life 

The  Practice  of  World  Brotherhood  (or  Missionary  Education) 
Promotion   of  Christian   Social   Relations  and   L.   C.   A. 
The  Highest  Use  of  Leisure

Open  House  was  held  at  the  parsonage  on  Sunday  morning  from  9:30  until 
the  eleven  o'clock  service  for  those  who  wished  to  talk  over  the  Guild  work. 
The  Guild  sat  in  a  body  at  the  eleven  o'clock  service  after  which  the  last  business 
session  was  held  around  the  dinner  table.

Report  of  Secretary  of  Youth  Work 

With  the  church  facing  a  distressing  shortage  of  full-time  Christian  workers 
and  the  small  number  preparing  for  service,  the  program  for  youth  is  becoming 
more  significant.  Adults  are  turning  their  attention  again  to  the  great  necessity 
for  trained  adult  leadership  for  youth  that  the  young  people  may  have  the  fields 
of  service  and  the  great  need  for  their  sendee  presented  to  them. 

Promotion 

A  printed  sheet  was  sent  to  each  society.  This  sheet  explained  the  Unified 
Plan  for  Missionary  Education  of  Youth  under  the  heads:  The  Plan,  Joint  Com- 
mittee, Interest  Groups,  Organizing  Girls'  Interest  Groups,  The  Methodist 
Youth  Fund,  Program  Materials,  Reports,  Duties  of  the  Secretary.  Other  ma- 
terials sent  out  are:  (1)  "Missionary  Materials  for  Youth,"  listing  by  age  groups 
materials  and  various  sources;  (2)  "Snapshots",  showing  actual  pictures  of  work 
being  done  with  youth  contributions.  The  mission  topics,  "Africa"  and  "The 
Church  Among  Uprooted  Americans",  have  been  presented  by  letter  and  leaflet. 
Reports  indicate  that  they  have  been  used  by  many  groups  in  both  programs 
and  co-ed  interest  groups.  The  Youth  Secretary  has  co-operated  with  the 
Conference  Director  of  Youth  Work  in  the  promotion  of  the  Youth  Fund. 
There  has  been  some  increase  in  giving  to  this  fund.  Stress  has  been  laid  upon 
the  need  of  acquainting  the  vouth  with  the  great  need  for  their  monev  and 
the  use  that  is  being  made  of  it.  The  number  of  Interest  Groups  of  Girls  has  not 
increased  this  year.  However,  where  they  have  been  started  they  have  been 
found  interesting  and  helpful. 

Special  Features 

Seven  Youth  Caravan  Weeks  were  held  in  the  Conference  during  the  sum- 
mer. At  each  of  these  one  member  of  the  Caravan  was  responsible  for  Missions 
and  World  Friendship.  Your  Secretary  taught  a  course  on  Race  Relations  in 
three  of  the  Senior  Assemblies.  She  also  had  a  Worship  for  secretaries  and 
treasurers  of  Youth  Fellowships,  with  special  emphasis  upon  the  Youth  Fund. 
The  need  for  Missionary  Peisonnel  was  presented  at  the  Educational  Seminars, 
tying  up  the  lack  with  the  need  for  better  promotion  of  the  youth  program. 
Besides  the  Seminars,  this  emphasis  has  been  given  at  nine  zone  meetings.  At 
all  the  summer  assemblies  and  camps,  the  young  people  were  challenged  in 
well-planned  consecration  services  to  a  dedication  of  self  to  Christ  and  service. 
Out  of  these  services  we  have  the  following  commitments:  6  young  men  for  the 
ministry,  5  missionary  doctors,  3  foreign  missionaries,  2  missionary  nurses,  47  voca- 
tional religious  workers,  4  church  secretaries,  9  for  summer  service,  149  for 
specific  service  in  their  local  churches,  45  professions  of  faith  with  desire  for 
church  membership.  This  is  a  part  of  the  Volunteer  Service  plan  of  the  Youth 
Fellowship  which  has  not  been  widely  promoted,  but  which  will  be  given  greater 
emphasis    during    the   year. 

A  Challenge 

Youth  Work  foresees  no  radical  change  in  its  total  plan  for  this  year,  but  it 
does  plead  to  be  studied,  understood  and  promoted.     Those  who  give  them- 
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selves  to  it  know  that  it  is  a  good  plan,  that  our  youth  need  it,  and  that  it  needs 
consecrated  adults  to  promote  it.  May  the  spirit  of  the  Christ  urge  you  to  give 
yourselves  to  His  work  with  Youth  who  will  do  His  work  tomorrow.

Report  of  Secretary  of  Student  Work 

"And  I  said  to  the  man  who  stood  at  the  gate  of  the  year:  Give  me  a  light 
that  I  may  tread  safely  into  the  unknown!  And  he  replied:  Go  out  into  the 
darkness  and  put  thine  hand  into  the  hand  of  God.  That  shall  be  to  thee 
better  than  light  and  safer  than  a  known  way."  If  ever  students  and  others 
away  from  the  home  church  in  service  need  to  find  the  way  of  God,  it  is  now! 
There  is  so  much  confusion,  fear,  misunderstanding  that  students  are  turning  to 
religion  with  the  hope  that  somehow  the  church  may  point  the  way  out  toward 
the  light  of  a  new  day  dawning.     Does  the  church  have  the  answer? 

In  1945  the  church  and  Student  Secretaries  have  shown  an  eagerness  to  serve 
students  in  colleges  and  returned  boys  and  girls  of  the  student  age.  More 
interest  was  shown  in  August  and  September  in  trying  to  introduce  students  to 
Student  Directors  and  to  Pastors  near  college  campuses.  The  Methodist  Stu- 
dent Program  is  appreciated  more,  and  boys  and  girls  active  in  college  student 
groups  go  back  home  to  give  church  programs,  worship  programs  and  become 
active  in  all  church  activities.  Student  Recognition  Day  was  observed  the  last 
Sunday  in  December.  Many  caravans  were  led  by  college  students.  Reports 
have  told  of  students  giving  programs  for  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service. 

We  still  have  many  young  people  in  service.  Church  bulletins,  Upper  Room, 
The  Messenger,  letters  from  pastors,  gifts  and  church  magazines  have  been  sent 
to  these  boys  and  girls.  The  World  Outlook,  The  Christian  Advocate  and  the 
North  Carolina  Advocate  have  been  placed  in  reading  rooms,  U.S.O.  and  Service 
Men  Centers. 

This  has  been  an  interesting  year  for  the  college  student  groups.  State 
Student  Retreat,  District  Student  Conferences,  State  Student  Conference  and 
the  Third  National  Methodist  Student  Confeience  held  in  Urbana,  Illinois, 
from  December  28th,  1945,  to  January  1,  1946.  "Christianity  Meeting  the 
Crisis  of  our  Time"  was  the  theme  of  this  conference.  Twelve  hundred  students 
and  leaders  attended  the  conference;  50  North  Carolina  boys  and  girls  attended. 
The  reports  from  this  conference  have  been  wonderful  and  the  results  will  show 
in  the  leadership  of  our  church  for  years  to  come.  College  groups  have  shown 
interest  in  the  Methodist  Student  Fellowship  Fund,  Japanese-American  Hostel 
Fund,  World  Service  Student  Fund,  Methodist  Overseas  Relief  and  local  church 
funds. 

Your  conference  Secretary  of  Student  Work  has  answered  all  requests  that 
have  come  to  her  asking  for  information.  Student  materials  from  the  Board  of 
Education,  Ihe  Division  and  Jurisdiction  Secretaiies  have  been  sent  out  to 
District  Meetings,  Zone  Meetings  and  Seminars.  Student  Directors  and  Pastors 
near  college  campuses  have  been  contacted.  Full  time  Christian  service  and 
interesting  young  people  in  vocations  in  the  church  have  been  a  vital  part  of  this 
student  program.  Through  cards  to  local  secretaries  of  student  work  five 
societies  of  W.  S.  C.  S.  contributed  $275.00  to  send  N.  C.  students  to  the 
National  Conference.  Contact,  Motive,  Power,  Christian  Careers  Calling, 
Opening  Doors,  Colleges  Abroad  and  Home  Mission  materials  have  been  sug- 
gested to  be  used  in  the  Student  program. 

Letters  of  appreciation  from  Student  Directors  have  been  received,  thanking 
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me  and  the  women  of  the  N.  C.  Conference  for  the  splendid  cooperation,  the 
keen  interest  given  to  the  student  program  and  asking  for  our  continued  efforts 
and  support  for  a  more  broadening  and  worthwhile  program  of  education  and 
development  of  students  and  church  work  in  our  state. 

With  the  return  of  many  veterans  to  the  campus  and  an  increasing  number 
of  boys  and  girls  going  to  college,  there  is  a  great  challenge  to  us  as  workers 
with  students  to  share  in  the  destiny  of  the  world.  Can  we  say  to  them  "Go 
out  into  the  darkness  and  put  thine  hand  into  the  hand  of  God.  That  shall  be 
to  thee  better  than  light  and  safer  than  a  known  way.''  May  our  lives  be 
dedicated  to  lead  our  students  and  young  people  in  the  footsteps  of  One  who 
discovered  God  as  Father  of  all  mankind.

Report  of  Children's  Work 

If  secretaries  of  children's  work  and  other  leaders  of  children  tried  to  interpret 
in  a  sentence  the  work  that  they  have  been  trying  to  do  during  the  past  twelve 
months,  perhaps  they  would  say,  "As  we  have  worked  with  boys  and  girls  in  the 
Christian  church,  we  have  tried  to  share  together  in  experiences  that  will  help  to 
bring  about  gradual  growth  of  creative  love  throughout  the  world."  To  the  ex- 
tent that  this  has  been  done,  children's  workers  have  been  engaged  in  laying 
foundations  for  the  building  of  a  peaceful,  friendly  world.  The  activities  of  the 
year  have  been  influenced  by  two  major  movements  in  the  church  to  which  the 
Crusade  for  Christ  has  given  emphasis.     These  relate  to  the  endeavor  to 

1.  Increase  the  enrollment  and  attendance  of  children,  in  the  church  school. 

2.  Secure  the  trained  teachers  needed  to  take  care  of  the  increased  attend- 
ance. 

Definite  progress  has  been  made  toward  meeting  these  objectives  by  various 
agencies  within  the  church.  Secretaries  of  children's  work,  through  the  chan- 
nels open  to  them,  have  made  some  contribution  to  this  growth.  The  year  was 
well  begun  bv  two  recommendations  of  the  Woman's  Division  concerning 
children's  work  which  indicated  the  Division's  sense  of  its  urgency  and  im- 
portance.    These  actions  called  for— 
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1.  The  election  of  a  secretary  of  children's  work  in  every  local  Woman's 
Society. 

2.  Emphasis  upon  Children's  Work  in  all  of  the  Jurisdiction  Schools  of 
Missions,  of  the  Woman's  Society  held  in  1945. 

The  carrying  out  of  these  recommendations  has  brought  about  an  awakened 
interest  in  work  with  children  thorughout  the  Woman's  Societies,  and  has  re- 
sulted without  doubt  in  a  measure  of  definite  progress  during  the  year. 

Special  Emphasis  in  1945.  Bearing  in  mind  the  church's  program  for 
children,  and  the  contribution  that  might  be  made  by  the  Woman's  Society 
to  this  program,  the  following  objectives  for  the  year  were  set  before  all  secre- 
taries of  children's  work: 

1.  Particular  stress  by  the  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  upon 
cooperation  with  the  ongoing  program  of  the  church  for  the  Christian 
education  of  children. 

2.  Promotion  within  the  ongoing  program  of  the  church's  plan  for  the 
missionary  education  of  children  in  world  friendliness  and  concern. 

3.  Increased  emphasis  upon  the  formation  of  study  groups  for  parent  educa- 
tion in  the  possibilities  of  Christian  family  life. 

4.  Active  participation  as  opportunity  afforded  in  the  Crusade  for  Christ, 
especially  in  plans  made  in  the  local  church  to  increase  the  enrollment 
and  attendance  of  children  in  the  church  school. 

5.  Continuous  cooperation  with  community  agencies  in  planning  for  the 
welfare  of  children. 

6.  Increased  endeavor  through  the  regular  channels  of  the  church  to  meet 
the  needs  of  children  in  countries  torn  by  war  and  internal  strife. 

It  has  been  along  the  lines  suggested  in  these  objectives  that  the  service  of 
children's  secretaries  and  other  leaders  have  centered. 

Program  of  Missionary  Education,  1945.  During  1945,  as  in  other  years, 
there  has  been  a  definite  attempt  to  reach  all  the  children  in  the  Methodist 
Church  with  a  well  planned  program  of  missionary  education.  Reports  during 
the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  when  the  Group  Graded  Lessons  included  missionary 
units,  show  that  many  primary  and  junior  boys  and  girls  took  part  respectively 
in  a  study  of  the  emphasis  "Child  Helpers  Around  the  World,"  and  "Southeast 
Asia"  in  the  regular  Sunday  morning  sessions  of  the  church  school.  Additional 
sessions  for  the  quarter  were  reported  to  have  been  held.  Reports  for  the 
second  quarter  when  the  Closely  Graded  Church  School  Courses  included  mis- 
sionary units,  reveal  that  together  with  the  large  number  of  children  participating 
in  the  study  at  Sunday  School,  many  reported  some  kind  of  additional  session 
in  progress.  In-  many  church  vacation  schools  held  during  the  third  quarter 
missionary  units  were  studied.  Juniors  became  acquainted  with  the  work  of  the 
Methodist  Church  in  Southeastern  Asia,  and,  because  of  keen  interest  in  the 
newly  opened  Philippine  Islands,  many  directed  their  gifts  to  that  area  in  order 
to  help  schools,  hospitals,  and  churches  start  their  work  once  more.  Primary 
children  studied  the  unit  "They  Help  Along  With  Me,"  by  Ethel  L.  Smithers, 
and  put  their  desire  to  help  in  very  practical  form  by  sharing  gifts  with  boys  and 
girls  in  the  church's  centers  of  work  at  home  and  abroad. 

Continued  Increase  in  Offerings  in  Additional  Sessions.  During  the  first 
three  quarters  of  1945  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  offerings  of  children 
in  additional  sessions.  It  is  our  hope  that  this  will  continue.  Since  October 
1945  these  offerings  have  been  known  as  The  Children's  Service  Fund. 

In  addition  to  the  Children's  Service  Fund,  boys  and  girls  have  given  gener- 
ously this  past  year  through  the  regular  sessions  of  the  church  school  to  the 
world-wide  missionary  work  of  their  church.  A  new  leaflet  for  the  children 
themselves  entitled  "When  Children  Give"  attempts  to  interpret  all  the  giving 
of  the  boys  and  girls  to  missions  in  ways  that  will  make  it  more  concrete  and 
real. 
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Supply  Work  Possibilities.  The  Supply  Work  has  for  some  time  presented 
possibilities  of  sharing  on  the  part  of  children  both  at  home  and  abroad,  in  which 
some  children's  leaders  have  been  interested.  An  experiment  is  now  under  way 
to  determine  whether  this  interest  can  be  put  on  a  more  steady  foundation. 
Beginning  with  October,  1945,  the  Division  Committee  on  Supply  Work  through 
the  Jurisdiction  Secretaries  have  furnished  to  each  conference  a  missionary  enter- 
prise at  home  to  which  children  may  give  if  they  wish  through  the  regular 
channels.  The  askings  of  each  enterprise  are  made  known  to  children's  leaders 
in  the  conference.  The  conference  secretaries  of  children's  work  and  of  supply 
work  will  carry  out  the  activity  in  close  touch  with  the  worker  in  charge  of 
the  missionary  enterprise.  In  each  case  the  worker  in  charge  prepares  a  mimeo- 
graphed letter  about  the  work  which  may  be  sent  to  groups  of  children  in  the 
conference  upon  their  request. 

Supply  work  possibilities  abroad  bearing  on  the  current  missionary  emphasis 
are  also  available,  and  announced  through  the  issues  of  the  WORLD  FRIEND- 
SHIP BULLETIN.  At  the  end  of  1946  the  results  of  giving  through  the  chan- 
nel of  supply  work  will  be  examined.  If  the  plan  has  proved  to  be  a  helpful 
one,  and  if  it  meets  with  the  approval  of  children's  leaders  as  well  as  of  the 
Division  Committee  on  Supply  Work,  it  will  be  continued. 

The  privilege  of  study  and  fellowship  together,  at  Lake  Junaluska  School  of 
Missions  meant  much  to  the  conference  secretaries  in  each  jurisdiction  as  well  as 
to  their  leaders.  The  findings  of  the  Workshops  will  furnish  material  for  a 
Handbook  for  Secretaries  of  Children's  Work  to  be  published  as  soon  as  time 
allows. 

Fall  Educational  Seminars.  Seminars  were  conducted  during  the  fall  months 
by  conference  and  district  officers  in  the  various  districts  of  the  conference.  Plans 
for  the  seminars  were  worked  out  at  the  Jurisdiction  Schools  of  Missions.  These 
included: 

1.  A  presentation  of  children's  work  to  the  entire  seminar  group. 

2.  A  separate  meeting  for  secretaries  of  children's  work  and  all  workers  with 
children,  when  work  for  the  church  school  year  was  discussed. 

3.  An  exhibit  of  new  missionary  materials  for  use  with  children.  Reports 
received  from  many  secretaries  indicate  the  fruitful  results  of  the  sem- 
inars that  were  held. 

Election  of  New  Secretaries  in  the  Local  Church.  Throughout  the  year 
special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Woman's  Divi- 
sion calling  upon  the  Jurisdiction,  Conference,  and  District  Woman's  Societies 
to  see  that  a  secretary  of  children's  work  be  elected  in  each  local  Society.  In 
the  N.  C.  Conference  there  are  516  societies  and  310  secretaries  of  Children's 
work.  From  this  report  it  can  be  seen  that  there  is  much  yet  to  be  done  before 
a  secretary  of  children's  work  has  been  elected  in  each  Society.  We  will  want, 
therefore,  a  leaffirmation  of  the  Recommendation  concerning  election  of  Local 
Secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  put  major  stress  on  this  matter. 

Working  Together.  The  work  of  the  year  has  been  enriched  not  only  by 
the  devotion  of  children's  secretaries  in  the  local  Woman's  Societies,  but  by 
warm  cooperation  with  children's  workers  in  other  agencies  of  the  Methodist 
Church.  There  has  been  cause  for  gratitude  in  the  sense  of  oneness  of  purpose 
that  has  been  experienced  in  working  together. 

As  children's  workers  in  the  church  continue  to  share  experiences  with  boys 
and  girls  that  help  to  bring  about  the  gradual  growth  of  creative  love  in  the 
world,  they  have  the  assurance  that  thev  are  working  together  with  God  in  the 
building  of  His  peace  on  earth.

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Report  of  Status  of  Women  March  28,  1946 

When  1945  began,  we  were  the  Status  of  Women  Committee;  when  the 
year  ended,  we  had  become  a  full  fledged  Department,  headed  by  an  elected 
Secretary  instead  of  an  appointed  Chairman.  This  seems  a  recognition  of  the 
importance  of  our  work,  and  should  spur  us  on  to  greater  efforts  to  carry  out  the 
plans  set  up  bv  our  Division  and  Jurisdiction  officers. 

The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  the  Status  of  Women  is  to  enable  the 
Christian  woman  to  discover  her  place  in  the  world's  society,  and  to  assist  her  in 
assuming  that  position  with  a  sense  of  dignity  and  responsibility. 

Many  ways  are  open  to  us  in  carrying  out  our  purpose,  and  alert  committees 
will  make  use  of  all  suggestions  and  will  add  ideas  of  their  own,  as  thev  develop 
the  work  from  month  to  month. 

Newly  organized  committees  may  begin  their  activities  with  these  definite 
and  practical  suggestions: 

1.  Study  the  Handbook.  (Order  from  Literature  Headquarters,  420  Plum 
Street,  Cincinnati,  Ohio.     12c  each.) 

2.  Use  the  Handbook,  these  leaflets— "Today's  Women",  "Preparing  for 
the  Future",  (both  free)  and  the  play  "A  Century  of  Struggle"  (10c)  as  a 
source  of  program  material. 

3.  Read  magazines  and  newspapers  with  scissors,  clipping  for  your  scrap- 
book. 

4.  Devote  one  program  a  year  to  women;  their  history  in  the  world  and 
church,  bv  dramatization,  book  reviews  or  talk. 

5.  Keep  a  list  of  your  church  women,  noting  special  capabilities  and  en- 
thusiasms. Use  these  names  in  suggesting  officers  for  the  WSCS, 
teachers  in  the  Sundav  School,  and  members  of  the  Official  Board  of 
your  Church. 

6.  Seek  out  leading  women  in  minority  groups  and  endeavor  to  raise 
through  them  the  status  of  their  groups  in  your  community. 

7.  Urge  your  women  to  be  good  citizens  and  use- the  vote. 

8.  Report  vour  activities  to  your  Conference  Secretary. 

Our  1945  record  does  not  give  us  cause  for  a  great  deal  of  rejoicing,  but 
the  inactivity  indicated  by  the  reports  which  came  in  must  certainly  have  been 
caused  bv  lack  of  understanding  of  the  plan  of  work.  It  is  to  be  regretted, 
too,  that  no  quarterly  report  blanks  have  been  sent  out.  Each  society  will  be 
notified  just  as  soon  as  these  are  available.

In  the  Department  of  Spiritual  Life,  Mrs.  S.  F.  Nicks  has  done  a  grand 
job.  Mrs.  Oscar  Jones  helped  the  District  in  the  first  quarter  and  then  Mrs. 
Nicks  became  the  Spiritual  Life  leader.  She  has  gone  wherever  asked  and  helped 
in  many  fine  ways.  There  are  75  Spiritual  Life  secretaries  out  of  the  83  societies. 
In  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial,  the  District  was  second  in  the  conference 
in  the  amount  given.  But  all  societies  did  not  observe  this  week.  They  do  not 
know  the  power  they  have  let  slip  through  their  fingers!  We  will  have  a  100% 
observance  next  year.  In  the  Crusade  for  Christ,  the  women  have  been  most 
enthusiastic  and  have  helped  all  along  the  way. 

We  have  had  a  very  slight  net  increase  in  membership,  only  25  over  last 
year.  We  have  done  well  in  honorary  life  memberships,  adults  17,  junior  1, 
babies  23.  The  District  raised  over  $56.00  for  our  District  Life  Membership 
Fund. 

The   Educational    Seminar   was    held    in    Universm    M©«4indist    Church    in 
Chapel  Hill  in  October.  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone  had  evervthing  well  planned.  Mr 
J.   H.   Cutchin,  Mrs.   B.   B.   Slaughter,   Mrs.   S.  A.   Maxwell,  and  Mrs.   H.  R. 
Odum  contributed  valuable  information  and  inspiration.     Over  300  women  at- 
tended. 

The  District  meeting  was  held  in  Long  Memorial  Church  in  Roxboro  in 
May.  This  was  a  very  informative  meeting,  with  the  woik  being  thoroughly 
discussed.  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  presented  the  Weslevan  Sen  ice  Guild.  Mrs.  C.  W. 
Peppier  gave  the  noon  devotional  which  was  the  highlight  of  the  meeting. 

Durham  District  overpaid  again!  $4,092  more  than  pledged.  But  the  other 
Districts  are  giving  us  a  close  race.  We  will  have  to  look  to  our  laurels  and 
work  hard  next  year  to  stay  ahead. 

New  Societies  organized  this  past  vear  are  Mt.  Zion  on  the  Mt.  Tirzah 
charge,  Cedar  Cliff  on  the  Mt.  Herman  charge,  and  St.  Pauls  in  Durham.  These 
are  strong,  active  Societies  and  we  are  getting  fine  reports  from  them. 

Much  credit  must  go  to  the  Zone  Leaders  for  their  fine  cooperation  and 
thoughtful  planning.  Each  Zone  has  had  two  or  more  meetings  during  the 
year.  The  leaders  are  Alamance,  Mrs.  G.  B.  Robbins;  Caswell,  Mrs.  H.  A. 
Ellis;  Chatham,  Mrs.  G.  F.  Riggsbee;  Durham,  Mrs.  J.  P.  Breedlove;  Orange, 
Mrs.  Edd  C.  Thomas;  and  Person,  Mrs.  Raney  Crumpton. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  led  by  Miss  Nettie  Dailey,  have  reported  100% 
this  year!  Three  new  Guilds  have  been  organized,  Hillsboro,  Efland,  and  Oak 
Grove  on  the  Person  Circuit. 

To  the  women  of  the  District  who  made  it  possible  again  for  me  to  attend 
the  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska,  I  express  my  sincerest  thanks.  I  have 
tried  to  prove  my  worth  in  this  grand  school  by  teaching  10  jurisdictional  classes, 
5  standard  classes,  and  4  informal  classes  and  programs  on  the  topic  of  "Africa". 

Durham  District  is  advancing  in  all  Departments— but  we  can  do  far  more! 
I  expect  great  things  in  1946— and  I  feel  we  will  do  them,  God  being  our 
Helper.

Having  sent  to  Con- 
ference Treasurer  £7,-159.08  tor  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
activities  $/, 883.11,  making  a  grand  total  of  $15,342.19. 

Elizabeth  City  District  led  the  Conference  in  Scholarship  Funds,  Youth  Life 
Members,  and  in  Seminar  offerings. 

Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  in  53  Societies,  with  an  offering  of  $876.37, 
the  largest  the  District  has  ever  had.  Harrellsville  led  the  District  in  per  capita, 
giving  to  Week  of  Prayer  for  the  third  consecutive  year.  Hertford-Bertie  Zone 
was  100%  in  Week  of  Prayer  Observance.

They  are 
Manteo,  Roper,  Evans,  Center  Hill,  Hertford,  Philadelphia,  Mt.  Herman,  Kit- 
trells,  Newbegum,  and  Stumpy  Point.  Others  reported  as  having  used  them.

City  Road  in  World  Outlook  and  Methodist  Woman  subscriptions.  Stumpy  Point, 
Kittrells,  Manteo,  Washington,  Newbegum,  Belhaven,  Evans,  Center  Hill,  Hert- 
ford and  Philadelphia  by  reporting  four  study  courses  each.

The  year  1945  was  truly  a  year  of  increases  for  Fayetteville  District.  We 
have  no  great,  spectacular  report  to  give  but  one  of  good,  steady  increase  in  every 
way.  Our  zones  have  done  particularly  fine  work  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs. 
H.  R.  Odom  of  Gibson,  Mrs.  Hugh  R.  Smith  of  Hamlet,  Mrs.  P.  R.  Rankin  of 
Mt.  Gilead,  Mrs.  O.  C.  Harvey  of  Fayetteville,  and  Mrs.  S.  H.  Rosser  of  Broad- 
way. Zone  meetings  were  held  in  each  zone,  spring  and  fall  and  much  cultiva- 
tion was  done  all  the  year  through  letters  and  visits  from  the  zone  leaders. 

Our  fall  educational  seminar  was  held  in  Aberdeen  and  we  owe  much  to  our 
Conference  Study  and  Action  Committee  for  this  fine  day  of  training  and  help. 
We  reported  one  hundred  fifteen  study  classes  this  year,  an  increase  of  thirty- 
three  over  1944.  Informal  studies  have  added  much  to  our  work  and  we  must 
recognize  Jonesboro  and  Sneads  Grove  for  the  particularly  fine  work  they  have 
done  in  informal  studies.  Hay  Street  leads  the  district  in  number  of  approved 
studies. 

Our  five  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  have  done  splendid  work  and  we  have 
three  new  ones  ready  to  join  them  in  1946.  We  have  three  new  societies,  giving 
us  a  total  of  seventy-seven.  Since  we  held  all  our  old  ones  these  three  are  really 
a  net  gain.     They  are  Morris  Chapel,  Center  and  Old  Hundred. 

Mrs.  B.  Cole,  who  has  been  our  Spiritual  Life  Leader  for  several  years, 
has  done  a  fine  job  with  that  department.  Fifty-six  societies  report  Spiritual  Life 
leaders.  Mrs.  Cole  is  giving  up  the  work  and  moving  to  another  church.  The 
love  and  good  wishes  of  the  whole  district  follow  her  and  our  thanks  for  all 
she  has  meant  to  us. 

Our  financial  report  is  the  best  we  have  ever  had.  A  total  of  $12,742.55  was 
sent  Mrs.  McKinne  for  missions.  Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  in  fifty-three 
societies  with  an  offering  of  $1,235.46.  Life  Memberships  were  thirty-two 
adult,  thirty-two  baby  and  one  youth.  Our  women  waked  up  to  the  need  of 
Supplies  and  a  total  of  $618.92  was  given. 

The  interest  in  Children's,  Youth  and  Student  work  is  increasing  each  year 
with  more  interest  groups  and  additional  sessions  being  held  and  an  increase  in 
offerings  by  children  and  youth. 

We  give  all  honor  to  the  two  societies  who  entered  all  the  Doors  of  Prog- 
ress. They  are  East  Laurinburg  and  Jonesboro.  They  have  done  exceptional  work 
and  we  only  wish  we  had  more  like  them.  Several  other  societies  almost  made 
the  list  but  were  kept  off  by  lack  of  reports— our  great  problem  in  Fayetteville 
District. 

We  have  some  friendly  rivalry  among  the  zones  as  to  reporting.  The 
final  figures  gave  the  lead  to  Scotland-Roberson  zone  with  Richmond  taking 
second  place. 

We  are  most  thankful  for  the  fine  work  and  cooperation  of  this  year  and  we 
are  hoping  for  a  much  greater  increase  next  year.  The  women  of  Fayetteville 
District  must  realize  they  are  truly  "Instruments  of  Peace"  and  through  them 
Our  Father  has  wonders  to  perform.

New  Bern  District 


The  year  of  1945  brought  a  great  blessing  to  me  as  I  tried  to  do  the  work 
of  District  Secretary  of  the  New  Bern  District,  though  I  came  to  realize  in  the 
fall  that  I  could  not  continue  another  year. 

With  the  loyal  support  of  the  four  splendid  Zone  Leaders  and  all  members 
of  the  local  Societies,  as  well  as  that  of  the  District  Superintendent,  pastors 
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and  our  two  Deaconesses,  a  good  year's  work  has  been  done.  I  am  sure,  how- 
ever, that  all  work  done  was  not  reported. 

Two  well  attended  zone  meetings  were  held  in  each  zone,  and  the  District 
Conference  held  with  the  Church  District  Conference  was  largely  attended, 
also  our  Educational  Seminar  was  held  in  Kinston  in  connection  with  the  fall 
meeting  of  the  Central  Zone,  with  Mrs.  Boone  and  her  co-workers  bringing 
much  inspirational  help  for  the  Missionary  Education  Program.  The  other 
three  Zone  meetings  were  patterned  after  the  Seminar  and  were  much  appre- 
ciated by  the  women. 

You  will  note  from  the  Statistical  table  that  we  had  man}'  increases  for  1945. 
Three  new  societies  were  added  during  the  year,  with  198  new  members  reported, 
giving  a  net  increase  of  49.  Two  new  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  were  reported 
with  a  net  increase  in  membership  of  46. 

Mrs.  McKinnie's  report  shows  that  the  amount  raised  for  missions  was 
some  Six  Hundred  Dollars  more  than  last  year. 

New  Bern  District  leads  in  the  number  of  Adult  Life  Memberships,  with 
thirty-five. 

The  week  of  Prayer  Offering  was  $1,198,  a  small  increase  over  1944. 

The  number  of  subscribers  to  the  Methodist  Woman,  reported,  was  672, 
an  increase  over  last  year,  but  we  lost  in  number  of  subscribers  to  World 
Outlook. 

Study  classes  reported  were  about  the  same  as  for  1944. 

I  wish  to  thank  each  and  every  woman  of  the  New  Bern  District  for  their 
loyal  support  during  1945,  and  to  commend  you  and  your  new  District  Secretary, 
Mrs.  R.  L.  Cox,  of  Mount  Olive,  to  each  other  as  co-workers  in  the  promotion 
of  the  work  of  the  District,  that  may  bring  many  great  achievements  for  our 
Master  through  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.

Raleigh  District 

As  I  review  the  work  accomplished  by  the  women  of  the  Raleigh  District 
during  the  five  years  that  I  have  served  as  District  Secretary,  my  heart  is  filled 
to  overflowing  with  thanks  for  the  steady  growth  shown.  It  is  not  the  custom 
of  the  Raleigh  District  to  do  things  in  a  phenomenal  sort  of  way.  We  have 
held  very  few  "first"  places  in  accomplishments,  but  the  interest  of  the  women 
in  every  phase  of  the  work  has  been  heart-warming. 

The  District  had  68  societies  during  1945,  of  which  two  were  new:  City  Road 
in  Henderson,  and  Mamers'  on  the  Mamers'  Charge.  The  total  membership 
was  2,718.  There  were  159  new  members  added.  Raleigh  District  still  leads 
the  Conference  in  number  of  Guilds,  of  Guild  members,  and  the  amount  of  gifts 
to  Missions  by  Guilds.  The  Guilds  deserve  special  mention  for  their  increase 
in  contributions  to  Missions,  having  sent  $2,199.08,  an  increase  of  $828  over 
1944.     Splendid! 

We  gave  a  total  of  $12,060  for  Missions,  an  increase  of  $1,167  over  1944. 
While  the  increase  was  not  as  large  as  in  1944,  we  are  grateful  for  it.  We  raised 
$8,576  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

Four  Societies  met  all  the  goals  of  "Doors  of  Progress",  namely,  Four  Oaks, 
Raleigh,  Fairmont,  Jenkins'  Memorial  and  Trinity.  Four  Societies  reported 
each  quarter  to  District  Secretary,  every  Conference  Secretary,  and  to  Conference 
Treasurer,  namely:  Plank  Chapel,  Princeton,  Raleigh— Edenton  Street,  Raleigh- 
Fairmont.  Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  in  forty-six  (46)  Societies  with  an 
offering  of  $1,183,  an  increase  over  1944. 
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Zone  meetings  were  held  in  each  of  the  three  zones  last  year.  I  wish  to  ex- 
press my  gratitude  to  the  zone  leaders  for  their  untiring  efforts  in  promoting 
the  work  in  their  respective  zones. 

Much  interest  was  shown  in  our  Educational  Seminar,  held  at  Edenton 
Street,  Raleigh.  As  the  years  have  passed,  the  study  program  has  become  a  very 
vital  part  of  the  Society.  An  active  part  has  been  taken  by  the  women  of  the 
District  in  promoting  the  Church's  Crusade  for  Christ  movement. 

As  I  pass  on  the  work  to  my  successor,  Mrs.  J.  Macon  Emory,  Northside, 
N.  C,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  privileges  which  have  been 
mine  as  I  have  served  you  as  Secretary  of  Raleigh  District.  They  will  be  re- 
membered as  among  the  richest  experiences  of  mv  life.  The  associations  and 
fellowships  enjoyed  with  the  women  of  the  Conference  and  the  District  have 
repaid  a  hundred-fold  for  the  work  that  has  been  required  of  me. 

In  this  year  of  1946,  let  us  strive  to  move  forward  in  building  a  Christian 
World  Order  that  will  bring  about  a  peace  that  will  be  a  lasting  peace.

Rocky  Mount  District 

In  making  my  report,  I  feel  so  humble  telling  of  the  fine  work  done  by 
the  women  of  Rocky  Mount  District  in  1945.  Good  as  it  may  seem,  the  pic- 
ture is  not  whole  for  it  may  never  be  known  just  how  much  has  been  done  of 
which  I  have  no  record.  You  have  the  figures  in  your  hands  that  tell  as  only 
figures  can,  just  where  we  stand,  but  as  we  compare  them  here  and  elsewhere, 
may  we  realize  again  and  again  that  this  is  just  one  way  that  we  have  of  drama- 
tizing our  love  for  Him  and  His  Cause. 

There  were  twelve  zone  meetings  and  two  seminars  held  in  the  District 
last  year,  each  being  very  well  attended. 

Two  societies  (Shiloh  and  Pierce's  Camp  Ground)  and  one  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  (Elm  City)  were  organized. 

We  added  205  new  names  to  our  roll  or  a  net  gain  of  50,  making  a  total 
membership  of  2,895. 

Three  societies  (First  Church  Rocky  Mount,  First  Church  Wilson  and 
Pleasant  Grove)  attained  the  ten-point  "Open  Door"  standard.  However,  there 
were  many  others  I  would  like  to  mention  here  who  did  honorable  work,  namely: 
Bethel,  Bethanv  (Conwav),  Conwav,  Severn,  Zion  (Conway),  Smith's,  Buck- 
horn,  Pinetops,  Red  Oak,  Jerusalem,  Lasker,  Rich  Square,  Rosemary,  Sharon, 
Garvsburg,  Oak  Grove,  Spring  Church,  Spring  Hope,  Evansdale,  Stantonsburg, 
Tarboro,  Weldon  and  Shiloh. 

Seventy-four  societies  observed  Week  of  Praver  and  sent  an  offering  amount- 
ing to  $1,690.80.  Mt.  Zion  and  Warrenton  led  the  district  in  per  capita 
giving  $1.87  and  $1.76  respectively. 

Special  memberships  plaved  a  very  important  part  in  the  year's  work,  too. 
There  were  45  adult,  5  junior,  2  memorials  and  64  baby  certificates  presented. 
In  this  field  Rocky  Mount  First  Church  held  first  place— 6  adults,  1  junior,  5 
baby.  Bethany  (Conwav)  held  second  place— 6adults,  5  babv.  Wilson  held  third 
place— 6  adults,  1  babv. 

We  conducted  214  Approved  Study  Classes  with  more  than  2,500  women 
present. 

We  have  a  net  gain  of  69  new  subscribers  to  the  Methodist  Woman  and  109 
to  the  World  Outlook. 

The  total  amount  sent  Conference  Treasurer  was  $13,548.88  or  a  per  capita 
giving  for  the  district  of  $5.14.    Again  I  shall  quote  the  societies  leading  in  the 
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per  capita  giving:   Severn,  first  place  $13.07.  Bethany   (Conwav)   second  place, 
$11.20.  Warrenton,  third  place,  $10.30. 

"Bless  Thou  the  gifts  our  hands  have  brought,

Wilmington  District 

'o'  The  past  five  years  in  the  Wilmington  District  have  been  years  of  outstand- 
ing progress.  This  progress  has  been  due  to  the  willingness  of  our  women  to 
acquaint  themselves  with  the  work,  to  give  themselves  unreservedly  to  it,  and  to 
cooperate  beautifully  in  accomplishing  all  the  goals  set  before  them.  One  woman 
expressed  the  spirit  of  the  women  of  the  District  when  she  said,  "Just  tell  us 
what  to  do,  and  we'll  love  doing  it." 

The  outstanding  experience  in  our  District  during  1945  was  the  District 
Spiritual  Life  Retreat.  Mrs.  W.  C.  Davis,  District  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life, 
was  responsible  for  planning  this  retreat,  ably  assisted  by  Mesdames  A.  D.  Craig, 
M.  H.  Shepherd  and  others.  Mrs.  W.  L.  Mullikin,  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of 
Spiritual  Life,  led  us  into  mountain  top  experiences.  Mrs.  Mullikin  was  assisted 
by  Miss  Lamb,  Conference  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life.  Let  us  hope  this  Retreat 
will  be  repeated  often.  Mrs.  Davis  has  promoted  the  Spiritual  Life  Work  in  a 
most  efficient  and  cooperative  way. 

Three  new  societies  were  organized  during  the  year— Smith's,  Snead's  Ferry 
and  Oak  Grove.  Pleasant  Grove,  Snead's  Ferry  and  Windsor  failed  to  report  dur- 
ing the  year,  giving  us  a  total  of  69  societies  to  begin  1946. 

The  largest  number  of  Life  Memberships  in  the  history  of  our  District  were 
given  during  the  year— 64  Babies  (100%  increase  over  previous  year),  37  Adults,  4 
Juniors,  1  Youth  and  3  Memorials,  giving  the  District  $1,450.00  contributed  for 
Life  Memberships.     (See  Conference  list  for  names  of  Life  Members.) 

Grace  and  Trinity  in  Wilmington  and  Clinton  were  the  three  societies  enter- 
ing "All  Doors  to  Progress". 

A  decided  increase  is  noted  in  the  departments  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions and  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

This  has  been  an  outstanding  year  in  the  Department  of  Missionary  Education 
and  Service.  Having  won  the  beautiful  "Study  Jewel"  for  the  fourth  consecur 
rive  year  has  been  a  great  inspiration  to  the  women  of  the  District.  Our  goal 
in  this  Department  for  1945  was  to  lead  the  Conference  in  the  number  of 
Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  Classes.  A  goal  of  twenty  Jurisdiction  Classes 
for  the  year  was  set.  As  the  result  of  intensified  promotional  work,  we  are 
happy  to  report  47  Jurisdiction  Classes.  Fifth  Avenue  and  Sunset  Park  each 
reported  four  Jurisdiction  Classes.  A  total  of  199  Classes  were  reported  for  the 
year.     The    Educational    Seminar   held    in    Wallace    was    well    attended.      The 
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Seminar  team  gave  us  a  day  filled  with  inspiration  and  information.  The  women 
of  the  District  express  to  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone  their  deep  appreciation  for  her 
efficient  and  untiring  efforts  in  helping  to  promote  the  work  in  the  District. 

During  the  past  five  years,  our  Supply  Department  has  grown  from  11 
societies  contributing  $97.00  to  42  societies  contributing  $1039.35  in  cash  and 
valued  supplies.  This  being  our  "second  mile"  giving,  the  women  of  the 
District  can  be  justly  proud  of  their  accomplishment.  Faison  led  in  gifts  to 
Supplies  with  Trinity,  Wilmington,  second. 

The  total  amount  sent  to  our  Conference  Treasurer  was  $10,668.05,  an  in- 
crease of  $811.80  over  previous  year.  Our  Week  of  Prayer  offering  of  $1,385.29 
is  the  largest  ever  given.  We  claim  again  first  place  in  per  capita  giving  to  the 
Week  of  Prayer.  Faiimont  with  $205.00  led  in  total  for  Week  of  Prayer  with 
Lumberton  second.  (See  Statistical  Report  for  other  financial  records.) 

The  women  of  the  District  are  happy  to  have  again  in  our  midst  our  own 
Missionary,  Miss  Ida  Hankins.  This  year  the  "Ida  Hankins  Trophy"  is  awarded 
to  Wesley  Memorial,  Wilmington,  for  the  largest  percentage  increase  in  mem- 
bership. Oak  Grove  takes  first  place  in  subscriptions  to  Methodist  Woman  and 
World  Outlook. 

Mesdames  H.  A.  Paxton,  Leland  Teachey,  R.  S.  Pinkston,  W.  E.  Glenn  and 
L.  L.  Motte,  Zone  Leaders,  have  been  faithful  and  efficient  in  promoting  the 
work. 

It  is  with  a  keen  sense  of  loss  that  I  give  up  the  work  I  have  loved  so  much, 
but  happy  in  the  thought  that  I  have  been  privileged  to  serve  such  an  efficient, 
cooperative  and  appreciative  group  of  women.  To  all  who  through  the  years 
had  a  part  in  making  it  possible  for  me  to  go  to  Lake  Tunaluska,  to  attend  the 
Jurisdiction  Conference  in  Memphis,  and  for  all  the  other  kind  and  thoughtful 
things  you  have  done,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  to  you  my 
heartfelt  gratitude. 

As  the  women  in  the  Wilmington  District  continue  their  labors  in  the 
Master's  Kingdom,  I  prav  that  "Peace  Through  His  Cross"  may  come,  not  only 
in  their  own  hearts,  but  into  the  hearts  of  people  all  over  the  world.

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REPORTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  COMMITTEES 


Recommendations  for  Organization  and  Promotion 

We  recommend: 

1.  In  response  to  many  queries  as  to  what  constitutes  membership  in  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  the  following  statement  is  made: 

"The  qualifications  for  membership,  as  stated  in  the  Constitution,  Article  III, 
are  as  follows:  'A  woman  may  become  a  member  of  this  society  by  giving  prayer, 
service,  and  an  annual  contribution  of  money  to  the  total  budget  through  mem- 
bership offering  or  dues,  pledges  or  gifts.  She  shall  contribute  to,  educate  for 
and  promote  the  total  program  of  the  women  of  Methodism'." 

2.  In  answer  to  questions  on  what  constitutes  a  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian  Service,  we  recommend  the  following  as  the  minimum  requirements: 

"An  organization  is  considered  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  when 
it  takes  the  name,  has  at  least  five  officers,  uses  material  recommended  by  the 
Woman's  Division  and  makes  a  money  contribution  through  the  District  or  Con- 
ference treasurer  to  the  Woman's  Division." 

3.  In  answer  to  questions  on  how  to  report  members,  we  recommend  the 
following: 

On  January  5th  report  as  members  those  who  have  made  a  contribution  of 
prayer,  service  and  money  during  the  preceding  year,  and  continue  to  report  these 
members  each  quarter  until  the  next  January  5th,  unless  removed  by  change  of 
residence  or  death. 

4.  Bearing  in  mind  that  the  Woman's  Society  is  an  integral  part  of  the 
church,  we  suggest  closer  cooperation  in  District,  Conferences  and  Missionary 
Institutes. 

We  recommend  that  the  District  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion 
work  closely  with  the  District  Superintendent  in  regard  to  organizing  new  societies. 

We  recommend: 

1.  In  response  to  suggestions  from  the  Division,  that  Conference,  District 
and  local  Societies  raise  their  pledges  to  more  nearly  equal  the  total  giving. 

2.  That  all  money  given  in  Conferences  for  Pledge  be  sent  the  Division 
Treasurer;  (a)  Life  Memberships  continue  to  be  money  over  and  above  the  pledge. 

3.  That  we  encourage  the  giving  of  Life  Memberships  and  continue  to  strive 
toward  100%  observance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-denial. 

4.  That  we  use  as  our  motto  for  1946: 

MORE  THAN  MILLION  DOLLARS  TO  MEET  MORE  THAN  A  MIL- 
LION NEEDS. 

We  recommend: 

Having  in  the  mind  the  few  societies  in  our  Jurisdiction  that  achieve  all  goals 
and  feeling  that  perhaps  this  reflects  upon  the  type  of  work  done,  we  recommend 
that  major  emphasis  be  placed  upon  the  following: 

1.    Better  training  for  officers  and  leaders: 

Zone  meetings,  officers  caravan  and  training  days  are  just  as  valuable  as  ever 
for  new  officers. 

Magnify  each  office. 

Keep  the  channel  open  from  the  Division  down  to  the  local  officer  by  what- 
ever means  found  most  successful. 

"New  news  while  it  is  new"  is  a  good  motto. 
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Each  officer  should  have  her  letter  from  the  Officer's  Letter  File,  and  her 
own  Guide. 

The  Work  Kit  should  be  purchased  bv  the  Conference  for  all  new  societies 
and  have  added  to  it  free  leaflets  for  local  officers  and  the  welcome  envelope 
for  each  member. 

2.    Better  Programs: 

Feeling  that  poor  programs  poorlv  prepared  are  gravelv  detrimental  to  the 
enthusiasm  and  on  going  of  our  work,  we  urgentlv  recommend  that  Conference 
and  District  Officers  insist  that  even'  society  have  year  books  or  program  booklets. 
These  may,  in  many  cases,  be  very  simple,  but  should  have  the  program 
planned  for  at  least  six  months  in  advance  and  be  kept  current.  We  further 
recommend  that  where  necessary  Zone  leaders  and  District  workers  assist  local 
groups  in  this  project. 

The  Calendar  from  the  Literature  Headquarters  is  very  helpful  and  should 
have  wide  distribution. 

We  urge  that  all  Societies  begin  using  "Instruments  of  Peace"  as  aims  for  the 
year  at  once  and  that  Zone  and  District  officers  check  their  progress  at  least 
quarterly.  If  found  necessarv  instruction  should  be  given  as  to  correct  interpre- 
tation of  the  Chart. 

We  recommend: 

Concerning  Itineration  of  Field  Workers  and  Missionaries: 
That  we  give  Mrs.  F.  B.  Godfrev  full  cooperation  in  this  planning  and  that 
we  use  many  in  1946. 

We  recommend: 

That  all  Conference  and  District  Secretaries  of  Organization  and  Promotion 
attend  the  Workshop  for  this  department  to  be  held  at  the  School  of  Missions, 
Lake  Junaluska. 

That  as  manv  district  officers  of  organization  come  as  the  Conference  can 
afford  to  send. 

We  recommend: 

That  the  North  Carolina  Woman's  Societv  of  Christian  Service  be  organized 
into  Districts  according  to  the  Division  Plan.

Recommendations  for  Missionary  Education  and  Service 

We  recommend  that  the  Study  and  Action  Committee  in  local  societies: 

1 .  Study  the  Handbook  for  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  the  quar- 
terly report  to  become  familiar  with  duties  and  responsibilities,  using  the  report  as 
a  standard  of  progress  in  promoting  the  entire  educational  program  of  the  society. 

2.  Cooperate  with  the  Program  Committee  in  planning  the  educational  work 
of  the  society,  promoting  the  use  of  the  program  and  worship  material  (in  every 
society). 

3.  Encourage  the  use  of  "The  Methodist  Woman"  and  "World  Outlook" 
in  all  meetings  to  inform  and  challenge  the  members  to  greater  missionary  service. 

4.  Create  interest  that  will  inspire  larger  gifts  to  the  total  missionary  enter- 
prise, therebv  increasing  appropriations  that  needs  mav  be  relieved  in  every  field. 
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5.  Emphasize  more  Reading  Circles  and  Missionary  Libraries  using  new 
religious  books,  study  books,  new  field  literature  and  our  church  periodicals,  creat- 
ing inspiration  through  information. 

6.  Place  in  the  budget  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  sufficient  amount  for 
books  and  materials  for  each  study  course  and  also  for  additional  books  for 
Missionary  Libraries. 

7.  Plan  and  conduct  four  approved  study  courses  during  the  year  striving  to 
have  each  one  meet  the  standard  "Recognition  for  Efficiency  Classes"  which  in- 
cludes a  minimum  time  of  six  hours  (preferably)  to  be  spent  in  class  sessions  and 
a  maximum  period  of  twelve  weeks  to  be  covered  by  study. 

a.  One  class  out  of  the  four  to  be  a  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  Class. 
(Requirements  found  on  page  17  of  the  Handbook  for  Secretaries  of  Missionary 
Education.) 

b.  Joint  class  with  the  pastor  and  church  to  be  one  of  the  four  classes. 

8.  Hold  informal  studies  which  may  grow  out  of  a  recognized  need  in  the 
church,  community  or  world  at  large.  (These  are  not  to  be  confused  with 
approved  studies;  they  are  not  the  same.) 

9.  A  carefully  filled  quarterly  report  mailed  promptly  at  the  end  of  each 
quarter. 

10.  Accept  the  approved  study  courses,  1946-47. 

a.  Indian;  b.  Christians  and  Race;  c.  Stewardship;  d.  Study  on  alcohol; 
e.  Christ  and  Our  Country  (as  joint  class  with  church  and  pastor). 

11.  Attend:  a.  The  Pastor's  School  June  3-7  at  Greensboro  College  and  take 
the  course  on  India  which  will  be  taught  by  Mrs.  J.  W.  Payne;  b.  The  School 
of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska  Julv  22-30.  (We  suggest  that  societies,  zones  and 
districts  send  their  representatives  as  a  "Cultivation  Project"  in  Home  Missions.); 
c.  Fall  Educational  Seminars  to  be  held  in  each  district,  for  the  cultivation  and 
promotion  of  the  educational  work  and  activities  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service.

Plans  for  Study  Classes  Receiving  Special  Recognition  from  W.S.C.S. 

1.  The  textbook  used  in  Special  Classes  must  be  selected  from  the  list 
recommended  for  that  purpose  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  for 
the  current  year. 

2.  Supplementary  material  must  be  used  by  members  of  the  class  to  enrich 
the  study  of  the  text. 

3.  Number  of  class  sessions  shall  be  at  least  four.  No  two  sessions  shall  be 
on  the  same  day. 

4.  Length  of  a  class  session  shall  be  at  least  one  hour  for  a  six-session  class 
and  one  hour  and  a  half  for  a  four-session  class,  with  a  minimum  total  of  six 
hours  for  any  course. 

5.  An  average  of  70%  of  the  members  of  the  class  must  attend  the  class 
sessions. 

6.  One  to  eight  weeks  may  be  used  for  the  study,  but  a  four  to  six  weeks' 
study  is  highly  desirable. 

7.  Students  must  read  the  approved  text,  make  outside  preparation  and  par- 
ticipate in  class  work.  In  addition  to  this,  assignments  shall  be  given  each 
member  by  the  teacher.  These  assignments  may  be  reading  from  supplementary 
materials,   research,   cooperative  activities,    etc.,   that   require  additional   outside 
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preparation.  This  and  some  results  of  the  study  may  be  reported  on  an  additional 
sheet.  (See  free  leaflet,  "Service  Activities  Resulting  from  Study.") 

8.  The  discussion  method  of  conducting  the  class  is  recommended  as  most 
successful  in  stimulating  group  study  and  participation.  The  lecture  method  alone 
is  not  acceptable.  A  variety  of  methods  may  be  desirable.  (See  free  leaflet:  "Ways 
of  Conducting  Successful  Study  Classes.") 

9.  The  teacher  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  by  consecration  to  the  task, 
by  sufficient  educational  background  and  by  a  willingness  to  use  every  opportunity 
for  becoming  a  trained  and  experienced  teacher,  such  as  Special  Study  and  Prep- 
aration, or  attending  Educational  Conferences,  Pastors'  Schools,  Leadership 
Schools,  Training  Courses,  Schools  of  Missions  or  Educational  Seminars. 

10.  A  report  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service  on  this  blank  furnished  by  her.  She  shall  examine 
it,  and  if  requirements  are  met,  she  shall  report  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service  who  will  issue  a  recognition  card  for  work  meet- 
ing the  required  standard.  Recognition  cards  will  be  sent  by  the  Jurisdiction  Sec- 
retary to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service. 

Read  carefully  both  sides  of  this  report  blank  before  the  class  begins  its  study. 
Plan  to  meet  requirements  without  asking  that  exceptions  be  made.  Every  item 
on  reverse  side  must  be  filled  out  completely  and  accurately  immediately  upon 
completion  of  course  and  returned  to  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation and  service. 

Recommendations  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities 

I.  General 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Conference  Society  appropriate  $50.00  for  a  scholarship  to  the 
Seminar  on  Rural  Community  Living  and  Changing  Social  Frontiers  to  be  at 
DePauw  University,  Greencastle,  Ind.,  July  3  to  17  and  that  it  be  used  by  some 
one  selected  by  the  Conference. 

2.  That  the  Conference  Societies  sponsor  one-day  District  workshops  on  some 
phase  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  that  this  year  it  be  on  alcohol. 

3.  That  we  recommend  payment  of  same  amount,  $75.00,  as  last  year  for 
school  for  Christian  Workers  at  Winston-Salem. 

II.  The  Local  Society 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  local  society  cooperate  in  undergirding  the  church  program  for 
youth,  student  and  adult  groups  in  developing  Christian  fellowship  through  a 
program  of  social,  recreational,  hobby  and  cultural  activities  with  special  attention 
to  uprooted  families  and  returning  service  personnel. 

2.  That  efforts  be  made  to  have  courses  on  courtship,  marriage  and  parent- 
hood in  the  church  schools,  high  schools  and  colleges  and  that  we  seek  to  develop 
family  and  school  life  along  more  democratic  lines. 

3.  In  accord  with  the  Methodist  long-standing  support  of  collective  bargain- 
ing we  oppose  all  current  efforts  to  weaken  the  rights  of  labor  and  management 
to  arrive  at  mutually  satisfactory  agreements  through  collective  bargaining  and 
that  we  be  alert  to  and  cooperate  with  other  agencies  to  combat  the  rise  of  repres- 
sive organizations  once  again  cloaked  in  religious  phraseology. 

4.  That  at  every  opportunity  we  voice  our  opposition  to  Universal  Compul- 
sory Military  Training. 

5.  That  we  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity  through  such  agencies  as  the

World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women,  to  develop  friendships  between  all 
races,  types  and  creeds  —  to  develop  feeling  of  understanding  in  brotherhood 
throughout  the  world. 

6.  Finally  —  as  social  changes  come  largely  through  the  ballot  and  as  women 
outnumber  men  in  the  population  count,  we  must  recognize  the  great  responsi- 
bility resting  on  women  to  build  a  decent  society,  therefore,  we  call  upon  all 
women  to  register  and  vote  and  urge  every  Woman's  Society  to  make  registering 
of  their  members  one  of  the  Major  projects  of  1946  and  that  every  effort  be 
made  to  use  our  influence  against  gambling  devices,  laxity  of  marriage  laws  and 
the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages.

2.  That  definite  Christian  leadership  be  stressed  and  developed. 

3.  That  the  local  Guild  be  ever  responsive  to  anv  and  every  call  to  service  in 
the  church  and  in  the  community. 

4.  That  special  emphasis  for  1946  be  placed  on  Evangelism  as  the  second 
phase  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ. 

5.  That  the  importance  of  missions  be  the  first  concern,  and  that  the  pledge 
to  missions  at  least  equal  the  giving  to  local  work. 

6.  That  Christian  Social  Relations  be  on  a  par  with  Local  Church  Activities 
in  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

7.  That  classes  in  Mission  and  Bible  Study  be  held  jointly  with  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  when  possible. 

8.  That  the  highest  use  of  leisure  be  practiced  through  at  least  quarterly  social 
activities. 

9.  That  the  Supply  work  be  strengthened  through  study  of  the  projects  and 
through  the  help  of  the  Conference  Secretarv  of  Supplies  in  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service. 

10.  That  we  strive  more  earnestly  to  touch  the  life  of  every  Methodist  busi- 
ness and  professional  woman  to  make  her  feel  her  own  responsibility  toward  the 
church  and  its  Christian  influence.

Recommendations  for  Literature  and  Publications 

Sensitive  to  the  needs  of  the  world  and  to  the  task  ahead  in  maintaining  the 
peace,  and  aware  of  the  vast  opportunities  for  service  afforded  the  members  of 
the  Woman's  Societies  of  Christian  Service  through  the  department  of  Literature 
and  Publications,  we  recommend:

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tary  of  Literature  and  Publications  who  is  alert  to  the  importance  of  her  office 
and  interested  in  the  promotion  of  the  work  in  all  its  phases  as  outlined  in 
Officers'  Letter  File  for  1946. 

2.  That  in  each  society  more  intensive  effort  be  made  toward  prompt  and 
accurate  reporting. 

3.  That  the  work  of  the  department  be  represented  at  monthly  and  circle 
meetings  and  that  a  brief  review  of  the  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook 
be  part  of  each  circle  meeting. 

4.  That  every  new  member  shall  be  urged  to  subscribe  to  the  Methodist 
Woman  and  World  Outlook  and  that  expiration  dates  be  carefully  studied  and 
renewals  secured  promptly. 

5.  That  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  in  the  local  society  be 
an  active  member  of  the  Program  Committee  and  make  a  definite  contribution 
to  its  work  as  a  result  of  her  study  and  appraisal  of  the  literature  relating  to  each 
line  of  work. 

6.  That  in  each  society  there  shall  be  a  25  per  cent  increase  in  subscriptions 
to  the  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  and  that  special  emphasis  be 
placed  on  joint  subscriptions. 

7.  That  sustained  effort  be  made  to  secure  every  officer  a  subscriber  to  the 
magazines  and  to  secure  wider  reading  and  use  of  the  periodicals  by  subscribers. 

8.  That  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  in  each  society  promote 
the  circulation  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  in  her  society  and  that 
she  assist  her  pastor  in  securing  subscriptions  to  this  periodical  throughout 
her  church.

We  recommend: 

1.  That  every  district  in  our  Conference  work  to  reach  the  goals  set  up  by 
the  Division  and  Jurisdiction  Secretaries  in  Nashville  this  year: 

a.  Ever)'  society  doing  some  Supply  Work  sometime  during  the  year. 

b.  Every  society  doing  some  Supplv  Work  for  both  Home  and  Foreign  Insti- 
tutions during  the  year. 

c.  Every  society  reporting  on  time  each  quarter. 

2.  That  District  and  local  Secretaries  of  Supplies  acquaint  themselves  with 
the  full  program  of  Supplies  for  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  Youth  and  Children, 
and  be  ready  to  give  information  to  workers  in  these  fields. 

3.  That  careful  attention  be  given  to  the  reporting  of  Supply  Work.  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guilds',  Youth  and  Children's  Supply  contributions  should  all  be 
reported  as  separate  items  by  the  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
Supply  Secretary.  The  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  Treasurer 
should  also  list  all  the  above  items  separately  in  sending  money  to  the  Conference 
Treasurer. 

4.  That  in  view  of  the  request  for  $35,000.00  for  Foreign  Cash  Supplies  from 
the  Jurisdiction,  that  the  North  Carolina  Conference  accept  $4,000.00  as  its 
goal  for  Foreign  Cash  Supplies. 

5.  That  each  District  follow  the  specific  Supply  program  set  up  quarterly  for 
every  District  in  the  Conference. 

6.  That  the  Supply  Department  stand  by  for  any  emergency  that  is  almost 
sure  to  come  during  the  year,  and  use  the  splendid  set-up  of  this  department  in 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  to  serve  the  needs  of  suffering  humanity 
at  home  and  abroad. 

7.  That  each  local  society  accept  the  challenge  to  make  1946  an  outstanding 
year  in  Supply  Work.

4.  Plans  be  made  to  use  the  approved  topics  for  study  in  interest  groups  of 
boys  and  girls. 

5.  Interest  groups  of  girls  be  formed  wherever  possible  and  that  they  use 
the  program  material  prepared  especiallv  for  them. 

6.  Emphasis  be  placed  on  adult  leadership  training  for  teachers,  advisers  and 
counselors  of  youth. 

7.  The  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  be  alert  to  ever)'  opportunity  to  interest 
young  people  in  full-time  Christian  service,  and  that  she  serve  on  the  local  mis- 
sionary personnel  committee.

Recommendations  for  Student  Work 

"Peace  Through  His  Cross"  is  the  theme  of  the  1946  programs  for  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  This  peace,  we  now  have  in  this  world, 
has  been  secured  chiefly  through  the  Student  age  group.  Our  debt  to  them  is 
great.  These  young  people  realize,  today  is  tomorrow.  We  find  them  most 
serious  —  these  future  leaders.  The  aim  of  Student  Work  is  this  —  to  help  students 
become  leaders  of  tomorrow's  world. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  that: 

1.  There  should  be  a  secretary  of  Student  Work  in  every  local  Society  to 
keep  in  touch  with  all  the  students  in  her  local  church  —  through  letters,  bulletins 
and  devotional  booklets,  etc. 

2.  Counsel  with  high  school  seniors  and  encourage  them  to  take  advantage 
of  our  Student  Loan  Fund  and  enter  our  Methodist  Colleges.  Help  students  in 
your  Church  to  attend  training  conference. 

3.  Send  the  blue  student  cards  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Student  Work 
before  September  1  in  order  that  the  student  may  be  known  and  welcomed  on 
the  campus  to  which  she  goes. 

4.  Welcome  back  to  the  church  students  who  are  on  vacations  or  visits, 
helping  them  to  find  a  place  of  effective  service  in  the  home  church. 

5.  Religious  re-orientation  of  returned  veterans  should  be  of  interest  to  the 
church.    Encourage  them  to  continue  their  education. 

6.  Invite  students  to  meetings  of  the  W.S.C.S.  or  to  take  part  in  programs, 
in  order  to  enlist  their  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society. 

7.  Assist  in  planning  programs  for  the  Methodist  Student  Dav  in  June  and 
Student  Recognition  Day  in  December  in  your  church. 

The  Secretary  of  Student  Work  in  a  church  near  a  campus  can  use  all  of 
the  suggestions  above  in  relations  to  the  students  of  her  own  church.  In  addition 
she  should: 

1.    Cooperate  with  the  Director  of  the  Wesley  Foundation.    In  case  there 
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is  no  Foundation  she  should  work  with  the  pastor  in  the  local  church  to  set  up 
a  student  program. 

2.  Foreign  students  anywhere  and  everywhere  should  feel  the  touch  of  Chris- 
tian influence  through  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

3.  Send  to  your  Conference  Secretary  of  Student  Work  the  name  of  the 
student  serving  on  the  campus  committee  on  "World  Christian  Community." 
Interest  this  person  in  "Christian  Colleges  around  the  World." 

4.  Promote  the  Methodist  Student  Fellowship  Fund  and  ask  students  to 
choose  and  develop  Fellow  College  and  Fellow  American  projects. 

5.  A  Day  of  Prayer  for  college  students  and  colleges  during  Christian  Educa- 
tion Week  in  October  be  observed. 

6.  Student  groups  be  given  a  large  part  in  the  Crusade  for  Christ. 

7.  Missionaries  speak  to  student  groups.  The  privilege  of  full  time  Christian 
Service  at  home  and  abroad  be  explained.  Secure  informative  leaflets  from  the 
Personnel  office  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

In  this  new  field  of  work  in  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  the 
Secretary  of  Student  Work  has  a  pioneering  job  to  do.  It  is  her  privilege  to  know 
and  appreciate  the  work  of  the  Woman's  S.C.S.  and  to  present  that  work  to 
students;  it  is  her  privilege  to  know  and  appreciate  the  work  of  students  through 
the  Methodist  Student  Movement,  and  to  present  that  work  to  the  women.

Suggested  Emphases  for  Secretaries  of  Children's  Work 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 

To  workers  with  children  in  the  Church,  the  year  1946  presents  a  call  to 
service  that  is  unparalleled  in  its  magnitude  and  importance.  It  is  the  first  year 
of  the  end  of  strife  among  nations  and  a  year  therefore  in  which  it  may  be 
possible  to  lay  the  beginnings  of  a  lasting  peace. 

Bearing  this  fact  in  mind,  what  shall  we  teach  children  in  the  Church  so  that 
they  may  learn  to  live  as  members  of  God's  world  familv? 

1.  Let  us  teach  our  children  Trust  in  God. 

2.  Let  us  teach  our  children  to  recognize  qualities  in  their  own  hopes  and 
plans  which  are  similar  to  the  life  and  teaching  of  Jesus. 

3.  Let  us  teach  our  children  to  share. 

4.  Let  us  teach  our  children  to  have  regard  for  those  who  are  different. 

5.  Let  us  teach  our  children  to  help  make  the  Church  a  true  Christian 
community. 

To  so  teach  will  be  the  primarv  task  of  Secretaries  of  Children's  Work  and 
other  leaders  of  children  during  the  year  ahead. 

Considering  the  needs  of  children  throughout  the  world,  and  the  opportunity 
to  help  meet  these  needs  it  appears  that  the  following  recommendations  call  for 
special  attention. 

1.  Full  cooperation  by  the  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  with 
the  church's  program  for  the  Christian  Education  of  children  —  this  involves: 

a.  The  election  of  a  capable  Secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

b.  Service  by  the  Secretary  as  a  teacher  in  the  Sunday  morning  sessions  of  the 
Church  School,  in  additional  sessions  or  in  both. 

c.  Regular  reports  on  Children's  Work  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Women's 
Society. 

2.  Thorough  preparation  for  the  teaching  of  missionary'  units  in  both  the 
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Sunday  morning  and  some  form  of  additional  session  of  the  Church  School. 

3.  Offerings  of  children  in  additional  sessions.  (Now  known  as  the  Children's 
Service  Fund  sent  to  World  Service  and  the  Women's  Division  of  Christian 
Service  as  called  for  by  the  plan  of  the  Church.) 

4.  Earnest  effort  through  channels  of  the  Church  to  minister  to  the  needs 
of  children  in  countries  devastated  by  war. 

Such  are  some  of  the  possibilities  for  service  that  the  year  1946  will  bring  to 
the  Secretaries  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
It  is  to  these  opportunities  in  service  that  the  Secretaries  are  called  during  the 
current  year. 

Ways  in  Which  Members  of  the  Woman's  Society  Can  Help  to  Reach  More 
Children  and  to  Improve  Children's  Work  in  the  Local  Church 

The  women  of  our  church  have  a  great  contribution  to  make  to  the  service 
for  children  that  the  church  is  trying  to  provide.  In  the  light  of  the  Crusade 
emphases  on  evangelism  and  increasing  the  enrollment  and  attendance  of  children 
in  the  Church  School,  the  members  of  the  W.S.C.S.  are  asked  to  help  in  the 
following  ways: 

1.  Assist  in  thoughtful,  happy,  friendly  calling  in  unchurched  homes.  When 
so  doing,  be  ready  to  speak  specifically  of  the  room  or  the  teacher  or  the  plans  of 
work  for  children  who  may  be  met  in  such  homes. 

a.    To  have  a  secretary  of  children's  work  elected  in  every  society. 

2.  Further  friendliness  in  the  whole  church,  especially  by  being  on  the  look- 
out for  parents  whose  children  have  just  begun  to  attend  the  Church  School. 

3.  Assist  in  making  "Family  Night"  at  the  church  a  happy  occasion  for 
all  who  come. 

4.  Be  intelligent  and  active  concerning  community  situations  which  can  create 
on  the  part  of  all  parents  an  attitude  of  interest  in  and  concern  for  a  good  Church 
School  for  their  children. 

5.  Join  children's  workers  in  a  study  of  the  evangelistic  emphasis  in  their 
teaching. 

6.  Take  a  personal  interest  in  helping  secure  for  each  group  of  children  a 
meeting  place  that  is  comfortable,  attractive,  and  childlike. 

7.  Inquire  about  the  council  of  children's  workers;  take  even,'  opportunity  to 
encourage  their  more  thorough  understanding  and  planning  for  the  total  program 
for  children,  including  additional  sessions,  through  the  week  sessions  and  activities, 
vacation  schools  and  through-the-summer  activities. 

8.  Know  the  situation  with  reference  to  teachers  needed  and  help  bring 
about  the  appreciation  and  backing  on  the  part  of  the  church  as  a  whole  which 
will  help  teachers  feel  that  their  work  is  needed;  that  it  is  important;  that  it  is 
appreciated. 

9.  To  give  through  the  local  Secretary  of  Supplies,  information  concerning 
how  children  may  share  through  supplies. 

10.  Seek  closer  cooperation  with  Director  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  and  other  agencies  working  with  children. 

Perhaps  these  suggestions  include  some  ways  in  which  the  members  of  every 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  can  help  to  serve  children  in  the  local 
church.  The  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  other  leaders  of  children  can  do 
much,  but  the  need  is  great  enough  to  call  for  the  interest,  the  understanding 
and  the  effort  of  manv  other  women  as  well.  Will  the  members  of  your 
Society  help?

Recommendations  of  Missionary  Personnel  Committee 

As  a  practical  help  in  finding  vital  recruits  for  Missionary  Personnel  your 
Committee  recommends  that: 

1.  In  local  societies  of  Christian  Service  the  Secretaries  of  Youth,  Student 
and  Wesleyan  Sendee  Guild  be  responsible  for  securing  information  on  Missionary 
Personnel  needs  and  for  cultivating  individuals  for  full  time  Christian  Service. 

a.  In  the  District  organization  the  same  procedure  should  be  followed.  And 
that  the  names  of  all  persons  thus  interested  be  sent  to  the  Conference  Chairman 
of  Missionary  Personnel. 

2.  That  we  encourage  parents  to  build  the  kind  of  family  life  which  produces 
missionaries  and  preachers. 

3.  That  each  society  be  responsible  for  adequate  missionary  education  of 
children  and  youth,  praying  sincerely  for  volunteers  from  its  church. 
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Report  and  Recommendations  of  Conference  Historical  Committee 

The  Conference  Historical  Committee,  in  an  effort  to  enlarge  the  scope  and 
influence  of  its  activities,  held  three  meetings  during  1945.  As  a  result  of  intensive 
study  of  the  potentialities  of  the  committee  a  new  project  has  been  launched, 
action  to  preserve  additional  historical  records  has  been  taken,  and  promotion  of 
projects  having  already  been  begun  has  been  continued. 

The  compilation  of  a  series  of  records  of  achievements  of  women  who  have 
served  as  Conference  Officers  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference  of  W.S.C.S. 
has  been  initiated,  with  Miss  Florine  Robertson,  of  Burlington,  as  editor  and 
compiler.  The  name  for  the  book  will  be  selected  by  the  committee  from  sug- 
gested names  submitted  by  members  of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee. 
Such  an  honor  roll  will  doubtless  prove  interesting  and  useful  in  the  years  ahead. 

Mrs.  S.  S.  Holt,  Conference  Recording  Secretary  and  a  member  of  the  Con- 
ference Historical  Committee,  has  been  authorized  by  the  Executive  Committee 
to  place  the  certificates  of  the  charter  Woman's  Societies  of  Christian  Service  of 
this  conference  in  the  archives  at  Greensboro  College,  and  to  secure  the  records 
of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  former 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  also  for  preservation  in  the  archives  at  Greens- 
boro College. 

The  compiling  of  news  items  in  the  Conference  historical  scrap  book,  which 
was  begun  in  September,  1940,  is  being  continued,  as  are  the  annual  scrap  books 
of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Page. 

Copies  of  the  Conference  Journals  have  been  placed  in  the  State  and  Olivia 
Raney  Libraries  in  Raleigh,  and  in  the  libraries  at  Duke  University  and  Greens- 
boro College.  Copies  of  "Seven  Times  Seven,"  a  history  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  former  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  by  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett,  have  been  placed  in  the  State  and 
Olivia  Raney  Libraries. 

Recommendations 

Coveting  for  each  society  an  awakened  consciousness  of  the  need  and  value  of 
a  keener  interest  and  more  prolific  activities  in  the  matter  of  preserving  historical 
records,  and  eagerly  desiring  that  the  Conference  Historical  Committee  shall  be 
more  fruitful  in  its  service,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  an  historian  shall  be  appointed  in  every  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service,  or  that  the  duties  of  historian  shall  be  conferred  upon  the  recording 
secretary.  The  nature  of  these  duties  shall  be  the  collection  and  preservation  of 
all  records  of  the  society,  including  the  minutes  of  the  meetings;  clippings  from 
newspapers,  church  bulletins,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Page, 
and  other  available  sources. 

2.  That  each  local  society  shall  send  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Conference 
Historical  Committee  all  clippings  from  newspapers  and  other  sources  concerning 
the  activities  of  the  society,  these  stories  to  be  compiled  in  the  Conference 
Historical  scrap  book.

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Recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Status  of  Women 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Status  of  Women  in  the  Conferences,  Districts 
and  local  societies  promote  the  full  use  of  woman  power  in  the  church  by: 

a.  Using  the  Handbook,  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Division,  and 
specially  prepared  leaflets  as  source  materials; 

b.  Seeking  adequate  representation  of  women  on  church  boards —  local, 
district,  and  conference: 

c.  Arousing  women  to  assume  responsibility  for  the  conduct  of  public  affairs, 
making  use  of  material  from  the  Christian  Social  Relations  Information  and 
Action  Bulletin; 

d.  Opposing  policies  and  practices  which  discriminate  against  a  person  be- 
cause of  sex,  race,  creed,  class  or  nationality. 

2.  That  local  secretaries  urge  editors  of  local  papers  to  print  items  from 
the  weekly  news  column  entitled,  "Women  in  the  Church,"  published  by  the 
Department  of  News  Service  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 

3.  That  ever}'  effort  be  made  to  magnify  the  July  program  of  1946,  "Women, 
Trustees  of  the  Future,"  by 

a.  Urging  all  local  secretaries  of  Status  of  Women  to  see  that  it  is  well 
presented; 

b.  Conference  Secretaries  of  Status  of  Women  calling  attention  to  the  pro- 
gram through  letters  to  District  and  Local  Secretaries  of  Status  of  Women  and 
to  articles  in  respective  Conference  Advocate  and  Bulletins. 

4.  That  a  Workshop  or  Conference  on  the  work  of  the  "Status  of  Women" 
be  conducted  at  our  Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions  at  Junaluska  for  1947  and 
that  subsidies  be  provided  by  the  Jurisdiction  if  not  provided  bv  the  Division. 

5.  That  a  study  be  made  through  the  local  societv  of  all  women  in  the 
church  and  a  chart  be  prepared  giving  the  name,  address,  telephone  number, 
training,  talents,  experience  in  church  and  community  work  with  comments  as  to 
potential  qualities  of  leadership.  This  chart  to  be  made  available  to  the  pastor, 
society,  president  and  research  committee  in  order  that  we  mav  conserve  for  the 
church  and  society: 

a.  Women  who  are  prepared  b}'  education  and  training  to  be  leaders  in  local, 
district  and  conference  societies,  emphasizing  dependability  and  efficiency  as  pre- 
requisites for  responsible  leadership; 

b.  Women  whose  training  and  skills  gained  in  war  time  activities  have  pre- 
pared them  for  effective  leadership.

Scarritt  College  Serves  the  Church 

World  disunity  demands  new  leadership  for  peace,  for  reconciliation,  for  co- 
operation and  for  reconstruction.  No  matter  how  dark  and  forbidding  the  present 
outlook  for  peace  and  brotherhood  we  must  be  preparing  for  the  constructive 
task  that  war  and  desolation  leave  behind  throughout  the  world.  The  Church 
expects  Scarritt  to  help  provide  that  leadership.  Scarritt  College  has  always  stood 
for  a  program  of  service  to  promote  interracial  understanding  and  cooperation. 
Christian  leadership  for  social  readjustments  occasioned  by  unprecedented  changes 
in  the  material  aspects  of  our  civilization  is  needed  today  more  than  ever  before. 
Rightfully  the  Church  looks  to  Scarritt  College  for  the  training  of  enlightened, 
consecrated,  and  devout  lay  leaders  skilled  in  meeting  this  need. 

The  main  purpose  and  chief  business  at  Scarritt  College  is  the  preparation  of 
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senior  college  and  graduate  students  for  skilled  service  in  religious  and  social  work. 
But  the  college  does  offer  special  short  courses  for  men  and  women  already  at 
work  and  unable  to  attend  classes  for  more  than  a  short  time  during  the  year. 
United  Methodism,  to  which  Scarritt  uniquely  belongs,  must  be  made  aware  of 
the  service  being  rendered  by  the  college.  Largely  increased  facilities  must  be 
provided  for  the  successful  development  of  the  program  now  under  way  at  Scar- 
ritt, and  new  projects  recognized  by  the  Church  Boards  as  essential  to  their  needs 
call  for  additional  funds  to  blaze  new  trails.  The  goal  of  this  program  is  to 
acquaint  the  entire  Methodist  Church  with  the  work  and  the  aims  of  Scarritt 
College,  and  to  enlist  the  appreciation  and  support  of  the  entire  Church  con- 
stituency. But  more  important  is  the  hope  that  more  than  ever  the  college  may 
be  upheld  by  the  prayers  of  Christian  people  who  recognize  the  spiritual  as  well 
as  the  educational  and  social  contributions  Scarritt  is  making  to  the  building 
of  God's  Kingdom.  Will  you  join  with  other  friends  in  helping  Scarritt  College 
to  serve  the  Church? 

In  becoming  a  Scarritt  Associate,  making  an  annual  appropriation  for  the 
maintenance  of  this  great  undertaking,  gifts  or  signed  cards  should  be  sent  to 
your  treasurer  and  sent  to  Mrs.  McKinne  marked  as  such  in  order  that  your  society 
may  have  a  part  in  carrying  on  this  great  work.   We,  therefore  recommend: 

1.  That  the  District  Secretaries  become  informed  sponsors  of  the  Scarritt

and  District  meetings. 

3.  That  a  Scarritt  associate  chairman  be  appointed  in  the  local  Woman's 
Societies  to  present  information  and  programs  to  interest  the  young  women  in 
becoming  more  "Scarritt  Conscious." 

4.  That  earnest  effort  be  made  to  interest  the  young  people,  especially 
Youth  Fellowship  in  becoming  trained  Christian  leaders  —  Pastors'  Assistants  or 
Missionaries.

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REPORTS  OF  CONFERENCE  WORKERS 


Reports  of  Industrial  Work  —  East  Laurinburg 

One  afternoon  last  winter  two  little  children  in  our  mill  community  were 
overheard  talking  about  chickens.  Pat,  age  three,  was  trying  to  explain  to  her 
little  friend  the  qualities  that  made  her  chicken  different  from  others.  "My 
chicken,"  she  said,  "has  two  feet,  a  head,  and  is  all  covered  with  feathers,  but  on 
the  inside  it  is  just  full  of  dumplings"! 

To  most  people  all  mill  communities,  like  chickens,  look  the  same.  To  many 
they  mean  only  mills  humming  with  the  rhythmic  regularity  of  machinery;  houses 
and  streets  which  to  a  passerby,  are  monotonous  in  their  sameness.  Only  to  those 
who  look  beyond  this  general  likeness  and  who  through  sympathetic  understand- 
ing seek  to  enter  into  the  human  relationships,  is  given  the  privilege  of  knowing 
the  heart  and  life  of  an  industrial  community. 

That  we  may  study  and  better  understand  how  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  mill 
community  regular  quarterly  meetings  of  the  local  Industrial  Board  are  held.  The 
membership  of  this  board  is  made  up  of  the  president  of  the  mill  company,  the 
general  superintendent  and  the  superintendents  of  the  individual  mills,  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  the  pastors  of  the  village  churches,  Secretary  of  the  Fayette- 
ville  District,  your  Conference  Worker  and  five  local  civic  and  church  leaders. 

Outstanding  in  the  work  accomplished  this  past  year  through  the  efforts  of 
this  committee  was  a  recreational  program  which  included  all  age  groups. 
Through  provision  made  by  the  Mill  Company  this  work  was  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  paid  recreational  director.  Since  it  was  necessary  to  spend  much  time 
and  effort  in  getting  the  grounds  ready  for  many  types  of  outdoor  activities,  a 
complete  program  could  not  be  carried  out  as  planned  but  a  splendid  foundation 
work  was  done,  making  possible  a  more  permanent  program  of  recreation  in 
the  future.  The  school  building  was  used  for  indoor  activities  on  rainy  days. 
This  program  is  helping  to  meet  one  of  the  real  needs  in  the  community. 

Another  activity  pertaining  to  the  community  life  is  the  work  with  the  Boy 
and  Girl  Scouts.  This  work  is  developing  nicely  and  with  increased  interest. 
Looking  forward  to  their  first  camping  trip  of  the  summer,  the  Girl  Scouts  were 
given  a  course  in  first  aid  by  an  accredited  Red  Cross  instructor.  During  the  fall 
and  early  winter  months  a  project  carried  through  by  the  girls  was  that  of  giving 
their  outgrown  toys  which  they  repaired  and  repainted  and  used  at  Christmas  as 
their  contribution  to  needy  children  in  the  community. 

Other  programs  of  interest  are  promoted  through  the  Community  Club.  The 
most  recent  of  these  was  a  community  supper  honoring  our  returned  servicemen. 
This  was  a  most  delightful  occasion  of  community-wide  interest  and  greatly- 
enjoyed  both  from  the  standpoint  of  food  and  fellowship. 

Many  auxiliaries  throughout  our  Conference  have  shown  much  interest  in  our 
emergency  "loan  closet"  and  through  their  gifts  of  supplies  such  as  sheets,  towels, 
and  pillow  cases,  have  helped  us  meet  many  needs  in  homes  where  sickness  made 
help  necessary. 

In  cooperation  with  the  County  Health  Department  several  clinics  have  been 
held  in  my  office  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Health  Nurse.  It  is  very 
gratifying  the  number  of  children  and  adults  who  take  advantage  of  the  service 
offered  through  these  clinics.  In  every  way  does  your  worker  try  to  keep  in 
touch  with  the  various  interests  which  affects  the  life  of  the  community. 

Fundamentally  our  greatest  need  is  in  the  spiritual  field  where  much  work 
remains  to  be  done  in  awakening  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  many  yet  untouched 
in  our  community,  a  recognition  of  the  need  and  a  desire  for  the  higher  things  of 
the  spirit.   This  phase  of  the  work  lies  nearest  the  heart  of  your  worker  and  every 
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effort  is  made  to  put  the  spiritual  emphasis  on  every  phase  of  the  work.  Much 
time  and  effort  is  given  to  each  department  of  our  church  work.  Each  year  a 
Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  is  held  in  the  Methodist  Church.  This  school  is 
looked  forward  to  with  great  interest  throughout  the  entire  community. 

The  extra  week  day  sessions  with  the  children  offers  another  opportunity  of 
special  service.  We  are  just  finishing  the  missionary  study  on  Africa  with  this 
group.  The  project  undertaken  in  connection  with  this  study  was  the  making 
of  an  African  village.  So  well  did  the  children  do  this  work  that  the  village  was 
shown  to  the  entire  Sunday  School  and  was  also  used  with  the  W.S.C.S.  in  their 
study  on  Africa.  We  are  finishing  this  study  with  the  children  this  month  and 
as  a  closing  feature  of  the  work,  will  show  a  moving  picture  of  "Bamba,"  a  story 
of  an  African  boy. 

Realizing  the  value  of  visual  education,  we  are  planning  to  buy  a  good  pro- 
jector that  we  may  be  able  to  use  more  pictures  in  our  work  with  the  children 
in  the  church  and  community.  Part  of  the  birthday  offering  given  in  our  primary 
department  at  Sunday  School  and  which  now  amounts  to  more  than  $40.00,  will 
be  used  as  the  first  donation  to  our  projector  fund. 

Special  service  is  given  to  the  W.S.C.S.  as  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education, 
Secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  as  co-ordinator  of  the  Wesleyan  Guild.  Three 
mission  study  classes  were  held  for  these  groups  during  the  year.  Also  a  part 
was  taken  in  the  studv  classes  for  First  Church,  Laurinburg,  and  for  Johns  and 
Caledonia.  With  the  help  of  the  W.S.C.S.  we  have  just  completed  a  religious 
survey  of  our  community  in  connection  with  the  evangelistic  program  of  the 
church. 

Due  to  the  recent  illness  of  our  pastor,  I  substituted  for  him  in  three  of  his 
regular  church  services;  also  served  as  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  during 
the  absence  of  the  superintendent.  It  has  been  a  real  pleasure  to  help  with  the 
transportation  in  taking  fifteen  of  our  young  people  to  the  District  Youth  Rally 
in  Aberdeen. 

Daily  visitation  in  the  homes  is  one  of  the  most  fruitful  areas  of  service.  My 
office  also  serves  as  a  place  of  contact  where  many  come  for  council  and  help. 
Eight  hundred  and  forty  visits  were  made  during  the  year  and  360  calls  received. 
One  hundred  and  ninety  meetings  have  been  held  and  attended. 

In  work  that  covers  four  mill  villages  much  time  is  spent  in  doing  many 
things  that  are  never  given  in  a  report.  Hours,  both  day  and  night,  spent  in  sick 
rooms  or  in  homes  where  sorrow  has  come;  help  provided  for  expectant  mothers 
and  provision  made  for  new-born  babies  where  the  need  was  urgent;  trying  to 
give  wise  counsel  to  both  men  and  women  who  come  seeking  help  over  distressing 
situations  in  their  homes;  these  are  only  a  few  ot  the  "human  relationships"  that 
draw  on  our  time  and  sympathy. 

Our  place  of  service  is  a  challenging  one.  While  there  is  a  deep  feeling  of 
responsibility,  there  is  joy  in  the  work  as  we  try  to  interpret  Christianity  through 
service  for  others.

Report  of  Mamiej  Chandler,  Student  Counselor  —  Greenville 

The  main  emphasis  of  our  Student  Program  this  past  year  has  been  upon 
making  God  real  to  our  students  and  bringing  them  into  a  conscious  experience 
of  companionship  with  God  through  Jesus  Christ.  This  puipose  has  been  kept 
constantly  in  mind  in  planning  and  carrying  out  the  program  through  the  ten 
Commissions.  The  periods  of  worship  and  study  in  the  Student  Class  on  Sunday 
mornings  in  the  Church  School,  the  regular  Wesley  Foundation  Council  and 
Commission  meetings,  weekly  Meditation,  discussion  group  have  centered  around 
this  theme.  Social  events  and  group  recreation  have  been  planned  to  promote 
Christian  fellowship.  The  atmosphere  of  the  Student  Center  is  that  of  a 
Christian  home. 

There  are  many  evidences  of  a  growing  interest  in  religion  on  the  part  of 
our  students  and  a  desire  to  find  the  meaning  of  life  in  terms  of  the  highest 
spiritual  values.  Invariably  the  conversation  turns  to  this  subject  when  groups 
gather  in  the  Student  Center  and  when  individuals  come  in  for  personal  con- 
ferences with  the  Counselor.  The  students  are  manifesting  a  growing  appreciation 
of  Christian  living  as  a  vital  experience  in  all  the  relationships  of  life  rather  than 
a  perfunctory  attendance  upon  certain  traditional  forms  and  ceremonies.  They 
are  learning  to  recognize  the  opportunity  and  responsibility  for  building  a  Chris- 
tian world  order  which  is  facing  the  Church  today. 

The  first  of  December  it  was  necessary  to  move  the  Student  Center  from  the 
five-room  bungalow  on  409  Holly  Street,  to  a  small  three-room  apartment  on  the 
corner  of  Fifth  Street.  "The  Wesley  Foundation  spirit,"  as  one  of  the  students 
expressed  it,  has  successfully  carried  through  the  difficult  experience  of  moving 
and  adjusting  to  a  much  smaller  space.  Students  are  coming  to  the  Center  in 
larger  numbers  and  the  program  is  expanding  and  going  forward  in  spite  of  the 
handicap  of  crowded  quarters. 

Attendance  is  good  at  Student  Class  in  the  Church  School  —  200  students 
have  attended  since  the  opening  of  fall  quarter  this  year,  and  attendance  is  excel- 
lent at  morning  worship  in  the  Church.  Students  have  presented  programs  at 
regular  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  at  Circle 
meetings.  The  Wesley  Foundation  Choir  rehearses  weekly  and  sings  at  evening 
service  at  the  Church  on  the  fourth  Sunday  in  every  month.  Five  of  our  students 
gave  eight  weeks  of  service  in  Youth  Caravan  last  summer.  Three  hundred  copies 
of  "Power"  are  used  by  students  on  the  campus;  58  subscribers  to  "Motive."'  Reg- 
ular issues  of  the  "Wesley"  are  published.  Three  students  and  the  Counselor  at- 
tended the  National  Methodist  Student  Conference,  held  at  the  University  of  Il- 
linois, Urbana,  December  28-January  1,  and  10  students  attended  the  State  Stu- 
dent Conference,  High  Point,  February  15-17.  One  member  of  our  group  contri- 
buted a  page  for  the  devotional  manual  "Power."  Open  House  has  been  held 
several  times  at  the  Center  for  Methodist  students  and  faculty. 

The  Drama  Group,  which  was  first  organized  a  little  more  than  a  year  ago,  has 
done  an  outstanding  piece  of  work  this  year.   A  one-act  play,  written  and  directed 
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by  one  of  our  students  —  James  Warren,  of  Greenville  —  was  presented  in  the 
Church  Annex  just  before  Christmas  holidays.  The  play  was  repeated  in  College 
Chapel  on  invitation  of  the  Chapel  Committee.  On  March  7,  8,  9,  "Little 
Women,"  a  three-act  dramatization  of  Louisa  May  Alcott's  novel,  was  presented 
in  the  Church  Annex  to  appreciative  audiences.  This  was  a  piece  of  creative  work 
by  the  students.  The  play  was  directed  by  a  student,  and  there  were  student  chair- 
men of  all  committees.  They  started  with  no  equipment,  and  designed  and  made 
the  scenery  and  several  costumes,  made  and  put  up  curtains,  purchased  and  put 
up  the  lighting  equipment.  The  Drama  Group  now  has  permanent  equipment 
in  scenery,  lights,  curtains  and  costumes,  worth  more  than  $100.00,  which  can 
be  used  for  years.  Fiftv  students  participated  in  this  production,  and  throughout 
the  whole  project  worked  in  a  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  and  harmony.  Several 
students  not  formerly  interested  worked  on  the  production  and  have  become 
actively  interested  in  the  student  program.  Every  member  of  the  cast  of  ten 
showed  remarkable  development  and  all  learned  to  work  in  a  spirit  of  unity.  The 
play  will  be  given,  on  a  cooperative  basis,  to  the  Negro  schools  of  Greenville 
on  April  4. 

Last  fall,  for  the  first  time  we  were  able  to  get  Church  cards  placed  in  the 
regular  college  registration  envelopes  and  the  enrollment  of  students  according  to 
religious  affiliation  was  in  the  hands  of  the  various  denominational  groups  by  the 
close  of  college  registration.  Three  hundred  and  eleven  Methodist  and  Methodist 
preference  were  enrolled  in  the  fall  quarter.  The  college  enrollment  for  winter 
quarter  was  920  —  331  Methodist.  Twenty-two  of  these  were  new  students  — 
sixteen  ex-service  men.  Several  of  the  ex-service  men  are  regular  visitors  to  the 
Student  Center  and  are  finding  a  place  in  our  student  program.  One  hundred  and 
nine  are  freshmen;  ninety-eight  girls,  eleven  boys.  Eleven  are  residents  of  Green- 
ville. Special  invitations  were  given  to  the  freshmen  to  the  Student  Center  and 
most  of  them  are  participating  in  the  Wesley  Foundation  program. 

From  September  to  June,  1944-45  —  497  students  visited  the  Student  Center, 
making  a  total  of  3,557  visits. 

From  September  24,  1945,  to  March  13,  1946  —  415  different  students  paid 
a  total  of  4,026  visits. 

The  Counselor  has  had  445  personal  conferences  from  September  24,  1945 
to  March  25,  1946. 

Last  year  $107.63  was  raised  by  voluntary  pledges  to  the  student  budget.  Of 
this  amount  $30.00  was  contributed  to  the  Church  School  of  Jarvis  Memorial; 
$10.00  to  the  Methodist  Student  Fellowship  Fund;  $10.00  to  Power  Reserve 
Fund;  $10.00  to  Japanese-American  Hostel  Fund;  $5.00  to  World  Student  Service 
Fund;  $24.00,  clothing  for  girl  at  the  Methodist  Orphanage  in  Raleigh.  $30.63 
self-denial  offering  to  Methodist  Overseas  Relief.  The  group  cooperated  in  the 
clothing  drive  for  war  refugees,  which  was  held  on  the  campus.

New  Bern  District  Defense  Work 

In  seeking  to  bring  a  true  report  I  turned  to  the  gospel  message  for  a  theme 
and  found  these  words  in  Luke  7,  "Go  and  report  what  you  have  seen  and 
heard."  In  John  20,  I  found  the  central  idea,  "I  have  seen  the  Lord."  In  Luke 
5,  I  found  this  glorious  sentence,  "Now  the  power  of  the  Lord  was  present  for 
the  work  of  healing." 

"I  have  seen  the  Lord"  in  a  little  circle  of  devoted  women  at  Cherry  Point. 
One  of  our  members  was  a  brave  dear  Chinese  woman  whose  husband  is  an 
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American  citizen.  He  was  with  the  Marines  in  China  before  Pearl  Harbor. 
Everyone  who  came  to  know  her  was  impressed  with  her  inner  beauty  and  faith 
and  love.  The  generosity  and  sacrificial  love  of  the  Chinese  is  truly  great.  During 
the  year  just  past  our  Cherry  Point  circle  did  some  good  work.  However,  by 
the  close  of  1945  so  many  had  moved  away  that  we  no  longer  had  a  group.  One 
dear  little  mother  who  started  coming  with  a  neighbor,  told  us  later  that  she 
had  grown  up  in  a  Roman  Catholic  home  and  for  some  reason  the  real  needs  of 
her  life  had  never  been  met  until  she  attended  the  little  community  church. 
You  will  be  interested  to  know  that  our  Cherry  Point  circle  made  gifts  for  two 
Baby  Life  Memberships  and  each  one  contributed  to  the  Mission  Pledge. 

"I  have  seen  the  Lord"  in  the  joy  of  a  little  child  at  Bible  School.  The  father, 
a  fine,  understanding  person  was  a  major  at  Cherry  Point.  The  mother,  very 
alert  and  altogether  lovely,  told  me  their  little  girl  had  never  lived  long  enough 
in  one  spot  to  feel  at  home  and  make  friends  with  other  little  children.  I  invited 
her  to  come  to  Bible  School.  Our  Beginners  made  her  so  welcome  that  she 
felt  that  she  belonged  and  enjoyed  it  more  each  day.  The  mother  was  out  look- 
ing for  an  apartment  while  the  child  was  at  Bible  School.  They  had  a  hotel 
room  for  only  a  brief  time.  This  dear  little  girl  found  so  much  joy  in  her  new 
friends  and  as  she  met  them  on  the  street  day  after  day  she  would  stop  for  a 
little  conversation  and  introduce  them  to  her  mother.  Isn't  it  wonderful  what 
little  children  do  for  each  other.  The  little  folk  at  Bible  School  had  opened  the 
door  to  a  beautiful  friendlv  world  for  a  lovely  little  girl  away  from  home. 

Soon  after  reaching  New  Bern  I  heard  about  the  tricky  ways  of  the  Young 
Adult  Sunday  School  class  —  that  it  simply  folded  up  on  the  best  teachers  with- 
out anv  warning. 

A  5:00  o'clock  fellowship  hour  was  begun  and  some  months  later  a  Wednes- 
day evening  discussion  class  was  organized.  These  two  groups  had  developed 
such  a  fine  spirit  that  they  agreed  to  carry  on  during  the  month  of  August  when 
the  other  groups  disbanded.  Delightful  monthly  socials  have  been  given.  At 
our  socials  "I  have  seen  the  Lord"  calling  forth  the  best  talent  for  the  decorating 
committee,  for  the  recreation.  As  we  entered  into  the  joy  of  wonderful  fellow- 
ship where  each  one  had  given  his  or  her  best,  did  not  our  hearts  glow  within 
us?  This  was  true  at  our  Harvest  Young  Adult  Banquet,  the  first  one  we  had 
attempted;  lovely  music  by  our  own  Young  Adults,  inspirational  messages,  clever 
fun,  in  the  soft  glow  of  candlelight  —  an  evening  of  breath-taking  beauty  and 
inspiration  —  sixty  Young  Adults  gathered  in  wonderful  Christian  fellowship. 

We  have  had  the  joy  of  seeing  quite  a  few  of  the  boys  return  to  Cherry 
Point  after  a  year  overseas.  Let  me  tell  of  one  who  came  for  the  first  time  after 
searching  vainly  to  find  a  special  friend  whom  he  had  heard  was  in  New  Bern. 
We  invited  him  to  stay  for  supper.  He  was  very  quiet  and  unhappy  looking  —  he 
offered  to  help  wash  dishes  and  in  the  kitchen  he  seemed  to  relax  a  bit.  He  was 
invited  to  spend  the  night  in  a  lovelv  home  with  one  of  our  Young  Adults,  invited 
for  Sunday  dinner.  He  looked  like  a  different  person  Sunday  evening  when  he 
came  by  church  to  thank  us  before  going  to  bus  —  one  of  the  finest  young  men 
in  the  Young  Adult  group  who  teaches  an  Intermediate  class  of  boys.  His  guest 
in  the  service  revealed  the  fact  that  he  also  taught  an  Intermediate  class  of  boys 
in  his  home  church.  After  such  wonderful  and  warm  hospitality  in  a  Christian 
home  this  fine  Marine  really  looked  like  a  different  person.  When  he  came  by  the 
church  to  thank  us  before  going  to  the  bus,  we  handed  him  a  little  pocket 
prayer-book. 

The  Saturday  evening  fellowship  suppers  and  recreation  with  our  boys  and 
girls  in  the  service  have  brought  lovely  surprises  as  we  welcomed  fine  Christian 
young  people  from  all  over  the  United  States,  from  China  and  the  Netherlands. 
So  many  have  made  a  real  contribution  to  our  church  life. 

Let  me  thank  vou  good  women  for  your  fine  interest  and   support,  your 
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prayers,  the  cash  supplies  which  have  come  to  make  the  work  more  effective, 
coming  when  it  was  most  needed.  You  have  really  done  the  work.  My  part 
has  been  to  take  a  stand  where  you  sent  me  and  enjoy  those  who  came  seeking 
the  Christ  —  also  to  join  hands  in  this  work  with  the  fine  local  friends  at  Cen- 
tenary and  Riverside  churches  who  have  done  so  much  to  give  joy  to  all 
who  come. 

One  Saturday  afternoon  as  I  was  beginning  preparation  for  the  fellowship 
supper  a  Marine  walked  into  the  kitchen  and  soon  after  we  introduced  ourselves 
he  said,  "You  know,  I  found  Christ  overseas  and  since  I  returned  my  wife  has 
found  Christ,  too.  Wonderful  surprises  come  every  day.  I  know  that  he  cares 
about  all  my  needs." 

I  invited  him  to  our  services  and  the  special  Young  Adult  groups.  He  said, 
"I  am  a  Baptist,  but  we  ought  to  know  and  understand  the  people  of  all 
churches."  His  remarks  and  some  others  gave  us  the  inspiration  for  a  city-wide 
Christian  Young  Adult  Fellowship.  We  had  our  organization  meeting  in  January 
and  a  young  man  who  is  a  member  of  Centenary  and  who  had  just  returned  from 
overseas  was  elected  president. 

Please  don't  smile  too  audibly  when  I  say  we  have  had  some  fine  Texas  boys 
to  come.  One  splendid  young  fellow  said  quite  frankly,  "I  got  away  from  Christ 
and  the  church  while  overseas  and  now  I  realize  I've  missed  something.  I  want 
to  come  closer  to  Christ  and  do  all  I  can  to  help  the  church."  After  a  most  un- 
usual hour  of  lovely  music  at  our  5:00  o'clock  fellowship  —  Sallman's  head  of 
Christ,  very  beautiful  in  the  glow  of  candlelight.  A  few  days  later  this  same 
young  fellow  said,  "You  know,  that  music  did  something  special  for  me.  I 
couldn't  relax  until  that  music  helped  me  to  forget  all  the  horrible  things  I 
saw  overseas.  I  would  like  to  be  a  musician  and  do  as  much  for  others.  Do'  you 
suppose  she  would  give  me  lessons?"  He  is  taking  music  lessons  now  from  this 
talented  young  teacher.  "Now  the  power  of  the  Lord  was  present  for  the  work 
of  healing."

Report  of  Rural  Deaconess  —  Farmville 

My  rural  mission  work  was  started  January,  1946,  and  in  two  and  a  half 
months  facts  and  figures  can't  seem  too  impressive.  However  I  would  like  to  try 
to  present  to  you  the  picture  of  my  field  of  work  as  I  see  it,  in  order  that  you 
might  see  the  acute  need  and  the  wonderful  possibilities  involved. 

Our  Pitt  County  fathers  did  well  by  us,  they  built  and  supported  seventeen 
Methodist  churches,  nine  of  these  in  the  small  towns  and  cities,  eight  in  the  rural 
districts.  In  the  last  few  years  we  have  tied  crepe  on  the  closed  doors  of  seven 
rural  churches  and  one  small  town  church.  Leaving  only  nine  Methodist  churches 
in  the  entire  county  and  the  prospect  of  only  one  new  church.  This  new  prospect 
is  in  my  field. 

The  secret  of  the  rural  churches  was  the  getting  together  in  neighborhood 
groups.  Thus  the  church  was  the  center  of  social  life  as  well  as  religious.  The 
little  red  school  house  worked  hand  in  hand  with  the  rural  churches.  The  con- 
solidation of  the  schools  has  removed  that  neighborhood  center  and  the  closing 
of  the  rural  churches  removes  the  last  neighborhood  contact  in  the  religious 
world.  The  rural  tenant  will  not  go  into  town  to  church,  consequently  the  per- 
centage of  rural  people  not  attending  any  church  or  church  school  is  appalling. 

In  the  area  in  which  I  work  (a  very  small  slice  of  Pitt  county),  there  are  three 
distinct  conditions,  conditions  that  require  different  treatments.  Lang's  area,  an 
area  that  does  not  have  a  church  of  any  denomination,  only  a  small  beginning, 
a  church  school,  that  ian  for  awhile  but  had  to  close.    Wesley  area  —  this  com- 
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munity  has  the  foundation  of  a  church  well  laid,  a  Church  School  that  has  been 
running  for  three  years.  The  third  area,  Bell  Arthur,  an  old  established  church, 
made  up  of  landowners,  the  tenants  left  out. 

I  started  in  this  work  in  January,  working  in  close  contact  with  the  Farmville 
and  Walstonburg  pastors,  trying  to  contact  every  family  in  my  field  of  work.  I 
have  completed  the  religious  census  of  the  Lang  area.  What  I  found  astonished 
me.  I  visited  65  homes  in  this  area;  I  found  146  children  and  only  22  in 
Church  School.  Only  16  adults  attended  church  school  and  those  not  regular. 
On  one  plantation  alone  I  found  14  young  people.  The  landowner  in  this  case, 
has  promised  to  see  that  all  of  these  children  and  their  parents  get  to  the  Church 
School.  And  the  first  Sunday  in  April  we  are  re-opening  this  Sunday  School, 
using  the  home  demonstration  building.  The  first  week  in  June  we  are  having 
a  revival  meeting  here,  and  also  a  Vacation  Bible  School.  The  revival  is  by 
request  of  the  people,  they  also  selected  the  minister  they  desired.  The  need  of 
a  church  here  can  be  seen  and  we  hope  realized  before  too  long. 

In  the  Wesley  area,  I  have  an  entirely  different  situation  to  deal  with. 
Wherein,  in  the  Lang  area  the  ground  had  not  even  been  scratched;  in  the  Wes- 
ley area  there  has  been  some  good  plowing  and  I  find  that  it  has  been  plowed 
deep.  Three  years  ago  they  established  a  Church  School  in  a  tenant  house. 
Three  times  they  have  had  to  move  but  each  time  they  find  another  house  and 
continue  to  work  and  grow.  They  now  meet  in  a  three-room,  unpainted  tenant 
house.  Last  Sunday  I  met  with  them  and  they  had  65  present,  the  house  is  over- 
flowing. After  Sunday  School  I  met  with  32  young  people  and  organized  a 
Youth  Fellowship.  A  recently  returned  veteran  is  taking  an  active  part  and  acting 
as  leader  for  this  group.  Assisting  him  is  a  16-year-old  high  school  boy  that  is 
going  to  be  a  preacher.  We  are  working  for  leadership  in  this  group  and  expect 
to  have  membership  of  50.  In  connection  with  our  youth  group  I  am  working 
up  a  youth  choir  and  we  have  started  our  work,  the  entire  group  of  32  par- 
ticipating. Wesley  has  the  ground  for  their  church,  funds  available  for  the 
church,  which  we  have  hopes  of  getting  by  fall. 

Now  the  third  and  last  area  of  my  rural  work:  Bell  Arthur.  This  area  has 
not  been  completely  worked  yet  but  I  have  visited  enough  to  find  that  only  about 
25%  are  in  any  church  at  all.  There  is  a  nice  church  building  here  but  attendance 
mainly  the  landowners,  the  tenants  have  never  been  encouraged  to  attend.  This 
church  is  dying  for  lack  of  Christian  interest  and  Christian  development.  They 
do  have  an  active  W.S.C.S.  among  the  landowners  and  every  possibility  for  a 
church  that  can  accomplish  wonders  in  this  community  with  the  proper  cultiva- 
tion. The  Superintendent  of  the  Church  School  is  an  80-year-old  ladv  that  has 
been  superintendent  for  38  years  —  this  must  be  a  record.  I  have  met  with  the 
youth  of  this  church  several  times,  conducting  a  social  program,  mixed  with  a 
constructive  religious  one.  Building  up  programs  that  we  can  use  in  the  church 
and  church  school;  I  have  also  organized  an  adult  choir  and  the  interest  in  music 
is  breaking  down  the  barrier  between  the  landowner  and  tenant  and  building  a 
common  bond. 

It  will  take  time,  perhaps  years  and  the  task  will  never  be  completed.  Time 
alone  can  tell  just  what  can  be  accomplished,  but  we  must  keep  ever  before  us 
the  major  objective  in  all  of  this,  i.e.,  the  spiritual  cultivation  of  the  tenant 
element  in  this  area  that  constitute  two-thirds  of  the  rural  population  of  white 
people. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  churches  established  nearby,  I  pray  that  my 
next  report  will  present  an  entirely  different  picture.

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WILMINGTON  DISTRICT  -  Defense  Work 

There  is  sadness  and  joy  both  in  making  this  my  last  report  to  the  North 
Carolina  Conference.  Sadness  because  I  shall  not  like  leaving  my  home  con- 
ference and  the  many  people  who  have  contributed  so  generously  of  their  means 
and  prayers  and  friendship  toward  my  work  during  the  past  four  years.  But  the 
joy  comes  from  the  fact  that  there  is  no  longer  such  a  great  need  for  workers 
in  the  defense  areas  because  the  war  is  over.  The  people  are  leaving  by  the 
thousands  to  go  back  to  their  own  farms  and  homes. 

My  three  years  in  Maffitt  Village  have  been  busy  and  filled  with  many 
rich  and  varied  experiences.  The  Methodists  never  had  an  established  church 
here.  My  work  has  been  to  try  as  far  as  possible  to  keep  the  church  before  the 
people  who  are  away  from  their  home  church  and  its  influences.  Regular  church 
services  and  Church  School  were  held  in  the  Housing  Authority  community 
houses,  three  of  them.  Vacation  Bible  Schools  have  been  fruitful  means  for  the 
children  in  Bible  study.  Week  day  clubs  and  training  groups  were  conducted 
regularly. 

The  one  thing  that  seemed  to  bring  the  most  fruitful  results  though  was 
the  house  to  house  visiting.  Getting  into  the  homes  and  meeting  each  member 
of  the  family  and  helping  with  the  many  problems  was  a  rare  privilege  and 
opportunity.  Many  were  won  for  Christ  and  the  church  verv  simply  and  naturally 
right  in  their  own  homes. 

Work  with  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  Sunset  Park 
Church  has  been  a  joy  and  privilege.  The  women  there  are  doing  a  great  piece 
of  work  for  the  Lord.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 

WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

IN  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH 


Article  I— Name 


There  shall  be  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church, 
auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  II— Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  be  to  unite 
all  the  women  of  the  church  in  Christian  living  and  service,  to  help  develop  and 
support  Christian  work  among  women  and  children  around  the  world;  to  develop 
the  spiritual  life;  to  study  the  needs  of  the  world;  to  take  part  in  such  service 
activities  as  will  strengthen  the  local  church,  improve  civic,  community,  and  world 
conditions.  To  this  end  this  organization  shall  seek  to  enlist  women,  young 
people,  and  children  in  this  Christian  fellowship,  and  to  secure  funds  for  the 
activities  in  the  local  church  and  support  of  the  work  undertaken  at  home  and 
abroad  for  the  establishment  of  a  world  Christian  community. 

Article  HI— Membership 

A  woman  may  become  a  member  of  this  society  by  giving  prayer,  service,  and 
an  annual  contribution  of  money  to  the  total  budget  through  membership  offer- 
ings or  dues,  pledges,  or  gifts.  She  shall  contribute  to,  educate  for,  and  promote 
the  total  program  of  the  women  of  Methodism. 

Article  IV— Funds 

Section  1  .....All  funds  from  whatsoever  source  raised  under  the  auspices  of  this 
society  belong  to  this  oiganization  and  shall  be  disbursed  only  in  accord  with  its 
constitution  and  by  its  order. 

Section  2 The  total  budget  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in 

the  local  church  shall  be  the  amounts  pledged  for  the  entire  work  of  the  Woman's 
Division,  cultivation  funds,  and  funds  for  community  service  and  local  church 
activities. 

The  funds  to  be  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  shall  be  re- 
mitted through  the  regular  channels  of  finance;  from  the  treasurer  of  the  society 
in  the  local  church  to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer,  on  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  Woman's  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division  of  funds  sent  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  Woman's  Division  by  the  treasurer  in  the  society  in  the  local  church. 

The  funds  for  community  service  and  local  church  activities  shall  be  admin- 
istered by  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  chuich. 

Section  3.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  gifts  to  special  missionary  projects 
within  the  appropriations.  Gifts  for  special  missionary  projects  shall  be  sent  by 
the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church 
to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer.  The  total  amount  of  such  gifts  shall  be 
reported  and  transmitted  quarterly  by  the  Conference  treasurer  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  Thank  offerings,  Christinas  offerings,  and  Lenten  offerings  may  be 
used  as  methods  of  raising  the  total  budget  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  in  the  local  church. 
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Section  5.  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  make  an  annual 
pledge  to  the  total  budget  adopted  by  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service. 

Section  6.  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  include  in  its 
budget  a  definite  amount  for  a  cultivation  fund. 

Article  V— Officers  and  Elections 

The  officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  president,  one  or  more  vice-presidents,  a 
recording  secretary,  a  corresponding  secretary,  a  treasurer,  a  secretary  of  Mission- 
ary Education  and  Service,  a  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities,  a  secretary  of  Student  Work,  a  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a 
secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  a  secretary  of  Litera- 
ture and  Publications,  a  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  and  such  other  officers  in 
charge  of  lines  of  work  as  may  be  required. 

These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society. 

Article  VI— Meetings 

The  Society  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  a  month  for  the  trans- 
action of  its  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work. 

Article  VII— Amendments 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  recording  sec- 
retary of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Division. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE 

WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

IN  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH 

Article  I— Meetings 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  one  or  more  regular  meetings  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  during  a  month.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting 
for  the  receiving  of  annual  reports  and  the  election  and  installation  of  officers. 
It  shall  be  held  prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  Adequate  time  shall  be  given 
in  the  meeting  for  education  in  and  successful  promotion  of  the  vast  interests 
committed  to  Methodist  women.  The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be 
devoted  to  consecration  and  the  consideration  of  the  plans,  programs,  and  finan- 
cial pledges  for  the  year.  Where  expedient,  the  society  may  organize  circles, 
representing  the  entire  program  of  the  society.  Circles,  if  organized,  shall  meet 
once  a  month  as  the  whole  society  for  an  inclusive  presentation  of  the  plans  and 
program  of  the  society.  Membership  in  circles  shall  be  revolving,  subject  to 
entire  change  of  personnel  at  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  2.  The  order  of  business  shall  include  worship;  reports  of  general 
officers,  of  officers  in  charge  of  the  various  lines  of  work,  and  of  chairmen  of 
standing  committees  and  a  program  presenting  the  total  work  of  the  society  as 
provided  by  the  education  and  cultivation  agencies  of  the  Division. 

Section  3.  A  special  meeting  of  the  society  may  be  called  by  the  president 
with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  At  such  special  meetings  no 
business  shall  be  transacted  except  that  for  which  the  meeting  is  called. 
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Section  4.  The  president  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  consider  business  of  impoitance. 

Article  II— Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  1.  The  society  may  elect,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  from  three 
to  seven  members  who  shall  serve  as  a  nominating. committee  to  present  nomina- 
tions of  all  officers  and  chairmen  of  standing  committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Section  2.  Nominations  and  elections  may  be  by  acclamation  or  by  ballot. 
The  consent  of  nominees  shall  be  secured  before  presenting  names. 

Section  3.  A  majority  vote  is  sufficient  for  election.  Those  elected  shall 
assume  their  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Section  4.  No  officer  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four  consecu- 
tive years  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  treasurer. 

Article  III— Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  society  and  of 
the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  actively  advance  all  phases  of  the  work  of 
the  society.  She  shall  promote  close  co-operation  between  the  society  and  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  the  local  church  and  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  the  election  by  the  society  of  two  representatives  to  membership  on  that 
Board.  She  shall  officially  represent  the  society  at  all  meetings  except  where 
delegates  are  elected  by  the  society.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  all  com- 
mittees except  the  Nominating  Committee  and  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treas- 
ury. She  shall  be  a  member  of  The  Methodist  Church,  thus  qualifying  for 
membership  on  the  Official  Board  of  the  Quarterly  Conference. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the 
society  and  in  the  absence  of  the  president  shall  assume  the  duties  of  that  office. 
She  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of 
the  society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  sign,  with  the  president, 
all  official  papers.  She  shall  report  the  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  the  society,  and  in  co-operation  with  the  Publicity  Committee  see  that 
all  meetings  are  properly  announced.  She  shall  be  custodian  of  all  official  papers 
and  records. 

Section  4.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  society.  She  shall  forward  reports  and  information  to  District  and  Confer- 
ence secretaries  quarterly  and  annually  as  directed  by  the  society.  She  shal1.  send 
a  list  of  newly  elected  officers  of  the  society  to  District  and  Conference  officers 
immediately  following  the  election  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall 
send  all  funds,  except  those  designated  for  community  service  and  local  church 
activities,  to  the  Conference  Society  treasurer,  unless  the  Conference  authorizes 
District  treasurers  to  receive  such  funds.  She  shall  make  itemized  monthly  and 
annual  reports  to  the  society  and  provide  copies  of  all  reports  for  the  correspond- 
ing secretary  for  inclusion  in  her  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  District 
or  Conference  officers.  She  shall  accept  funds  turned  over  to  her  by  the  local 
unit  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  send  them  to  the  District  Conference 
treasurer,  clearly  marked  as  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  funds.  She  shall  remit 
monthly  or  quarterly  to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer.  She  shall  send  to 
the  Conference  treasurer  an  annual,  itemized  statement  of  all  missionary  and 
local  funds  passed  by  the  Auditing  Committee  of  the  local  church. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall  promote 
study  courses,  provide  missionary  information,  keep  in  touch  with  connectional 
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agencies  and  missionaries  and  deaconesses,  make  recommendations  for  special 
missionary  projects,  and  seek  to  develop  the  interest  of  the  membership  in  their 
support.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Study  and  Action  Committee,  and 
through  this  committee  she  shall  co-operate  with  the  secretaries  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  and  of  Spiritual  Life  in  forming 
the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  society.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Pro- 
gram Committee.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the  society,  and  shall 
send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference 
officers. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Ac- 
tivities shall  direct  and  promote  the  work  of  the  society  in  community  service, 
guide  a  study  of  community  conditions,  and  plan  and  supervise  activities  approved 
by  the  society  in  accord  with  the  program  and  studies  undertaken  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  supervise  work  undertaken  by  the 
society  such  as  was  formerly  promoted  by  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  or  by  societies 
of  similar  purpose.  She  shall  encourage  the  membership  to  co-operate  in  and 
support  the  total  program  of  the  local  church  to  the  end  that  the  church  may 
achieve  a  high  degree  of  effective  Christian  influence  and  power.  The  society 
may  appoint  a  committee  or  committees  to  assist  the  secretary  in  developing 
this  work.  The  secretary  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Program  Committee  and  of 
the  Study  and  Action  Committee  of  the  society.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the 
work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corre- 
sponding District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  8. — The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans  and  pro- 
gram approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  The  secretary 
of  Student  Work  in  the  church  nearest  the  campus  shall  work  in  the  total 
program  of  student  religious  life.  She  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  pastor- 
director  of  Student  Work  or  with  the  director  of  religious  life  on  the  campus. 
She  shall  place  special  emphasis  on  the  work  of  the  local  Student  Council  Com- 
missions (or  committees)  on  the  World  Christian  Community  and  Christian 
Social  Action.  Wherever  possible,  she  shall  work  through  membership  on  the 
Campus-Church  Relations  Committee  or  with  similar  advisory  groups.  She  shall 
make  reports  of  the  Student  Work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and 
annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  co-operate  in  the  total  pro- 
gram of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony  with  the  plans  and 
programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the 
Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  Youth  Work  to  the  society 
and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or 
Conference  officers. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  co-operate  in  the  total 
program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony  with  the  plans 
and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of 
the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  Children's  Work  to  the 
Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District 
or  Conference  officers. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Program  Committee  and  shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  literature,  includ- 
ing the  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division  and  shall  report  to  the 
Conference  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  concerning  their  use  by 
the  local  society  and  their  suitability  to  its  needs.  She  shall  also  be  responsible  for 
the  circulation  of  World  Outlook  and  The  Methodist  Woman  through  the  local 
church.  She  shall,  in  co-operation  with  some  person  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  the  local  church,  and  with  the  assistance 
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of  a  joint  committee,  make  a  canvass  of  the  entire  membership,  securing  sub- 
scriptions and  renewals.  A  particular  responsibility  shall  be  to  present  both  of 
these  magazines  to  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
She  shall  make  reports  of  this  work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and 
annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  direct  the  sending  of  needed 
supplies  to  ministers  of  The  Methodist  Church  recommended  by  their  district 
superintendents  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the  society 
and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or 
Conference  officers. 

Section  1 3 .  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  seek  to  quicken  the  spiritual 
life  of  all  the  women  of  the  church  and  to  increase  their  sense  of  responsibility 
for  personal  service  and  giving.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Spiritual  Life 
Committee  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Program  Committee  and  the  Commit- 
tee on  Study  and  Action  of  the  society.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to 
the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding 
District  or  Conference  officers. 

Article   IV— Standing  Committees 

Section  1 .  The  society  shall  set  up  such  standing  committees  as  the  needs 
of  the  work  from  time  to  time  shall  require. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers,  the 
secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  the  secretary  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  the  president  and  the  treasurer  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  Student  Work,  the  secretary  of  Youth 
Work,  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  the  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  the  sec- 
retary of  Literature  and  Publications,  the  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  the  chairmen 
of  standing  committees  and  of  circles.  The  committee  shall  meet  once  a  month 
prior  to  the  business  meeting  of  the  society.  It  shall  consider  all  plans  and 
projects  and  submit  its  recommendations  to  the  society  for  action.  Ad  interim 
vacancies  in  offices  or  in  chairmen  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

.Section  3.  The  Spiritual  Life  Committee  shall  give  particular  attention  to 
the  growth  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  members  of  the  society  and  of  the  church 
by  seeking  to  deepen  the  prayer  life  and  to  increase  the  sense  of  responsibility 
for  personal  service  and  Christian  Stewardship.  The  committee  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  the  promotion  of  informal  studies  recommended  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Spiritual  Life  of  the  Conference  Society  and  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  vice-president  of  the 
society,  and  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  of  Literature  and  Publications,  and 
of  Spiritual  Life.  Additional  members  may  be  elected  or  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee  if  the  society  so  desires. 

This  committee  shall  plan  and  supervise  the  programs  for  regular  monthly 
and  other  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a  committee  on  Study  and  Action,  composed  of 
the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Sendee,  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  of  Spiritual  Life.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  consider  all  plans  and  recommendations  referred  to  it  by  the 
Conference  Committee  on  Study  and  Action  and  to  make  recommendations  con- 
cerning the  use  of  approved  study  courses,  joint  study  courses,  and  co-operative 
courses.  It  may  recommend  also  informal  studies  in  line  with  major  needs. 
This  committee  shall  develop  a  correlated  program  of  education  and  action  for 
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the  year  and  make  recommendations  concerning  the  same  to  the  society  or  to  its 
Executive  Committee. 

Section  6.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  president,  the  treas- 
urer who  shall  be  chairman,  and  members  chosen  to  represent  Missionary  Educa- 
tion and  Service  and  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  consider  the  total  budget 
of  the  society.  This  budget  shall  include  the  amounts  to  be  sent  to  the  District 
or  Conference  treasurer,  and  the  amounts  to  be  expended  locally. 

The  committee  shall  recommend  the  total  budget  to  the  society  for  its  ap- 
proval and  adoption. 

Section  y.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  plan  frequent  surveys  of  the 
women  of  the  community,  in  an  endeavor  to  secure  members  for  the  church 
and  for  the  society.  The  committee  shall  strive  to  establish  such  relationship 
with  new  members  as  will  enlist  their  eager  and  active  participation  in  the  total 
program  of  the  church  and  of  the  society.  The  committee  shall  make  use  of 
opportunities  to  further  the  interests  of  woman's  work  in  neighboring  churches 
where  no  organizations  have  heretofore  existed. 

Section  8.  The  Fellowship  Committee  shall  promote  the  social  life  of  the 
society  and  the  church  and  help  create  an  atmosphere  of  warmth  and  friendli- 
ness. The  committee  shall  make  plans  for  social  functions  or  special  efforts 
sponsored  by  the  society  or  requested  by  the  official  board. 

Section  o.  The  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status  of 
women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state  and  the  nation,  and  in 
other  lands,  including  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the  questions  that  affect 
her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  This  committee  shall  make  recommenda- 
tions to  the  society  for  the  promotion  of  such  lines  of  activity  as  will  improve 
woman's  status  and  enable  her  to  serve  effectively. 

Section  10.  The  Publicity  and  Printing  Committee  shall  send  to  the  church 
bulletin  and  newspapers  all  notices  and  reports  of  meetings  of  the  society  and 
shall  collect  clippings  and  letters  of  interest  relating  to  society  meetings,  pro- 
grams, and  social  function.     It  shall  have  charge  of  printing  and  stationery. 


CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  CONFERENCE 
WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 


Article  I— Name 


In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  auxiliary  to  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  and 
to  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  II— Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall 
be  to  plan  and  direct  the  work  of  the  society  within  the  Conference  in  accord- 
ance with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service. 

Article  III— Membership  and  Officers 

The  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  auxiliary  delegates  from  societies 
in  the  local  church,  the  number  to  be  determined  by  each  Conference,  according 
to  its  requirements;  such  District  officers  as  the  Conference  Society  may  determine. 
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from  each  District;  all  chairmen  of  Conference  standing  committees;  anv  officers 
or  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  or  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  re- 
siding within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference,  and  the  following  Conference  of- 
ficers: a  president,  a  vice-  president,  a  recording  secretary,  a  secretary  of  Organ- 
ization and  Promotion,  a  treasurer,  a  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  a 
secretary  of  Student  Work,  a  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a  secretary'  of  Children's 
Work,  a  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  a  secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  a  secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications,  a  secretary  of  Supplv  Work,  a  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  and  such 
other  secretaries  of  lines  of  work  as  mav  be  required. 

Article  IV— Annual  Meeting 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  when  reports 
shall  be  received  from  the  Conference  officers  and  from  the  Districts.  Officers 
shall  be  elected,  the  necessary  business  transacted,  and  pledges  made  for  the 
year.  There  shall  be  a  program  of  inspiration  and  information  in  harmony  with 
the  plans  and  projects  of  the  Jurisdiction.  Woman's  Society  and  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Article  V— Elections 

Section  1.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  according  to  instructions  in  the  Discipline, 
shall  elect  the  women  for  Conference  representatives  to  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  2.  Three  women  shall  be  nominated  for  membership  on  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  Two  alternates  shall  be  nominated  to  pro- 
vide for  any  vacancies  among  the  regular  nominees. 

Section  3.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly,  delegates  shall 
be  elected  in  accordance  with  stated  membership. 

Article  VI— Amendments 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  recording 
secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Division. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  CONFERENCE 
WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 


Article  I— Officers 


Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She 
shall  actively  advance  all  the  interests  of  the  work.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on 
the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  all  committees.  She  shall  be 
a  member  of  the  Jurisdiction  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of 
the  Conference  Board  and  of  such  other  co-operative  boards  and  committees  as 
the  Discipline  may  provide. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president  in 
her  absence  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  society.  She 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Conference  Society  may  require. 

Section  3.     The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
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Conference  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  keep  a  perma- 
nent record  of  all  proceedings  and  send  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  each  officer.  She  shall  present  all  recommendations  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  to  the  Conference  Society  and  notify  all  committees  of  their 
appointment.  She  shall  prepare  and  issue  the  annual  report  of  the  Conference 
Society. 

Section  4.  The  secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  shall  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  society.  She  shall  supply  the  societies  with  information 
concerning  the  work.  In  co-operation  with  the  District  secretaries,  she  shall 
seek  to  organize  societies  in  every  church  in  the  Conference.  She  shall  sign  all 
orders  on  the  treasury.  Immediately  after  the  election  of  Conference  Society 
officers,  she  shall  send  a  list  of  the  officers  to  the  secretary  of  Organization  and 
Promotion  of  the  Jurisdiction  and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Woman's 
Section  of  the  Joint  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference 
Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  secretary  of  Organization  and  Promo- 
tion of  the  Jurisdiction  Society  and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Woman's 
Section  of  the  Joint  Division. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  Woman's  Division  funds  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  quarterly  or  monthly 
from  the  treasurer  of  the  local  society,  or  from  District  treasurers,  as  the  Con- 
ference Society  may  direct.  She  shall  remit  such  funds  without  division  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  make  an 
annual  report  to  the  Conference  Society.  She  shall  disburse  funds  upon  the 
written  order  of  the  Conference  president  and  secretary  of  Organization  and 
Promotion,  and  shall  send  an  itemized  statement  of  all  finances  to  these  officers. 
Her  books  shall  be  submitted  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall  be  bonded  in 
such  sum  and  upon  such  conditions  as  the  Woman's  Division  may  determine. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  missionary  education  in  the  Conference  and  for  the  promotion  of 
study  courses  in  the  societies.  She  shall  provide  missionary  information,  recom- 
mend missionary  projects,  and  develop  interest  in  their  support.  She  shall  recom- 
mend to  the  Conference  Society  the  study  courses  approved  by  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  assist  in  planning  and  promoting  mis- 
sionary itineraries,  missionary  conferences  and  schools  of  missions,  and  educational 
conferences  and  seminars  sponsored  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Study  and  Action  and  through  this  com- 
mittee co-operate  with  the  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  study 
and  action  plans  for  the  Conference.  She  shall  co-operate  also  with  the  Con- 
ference Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  its  program  of  missionary 
education  and  with  interdenominational  agencies  engaged  in  missionary  educa- 
tion. She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  and 
to  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the  Joint 
Division.  Where  advisable,  this  work  may  be  promoted  by  two  secretaries,  one 
in  charge  of  missionary  education  and  one  in  charge  of  special  missionary 
projects. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Conference  through  District 
and  local  society  officers  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 
She  shall  guide  the  women  in  the  studies  and  action  growing  out  of  the  findings 
of  the  resource  committees  of  the  Department  in  the  Division.  She  shall  co- 
operate with  the  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service  in  the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  Conference.  She  shall  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  Conference  Standing  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations 
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and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  co-operate  with  other  organizations 
of  the  church  and  with  other  agencies  working  toward  similar  ends.  She  shall 
report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the 
Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities 
and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Department. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  serve  as  chair- 
man of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee.  She  shall  promote  the  work  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  within  the  Conference,  shall  assist  in  the  organization 
of  new  units,  shall  receive  semi-annual  reports  from  the  District  Guild  secretaries, 
and  shall  report  semi-annually  to  the  Conference,  Jurisdiction,  and  Division  Stand- 
ing Committees  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  She  shall  familiarize  herself 
with  the  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  with  the  entire  program  of 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  attend,  as  far  as  possible, 
District  and  Conference  meetings  of  the  Guild,  represent  the  Guild,  and  present 
its  interests  at  the  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the 
Conference. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans  and  pro- 
gram approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the 
Conference  Woman's  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction 
secretary  of  Student  Work  and  to  the  secretary  of  Student  Work  of  the 
Woman's  Section  of  the  Joint  Division. 

She  shall  work  also  in  co-operation  with  the  State  (or  similar  region)  Student 
Council  of  the  Methodist  Student  Movement,  with  the  state  director  and  student 
chairmen  of  the  World  Christian  Community  and  Christian  Social  Action  Com- 
mittees, and  wherever  possible  with  the  Inter-Conference  Commission  on  Student 
Work. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  promote  the  work  accord- 
ing to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the 
Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Youth's  Work  and  to  the  Division  secretary. 

Section  1 1 .  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the  work  ac- 
cording to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the 
Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  to  the  Division  secretary. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  the  distribution  of  literature  throughout  the  Conference  and  for  the 
dissemination  of  missionary  news  through  the  church  and  secular  press.  She 
shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  the  literature  of  the  Woman's  Division,  includ- 
ing the  program  materials,  and  report  concerning  its  suitability  to  meet  Confer- 
ence needs.  She  shall  promote  the  circulation  of  The  Methodist  Woman 
throughout  the  Conference,  and  in  co-operation  with  the  other  responsible 
agencies  of  the  church  she  shall  promote  the  circulation  of  World  Outlook 
throughout  the  Conference.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society 
and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  be  responsible  for  promot- 
ing interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  the  ministers  of  The  Methodist 
Church  recommended  by  their  district  superintendents  and  cleared  through  the 
Committee  on  Supply  Work  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  promote  inter- 
est in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Confer- 
ence Societv  and  quarterlv  and  annuallv  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretarv  of  Supply 
Work. 

Section  14.     The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  endeavor  to  quicken  the 
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spiritual  life  of  Methodist  women.  Working  through  the  Standing  Committee, 
she  shall  seek  to  permeate  the  church  with  spiritual  power  which  should  lead 
to  deeper  consecration  and  more  effective  Christian  service.  She  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Study  and  Action.  She  shall  report 
annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction 
secretary  of  Spiritual  Life. 

Article  II— Elections 

Section  1 .  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference  shall 
be  elected  as  Conference  officers.  Conference  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  society.  The  elections  shall  take  place  annually, 
biennially,  or  quadrennially,  as  the  Conference  may  determine. 

Section  2.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Conference 
Society  shall  elect  from  three  to  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction  Society,  three  of 
whom  shall  be  officers  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Article  HI— Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be 
composed  of  the  officers  and  such  other  persons  as  the  Conference  Society  may 
determine.     A  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its  membership 
an  administrative  committee  of  seven  who  shall  transact  necessary  business  in 
the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Article   IV— Funds 

Section  1 .  The  Conference  Society  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  2.  All  undnected  missionary  gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the  office  of  the 
treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis  agreed  upon  by  the  Division. 
There  shall  be  no  division  of  missionarv  funds  by  the  Conference  treasurer. 

Section  3.  Gifts  for  special  missionary  projects,  clearly  specified,  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Conference  treasurer,  who  shall  transmit  them  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships  and  Memorials  are  a 
part  of  regular  pledges  or  apportionments  and  may  not  be  directed  by  the  Con- 
ference Society. 

Section  5.  Each  Conference  Society  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  Conference 
cultivation  and  expenses  and  for  such  Jurisdiction  cultivation  and  expenses  as 
are  not  provided  for  bv  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  6.  The  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-denial  Offering  shall  be  applied 
to  the  objects  designated  each  year  bv  the  Woman's  Division. 

Article  V— Standing  Committees 

Section  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  provide  such  standing  committees 
as  the  needs  may  require. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  whose 
endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Methodist  women  bv  helping 
them  to  deepen  their  prayer  life  and  to  increase  their  sense  of  responsibility 
for  personal  service  and  giving.  The  committee  shall  keep  in  touch  with  the 
spiritual  movements  of  the  times  and  bv  prayerful   research   develop  a  clearer 
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appreciation  of  the  meaning  of  Christian  living;  it  shall  promote  Christian  stew- 
ardship, infoimal  studies,  and  the  use  of  the  Bible  and  other  devotional  ma- 
terials. The  committee  shall  devise  definite  means  for  permeating  the  local 
church  with  a  spiritual  power  that  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to 
more  active  service. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations and  Local  Church  Activities,  which  mav  include  District  secretaries  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  or  other  specially  trained 
leaders  in  the  field  of  social  action,  including  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members. 
This  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society  concern- 
ing the  work  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  in  accord 
with  the  lines  of  work  outlined  bv  the  Division  and  Jurisdiction. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Study  and  Action,  com- 
posed of  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  of  Spiritual  Life  and  a  representative 
of  Wesleyan  Sendee  Guild.  This  committee  mav  co-opt  such  other  members 
as  may  be  needed. 

It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  this  committee  to  consider  all  plans  and  recommenda- 
tions referred  to  the  Conference  bv  the  Jurisdiction  Committee  on  Summer 
Schools  and  Conferences;  to  make  recommendations  concerning  the  use  of  ap- 
proved study  courses,  joint  study  courses,  and  co-operative  courses.  It  may  recom- 
mend also  informal  studies  in  line  with  major  needs.  This  committee  shall 
develop  a  correlated  program  of  education  and  action  for  the  year  and  make 
recommendations  concerning  the  same  to  the  conference  Society. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a  standing  Committee  on  Finance.  This  com- 
mittee shall  be  composed  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Conference,  as  chairman,  the 
secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion,  and  the  treasurers  of  the  District 
Society,  where  there  are  such  officers,  and  a  limited  number  of  other  women  ap- 
pointed at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society. 

This  committee  shall  meet  at  least  semiannuallv,  and  on  call  of  the  chairman. 

It  shall  study  the  strength  of  the  societv  in  the  local  churches  and  the  pledges 
made;  become  informed  of  conference  income  and  disbursements,  local  financial 
possibilities  and  problems;  and  assist  bv  counsel  in  the  forming  of  the  Confer- 
ence pledge  and  budget. 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Status  of  Women.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  status  of  women  in  the  local 
church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and  in  other  lands.  This  study 
shall  include  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the  questions  that  affect  her  place 
in  society  and  in  the  church.  The  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to 
the  Conference  Societv  for  the  promotion  of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will  im- 
prove her  status  and  enable  her  to  serve  effectively. 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  a  standing  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel, 
composed  of  the  Conference  chairman  of  Missionarv  Personnel,  the  Conference 
president,  the  secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion  of  the  Conference,  the 
secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  Student  Work,  and 
the  women  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionarv  Personnel  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary- 
Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division  residing  within  the  Conference.  Others  with 
experience  in  personnel  work  mav  be  co-opted. 

This  committee  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  Committee  on  Missionarv 
Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division.  It  shall  search  for  consecrated  voung  women 
of  training  and  experience  who  may  be  available  for  Christian  service;  it  shall 
interpret  the  standards  for  candidates  and  the  tvpes  of  service  needed  it  shall  ex- 
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plain  to  prospective  candidates  the  procedure  in  making  application  to  the  Board; 
it  shall  recommend  to  the  personnel  secretary  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who  in  the  judgment 
of  the  committee  shall  be  considered  as  prospective  candidates;  it  shall  co- 
operate in  making  plans  for  visitation  within  the  Conference  in  the  interest  of 
personnel  work.  The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report  of  its  activities 
to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman's 
Division. 

Article  VI— By-Laws 

The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  needs  of  the  Confer- 
ence require,  provided  thev  are  in  harmony  with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 
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BY-LAWS 


I.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  one  dele- 
gate or  alternate  from  each  society,  one  delegate  or  alternate  from  each  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  the  Conference  Executive  Committee,  chairmen  of  Conference 
Standing  Committees,  zone  leaders,  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  or  Juris- 
dictional Societies  living  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

II.  The  Conference  Society  shall  meet  annually  and  include  three  days. 

III.  A  registration  fee  for  each  delegate,  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the 
Conference  Program  Committee,  shall  be  sent  to  the  hostess  society  ten  days 
before  Conference;  the  fee  to  be  applied  on  meals. 

IV.  Officers  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years  with  the  privilege  of 
re-election  for  one  additional  term  in  the  same  office,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Treasurer,  who  may  continue  for  a  longer  period  of  time. 

V.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers,  District 
Secretaries,  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  Advocate,  chairmen  of  Confer- 
ence Standing  committees,  and  any  Jurisdictional  officers  or  members  of  Board 
of  Missions  living  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

VI.  There  shall  be  three  Executive  Board  meetings:  during  the  first  quarter, 
at  Conference,  and  in  the  fall. 

VII.  (a)  Scholarships  shall  be  granted  as  loans — to  be  cancelled  without 
payment  at  the  end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

(b)     For  each  scholarship  of  $300.00,  the  recipient  must  give  one  year 
of  service  to  mission  work,  or  repay  loan  without  interest.

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EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS 


September  25-26,   1946,  Raleigh 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  held  its  fall  meeting  in  the 
Burwell  Cottage  of  the  Methodist  Orphanage,  Kaleigh,  September 
25-26.  Twenty-four  members  were  present.  The  president,  Mrs. 
Gurney  P.  Hood,  presided. 

Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter  led  the  opening  worship, — a  skillfully  de- 
veloped study  of  Joshua  1 :7-9.  Her  use  of  selected  poems  gave 
emphasis  to  her  theme,  "Be  strong." 

Mrs.  Hood  welcomed  the  committee.  She  read  a  most  cordial 
letter  from  Mr.  Barnes.  She  noted  the  absence  of  four  members  and 
asked  the  secretary  to  write  notes  to  Miss  Lamb,  Mrs.  S.  A.  Max- 
well and  Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore.  The  new  members  of  the  committee 
were  introduced, — Mrs.  Hubert  Odom,  Secretary  of  Youth  "Work; 
Mrs.  Hubert  A.  Davis,  Secretary  of  Raleigh  district,  and  Mrs.  L.  A. 
Watts.  Chairman  of  the  Research  Committee. 

Mrs.  Lineberger,  opening  a  discussion  of  district  organization, 
announced  that  a  District  Officers'  Training  Day  will  be  held  at 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Goldsboro,  November  14,  beginning  at  10:00 
A.  M.  Board  Members  will  conduct  training  classes  for  correspond- 
ing district  officers.  Lunch  will  be  served  at  $.75  per  plate.  Mem- 
bers of  the  Board  who  cannot  attend  will  please  inform  Mrs. 
Lineberger  and  suggest  a  substitute.  Mrs.  Lineberger  must  know 
about  attendance  by  November  first. 

Mrs.  Hood  read  letters  from  Dr.  Quillian  and  Mrs.  Ratliff 
which  stated  that  a  convocation  will  be  held  in  Nashville,  Tenn. 
on  March  10-14.  Mrs.  Hillman  was  asked  to  comment  on  this.  Her 
feeling  was  that  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  must 
join  in  the  Convocation  or  seem  uncooperative.  Every  department 
will  be  represented  and  women  must  take  part.  The  meeting  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction  in  Atlanta  must  be  cancelled. 

Mrs.  Hood  added  that  plans  for  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  will  have  to  be  changed  as 
March  10-14  is  the  tentative  date.  Mrs.  Gates  suggested  that  Mrs. 
Hood  and  Mrs.  Lineberger  select  new  elates  for  the  conference  and 
this  was  approved. 

A  letter  from  Mrs.  Bragg  was  read.  It  was  an  emergenccy  ap- 
peal askng  for  an  increase  of  a  penny  a  day  over  and  above  the 
pledge  from  each  member  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service.  The  letter  gave  the  background  for  the  appeal — from  sur- 
veys and  reports  of  stricken  lands,  inflation,  increased  needs  and 
new  opportunities  for  service.  The  concensus  of  opinion  was  that 
the  appeal  should  be  presented  to  the  women  of  the  Conference 
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as  a  privilege,  through  the  meetings  to  be  held  this  fall,  before  bud- 
gets are  made  for  1947.  District  Secretaries  were  asked  to  assist 
in  disseminating  this  plea. 

Mrs.  Hood  read  a  night  letter  from  Mrs.  Ratliff  asking  district 
secretaries  to  urge  local  presidents  to  contact  pastors,  offering 
assistance  for  ministers  and  lay  workers  abroad. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mrs.  Paul  Garber,  suggesting  that  wom- 
en in  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  "adopt"  Polish  children  and 
send  two  packages  each  year  for  two  years. 

In  connection  with  the  status  of  district  presidents,  the  secre- 
tary read  By  Law  I.  Tt  was  decided  that  district  presidents  shall 
be  entertained  at  conference  as  zone  leaders  are  and  shall  attend 
meetings  without  vote. 

Mrs.  Hood  requested  Mrs.  Hillman  to  discuss  a  conference 
School  of  Missions.  She  spoke  of  crowded  conditions  at  Lake  Juna- 
luska  this  year.  It  is  not  only  a  matter  of  room  and  board,  but  of 
class  room  space.  She  said  Kentucky  has  such  a  school  and  she 
suggested  the  North  Carolina  and  the  "Western  North  Carolina 
Conferences  might  do  something  about  training  local  women.  She 
felt  that  one  course  at  Pastors'  School  in  not  sufficient.  Discussion 
followed  and  the  following  committee  was  appointed:  Mrs.  E.  L. 
Hillman,  Chairman,  Mrs.  Ben  F.  Boone,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKime,  Mrs. 
H.  0.  Lineberger,  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin,  Mrs. 
H.  L.  McLeod,  and  Mrs.  Hood,  ex  officio. 

Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  among  the 
many  items  in  her  report,  had  the  suggestion  that  Miss  Applegarth 
be  asked  to  conduct  a  retreat  on  the  day  preceding  the  opening 
of  conference.  The  conference  planning  committee  was  asked  to 
consider  this. 

Mrs.  Hood  appointed  the  Conference  Planning  Committee :  Mrs. 
H.  0.  Lineberger,  Mrs.  Ben  F.  Boone,  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  Mrs. 
J.  T.  Doughtie,  Mrs.  S.  D  Hurst,  Jr.,  President  of  the  local  society 
of  Grace  Church,  Wilmington,  and  Mrs.  Hood  ex  officio. 

Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass,  Vice-President,  emphasized  the  importance 
of  using  Division  program  material  in  local  societies. 

Mrs.  Ben  F.  Boone,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  re- 
ported work  done  at  Pastors'  School,  at  Junaluska,  in  seven  semi- 
nars— two  more  to  be  held,  and  announced  that  there  is  a  large  list 
of  accredited  teachers  in  hand  for  the  course  on  "Stewardship." 
She  added  that  the  President  had  served  most  acceptably  in  rep- 
resenting the  conference  at  the  District  Set-up  Meetings  and  Mrs. 
Hood  was  requested  to  serve  again. 

A  letter  from  Bishop  Shot  K.  Mondol  regarding  needs  in  India 
was  read  for  the  information  of  the  group,  as  this  is  a  Board  of 
Missions  appeal.  Mrs.  Boone  listed  recurring  and  non-recurring  pro- 
jects under  the  Woman's  Division.  Mrs.  Hillman  explained  that 
transient  funds,  gifts  channeled  through  the  New  York  office,  are 
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now  called  Supplementary  gifts  with  receipt  credit.  These  gifts 
grow  out  of  mission  studies  and  are  not  accepted  as  supplies. 

Mrs.  Hood  told  of  the  approaching  marriage  of  Mrs.  Bedding- 
field,  matron  of  the  Burwell  Cottage,  who  has  been  a  most  gra- 
cious hostess  to  the  Executive  Committee.  Mrs.  Lineberger  and 
Mrs.  White  were  asked  to  buy  a  gift  for  her. 

Mrs.  Hood  read  a  note  from  Mrs.  McKinne,  thanking  the  Con- 
ference for  flowers  sent  at  the  time  of  Mr.  McKinne 's  death. 

7:30  P.M. 

Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman  opened  the  evening  session  with  prayer. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  gave  a  report  which  showed  the  wide  scope  of 
her  work  and  closed  with  a  plea  for  Christian  preparation  for 
racial  problems. 

Mrs.  Hcod  read  an  invitation  from  Gov.  Arnall  to  a  Citizens' 
Conference.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  conference  program  is  in- 
clusive and  demands  on  officers  are  heavy,  motion  to  decline  with 
regrets    carried. 

Mrs.  Odom's  report  as  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  indicated  in- 
crease in  interest  and  achievement  and  Mrs.  Fonts,  Jurisdictional 
Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  gave  high  lights  of  the  Third  National 
Youth  Convocation  in  Grand  Rapids. 

Mrs.  Hood  spoke  of  Mrs.  Roebuck's  work  at  Farmville  and  in 
the  neighboring  churches.  She  expressed  pride  in  her  accomplish- 
ments and  added  that  the  ministers  with  whom  she  works  are 
pleased.  Mrs.  Gates  moved  that  Mrs.  Roebuck's  salary  be  increased 
and  the  motion  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

"I'll  Live  for  Him"  was  sung  and  Mrs.  Slaughter  read  from 
Second  Timothy,  "Stir  up  the  gift  which  is  in  Thee."  In  her 
pleasing  manner  she  impressed  on  her  hearers  that  the  miracle  of 
life  consists  in  using  what  one  has. 

September  26,  9:00  A.M. 

Mrs.  Slaughter  led  the  devotional  period.  The  group  sang 
"Awake  to  Love  and  Work"  and  read  the  twenty-third  Psalm  in 
unison.  Mrs.  Slaughter  used  the  thought  of  the  song  as  her  theme 
and  closed  with  an  appealing  poem  which  gave  a  recipe  for  a 
beautiful  day — 

"You  must  find  Him  in  the  morning 

If  you  want  Him  through  the  day." 

Mrs.  Hood  thanked  Mrs.  Slaughter  for  her  contribution  to  the 
sessions. 

The  secretary  read  the  following  recommendation :  The  Fi- 
nance Committee  recommends  to  the  Executive  Committee  that 
Mrs.  Roebuck's  salary  be  raised  to  $125.00  per  month.  The  recom- 
mendation was  adopted. 
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Mrs.  Lineburger  spoke  of  meeting  of  the  Student  Commission. 
Miss  Muriel  Days'  presence  added  to  the  meeting.  The  need  is 
for  more  space  for  the  Student  Center.  Miss  Chandler  is  doing 
most  effective  work. 

Mrs.  Gates  reported  meetings  of  Industrial  Committee  at  Rock- 
ingham. She  thought  Miss  Riddle  had  made  a  good  start  and  ex- 
pected to  find  much  progress  made  when  the  October  meeting  is 
held. 

Mrs.  Hood  read  a  letter  from  Miss  Tatum  which  explained  how 
the  Rockingham  work  is  being  financed : — $570.00  has  been  trans- 
ferred from  defense  work  to  supplement  the  $180.00  remaining 
in  the  Rural  Work  in  N.  C.  Conference  account.  The  city  mission 
board  pays  an  equal  amount. 

In  her  report  as  treasurer,  Mrs.  McKinne  stated  that  Miss 
Nichols  had  returned  $170.24,  supply  money  which  she  had  not 
used  as  the  Wilmington  District  had  met  her  needs.  This  sum  will 
be  added  to  the  $147.18  paid  on  the  moving  picture  projector. 

It  was  decided  that  the  Wilmington  District  will  present  a 
Life  Patron  membership  to  Mrs.  E.  R.  Clark  and  the  Conference 
will  present  the  same  honor  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  and  Miss  Ida 
Hankins. 

Motion  prevailed  that  the  following  petition  be  sent  to  the 
Woman's  Division  in  response  to  a  request  from  the  Deaconess 
Organization :  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  respectfully  re- 
quests the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  to  consider  the 
release  of  idle  scholarship  money  held  at  present  in  Scarritt  funds 
and  to  make  these  funds  available  to  students  who  desire  training 
for  Christian  service,  even  though  they  do  not  pledge  themselves 
to  work  under  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Mrs.  Cutchin's  motion  that  the  Conference  retain  membership 
in  and  continue  the  appropriation  for  the  Legislative  Council 
carried.  She  asked  for  suggestions  for  legislative  action  and  Mrs. 
Gates  moved  that  Mrs.  Cutchin  be  made  chairman  of  a  group  to 
consult  about  and  present  to  council  proposed  legislation  for 
strengthening  divorce  laws.  Mrs.  Gates  and  Mrs.  Holt  were  asked 
to  act  with  Mrs.  Cutchin. 

In  her  report  Mrs.  Larkin  asked  how  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guilds  should  report  their  Mission  Studies.  The  Committee  ap- 
proved a  suggestion  that  the  Division  be  memorialized  as  to  the 
method  of  reporting.  Mrs.  Hood  asked  Mrs.  Larkin  and  Mrs.  Holt 
to  prepare  memorial  and  forward  it  after  proper  signing.  Mrs. 
Larkin  announced  that  the  Guild  Conference  will  be  held  in  Golds- 
boro  prior  to  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  Confer- 
ence. She  added  that  at  the  preceding  conference  the  Guild  had 
given  Mrs.  Hood  a  Life  Patron  Membership  and  she  took  this  op- 
portunity to  present  the  pin. 
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Mrs.  Edens  commented  on  the  increase  in  giving  to  Supply 
department  by  the  smaller  societies.  She  emphasized  that  no  pro- 
ject can  be  supported  by  this  department  unless  sponsored  by  the 
Division. 

Mrs.  Lineberger,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  moving  pic- 
ture projection  machine  gave  the  committee's  draft  of  regulations 
for  its  use.  They  were  adopted  as  follows. 

1.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  shall  be  owner  of  the  projector  and  all  equipment. 

2.  The  use  of  this  machine  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
present  Conference  Committee :  Mrs.  Lineberger,  Mrs.  Edens,  Mrs. 
Boone,  Mrs.  Cutchin,  Mrs.  Larkin,  Mrs.  Hood. 

3.  The  following  committee  shall  supervise  the  use  of  the  ma- 
chine locally :  C.  W.  Goldston,  K.  W.  Taylor,  Mrs.  Stella  Roebuck, 
C.  T.  Hicks,  and  R.  A.  Joyner. 

4.  For  a  year  the  following  churches  shall  use  the  projector: 
Evansdale,  Walstonburg,  Lang's  Chapel,  Bell  Arthur,  and  Farm- 
ville. 

5.  The  local  committee  shall  keep  records  of  the  number  of 
showings,    titles,  attendance,  costs  and  collections. 

6.  The  group  using  the  machine  shall  maintain  and  keep  in  re- 
pair the  equipment  while  in  their  care. 

7.  The  conference  committee  asks  that  ten  percent  of  total 
collections  through  use  of  the  machine  shall  be  turned  over  to  the 
Conference  Treasurer. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  spoke  on  number  7  and  was  directed  to  send 
a  letter  and  a  copy  of  the  regulations  to  the  local  committee. 

Miss  Gardner  gave  her  three-fold  report.  She  said  the  Historical 
Committee  had  not  selected  a  name  for  the  book  it  is  preparing. 
She  read  a  letter  from  Dr.  Sprinkle  suggesting  a  possible  reduction 
of  space  allotted  for  Woman's  Page  and  her  reply  hoping  a  change 
will  not  be  necessary.  Mrs.  Cutchin  moved  that  the  committee  en- 
dorse Mrs.  Gardner's  reply.  Carried. 

Mrs.  White  expressed  her  hope  that  a  report  blank  for  Status 
of  Women  will  be  added  to  the  local  secretaries'  bcoks  next  year 
and  she  urged  that  the  local  committee  work  with  the  nominating 
committee. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  reported  the  completion  of  Defense  work  and 
paid  tribute  to  Miss  Nichols  and  Miss  Kee. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  offered  the  following  recommendations  from 
the  District  Secretaries'  Hour: 

1.  Due  to  shortage  of  funds  in  the  districts  at  present,  we  recom- 
mend that  the  Conference  bear  the  expense  of  the  lunch  at  Golds- 
boro,  November  14,  on  the  occasion  of  District  Officers'  Training 
Day. 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  Conference  underwrite  any  district  de- 
ficit that  may  occur  during  the  experimental  first  year  of  district 
organization. 
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3.  We  recommend  that  a  calendar  of  meetings  of  the  North  Car- 
olina Conference,  Districts,  School  of  Missions,  etc.,  be  presented 
at  January  Board  Meeting'. 

4.  We  recommend  the  adoption  of  new  annual  statistical  reports 
for  use  of  District  Secretaries ;  these  reports  to  become  effective 
for  1946  Annual  Reports. 

These  recommendations  were  discussed  and  adopted  separately. 
After  sentence  prayers,  the  meeting  adjourned. 

January   29-30,   1947,  Raleigh 

The  midwinter  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
was  called  to  order  by  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hcod,  president,  at  2  :30 
P.  M.  January  29,  1947  in  the  Burwell  Cottage  of  the  Methodist 
Orphanage.  Twenty-five  members  were  present. 

Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter  read  John  15:5  and  announced  the  theme 
of  the  three  devotional  periods  she  had  planned — The  responsibility 
of  being  in  union  with  Christ.  This  was  the  theme  of  the  Spiritual 
Life  Retreat  recently  held  in  Warrenton  and  Mrs.  Slaughter 
brought  much  inspiration  from  a  very  vivid  experience  there. 

Mrs.  Hood  opened  the  business  session  by  calling  for  a  report 
on  the  proposed  school  of  missions.  Mrs.  Lineberger  read  minutes 
of  a  meeting  held  January  15,  1947  in  Greensboro  by  a  joint  com- 
mittee to  explore  the  possibilities  of  setting  up  a  school  of  missions 
for  the  North  Carolina  and  the  Western  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ences. Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman  was  named  chairman  of  the  committee; 
Mrs.  John  Hoyle,  Jr.  Secretary. 

Mrs.  Hillman  presented  a  schedule  for  such  a  Conference  School 
of  Missions  as  proposed  by  Miss  Li  11a  Mills.  The  matter  of  estab- 
lishing such  a  school  was  fully  and  informally  discussed  and  Mrs. 
Gurney  P.  Hood's  motion  that  such  a  school  be  established  was 
carried  unanimously. 

Mrs.  Ben  F.  Boone  offered  a  motion  that  for  this  year  a  com- 
mittee composed  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  (five 
members)  and  the  North  Carolina  Conference  (four  members) 
Committees  of  Study  and  Action  plus  the  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ence Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion — thereby  giving 
each  Conference  the  same  number  of  representatives — be  appointed 
to  establish  the  school.  This  motion  was  unanimously  approved. 
Motion  also  prevailed  that  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  Mrs.  Gurney  P. 
Hood  and  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver  meet  with  the  permanent  committee. 

Mrs.  Hillman  appointed  Mrs.  J.  Dale  Stentz  to  call  the  com- 
mittee together. 

Discussion  followed  Mrs.  Lineberger 's  report  and  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  voted  to  go  on  record  as  approving  the  joint  com- 
mittee's plan  for  setting  up  a  school  of  missions  and  expressing

willingness  to  bear  it  proportionate  share  of  any  expense  over 
and  above  the  registration  fee. 

Mrs.  Gates  reported  the  Industrial  Commission's  meeting  in 
Laurinburg  where  encouraging  conditions  were  found. 

Mrs.  Hood  announced  Miss  Riddle's  resignation  at  Rockingham 
and  the  closing  of  the  work  there. 

Mrs.  Hood  gave  the  background  for  a  request  for  a  worker  at 
Columbia,  N.  C. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  reported  for  the  Rural  Commission  and  gave 
comments  of  the  pastors  on  the  success  of  Mrs.  Roebuck's  work. 
She  read  the  following  recommendations  offered  by  Mr.  Hicks  for 
carrying  on  this  project; 

1.  Definite  method  of  paying  for  auto  maintenance. 

2.  A  budget  set  up  for  the  year  with  each  participating  agent 
placing  its  share  in  one  treasury — to  be  paid  out  by  one  person 
only. 

3.  One  meeting  per  quarter  of  the  local  committee  with  Mrs. 
Roebuck. 

4.  Any  surplus  in  any  agent's  fund  shall  at  the  end  of  the  year 
be  carried  forward' for  further  needs. 

Mr.  C.  C.  Simpson,  treasurer  of  Farmville  church,  was  named 
treasurer  of  this  Committee. 

Mrs.  McKinne  moved  that  the  Conference  pay  $150.00  to  Mr. 
Carl  T.  Hicks  for  maintenance  of  Mrs.  Roebuck's  car.  Carried. 
She  added  that  it  should  be  understood  that  if  this  work  be  closed, 
a  proportionate  share  of  this  money  shall  be  returned  to  the  Con- 
ference. 

Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  Vice-President  of  the  Legislative  Council, 
was  recognized.  She  spoke  of  the  Council's  program  for  1947, 
social  legislation  not  on  the  Council's  program,  and  explained  how 
the  bills  sponsored  by  the  Council  are  placed  before  the  Assembly. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  moved  that  the  Executive  Committee  endorse 
legislation  proposed  by  the  Domestic  Relations  Commission, — i.e., 
to  raise  legal  age  at  marriage  from  14  to  16  years  of  age,  provide 
for  parental  consent  up  to  18  years,  require  a  48  hour  waiting  per- 
iod between  application  for  and  issuance  of  marriage  license. 

Mrs.  Moore  moved  that  the  Seventh  Annual  Report  be  dedi- 
cated to  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten  of  Greenville.  Carried.  Mrs.  Holt  was 
instructed  to  have  one  thousand  copies  of  the  report  printed. 

Flowers  were  sent  to  Mrs.  A.  S.  Barnes  at  Rex  Hospital. 

7:30  P.M. 

Mrs.  Gates  opened  the  session  with  prayer. 

Mrs.  Hood  stated  that  in  answer  to  a  request  from  the  Juris- 
diction for  scholarships  for  Cuba,  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
and  the  First  Methodist  Church  of  Rocky  Mount  each  gave  a  three 
hundred  dollar  scholarship  in  honor  of  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman. 
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The  recording  secretary  was  asked  to  include  district  presi- 
dents on  Executive  Committee  mailing  lists. 

Mrs.  Gates  moved  that  district  presidents  be  made  voting  mem- 
bers of  the  Conference.  Carried.  Amendment  to  motion,  by  Mrs. 
Glass,  that  each  district  president  or  other  district  officer  who  shall 
be  her  alternate  shall  be  a  voting  member  of  the  Conference,  was 
accepted. 

Mrs.  A.  Wray  White  gave  her  report  and  was  instructed  to 
send  out  mimeographed  blanks  for  Status  of  Women  reports. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  reported  for  Conference  Planning  Committee. 

Recommendation  from  Planning  Committee  that  sacrificial 
offering  given  at  silent  Communion  be  sent  through  foreign  sup- 
plies to  needy  children  of  Poland  was  adopted. 

In  discussing  ways  of  making  the  work  more  effective,  Mrs. 
Hood  gave  some  goals  for  the  year :  I.  Each  district  find  and  spon- 
sor a  girl  to  take  training  for  fulltime  Christian  Service.  2.  Every 
society  to  be  visited  during  the  year  by  a  conference  or  district 
officer.  3.  Study  weakness  and  strength  of  the  work.  4.  A  society  in 
every  church. 

In  this  connection  Mrs.  White  stated  that  a  loan  fund  at  Eden- 
ton  St.  Church  is  available  to  students  contemplating  full  time 
service. 

Mrs.  Hood  suggested  giving  subscriptions  to  the  Methodist 
Woman  and  the  World  Outlook  to  each  new  society  as  an  added  in- 
centive to  efficiency.  Mrs.  Cutchin  moved  that  the  suggestion  be 
accepted  and  the  subscriptions  sent  to  the  vice-president  as  she  is 
chairman  of  the  program  committee.  Carried.  Miss  Gardner  was 
asked  to  handle  the  subscriptions. 

Mrs.  Glass  moved  that  a  conference  officer  sending  out  promo- 
tional work  through  district  officers  shall  assume  expense  for  that 
work.  Carried. 

After  a  hymn  was  sung,  Mrs.  Slaughter  asked  those  who  attend- 
ed the  Spiritual  Life  Retreat  to  give  their  impressions  of  the  Re- 
treat, Dr.  Mosely,  and  his  inspiring  teaching.  Prayer  by  Mrs. 
Slaughter  closed  the  session.  , 

January  30,  9:00  A.  M. 

In  her  concluding  devotional  period  Mrs.  Slaughter  established 
the  same  spiritual  note  on  which  the  previous  session  had  closed. 

Mrs.  Hood  announced  that  Mrs.  Gates  will  write  the  enlogy  for 
the  dedication  of  the  Journal. 

Mrs.  Boone  closed  her  report  with  a  plea  for  placing  a  dea- 
coness in  the  Hatteras  area.  Mrs.  Slaughter  also  spoke  earnestly  on 
the  need  for  such  action  and  Mrs.  Gates  moved  that  the  Executive 
Board  request  that  a  committee  from  the  North  Carolina  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church  be  appointed  to  work  with 
a  committee  from  the  North  Carolina   Conference  Woman's   So- 
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ciety  of  Christian  Service,  looking  toward  the  establishment  of 
deaconess  work  on  the  Banks.  Carried.  Mrs.  Hood  appointed  Mrs. 
Gates,  Mrs.  Boone  and  Mrs.  Cutchin  to  serve  on  the  Society  Com- 
mittee. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  reported  the  District  Secretaries'  meeting, 
stating  that  they  plan  to  concentrate  on  a  membership  campaign 
this  year.  Mrs.  Hood  thanked  the  secretaries  for  representing  the 
Conference  at  the  District  Set-ivp  meetings  and  asked  them  to  be 
prepared  to  do  this  again  in  the  fall. 

Motion  prevailed,  following  Mrs.  Maxwell's  report,  that  she 
should  attend  a  planning  committee  meeting  in  Atlanta,  March  5-6. 

After  Mrs.  McKinne's  report — the  most  wonderful  in  her  exper- 
ience— Mrs.  Glass  moved  that  $50.00  sent  in  designated  for  Africa, 
which  has  been  placed  in  transient  funds,  be  replaced  by  a  Me- 
morial Membership  to  Mrs.  Lucy  Hartsfield.  Carried.

Mrs.  Moore  reported  on  Student  Work  and  on  the  Student 
Center  at  Greenville.  Miss  Chandler's  re-appointment  was  request- 
ed and  on  motion  by  Mrs.  Glass,  Mrs.  Hood  asked  Mrs.  Lineberger 
to  write  Dr.  Cook,  President  of  East  Carolina  Teachers  College,  a 
note  of  thanks  for  his  cooperation  with  the  deaconess  and  his  in- 
terest in  the  work  of  the  Student  Center. 

Mrs.  Edens  gave  plans  for  the  year  and  added  that  the  moving 
picture  projector  is  in  use. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  reported  that  Christian  Social  Relations  is  going 
forward,  but  there  is  too  little  informal  study  being  carried  on  in 
the  local  society.  She  brought  a  request  from  Miss  Stevens  for  a 
representative  from  the  Conference  to  attend  the  Annual  Seminar, 
July  24, -Aug.  6,  at  De  Pauw  University,  Greencastle,  Ind.   The 
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cost  will  be  $42.00  plus  travel.  Decision  was  left  to  March  Board 
Meeting.  She  also  had  a  request  from  Mrs.  Tilley  that  there  should 
be  a  meeting  of  the  department  members  once  or  twice  each  year. 
The  department  members  will  be  the  district  secretaries  of  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  hereafter.  She  suggested  that,  beginning  with 
1948,  this  Conference  assist  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations with  the  cost  of  subscriptions  to  periodicals  needed  and 
with  membership  fees  in  organizatins  to  which  she  should  belong. 

Motion  carried  that  appropriation  for  School  of  Christian 
Workers  at  Winston-Salem  be  continued  and  Mrs  Cutchin  was 
instructed  to  proceed  with  plans  and  to  secure  a  teacher. 

Mrs.  Slaughter  spoke  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Retreat  which  was 
held  in  Warrenton  because  of  a  conflict  in  dates  at  Louisburg, 
giving  much  credit  to  Mrs.  Burwell.  She  also  spoke  of  Mrs.  Bur- 
well's  generosity  in  getting  out  the  Spiritual  Life  programs. 

Mrs.  Larkin  reported  a  most  successful  year  and  invited  the 
Board  members  to  the  Weslevan  Service  Guild  Conference  in 
Goldsboio,  April  12-13. 

Following  Mrs.  (Mom's  report  on  Youth  Work,  Mrs.  Hood 
praised  a  handbook  on  Youth  Work  which  Mrs.  Odom  has  com- 
piled. 

In  Miss  Gardner's  report  the  question  of  financing  literature 
for  district  Secretaries  of  Literature  and  Publications  came  up, 
but  was  left  to  be  worked  out  in  district  boards. 

Mrs.  Fouts  spoke  briefly  on  Missionary  Personnel,  stressing 
that  there  is  no  local  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel ;  the  con- 
tacts there  are  through  Youth  and  Student  Departments. 

Mrs.  Watts,  Chairman  of  Research  Committee,  announced  the 
resignation  of  Mrs.  Fouts.  This  was  accepted.  Mrs.  Hcod  stated 
that  Mrs.  Fouts  had  accepted  the  work  for  one  year  only  and  ex- 
pressed pleasure  that  she  will  continue  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee  by  virtue  of  her  Jurisdictional  office.  Mrs. 
Hood  asked  Mrs.  Watts  to  present  to  the  Conference  in  Wilmington 
the  names  of  three  nominees  and  two  alternates  for  election  to 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 

Mrs.  Fouts  expresed  her  gratitude  for  the  enrichment  that  was 
hers  because  of  her  period  of  service. 

Mrs.  Hcod  asked  the  members  of  the  Board  to  keep  the  coming 
Conference  in  mind  and  to  make  it  a  part  of  their  daily  devotions. 
After  her  closing  prayer,  the  meeting  was  adjourned.

.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  met  at  11 :30  on  the  morning 
of  March  19,  1947  at  Grace  Methodist  Church,  Wilmington,  N.  C. 
Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  president,  extended  greetings  to  the  twenty- 
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one  members  present  and  to  the  district  presidents  and  zone  lead- 
ers who  were  invited  to  attend. 

Mrs.  Gates  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer. 

Mrs.  Cntchin  spoke  on  the  seminar  to  be  held  at  DePauw  Uni- 
versity, Greencastle,  Indiana,  which  is  similar  to  the  seminar  at 
Lake  Junalnska  except  that  it  is  on  a  national  scale.  She  moved 
that  the  Conference  approve  sending  a  delegate  to  this  seminar  and 
that  $100.00  be  appropriated  for  her  expense,  if  such  a  person  can 
be  found  and  approved  by  the  Administrative  Committee.  Motion 
carried. 

Mrs.  Hood  called  attention  to  a  Rural  Conference  to  be  held 
in  Lincoln,  Nebraska.  Mrs.  Gates  moved  that  the  Conference 
subsidize  a  person  who  shall  represent  rural  women  to  the  extent  of 
$100.00  and  that  the  president  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  select 
the  representative.  Motion  carried.  Those  present  were  asked  to 
submit  names  to  the  committee.  Mrs.  Hood  appointed  the  following :

Mrs  Hood  referred  to  a  seminar  for  Conference  Treasurers 
about  which  her  information  was  indefinite.  Mrs.  Boone  moved 
that  the  Conference  send  Mrs.  McKinne  to  this  seminar  with  suf- 
ficient subsidy  to  pay  expenses.  Motion  carried. 

In  connection  with  the  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska 
which  the  Vice  President,  Committee  on  Study  and  Action,  Sec- 
retaries of  Literature  and  Publications  and  of  Statr.s  of  Women 
will  attend,  Mrs.  McKinne  moved  that  a  subsidy  of  $50.00  each 
be  given  to  those  who  receive  other  assistance ;  $60.00  to  those. 
who  do  not  receive  other  aid.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Gates  reported  for  the  committee  who  conferred  with 
Miss  Ballance.  Miss  Ballance  has  been  doing  volunteer  work  in 
churches  near  Columbia,  N.  C.  and  wishes  to  do  full  time  ser- 
vice as  a  rural  worker  in  this  area.  Mrs.  Gates  recommended  that 
the  Conference  accept  Miss  Ballance.  Carried.  Mrs.  Hood  added 
that  Miss  Ballance  will  be  approved  by  the  Board.  Conference  will 
pay  her  $125.00  per  month  and  the  churches  she  serves  will  pay 
$35.00.  She  will  furnish  her  own  car. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  reported  a  conversation  with  Dr.  Stuntz  who 
said  there  is  no  money  at  Scarritt  available  for  scholarship  and 
suggested  that  if  the  Conference  furnish  $150.00  for  Miss  Ballance 
to  take  the  summer  course,  Scarritt  will  cooperate.  Mrs.  Hood  asked 
Mrs.  McKinne  to  investigate  the  disposition  of  the  $900.00  sent  to 
Scarritt  for  North  Carolina  Conference  Scholarships. 

Mrs.  Gates  moved  that  in  case  this  money  is  not  available,  the 
Conference  appropriate  $150.00  for  Miss  Ballance 's  expense  at 
Scarritt  this  summer.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Cutchin,  who  is  publicity  agent  for  the  Schcol  of  Missions 
to  be  held  at  Pfeiffer  Junior  College,  Misenheimer,  N.  C,  presented 
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the  plans  of  the  Committee.  The  school  will  be  held  June  1-6 ;  cost 
will  be  $10.00  for  board  and  room  plus  a  $2.00  fee  for  registration. 
Dr.  Henry  Barnett  will  teach  the  Bible  Study  and  Miss  Dorothy 
McConnell  will  teach  the  class  on  We,  the  People  of  the  United  Na- 
tions. The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  will  have  a  week  end  Confer- 
ence following  the  close  of  the  school. 

Mrs.  Boone  brought  a  most  encouraging  report  from  the  meet- 
ing of  the  special  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Town 
and  Country  Commission  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Confer- 
ence which  considered  placing  a  full  time  worker  on  the  Outer 
Banks  in  cooperation  with  the  minister  who  will  be  sent  there. 
Mrs.  Boone  moved  that  if  a  suitable  worker  can  be  found,  the  Con- 
ference go  on  record  as  being  willing  to  appropriate  $125.00  per 
month  for  such  worker  when  a  pastor  is  assigned  to  this  work. 
Motion  prevailed. 

Mrs.  Holt  read  a  letter  from  Miss  Chandler  asking  permission 
to  close  the  Student  Center  at  East  Carolina  Teachers  College  while 
she  takes  courses  in  area  of  counseling  and  personality  adjust- 
ment. Motion  carried  that  Conference  grant  Miss  Chandler  leave 
of  absence  for  study  this  summer. 

It  was  decided  that  each  district  shall  take  care  of  its  own 
stationary  as  it  sees  fit. 

Mrs.  Hcod  requested  that  all  officers  sending  out  letters  ex- 
change with  the  Guild  secretaries. 

Mrs.  Hood  announced  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  C. 
V.  Cross,  Secretary  of  Promotion  for  the  Elizabeth  City  District, 
and  introduced  her  successor,  Mrs.  George  Jackson,  Hertford,  N.  C. 

Mrs.  Holt  read  a  letter  form  Mrs.  J.  C.  Wooten,  thanking  the 
Board  for  the  dedication  of  the  minutes. 

Mrs.  Moore  moved  that  since  funds  for  Scarritt  can  be  chan- 
neled through  the  Student  Department,  a  committee  be  appoint- 
ed, composed  of  the  Student,  Missionary  Education,  Youth,  and 
Missionary  Personnel  Secretaries  and  Mrs.  Gates,  be  appointed  to 
work  with  Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep  to  promote  a  fund  for  scholarships 
as  Scarritt  or  other  Institutions  approved  by  the  Division.  Mrs. 
Hood  appointed  the  committee  and  asked  that  the  study  be  re- 
ported at  the  next  Executive  Committee  meeting.

Mrs.  S.  S.  Holt  gave  her  report  as  recording  secretary. 

(All  reports  were  accepted  and  all  recommendations  were 
adopted.) 

Mrs.  Hood  announced  that  Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass,  vice-president,  was 
unable  to  be  present  and  asked  Mrs.  H.  R.  Odom,  secretary  of 
Youth  Work,  to  give  her  report  and  read  the  recommendations 
of  her  department, 
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Mrs.  H.  0.  Lineberger,  secretary  of  Promotion,  was  pre- 
sented. She  commented  on  three  outstanding'  achievements  of 
the  year : — the  organization  of  the  districts,  the  purchase  of  a 
projection  machine,  and  planning  for  a  School  of  Missions.  She 
conducted  the  Secretaries'  Hour  during  which  she  introduced 
the  district  secretaries  of  Promotion  who  gave  highlights  of 
the  year  and  revealed  a  rewarding  growth  in  the  fields  they  are 
cultivating.  Mrs.  Lineberger  awarded  the  Korean  Urn  to  the 
Rocky  Mount  District  and  the  Korean  Candlestick  to  the  Ra- 
leigh District.  Mrs.  Hood  gave  deserved  praise  to  these  efficient 
secretaries. 

Mrs.  Hood  announced  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Mrs. 
C.  V.  Cross,  Secretary  of  Promotion  of  the  Elizabeth  City  Dis- 
trict and  asked  confirmation  of  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  George 
Jackson  as  successor  to  Mrs.  Cross.  This  was  given  unanimously. 

Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore  gave  her  report  as  secretary  of  Student 
Work  and  read  her  recommendations. 

Mrs.  H.  0.  Lineberger  was  asked  to  comment  on  the  Juris- 
diction Conference  and  the  Convocation  held  in  Nashville,  Tenn. 
the  preceding  week.  Mrs.  Lineberger  spoke  of  the  excellence  of 
the  program.  She  mentioned  two  goals — 25%  increase  in  mem- 
bership and  no  unorganized  charge — which  were  stressed  repeat- 
edly by  Mrs.  Ratliff,  Mrs.  Hillman  and  Mrs.  Bragg.  She  referred 
to  Dr.  John  R.  Mott's  splendid  message,  the  inspiration  of  the 
presence  of  many  missionaries  and  the  students  of  various  nation- 
alities who  are  attending  Scarritt  College.  Bishop  Paul  Garber 
aroused  much  interest  in  the  Geneva  area  as  did  Bishop  Costen 
J.  Harrell  in  speaking  for  Cuba.  She  closed  with  a  statement  that 
the  Conference  received  with  especial  pleasure — Mrs.  ^Stanley 
Wilson,  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publication,  had  mentioned 
Miss  Mary  Gardner  as  the  leader  in  the  Jurisdiction  in  that  de- 
partment and  paid  high  tribute  to  the  excellence  of  her  work. 

Mrs.  Hood  thanked  Mrs.  Lineberger  for  the  inclusive  resume 
and  for  speaking  extemporaneously. 

Announcements  were  made  and  after  the  singing  of  the  hymn, 
"0,  Zion,  Haste,"  Rev.  J.  A.  Russell,  pastor  of  Grace  Church, 
pronounced  the  benediction. 

Evening  Session 

The  doors  of  the  church  were  closed  and  Dr.  John  C.  Glenn, 
superintendent  of  the  Wilmington  District,  assisted  by  the  Rev- 
erends J.  A.  Russell,  J.  R.  Edwards  and  E.  B.  Fisher,  administered 
the  rite  of  Holy  Communion  while  complete  and  reverent  silence 
prevailed.  An  offering  for  the  children  of  Poland  was  placed  on 
the  chancel  by  the  communicants. 

The  choir  sang  "  Jesu,  Joy  of  Man's  Desiring"  and  Mrs.  Hood, 
after  making  necessary  announcements,  introduced  Dr.  Glora  Wy- 
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sner,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Missions  Conference  of 
North  America  which  coordinates  the  work  of  one  hundred  twen- 
ty-three boards  and  agencies  in  the  United  States  and  Canada.  Dr. 
Wysner  is  an  ordained  minister  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  has 
done  extensive  work  with  the  Moslems. 

Dr.  Wysner  asked  her  hearers  to  turn  from  a  service  of  re- 
membrance to  remembering  the  peoples  of  the  world  whose  great- 
est needs  are  neither  physical  nor  economic,  but  spiritual  in  a  world 
where  there  is  spiritual  chaos  and  where  it  is  the  Christians'  re- 
sponsibility to  decide  whether  such  chaos  shall  continue  or  Christ 
shall  reign.  She  said  the  problems,  confusion  and  disillusionment 
of  the  Near  East  can  be  dispelled  by  taking  Jesus  there.  The  same 
is  true  of  India,  China,  Japan,  and  Latin  America.  The  church  is 
called  to  live  and  give  light  in  a  world  shaken  to  its  foundations. 
She  warned  against  being  so  concerned  over  what  one  believes  that 
in  whom  one  believes  is  given  a  minor  place.  She  closed  with  an 
impressive  word  picture  of  Bethlehem  on  Christmas  Eve  where 
she  saw  anew  that  the  good  tidings  of  great  joy  was  brought  to 
all  peoples  and  until  all  peoples  have  the  good  tidings,  the  King- 
dom can  not  come. 

The  Conference  sang  "Jesus  Shall  Reign' '  and  Dr.  John  C. 
Glenn  pronounced  the  benediction. 

March  20,  9  A.M. 

After  an  organ  prelude  ,the  morning  session  was  opened  with 
the  hymn,  "The  Morning  Light  Is  Breaking,"  and  Mrs.  Hood 
introduced  Miss  Lucy  Steele,  Professor  of  Bible  at  Peace  Junior 
College. 

Miss  Steele  called  attention  to  three  groups  of  words.  Be  ye, 
Seek  ye,  and  Do  ye,  which  she  had  selected  as  the  themes  of  her 
meditations,  based  on  Matthew  5,  6,  and  7.  She  said  the  Sermon  on 
the  Mount  was  not  given  to  the  multitudes,  but  to  the  disciples  to 
whom  Christ  taught  the  characteristics  of  his  followers.  She  showed 
that  happiness  involves  goodness,  for  in  the  beginning  God  said  to 
His  leaders,  "Be  Good."  Later  to  the  Israelites,  surrounded  by 
pagans,  He  said,  "Be  better  than"  they.  To  his  disciples  and  to 
us  Christ  said,  "Be  ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as  your  Father  in 
Heaven  is  perfect,"  thereby  directing  us  to  a  new  quality  of  life. 

Mrs.  H.  L.  McPherson  sang  "  Prayer " — Guion. 

Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland  reported  that  the  minutes  of  the  first  ses- 
sion had  been  read  and  approved. 

Greetings  were  read  from  Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass,  Conference  vice- 
president,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  president  of  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference,  and  Miss  Mary  Nichols.  The  Conference 
voted  to  send  messages  to  Mrs.  Glass,  Mrs.  Walter  Patten,  and  Mrs. 
J,  S.  Blair, 
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The  secretary  read  the  registration  report  which  showed  205 
voting  members  and  six  official  guests  registered  at  that  hour. 

Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  and  Mrs.  Fred  Johnson  brought  reports  from 
the  Assembly.  Mrs.  Gates,  who  had  represented  the  Wesleyan  Ser- 
vice Guild,  brought  back  the  injunction  to  "Glamorize  the  Guild." 
Mrs.  Johnson  told  of  the  3071  members  who  gathered  in  Columbus, 
Ohio,  from  all  the  Methodist  Conferences  and  all  races  to  function 
with  the  theme  "He  Is  Our  Peace."  She  spoke  of  the  many  mis- 
sionaries present  and  the  urgent  call  for  lives  devoted  to  full  time 
service,  the  music,  and  the  inspiration  of  the  messages  brought  by 
many  forceful  speakers. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  read 
her  report.  She  did  not  read  the  recommendations  of  her  depart- 
ment, but  made  suggestion  regarding  them,  particularly  in  the 
field  of  labor,  alcoholic  beverages,  and  race  relations. 

Mrs.  H.  0.  Lineberger  was  called  to  the  chair.  She  presented 
Mrs.  Hood  who  gave  her  Annual  Message,  an  impressive  assem- 
bling of  the  year's  achievements  and  a  challenge  to  higher  goals 
and  greater  accomplishments  in  all  the  fields  where  the  harvest 
awaits  the  reapers.  She  urged  that  all  points  of  weakness  shall  be 
found  and  strengthened. 

An  hour  with  the  deaconesses  followed  Mrs.  Hood's  excellent 
accounting  of  her  steAvardship.  Miss  Chandler,  Mrs.  Roebuck  and 
Miss  Steger  gave  vivid  word  pictures  of  the  fields  they  are  cul- 
tivating. 

Mrs.  McKinne  announced  that  the  sacrificial  offering  of  the 
previous  evening  amounted  to  $1471.00. 

Mrs.  Hood  recognized  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates.  At  her  request,  Miss 
Elizabeth  Lamb  joined  her  at  the  chancel.  Mrs.  Gates  paid  sincere 
and  deserved  tribute  to  Miss  Lamb  as  she  presented  her,  with  the 
love  and  gratitude  of  the  Conference,  a  Life  Patron  Membership. 
Others  honored  by  the  Conference  in  this  manner  were  Miss  Ida 
Hankins  whose  thirty  years  of  service  in  Korea  were  referred  to 
by  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne  as  she  made  the  presentation;  Mrs.  S.  S. 
Holt,  Recording  secretary  of  the  Conference,  who  received  her 
award  from  Mrs.  W.  C.  Cbadwick;  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  Conference 
secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  to  whom  Mrs.  B.  B. 
Slaughter  made  the  presentation.  The  districts  also  had  a  share  in 
this  love  feast.  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison  presented  a  Life  Patron  Mem- 
bership to  Mrs.  E.  R.  Clark  from  the  Wilmington  District;  Mrs. 
G.  Y.  Jones,  representing  the  Fayetteville  District,  presented  the 
award  to  Mrs.  H.  L.  McLeod,  secretary  of  Promotion  in  that  dis- 
trict ;  and  Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts,  secretary  of  Youth  Work  in  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  accepted  her  award  from  Mrs.  Fred  L. 
Johnson  who  spoke  for  the  Rocky  Mount  District- 
Mrs.  Hood  introduced  Miss  Betty  Brittingham,  Editor  of  the 
Methodist  Woman.  Miss  Brittingham  spoke  on  Methodism's  Geo- 
graphical Frontiers,  giving  emphasis  to  Alaska,   with  its  Indian

and  Esquimaux  population,  its  problems  of  absentee  ownership, 
the  prevalence  of  tuberculosis,  its  being  under-populated  with  ac- 
companying economic  difficulties,  its  lack  of  transportation,  its 
distance  from  Washington.  She  spoke  of  Alaska's  strategic  im- 
portance and  of  Methodism's  increasing  spiritual  influence  through 
its  ten  churches,  its  hospitals,  and  its  one  orphanage,  the  Jesse  Lee 
Home. 

Mrs.  Hood  recognized  Mrs.  Mary  Allred  who  brought  greetings 
from  and  spoke  briefly  of  the  Methodist  Orphanage. 

Miss  Steele  brought  the  noon  meditation.  Reverting  to  the 
theme  of  the  morning,  she  stated  that  not  only  is  the  Kingdom 
made  up  of  children,  but  of  those  who  having  been  converted,  be 
come  as  little  children.  The  temptation  in  the  new  wTay  of  Life  is 
hypocrisy — in  prayer,  in  almsgiving,  in  fasting.  To  avoid  this 
temptation,  "Seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God."  The  kingdom 
is  the  spiritual  area  of  life ;  Seeking  first  its  righteousness  will 
give  direction  to  our  lives  in  the  presence  of  distractions  and  the 
discipline  of  decision  in  the  presence  of  difficulties. 

Rev.  Edgar  Fisher  pronounced  the  benediction. 

Afternoon  Session 

The  afternoon  session  was  opened  with  the  hymn,  "Love  Divine, 
All  Love  ExcelHng. "  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick  read  Rev.  3  :8  and  offer- 
ed prayer. 

Dr.  Glora  Wysner  again  addressed  the  Conference,  giving 
glimpses  of  her  recent  trip  through  the  near  East.  She  found 
hunger,  a  rise  of  nationalism  in  each  country  visited,  economic 
conditions  strained,  a  break  down  in  morals,  a  thirst  for  education 
and  not  nearly  enough  schools,  Christianity  not  allowed  to  be  taught 
in  the  schools,  though  the  Moslem  recognizes  that  Christianity 
builds  character.  She  found  the  Near  East  in  the  grip  of  fear.  Dr. 
Wysner  feels  that  the  Jew  and  the  Moslem  need  Christ  and  that 
all  the  people  of  the  Near  East  need  understanding.  The  program 
of  the  Christan  Church  must  reach  them. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin  gave  details  of  the  School  of  Missions,  spon- 
sored by  both  the  North  Carolina  and  the  Western  North  Carolina 
Conference,  to  be  held  at  Pfeiffer  College  in  June. 

Mrs.  Ben  F.  Boone,  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service,  introduced  the  district  secretaries  of  Missionary  Educa- 
tion and  gave  the  report  of  her  department.  She  awarded  the 
Lilly  Moore  Everette  Study  Jewell  to  the  Wilmington  District  for 
the  sixth  consecutive  year. 

Those  who  were  attending  Conference  for  the  first  time  were 
asked  to  stand  and  the  number  was  surprisingly  large. 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin,  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  gave 
her  report  and  read  her  recommendations.  She  introduced  Mrs. 
W.  N.  Davis,  Guild  secretary  of  the  New  Bern  District,  who  said 
that  the  Guild  is  a  haven  and  a  sanctuary  for  employed  women  and 
has  filled  a  great  need  in  their  lives. 
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Mrs.  Hood  read  a  message  from  Mrs.  Walter  Patten. 

Mrs.  L.  A.  Watts,  chairman  of  the  Research  Committee,  pre- 
sented names  of  three  nominees  and  two  alternates  for  election  to 
the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  The  Nominees :  Mrs. 
E.  L.  Hillman,  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cntchin.  Alter- 
nates :  Mrs.  H.  0.  Lineberger,  Mrs.  Ben  F.  Boone 

For  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel,  Mrs.  Watts  presented 
the  name  of  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick. 

Voting  followed. 

Miss  Mary  Gardner  gave  her  report  as  secretary  of  Literature 
and  Publications  and  as  Editor  of  the  Conference  Page  in  the 
North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate. 

Mrs.  Hood  commented  on  the  excellence  of  Miss  Gardner's 
work;  also  on  the  splendid  work  done  by  Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass  this 
year,  particularly  in  the  field  of  Life  memberships. 

Mrs.  McKinne  gave  her  report  as  treasurer,  the  best  the  Con- 
ference has  had.  She  also  referred  to  Life  Memberships  which 
Mrs.  Glass  has  promoted  so  efficiently.  The  Pledge  Service  fol- 
lowed Mrs.  McKinne 's  report.  The  district  secretaries  of  Pro- 
motion and  the  Conference  Guild  Secretary  came  to  the  chancel 
where  each  told  the  amount  of  the  1946  pledge,  the  amount  over- 
paid, and  the  amount  of  the  1947  pledge.  Quoting  an  appropriate 
verse,  each  placed  her  written  pledge  in  the  Korean  Urn  which 
Mrs.  McKinne  held.  Mrs.  Gates  offered  a  prayer  of  consecration. 

Mrs.  L.  L.  Motte,  chairman  of  Balloting  Committee,  reported 
the  election  of  nominees  and  alternates  to  the  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension  as  Mrs.  Watts  had  presented  them.  Mrs. 
W.  C.  Chadwick  was  elected  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel. 

After  announcements,  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev. 
Kermit  Wheeler,  pastor  of  Wesle}7  Memorial  Church. 

Evening  Session 

Mr.  Roberts,  representative  of  the  Methodist  Publishing  House, 
Richmond,  in  charge  of  visual  aids,  showed  the  film,  Seeds  of  Des- 
tiny. The  picture  was  produced  by  the  War  Department  and  re- 
ceived an  award  from  the  Motion  Picture  Academy  as  the  best 
documentary  film  of  the  year.  It  vividly  portrays  the  aftermath 
of  World  War  II,  dealing  especially  with  the  Children  of  Europe 
and  showing  how  the  seeds  of  the  future  are  being  planted  in  these 
children. 

The  picture  was  sent  to  the  Conference  through  the  courtesy 
of  Rev.  Ernest  J.  Arnold,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches. 

The  evening  service  was  opened  with  the  hymn,  ' '  God  of  Grace, 
God  of  Glory,"  followed  by  Scripture  reading  and  prayer  by 
Rev.  J.  A.  Russell.  Mr.  Russell  read  the  twelfth  chapter  of  Romans. 
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The  choir  sang  an  anthem,  "All  Hail  the  Power  of  Jesus' 
Name. ' ' 

Mrs.  Hood  again  introduced  Miss  Brittingham  who  continued 
her  series  of  talks  on  Home  missions.  She  said  that  the  emphasis  of 
Home  Missions  has  changed  with  the  years,  but  each  period  has 
looked  out  and  forward.  She  discussed  the  major  problems  of  the 
work,  the  effects  of  changing  conditions,  and  the  new  tasks  the 
post  war  period  holds.  Her  appeal  and  her  challenge  was  that  the 
privilege  and  the  task  of  Methodist  women  today  is  to  become 
Barrier  Breakers. 

Mrs.  Hood  thanked  Miss  Brittingham  for  her  message. 

The  Conference  sang  "From  All  the  Dark  Places"  and  Rev. 
J.  R.  Edwards,  pastor  of  the  Fifth  Avenue  Church,  pronounced 
the  benediction. 

March  21,  9:00  A.M. 

Following  the  singing  of  "Ten  Thousand  Times  Ten  Thous- 
and," Mrs.  Floyd  Johnson  conducted  a  very  beautiful  and  com- 
forting memorial  service  for  the  one  hundred  five  members  who 
have  passed  away  this  year.  Mrs.  James  Murdock  sang  ' '  God  Shall 
Wipe  Away  All  Tears." 

The  order  of  business  was  resumed  and  Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland 
reported  that  the  minutes  had  been  corrected  and  approved 
through  the  Thursday  evening  session. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  announced  that  the  young  colored  woman  who 
is  assisting  the  local  society  committee  in  the  church  during  Con- 
ference is  one  who  attended  the  School  for  Christian  Workers  at 
Winston-Salem  last  year.  She  is  serving  as  maid  without  pay  in 
order  to  show  her  appreciation  of  the  society's  sending  her.  The 
Conference  voted  that  Mrs.  Cutchin  shall  convey  to  this  woman 
its  appreciation  of  her  attitude. 

Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  gave  her  re- 
port. 

Mrs.  S.  A.  Maxwell,  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  reported 
the  work  of  her  department. 

Mrs.  McKinne,  referring  to  developing  work  on  the  Columbia 
Charge,  which  discussed  in  the  Executive  Committee  meeting,  an- 
nounced that  Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore  wished  to  pay  the  $150.00  scholar- 
ship fund  for  Miss  Ethelyn  Ballance  who  has  been  appointed  to 
this  area  to  attend  the  summer  term  at  Scarritt.  Mrs.  Moore  made 
the  gift  as  a  memorial  to  her  father,  Mr.  William  Erastus  Tucker. 

The  recording  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  Mrs.  Moore, 
expressing  the  thanks  of  the  Conference  for  this  beautiful  thought 
she  had  translated  into  action. 

Mrs.  McKinne  also  stated  that  the  collection  taken  at  the  Wed- 
nesday morning  session  had  been  a  generous  one  and  after  neces- 
sary expenses  had  been  paid  from  it,  the  Conference  presented 
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Life  Memberships  as  follows :  A  Baby  Life  Membership  to  Martha 
Willis  Collier,  accepted  by  her  mother,  Mrs.  J.  Frank  Collier.  A 
Youth  Membership  to  Dorothy  Jean  Yarborough.  Adult  Mem- 
berships to  Mrs.  W.  E.  Hand,  President  of  the  hostess  society  and 
Mrs.  A.  S.  Trundle,  Jr.,  the  very  efficient  chairman  of  the  Regis- 
tration Committee. 

Mrs.  Collier  presented  Mrs.  E.  L.  Watkins,  Hospitality  Chair- 
man. 

Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  secretary  of  Supplies,  made  her  report  and 
emphasized  Recommendation    No.  7. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  A.  Wray  White,  secretary  of  Status  of 
Women,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick  read  the  report  of  this  department. 

The  Conference  sang  "Blest  Be  the  Tie." 

Dr.  Glora  Wysner  was  again  introduced.  After  making  some 
gracious  personal  remarks,  among  which  was  the  fact  that  her 
grandparents  were  natives  of  North  Carolina,  she  related  a  num- 
ber of  her  experiences  among  the  Moslems.  The  first  was  a  story  of 
a  family  who  did  not  fear  evil  because  of  the  security  gained  from 
their  prayer  life.  The  second  concerned  an  educated  young  Mos- 
lem woman  who,  when  she  felt  the  need  of  prayer,  was  repelled  by 
the  mechanical  process  of  prayer  at  stated  intervals  and  prayed  in 
her  heart.  Another  incident  showed  how  she  appealed  to  the  chil- 
dren through  games  and  the  final  story  related  to  difficulties 
with  the  water  supply  from  which  she  drew  a  strong  lesson  that 
we  as  channels  of  the  water  of  life  may  become  choked  with  roots 
of  evil  and  fail  to  supply  the  needs  of  those  dependent  on  us. 

The  Conference  rose  in  appreciation  of  Dr.  Wysner  and  the 
contribution  she  had  made  to  the  sessions. 

Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts,  retiring  secretary  of  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel, gave  her  report.  She  prefaced  her  remarks  by  bringing 
greetings  from  the  South  Georgia  Conference  and  from  Miss  Bes- 
sie Oliver  who  is  returning  to  Korea  soon. 

Mrs.  Leigh  Sheep,  chairman  of  Scarritt  Associates,  made  her 
report.  Dr.  Wysner  added  that  Scarritt  is  beginning  interdenom- 
inational training. 

Miss  Gardner  gave  her  report  as  chairman  of  the  Historical 
Committee  and  her  recommendations. 

Mrs.  Hood  presented  Orphanage  interests.  The  coupon  cam- 
paigns will  be  continued  and  the  money  will  be  used  to  install  a 
false  ceiling  in  the  dining  room  to  reduce  the  noise. 

The  St.  Paul  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  Goldsboro  brought 
a  very  cordial  invitation  to  the  Conference  to  hold  the  1948  ses- 
sion there.  The  invitation  was  given  by  Mrs.  W.  L.  Ward.  Mrs. 
McKinne  whose  home  is  in  Goldsboro  added  a  personal  word  to 
the  invitation  and  Mrs.  R.  L.  Cox  spoke  for  the  New  Bern  Dis- 
trict. The  invitation  was  accepted  with  thanks  by  the  vote  of  the 
Conference  and  by  Mrs.  Hood's  verbal  expression  of  gratitude. 
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Mrs.  Carl  Herrington  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Res- 
olutions. 

Before  Miss  Brittingham  began  her  closing  address,  she  paid 
tribute  to  Miss  Gardner  as  being  a  wonderful  secretary  of  Litera- 
ture and  Publication  and  asked  her  to  write  an  article  on  histori- 
cal projects  for  the  Methodist  Woman. 

Miss  Brittingham  talked  informally  on  methods  of  intensifying 
interest  in  Missions  in  the  local  society.  She  began  by  repeating 
that  if  we  treat  people  of  other  races  well,  our  message  will  be 
welcomed  in  other  lands.  The  first  method  she  mentioned  was 
visitation  and  she  urged  Conference  members  to  visit  the  schools 
and  other  institutions  of  the  Home  Missions  Department.  She  gave 
emphasis  to  the  Mission  Study  Courses  and  the  general  program 
material,  listing  the  Methodist  Woman,  World  Outlook,  the  Annual 
Report,  Leaflets,  the  Prayer  Calendar,  and  to  financial  support  and 
the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial. 

Mrs.  Gates  moved  that  a  message  of  love  be  sent  to  Miss  Mable 
K    Howell,  who  is  ill.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  moved  that  a  message  of  love  and  confidence  be 
sent  to  Miss  Euline  Smith  who  is  sailing  for  Korea.  Carried. 

After  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "0  God,  Our  Help  in  Ages 
Past,"  Miss  Steele,  lifting  the  Conference  to  a  high  plane  in  the 
closing  hour,  brought  the  third  division  of  her  theme,  "Do  ye." 
She  said  the  keys  of  the  Kingdom  are  do  and  teach  and  as  gold 
is  a  standard  of  every  day  life,  the  Golden  Rule  should  be  the 
standard  of  those  who  seek  the  kingdom.  She  closed  by  urging  her 
hearers  to 

"fill  the  cup  to  the  brim 

And  leave  the  miracle  to  Him." 

The  Conference  sang  the  Doxology  and  Dr.  Wysner  pronounced 
the  benediction,  after  which  Mrs.  Hood  declared  the  Seventh  An- 
nua] Session  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  adjourned.

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REPORTS  OF  OFFICERS 


THE  PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

The  year  1946  has  passed  into  history.  It  was  the  period  following 
the  World  War  II,  and  we  found  ourselves  adjusting  the  program  of 
The  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  to  peace  time  Schedules. 
Regular  District  and  Zone  meetings  were  held,  Seminars  conducted,  and 
each  officer  felt  free  to  develop  her  work  to  the  best  of  her  ability.  As 
we  start  a  new  year,  we  look  back  to  judge  the  strong  and  weak  points, 
with  the  hope  that  we  may  plan  more  wisely,  and  build  more  perma- 
nently into  the  structure  of  our  Father's  Kingdom  here  on  earth. 

Figures  never  tell  the  whole  story,  but  they  do  indicate  trends.  Last 
year  reached  the  highest  point  since  Unification  in  our  financial  giving. 
A  total  of  $97,215.89  was  sent  to  the  Conference  treasurer,  and  of  that 
amount  $9,344.85  was  sent  by  the  Guild.  A  total  of  $9,945.45  was  given 
for  the  Week  of  Prayer  by  both  the  Woman's  Society  and  the  Guild, 
and  $11,920  was  given  for  Special  Memberships.  For  all  purposes,  in- 
cluding the  C.  S.  R.  &  L.  C.  A.,  a  grand  total  of  $178,336.01  was  raised. 
402  Societies  and  the  63  Guilds  held  the  Week  of  Prayer,  and  a  total 
of  620  Special  Memberships  were  given.  Our  pledge  of  $57,500  for  both 
the  Woman's  Society  and  the  Guild  was  over  paid,  and  an  increase  of 
$12,718.44  over  the  previous  year  was  sent  to  the  Division  treasurer.  A 
detailed  report  by  the  treasurer  shows  a  healthy  increase  in  the  giving 
of  all  departments,  and  we  trust  that  these  figures  show  a  broader 
understanding  of  world  needs,  and  a  deeper  desire  to  serve  with  our 
gifts. 

Last  fall  9  Seminars  were  held  throughout  the  Conference  by  the 
Study  and  Action  Committee,  with  an  estimated  attendance  of  1,000. 
Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  these  women  who  give  so  unselfishly 
and  so  untiringly  of  their  time  to  promote  the  Conference  program 
through  these  meetings.  Our  work  must  be  constantly  educational,  and 
the  Seminars,  7  District  and  64  Zone  meetings,  aside  from  special  officer 
training  days  and  personal  appearances  at  local  Societies  by  District 
and  Conference  officers,  have  done  much  to  strengthen  the  work  along 
all  lines.  The  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  reports  this  has  been 
her  best  year,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  our  Conference  stood  necond 
in  the  Jurisdiction  in  number  of  approved  study  classes.  During  the 
year  1044  approved  study  classes  were  held,  and  of  that  number  155  were 
of  special  Jurisdiction  recognition.  Our  women  must  become  more  con- 
scious of  world  needs  if  they  are  to  become  World-Christians,  and  the 
study  classes,  whether  they  be  informal,  or  of  special  recognition,  will 
do  much  to  lift  our  thinking  and  living  to  the  level  of  Christ.  This  year 
we  are  hopeful  that  every  Society,  whether  large  or  small,  will  endeavor 
to  have  classes  in  some,  if  not  every  one,  of  the  required  study  courses. 
Our  weakness  is  that  too  few  get  the  vision  that  good  study  courses 
offer. 

No  department  can  be  said  to  be  MORE  or  LESS  important  than 
another;  but  certainly  no  department  has  a  broader  scope  of  interests 
than  the  C.  S.  R.  &  L.  C.  A.  The  leaders  are  constantly  trying  to  lift 
the  level  of  our  thinking  and  living  in  all  of  their  relationships  to  that 
of  being  Christian.  They  are  trying  to  help  make  the  home  more  Chris- 
tian,   strengthen    the    ties   of    marriage,    suppress    the    evil   of    alcoholic 
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beverage,  encourage  better  race  relationships,  teach  World-Peace,  and 
encourage  right  relationships  between  employer  and  employee.  Perhaps 
its  greatest  weakness  is  that  its  full  scope  is  not  understood,  and  Rome- 
times  a  local  Society  becomes  discouaged  because  it  cannot  cover  the 
whole  program,  and  fails  to  act  upon  important  local  problems  of  com- 
munity interest.  An  aid  to  better  understanding  would  be  for  more  Sn- 
formal  study  by  the  committee,  and  then  for  them  to  interpret  to  the 
local  Society  so  they  could  take  action. 

The  Spiritual  Life  Department  undergirds  the  whole  structure  of  the 
Woman's  Society,  and  its  guiding  influence  gives  the  glow  to  all  phases 
of  our  work.  Without  its  inspiration,  the  frame  work  of  the  organization 
could  became  "as  sounding  brass  and  a  tinkling  cymbal."  We  usually 
think  of  the  work  of  this  department  as  Retreats,  the  quiet  hour,  group 
meetings  at  certain  periods,  devotionals  at  Circle  or  regular  meetings,  and 
regular  Bible  study  courses.  All  of  these  are  important,  and  come  in  the 
regular  schedule  of  the  department,  but  we  do  not  want  to  forget  that 
one  of  the  basic  causes  of  our  organization  is  the  development  of  Chris- 
tian character  and  thinking,  and  each  member  is  called  on  to  con- 
tribute of  her  prayers  as  well  as  her  service  and  money.  One  cannot 
count  the  progress  of  this  department  in  mere  figures,  but  more  as  to 
how  it  tempers   our  thinking  and  living  as   Christians. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  has  shown  a  healthy  growth  with  11 
new  units  and  306  new  members,  but  it  has  not  had  the  increase  that  Jt 
should.  It  is  estimated  that  one  woman  in  three  is  gainfully  employed, 
and  with  that  ratio,  there  should  be  more  Methodist  women  active  in 
our  Guilds,  and  a  larger  number  of  units  organized.  The  Guild  members 
have  the  largest  per  capita  giving,  and  this  year,  through  the  com- 
bined efforts  of  the  Guild  and  the  Woman's  Society,  we  hope  to  see  more 
Business  and  Professonal  women  brought  into  active  membership  of 
this  department.  Last  year,  for  all  purposes,  the  Guild  raised  $11,945.05, 
and  of  that  amount  $8,815.05  went  for  missions. 

Probably  at  no  time  have  we  been  so  conscious  of  the  need  of  our 
young  people  as  today.  We  are  conscious  of  their  problems,  their  great 
need  for  guidance,  and  of  the  Church's  dependence  on  them  for  leader- 
ship. The  Youth  and  Student  departments  have  worked  hard  to  help 
meet  these  needs,  and  to  assist  in  their  training.  But  tho'  we  see  Borne 
progress,  probably  these  departments  are  less  understood  than  some 
others.  Out  of  the  Interest  Group  of  Girls  must  come  some  or  our  best 
leaders  of  tomorrow  and  we  want  to  keep  the  student  in  touch  with  his 
Church  and  Christian  inflluences.  A  responsibility  rests  on  the  local 
Church  and  Society  as  well  as  the  District  and  Conference  leaders. 

It  is  most  timely  that  the  theme  for  our  monthly  programs  for  the 
year  is  "Of  such  is  the  Kingdom,"  and  deals  with  problems  of  children 
around  the  world.  While  our  Children's  Department  is  doing  some  good 
work,  we  believe  it  would  be  strengthened  by  a  closer  correlation  be- 
tween it  and  the  Church  School.  Some  of  the  Societies  do  not  have  Sec- 
retaries of  Children's  Work,  and  others  do  not  report  as  they  should.  We 
are  striving  for  better  informed  officers,  and  better  trained  leaders  of  our 
children.  We  are  trying  to  teach  our  children  to  share  through  the 
Supply  department,  but  we  are  told  that  this  is  often  not  correctly  report- 
ed, or  the  funds  properly  channeled.  This  year  the  Children's  Depart- 
ment is  going  to  make  a  strenuous  effort  to  strengthen  the  weak  places, 
but  it  will  have  to  have  the  cooperation  of  the  local  units. 

The  Supply  Department  has  had  one  of  its  best  years.  Each  District 
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was  given  a  chart  for  both  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  for  each  quarter, 
and  the  response  was  most  gratifying.  The  most  progressive  feature  of 
a  local  nature  has  been  the  purchase  of  a  movie  projector  for  use  in 
rural  areas  for  visual  education.  This  is  purely  an  experiment,  but  it 
came  as  an  urgent  request  to  meet  a  great  need.  We  are  waiting  anxious- 
ly to  see  how  well  this  may  be  used,  for  the  machine  will  be  used  upon 
request  in  various  parts  of  the  Conference. 

No  constituency  will  improve  unless  it  is  informed,  and  through  the 
Literature  and  Publications  Department,  an  earnest  effort  is  being 
constantly  made  to  keep  not  only  the  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Out- 
look before  the  women,  but  to  keep  the  latest  leaflets  and  handbooks 
before  them.  We  are  far  from  the  goal  of  getting  every  officer  to  sub- 
scribe to  these  magazines,  but  no  leader  can  afford  to  be  without  them. 
I  cannot  pay  too  high  a  tribute  to  our  editor  of  The  Advocate  Page. 
She  is  tireless  in  her  efforts  to  give  the  latest  Conference  news  in  each 
edition,  and  her  efficiency  and  loyalty  to  this  work  is  appreciated  by  the 
entire  membership.  In  addition  to  the  Advocate  Page,  she  is  always  alert 
to  keep  the  local  papers  informed  of  our  meetings  and  various  activities, 
and  this  publicity  is  of  great  service  to  our  work. 

This  year,  we  are  hoping  that  the  Department  of  Status  of  Women 
will  be  of  increasing  service  in  helping  the  Church  avail  itself  of  the 
varied  abilities  of  its  women  members.  More  women  should  be  on  the 
official  boards  because  of  their  trained  leadership,  but  oftentimes  the 
Church  is  not  conscious  of  their  abilities.  It  should  not  be  so  increasingly 
hard  to  find  leaders  in  the  Church  School,  the  local  Society  and  Guild; 
but  while  this  department  may  help  to  locate  women  of  special  abilities, 
the  responsibility  rests  with  them  to  accept  the  challenge  of  these 
positions. 

The  Personnel  Department  is  ever  alert  to  help  find  young  people  of 
ability  who  are  willing  to  consecrate  their  lives  to  Christian  service, 
and  to  help  interpret  to  them  the  various  fields  of  service  open  today. 
Never  before  in  the  history  of  the  world  has  the  need  for  Christian 
leadership  been  so  great,  and  the  recruits  for  service  are  not  being  found 
to  adequately  meet  this  need.  We  cannot  wait  for  the  young  women  to 
come  and  tell  us  they  want  to  enter  full  time  Christian  service.  We  must 
search  among  the  youth  and  student  groups  for  competent,  well  ad- 
justed young  women.  In  order  to  help  in  this  situation,  this  year  each 
District  is  asked  to  look  for  some  girl  of  ability  and  character,  who 
might  be  interested  in  giving  her  life  to  Christian  service,  then  sponsor 
her  as  their  special.  There  are  many  ways  in  which  they  could  encourage 
her.  She  might  have  financial  difficulties,  or  need  advice  as  to  the  right 
schools  or  courses  of  study.  It  would  help  her  to  know  that  she  had 
interested  friends  who  were  backing  her  with  their  prayers,  and  to 
whom  she  might  go  for  help  and  advice.  However,  this  is  a  matter  not 
for  the  Districts  alone,  but  is  a  matter  of  prayerful  consideration  for 
every  member  of  the  Conference. 

Probably  the  most  effective  local  work  done  in  the  Conference  is 
through  our  deaconess,  Miss  Chandler  at  E.  C.  T.  C,  our  employed  rural 
worker  on  the  Farmville-Walstonburg  charges,  and  the  Industrial  work- 
er at  East  Laurinburg.  In  their  reports  you  will  note  the  various  con- 
tacts made,  and  the  variety  of  their  activities.  Numbers  cannot  tell  the 
whole  story  of  their  work:  Lives  have  been  touched,  and  the  work  of 
the  Kingdom  has  been  quickened.  There  are  more  than  300  Methodist 
students  at  E.  C.  T.  C,  and  our  Student   Center  is  one   of  the   popular 
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places  of  the  campus.  The  social,  recreational  and  Spiritual  lives  of 
these  boys  and  girls  are  touched,  and  leadership  is  developed.  Our 
greatest  problem  there  is  lack  of  space.  With  enlarged  quarters,  the 
work  could  go  forward  with  a  much  quicker  pace. 

Our  Rural  Worker,  Mrs.  Stella  Roebuck,  is  known  as  "the  Jesus  lady" 
to  some  of  the  little  farm-tenant  children,  for  it  was  she  who  first  read 
them  Bible  stories  and  showed  them  pictures  of  the  Christ.  Her  work 
is  divided  between  the  Farmville  and  Walstonburg  Charges,  particularly 
as  it  is  related  to  the  rural  churches  and  communities.  Figures  cannot 
tell  her  whole  story,  for  she  visits  the  sick,  the  unchurched,  works  with 
the  youth  and  the  Woman's  Societies,  and  does  whatever  else  she  can 
to  serve  and  bring  joy  to  those  to  whom  she  ministers. 

Miss  Steger  is  doing  a  good  work  in  the  Industrial  Center  of  East 
Laurinburg.  Both  through  personal  visitation  and  the  local  Church,  she 
is  reaching  both  the  youth  and  the  older  people.  Those  of  the  Mill 
Village  and  the  Mill  owners  speak  highly  of  the  service  she  is  rendering. 
We  are  of  the  opinion  that  fertile  fields  lie  all  about  us,  both  in  the 
industrial  and  rural  communities,  but  especially  in  the  latter.  Many 
of  us  are  not  aware  of  the  needs  in  the  country  areas,  and  we  believe  if 
a  study  was  made,  and  the  workers  were  available,  we  would  get  rich 
returns  by  locating  them  in  strategic  places  in  the  Conference. 

Last  year  some  progressive  steps  were  taken  that  we  believe  will 
have  lasting  effect  on  our  work.  We  have  mentioned  the  movie  pro- 
jector for  visual  education  as  one  of  these,  but  probably  the  most  im- 
portant was  the  planning  for  the  District  Set-up,  which  went  into  effect 
the  first  of  this  year.  At  the  time  of  Union,  we  decided  not  to  go  into 
this  phase  of  organization,  but  to  wait  until  we  saw  the  need  of  it.  We  be- 
came conscious  that  we  were  not  training  the  leaders  as  we  should;  that 
there  was  too  great  a  gap  between  the  local  and  Conference  Societies; 
that  the  responsibilities  of  the  Conference  officers  should  be  shared  by 
corresponding  District  officers.  We  took  plenty  of  time  to  confer  with 
the  Districts,  select  and  train  the  officers,  and  we  confidently  believe 
that  this  will  give  better  leadership,  more  unity,  and  better  understand- 
ing of  our  work. 

A  School  of  Mission  between  the  two  North  Carolina  Conferences  was 
proposed,  and  a  report  of  those  plans  will  be  made  to  this  Conference. 
We  are  hopeful  that  this  will  stimulate  every  department  of  our  work, 
not  only  in  the  courses  offered,  but  in  the  workshops  and  the  contacts 
made.  We  cannot  evaluate  this  venture  yet,  but  we  believe  it  is  a 
step  forward  in  our  work. 

You  will  find  the  reports  of  the  District  and  Conference  Secretaries 
of  Promotion  simplified,  but  we  believe  they  are  more  interesting  and 
effective.  More  stress  is  being  put  on  officer  training  days  in  each  Dis- 
trict, and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  instruct  the  leaders  so  that 
they  may  be  efficient  and  effective.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  each 
Conference  officer  was  asked  to  find  her  place  in  the  Jurisdiction  re- 
port, and  try  to  evaluate  her  department  so  that  she  might  know  just 
it  was  there, — what  were  its  weaknesses  and  strength.  At  the  beginning 
of  this  year,  they  were  asked  again  to  try  to  find  their  greatest  weakness 
so  that  they  might  build  on  a  stronger  foundation.  There  are  many 
weak  Societies,  and  this  year  one  of  our  goals  is  that  the  District  and 
Conference  officers  will  -visit  as  many  of  the  Societies  as  possible.  We 
want  to  encourage  the  Societies  and  Guilds,  and  help  in  any  way 
possible  to  strengthen  them. 
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During  the  year  of  Evangelism  and  this  year  of  Stewardship,  many 
new  members  have  been  brought  into  the  Church.  It  is  our  desire  that 
each  woman  in  the  Methodist  Church,  who  is  not  a  member  of  the 
Woman's  Society  or  the  Guild,  be  contacted  and  cultivated  so  that  she 
will  want  to  become  a  member.  The  first  quarter  of  this  year  is  specified 
for  increasing  our  membership,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  we  may 
reach  the  women  who  are  not  members,  and  minister  to  them  through 
the    organization. 

Last  year  there  were  only  12  new  Societies  and  11  new  Guilds  or- 
ganized. There  are  6  unorganized  charges  and  232  unorganized  Churches 
in  our  Conference.  This  is  a  great  challenge  to  our  Promotional  Sec- 
retaries, and  they  earnestly  desire  the  cooperation  of  the  local  pastors 
and  the  District  Superintendents  in  promoting  new  organizations.  This 
movements  is  not  confined  to  our  Conference,  but  to  the  entire  Division, 
and  I  trust  that  we  will  make  a  consistent  effort  to  organize  new  units 
and  increase  our  membership.  As  an  incentive  for  promoting  the  best 
work  in  the  newly  organized  Societies,  the  Conference  will  give  a 
Guide  Book,  report  books,  program  literature  for  the  first  year,  and 
subscriptions  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  The  World  Outlook  for 
one  year.  Added  to  that  may  be  free  literature  from  the  Secretary  of 
Literature  and  Publications  and  a  copy  of  the  Conference  Minutes. 

Again  and  again  comes  the  call  for  more  funds  to  meet  the  pressing 
needs,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  Living  costs  have  advanced  so  terrifi- 
cally, especially  in  war-torn  areas,  that  our  workers  cannot  live  on  a 
pre-war  basis.  Then  much  of  our  property  has  been  destroyed,  and  we 
cannot  minister  very  effectively  to  sin-sick  souls  who  are  at  the  same 
time  hungry,  sick  and  cold  unless  we  have  first  ministered  to  their 
physical  needs.  The  calls  for  increased  funds  were  beyond  our  contri- 
butions; so  each  of  us  has  been  asked  to  give  an  increase  over  our 
pledge  of  the  previous  year  of  a  minimum  of  a  penny-a-day,  but  more  '.f 
we  will.  This  will  greatly  enlarge  our  giving,  and  we  earnestly  urge 
each  member  to  make  this  increased  contribution  to  help  meet  the  great 
need. 

If  we  were  to  take  a  bird's  eye  view  of  the  Conference,  we  would 
say  that  the  frame  work  is  established,  and  we  are  ready  to  go  forward. 
In  this  year  of  Stewardship,  we  need  to  think  anew  of  the  gifts  that 
God  has  entrusted  to  us,  and  to  reconsecrate  the  using  of  our  time, 
talent,  influence,  money  and  prayers.  No  thinking  person  can  be  unaware 
of  the  economic,  moral  and  Spiritual  problems  about  us.  We,  as  Chris- 
tian women,  not  only  have  a  responsibility,  but  a  challenge  to  make 
the  Christ-way  known  and  felt  in  our  day.  This  organization,  a  part  of 
our  great  Church,  can  serve  as  a  channel  for  many  of  our  activities, 
and  as  a  training  ground  for  Christian  leadership.  In  meeting  some  of 
the  problems  of  the  day,  we  may  feel  ineffective  as  an  individual,  but 
who  can  measure  the  strength  and  influence  of  21,689  members  .of  the 
Woman's  Society  and  The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild?  Truly,  we  may 
feel  today  that  God  is  calling  us  to  arise  and  go  forward  in  His 
strength,  and  lo,  He  will  be  with  us  all  the  way.

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REPORT  OF  VICE  PRESIDENT 


Madam  President:  It  is  an  honor  and  distinct  privilege  to  have 
served  our  Conference  for  another  year.  During  this  term  of  office  the 
duties  have  grown  from  year  to  year. 

For  the  year  1946  three  special  assignments  were  given  the  Con- 
ference Vice  President,  namely,  the  Cultivation  of  Special  Memberships; 
the  Promotion  of  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women;  lending  as- 
sistance in  Promoting  plans  for  the  use  and  development  of  the  Monthly 
Program  Materials  as  related  to  the  local  Society.  Work  has  been  done 
on  all  of  these  Projects.  In  addition  to  this  phase  of  the  work  your  Vice 
President  has  had  the  happy  privilege  of  visiting  and  speaking  in  Dis- 
trict, Zone  and  Local  Society  meetings. 

During  the  past  year  contacts  have  been  made,  relative  to  the  work, 
through  local  Vice-Presidents.  The  plan  for  1947  is  to  share  with  the 
District  Vice  Presidents  this  responsibility.  Already  letters  have  been 
sent  to  the  local  Vice  President  by  the  District  Vice  Presidents. 

In  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Jurisdictional  Vice  President 
Mrs.  E.  U.  Robinson,  posters  were  sent  to  the  Convocation  at  Nashville. 
These  Posters  were  done  in  water  colors  by  an  artist  friend  and  pre- 
sented the  need  of  Rebuilding  Poland.  Pictures  were  also  displayed, 
these  pictures  were  from  the  Polish  Embassy. 

We  want  to  share  with 
you  the  thrilling  news  of  the  great  advance  in  gifts  through  Special 
Memberships.  Last  year  there  was  reported  as  raised  through  this 
channel  $8,065.00.  Today  we  are  reporting  $11,920.00.  Let  me  thank 
you  for  your  wonderful  response  to  this  call  for  an  enlarged  service 
through  this  channel.  Let  us  not  be  satisfied  with  this,  however,  and 
highly  resolve  that  1947  will  witness  still  greater  progress  at  this 
point.  The  life  of  your  Vice  President  has  been  made  richer  by  the 
many  pleasing  contacts  with  you.  The  year  has  been  a  happy  and  a  busy 
one.

will  be  held  at  Pieiffer  College,  Misenheimer,  N.  C,  June  1-6,  1947.

Officers  Training  Day 


To  consolidate  the  gains  made  by  the  completion  of  district  organi- 
zation and  acquaint  the  newly  elected  officers  with  their  duties  be- 
fore they  assume  office,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service  held  an  Officers'  Training  Day  at  St.  Paul's 
Church,   Goldsboro,   November  14,  1946. 

Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger,  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion,  call- 
ed the  meeting  to  order  at  ten  A.  M.  After  a  hymn  was  sung,  Mrs.  B.  B. 
Slaughter,  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  led  a  worship  period  which  eet 
the  tone  for  the  day's  program. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  stated  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  and  expressed  her 
pleasure  at  the  satisfactory  response  and  the  interest  evinced  by  the 
large  attendance.  She  then  introduced  Mrs.  M.  B.  Andrews  of  the 
local  society  who  gave  a   cordial  welcome. 

A  roll  call  in  which  each  District  Secretary  of  Organization  and  Pro- 
motion presented  the  officers  of  her  district  indicated  almost  perfect 
attendance. 

Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood  was  introduced.  She  spoke  of  the  work  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  of  which  she  is  president.  She  gave 
figures  showing  the  trend  and  the  growth  since  unification,  but  she  added 
that  figures  can  not  tell  the  whole  story  and  it  is  more  important  that 
spiritual  life  has  been  deepened  and  the  vision  has  been  broadened.  She 
listed  problems  and  opportunities  of  the  work  that  lie  in  the  development 
of  leadership,  in  the  fact  that  Methodist  women  are  not  automatically 
members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  or  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  and  in  holding  the  interest  of  those  who  are  members.  She 
reviewed  the  reasons  for  district  organization  and  closed  by  saying 
that  its  accomplishments  will  depend  on  the  attitude  of  the  district  offi- 
cers on  whom  she  urged  the  necessity  of  realizing  the  importance  of  the 
work  and  finding  joy  in  it. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  thanked  Mrs.  Hood  and  presented  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hill- 
man  who  was  recently  made  Vice  President  of  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service.  Mrs.  Hillman  told  in  detail  of  the  work  of  the  Division 
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which  she  referred  to  as  "Our  National  Hook  Up."  She  explained  the 
election  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension 
and,  using  a  blackboard,  showed  by  a  chart  the  organization  of  the 
Division  into  departments  and  sections,  the  bureaus  under  each  depart- 
ment, the  standing  committees,  and  connectional  relations.  She  con- 
cluded her  remarks  by  saying  "Each  of  you  should  feel  that  150  Fifth 
Avenue  is  your  Headquarters." 

Mrs.  Lineberger  thanked  Mrs.  Hillman  for  the  information  she  contri- 
buted and  by  request  Mrs.  Hillman  spoke  further  on  membership  and 
finances,  especially  on  what  the  penny-a-day  increase  could  mean. 

After  a  workshop  period  the  group  re-assembled  and  heard  Mrs. 
Slaughter's  noon  day  devotional.  She  used  as  her  theme  "Stir  up  the 
Gift  of  God  which  is  in  thee,"  bringing  a  message  which  emphasized  that 
the  total  program  of  the  Division  depends  on  each  officer's  work  being 
well  done. 

The  day's  very  profitable  program  was  concluded  with  prayer  by  Rev. 
Leon  Russell  and  the  meeting  was  adjourned.

MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE 


Through  Missionary  Education  we  get  a  new  vision  of  the  world  and 
and  its  needs,  a  clearer  meaning  of  universal  brotherhood  and  a  per- 
spective that  helps  us  to  see  the  World  mission  of  the  christian  church 
in  its  larger  outlines.  The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  acquire  an  ac- 
curate knowledge  of  the  world,  because  we  believe  this  is  the  first  step 
towards  building  a  better  world.  Learning  to  live  God's  way,  to  think  His 
thoughts,  to  really  care  for  all  His  children  is  an  outgrowth  of  Missionary 
Education.  As  Christians  we  must  learn  of  Him  and  then  we  must  share 
our  knowledge  of  Him  that  all  people  may  know  Him  and  love  Him  as 
their  Saviour  and  Lord.  Realizing  that  we  are  stewards  of  the  knowledge 
that  is  available  and  that  education  affects  the  whole  life,  our  attitudes, 
our  emotions,  our  desires,  the  way  we  act  and  live,  we  place  emphasis 
on  the  entire  educational  program  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  with  its  correlation  of  programs,  its  studies  and  projects. 

Using  the  report  of  1946  as  a  measurement  of  progress,  we  find  that 
study  has  been  followed  by  action.  A  magnificent  piece  of  work  has  been 
done  by  thousands  of  women  in  the  local  societies.  They  make  possible 
the  best  report  ever  submitted  through  this  department.  It  is  a  report 
of  a  great  spiritual  awakening  in  many  hearts,  the  manifestation  of 
new  enthusiastic  interest  in  the  work,  a  consecration  of  self,  service  and 
substance.  There  were  1,044  approved  study  classes  conducted  with 
17,373  members  enrolled  in  the  classes.  This  means  that  the  North 
Carolina  Conference,  though  smaller  than  many  others,  stands  second 
in  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  in  number  of  approved  study  classes, 
held  in  1946.  This  also  means  that  we  stand  second  in  the  entire  Division, 
since  our  Jurisdiction  leads  the  Division  in  approved  studies  held.  In 
the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  our  Conference  stands  first  in  number  of 
Joint  study  classes  held  (271),  first  in  number  of  Reading  Circles  (198), 
first  in  number  of  Missionary  Libraries  (230),  second  in  number  of 
Secretaries  who  are  active  members  of  the  Program  Committee  (328), 
second  in  number  of  Societies  using  the  Program  and  Worship  booklets 
(357),  second  in  number  of  Secretaries  on  the  Finance  Committee  who 
are  helping  stimulate  increased  giving  (260),  third  in  number  of  Sec- 
retaries reporting  successful  meetings  of  the  Committee  on  Study  and 
Action  (186),  fifth  in  number  of  informal  studies,  meeting  special  needs 
(108),  and  sixth  in  number  of  Jurisdiction  Recognition  classes  included 
in  the  total  number  (154).  Our  standing  in  the  Jurisdiction  inspires  us  to 
want  to  use  the  most  effective  means  and  methods  avaiable  to  achieve 
the  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  its  educa- 
tional work. 


50  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 

Out  of  the  516  societies,  382  reported  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Education,  Durham  District  61,  Elizabeth  City  39,  Fayetteville 
53,  New  Bern  52,  Raleigh  42,  Rocky  Mount  70,  and  Wilmington  65.  A 
look  at  our  statistical  table  shows  that  each  District  has  done  outstand- 
ing work  under  the  fine  leadership  of  the  District  Secretaries.  They  have 
faithfully  promoted  this  phase  of  the  work,  giving  freely  of  their  time 
and  energy. 

Approximately  1,000  women  attended  the  nine  Educational  Seminars 
which  were  under  the  direction  of  the  Conference  Study  and  Action 
Committee  and  the  District  Secretaries.  Others  assisting  with  the  pro- 
grams were  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  Mrs.  Hubert  Odom, 
the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts,  Mrs. 
Ralph  Wellons  who  served  in  India  as  a  missionary  and  other  leaders 
in  missionary  activities.  We  feel  that  much  of  this  report  is  the  result 
of  these  days  of  Worship,  study,  discussion  and  planning  together.  A 
larger  number  of  Jurisdiction  Recognition  classes,  increased  gifts  to 
missions,  special  gifts  and  projects,  a  better  understanding  of  the  entire 
educational  program  and  an  new  dedication  of  many  lives  to  greater 
service  are  among  the  visible  results  of  the  District  Seminars.  The  Semi- 
nar team  is  grateful  to  the  cordial  hostesses  and  every  person  who  help- 
ed with  these  meetings. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  present  Missionary  Education  in  several  zone 
and  District  meetings  and  to  assist  in  other  special  meetings  during  the 
year.  The  course  of  study  at  our  Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions  at  Lake 
Junaluska,  the  Seminars  and  work  shops  there,  the  inspirational  platform 
hours  and  other  enriching  experiences  were  again  of  inestimable  value 
in  planning  and  helping  to  carry  out  our  Conference  program  of  study 
and  action. 

For  the  past  eighteen  years  the  beautiful  Lillie  Moore  Everett  Jubilee 
Study  Jewel  has  stimulated  interest  in  Missionary  Education.  It  has 
created  a  desire  to  do  good  Mission  and  Bible  Study  work  and  has  en- 
couraged prompt  and  accurcate  quarterly  reports.  This  lovely  Jewel,  de- 
signed and  given  to  our  Conference  by  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett  of  Rock- 
ingham, symbolizes  light,  truth,  love,  service,  growth  and  fruitfulness, 
as  it  is  described  in  Mrs.  Everett's  book  "Seven  Times  Seven,"  which  is 
a  history  of  the  Seven  Sabbaths  of  years  in  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference Woman's  Missionary  Society,  1878-  1928.  As  a  memorial  forever 
of  the  Golden  Jubilee  Year  it  is  to  be  awarded  from  year  to  year  to 
the  District  having  the  largest  percentage  of  societies  conducting  three 
study  classes  using  approved  texts.  It  was  won  the  first  time  by  the 
Rockingham  District  with  a  25%  record.  This  year  for  the  sixth  consecu- 
tive year  Wilmington  District  has  the  highest  average  and  it  is  presented 
to  Mrs.  J.  H.  Doughtie,  the  efficient  District  Secretary,  with  a  73% 
record. 

With  the  valuable  assistance  of  the  seven  new  District  Secretaries  of 
Missionary  Education  we  are  looking  forward  to  greater  advances  in 
this  phase  of  our  work  in  1947.  Our  first  Conference  School  of  Missions 
to  be  held  at  Pfeiffer  College,  June  1-6  is  another  forward  step  which 
will  greatly  strengthen  our  Study  and  Action  program. 

We  suggest  that  the  Recommendations  for  Missionary  Education  and 
Service  be  studied  in  local  societies,  in  zones  and  districts,  and  that  goals 
be  set  and  plans  made  to  carry  out  these  recommendations  in  order  that 
we  may  be  better  equipped  to  help  establish  the  Kingdom  of  God  among 
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men.  Full  time  Christian  workers  are  needed  in  fields  that  are  so  white 
unto  harvest.  When  a  desire  for  a  fuller  Christian  life  of  love  and  service 
is  kindled  in  our  own  hearts  we  can  inspire  and  challenge  others  to 
give  themselves  in  service.  Let  us  catch  a  new  vision  of  our  opportuni- 
ties and  responsibilities  as  christians.  Let  us  together  bear  the  message 
of  Christ  to  a  bruised  and  broken  world.  This  Christian  message  is  more 
than  a  program,  it  is  the  hope  of  eternal  life  for  all  people,  it  is  rest  for 
the  weary,  it  is  working  away  at  international  brotherhood.  God  is  say- 
ing to  us  "If  you  love  me,  feed  my  sheep."  If  we  do  not  keep  ever  before 
us  the  needs  of  the  world  through  study,  if  we  do  not  move  out  to  feed 
His  sheep  and  establish  a  world  Christian  community,  reports  and 
records  will  have  no  meaning.  May  we  reconsecrate  ourselves  to  this 
great  task  and  find  real  joy  in  the  stewardship  of  service.  God  is  depend- 
ing on  us,  we  must  not  fail  Him.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  LITERATURE  AND 
PUBLICATIONS 


The  adventure  down  the  highway  of  print  during  1946  was,  for  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  Womans's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  a 
history  making  era  which  has,  we  believe,  resulted  in  the  development 
of  a  better  informed  and  more  interested  membership,  and  more  Christ- 
like attitudes  toward  the  peoples  of  the  world. 

In  charting  our  course  for  the  work  last  year,  it  was  evident  that 
one  of  the  major  needs  was  that  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications  in  the  local  societies  be  magnified.  Although  this  and  the 
other  points  of  weakness  have  not  been  strengthened  to  an  entirely 
satisfactory  degree,  and  increase  in  all  features  of  the  department  has 
been  noted,  as  revealed  in  the  statistical  report  published  elsewhere  in 
this  conference  journal. 

The  North  Carolina  Conference  led  the  Jurisdiction  in  the  number  of 
societies  reporting  Literature  and  Publication  last  year  and  was,  there- 
fore, awarded  the  "orchids."  The  Average  for  the  year  was  75  per  cent — 
a  figure  yet  too  small.  The  "orchid"  each  quarter  this  year  will  be  given 
to  the  conference  showing  the  larger  increase  in  reporting  Literature 
and  Publications  over  the  previous  quarter.  Because  prompt  and  accurate 
reporting  is  the  only  means  of  evaluating  the  work,  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  can  ill  afford  to  fail  to  earnestly  strive  for  the  winning  of 
the  four  "orchids"  this  year. 

A  marked  general  interest  and  thirst  for  knowledge  on  the  part  of 
the  members  of  the  local  societies  in  the  conference  has  been  obvious 
in  the  large  number  of  requests  for  literature  on  various  lines  of  work 
and  the  popularity  of  the  literature  displays  at  conference,  district,  and 
zone  meetings.  Literature  to  new  societies,  literature  answering  inquiries, 
the  conference  journals,  and  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  packets 
were  mailed  by  the  conference  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications 
last  year.  Also,  a  message  in  the  form  of  either  a  letter  or  a  card  was 
sent  by  her  to  each  society  each  quarter. 

The  Conference  Executive  Committee,  at  its  January  1947  meeting, 
voted  to  donate  a  one  year's  subscription  for  The  Methodist  Woman  and 
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World  Outlook  to  all  new  societies  organized  in  the  conference  this  year. 
This  generosity  on  the  part  of  the  Executive  Committee  should  be  an 
incentive  to  good  program  building  and  to  a  wider  circulation  of  these 
two  indispensable  magazines. 

Highlighting  the  activities  of  your  Conference  Secretary  of  Literature 
and  Publications  last  year  were  her  attendance  at  the  School  of  Missions 
at  Lake  Junaluska  last  July;  the  Officer's  Training  Day  held  at  St. 
Paul  Methodist  Church,  Goldsboro,  in  November;  the  Spiritual  Life  Re- 
treat held  at  Louisburg  College  in  June,  and  participation  in  several 
district  and  zone  meetings. 

Mrs.  C.  W.  Turpin,  of  Nashville,  Tennessee,  Jurisdictional  Secretary 
of  Literature  and  Publications  since  unification  in  1940,  resigned  her 
office  at  the  end  of  1945.  Mrs.  Turpin  has  been  a  constant  source  of  in- 
formation and  inspiration  to  this  Conference  Secretary,  and  has  wielded 
a  mighty  influence  for  good  throughout  the  17  conferences  of  the  juris- 
diction. It  was  with  a  sense  of  loss  that  we  relinquished  our  claim  upon 
her  as  a  superior  officer.  The  wise  choice  in  the  election  of  Mrs.  Stanley 
Wilson,  of  Meridian,  Miss.,  as  successor  to  Mrs.  Turpin  has  already 
been  proved  in  the  wisdom,  zeal,  and  friendly  attitudes  with  which  she 
is  carrying  on  the  work  pioneered  by  her  predecessor. 

Yes,  we  have  achieved  a  measure  of  progress  in  the  department  of 
Literature  and  Publications  during  1946.  Humbly  grateful  for  these 
achievements,  aware  of  the  weak  points  in  the  work  still  to  be  strength- 
ened, and  of  the  potentialities  of  even  higher  achievements  under  the 
guiding  hand  of  the  Source  of  all  Spiritual  Power,  we  shall  travel  the 
highway  of  print  during  1947  with  the  anticipation  of  a  glorious  victory 
at  the  end  of  the  road.

REPORT  OF  EDITOR  OF  THE  N.  C.  CONFERENCE 
WOMAN'S  PAGE 


Someone  has  said  that  the  tragedy  of  religious  journalism  is  not 
that  we  have  no  story  to  tell,  but  that  we  tell  it  to  so  few  people.  The 
women  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  have  a  story  to  tell,  and  they  are  telling  it  through  the  medium 
of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Page,  and  the  secular  press. 
The  increasing  number  of  news  items  sent  this  editor  for  publication  on 
the  Woman's  Page  is  indicative  of  the  growing  realization  of  the  value  of 
the  printed  page  in  disseminating  missionary  news,  and  is  a,  source  of 
joy  and  gratitude  to  the  editor. 

During  1946  emphasis  has  been  placed  upon  the  publication  of  news 
while  it  is  still  news.  Our  aim  this  year  is  to  continue  that  emphasis,  en- 
deavoring to  make  it  a  more  practical  reality. 

Beginning  with  the  January  2  issue,  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Ad- 
vocate was  reduced  to  sixteen  pages,  and  space  for  the  two  woman's 
pages  was  reduced  to  one  each  alternate  week.  This  action,  we  have 
been  assured  by  Editor  Sprinkle,  was  a  necessary,  but  temporary  meas- 
ure. He  is  hopeful  that  by  the  end  of  this  year  the  North  Carolina  Chris- 
tian Advocate  will  be  returned  to  its  former  status  and,  therefore,  the 
the  two  woman's  pages  will  operate  on  a  weekly  schedule.  A  larger  cir- 
culation of  the  paper  is  needed  for  the  income  and  for  its  influence 
throughout   the    State.    The    women    of   North    Carolina    Conference    can 
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and  should  express  their  appreciation  for  the  worth  of  this  excellent 
church  paper  by  personal  subscriptions  and  by  enlisting  other  sub- 
scribers. 

The  admirable  spirit  of  cooperation  of  Dr.  Sprinkle  is  an  added  in- 
centive to  the  editor  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Page, 
who  is  consecrating  herself  anew  to  the  task  of  making  the  Woman's 
Page  as  worthy  of  a  share  in  the  cause  which  it  represents,  and  to  which 
it  is  dedicated,  as  is  possible. 

Other   Publicity 

Church  publicity  reaches  church  members  and  non-church  members 
alike.  It  is  fitting,  therefore,  that  the  secular  press,  and  the  radio  have 
been  used  extensively  for  the  propagation  of  news  of  the  conference, 
districts,  zones,  and  local  societies.  We  believe  that  such  publicity  is  a 
vital  factor  in  creating  a  larger,  a  better  informed,  and  more  interested 
membership  in  the  WSCS. 

Our  aspiration  and  aim  for  1947  are  that  every  society  shall  become 
so  publicity-minded  that  they  will  eagerly  tell  the  story  of  their  plans 
and  accomplishments  through  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's 
Page,  and  the  secular  press,  and  that  "others  may  see  their  good  works, 
and  glorify  our  Father,  which  is  in  Heaven."

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL 
RELATIONS    AND    LOCAL    CHURCH    ACTIVITIES 


As  we  have  sought  to  help  bring  "peace  through  His  cross"  during  the 
year  of  evangelism  just  closed,  many  rich  and  broadening  experiences 
have  come  to  your  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities.  Truly  no  program  of  action  can  be  more  daring,  more 
challenging  or  more  filled  with  Christian  ideals.  As  I  have  endeavored 
to  lead  the  women  of  our  conference,  there  has  come  to  me  a  keen 
sense  of  humility.  As  the  opportunities  and  demands  are  so  plainly  ob- 
vious, I  have  been  constantly  reminded  of  the  absolute  necessity  of  a 
deeper  consecration  and  a  more  courageous  faith,  realizing  that  the 
objectives  toward  which  we  work  can  be  reached  only  as  our  human 
strength  is  supplemented  with  power  from  an  omnipotent  source. 

While  we  are  grateful  that  actual  warfare  was  not  in  progress  during 
1946,  we  are  continually  reminded  that  peace  is  not  merely  a  cessation 
from  hostilities.  The  ravages  of  years  of  war  are  deeply  imprinted  on 
this  world  which  God  made  so  beautiful,  but  which  mankind  has  bo 
dreadfully  marred.  This  task  of  remaking  God's  world  into  a  harmonious 
family  of  our  Heavenly  Father  is  the  appointed  responsibility  of  those 
-who  bear  His  name — Christian;  and  we,  the  Methodist  women,  have  a 
definite  place  to  fill  in  that  great  undertaking. 

Throughout  the  year  a  repetition  of  usual  activities  has  been  followed. 
I  have  made  an  effort  to  contact  as  many  local  societies  as  possible 
in  the  ways  which  seemed  wise.  By  letters,  cards  and  personal  visits, 
every  society  has  been  reached.  Several  zone  and  district  meetings  have 
been  attended,  always  with  a  prayerful  attitude,  that  help  might  be 
given  which  would  result  in  more  intensive  effort  on  the  part  of  our 
women. 
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Again  it  was  my  joy  to  attend  the  Institute  of  International  Relations 
at  Greensboro  and  the  School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska.  These  ex- 
periences are  invaluable  to  any  individual  who  is  trying  to  lead  in  this 
department.  As  I  express  my  gratitude  for  these  privileges  to  better 
equip  myself  to  serve  the  Christ  and  this  conference,  I  am  cognizant 
of  the  fact  that  I  can  never  accomplish  a  degree  of  success  commen- 
surate with  my  own  opportunities. 

Again  we  sponsored  through  our  conference  a  course  in  Handicraft 
at  our  School  for  Christian  Workers  at  Winston-Salem.  Many  societies 
sent  Negro  leaders  from  their  respective  communities,  and  encouraging 
reports  have  been  received  as  a  result  of  this  cooperative  effort. 

The  Educational  Seminars  were  a  high  light,  with  excellent  atten- 
dance, vital  interest  and  a  spirit  of  determination  to  accept  the  chal- 
lenges relayed  through  these  chanels.  It  is  not  possible  to  accurately 
evaluate  these  efforts  expended,  but  from  results  already  noted,  the 
worthwhileness  of  these  projects  is  evident. 

If  I  might  give  only  one  suggestion  for  more  pronounced  progress  in 
this  department,  I  would  urge  more  INFORMAL  STUDY.  From  facts 
and  figures  gleaned  from  reports  received,  I  am  confident  that  herein 
lies  our  greatest  weakness.  We  are  growing,  and  for  that  I  feel  most 
thankful;  but  I  covet  for  the  cause  of  Christ  and  the  women  of  our 
church,  a  better  informed  constituency,  a  deeper  consecration,  with  a 
determination  to  a  total  stewardship  of  ourselves  which  will  inevitably 
extend  His  Kingdom. 

In  keeping  with  our  theme  for  1947,  "CHILDREN  AROUND  THE 
WORLD,"  I  bring  to  you  two  quotations  from  Benjamin  Kidd,  namely: 
"Within  the  life  of  a  single  generation  it  can  be  made  to  undergo  changes 
so  profound,  so  revolutionary,  so  permanent  that  it  would  appear  almost 
as  if  human  nature  itself  had  been  completely  altered  in  the  interval." 
The  second  is  this:  "Give  us  the  young  and  we  will  create  a  new  world 
and  a  new  earth  in  a  single  generation." 

Keeping  these  statements  in  mind;  admitting  what  has  happened  in 
other  nations;  looking  at  our  world  as  it  is  today;  accepting  our  own 
responsibility  in  the  task;  depending  on  Him  who  is  the  Way,  the  Truth 
and  the  Life;  may  we  press  toward  the  goal,  a  new  world  "wherein 
dwelleth  righteousness,"  realizing  that  only  as  we  teach  and  minister 
to  the  "children  around  the  world"  can  we  even  hope  to  achieve  this  end.

Today  our  brothers  all  over  the  world  are  extending  their  hands 
asking  us  to  help  them.  It's  true  we  all  as  individuals  can't  place  our 
hands  in  theirs  but  we  can  help  them.  There  are  hands  close  to  us 
that  need  ours  and  we  can  clasp  these  hands  and  by  so  doing  help  others 
— they  are  the  hands  of  our  Youth.  Our  Youth  says,  "We  are  willing 
and  able  if  you  women  of  W.  S.  C.  S.  will  tell  us  what  to  do."  We  must 
be  of  Service  first  if  we  expect  our  Youth  to  serve.  Service  is  two-fold — 
we  give  and  we  receive.  Are  we  in  Service  for  our  Youth? 

During  the  year  1946  the  Youth  work  has  made  slow  but  steady  pro- 
gress with  every  department  of  the  work  showing  an  increase^ 

The   World   Friendship    Commission   shows  an   increase   of  63. 

Boys  and  Girls  Interest  Groups  an  increase  of  39. 
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Girls  Interest  Groups  an  increase  of  26. 

M.  Y.  Fund  increased  $822.37. 

We  have  350  Secretaries  of  Youth — increase  of  68. 

272  Secretaries  of  Youth  reported  during  the  year — an  increase  of  67. 

We  had  119  Secretaries  of  Youth  that  reported  every  quarter. 

These  are  the  few  things  your  Secretary  of  Youth  has  done  to  promote 
the  work  during  the  year: 

1.  Quarterly  letters  were  mailed  to  every  local  Secretary  of  Youth. 

2.  A  letter  was  sent  to  the  President  of  the  societies  that  did  not 
have  a  Secretary  of  Youth  asking  and  encouraging  them  to  elect  a 
Secretary  of  Youth, 

3.  Cards  acknowledging  reports  and  regret  at  not  receiving  reports 
were  mailed.  Responses  were  received  from  them. 

The  119   Youth  Secretaries  that  reported   every  quarter  during   1946 
were  thanked  for  their  work  and  cooperation. 

4.  Materials  concerning  Youth  work  and  study  were  mailed. 

5.  All  requests  that  came  were  answered  personally. 

6.  Your  Secretary  was  a  member  of  the  Seminar  team  and  promoted 
Youth  work.  Also  presented  it  at  a  number  of  District,  Zone  and 
Local  Meetings. 

7.  A  booklet  on  Youth  work  was  prepared  for  Officers  Training  Day 
for  the  District  Secretaries  of  Youth. 

8.  A  folded  sheet  with  an  outline  of  the  Youth  Work  was  sent  to  every 
society — explaining  the  Youth  Work,  the  Four  Commissions,  Joint 
Committee,  Interest  Groups,  Girls  Interest  Groups  (how  to  organize 
and  materials  to  use),  M.  Y.  Fund,  Supplies,  Reports,  and  duties  of 
Secretary  of  Youth  Work. 

9.  The  information  your  Secretary  received  and  the  study  given  at  the 
School  of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska  have  helped  the  work  during 
this    year. 

Our  Youth  work  is  moving  forward  and  the  interest  is  keen  among 
our  Youth.  But,  Youth  work  needs  the  Service  of  the  women  of  the 
W.  S.  C.  S.  They  are  ready  to  be  trained,  enlisted  and  will  accept  the 
challenge  to  be  our  future  leaders  and  missionaries  if  we  do  our  part. 
Are  we  going  to  do  our  part?  "Live  and  let  live"  is  not  enough — to  "live 
and  help  live"  that's  something.  We  must  join  with  our  Youth  in  "Broth- 
erhood  Building."

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THE    WESLEYAN    SERVICE    GUILD    REPORT 
MARCH  20,  1947 


To  you  of  the  Woman's  society  of  Christian  Service  in  behalf  of  the 
Business  Women  of  your  group  whose  organization  is  known  as  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  I  would  extend  thanks  for  your  interest  and 
encouragement. 

Many  of  the  members  of  the  Guild  are  young  women  who  had  never 
belonged  to  a  Missionary  Group  before.  These  young  women  are  develop- 
ing in  leadership  as  well  as  gaining  knowledge  of  the  same  line  of  work 
in  which  you  have  been  engaged  for  many  years.  They  will  need  your 
enthusiastic  support  continually. 

Since  the  war  many  of  the  Guild  members  have  given  up  the  "gain- 
ful employment"  and  are  establishing  homes  and  beginning  their  fami- 
lies. We  are  asking  if  they  can  arrange  to  be  in  circles  of  the  Woman's 
Society,  at  the  end  of  the  year  after  their  obligations  to  the  Guild  have 
been  met,  that  they  transfer  from  the  Guild  to  the  Woman's  Society. 
I  commend  these  young  women  to  you  and  ask  that  you  find  places 
of  leadership  for  them  and  make  them  feel  that  they  are  needed  as  Well 
as  welcomed  into  your  group. 

On  the  other  hand  if  you  have  employed  women  in  your  group,  will 
you  not  encourage  them  to  transfer  from  the  Woman's  Society  into  the 
Guild. 

Now  for  a  few  facts  about  the  Guild  for  the  past  year:  in  fifty-four 
units  with  a  total  of  1994  members  we  have  given  to  Missions  $6,935.17. 
Over  and  above  this  we  paid  in  $750.00  in  Life  Membership.  One  Honor- 
ary Life  Membership  was  given  by  the  Guild  in  First  Methodist  Church 
of  Rocky  Mount. 

Our  Supply  work  amounted  to  $705.60,  a  substantial  increase  over 
the  year  before.  This  money  for  supplies  in  many  cases  supplements 
what  you  send  in  for  the  same  cause. 

Interest  in  the  Week  of  Prayer  is  increasing  and  this  year  the 
Guild  sent  in  through  its  treasurer  to  your  conference  treasurer  $753.- 
80.  The  grand  total  given  by  the  Guild  adds  up  to  $11,945.05. 

We,  too,  have  our  department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities.  This  is  the  only  department  of  work  for  which 
we  have  our  own  chairman.  Mrs.  Sheila  I.  Howard  represents  this  de- 
partment and  works  very  closely  with  your  own  Secretary,  Mrs.  Cutchin. 

A  few  days  ago  in  another  conference,  I  heard  the  Secretary  say  that 
the  District  would  not  have  met  its  goal  in  Subscribers  to  the  Meth- 
odist Woman  and  World  Outlook  had  it  not  been  for  the  subscriptions 
coming  in  from  the  Guild.  Last  year  we  sent  in  214  subscriptions  to  the 
Methodist  Woman  and  182  subscriptions  to  World  Outlook.  This  year 
we  hope  to   increase  the  circulation  of  these  magazines. 

We  are  weak  in  Bible  Study  Classes  but  that  is  one  of  our  recom- 
mendations for  1947.  We  hope  to  get  these  busy  business  and  profes- 
sional women  to  realize  the  importance  of  Mission  and  Bible  Study. 
We  have  had  forty  Mission  Study  Classes,  many  of  these  cooperating 
with  those  of  the  Woman's  Society,  a  few  holding  their  own  classes,  and 
two  or  three  sponsoring  such  classes. 

As  your  district  organization  is  set  up,  we  are  looking  forward  to 
an  even  stronger  tie  between  the  Woman's  Society  and  the  Wesleyan 
Service   Guild   both   of  which   are   parts    of   the    whole.    Our    Secretaries 
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of  various  departments  will  report  to  the  Secretary  representing  her 
department  in  the  District,  thus  giving  to  you  that  much  more  than 
you  report  through  your  own  local  society. 

The  Guild,  too,  is  launching  out  in  a  new  experiment  in  line  with 
the  pattern  you  are  setting  up  for  your  School  of  Missions  at  Pfeiffer 
College.  The  Guilds  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  will  join  those 
of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  in,  a  week  end  school  begin- 
ning Friday  afternoon,  June  6  and  continuing  through  Sunday  noon 
June  8.  In  this  way  we  will  profit  by  the  plans  already  set  up  by  the 
Woman's  Societies  of  the  two  conferences. 

We  feel  that  we  have  accomplished  much:  We  know  that  much  more 
is  to  be  done.  We  covet  your  deepest  concern  for  the  business  woman 
in  your  church  that  the  Guild  may  become  an  indispensable  unit  to  the 
fullfilling  of  your  highest  purpose  in  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  for  1947.

REPORT  OF  SUPPLY  WORK 


As  I  give  my  first  report  as  Conference  Secretary  of  Supply  Work, 
it  is  given  with  a  heart  of  gratitude  for  the  many  gifts  that  have  been 
shared  with  appreciative  people  and  that  will  be  used  wisely  in  the 
building   of   His   Kingdom. 

A  specific  assignment  given  to  each  district  during  the  year  gave 
each  society  in  the  district  a  sense  of  responsibility  for  this  phase  of 
our  work,  which  resulted  in  increased  giving. 

The  goal  of  $4,000.00  for  Foreign  Cash  Supplies,  which  was  set  at 
the  last  annual  Conference,  was  reached  with  a  total  contribution  of 
$4,462.97.  Our  Home  Supply  Work  came  in  for  its  share  to  the  amount 
of  $1,885.20.  Ministerial  Supplies  amounted  to  $10.00.  This  gave  us  a 
total  of  $6,358.17,  which  is  almost  a  $3,000.00  increase  over  the  previous 
year.   (See  Supply  Statistical  Report  for  other  figures.) 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  each  one  of  you  for  the 
fine  spirit  of  cooperation  you  showed  in  helping  to  purchase  through  our 
Supply  Department  the  movie  projector  which  is  already  at  use  in  our 
Conference. 

The  districts  are  to  be  commended  for  their  advancement  in  this 
phase  of  our  work.  The  Wilmington  District  led  in  a  total  gift  of 
$1,476.90.  They  gave  a  love  gift  of  $271.65  for  Korea,  honoring  Miss 
Ida  Hankins  who  gave  many  years  of  faithful  service  to  that  country. 
The  Rocky  Mount  District  took  first  place  in  cash  increase  over  pre- 
vious year,  with  the  Raleigh  District  a  close  second.  The  Raleigh  Dis- 
trict led  in  increase  in  number  of  societies  making  a  contribution  to 
Supplies  with  twenty-four.  The  Fayetteville  District  was  second  with 
seventeen.  The  Conference  had  an  increase  over  previous  year  of  one 
hundred  societies  making  a  contribution  to  Supply  Work. 

Two  societies  in  the  Conference  deserve  special  mention.  Faison  in 
the  Wilmington  District,  with  a  membership  of  about  twenty-four, 
made  a  contribution  of  $193.50.  First  Church,  Rocky  Mount,  with  $190.49 
was  second  in  total  contributions. 

It  is  impossible  to  include  in  our  Supply  Work  all  calls  that  come 
to  us  during  these  trying  days  in  war  devastated  areas.  We  can  promote 
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only  those  projects  approved  by  our  Division  Supply  Committee.  In 
addition  to  our  specific  cash  assignments  for  1947,  we  are  promoting 
two  foreign  projects,  namely,  "Boxes  to  Poland"  and  "Togs  in  a  Towel." 
Directions  concerning  boxes  to  Poland  are  given  in  "The  Supply  Pro- 
gram of  Work  for  1947."  "Togs  in  a  Towel"  will  be  promoted  in  Chil- 
dren's Work. 

The  Supply  Work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  making  decided 
progress  through  the  cooperation  of  Supply  and  Guild  Secretaries.  The 
Guild  has  it's  specific  program  of  work  for  1947,  and  under  the  leader- 
ship and  encouragement  of  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin,  it  will  advance  rapidly 
in   Supply  Work. 

The  Guild,  the  Youth  and  the  Children  will  report  ALL  Supply  Work 
to  the  local  Secretary  of  Supply  Work,  who  in  turn  sends  the  report  to 
the  district  secretary  of  Supply  Work. 

As  we  look  forward  to  the  work  of  1947  with  the  Supply  Secretaries, 
the  Guild,  Youth  and  Children's  Secretaries  showing  a  fine  spirit  of 
cooperation  in  relieving  the  hungry  and  suffering  people  of  the  world, 
we  can  predict  for  the  North  Carolina  Conference  an  outstanding  year 
in  Supply  Work.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  STUDENT  WORK 


There  is  a  greater  need  for  Student  Work  today  than  ever  before. 
The  Church  and  the  Mission  fields  need  Christian  workers,  so  it  is 
our  opportunity  as  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  to  try  to 
meet  this  challenge  that  comes  to  us. 

In  the  1,749  colleges  in  the  United  States  there  are  more  than  two 
million  students,  which  is  almost  a  50%  increase  over  1939-40  of  1,306,- 
000  students  attending  college.  From  a  report  of  the  United  States  Office 
of  Education  October  15,  1946,  there  are  2,062,000  students  in  our  col- 
leges. In  1945  there  were  50,000  veterans  attending  college.  Today  there 
are  1,073,000  veterans,  showing  one-half  of  our  students  are  veterans. 

The  purpose  of  the  Student  Work  Program  is  clearly  defined: 

1.  To    develop    world-minded    Christian   students    and   maintain    relation- 
ships between  the  local  church  and  all  young  people  away  from  home. 

2.  To  inspire  youth  to  Christian  service. 

The  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  believes  that  we  as  wom- 
en of  our  church  have  a  concern  and  responsibility  for  the  Christian 
development  of  our  students.  Therefore,  we  provide  for  a  Student  Work 
secretary  who  is  the  liaison  officer  between  the  students  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  It  is  her  privilege 
to  know  and  appreciate  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  and  to  present  that  work  to  students;  it  is  her  privilege  to 
know  and  appreciate  the  work  of  students  through  the  Methodist  Stu- 
dent Movement,  and  to  present  that  work  to  the  women." 

The  N.  C.  Conference  is  growing  in  the  Student  Work.  All  of  our 
Student  Secretaries  are  not  reporting,  but  one  can  sense  more  interest 
in  every  local  church  and  the  reporting  in  1946  was  more  consistant 
from  all  seven  districts.  From  our  Jurisdiction  report,  only  three  Confer- 
ences, Kentucky,  North  Carolina,  and  South  Georgia  had  100%  report- 
ing from  districts.  In  the  Jurisdiction  we  are  second  in  the  number  of 
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local  secretaries.  Western  North  Carolina  has  more  local  secretaries, 
we  have  70%  of  local  secretaries  reporting  and  they  have  47%  reporting. 
May  we  get  report  conscious  at  any  cost! 

The  standing  committee  of  the  Woman's  Division  has  written  ma- 
terial for  a  handbook  of  Student  Work  to  be  published  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. The  report  blanks  have  been  revised  to  go  into  effect  in  1948. 

We  want  the  local  secretaries  to  continue  to  grow  in  interest  in 
the  work  with  your  students.  Special  emphasis  this  year  will  be  on 
Campus   Secretaries.    Student    Directors    do   want   our   support. 

Student  Recognition  Day  was  observed  in  many  more  churches  this 
past  year.  College  students  were  entertained  during  the  holidays.  Power, 
The  Sanctuary,  The  Methodist  Woman,  and  World  Outlook  have  been 
made  available  to  students.  One  church  reported  sending  a  subscription 
of  "Motive",  the  student  magazine,  to  each  student  going  to  college 
from  their  local  church. 

There  are  still  many  young  people  in  service.  I  hope  we  have  not 
forgotten  this  group.  It  has  been  reported  that  letters,  cards, magazines, 
The  Upper  Room,  and  church  bulletins  have  been  sent. 

The  student  information  card  was  used  more  this  past  year  in  trying 
to  introduce  our  students  on  the  campuses.  It  can  be  more  effective 
if  we  will  begin  in  May  to  know  our  students'  plans,  and  try  to  get  the 
cards  to  the  colleges  before  they  open. 

The  names  of  35  students,  interested  in  Christian  service,  have  been 
sent  to  me.  I  know  there  are  many  more  in  the  N.  C.  Conference.  I  hope 
you  will  send  this  information  to  your  District  Secretary  of  Student 
Work.  There  are  materials  which  present  the  needs  and  avenues  of 
service:  "Careers  that  Count",  "Careers  Calling  Youth",  "The  Methodist 
Deaconess,"  "What  it  Means  to  be  a  Deaconess,"  "The  Deaconess  Ser- 
ves", and  many  others. 

Your  Conference  Secretary  of  Student  Work  was  unable  to  attend 
the  Regional  Conference  last  June.  The  information  that  came  out  of 
the  workshop  for  the  Conference  Secretaries  in  the  Jurisdiction  was 
sent  to  her  and  used 

The  State  Student  Conference  of  North  Carolina  was  held  February 
14-16,  1947.  Your  Conference  Secretary  attended  and  received  informa- 
tion and  inspiration.  More  than  200  students  and  leaders  from  the  col- 
leges in  North  Carolina,  representing  five  racial  groups  met  in  College 
Place  Methodist  Church  in  Greensboro,  N.  C.  Out  of  that  Conference 
came  the  following  resolution,  passed  unanimously  by  the  students: 

"We  the  delegates  to  the  North  Carolina  Methodist  Student  Confer- 
ence having  had  fellowship  together  with  Chinese,  Indian,  American  In- 
dian, Negro  and  white  students,  consider  this  fellowship  and  sharing  of 
ideas  helpful  to  better  racial  understandng,  and  most  enriching  to 
our  own  Christian  experience.  In  keeping  with  this  growing  practice  in 
cur  student  Conference  for  the  past  seven  years,  we  endorse  this  pro- 
cedure for  our  future  Conferences  and  commend  this  practice  to  groups 
in  our  local  churches  as  a  forward  step  in  the  interest  of  better  racial 
understanding,  economic  justice,  good-will  and  brotherhood  found  in 
the  teachings  of  Jesus  and  in  the  social  creed  of  the  Methodist  Church." 

We  have  fine  students  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  We  have 
Student  Directors  trained  to  direct  these  students  in  the  program  of 
the  Methodist  Student  Movement  which  is  a  part  of  the  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowship.  Can  we  say  to  our  students:  Your  church  is  interested  in 
you;    we  want  you  to  be  world  minded  Christians;    we  want  to  inspire 
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you  to  give  your  life  to  Christian  Service;  we  want  to  help  you  to  build 
"His  Kingdom  on  Earth"? 

May  we,  the  women  of  North  Carolina  Conference,  be  willing  to  ded- 
icate our  lives  to  lead  our  students  and  our  young  poeple  into  a  deeper, 
richer  Christian  experience.

REPORT   OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 


Missionary  Education —  During  the  year  1946,  secretaries  of  Child- 
ren's Work  together  with  other  workers  with  children,  have  devoted 
their  efforts  toward  supplying  a  well-planned  program  of  missionary 
education  for  the  children  of  Methodism,  in  church  schools,  additional 
sessions  and  vacation  schools. 

Primaries  and  Juniors  have  studied  units  on  "Africa"  and  "The  Church 
Among  Uprooted  Americans",  and  from  them  have  developed  an  appreci- 
ation for  what  their  church  is  doing  to  help  carry  on  work  with  the 
people  in  far  away  lands  as  well  as  in  the  homeland.  They  have  grown 
in  the  realization  of  the  fact  that  God  is  the  father  of  all  children  every- 
where and  that  He  wants  his  children  to  live  and  work  peacefully  to- 
gether as  friends. 

Additional  Sessions  and  Vacation  Schools —  Realizing  that  working 
with  children  during  the  church-school  hour  only,  is  not  enough  for  the 
religious  development  of  children,  additional  sessions  were  held  in  more 
than  258  churches.  In  a  number  of  vacation  church  schools,  units  were 
used  dealing  with  the  current  missionary  topics.  Material  for  additional 
sessions  from  "Child  Guidance  Magazine"  was  used  by  some  churches. 

Sharing  Opportunities — Because  suffering  and  need  have  been  so  wide- 
spread among  people  in  many  parts  of  the  world,  Methodist  children 
have  done  much  to  help  by  giving  food  and  clothing  to  boys  and  girls 
all  over  the  needy  world. 

The  Children's  Service  Fund,  which  is  the  offerings  in  additional 
sessions,  have  been  channeled  through  the  World  Service  Fund  of  the 
Church  School  (40%)  and  through  the  Woman's  Society  Treasurer 
(40%).  Thus  children  have  had  a  part  in  helping  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  church  in  schools,  hospitals,  churches  and  community  services 
around  the  world.  The  other  20%  was  used  as  the  children  directed,  some- 
times for  use  in  their  own  department,  or  for  friendly  sharing  in  other 
ways.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  offering  sent  to  the  Woman's  Div- 
ision this  year  from  additional  sessions. 

In  addition  to  the  Children's  Service  Fund,  children,  after  becoming 
acquainted  with  the  needs,  have  contributed  through  the  channels  of 
supply  work  to  the  Institutions  of  the  Woman's  Division  assigned  to 
each  Conference,  as  well  as  to  other  Institutions  under  the  division,  par- 
ticularly in  the  countries  studied. 

How  the  Woman's  Society  Helped —  Conscious  of  the  church-wide 
need  for  a  more  adequate  program  of  work  for  children,  many  Woman's 
Societies  have  helped  in  the  following  ways: 

1.  Elected   a  secretary   of  children's   work. 

2.  Visited  new  families  during  Crusade  for  Christ  emphasis. 

3.  Promoted  "Family  Night  Programs"  and  study  groups  for  parents. 

4.  Assisted  in  additional  sessions  and  vacation  schools, 
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5.     Aided     in    providing     training    opportunities     for    workers     with 
children. 

Council  of  Children's  Workers — Since  more  and  more,  missionary 
education  is  being  recognized  as  a  part  of  the  ongoing  program  of  the 
church  for  children,  so  there  has  been  an  increased  understanding  of 
the  participation  of  the  secretaries  of  children's  work  in  the  Council  of 
children's  workers.  The  number  of  churches  holding  regular  council 
meetings  has  increased. 

Secretaries  Working  in  Church  School — It  has  been  the  aim  of  the 
Conference  for  many  years  that  there  be  a  secretary  of  children's  work 
in  every  local  society,  and  that  she  be  one  who  is  already  working  with 
primary  or  junior  children. 

There  has  been  a  gradual  increase  each  year  in  the  number  of  secre- 
taries elected,  yet  of  the  517  societies  reported,  there  were  only  399  secre- 
taries of  children's  work — about  50%  of  this  number  were  reported  as 
workers  in  the  church  school. 

Reports — Each  quarter  of  the  past  year,  the  conference  secretary 
has  received  reports  from  local  secretaries  of  children's  work,  thereby 
increasing  the  record  of  the  previous  year.  Reports  have  improved  in 
quality,  completeness  and  accuracy. 

Training  Opportunities — With  the  need  for  more  and  better  trained 
workers  the  conference,  and  local  secretaries,  have  availed  themselves 
of  opportunities  for  training  through  leadership  schools,  laboratory 
schools,  planning  conferences,  work  shops  and  institutes. 

Needs  of  Children — Today,  children  need  homes  where  parents  feel 
the  dignity  of  parenthood;  where  mothers  and  fathers  feel  that  each 
day  they  have  the  opportunity  of  safeguarding  and  strengthening  family 
life  and  who  by  their  daily  ministrations  are  more  able  to  help  their 
children  act  in  christian  ways  and  make  christian  decisions. 

Children  need  leaders  in  the  church  to  supplement  such  homes.  In 
the  case  of  practically  half  of  the  children  who  come  to  our  church 
schools  it  is  to  fill  the  lack  of  such  homes.  They  need  leaders  who  by 
intelligent  study  and  their  own  convictions  can  lead  the  child  from  his 
own  little  world  where  they  find  him  into  the  larger  relationship  of  a 
world  family. 

There  is  need,  too,  that  the  Church  improve  its  program  of  Christian 
Education  for  children  and  to  reach  the  millions  of  children  yet  un- 
touched by  any  Christian  group. 

Emphasis  for  1947 — A  leading  editorial  in  "Childhood  Education"  re- 
cently declared: 

"We  know  there  is  nothing  more  important  than  working  for  chil- 
dren of  this  country  and  of  the  world.  An  adequately  reared  generation 
strong  in  body,  clear  in  vision  and  understanding,  honest  in  judgement, 
warm  in  human  relationships,  and  vigorous  in  pursuit  of  the  good  life — 
just  one  generation  so  reared  could  change  the  whole  trend  of  war  and 
depression  which  has  shaped  the  successive  social  scenes  in  which  their 
fathers  and  grandfathers  lived." 

To  help  this  generation  of  children  to  grow  is  the  task  of  workers 
with  children  this  year.  And  more  than  that,  will  they  help  children 
grow  in  a  deeper  understanding  of  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the 
knowledge  of  Jesus  and  the  christian  way  of  living. 
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The  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  is  giving  particular  atten- 
tion to  work  with  children  by  choosing  the  program  theme  "Of  Such  is 
the  Kingdom."  These  programs  will  be  centered  upon  the  study  of  a 
new   stewardship  of  service   to   children  throughout   the   world. 

Jesus  said: 

"Let   them  come  unto  Me! 

Forbid  them  not! 

For  of  such  is  the  Kingdom  of  God."

From  the 
time  we  assembled  in  the  quietness  of  the  Retreat,  through  the  days  of 
instruction  and  inspiration  with  the  sweet  fellowship  of  those  who  really 
know  Him.  until  the  last  good-byes  were  said,  our  spirits  were  warmed 
and  recharged  with  a  determination  to  bear  the  Good  News  at  all  times 
and   at   every  opportunity. 

It  was  a  privilege  to  take  part  in  the  nine  Educational  Seminars  ex- 
tending from  the  South  Carolina  line  to  Cape  Hatteras.  There  is  a  stimu- 
lation as  well  as  inspiration  in  traveling,  sharing  and  working  with  bo 
congenial  a  group,  all  intent  on  "The  King's  Business."  The  group  meet- 
ings, after  each  Seminar,  with  their  respective  secretaries,  gave  an  op- 
portunity of  personally  meeting  many  local  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life, 
as  well  as  more  closely  associating  with  the  District  Secretaries  of  Spirit- 
ual Life. 

It  was  a  pleasure  to  attend  six  Zone  meetings  and  two  District  meet- 
ings in  the  Spring. 

Our  Conference  cooperated  in  the  Prayer  Vigil  for  the  Paris  Peace 
Conference,  promoted  by  the  Laymen's  Movement.  Dr.  Frank  Laubach 
visited  only  twenty-five  cities  in  Canada  and  the  United  States  and  Ra- 
leigh was  one  of  the  cities  so  blessed  and  your  Secretary  was  much 
blessed  by  being  present  when  he  spoke  there  on  the  evening  of  Oct.  ISth 
He  spoke  of  his  experiences  at  the  Paris  Peace  Conference  in  a  most  vivid, 
far-seeing  and  convincing  way.  He  showed  and  explained  a  prayer  card, 
asking  each  person  to  sign,  signifying  their  intention  to  pray  for  the 
United  Nations  Leaders.  Your  Secretary  sent  a  copy  to  each  District 
Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  and  they,   in  turn,   sent   copies  to  each  local 
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Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  with  the  request  that  they  pursue  the  same 
course  in  their  Societies.  We  feel  that  this  has  helped  deepen  the  sense 
awareness  of  responsibility  for  world  peace. 

Five  of  our  District  Secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  attended  Officers' 
Training  Day  in  Goldsboro  the  14th  of  December.  The  Spiritual  Life  De- 
partment has  had  the  District  organization  for  several  years  and  I  can- 
not speak  too  highly  of  the  consecrated  and  efficient  work  of  the  seven 
District  Secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life. 

It  has  been  a  joy  to  serve  our  Conference,  and  while  I  feel  a  deep 
sense  of  humility  in  serving  in  this  office,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the 
privilege.

REPORT  OF  STATUS  OF  WOMEN 


In  the  Status  of  Women  "goal"  for  1947  we  are  reminded  that  women 
are  "Trustees  of  the  Future,"  because  they  are  amassing  power  in  the 
business,  professional  and  political  world.  This  situation  presents  a  chal- 
lenge to  the  Church  to  Christianize  this  woman  power,  and  through 
our  local  societies  we  must  meet  this  challenge.  We  must  bring  to  light 
the  unused  talents  and  skills  of  women  who  have  never  had  an  active 
part  in  the  service  of  the  church  or  community;  we  must  cultivate  the 
interest  of  each  woman  until  she  has  found  the  place  where  she  can 
make  her  best  contribution  to  the  work  of  the  Master. 

In  the  North  Carolina  Conference  we  have  made  some  progress  in 
this  work.  Last  year  your  secretary  received  reports  of  only  18  societies 
working  on  the  Status  of  Women  program;  this  year  there  were  107.  Two 
alert  secretaries  sent  in  copies  of  excellent  questionaires  that  they  had 
used  in  compiling  their  lists  of  the  interests  and  service  preferences 
of  society  members.  The  District  Secretaries  of  Status  of  Women  can 
furnish  these  on  request. 

We  are  asked  to  take  part  in  a  study  of  "Life  and  Work  of  Women 
of  the  Church"  which  is  being  conducted  by  the  Federal  Council  of 
Churches  of  Christ  in  America,  and  we  hope  to  do  this  in  a  creditable 
manner. 

Some  statistics  for  1946  are  as  follows: 

Number  reports  received  135 

Number  secretaries  of  Status  of  Women  107 

Number  women    on    General   Boards    21 

Number  Women  on  Conference  Boards   33 

Number  women  on  Official  Boards  of  local  churches    308 

Number  women  elected  to  Annual  Conference 42 

This  is  Stewardship  Year  in  our  church.  We  realize  we  are  stewards 
of  prayer,  personality  and  possessions  in  our  own  lives  and  in  the  lives 
of  those  women  whose  wider  participation  in  the  work  of  the  church  we 
are  urged  to  seek  and  use.

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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  MISSIONARY  PERSONNEL 


"If  men  are  to  go  forward  in -the  way  of  seeking  God's  righteousness — 
youth  must  lead  them.  Youth  has  the  contagious  enthusiasm,  the  fresh 
approach,  the  undulled  vision,  the  untaxed  strength,  above  all  they  have 
the  future."  J.  Foster  Dulles. 

The  youth  of  our  church  are  responding  in  gratifying  numbers  to  the 
call  of  Christ  for  full-time  service.  Many  are  responding  while  still  in 
high  school  and  early  college  years.  The  Woman's  Society  has  a  part  in 
the  responsibility  of  guiding  and  aiding  these  youthful  persons  who  are 
our  future  candidates.  Through  plans  and  suggestions  that  have  come 
from  the  Missionary  Personnel  Committee  through  the  Conference  Sec- 
retary, the  District  Secretaries  are  learning  ways  of  helping  young 
people  who  have  made  dedications  and  ways  of  securing  new  dedications. 
Materials  giving  information  on  types  of  service,  requirements  for  dif- 
ferent types,  procedures  for  candidates  and  sources  of  materials  available 
for  distribution  have  all  been  mailed  to  each  District  Secretary.  The 
names  of  persons  having  made  dedications  from  each  district  have  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  each  District  Secretary  with  suggestions  for 
keeping  in  touch  with  each  one. 

It  is  necessary  that  the  Conference  Secretary  have  the  name,  home  ad- 
dress and  college  address  of  each  person  who  is  planning  for  full-time 
service  in  the  local  church,  home  mission  work,  or  foreign  mission  work. 
Local  societies  can  be  of  great  assistance  in  sending  in  this  information. 
This  also  applies  to  persons  who  are  possible  candidates. 

Districts  are  asked  to  seek  out  young  people  who  can  meet  the  re- 
quirements and  sponsor  them  through  the  early  stages  of  their  educa- 
tion. Some  districts  are  already  starting  funds  for  this  project.  Youth 
dedicates  both  time  and  talents.  Those  who  cannot  devote  full  time  can 
contribute  in  a  material  way  to  make  possible  the  Christian  training  of 
our  young  people. 

The  requirements  are  high  for  those  who  have  a  vital  interest  in 
making  a  better  world.  Some  of  the  requirements  for  those  who  qualify 
for  Christian  service  are  a  vital  Christian  experience,  intellectual  disci- 
pline in  the  field  of  religion,  acquaintance  with  the  contents  of  the  Bible, 
some  theology  and  psychology  of  religion  and  philosophy;  awareness  of 
the  church's  relationship  to  the  community;  an  understanding  of  human 
nature;  skills  in  working  with  individuals  and  groups;  a  knowledge  of 
trends  in  educational  methods;  a  well-rounded  personality,  an  acceptable 
philosophy  for  daily  life,  some  work  experience  and  good  health. 

There  are  many  opportunities  in  the  field  of  Christian  service.  Numer- 
ous requests  go  to  Scarritt  College  and  other  institutions  for  home  and  for- 
eign workers  to  serve  as  directors  of  Christian  education  in  local  church- 
es and  on  the  college  campus;  in  city,  county  and  state  Church  Councils; 
as  conference  directors;  church  secretaries,  pastors'  assistants  and  church 
visitor;  for  weekday  religious  education  and  professors  of  Bible,  church 
history  and  other  subjects;  as  choir  directors,  organists,  social  workers 
in  rural  and  urban  areas;  as  directors  of  religious  radio  programs,  recrea- 
tion and  religious  journalism;  for  doctors,  nurses,  medical  technicians, 
educator  and  administrators  in  church  institutions  in  the  United  States 
and  abroad. 

Even  though  thousands  of  young  people  have  responded  to  the  chal- 
lenge, the  increasing  demands  cannot  be  met.  Workers  are  not  yet  train- 
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ed  to  go.  Look  for  persons  already  trained  who  are  ready  for  the  special 
training. 

The  fields  are  white  unto  the  harvest.  Pray  ye,  therefore,  the  Lord  of 
the  Harvest  that  He  help  you  work  and  pray  and  give  that  workers  may 
go  unto  His  harvest.

REPORTS   OF  DISTRICT   SECRETARIES   OF   PROMOTION 


DURHAM    DISTRICT 

Durham  District  during  1946  grew  out  of  all  bounds,  as  a  child  out- 
grows its  clothes.  We  are  getting  a  better  working  knowledge  of  the 
Woman's  Society  and  its  purpose  for  being.  The  most  of  the  credit  goes 
to  the  fine  Zone  leaders  who  have  cooperated  so  beautifully  and  given  bo 
unstintingly  of  themselves.  The  rest  of  the  credit  goes  to  the  women  in 
the  local  societies,  who  have  given  prayer,  service,  and  of  their  means 
to  further  the  Kinkdom.  We  have  gone  over  the  four  thousand  mark  in 
membership  in  85  Societies  and  9  Guilds.  Four  new  Societies  have  been 
organized  this  past  year,  Brookland,  Phillip's  Chapel,  Salem  (Leasburg), 
and  Prospect  (Cedar  Grove). 

The  increase  in  our  giving  is  another  indication  of  the  great  growing 
Durham  District  has  been  doing.  $16,435.64  was  sent  the  Conference 
Treasurer  and  $18,080.41  was  reported  through  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities,  making  a  grand  total  of  $34,516.05.  We  were 
first  in  the  amount  sent  Conference  Treasurer,  second  in  the  Week  of 
Prayer,  and  third  in  increased  giving. 

Now  our  plans  for  1947  are  going  forward  with  increased  interest.  The 
new  District  organization,  headed  by  Mrs.  G.  B.  Robbins,  is  taking  over 
the  District  work  with  great  vigor  and  enthusiasm.  I  feel  that  we  will 
grow  and  develop  and  become  real  followers  of  the  Master.  We  will  go 
forward  and  show  even  greater  gains  than  before.  As  an  indication  of 
the  new  growth,  six  new  societies  are  already  organized  for  1947  which 
makes  91  in  our  District,  for  His  honor  and   glory.

Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  our  most  efficient  Con- 
ference president,  was  guest  speaker  at  two  of  our  meetings,  Pascurcam 
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Zone  at  City  Road  Church  and  Perquimans  Chowan  Zone,  New  Hope 
Church.  We  were  happy  to  have  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  Conference  sec- 
retary of  Spiritual  Life  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  Conference  secretary 
of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  as  guest 
speakers  of  Plymouth  Zone  in  Columbia  and  Mrs.  Ben  F.  Boone,  Confer- 
ence secretary  of  Missionary  Education  as  guest  speaker  of  Dare  County 
Zone  in   Stumpy    Point. 

Our  fall  Educational  Seminars  were  held  in  Edenton  and  Hatteras.  We 
had  a  record  breaking  attendance.  Our  Conference  team  brought  to  us 
most  challenging  messages  on  Missionary  Education. 

Our  District  Conference  was  held  jointly  with  the  Educational  Semi- 
nar in  Edenton.  One,  of  the  high  lights  of  that  meeting  was  the  election  of 
district  officers,  with  a  most  impressive  installation  service  conducted 
by  Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts,  Jurisdictional  secretary  of  Youth  Work. 

Another  delightful  meeting  of  our  District  was  the  Mission  Confer- 
ence held  in  First  Church,  Elizabeth  City,  when  five  of  our  Mission  leaders 
brought  most  inspiring  messages  from  the  fields  in  which  they  had  served. 

The  following  societies  deserve  mention  for  outstanding  accomplish- 
ments: Harrellsville,  in  per  capita  giving  to  Week  of  Prayer.  Washington, 
in  Adult  Life  Memberships.  Hatteras  and  Washington  tied  in  Baby  Life 
Memberships  by  giving  four  each.  City  Road  in  Methodist  Woman 
subscriptions.  Manteo,  in  World  Outlook  subscriptions.  Stumpy  Point  and 
Hatteras  tied  in  the  number  of  study  courses  by  reporting  five  each. 
Hertford,  Mt.  Hermon,  Philadelphia,  and  Columbia  reported  four  each. 
First  Church,  Washington,  Evans,  C.  H.  Kittrells,  Union,  Elizabeth  City, 
Wesley,  Winfall,  Harrells  and  Zion  reported  three  each.  Washington  had 
the  largest  increase  in  new  members. 

The  Elizabeth  City  District  again  led  the  Conference  in  the  largest 
Seminar  offering. 

The  following  societies  reported  using  the  Goal  Chart:  Columbia,  City 
Road,  Evans,  Center  Hill,  Hertford,  Kittrells,  Manteo,  Stumpy  Point, 
Wanchese,  Washington,  Windsor,  Windfall  and  Cedar  Grove. 

The  total  amount  sent  to  Conference  treasurer  was  $8,061.40.  A  total 
of  $7,620.65  was  reported  for  C.  S.  R.  &  L.  C.  A.  The  grand  total  for  the 
year  was  $15,682.05.  We  are  grateful  for  this  report. 

I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Zone  leaders  and  local  women 
for  their  efforts  in  helping  to  make  this  report  possible,  and  as  we  are 
launching  into  District  Organization,  may  we  be  filled  with  enthusiasm 
and  make  great  advancement  during  the  coming  year. 

And  now,  I  want  to  thank  you  for  the  privilege  of  serving  you  as 
District  secretary  for  the  past  two  and  a  quarter  years.  These  have  been 
a  glorious  venture  in  living  and  learning  and  I  count  them  among  the 
happiest  years  of  my  life.  There  is  a  real  satisfaction  that  comes  from 
working  together  in  Christian  Service  and  I  have  most  sincerely  found  it 
that  way  among  the  women  of  the  Elizabeth  City  District.

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FAYETTEVILLE    DISTRICT 

The  year  1946  was  a  year  of  beginnings  for  Fayetteville  District.  To 
begin  the  year  we  held  our  FIRST  Officers'  Training  Days.  Though  bad 
weather,  bad  roads  and  flu  worked  against  the  attendance,  we  feel  that 
these  were  the  most  educational  meetings  we  have  ever  held.  They  were 
held  in  the  zone  in  a  very  informal  way. 

Our  FIRST  district  meeting  in  several  years  was  held  in  Hay  St. 
Church  in  September  on  a  very  stormy,  wet  day,  but  two  hundred  faithful 
women  were  there  to  see  and  hear  Mrs.  Hood  install  our  FIRST  district 
officers. 

1946  was  another  year  of  good,  steady  growth  in  every  part  of  our 
work.  We  can't  seem  to  lead  the  Conference  in  any  one  department  but 
we  have  increases  every  year.  Four  societies — Laurinburg,  Bast  Laurin- 
burg,  Sneads  Grove  and  Jonesboro — achieved  all  the  goals,  twice  as  many 
as  the  year  before.  Three  new  Societies  were  organized — Haymount,  Trin- 
ity and  Hoffman — making  a  total  of  80. 

Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  56  societies  with  an  offering  of  $1264.- 
45.  Our  total  for  Supply  work  was  $999.97.  Our  total  for  C.  S.  R.  & 
L.  C.  A.  was  $9722.08  and  for  missions  $14600.07,  making  a  grand  total 
of  $24,322.15.  Raeford  led  in  per  capita  giving  with  Parkton  taking  second 
place.  Rockingham  led  in  Week  of  Prayer  offering.  Hay  St.  led  in  Supply 
work. 

Our  reporting  improved  11  percent  over  the  year  before  with  Robe- 
son-Scotland zone  leading  and  Richmond  zone  taking  second  place.  Too 
much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  our  five  splendid  zone  leaders  who  have 
promoted  the  work  of  every  department.  Ten  zone  meetings  were  held 
with  splendid  attendance.  Many  individual  societies  were  visited. 

Our  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  shared  in  the  increase,  also  Three  new 
ones  were  organized,  making  a  total  of  ten  with  288  members. 

We  were  awarded  the  Korean  candlestick  last  year  and  though  we 
may  have  to  give  it  up  this  year,  we  overpaid  our  pledge  again.  What- 
ever we  may  have  been  able  to  accomplish  in  1946  is  just  a  small  part 
of  what  we  expect  to  do  in  1947.  We  feel  that  our  new  district  officers 
will  give  new  life  and  inspiration  to  the  district  and  will  be  the  means  of 
much  greater  service  in  His  name.

The  Southern  Zone  Meetings 
under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  W.  J.  Watson  at  Clayton,  with  Mrs.  Walter 
Davis  as  leader  for  the  fall  meeting  in  Selma.

With  Faith,  Hope,  Love  and  Service  the  program  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  Rocky  Mount  District  has  gone  for- 
ward in  the  year  1946.  "Progress"  seems  to  have  been  our  watchword. 
I  would  like  to  pay  homage  to  each  of  the  3074  women  who  did  their 
bit  to  make  this  report  possible.  Many  of  the  accomplishments  are  listed 
in  the  statistical  table  of  the  journal  but  many  others  cannot  be  summed 
up  in  figures,  all  of  which  we  found  joy  in  doing. 

We  added  3  new  societies  and  2  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  to  our  roll, 
making  a  net  gain  of  194  women  for  the  work. 

Seven  societies  achieved  the  12  "Instruments  of  Peace"  namely: 
Clark  Street,  Farmville,  Pinetops,  Pleasant  Grove,  First  Church  Rocky 
Mount,  Tarboro  and  Wilson.  Twenty-five  others  achieved  11  Instruments 
(no  W.  S.  G.)  Bethel,  Bethany,  Bethlehem  (Warren),  Conway,  Garysburg, 
Halifax,  Hollister  Cross,  Scotland  Neck,  Severn,  Sharon,  Shocco,  Spring 
Church  Stantonsburg,  Tabor,  Weldon,  Zion  (Conway),  and  Zion  (Norlina). 

Reporting  is  the  one  way  that  our  district  and  conference  check  our 
work,  therefore  we  are  required  to  report  quarterly,  75.79©  of  all  reports 
were  sent  in  on  time  for  the  year,  an  increase  of  more  than  8%  over  1945. 

Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  69  societies  whose  offering  amounted 
to  $1,980.18  or  an  increase  of  $289.28  over  the  previous  year. 

There  were  142  special  membership  certificates  presented  which  added 
$2,305.00  to  the  treasury  as  follows:  I  Honorary  Life  Patron;  I  Honorary 
Life  Member;  59  Adult  life  Members;  I  Honorary  Youth;  3  Honorary 
Juniors;    77  Honorary  Babies. 

In  addition,  First  Church,  Rocky  Mount  gave  a  $300  Cuban  Scholar- 
ship in  honor  of  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman. 

Warren  Zone  continued  a  $40.00  Brazilian  Scholarship  and  Farm- 
ville and  Wilson  societies,  each,  support  a  Bible  Woman  in  China.  The 
last  three  projects  have  been  re-curring  over  a  period  of  years. 

Much  of  our  progress  could,  perhaps,  be  accredited  to  the  fine  study 
work  that  is  being  done  in  the  district.  Two  Seminars  were  held  in 
Elm  City  and  Littleton,  respectively,  there  the  ladies  realize  the  value 
of  study,  get  helpful  information  as  to  what  to  study  and  how  to  con- 
duct an  interesting  class.  Then  they  go  back  to  their  local  society  to  do 
a  real  job.  There  were  190  Approved  and  a  large  number  of  informal 
classes  held  and  reported.  A  net  gain  of  87  subscribers  to  the  Methodist 
Woman  and  World  Outlook  substantiates  the  fact  that  a  keener  desire 
for  Missionary  Work  now  exists  in  our  district.  Eighteen  societies  have 
all  officers  subscribing  to  the  magazine. 

Our  Supply  Work  reached  the  highest  mark,  ever,  $1,455.97.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  amount,  we  are  told  that  many  of  our  people  who  could  not 
attend  the  conference  in  Durham,  sent  gifts  to  be  placed  on  the  altar  at 
the  time  of  the  Silent  Communion,  for  the  starving  peoples  of  Europe. 
Such  gifts,  over  and  above  our  pledge  to  Missions,  tell  us  that  the  heart 
is  made  of  that  which  is  far  better  than  gold. 

We  sent  to  the  conference  treasurer  $16,289.98.  This,  too,  shows  a 
"healthy"  increase,  for  which  we  are  most  grateful,  and  happy  in  noting 
that  we  give  "According  as  the  Lord  hath  prospered  us."  May  we  always 
be  good  stewards  and  take  pleasure  in  placing  into  His  treasury  that 
which  is  rightfully  His. 

The  District  Meeting  was  held  in  Rocky  Mount  in  September,  at  that 
time  the  slate  of  district  officers  were  elected  and  installed,  whose  names 
appear   elsewhere   in   this   journal,    preparatory   to    our   new   venture    of 
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district  organization  in  1947.  A  10c  per  member  cultivation  fund  was 
voted  for  our  financial  beginning.  The  penny-a-day  increase,  challenge 
was  accepted  by  the  group  standing  with  bowed  heads  while  Mrs.  John 
C.  Burwell,  district  Spiritual  Life  Chairman,  led  the  commitment  prayer. 

At  the  close  of  1946,  Rocky  Mount  District  finds  herself  holding 
first  place  in  at  least  five  phases  of  the  work,  that  is  largest:  increase 
sent  conference  treasurer,  number  of  Adult  Members,  number  of  Honor- 
ary Babies,  number  of  societies  observing  Week  of  Prayer,  amount  of 
Week  of  Prayer  offering. 

With  the  hearty  support  of  fourteen  new  inspired  officers,  the  writer 
of  these  lines  feels  that  "Growth"  is  in  store  for  us  in  1947  because  as 
a  unit  we  shall  strive  the  harder  to  bring  God's  Kingdom  in.

McLamb,  Mrs.  A.  H.  Farnell,  Mrs.  W.  B.  Glenn  and  Mrs.  L.  L.  Motte  have 
promoted  the  work  through  zone  meetings,  letters,  cards,  meeting  with 
the  local  Societies,  and  co-operating  in  every  way  possible. 

Our  Educational  Seminar  was  held  in  September  at  Trinity  Church 
in  Wilmington  with  a  good  attendance  in  spite  of  a  rain  storm.  The  Semi- 
nar was  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  helpful  we  have  had,  and  we 
want  to  thank  the  Conference  Study  and  Action  Committee,  Mrs.  Ralph 
Wellons,  Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts,  Mrs.  H.  R.  Odom,  and  the  local  women 
for  making  this  possible.

Our  Supply  Department  led  the  Conference  with  47  Societies  contri- 
buting $1,476.90,  but  we  are  hoping  every  Society  will  contribute  to  this 
"Second  Mile"  of  giving  next  year.  Faison  led  with  $193.00  for  Supplies, 
with  Fairmont  second  and  Grace  Church  in  Wilmington  third.  Grace  led 
in  Supply  money  sent  to  Korea  in  honor  of  Miss  Ida  Hankins. 
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The  Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  56  Societies  with  Fairmont 
giving  $235.00.  The  Societies  that  did  not  observe  the  Week  of  Prayer 
missed  a  great  Blessing,  and  we  hope  all  Societies  will  do  so  next  Octo- 
ber. 

A  decided  increase  was  noted  in  the  department  of  Literature  and 
Publication  with  Fifth  Avenue  Church,  Wilmington  leading  in  subscrip- 
tions to  the  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook,  with  Wallace  and 
Clinton  a  close  second  and  third. 

There  was  a  reported  increase  of  $1,379.58  in  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions and  Local  Church  Work  though  it  was  not  all  reported. 

The  total  amount  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  was  $11,806.22  an 
increase  of  $1,138.17  over  the  previous  year.  Fairmont  led  in  Special 
memberships — 5  adult,  3  honorary  Youth;  Whiteville — 5  Adult,  8  Honor- 
ary Baby;    Trinity  Church,  Wilmington — 5  Adult,   2  Honorary   Baby. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Davis,  District  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  has  been  an 
inspiration  to  everyone.  She  attended  every  zone  meeting  and  by  her 
untiring  efforts  this  department  has  grown,  and  undergirds  all  of  our 
work  in  the  District. 

We  have  stressed  the  work  for  the  Childen,  Youth  and  Students,  and 
though  we  aren't  satisfied  with  the  results  we  have  increased  the  num- 
ber of  Secretaries  in  each  Department,  and  feel  that  there  is  more  in- 
terest being  taken  in  the  work  and  it  is  of  a  better  quality.  We  are  look- 
ing forward  to  a  fruitful  year  in  1947.

RECOMMENDATIONS    FOR   ORGANIZATION    AND    PROMOTION 

We  recommend: 
1.  That    1947,    the    year    preceding    the    General    Conference    of    1948, 
especial   effort  be    made    to    complete    th    organization    of    the    Woman's 
Society  of  Christian   Service  by   securing  a   Woman's   Society  on  every 
charge  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference.

4.  That  stewardship  of  possessions  be  stressed  in  each  society,  and 
that  the  use  of  the  "penny-a-day"  plan  be  encouraged. 

5.  Realizing  the  splendid  results  being  achieved  by  the  visitation  of 
local  societies  by  teams  composed  of  two  or  more  conference  and,  or  dis- 
trict officers, 

We  recommend: 

That  this  form  of  promotion  and  cultivation  be  stressed  in  every  com- 
munity. 

6.  Cognizant  of  the  fact  that  every  society  should  "plan  its  work  and 
work  its  plan,"  we  commend  the  Calendars  of  Activities  found  in  the 
inside  cover  of  the  Officers'  Letter  File  and  urge  that  this  or  some  similar 
plan  be  followed. 

7.  We  urge  that  officer  training  days  be  held  by  the  local  societies 
and  by  the  districts,  and  that  close  cooperation  continue  among  all 
members. 

8.  That  the  School  of  Missions  held  jointly  with  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference,  June  1-6,  1947  at  Pfeiffer  College,  be  attended  by 
as  many  District  Officers  as  are  able  to  go. 

9.  We  recommend  increased  use  of  goals  throughout  the  year.

We  recommend  that  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  in  local 
societies: 

1.  Study  the  Handbook  for  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  to 
interpret  her  duties  and  responsibilities  and  use  the  Missionary  Edu- 
cation Tool  Kit  suggested  on  page  nine  of  the  Handbook. 

2.  Use  the  report  as  a  standard  of  progress  of  the  educational  pro- 
gram of  the  society. 

3.  Assume  the  responsibility  as  chairman  of  the  Study  and  Action 
Committee  in  planning  the  study  program  for  the  year,  directing  four 
approved  study  courses,  using  approved  texts. 
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a.  That  one  or  two  classes,  out  of  the  four  held  during  the  year,  be 
Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  classes.  (Requirements  may  be  found 
on  page  16  of  the  Handbook  for  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education.) 

b.  That  one  out  of  the  four  approved  classes  be  a  joint  class  with  the 
pastor  and  the  church. 

c.  The  approved  study  courses  1947-1948. 

(1)  World  Evangelism — Home   and  Foreign. 

(2)  We,  the  Peoples  of  the  United  Nations. 

(3)  Prayer. 

(4)  China  (As  joint  class  with  the  pastor  and  the  church). 

4.  Cooperate  with  the  program  committee  in  planning  the  educational 
work  of  the  society  for  the  year,  promoting  the  use  of  the  program  and 
worship  material  in  every  society. 

5.  Cooperate  with  the  finance  committee  in  creating  interest  that 
will  inspire  larger  gifts  by  providing  information  of  missions  and  mis- 
sionary projects  and  thus  increase  the  total  giving  of  the  society  to  all 
the  work  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  (See  page  17  of 
the  Handbook  on  Finance.) 

6.  Emphasize  more  Reading  Circles  and  Missionary  Libraries  in  the 
educational  program,  using  books  of  religious,  missionary  and  educa- 
tional value,  new  field  literature  and  files  of  our  church  periodicals, 
creating  inspiration  through  information.  We  recommend  that  an  amount 
for  these  books  be  placed  in  the  budget  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

7.  Encourage  the  use  of  "The  Methodist  Woman"  and  "World  Out- 
look" in  connection  with  the  monthly  programs  to  challenge  the  mem- 
bers to  the   stewardship  of  service. 

8.  Promote  informal  studies  when  the  need  shall  arise.  (These  are 
not  to  be  confused  with  approved  studies  since  they  are  not  the  same.) 

9.  Send  carefully  filled  quarterly  reports  promptly  at  the  end  of  each 
quarter  to  her  District  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education. 

10.  Attend  our  Conference  School  of  Missions  June  1-6  at  Pfeiffer 
College,  Misenheimer,  N.  C,  where  two  of  the  new  credit  courses  will 
be  taught  and  where  work  shops,  platform  hours  and  worship  experiences 
will  be  of  inestimable  value.  We  further  recommend  that  the  seven  Dis- 
trict Secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  attend  this  School  of  missions. 
(Societies  and  Districts  paying  the  expenses  of  these  officers  will  find 
it  a  real  investment  for  the  cause  of  missions.  Registration  fee  two  dol- 
lars, room  and  board  ten  dollars.) 

11.  We  recommend  that  the  District  Study  and  Action  Committee  co- 
operate with  the  Conference  Study  and  Action  Committee  in  providing 
Educational  Seminars  in  each  District  for  the  development  of  leaders 
and  the  cultivation  and  promotion  of  the  educational  work  and  activities 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.

SOCIAL    RELATIONS   AND    LOCAL   CHURCH    ACTIVITIES 

I.  GENERAL 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  N.  C.  Conference  Woman's  Society  appropriate  $50.00  for 
a  scholarship  to  the  National  Seminar,  to  be  used  by  some  one  selected 
by  the  Conference  Society. 

2.  That  we  study  the  possibility  of  District  Workshops  on  some  phase 
of  Christian  Social  Relations,  with  the  aim  of  making  them  a  reality  in 
1948. 

3.  That  ten  minutes  at  every  circle  meeting,  and  five  minutes  at  the 
General  meetings  be  devoted  to  some  phase  of  Christian  Social  Relations. 
Materials  used  being  some  local,  state,  national,  or  international  cur- 
rent issue,  items  from  Department  page  in  Methodist  Woman,  or  from 
Information  and  Action  Bulletin. 

4.  Full  cooperation  and  active  participation  of  each  member  of  the 
local  society  in  the  Stewardship  emphasis  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ 
for  1947. 

5.  That  we  urge  Methodist  women  to  use  their  influence  with  the 
press  to  print  stories  and  pictures  of  news  value  depicting  constructive 
experiences  of  youth. 

II.  THE  CHURCH'S  MINISTRY  TO  THE  FAMILY 

Since  the  women  of  the  church  are  called  upon  this  year  to  a  new 
sense  of  Stewardship  of  family  relationships  and  to  a  practical  applica- 
tion of  the  program  theme  "Of  Such  Is  The  Kingdom,"  we  recommend: 

1.  (a)  That  through  Church  and  community  agencies,  wherever  pos- 
sible, counseling  services  be  made  available  for  individuals  and  families; 
that  effort  be  made  to  have  courses  on  courtship,  marriage,  and  parent- 
hood in  the  local  church  school,  elementary,  high  schools  and  colleges; 
and  that  the  local  church  be  made  the  center  of  Christian  fellowship 
for  families  and  individuals,  through  more  adequate  opportunities  for 
social,  recreational,  and  cultural  activities. 

(b)  That  we  recognize  the  importance  of  community  councils  in 
strengthening  family  life  and  urge  Christian  women  to  give  wholehearted 
cooperation  in  such  efforts  for  the  common  good. 

2.  That  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  work  for  family  and 
group  security: 

(a)  By  continued  effort  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  for  all  people, 
and  to  lift  the  income  of  underpaid  people. 

(b)  By  studying  wage  scales  and  standards  of  employment,  including 
child  labor  practices,  the  practices  of  State  Department  of  Labor  with 
particular  attention  to  its  administration  of  unemployment  compensation, 
lest  there  be  discrimination  in  general  employment  practices. 

(c)  By  noting  carefully  our  own  employment  and  business  practices, 
in  employment  of  domestic  service;  the  employment  standards  of  cleri- 
cal and  professional  workers  in  church;  and  in  renting  our  sub-standard 
property  for  high  rentals. 

3.  That  we  support  the  Methodist  stand  for  collective  bargaining  as 
expressed  in  the  Social  Creed,  opposing  all  efforts  to  weaken  the  right 
of  labor  and  management  to  arrive  at  mutually  satisfactory  agreements 
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by  collective  bargaining;  and  that  we  help  Christians  to  understand  that 
when  business  withholds  goods  from  the  market  to  raise  prices,  it  is 
substantially  the  same  as  when  labor  withholds  services  to  accomplish  its 
objectives. 

4.  (a)  That  we  affirm  our  traditional  Methodist  position  that  total 
abstinence  is  the  goal  of  alcohol  education;  and  to  this  end  continue 
our  efforts  against  subtle  advertising  of  alcohol  in  movies,  over  the 
radio,  and  through  magazine  sand  newspapers. 

(b)  That  we  support  the  educational  agencies  that  they  may  have  the 
courage  to  enforce  the  existing  laws  regarding  alcohol  education  in  our 
public  schools. 

III.  CHRISTIAN  CITIZENSHIP 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  we  seek  to  secure  a  wider  use  of  the  ballot  through  more  in- 
tensive education  of  the  people  to  the  issues  before  them;  by  seeking 
to  have  all  citizens  of  the  community  exercise  their  voting  rights  with- 
out intimidation  or  restriction;  and  by  supporting  programs  of  educa- 
tion for  new  and  inexperienced  voters. 

2.  That  as  Christians  we  seek  to  educate  against  allowing  races  to 
become  a  political  issue,  urging  all  against  this  practice. 

3.  That  we  study  laws  regarding  civil  rights,  especially  the  "separate 
but  equal"  laws  regarding  transportation,  education,  etc.,  as  they  relate 
to  our  Southern  pattern,  and  the  effect  on  our  southern  life. 

IV.  WORLD  PEACE 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  we  follow  the  work  of  the  United  Nations  Organization  with 
interest  and  prayer. 

2.  Study  and  action  along  these  lines: 

(a)  International  control  of  atomic  power,  increasing  emphasis  on 
its  constructive  use  for  the  welfare  of  mankind. 

(b)  The  need  of  understanding  international  economic  cooperation 
with  practical  steps  that  must  be  taken  with  Food  and  Agricultural 
organizations  to  eliminate  famine. 

(c)  Support  of  unilateral  disarmament.  Opposition  to  national  legis- 
lation for  universal  military  training  as  inconsistent  with  the  principle 
of  disarmament. 

(d)  Cooperation  with  the  United  Nations  Educational,  Scientific,  and 
Cultural  Organization  in  its  plans  for  creating  good  will  through  better 
understanding  among  all  people  of  the  world. 

3.  We  urge  our  nation  to  prepare  itself  spiritually  and  legally  to  re- 
ceive its  proportionate  share  of  refugees  and  displaced  persons  and  to 
integrate  them  into  normal  life. 

4.  That  we  continue  to  give  generously  to  war  stricken  countries 
food,  clothing,  and  funds. 

5.  That  we  cooperate  wholeheartedly  with  the  Council  of  Church 
Women  in  World  Community  Day.

4.  That  we  improve  our  method  of  reporting  both  finances  and  lines 
of  activities. 

5.  That  we  set  aside  and  plan  to  attend  our  first  State-wide  School 
of  Missions  and  Pfeift'er  College,  Misenheimer,  North  Carolina,  June  6-8. 

6.  That  we  accept  the  challenge  in  the  knowledge,  that  "There  is  not 
one  single  Guild  Member  anywhere  in  the  United  States  who  cannot 
make  her  influence  felt  toward  a  better  world." 

7.  That,  realizing  the  group  strength  of  united  individuals  at  work, 
we  pledge  our  allegiance  anew  to  the  Local,  District,  and  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  thus  increasing  the  influence  of 
Methodist  Women.

2.  That  societies  (local,  district  and  conference)  choose  from  their 
most  outstanding  members  the  woman  to  fill  this  office. 

3.  That  in  the  local  society  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions : 

(a)  Be  recognized  as  a  member  of  the  Program  Committee. 

(b)  Be  used  as  a  resource  person  for  information  concerning  help- 
ful materials  for  officers,  committees,  programs,  studies,  etc. 

(c)  Be  given  time  at  regular  meetings  for  the  presentation  of  the 
literature  and  publications, 
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4.  That  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications: 

(a)  See  that  every  member  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Ser- 
vice knows  the  value  of  subscribing  for  The  Methodist  Woman  and 
World  Outlook.  "Display  the  magazines  in  your  meetings,  point  out  the 
articles  which  have  a  direct  bearing  on  our  department  of  work  along 
with  other  materials  that  are  helpful  in  program  building." 

(b)  Watch  page  32  of  The  Methodist  Woman  for  announcements  of 
all  new  materials  and  keep  the  officers  of  the  society  in  touch  with  the 
new  pieces  available  for  their  use. 

(c)  See  that  every  society  has  a  copy  of  the  Seventh  Annual  Report. 

(d)  Mail  quarterly  reports  promptly. 

(e)  Keep  an  up-to-date  Publication  Catalogue  and  always  order  from 
Literature  Headquarters,  420  Plum  Street,  Cincinnati,  2  Ohio.  Remember 
the  profits  from  their  sales  go  into  our  free  materials. 

5.  That  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  promote  the 
circulation  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  in  her  society  and 
throughout  her  church.

RECOMMENDATIONS   FOR   SUPPLY   WORK 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  a  more  prominent  place  be  given  Supply  Work  in  district 
meetings,  with  workshops  to  give  training  to  old  and  new  Supply  Sec- 
retaries. This  is  most  essential  if  we  hope  to  train  the  constantly  chang- 
ing personnel  of  the  office. 

2.  That  certificates  of  award  be  granted  to: 

(a)  Societies  that  do  some  Supply  Work  for  both  Home  and  Foreign 
Institutions  during  the  year,  and  report  the  same  on  time  each  quarter. 

(b)  Districts  that  have  100%  of  the  societies  in  the  district  doing 
some  Supply  Work  during  the  year. 

3.  That  each  district  and  society  carefully  promote  the  assignments  as 
given  in  the  Supply  Program  of  Work  for  1947.  When  the  local  secretary 
reports  to  district  secretary,  and  the  local  treasurer  sends  money  to  the 
conference  treasurer,  each  should  state  exactly  for  what  the  money  is 
being  sent. 

4.  That  in  view  of  the  constant  changes  in  Supply  Work  and  the 
changing  of  Supply  Work  secretaries,  all  back  reports,  letters,  pamph- 
lets, and  other  Supply  Work  materials,  be  passed  on  to  the  incoming 
secretary.  She  should  give  full  explanation  of  the  plan  of  work,  the  re- 
ports expected,  and  helpful  suggestions  for  the  future  of  the  work.  This 
applies  equally  to  the  work  of  the  local,  district  and  conference  secretary. 

5.  That  the  local  secretary  acquaint  herself  with  the  Supply  Work 
program  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  Each  quarter  she  will  contacl 
the  Guild  Supply  Work  secretary,  secure  the  report  of  work  done  during 
the  quarter  and  add  it  to  her  report,  giving  the  Guild  proper  credit  for 
the  same. 

6.  That  the  local  secretary  offer  suggestions  to  the  secretaries  oi 
Children's  and  Youth  Work  as  to  the  type  of  Supply  Work  they  can  do 
as  an  outgowth  of  missionary  study.  They  can  also  help  in  an  institu- 
tion of  the  Woman's  Society  assigned  to  them. 

7.  That  we  emphasize  over  and  over  the  necessity  of  the  local  secre- 
tary of  Supply  Work  including  in  her  report  to  the  district  ALL  Supply 


86  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 

Work  done  by  the  W.  S.  C.  S.,  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  Ybuth 
and  the  Children.  This  is  essential  if  proper  records  are  to  be  kept  of 
the  work  done  in  the  local  societies. 

8.  That  the  women  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  recognize  the 
great  values  coming  from  the  gifts  of  this  department  in  providing  for 
greater  character  building  opportunities.  Whether  it  be  playground 
equipment,  daily  milk,  or  clean  white  sheets  for  the  sick  bed,  our  task  is 
a  worthy  one.  It  demands  the  full  co-operation  of  every  woman  in  our 
conference  who  hears  the  words,  "Supply  Work."

2.  District  Secretaries  of  Youth  send  quarterly  letters  to  local  Sec- 
retaries giving  suggestions  for  topics,  materials  projects,  and  ideas  for 
promotion  during  that  quarter. 

3.  Every  Secretary  make  a  more  intensive  effort  toward  prompt  and 
accurate  reporting. 

4.  Secretaries  co-operate  with  the  Conference  and  District  Directors  of 
Youth  and  with  the  Conference  and  District  Chairman  of  the  Commission 
on  Missions  and  World  Friendship  in  progress  and  projects  of  Mission- 
ary education  of  youth. 

5.  Secretaries  stress  the  Missionary  Education  Movements  text  on  cur- 
rent mission  topics  by  interest  groups  of  boys  and  girls. 

6.  Secretaries  continue  to  emphasize  the  formation  of  interest  groups 
of  girls  to  study  the  program  and  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  using  the  monthly  programs  prepared  especially  for 
them  "Blueprints  for  Brotherhood." 

7.  The  Youth  Work  be  presented  at  the  local  W.  S.  C.  S.  Meetings  and 
suggestions  as  to  how  the  women  can  help  the  Youth  be  offered. 

8.  District  Secretaries  make  an  effort  to  train  local  Secretaries  in 
Seminars,  training  conference,  small  group  meetings  and  where  possible 
by  visits  to  local  societies. 

9.  The  Methodist  Youth  Fund  be  promoted  and  information  given 
concerning  its  use.  Every  local  society  have  a  copy  of  the  Methodist 
Youth  Fund  Bulletin  and  use  it. 

10.  Secretaries  urge  the  giving  of  supplies  to  the  projects  of  the 
Woman's  Division. 

11.  Secretaries,  wherever  possible  become  accredited  instructors  in 
the  area  of  World  Friendship  and  offer  their  services  as  teachers  and 
counselors  in  camps,  assemblies,  leadership  schools,  etc. 

12.  Secretaries  be  alert  to  every  opportunity  to  interest  young  peo- 
ple in  preparing  for  full  time  Christian  Service. 

13.  Every  Secretary  of  Youth  accept  the  challenge  to  make  1947  an 
outstanding  year  in  Youth  Work.

(c)  Send  these  cards  by  August  1st  to  the  campus  director  of  re- 
ligious life,  campus  Student  director,  or  your  District  Secretary  of  Stu- 
dent work. 

4.  Observe  Methodist  Student  Day  June  8th  and  Student  Recognition 
Day  December  28th. 

(a)  Order  materials  for  these  two  special  days  from  810  Broadway, 
Nashville  2,  Tenn. 

(b)  Have  offering  for  Methodist  Student  Loan  Fund. 

(c)  Have  students  to  participate  in  worship  service,  W.  S.  C.  S.  pro- 
grams. 

(d)  Entertain  students  at  banquets,  fellowship  teas. 

5.  Local  Secretaries  near  college  campus  place  especial  emphasis  upon 
the  campus-church  relationship. 

(a)  Know  the  Student  Director. 

(b)  Aid  students  in  attending  State,  Regional  and  National  Con- 
ferences. 

(c)  Extend  the  hospitality  of  our  homes  and  churches  to  students 
from  other  lands  attending  our  colleges. 

(d)  Greater  use  be  made  of  the  printed  material  that  is  available  to 
make  students  world  Christian  community  minded.  Also  that  material 
which  presents  Avenues  for  service.

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Full  Cooperation  by  the  Local  Woman's  Society  in  the  following 
ways: 

1.  By  the  election  of  a  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  who  is  a  worker 
with  Primary  or  Junior  children  in  the  church  school  and  who  is  capable 
and  willing  to  lead  the  society  into  participation  of  all  church,  com- 
munity, state  and  federal  movements  in  the  interest  of  children. 

2.  By  the  visitation  cultivation  of  families  to  be  reached  in  the  area  of 
the  local  church  and  the  enrollment  of  children  in  the  Church  School, 
as  a  part  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ  emphases. 

3.  By  the  promotion  of  "Family  Night  Programs"  and  study  groups  for 
parents,  using  the  magazine,  "The  Christian  Home"  as  a  basis  of  study. 

4.  By  the  provision  for  the  children  of  the  church,  a  meeting  place 
that  is  comfortable  and  attractive. 

5.  By  seeking  to  know  the  situation  with  reference  to  teachers  need- 
ed and  helping  to  bring  about  the  appreciation  of  its  teachers  by  the 
church  as  a  whole. 

6.  By  the  provision  of  leadership  training  opportunities  to  the  sec- 
retary of  children's  work. 

7.  By  the  study  of  the  revised  packet  on  "Juvenile  Protection"  with 
some  definite  action  planned. 

8.  By  asking  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  to  serve  on  the  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  Committee. 

9.  By  endeavoring  to  minister  to  the  tragic  needs  of  children  and  their 
parents  in  countries  abroad.

4.  That  we  emphasize  the  new  plan  for  Fellowship  of  Intercession 
to  include  all  women  in  the  church  who  will  sign  the  Fellowship  Card 
of  Enrollment,  and  urge  our  women  to  use  the  new  Prayer  Calendar  for 
1947  as  a  part  of  our  intercessory  prayer  observance. 

5.  That  we  urge  the  women  of  each  society,  wherever  possible,  to 
meet  in  small  spiritual  life  groups  for  spiritual  conversation  and  prayer. 
These  groups  are  greatly  needed  in  Stewardship  Cultivation. 

6.  That  we  cooperate  with  the  pastor  and  Stewardship  Committee  in 
the  special  emphasis  for  1947 — Christian  Stewardship. 

7.  That  we  begin  now  to  make  scrap  books  on  the  subject  of  prayer. 
"The  Great  Prayers  of  the  Bible"  is  our  Bible  Study  for  1947-48  and  will 
be  taught  in  all  summer  schools  in  1947. 
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8.  That  we  continue  to  conduct  Conference  and  District  Retreats  and 
strive  to  make  them  more  meaningful  for  our  women. 

9.  That  we  emphasize  the  importance  of  a  Day-Apart  in  every  local 
church  during  Lent.

RECOMMENDATIONS    FOR    STATUS   OF   WOMEN 

The  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  recommends: 

1.  That  the  following  goals  become  the  working  plans  of  the  com- 
mittee on  Status  of  Women  in  each  local  society. 

(a)  Study  the  paragraphs  in  the  Discipline  specifying  the  place  of 
service  for  women  on  local,  conference,  jurisdiction  and  general  boards, 
and  urge  women  to  serve  in  these  responsible  places. 

(b)  Seek  Opportunities  for  wider  service  for  women  by  preparing  a 
chart  of  the  abilities  of  women  in  the  church  membership  for  use  of 
nominating  committees  in  the  church  and  in  the  community. 

(c)  Co-operate  with  bodies  in  the  church  (i.e.  Wesleyan  Service 
Guilds,  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Ac- 
tivities. World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women)  and  with  groups  in 
the  community,  (Women's  Clubs,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  etc.)  to  lift  the  place  of 
women  everywhere. 

(d)  Study  the  tragic  needs  of  women  of  other  races  and  lands.  Oppose 
the  policies  and  practices  which  discriminate  against  them  because  of 
race  and  nationality  by  finding  ways  through  the  Church  and  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  to  lift  their  Status. 

(e)  Study  the  literature  available  for  Status  of  Women  and  make  a 
file  of  the  articles  which  appear  regularly  in  the  Methodist  Woman, 
World  Outlook,  other  magazines  and  newspapers. 

(f)  Have  regular  meetings  of  the  committee. 

(g)  Present  the  work  to  the  local  society  each  month. 

(h)   Report  promptly  to  your  District  or  Conference  Secretary- 

2.  That  in  the  year  of  Stewardship  Emphasis,  that  the  Secretary  of 
Status  of  Women  help  women  develop  their  own  personality  by  giving 
time,  talent,  and  possessions  to  the  church. 

3.  That  we  co-operate  with  the  World  Council  of  Churches  in  their 
study  of  Life  and  Work  of  Women  in  the  Church,"  by  filling  out  the 
Questionaire  to  be  distributed  according  to  instructions  to  be  given  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  in  America. 

4.  That  if  possible  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Status  of  Women  be 
sent  by  the  Conference  to  De  Pauw  University  July  24th-August  6th  for 
the  National  Seminar  on  Status  and  Responsibility  of  Women  in  the 
World  Today.

RECOMMENDATIONS    FOR    MISSIONARY    PERSONNEL 

The  combined  efforts  of  all  agencies  of  the  church  must  be  enlisted 
to  secure  a  sufficient  number  of  workers  for  service  in  the  home  church 
and  the  mission  fields.  We  must  dedicate  ourselves  to  this  task  now. 
Therefore  we  recommend: 

1.   That  the   Methodist   home   recapture   attitudes   which   have   some- 
times grown  dim,  where  children  in  their  earlier  years  were  dedicated 
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to  the  service  of  the  Lord,  their  training  and  nurture  continued  through 
the  formative  years,  and  the  type  of  family  life  built  which  produces 
missionaries. 

2.  That  the  Conference  Secretary  work  closely  with  the  Personnel 
Committee,  composed  of  Secretaries  of  Promotion,  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  Youth  and  Student  Work,  which  shall: 

(a)  Search  for  consecrated  young  women  of  training  and  experience 
who  may  be  available  for  Christian  service. 

(b)  Interpret  the  standards  for  candidates  and  the  types  of  service 
needed. 

(c)  Explain  to  prospective  candidates  the  procedure  in  making  appli- 
cation  to   the   Board. 

(d)  Recommend  to  the  Personnel  Secretary  of  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who  in 
the  judgement  of  the  committee  shall  be  considered  as  prospective 
candidates. 

(e)  Co-operate  in  making  plans  for  visitation  within  the  Conference 
in  the  interest  of  Personnel  work. 

(f)  Send  an  annual  report  of  its  activities  to  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  of  the  Woman's   Division. 

3.  That  the  Conference  Secretary  plan  with  the  District  and  local 
Personnel  secretaries  to  carry  on  a  systematic  cultivation  of  possible 
workers.  Send  names  and  all  information  to  the  officer  living  nearest 
the  student.  These  officers  are  asked  to: 

(a)  Have  a  personal  interview  with  the  prospect  and  endeavor  to 
judge  as  to  her  suitability  for  missionary  service. 

(b)  Be  familiar  with  the  necessary  steps  in  making  application  for 
study  grants. 

(c)  Enlist  aid,  if  the  applicant  is  in  need  of  financial  assistance  for 
junior  college  work,  of  church,  Sunday  School,  Woman's  Society,  or 
friends  for  this  part  of  her  education. 

4.  That  you  invite  applicants  to  attend  meetings  in  your  church,  dis- 
trict and  conference,  write  them  letters,  send  them  materials,  and 
make  any  other  valuable  contact. 

5.  That  a  complete  organization  be  effected  as  rapidly  as  possible  to 
extend  to  district,  zone,  and  local  society. 

6.  That  all  activities,  such  as  visits,  letters  and  materials  sent  out, 
speaking  before  groups  of  young  people,  etc.,  be  reported  to  District  and 
Conference   Secretaries   each   quarter.

REPORT   OF   CONFERENCE    HISTORICAL    COMMITTEE 

Meeting  three  times  last  year,  the  Conference  Historical  Committee 
discussed  ways  and  means  of  a  more  effective  service  to  the  Conference- 
at-large.  The  partial  realization  of  these  hopes  and  aspirations  is  evident 
in  the  several  channels  through  which  the  work  of  the  Committee  is 
being  promoted. 

The  Committee,  in  its  report  to  Conference  last  year,  announced  the 
initiation  of  a  project  which  will  be  continuous  throughout  the  years. 
The  plan,  which  is  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Florine  Robertson,  of 
Burlington,  consists  of  the  compilation  of  a  series  of  records  of  achieve- 
ments  of  women  who  have   served   on  the    Conference   Executive    Com- 
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mittee  since  its  organization  in  1940.  Miss  Robertson  has  worked  dili- 
gently to  insure  the  success  of  this  project,  seeking  the  cooperation  of 
certain  members  of  the  present  Conference  Executive  Committee  in  writ- 
ing the  tributes  for  the  women  to  be  thus  honored.  A  permanent  title  for 
the  book  will  be  announced  later.  Miss  Robertson  is  also  compiling 
a  list  of  names  of  women  having  received  Honorary  Life  Patron  Mem- 
berships since  the  Conference  organization. 

Among  other  methods  of  preservation  of  Conference  historical  records 
last  year  included  the  placing  of  the  certificates  of  charter  Woman's 
Societies  of  Christian  Service  of  this  Conference  in  the  archives  at 
Greensboro  College;  the  continuation  of  the  compiling  of  news  items 
in  the  Conference  Historical  scrap  book,  which  was  begun  in  September 
1940,  and  the  annual  scrap  books  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Wom- 
an's Page.  Copies  of  the  Conference  Journals  were  placed  in  the  Duke 
University  Library  and  the  State  and  Olivia  Raney  Libraries  in  Raleigh. 

The  Conference  Historical  Committee  is  taking  a  forward  look 
through  1947,  hopeful  of  discovering  even  more  meaningful  avenues  of 
service.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


Convinced  of  the  potential  value  of  the  compilation  and  preservation 
of  historical  records,  the  Conference  Historical  Committee  is  earnestly 
endeavoring  to  awaken  in  the  local  societies  in  the  Conference  an  aware- 
ness and  an  alertness  in  making  this  feature  a  part  of  their  activities.

The  nature  of  these  duties 
shall  be  the  collection  and  preservation  of  all  records  of  the  society,  in- 
cluding the  minutes  of  the  meetings;  clippings  from  newspapers,  church 
bulletins,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Page,  and  other 
available  sources. 

2.  That  each  local  society  shall  send  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Confer- 
ence Historical  Committee  all  clippings  from  newspapers  and  other 
sources  concerning  the  activities  of  the  society,  these  stories  to  be 
compiled  in  the  Conference  Historical  Scrap  Book.

SCARRITT  COLLEGE   SERVES  THE   CHURCH 

As  a  pioneer  in  the  field  of  training  for  full  time  Christian  Workers 
we  believe  Scarritt  College  is  making  a  significant  contribution  to  the 
life  of  the  Church. 

The  trend  toward  an  increasing  use  of  lay  workers  in  missions,  wel- 
fare work,  education  and  religious  education  under  Church  auspices 
exhibits  a  sharp  upward  curve.  More  than  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the 
foreign  mission  personnel  of  church  boards  today  are  unordained  work- 
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ers,  and  a  majority  of  them  are  women.  Increasingly,  the  local  church 
in  employing  specially  trained  workers  to  serve  the  needs  of  a  growing 
membership.  There  are  approximately  fifty  types  of  full-time  Christian 
service  other  than  the  ministry  now  open  to  trained  workers. 

This  means  that  we  must  take  more  seriously  the  education  of  the 
full-time  lay  worker.  Scores  of  accredited  theological  schools  exist  for 
the  preparation  of  the  ordained  Protestant  ministry,  but  the  fingers  of 
one  hand  will  serve  to  count  the  number  of  accredited  schools  for  the 
advanced  preparation  of  this  unordained  ministry. 

What    Is   Scarritt  College? 

A  Senior  College  and  Graduate  School,  open  to  both  men  and  women, 
emphasizing  culture  and  service,  offering  the  A.B.  and  M.A.  degrees,  and 
affiliated  with  Vanderbilt  University  and  George  Peabody  College  for 
Teachers. 

A  training  center  which  seeks  to  serve  young  people  who  wish  to 
prepare  for  voluntary  but  effective  Christian  leadership  in  the  home,  the 
church  and  the  community;  young  men  and  women  preparing  for  Chris- 
tian social  work  or  religious  education;  missionary  candidates  pre- 
paring for  home  or  foreign  service;  missionaries  on  furlough;  and  stu- 
dents from  various  foreign  countries  preparing  for  definite  Christian 
service. 

Why  Cooperate  with  Scarritt  College? 

Because  of  the  great  need  for  young  men  and  women  who  are  thor- 
oughly prepared  to  render  effective  leadership  at  home  and  abroad  in 
the  field  of  social-religious  service  of  many  types. 

Because  the  demand  for  Scarritt  graduates  for  various  types  of  social- 
religious  service  is  much  greater  than  the  supply.  Because  Scarritt  Col- 
lege cannot  meet  the  present  demands  and  the  larger  opportunities  in 
the  immediate  future  through  the  unification  of  Methodism,  unless  its 
educational  resources  and  its  material  facilities  can  be  considerably 
enlarged.

By  making  Scarritt  College  known  to  young  men  and  women  who 
wish  to  prepare  for  social-religious  service  in  a  University  Center  under 
vital  Christian  surroundings.  Scarritt  will  be  glad  to  serve  such  young 
people  in  every  way  possible. 

By  sharing  in  the  program  of  the  College  through  donations  to  the 
Leadership  Training  Fund  which  is  used  to  help  worthy  students  in  their 
preparation;  and  by  interesting  others  in  doing  likewise.  Contributions, 
large  or  small,  annuities,  or  bequests  may  thus  by  converted  into  train- 
ed consecrated  personalities,  for  service  in  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Such 
contributions  may  be  made  as  memorials  in  honor  of  some  loved  one. 
We  therefore  recommend: 

1.  That  the  District  Secretaries  become"  informed  sponsors  of  the 
Scarritt  Associate  Plan — send  for  literature  to  be  used. 

2.  That  interesting  and  instructive  Scarritt  programs  be  presented  at 
Zone  and  District  meetings. 
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3  That  a  Scarritt  associate  chairman  be  appointed  in  the  local  Wom- 
an's Societies  to  present  information  and  programs  to  interest  the  young 
women  in  becoming  more  "Scarritt  Conscious." 

4.  That  earnest  effort  be  made  to  interest  the  young  people,  especially 
Youth  Fellowship  in  becoming  trained  Christian  leaders,  Pastors'  Assist- 
ants or  Missionaries.

REPORTS  OF  CONFERENCE   WORKERS 

Report    of    Deaconess    Mamiej    Chandler,    Student    Counselor,    Greenville 

Our  campus  has  undergone  a  great  change  this  past  year  due  to  the 
large  number  of  ex-service  men  entering  college.  The  enrollment  of  the 
college  has  increased,   and   from  311   Methodist  students   in   the   fall   of 

1945,  our  enrollment  increased  to  more  than  four  hundred  in  the  fall  of 

1946,  163  of  these  were  ex-service  men,  only  2  High  School  Freshmen 
boys.  In  the  Winter  Quarter  1946-47  there  were  200  women  and  151  men 
in  the  Methodist  group.  For  the  first  time  since  our  Student  Center  was 
opened  ten  years  ago  we  have  almost  as  many  men  as  women  students. 
We  have  endeavored  to  carry  out  a  program  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
changing  situation. 

As  soon  as  officers  were  elected  last  spring,  the  Wesley  Foundation 
Council  went  on  a  week-end  Retreat  to  consider  the  opportunity  and  re- 
sponsibility facing  our  Christian  leaders  on  the  campus.  Much  time  was 
spent  in  meditation  and  prayer,  and  the  following  objective  was  set 
for  the  year's  program: 

"To  bring  students  to  know  God  through  Jesus  Christ  and  to  express 
His  spirit  in  all  life's  relationships." 

After  this  Retreat  the  members  of  Council  were  ready  for  their  Com- 
mission from  the  Church  as  campus  leaders.  This  Commission  was 
given  them  by  the  Pastor  in  a  special  service  in  the  Church  at  the  hour 
of  Evening  Worship.  "A  Communion-Meditation"  was  written  by  one  of 
our  students,  James  Warren  of  Greenville,  for  this  occasion.  Another 
Retreat  was  held  the  week-end  before  college  opened  for  Fall  registration. 
At  this  time  the  program  was  considered  in  detail  and  plans  made  for  the 
year,  with  the  supreme  objective  kept  in  mind. 

A  special  welcome  to  Freshmen  by  members  of  the  Wesley  Founda- 
tion Council,  Open  House  during  Fall  registration,  and  a  Big  Party  in 
the  social  room  of  the  Church  were  outstanding  events  of  the  Fall 
Quarter. 

Other  special  events  of  the  year  were  the  annual  Christmas  Break- 
fast for  the  Council,  at  which  time  the  Pastor  was  special  guest;  Christ- 
mas Open  House  for  Methodist  Students  and  members  of  the  faculty; 
and  the  Christmas  Service  in  the  Church,  Sunday  night,  December  8. 
This  was  a  dramatic  service — "Incarnate" — written  and  acted  by  one 
of  our  students,  which  interpreted  the  real  meaning  of  Christmas — God 
incarnate  in  human  form.  The  Wesley  Foundation  Choir  sang  ancient 
Christmas  carols  as  a  part  of  this  service,  and  the  service  was  closed 
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with  a  Candlelight  Silent  Communion.  Every  seat  in  the  Church  was 
filled  and  many  were  standing. 

Attendance  at  Morning  Service  in  the  Church  has  been  excellent  and 
there  is  a  good  attendance  at  the  Student  Class  in  the  Church  School. 
Worship  and  panel  discussions  led  by  the  students,  and  a  study  of  the 
Personality  and  principles  of  Jesus  led  by  the  Counselor  have  been  fea- 
tures of  the  Student  Class  program.  A  group  meets  every  Spnday  night 
in  the  Student  Center  for  an  informal  discussion.  Subjects  of  discussion 
have  been  the  difference  between  the  Protestant  and  Roman  Catholic 
Church  and  Doctrines  of  the  Methodist  Church.  The  students  gather  for 
Bag  Supper  prior  to  the  discussion  period,  and  many  remain  afterwards 
for  a  time  of  fellowship.  The  Wesley  Foundation  Choir  sings  every  first 
Sunday  night  in  the  Evening  Service  at  the  Church. 

All  Methodist  students  have  been  visited  on  campus,  and  letters 
written  by  the  Counselor  to  all  Freshmen  and  to  all  who  had  not  active- 
ly participated  in  the  program  by  the  Winter  Quarter.  Letters  were  also 
written  by  the  student  committee  to  all  who  had  not  contributed  to  the 
Wesley  Foundation  Budget,  offering  them  an  opportunity  to  do  so. 

There  has  been  good  representation  at  all  conferences  for  Methodist 
students.  Fourteen  students  and  the  Counselor  attended  the  Regional 
Student  Leadership  Conference  at  Lake  Junaluska,  June  3-8.  The  Coun- 
selor was  advisor  to  the  conference  Committee  on  Worship  and  one  of 
the  students  served  as  a  member  of  this  committee.  The  "Communion- 
Meditation"  Service  written  by  James  Warren,  was  presented  by  our 
group  as  the  closing  service  of  the  Regional  Conference.  During  the 
First  term  of  the  Summer  Session  the  group  which  attended  the  Region- 
al Conference  held  weekly  discussions  of  their  impressions  of  the  Con- 
ference. All  interested  were  invited  to  these  informal  discussions  which 
were  held  at  the  Student  Center.  This  group  also  held  Vespers  every  Sun- 
day evening  at  the  Center  during  the  first  summer  term,  and  carried  on  a 
program  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  summer  school  students.  A  special 
issue  of  the  WESLEYJ  carried  accounts  of  Summer  service  being  ren- 
dered by  our  students. 

The  president  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  and  the  Counselor  attended 
the  State  Retreat  for  conference  student  officers  as  Sunny  Acres,  Nov. 
22-Dec.  2.  Twelve  students  and  the  counselor  attended  the  State  Student 
Conference  at  Greensboro,  Feb,  14-16.  Eleven  of  these  students  had  never 
attended  a  student  conference,  nine  of  the  group  were  freshmen.  All  re- 
turned very  enthusiastic  and  have  been  making  a  fine  contribution  as 
leaders  in  the  program. 

Power  is  being  used  by  our  students  in  daily  devotions,  we  have  a 
club  subscription  of  38  to  MOTIVE,  and  the  WESLEYJ,  a  student  Bul- 
letin is  published  by  the  students  and  distributed  to  all  Methodist  stu- 
dents and  faculty  members  every  quarter. 

Our  students  gave  special  service  last  summer  in  Youth  Caravan,  and 
in  their  local  Churches  as  Sunday  School  teachers,  in  Youth  Fellowship, 
and  Vacation  Church  Schools,  and  in  district  and  conference  meetings 
and  assemblies.  Some  also  served  as  counselors  in  summer  camps.  They 
wrote  to  the  Student  Center  for  help  and  materials,  and  several  used 
the  "Communion-Meditation"  Service  in  their  local  and  district  group 
meetings. 

This  "Communion-Meditation"  has  been  accepted  by  the  International 
Journal  of  Religious  Education  and  will  be  published  during  the  Lenten 
Season  next  year. 
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Contributions  have  been  made  as  follows:  Box  of  clothing  for  over- 
seas relief  through  the  American  Friends  Service  Committee,  valued  at 
$350.00;  $20.00  a  quarter  toward  clothing  a  girl  in  the  Methodist  Or- 
phanage in  Raleigh;  World  Student  Service  Fund  campus  drive,  $20.00; 
Christmas  offering  will  be  made  during  Lent  this  year  and  a  Fellow 
College  project  is  being  selected. 

Lenten  Meditations  are  being  held  every  Wednesday  during  Lent 
on  the  campus,  by  the  Counselor.  Letters  were  written  to  the  65  students 
not  yet  members  of  the  Church  and  a  class  is  being  held  by  the  Coun- 
selor in  Church  Membership.  This  class  will  be  received  into  the  Church 
on  Sunday,  March  23. 

The  Student  Center  is  filling  a  very  real  need  in  the  life  of  our  cam- 
pus. Students  of  other  denominations,  as  well  as  our  own  enjoy  this 
"Home  away  from  Home,"  and  many  of  the  ex-service  men  enjoy  the 
Center  and  participate  in  the  Wesley  Foundation  program.  A  Philco 
Radio-Combination  was  purchased  this  year,  which  adds  greatly  to  the 
enjoyment  of  the  students.  370  different  students  paid  a  total  of  4,401 
visits  to  the  Center  since  College  opened  in  September,  to  date.  The 
Counselor  has  held  814  personal  conferences. 

Three  of  our  students  are  definitely  interested  in  Christian  life 
service,  and  the  Counselor  has  sent  their  names  to  the  Personnel  De- 
partment and  to  Scarritt  College,  and  is  guiding  them  in  their  prepara- 
tion for  special  training.

REPORT    OF    RURAL   WORK 

Last  year  when  I  gave  my  report  before  this  body  I  had  only  been 
in  the  field  about  two  months  and  could  give  you  the  picture  as  I  saw  it 
then.  In  closing  my  report  I  .said,  "I  hoped  that  with  the  prayers  of  the 
church  and  Gods'  help  the  picture  would  be  different  this  year."  Well,  the 
picture  is  different.  The  three  fields  we  began  cultivating  last  year  are 
bearing  fruit  and  such  interesting  and  wonderful  fruit. 

I  hope  that  you  recall  that  I  have  three  distinct  fields  of  word — Langs, 
Wesley  and  Bell  Arthur. 

Since  Langs  is  the  baby  of  the  fields,  I  shall  talk  about  my  work  there 
first.  Last  April  we  reopened  the  church  school  here  using  the  Farm- 
ville  Home  Demonstration  building  to  meet  in.  We  opened  with  a  mem- 
bership of  56,  which  has  grown  to  75.  In  June  we  had  a  Vacation  Bible 
School  with  an  enrollment  of  75  and  with  three  classes  having  perfect 
attendance.  Youth  Week  was  held  jointly  with  the  Farmville  Church, 
the  Farmville  minister  and  I  bringing  the  young  people  in  each  night. 
This  was  followed  by  a  revival  meeting  in  which  19  people  joined.  A 
Youth  Fellowship  was  organized  with  an  enrollment  of  32,  meeting 
twice  a  month  with  almost  a  perfect  attendance.  This  concentrated  work 
created  a  desire  and  keen  sense  of  the  need  for  a  church  in  this  com- 
munity. 

In  the  fall  these  people  raised  $1,250,  to  which  Mr.  A.  C.  Monk  of  Farm- 
ville added  another  $1,250.  Mr.  Monk  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Harris,  also  of 
Farmville,  have  given  an  acre  of  land  for  the  church  building.  May  I  say 
that  I  rewrote  this  part  of  my  report  to  add  that  a  committee  from 
Langs  accompanied  by  the  Farmville  and  Walstonburg  ministers  are 
now  in  Columbia.  S.  C,  trying  to  buy  a  lovely  government  chapel  that 
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is  for  sale.  This  field  of  our  work  has  developed  and  we  will  soon  have 
a  new  rural  church  in  Pitt  County. 

Wesley,  the  field  that  had  been  under  cultivation  two  years  before  I 
came  into  the  picture,  is  still  the  most  enthusiastic  area,  especially  as 
they  have  always  met  under  the  most  adverse  conditions.  They  have 
gathered  in  a  three-room  tenant  house  and  moved  this  year  for  the 
fourth  time  since  organization.  This  last  time  the  moving  took  place 
in  pouring  rain;  still,  their  spirits  were  not  dampened.  Their  church 
school  has  grown  from  an  attendance  of  30  last  March  to  90  this  March. 
The  Youth  Fellowship  here  has  an  enrollment  of  52  and  the  worship 
services  are  most  inspiring.  "Every  member  a  regular  Bible  reader; 
every  member  a  praying  member,"  is  their  motto  for  this  year.  Wesley 
Church  is  about  one-half  finished  and  the  Youth  Fellowship  is  having 
Sunrise  Services  on  the  grounds  Easter  Morning.  Very  few  people  in 
this  community  were  attending  any  services  when  this  church  was  or- 
ganized, but  they  are  becoming  interested.  When  this  church  is  com- 
pleted, the  social  as  well  as  the  religious  life  will  surely  be  centered  in 
the  church. 

Bell  Arthur  is  the  adult  field  of  my  work,  the  church  that  I  told  you 
last  year  was  apparently  dying  from  lack  of  Christian  development 
with  the  members  themselves  admitting  that  they  were  dead.  But  this 
picture  has  changed  more  than  any  of  the  others  and  has  developed  be- 
yond my  wildest  dreams.  From  an  average  attendance  one  year  ago  of 
20,  the  church  school  has  grown  to  an  enrollment  of  140  members  with 
the  members  and  interested  people  taking  their  cars  every  Sunday 
morning  and  bringing  in  those  that  do  not  have  transportation.  This 
month  the  pastor  had  27  additions  one  Sunday. 

This  amazing  increase  began  with  our  Vacation  Bible  School  last 
June  when  many  children  and  young  people  became  interested.  The  final 
touch  was  a  concentrated  visitation  a  few  weeks  ago. 

The  visitation  worked  two  ways,  the  greatest  benefit  coming-  to  those 
actually  participating.  I  sat  at  my  desk  as  they  came  back  each  night. 
They  really  had  a  great  revival  and  I  feel  that  the  greatest  work  here 
at  Bell  Arthur  has  been  the  real  developmnt  of  spiritual  feeling  among 
the  members  and  their  genuine  love  and  interest  toward  the  new  peo- 
ple coming  into  their  church. 

It  is  difficult  for  me  to  sum  up  my  work.  I  have  visited  all  of  the 
bomes  in  my  area  several  times  concentrating  on  the  families  that 
never  had  any  contact  with  any  church  activity.  I  have  carried  food  and 
clothing,  taken  care  of  the  sick,  carried  the  sick  to  the  hospital  and 
doctors  and  especially  have  I  always  left  some  Christian  literature.  The 
Supply  Department  has  made  it  possible  for  me  to  purchase  Bibles  for 
the  homes  without  them  and  Bible  stories  for  the  children,  which  I  have 
taken  into  the  homes,  read  and  tried  to  explain. 

Christmas  pageants  were  held  in  all  three  areas.  The  churches  and 
civic  organizations  made  it  possible  for  ten  families  to  be  remembered 
by  Santa  Claus  and  have  Christmas  dinner.  There  are  three  church 
schools  which  I  visit  alternately. 

The  crowning  joy  is  that  a  16  year  old  girl  has  volunteered  for  Chris- 
tian education  this  year  and  one  young  man  is  considering  entering  the 
ministry.  We  have  only  one  established  church,  another  almost  com- 
pleted and  the  third  started.  Two  Youth  Fellowship  groups  are  organi- 
zed and  Bell  Arthur  will  organize  in  April. 

My    greatest    efforts    have    been    in    trying    to    teach    the    love    and 
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understanding  of  God  to  those  that  hunger  and  thirst.  You  can't  heal  men 
by  condeming  them.  You  can  heal  humanity  only  by  feeding  its  spiritual 
hunger. 

Pitt  County  must  not  close  any  more  rural  church  doors.

REPORT  OF  INDUSTRIAL  WORK— EAST  LAURINBURG 
This  year  has  been  one  of  many  "up-lifts"  for  our  industrial  com- 
munity. The  beginning  of  the  new  year  brought  the  return  of  many  of 
our  boys  from  the  service;  then  there  was  genuine  joy  throughout  the 
entire  community  over  the  return  of  Mr.  Halbert  Jones  and  a  feeling  of 
satisfaction  among  the  people  as  he  again  took  over  his  work  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Mill  Company.  Then  a  very  definite  and  permanent  change 
has  been  taking  place  in  the  life  of  the  community.  A  new  addition  has 
been  opened  up  north  of  the  mill  community  and  many  employees  have 
bought  lots  and  built  their  own  homes  in  which  they  are  now  living. 
This  is  a  very  decided  step  forward  for  our  people.  Also  I  want  you 
to  know  of  the  wonderful  "up-lift"  that  came  to  me  last  winter  when  I 
was  given  a  gift  from  the  community  of  a  trip  home  for  Christmas,  the 
first  Christmas  spent  with  my  family  in  eight  years.  The  spirit  of  love 
that  prompted  the  gift  has  remained  with  me  throughout  the  year.  Do 
you  wonder  that  I  call  this  a  year  of  "up-lifts?" 

Summer  is  a  time  of  varied  activities  beginning  with  the  Daily  Va- 
cation Bible  School.  This  is  followed  with  a  recreational  program  which 
includes  all  age  groups.  This  program  is  sponsored  and  financed  by  the 
Mill  Company  and  is  under  the  direction  of  a  full  time  recreational 
leader. 

One  phase  of  our  work  that  is  full  of  interest  and  activity  is  the 
work  with  the  girl  Scouts.  During  the  summer  this  group  rendered  a 
real  community  service  in  being  part  of  the  recreational  program  by 
helping  with  the  activities  of  the  smaller  children  in  the  playground.  Two 
delightful  occasions  were  enjoyed  by  the  scouts  during  the  year.  First 
was  an  all  day  outing  at  White  Lake  which  resulted  in  many  thrills  and 
blistered  bodies;  the  other  was  accepting  the  invitation  of  Mrs.  G.  Y. 
Jones  to  spend  a  week  end  in  her  new  cottage  on  the  ocean  front  at 
Carolina  Beach.  The  joy  of  the  girls  over  the  opportunity  of  seeing  the 
ocean  for  the  first  time  cannot  be  expressed.  This  was  the  highlight  of 
the  year  in  their  experience.  However,  it  is  not  all  play  with  this  group 
and  the  weeks  before  Christmas  were  busy  ones  as  their  time  was  given 
to  repairing  and  painting  toys  and  dressing  dolls  to  be  given  to  some  of 
the  needy  children  in  the  village.  With  the  distribution  of  these  toys  and 
the  singing  of  carols  throughout  the  four  mill  villages,  the  spirit  of 
Christmas  was  made  a  very  real  experience  for  these  girls. 

Our  community  meetings  still  furnish  a  medium  through  which  many 
programs  of  interest  are  presented.  One  meeting  of  unusual  interest  was 
the  one  honoring  the  teachers  of  the  East  Laurinburg  School.  This 
meeting  was  far  reaching  in  its  purpose.  There  was  a  beautiful  spirit  of 
fellowship  which  we  feel  will  promote  a  better  understanding  and 
spirit  of  cooperation  between  parent  and  teacher.  We  are  looking  for- 
ward to  making  this  type  of  meeting  an  annual  affair.  Our  children  have 
been  featured  in  two  programs  during  the  year:  The  truth  of  the  saying 
that  children  have  their  own  appeal,  was  evidenced  by  the  attendance 
and  interest  in  these  programs. 
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Each  year  I  have  brought  to  you  the  service  rendered  the  com- 
munity through  our  loan  closet.  Your  interest  in  this  feature  of  our  work, 
as  expressed  through  gifts,  has  been  most  gratifying.  But  now  for  the 
first  time  our  "baby  department"  is  completely  empty.  The  calls  have 
been  many  and  urgent.  I  am  sure  you  will  not  let  this  need  go  unanswer- 
ed as  you  keep  in  mind  this  phase  of  our  conference  work. 

There  is  always  satisfaction  when  we  can  help  meet  the  needs  that 
involve  little  children.  The  need  of  one  little  girl  was  met  by  being  able 
to  place  her  in  the  Falcon  Orphanage.  In  another  home  we  were  able  to 
correct  living  conditions  which  made  it  safe  for  the  children  to  remain 
with  Mother.  At  the  present  time  we  are  waiting  for  an  opening  in  an 
Orthopedic  Hospital  where,  with  the  help  of  the  Welfare  Department, 
we  will  place  a  little  girl  who  is  the  victim  of  rheumatic  fever.  Such 
calls  as  these  could  be  multiplied  many  times  but  these  are  illustrative 
of  the  needs  that  draw  on  our  time  and  sympathy. 

Work  in  the  village  Methodist  Church  is  carried  on  through  the 
Children's  Division  in  the  Sunday  School,  The  W.  S.  C.  S.  and  the  Wes- 
leyan  Service  Guild.  During  the  year  I  have  conducted  3  mission  study 
classes  for  the  Woman's  Society,  2  for  the  Wesleyan  Guild,  2  for  the 
Youth  Fellowship  and  2  during  the  extra  sessions  with  the  children. 
Also  several  opportunities  have  been  given  to  present  our  work  at  out 
of  town  meetings.  Meetings  held  and  attended  during  the  year,  195. 

In  work  of  this  nature  the  personal  contact  is  of  greatest  value.  There 
is  danger  that  in  too  much  group  thinking  we  lose  sight  of  the  individ- 
ual and  the  influence  of  one  personality  upon  another.  Jesus  in  His  mini- 
stry used  the  personal  method,  and  this  we  try  to  do  through  daily  visita- 
tion in  the  homes.  Through  this  medium  has  come  many  intangible  re- 
sults that  make  for  some  of  the  richest  experiences  in  our  work.  964 
visits  have  been  made  this  year. 

Ever  do  we  seek  to  put  the  spiritual  emphasis  on  all  our  work  as  we 
help  to  establish  respect,  faith  and  co-operation  among  our  industrial 
people.  Better  industrial  equipment  and  methods  of  work  are  being  pro- 
moted, but  even  more  necessary  than  these  are  the  social-religious  ac- 
tivities that  the  people  can  carry  over  into  their  daily  living.  This  is 
our  responsibility  as  we  seek  to  supply  some  of  the  needs  for  moral  and 
spiritual  guidance.  So  however  limited  may  be  our  contribution  we  feel 
this  phase  of  our  conference  work  is  helping  to  meet  an  urgent  need. 
It  is  the  earnest  prayer  of  your  worker  that  through  sympathetic  un- 
derstanding, the  people  to  whom  she  ministers  may  ever  be  made  con- 
scious that  the  place  she  fills  in  the  community  may  be  that  of  Him  who 
said,  "I  am  among  you  as  one  that  serveth."

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  WOMAN'S 
SOCIETY   OF   CHRISTIAN   SERVICE 


ARTICLE    I— NAME 

In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  auxiliary  to  the  Jurisdiction  Wom- 
an's Society  and  to  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian   Service. 

ARTICLE    II— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
shall  be  to  plan  and  direct  the  work  of  the  society  within  the  Conference 
in  accordance  with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE    III  — MEMBERSHIP    AND    OFFICERS 

The  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  auxiliary  delegates  from 
societies  in  the  local  church,  the  number  to  be  determined  by  each  Con- 
ference, according  to  its  requirements;  such  District  officers  as  the  Con- 
ference Society  may  determine,  from  each  District;  all  chairmen  of  Con- 
ference standing  committees;  any  officers  or  members  of  the  Woman's 
Division  or  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  residing  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Conference,  and  the  following  Conference  officers:  a  presi- 
dent, a  vice-president,  a  recording  secretary,  a  promotion  secretary,  a 
treasurer,  a  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  a  secretary  of  Student 
Work,  a  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a  sec- 
retary of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  a  secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  a  secretary  of  Literature 
and  Publications,  a  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  a  secretary  of  Spiritual 
Life,  a  secretary  of  Status  of  Women,  a  secretary  of  Missionary  Person- 
nel, and  such  other  secretaries  of  lines  of  work  as  may  be  required. 

ARTICLE   IV—  ANNUAL   MEETING 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  when  re- 
ports shall  be  received  from  the  Conference  officers  and  from  the  Dis- 
tricts. Officers  shall  be  elected,  the  necessary  business  transacted,  and 
pledges  made  for  the  year.  There  shall  be  a  program  of  inspiration  and 
information  in  harmony  with  the  plans  and  projects  of  the  Jurisdiction 
Woman's  Society  and  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  V— ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  according  to  instructions  in  the 
Discipline,  shall  elect  the  women  for  Conference  representatives  to  the 
Jurisdiction   Woman's   Society   of   Christian   Service. 

Section  2.  Three  women  shall  be  nominated  for  membership  on  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  Two  alternates  shall  be  nomi- 
nated to  provide  for  any  vacancies  among  the   regular   nominees. 

Section  3.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly,  delegates 
shall  be  elected  in  accordance  with  state  membership. 
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article  vi— amendments 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  re- 
cording secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the 
Annual  Meetings  of  the  Division. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE   CONFERENCE   WOMAN'S   SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

ARTICLE    I— OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Con- 
ference Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. She  shall  actively  advance  all  the  interest  of  the  work.  She  shall 
sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  all 
committees.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Jurisdiction  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Conference  Board  and  of  such  other 
co-operative  boards  and  committees  as  the  Discipline  may  provide. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president 
in  her  absence,  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  so- 
ciety. She  shall  be  responsible  for  assisting  in  promoting  plans  and  meth- 
ods for  the  use  and  development  of  the  monthly  program  materials  as 
related  to  the  duties  of  the  Program  Committee  in  the  local  society.  She 
shall  cooperate  as  directed  by  the  vice-president  of  the  Jurisdiction  in 
the  promotion  of  the  programs  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women.  She  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Conference  Society 
may  require. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings 
of  the  Conference  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall 
keep  a  permanent  record  of  all  proceedings  and  send  a  copy  of  the  min- 
utes of  the  Executive  Committee  to  each  officer.  She  shall  present  all  rec- 
ommendations of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  Conference  Society  and 
notify  all  committees  of  their  appointment.  She  shall  prepare  and  issue 
the  annual  report  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  4.  The  Promotion  secretary  shall  promote  the  total  program 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  In  co-operation  with  the 
District  secretaries  she  shall  provide  for  leadership  training;  she  shall 
supply  the  societies  with  information  concerning  the  work;  she  shall 
seek  to  organize  a  society  in  every  church  in  the  Conference.  In  co-opera- 
tion with  the  Jurisdiction  Promotion  secretary,  and  with  the  District 
Promotion  secretaries,  she  shall  plan  the  itineraries  of  field  workers, 
missionaries  and  other  speakers.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  trea- 
sury. Immediately  after  the  election  of  conference  society  officers,  she 
shall  send  a  list  of  the  officers  to  the  Promotion  secretary  of  the  Juris- 
diction and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the 
Joint  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and 
quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Promotion  secretary  of  the  Jurisdiction 
Society  and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the 
Joint  Division.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Finance  and  on  Missionary  Personnel. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  Woman's  Division  funds  of 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  quarterly 
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or  monthly  from  the  treasurer  of  the  local  society,  or  from  District 
treasurers,  as  the  Conference  Society  may  direct.  She  shall  remit  such 
funds  without  division  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference 
Society.  She  shall  disburse  funds  upon  the  written  order'  of  the  Confer- 
ence president  and  secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion,  and  shall 
send  an  itemized  statement  of  all  finances  to  these  officers.  Her  books 
shall  be  submitted  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall  be  bonded  in  such 
sum  and  upon  such  conditions  as  the  Woman's  Division  may  determine. 

Section  6.  The  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall 
be  responsible  for  missionary  education  in  the  Conference  and  for  the 
promotion  of  study  courses  in  the  societies.  She  shall  provide  missionary 
information,  recommend  missionary  projects,  and  develop  interest  in 
their  support.  She  shall  recommend  to  the  Conference  Society  the  study 
courses  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She 
shall  assist  in  planning  and  promoting  missionary  conferences  and 
schools  of  missions,  and  educational  conferences  and  seminars  sponsored 
by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Study  and  Action  and  through  this  committee  co-operate  with  the 
secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  study  and  action  plans  for 
the  Conference.  She  shall  co-operate  also  with  the  Conference  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  its  program  of  missionary  education 
and  with  interdenominational  agencies  engaged  in  missionary  education. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Ser- 
vice, and  to  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  of  the  Woman's  Sec- 
tion of  the  Joint  Division.  Where  advisable  this  work  may  be  promoted 
by  two  secretaries,  one  in  charge  of  missionary  education  and  one  in 
charge  of  special  missionary  projects. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Conference 
through  District  and  local  society  officers  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  guide  the  women  in  the  studies 
and  action  growing  out  of  the  findings  of  the  resource  committees  of  the 
Department  in  the  Division.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  secretaries  of 
Spiritual  Life  and  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  in  the  study 
and  action  plans  of  the  Conference.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
Conference  Standing  Commitee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities.  She  shall  co-operate  with  other  organizations  of  the 
church  and  with  other  agencies  working  toward  similar  ends.  She  shall 
report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually 
to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Department. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee.  She  shall  promote  the 
work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  within  the  Conference,  shall  assist 
in  the  organization  of  new  units,  shall  receive  semi-annual  reports  from 
the  District  Guild  secretaries,  and  shall  report  semi-annually  to  the 
Conference,  Jurisdiction,  and  Division  Standing  Committees  of  the  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild.  She  shall  familiarize  herself  with  the  work  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  with  the  entire  program  of  the  Woman's  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  attend,  as  far  as  possible,  District 
and  Conference  meetings  of  the  Guild,  represent  the  Guild,  and  present 
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its  interests  at  the  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
in  the  Conference. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans  and 
program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to 
the  Conference  Woman's  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the 
Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Student  Work  and  to  the  secretary  of  Student 
Work  of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the  Joint  Division. 

She- shall  work  also  in  cooperation  with  the  State  (or  similar  region) 
Student  Council  of  the  Methodist  Student  Movement,  with  the  state 
director  and  student  chairmen  of  the  World  Christian  Community  and 
Christian  Social  Action  Committees,  and  wherever  possible  with  the 
Inter-Conference  Commission  on  Student  Work. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  promote  the  work  ac- 
cording to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Youth  Work  and  to  the  Division 
secretary. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the 
work  according  to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's 
Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarter- 
ly and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  to 
the  Division  secretary. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  distribution  of  literature  throughout  the  Conference 
and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  news  through  the  church  and 
secular  press.  She  shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  the  literature  of  the 
Woman's  Division,  including  the  program  materials,  and  report  con- 
cerning its  suitability  to  meet  Conference  needs.  She  shall  promote  the 
circulation  of  The  Methodist  Woman  throughout  the  Conference,  and 
in  cooperation  with  the  other  responsible  agencies  of  the  church  she 
shall  promote  the  circulation  of  World  Outlook  throughout  the  Confer- 
ence. She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly 
and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  be  responsible  for  pro- 
moting interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  the  ministers  of  The 
Methodist  Church  recommended  by  their  district  superintendents  and 
cleared  through  the  Committee  on  Supply  Work  of  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  promote  interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  institu- 
tions in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Wom- 
an's Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and 
quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Supply  Work. 

Section  14.  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  endeavor  to  quicken 
the  spiritual  life  of  Methodist  women.  Working  through  the  Standing 
Committee,  she  shall  seek  to  permeate  the  church  with  spiritual  power 
which  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  more  effective  Christian 
service.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Study  and 
Action.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarter- 
ly and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life. 

Section  15.  The  secretary  of  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and 
in  other  lands.  This  study  shall  include  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and 
the  questions  that  affect  her  place  in   society   and   in   the  church.   She 
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shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Status  of  Women. 
She  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society  for  the  pro- 
motion of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve  woman's  status  and 
enable  her  to  serve  effectively.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Confer- 
ence Society  and  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Status  of  Women,  as 
authorized  by  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society. 

Section  16.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel  shall  promote  the 
work  of  recruiting,  training  and  counseling  candidates  for  missionary 
and  deaconess  service,  within  the  Conference.  She  shall  be  responsible 
for  giving  information  to  District  and  local  groups  concerning  the  need 
for  workers,  requirements  for  missionary  and  deaconess  service,  edu- 
cational institutions  preferred  for  study,  scholarship  aids  available,  and 
literature  on  missionary  personnel.  She  shall  prepare  an  annual  report 
to  be  submitted  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel 
and  to  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension. 

ARTICLE    II  — ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  Only  women  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference  shall 
be  elected  as  Conference  officers.  Conference  officers  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  society.  The  elections  shall  take 
place  annually,  biennially,  or  quadrennially,  as  the  Conference  may  de- 
termine. 

Section  2.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Con- 
ference Society  shall  elect  from  three  to  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Society,  three  of  whom  shall  be  officers  of  the  Conference  Society. 

ARTICLE   III— EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Society  shall 
be  composed  of  the  officers  and  such  other  persons  as  the  Conference 
Society  may   determine.   A   majority   shall   constitute   a  quorum. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its  mem- 
bership an  administrative  committee  of  seven  who  shall  transact  neces- 
sary business  in  the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE    IV— FUNDS 

Section  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  2.  All  undirected  missionary  gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the 
office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis  agreed  upon 
by  the  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division  of  missionary  funds  by  the 
Conference  treasurer. 

Section  3.  Gifts  for  special  missionary  projects,  clearly  specified, 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Conference  treasurer,  who  shall  transmit  them  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships  and  Memorials 
are  a  part  of  regular  pledge  or  apportionments  and  may  not  be  directed 
by  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  5.  Each  Conference  Society  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  Confer- 
ence cultivation  and  expenses  and  for  such  Jurisdiction  cultivation  and 
expenses  as  are  not  provided  for  by  the  Woman's  Division. 
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Section  6.  The  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-denial  Offering  shall  be  ap- 
plied to  the  objects  designated  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

ARTICLE   V— STANDING   COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  provide  such  standing  com- 
mittees as  the  needs  may  require. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life 
whose  endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Methodist 
women  by  helping  them  to  deepen  their  prayer  life  and  to  increase  their 
sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving.  The  committee 
shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movements  of  the  times  and  by 
prayerful  research  develop  a  clearer  appreciation  of  the  meaning  of 
Christian  living;  it  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship,  informal  studies, 
and  the  use  of  the  Bible  and  other  devotional  materials.  The  committee 
shall  devise  definite  means  for  permeating  the  local  church  with  a  spirit- 
ual power  that  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to  more  active 
service. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  which  may  include  District  sec- 
retaries of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  or 
other  specially  trained  leaders  in  the  field  of  social  action,  including 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members.  This  committee  shall  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  Conference  Society  concerning  the  work  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  in  accord  with  the  lines 
of  work  outlined  by  the  Division  and  Jurisdiction. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Study  and  Action, 
composed  of  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  of  Spiritual 
Life  and  a  representative  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  This  committee 
may  co-opt  such  other  members  as  may  be  needed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  consider  all  plans  and  rec- 
ommendations referred  to  the  Conference  by  the  Jurisdiction  Committee 
on  Summer  School  and  Conferences;  to  make  recommendations  concern- 
ing the  use  of  approved  study  courses,  joint  study  courses,  and  co-opera- 
tive courses.  It  may  recommend  also  informal  studies  in  line  with  major 
needs.  This  committee  shall  develop  a  correlated  program  of  education 
and  action  for  the  year  and  make  recommendation  concerning  the  same 
to  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Finance.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Conference,  as 
chairman,  the  Promotion  secretary,  and  the  treasurers  of  the  District 
Society,  where  there  are  such  officers,  and  a  limited  number  of  other 
women  appointed  at  the  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society. 

This  committee  shall  meet  at  least  semi-annually,  and  on  call  of  the 
chairman. 

It  shall  study  the  strength  of  the  society  in  the  local  churches  and 
the  pledges  made;  become  informed  of  conference  income  and  disburs- 
ments,  local  financial  possibilities  and  problems;  and  assist  by  counsel 
in  the  forming  of  the  Conference  pledge  and  budget. 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Status  of  Women. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  status  of  women  in 
the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and  in  other  lands. 
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This  study  shall  include  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the  questions 
that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  The  committee  shall 
make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society  for  the  promotion  of 
such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve  her  status  and  enable  her  to  serve 
effectively. 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  a  standing  Committee  on  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel, composed  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel, 
the  Conference  president,  the  Promotion  secretary  of  the  Conference,  the 
secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  Student  Work, 
the  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  and  the  women  members  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Wom- 
an's Division  residing  within  the  Conference.  Others  with  experience  in 
personnel  work  may  be  co-opted. 

This  committee  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division.  It  shall  search  for  conse- 
crated young  women  of  training  and  experience  who  may  be  available 
for  Christian  service;  it  shall  interpret  the  standards  for  candidates  and 
the  types  of  service  needed;  it  shall  explain  to  prospective  candidates 
the  procedure  in  making  application  to  the  Board;  it  shall  recommend  to 
the  personnel  secretary  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel 
of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who  in  the  judgement  of  the 
committee  shall  be  considered  as  prospective  candidates;  it  shall  co-oper- 
ate in  making  plans  for  visitation  within  the  Conference  in  the  interest 
of  personnel  work.  The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report  of  its 
activities  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of 
the  Woman's  Division. 

ARTICLE   VI— BY-LAWS 

The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  needs  of  the 
Conference  require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian   Service. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  CONFERENCE 
WOMAN'S   SOCIETY   OF   CHRISTIAN   SERVICE 

I.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  one 
delegate  or  alternate  from  each  society,  one  delegate  or  alternate  from 
each  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  Conference  Executive  Committee 
chairman  of  Conference  Standing  Committees,  the  District  president  or 
her  alternate,  zone  leaders,  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  or  Juris- 
dictional Societies  living  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

II.  The  Conference  Society  shall  meet  annually  and  include  three 
days. 

III.  A  registration  fee  for  each  delegate,  the  amount  to  be  determined 
by  the  Conference  Program  Committee,  shall  be  sent  to  the  hostess  so- 
ciety ten  days  before  Conference ;  the  fee  to  be  applied  on  meals. 

IV.  Officers  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years  with  the  privilege 
of  re-election  for  one  additional  term  in  the  same  office,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Treasurer,  who  may  continue  for  a  longer  period  of  time. 
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V.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers,  Dis- 
trict Secretaries  of  Promotion,  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the 
Advocate,  chairmen  of  Conference  Standing  Committees,  and  any  Juris 
dictional  officers  or  members  of  Board  of  Missions  living  in  the  North 
Carolina  Conference. 

VI.  There  shall  be  three  Executive  Board  meetings:  during  the  first 
quarter,  at  Conference,  and  in  the  fall. 

VII.  (a)  Scholarships  shall  be  granted  as  loans — to  be  cancelled  with- 
out payment  at  the  end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

(b)  For  each  scholarship  of  $300.00,  the  recipient  must  give  one 
year  of  service  to  mission  work,  or  repay  loan  without  interest. 

VIII.  The  Committee  on  By-laws  shall  be  composed  of  President,  Sec- 
retary of  Promotion,  Recording  Secretary,  and  one  member  from  the 
body. 


CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

ARTICLE    I— NAME 

There  may  be  a  District  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  auxi- 
liary to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE   II— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  District  Society  shall  be  to  unite  all  the  societies 
within  the  District  in  an  earnest  effort  for  the  promotion  of  the  Con- 
ference Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE    III  — MEMBERSHIP 

All  members  of  Woman's  Societies  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local 
churches  of  a  District  shall  be  considered  members  of  the  District 
Society. 

ARTICLE   IV— DISTRICT  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  District  Society  shall  be  a  president,  a  Promotion 
secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as  will  best 
develop  and  promote  the  interests  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  of  the  District.  Such  District  officers  as  the  Conference  Society 
may  determine  shall  be  members  of  the  Conference  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE   V— MEETINGS 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  District  Society,  when  re- 
ports shall  be  received  from  the  societies  in  the  District,  officers  'elected, 
necessary  business  transacted,  pledges  made  by  the  societies,  and  a  pro- 
gram of  inspiration  and  information  given  along  the  lines  of  work  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE    VI— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  re- 
cording secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Division. 
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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  DISTRICT  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF 
CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

ARTICLE    I— OFFICERS 

Section  I.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  District 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  actively  advance  all  the  in- 
terests of  the  work.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall 
be  a  member  ex  officio  of  all  committees.  She  may  perform  such  other 
duties  as  are  usual  to  a  presiding  officer.  She  may  be  a  member  of  the 
conference  executive  board. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  presi- 
dent in  her  absence  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the 
society.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  assisting  in  promoting  the  plans 
and  methods  for  use  and  development  of  the  monthly  program  materials 
as  related  to  the  duties  of  the  Program  Committee  in  the  local  society. 
She  shall  co-operate  as  directed  by  the  vice-president  of  the  Conference 
in  the  promotion  of  the  program  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women.  She  shall  perforin  such  other  duties  as  the  District  Society  may 
require. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings 
of  the  District  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  keep 
a  record  of  all  the  District  meetings  in  permanent  form  and  send  a  copy  of 
the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  meetings  to  each  officer.  She 
shall  present  all  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the 
District  Society  and  notify  all  committees  of  their  appointment. 

Section  4.  The  Promotion  secretary  shall  conduct  correspondence  with 
the  societies  of  the  District  and  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  Conference 
Promotion  secretary.  She  shall  furnish  such  information  to  the  societies 
as  is  needed  for  the  promotion  of  their  work.  She  shall  organize  and  cul- 
tivate new  societies.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the  District  Society  and 
to  the  Conference  Society,  as  required.  She  shall  present  the  work  at 
District,  Conference  and  Institutes  as  called  for  by  the  District  Superin- 
tendent. She  shall  sign,  with  the  president,  all  orders  on  the  treasury. 
She  may  be  a  member  of  the  conference  executive  board. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  Division  funds  of  the  Wom- 
an's Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  monthly  or  quarter- 
ly, from  the  treasurer  of  the  local  Society,  provided  the  Conference  So- 
ciety so  orders.  She  shall  remit  such  funds  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Con- 
ference Society.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society.  She 
shall  disburse  District  funds  upon  the  written  order  of  the  District  presi- 
dent and  the  Promotion  secretary,  and  shall  send  an  itemized  statement 
of  all  finances  to  these  officers.  Her  books  shall  be  submitted  to  an  audi- 
tor annually. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall  be 
responsible  for  missionary  education  in  the  District  and  for  the  promotion 
of  study  courses  in  the  societies  under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference 
secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service.  She  shall  secure  the  co- 
operation of  the  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  of  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations and  Local  Church  Activities  in  co-ordinating  the  study  and  action 
plans  for  the  District.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society, 
and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Missionary 
Education   and   Service. 
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Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  District, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  guide  the  women  in  the 
studies  and  action  growing  out  of  the  findings  of  the  resource  com- 
mittees of  the  department  in  the  Division.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the 
secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  and  with  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation and  Service  in  the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  District.  She 
shall  co-operate  with  other  organizations  of  the  church  and  with  other 
agencies  working  toward  similar  ends.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the 
District  Society,  and  Quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary 
of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  re- 
responsible  for  the  distribution  of  literature  through  the  District.  She 
shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  literature  and  program  materials  of  the 
Woman's  Division  and  report  concerning  its  suitability  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  societies  in  the  District.  She  shall  promote  the  circulation 
and  use  of  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  throughout  the 
District.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly 
and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  promote 
the  work  of  the  Guild  in  the  District  under  the  leadership  of  the  Con- 
ference secretary,  and  assist  in  the  organization  of  new  units.  She  shall 
become  familiar  with  the  work  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  and 
of  the  Woman's  Division,  attend  the  meetings  of  the  District  Society 
and  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Guild.  She  shall  receive  reports 
from  the  local  Guilds  and  report  annually  and  semi-annually  to  the  Con- 
ference secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans 
and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division,  under  the  leadership 
of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Student  Work.  She  shall  report  annually 
to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference 
secretary  of  Student  Work. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  promote  the  work  ac- 
according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Youth  Work.  She 
shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually 
to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Youth  Work. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the  work 
according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  an- 
nually to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  endeavor  to  quicken 
the  spiritual  life  of  Methodist  women  and  shall  seek  to  permeate  the 
church  with  spiritual  power  which  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration 
and  more  effective  Christian  service.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the 
secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  and  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  in  co-ordinating  the  study  and 
action  plans  of  the  District.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District 
Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of 
Spiritual  Life. 
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Section  14.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  be  responsible  for 
promoting  interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  institutions  in 
home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  promote  interest  in  sending  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of 
The  Methodist  Church,  cleared  through  the  Committee  on  Supply  Work 
of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  So- 
ciety, and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Sup- 
ply Work. 

Section  15.  The  secretary  of  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation  and 
in  other  lands.  She  shall  promote  the  plans  and  program  recommended 
by  the  Conference  Society.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District 
Society  and  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Status  of  Women,  as  authori- 
zed by  the  Conference  Woman's  Society. 

ARTICLE   II— ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  District 
shall  be  elected  as  District  Officers.  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  2.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly,  a  delegate 
shall  be  elected  to  the  Assembly. 

ARTICLE  III 

Each  District  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  District  cultivation  and  expenses, 
according  to  its  needs. 

ARTICLE   IV— STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  District  Society  shall  provide  such  Standing  Com- 
mittees as  the  needs  may  require,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Conference 
Society. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  District  shall  be  composed 
of  the  officers  of  the  District  and  chairmen  of  such  standing  committees 
as  may  be  set  up.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  prior  to  the 
meeting  of  the  District  Society,  shall  consider  the  advance  plans  pro- 
jected by  the  Conference  Society  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
District  Society  for  carrying  forward  these  plans.  Vacancies  in  offices 
of  the  Society  or  chairmen  of  committees  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

ARTICLE  V— BY-LAWS 

The  District  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  needs  of  the 
'District  require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  constitution  and 
by-laws   of  the   Conference   Woman's   Society   of   Christian  Service. 
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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY   OF 
CHRISTIAN  SERVICE  IN  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH 

ARTICLE    I— NAME 

There  shall  be  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local 
church,  auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service. 

ARTICLE    II— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  be 
to  unite  all  the  women  of  the  church  in  Christian  living  and  service;  to 
help  develop  and  support  Christian  work  among  women  and  children 
around  the  world;  to  develop  the  spiritual  life;  to  study  the  needs  of  the 
world;  to  take  part  in  such  service  activities  as  will  strengthen  the 
local  church,  improve  civic,  community,  and  world  conditions.  To  this 
end  this  organization  shall  seek  to  enlist  women,  young  people,  and 
children  in  this  Christian  fellowship,  and  to  secure  funds  for  the  activ- 
ities in  the  local  church  and  support  of  the  work  undertaken  at  home 
and  abroad  for  the  establishment  of  a  world  Christian  community. 

ARTICLE    III— MEMBERSHIP 

A  woman  may  become  a  member  of  this  society  by  giving  prayer,  ser- 
vice, and  an  annual  contribution  of  money  to  the  total  budget  through 
membership  offerings  or  dues,  pledges,  or  gifts.  She  shall  contribute  to, 
educate  for,  and  promote  the  total  program  of  the  women  of  Methodism. 

ARTICLE   IV— FUNDS 

Section  1.  All  funds  from  whatsoever  source  raised  under  the  aus- 
pices of  this  society  belong  to  this  organization  and  shall  be  disbursed 
only  in  accord  with  its  constitution  and  by  its  order. 

Section  2.  The  total  budget  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Ser- 
vice in  the  local  church  shall  be  the  amounts  pledged  for  the  entire 
work  of  the  Woman's  Division,  cultivation  funds,  and  funds  for  com- 
munity service  and  local  church  activities. 

The  funds  to  be  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  shall 
be  remitted  through  the  regular  channels  of  finance:  from  the  treasurer 
of  the  society  in  the  local  church  to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer, 
on  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division 
of  funds  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  by  the  treasurer 
in  the  society  in  the  local  church. 

The   funds   for   community   service   and   local    church   activities    shall  ■ 
be  administered   by   the   Woman's    Society    of  Christian    Service    in    the 
local  church. 

Section  3.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  gifts  to  special  missionary 
projects  within  the  appropriations.  Gifts  for  special  missionary  pro- 
jects shall  be  sent  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  in  the  local  church  to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer.  The 
total  amount  of  such  gifts  shall  be  reported  and  transmitted  quarterly 
by  the  Conference  treasurer  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  Thank  offerings,  Christmas  offerings,  and  Lenten  offerings 
may  be  used  as  methods  of  raising  the  total  budget  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church. 
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Section  5.  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  make  an 
annual  pledge  to  the  total  budget  adopted  by  the  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  6.  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  include 
in  its  budget  a  definite  amount  for  a  cultivation  fund. 

ARTICLE    V— OFFICERS    AND    ELECTIONS 

The  officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  president,  one  or  more  vice- 
presidents,  a  recording  secretary,  a  Promotion  secretary,  a  treasurer,  a 
secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  a  secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  a  secretary  of  Student 
Work,  a  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a  sec- 
retary of  Literature  and  Publications,  a  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  a  sec- 
retary of  Status  of  Women,  and  such  other  officers  in  charge  of  lines 
of  work  as  may  be  required. 

These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society. 

ARTICLE  VI  — MEETINGS 

The  society  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  a  month  for  the 
transaction  of  its  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work. 

ARTICLE   VII— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  re- 
cording secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Division. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN 
SERVICE  IN  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH 

ARTICLE    I  — MEETINGS 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  one  or  more  regular  meetings  of  the  Wom- 
an's Society  of  Christian  Service  during  a  month.  There  shall  be  an  an- 
nual meeting  for  the  receiving  of  annual  reports  and  the  election  and 
installation  of  officers.  It  shall  be  held  prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year.  Adequate  time  shall  be  given  in  the  meeting  for  education  in  and 
successful  promotion  of  the  vast  interests  committed  to  Methodist  wom- 
en. The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  consecra- 
tion and  the  consideration  of  the  plans,  programs,  and  financial  pledges 
for  the  year.  Where  expedient,  the  society  may  organize  circles,  repre- 
senting the  entire  program  of  the  society.  Circles,  if  organized,  shall 
meet  once  a  month  as  the  whole  society  for  an  inclusive  presentation  of 
the  plans  and  program  of  the  society.  Membership  in  circles  shall  be  re- 
volving, subject  to  entire  change  of  personnel  at  the  time  of  the  annual 
meeting. 

Section  2.  The  order  of  business  shall  include  worship;  reports  of 
general  officers,  of  officers  in  charge  of  the  various  lines  of  work,  and 
of  chairmen  of  standing  committees;  and  a  program  presenting  the 
total  work  of  the  society  as  provided  by  the  education  and  cultivation 
agencies  of  the  Division. 

Section  3.  A  special  meeting  of  the  society  may  be  called  by  the  presi- 
dent  with   the   approval   of   the  Executive    Committee.    At    such    special 
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meetings  no  business  shall  be  transacted  except  that  for  which  the  meet- 
ing is  called. 

Section  4.  The  president  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  consider  business  of  importance. 

ARTICLE    II— NOMINATIONS    AND    ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  The  society  may  elect,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  from 
three  to  seven  members  who  shall  serve  as  a  nominating  committee  to 
present  nominations  of  all  officers  and  chairmen  of  standing  committees 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Section  2.  Nominations  and  elections  may  be  by  acclamation  or  by 
ballot.  The  consent  of  nominees  shall  be  secured  before  presenting 
names. 

Section  3.  A  majority  vote  is  sufficient  for  election.  Those  elected 
shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Section  4.  No  officer  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four 
consecutive  years  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  treasurer. 

ARTICLE    III— DUTIES    OF    OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  society 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  actively  advance  all  phases 
of  the  work  of  the  society.  She  shall  promote  close  co-operation  between 
the  society  and  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  the  local 
church  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  election  by  the  society  of  two 
representatives  to  membership  on  that  Board.  She  shall  officially  repre- 
sent the  society  at  all  meetings  except  where  delegates  are  elected  by 
the  society.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  all  committees  except 
the  Nominating  Committee  and  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She 
shall  be  a  member  of  The  Methodist  Church,  thus  qualifying  for  mem- 
bership on  the  Official  Board  and  of  the  Quarterly  Conference. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  interests 
of  the  society  and  in  the  absence  of  the  president  shall  assume  the  duties 
of  that  office.  She  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 
She  shall  promote  the  program  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women  as  directed  by  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all 
meetings  of  the  society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  sign, 
with  the  president,  all  official  papers.  She  shall  report  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  society,  and  in  co-operation  with 
the  Publicity  Committee  see  that  all  meetings  are  properly  announced. 
She  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Society  not  otherwise 
cared  for. 

Section  4.  The  Promotion  secretary  shall  assist  the  president  in  ac- 
tively advancing  all  phases  of  the  work  of  the  Society.  She  shall  report 
to  the  Society  at  least  quarterly  on  the  attainment  of  the  Goals  set  by 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  secure  and  for- 
ward quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  Promotion  secretary  of  the 
District  or  Conference  with  such  added  information  as  will  keep  that 
officer  informed  regarding  the  Society.  She  shall  send  a  list  of  newly 
elected  officers  of  the  Society  to  the  District  or  Conference  officers  im- 
mediately following  the  election  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 
She  shall  conduct  such  correspondence  as  the  Society  directs. 
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Section  5.  The  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
shall  send  all  funds,  except  those  designated  for  community  service  and 
local  church  activities,  to  the  Conference  Society  treasurer,  unless  the 
Conference  authorizes  District  treasurers  to  receive  such  funds.  She  shall 
make  itemized  monthly  and  annual  reports  to  the  society  and  provide 
copies  of  all  reports  for  the  corresponding  secretary  for  inclusion  in  her 
quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  District  or  Conference  officers.  She 
shall  accept  funds  turned  over  to  her  by  the  local  unit  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  and  send  them  to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer, 
clearly  marked  as  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  funds.  She  shall  remit  month- 
ly or  quarterly  to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer.  She  shall  send  to 
the  Conference  treasurer  an  annual,  itemized  statement  of  all  missionary 
and  local  funds  passed  by  the  Auditing  Committee  of  the  local  church. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall 
promote  study  courses,  provide  missionary  information,  keep  in  touch 
with  connectional  agencies  and  missionaries  and  deaconesses,  make  rec- 
ommendations for  special  missionary  projects,  and  seek  to  develop  the 
interest  of  the  membership  in  their  support.  She  shall  serve  as  chair- 
man of  the  Study  and  Action  Committee,  and  through  this  committee 
she  shall  co-operate  with  the  secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities  and  of  Spiritual  Life  in  forming  the  study 
and  action  plans  of  the  society.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Program 
Committee.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the  society  and  shall 
send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Con- 
ference officers. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  direct  and  promote  the  work  of  the  society  in 
community  service,  guide  a  study  of  community  conditions,  and  plan  and 
supervise  activities  approved  by  the  society  in  accord  with  the  program 
and  studies  undertaken  by  this  Department  of  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  supervise  work  undertaken  by  the  society  such  as  was  formerly 
promoted  by  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  or  by  societies  of  similar  purpose. 
She  shall  encourage  the  membership  to  cooperate  in  and  support  the 
total  program  of  the  local  church  to  the  end  that  the  church  may  achieve 
a  high  degree  of  effective  Christian  influence  and  power.  The  Society  may 
appoint  a  committee  or  committees  to  assist  the  secretary  in  developing 
this  work.  The  secretary  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Program  Committee 
and  of  the  Study  and  Action  Committee  of  the  society.  She  shall  make 
reports  of  the  work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual 
reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans 
and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 
The  secretary  of  Student  Work  in  the  church  nearest  the  campus  shall 
work  in  the  total  program  of  student  religious  life;  she  shall  work  in  co- 
operation with  the  pastor-director  of  Student  Work  or  with  the  director  of 
religious  life  on  the  campus.  She  shall  place  special  emphasis  on  the 
work  of  the  local  Student  Council  Commission  (or  committees)  on  the 
World  Christian  Community  and  Christian  Social  Action.  Wherever 
possible,  she  shall  work  through  membership  on  the  Campus-Church  Re- 
lations Committee  or  with  similar  advisory  groups.  She  shall  make  re- 
ports of  the  Student  Work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and 
annual  reports  to  the  corresponding     District  or  Conference  officers. 
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Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  co-operate  in  the  total 
program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony  with 
the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  and  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the 
Youth  Work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports 
to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  co-operate  in  the 
total  program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony 
with  the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  and  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports 
of  the  Children's  Work  to  the  Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  an- 
nual reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Program  Committee  and  shall  make  a  careful  study  of 
all  literature,  including  the  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division 
and  shall  report  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publi- 
cations concerning  their  use  by  the  local  society  and  their  suitability  to 
its  needs.  She  shall  also  be  responsible  for  the  circulation  of  World  Out- 
look and  The  Methodist  Woman  through  the  local  church.  She  shall,  in 
co-operation  with  some  person  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  in  the  local  church,  and  with  the  assistance  of  a  joint 
committee,  make  a  canvass  of  the  entire  membership,  securing  sub- 
scriptions and  renewals.  A  particular  responsibility  shall  be  to  present 
both  of  these  magazines  to  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service.  She  shall  make  reports  of  this  work  to  the  society 
and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  Dis- 
trict or  Conference  officers. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  direct  the  sending  of 
needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  The  Methodist  Church  recommended  by 
their  district  superintendent  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign 
fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make 
reports  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to 
the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  seek  to  quicken  the 
spiritual  life  of  all  the  women  of  the  church  and  to  increase  their  sense 
of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving.  She  shall  serve  as  chair- 
man of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Pro- 
gram Committee  and  the  Committee  on  Study  and  Action  of  the  society. 
She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarter- 
ly reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  14.  The  secretary  of  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation  and 
in  other  lands.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Status 
of  Women.  She  shall  promote  the  plans  and  program  recommended  by 
the  Conference  Society.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the  society  and  shall 
send  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officer  as  auth- 
orized by  the  Conference  Woman's  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI— STANDING  COMMITTEES 
Section   1.  The  society  shall  set  up  such  standing  committees  as  the 
needs  of  the  work  shall  require. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  offi- 
cers, the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  the  secretary  of 
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Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  the  president 
and  the  treasurer  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  Student 
Work,  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work, 
the  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  the  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions, the  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  the  chairman  of  standing  com- 
mittees and  of  circles.  The  committee  shall  meet  once  a  month  prior  to 
the  business  meeting  of  the  society.  It  shall  consider  all  plans  and  pro- 
jects and  submit  its  recommendations  to  the  society  for  action.  Ad 
interim  vacancies  in  officers  or  in  chairmen  shall  be  filled  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

Section  6.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  president,  the 
treasurer  who  shall  be  chairman,  and  members  chosen  to  represent  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service  and  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  consider  the  total 
budget  of  the  society.  This  budget  shall  include  the  amounts  to  be  sent 
to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer,  and  the  amounts  to  be  expended 
locally. 

The  committee  shall  recommend  the  total  budget  to  the  society  for 
itf--  approval  and  adoption. 

Section  7.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  plan  frequent  surveys  of 
the  women  of  the  community,  in  an  endeavor  to  secure  members  for  the 
church  and  for  the  society.  The  committee  shall  strive  to  establish  such 
relationships  with  new  members  as  will  enlist  their  eager  and  active  par- 
ticipation in  the  total  program  of  the  church  and  of  the  society.  The 
committee  shall  make  use  of  opportunities  to  further  the  interests  of 
woman's  work  in  neighboring  churches  where  no  organizations  have  here- 
tofore existed. 

Section  8.  The  Fellowship  Committee  shall  promote  the  social  life 
of  the  society  and  the  church  and  help  create  an  atmosphere  of  warmth 
and  friendliness.  The  committee  shall  make  plans  for  social  functions 
or  special  efforts  sponsored  by  the  society  or  requested  by  the  official 
board. 

Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state  and  the  nation, 
and  in  other  lands,  including  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the  ques- 
tions that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  This  committee 
shall  make  recommendations  to  the  society  for  the  promotion  of  such 
lines  of  activity  as  will  improve  woman's  status  and  enable  her  to  serve 
effectively.  >     i|f{ 

Section  10.  The  Publicity  and  Printing  Committee  shall  send  to  the 
church  bulletin  and  newspapers  all  notices  and  reports  of  meetings  of 
the  society  and  shall  collect  clippings  and  letters  of  interest  relating  to 
society  meetings,  programs,  and  social  functions.  It  shall  have  charge  of 
printing  and  stationery.

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EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS 


September  24-25,  1947,  Raleigh 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  met  in  the  Burwell  Cottage 
of  the  Methodist  Orphanage,  Raleigh,  on  the  afternoon  of  Septem- 
ber 24,  1947.  The  president,  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  called  the 
meeting  to  order  at  three  o'clock  and  welcomed  the  twenty-one 
members  and  three  guests  present. 

Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  opened  the 
meeting  with  a  brief  worship  service. 

Mrs.  Hubert  A.  Davis  introduced  two  Raleigh  District  officers, 
Mrs.  W.  J.  Watson,  vice-president,  and  Mrs.  E.  G.  Cothran,  secre- 
tary of  Status  of  Women.  Mrs.  J.  T.  Doughtie  introduced  Mrs.  A. 
D.  Craig,  president  of  the  Wilmington  District. 

Mrs.  Hood  referred  to  the  absent  members,  especially  to  Mrs. 
Fred  L.  Johnson  whose  son  is  in  Johnson-Willis  Hospital,  Rich- 
mond ;  Mrs.  A.  Wray  White  whose  husband  is  ill ;  and  Miss  Mary 
Gardner.  Motion  carried  that  the  Board  send  a  gift  to  Miss  Gardner. 
Mrs.  Davis  and  Mrs.  Cothrane  were  asked  to  select  the  gift.  Mrs. 
McKinne  was  asked  to  place  Mrs.  Stella  Roebuck's  name  on  the 
Memorial  Roll. 

With  regard  to  Conference  Workers  Mrs.  Hood  announced  that 
Miss  Edna  Boone  has  been  assigned  to  the  work  at  Farmville ; 
Miss  Ballance,  who  is  employed  on  the  Columbia  Charge,  went  to 
Crossville,  Tenn.,  to  take  a  summer  course  in  Rural  Work,  financed 
by  a  scholarship  given  by  Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore ;  Miss  Dorothy  Jervey 
worked  three  months  on  the  Banks  with  excellent  results. 

Mrs.  Holt  listed  the  action  taken  by  the  Administrative  and 
Finance  Committees  at  a  meeting  held  earlier  in  the  afternoon  as 
follows : 

1.  Mrs.  Hood  was  instructed  to  employ  clerical  assistance  in 
sending  out  extra  mail. 

2.  Twenty-five  dollars  a  year  shall  be  paid  to  the  North  Car- 
olina Commission  on  Interracial  Cooperation. 

3.  That  the  increase  of  the  cultivation  fund  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  from  fifteen  to  twenty-five  cents  be  approved. 

4.  That  fifty  dollars  be  contributed  to  the  North  Carolina  Coun- 
cil of  Churches  for  this  year. 

5.  That  the  matter  of  Supply  money  sent  to  Mrs.  Stella  Roebuck 
be  dismissed. 

6.  That  the  Conference  Rural  Commission  meet  with  the  local 
committee  at  Farmville  and  insist  that  a  treasurer  be  appointed 
foresaid  local  committee  to  receive,  disburse  and  account  for  Supply 
money. 
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7.  That  the  appropriation  for  the  Estelle  Hillman  Scholarship 
- — $300.00 — be  continued  for  this  year. 

8.  That  seventy-five  dollars  be  appropriated  to  send  Mrs.  Hu- 
bert Odom,  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  to  the  Methodist  Youth  Con- 
ference, Cleveland,  Ohio,  December  28-January  3,  1948. 

9.  That  the  conference  pay  for  the  entertainment  of  Miss  Alice 
Walton,  general  secretary  of  the  Methodist  Missionary  Society, 
(Women's  Work)  in  London,  who  has  been  attending  the  Ecumeni- 
cal Conference  of  Methodism  in  Springfield,  Mass.,  while  she  is  in 
Durham  and  Raleigh. 

10.  In  reply  to  a  letter  from  Rev.  H.  G.  Ruark,  Chapel  Hill, 
Mrs.  Hood  was  asked  to  say  that  the  Conference  is  interested  in 
his  plan  to  obtain  minimum  standards  for  parsonages,  thinks  it 
good,  but  thinks  the  time  between  now  and  the  Annual  Conference 
too  short  to  implement  the  plan.  If  the  plan  is  endorsed  by  the 
Commission  on  Town  and  Country  Work,  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  will  be  glad  to  cooperate. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  reporting  the  meeting  of  the  Missionary 
Personnel  Committee,  said  some  districts  and  some  churches  are 
planning  loan  funds.  She  urged  the  cultivation  of  pupils  finishing 
high  school. 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  spoke  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  expansion. 
She  told  of  the  Area  Conference  held  recently  in  Charlotte  and 
announced  a  meeting  to  be  held  in  Raleigh  at  which  Ann  Gould, 
Program  Consultant,  would  be  present. 

Mrs.  Holt,  who  acted  as  treasurer  of  the  School  of  Missions 
held  at  Pfeiffer  Junior  College  in  June,  gave  a  statistical  and  fi- 
nancial report.  On  motion  of  Mrs.  Lineberger  the  Committee  went 
on  record  as  opposing  any  refund  of  registration  fees  or  other 
charges  at  schools  of  Missions  and  at  Conference.  After  discussion 
Mrs.  Borland's  motion  that  the  Conference  go  on  record  as  wanting 
to  promote  another  School  of  Missions  in  cooperation  with  the 
Western  North  Carolina  Conference  carried  unanimously. 

Mrs.  Hood  read  a  letter  from  Mrs.  C.  C.  Weaver,  president  of 
the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference,  giving  the  favorable  at- 
titude of  that  Conference  toward  another  School.  The  letter  brought 
a  suggestion  from  that  Board  that  Mrs.  Weaver,  Mrs.  Hood  and 
Mrs.  C.  M.  Waggoner  select  the  faculty  in  case  another  school  is 
agreed  upon.  Mrs.  Lineberger  moved  thatthese  three  go  ahead  with 
plans  for  the  school,  calling  in  others  as  they  think  best.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Glass  expressed  appreciation  for  the  fine  work  done  in 
planning  the  School  of  Missions  and  Mrs.  Hood  thanked  Mrs.  J.  H. 
Cutchin  for  the  splendid  publicity  work  and  others  who  contributed 
to  the  success  of  the  school. 

Mrs.  Hood  announced  the  Conference  Planning  Committee : 
Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger,  Mrs.  Ben  F.  Boone,  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter, 
Mrs.  R.  L.  Cox,  and  the  president  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  at  St.  Paul  Church,  Goldsboro. 

The  meeting  was  dismissed  with  prayer  by  Mrs.  Gates. 
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7:30  P.M. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  opened  the  evening'  session  with  prayer. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  reported  for  the  Promotion  secretaries  who  had 
enjoyed  a  delightful  dinner  meeting  in  her  home.  1.  The  secre- 
taries had  voted  that  the  award  of  the  Study  Jewel  shall  remain  on 
its  present  basis.  2.  They  wished  to  know  if  the  Department  secre- 
taries feel  the  need  of  another  Conference-wide  officers'  training- 
day.  Mrs.  Cutchin  moved  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  meetings 
have  been  held  in  the  Educational  Seminars,  we  dispense  with  a 
training  day  as  a  Conference  feature.  Carried.  3.  They  urged  the 
promotion  of  transfers  from  the  Guild  to  the  societies  and  vice 
versa  and  that  these  be  reported  as  transfers — not  new  members.  4. 
Promotion  secretaries  will  represent  the  Conference  at  the  district 
"Set-up"  meetings.  Mrs.  Hood  thanked  the  secretaries  for  this 
work. 

Mrs.  Glass  spoke  of  program  building  in  the  Conference — a 
work  she  has  been  promoting  at  Mission  School  and  through  the 
Educational  Seminars.  The  zone  leaders  will  continue  this  work 
at  zone  meetings.  A  letter  from  the  Division  was  read  which 
elicited  a  motion  that  the  Conference  memorialize  the  Division 
that  a  report  blank  for  vice-presidents  be  inserted  in  the  re- 
port book.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Hood  mentioned  the  approaching  end  of  the  second  quad- 
rennium  and  the  changes  which  must  come  about  in  the  Board  at 
the  next  election,  the  question  of  staggering  officers  was  opened 
for  discussion.  Mrs.  Moore  moved  that  this  be  left  with  the  By-Laws 
Committee  and,  if  possible,  a  report  be  brought  to  the  morning 
session.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Slaughter  conducted  a  "Good  Night"  prayer  service.  In 
her  remarks  she  showed  that  the  corporate  thinking  of  a  group 
can  change  the  thinking  of  the  world  and  held  up  the  influence 
women  can  exert  on  any  movement. 

September  25,9:00  A.M. 

In  the  morning  devotional  period  Mrs.  Slaughter  continued 
developing  her  theme  of  the  influence  of  thought  and  stressed  the 
acute  need  of  global  thinking.  "Our  thoughts,"  she  said,  "are 
important  because  God  channels  through  them." 

Reporting  for  the  committee  appointed  in  Executive  Committee 
at  Conference  in  Wilmington  to  study  promotion  Of  scholarship 
funds,  Mrs.  Gates  brought  a  recommendation  that  the  Scarritt 
Associates  Standing  Committee  be  eliminated  at  the  beginning  of 
the  next  quadrennium  and  that  its  work  be  assigned  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Missionary  Personnel.  The  recommendation  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  McKinne  reported  that  small  additions  have  been  made  to 
the  original  $900.00  in  the  Elizabeth  Lamb  Loan  Fund  at  Scarritt 
and  it  was  decided  that  this  shall  be  kept  for  loans  and  not  for 
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scholarships.  She  read  a  letter  acknowledging'  the  receipt  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  the  Patten  Memorial  Fund.  In  reporting  the  Treas- 
urers' Conference  held  in  Greensboro  in  June,  she  brought  a  re- 
quest that  the  Conference  vote  on  pooling  the  expenses  of  the 
treasurers  who  attended, — sixty-two  Conference  and  five  Juris- 
diction treasurers.  Mrs.  Gates  moved  that  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference vote  to  pool  the  expense  of  this  conference  according  to 
the  plan  brought  by  Mrs.  McKinne  with  the  suggestion  that  as  far 
as  possible  future  meetings  be  taken  care  of  by  area  meetings  not 
oftener  that  once  a  quadrennium.  The  motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  moved  that  the  expenses  of  Conference  Stand- 
ing Committees  shall  be  taken  care  of  by  the  Conference ;  meetings 
of  district  secretaries  called  together  by  Conference  Department 
secretaries  shall  be  financed  by  the  districts,  each  district  paying 
the  expense  of  its  own  secretary.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  said  that  the  School  for  Christian  Workers  at 
Winston-Salem  was  the  best  that  has  been  held ;  76  people  attended. 
She  also  referred  to  the  excellent  work  of  the  Legislative  Council 
and  urged  that  local  societies  be  linked  with  this  department. 

Mrs.  Cothran  suggested  a  workshop  on  Status  of  Women  at 
the  School  of  Missions. 

Other  officers  made  interesting  reports,  listing  their  activities, 
calling  attention  to  the  weaknesses  and  strength  of  their  depart- 
ments. 

Mrs.  Gates  reported  for  the  Industrial  Commission  that  the 
group  at  Laurinburg  has  purchased  a  motion  picture  projector  and 
the  mill  has  again  made  a  generous  contribution  on  the  Community 
House— $3,500.00— making  a  total  of  $11,000.00.  The  site  for  the 
Center  has  been  selected. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  read  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Student 
Commission  and  Miss  Chandler's  report.  The  Committee  went  on 
record  as  favoring  enlarging  the  Student  Center  or  finding  a  larger 
location. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  By-laws  was  postponed  until 
the  January  meeting. 

For  the  fourth  quarter  the  Promotion  secretaries  were  asked 
to  send  subscriptions  to  the  World  Outlook  and  The  Methodist 
Woman  to  the  vice-presidents  of  new  societies,  placing  the  cost 
of  new  subscriptions  on  their  expense  accounts. 

The  suggestion  was  made  that  a  Life  Patron  Membership  be 
awarded  to  Mrs.  Harvey  Boney. 

Announcements  were  made  and  in  her  closing  remarks  Mrs. 
Hood  asked  each  member  to  pray  that  the  Research  Committee 
may  be  able  to  recommend  people  for  officers  who  are  dedicated  to 
the  task  and  that  the  Conference  Planning  Committee  may  secure 
the  right  people  as  speakers. 

After  sentence  prayers  the  meeting  adjourned. 
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January  28-29,  1948,  Raleigh 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  met  at  the  Methodist  Or- 
phanage, Raleigh,  at  two  thirty  P.M.  January  28,  1948.  The 
president,  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  presided. 

Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  led  the  first 
of  three  meditations,  developing  the  theme,  the  Spiritual  Growth 
of  Christians. 

Mrs.  Hood  greeted  the  members,  expressing  her  pleasure  that 
only  two  were  absent  in  spite  of  wintry  weather  and  dangerous 
highways.  She  introduced  Mrs.  L.  P.  Cox  and  Mrs.  Henry  Mad- 
drey,  incoming  Promotion  secretaries  of  the  Fayetteville  and  Rocky 
Mount  Districts;  Mrs.  H.  P.  Powell  of  Raleigh,  and  two  members  of 
of  the  Committee  who  had  assumed  new  titles, — Mrs.  A.  H.  Bor- 
land, Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page,  North  Carolina  Christian 
Advocate,  and  Mrs.  Fred  L.  Johnson,  Secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications. 

Letters  were  read  from  Miss  Mary  Gardner  and  Mr.  A.  Q.  Roe- 
buck, expressing  thanks  for  courtesies  received  from  the  Com- 
mittee ;  from  Misses  Ballance  and  Boone,  Rural  Workers,  telling  of 
their  work  in  the  areas  assigned  to  them ;  from  Mr.  Gurney  P. 
Hood,  president  of  the  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
relative  to  the  appropriation  of  three  thousand  dollars  plus  other 
sums  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate  and  the  erection  of  a  build- 
ing for  Student  Work  at  East  Carolina  Teachers  College,  Green- 
ville; from  Rev.  K.  W.  Taylor  and  Rev.  C.  AV.  Goldston,  request- 
ing the  use  of  the  Conference  motion  picture  equipment  another 
year  at  Evansdale  and  Walstonburg;  from  Dr.  W.  A.  Stansbury, 
requesting  a  donation  of  one  hundred  twenty-five  dollars  on  the 
cost  of  a  piano  for  the  chapel  in  the  State  Home  and  Industrial 
School  for  girls  at  Samarcand. 

In  connection  with  these  letters  motions  prevailed  that  Mrs. 
Holt  write  notes  of  appreciation  and  encouragement  to  the  new 
Conference  workers ;  a  letter  to  the  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance,  expressing  thanks  for  the  generous  provision  made 
recently  for  the  Student  Center  as  well  as  for  the  help  and  in- 
terest shown-  through  the  years ;  to  the  ministers  at  Evansdale 
and  Walstonburg  to  the  effect  that  the  Committee  is  pleased  that 
the  projector  is  proving  to  be  a  help  in  their  work  and  their  re- 
quest for  its  use  another  year  is  granted ;  that  Mrs.  Hood  write 
Dr.  Stansbury  that  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  has 
no  source  from  which  to  obtain  the  amount  requested  as  funds  are 
raised  by  pledges  and  are  allocated  before  they  reach  the  treasurer. 
The  motion  carried  after  an  amendment  was  accepted  that  Mr. 
C.  A.  Dillon,  Chairman  of  the  State  Board  of  Correctional  Institu- 
tions, should  be  interviewed  for  a  suggestion  in  this  matter. 
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Mrs.  Hood  presented  Rev.  E.  G.  Purcell,  Jr.,  pastor  of  Glen 
Raven  Church,  Burlington.  He  gave  a  comprehensive  picture  of 
the  situation  at  his  church  and  made  an  urgent  appeal  for  help 
in  securing  a  full  time  worker.  This  was  referred  to  the  Industrial 
Commission. 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  was  asked  to  represent  the  Conference  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Conference  Parsonage  Committee  in  Chapel  Hill. 

Decision  was  reached  to  have  one  thousand  copies  of  the  minutes 
printed  and  Mrs.  Holt's  motion  to  dedicate  the  1948  Journal  to 
Mrs.  Hood  received  an  immediate  and  spontaneous  second  from 
each  member  and  Mrs.  Glass  called  for  a  rising  vote  of  approval. 
District  Promotion  secretaries  were  asked  to  invite  the  district 
presidents  and  zone  leaders  to  an  expanded  Executive  Committee 
meeting  in  Goldsboro,  March  16. 

Mrs.  Glass  summarized  a  letter  to  the  effect  that  the  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Jurisdiction  is  planning  a  breakfast  at  Orlando  and 
has  requested  that  two  North  Carolina  Conference  delegates  at- 
tend, wearing  costumes  of  Malaya  and  Sumatra.  Her  motion  that 
the  Conference  accept  this  responsibility  and  ask  two  delegates  to 
assemble  costumes  at  reasonable  expense,  wear  them,  and  make 
the  Conference  report  carried.  Mrs.  Ben  F.  Boone  was  asked  to 
assume  this  pleasant  duty. 

Mrs.  Hood  announced  with  regret  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman's  re- 
quest that  her  name  be  withdrawn  from  the  list  of  nominees  for 
membership  on  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  Mrs. 
Hood  added  that  Mrs.  Hillman's  contribution  has  been  most  valu- 
able and  the  Conference  is  justly  proud  of  it.  Mrs.  Ben  F.  Boone's 
name  has  been  sent  in  as  her  alternate. 

The  closing  verse  of  the  Nineteenth  Psalm  was  used  as  a  bene- 
diction. 

The  evening  session  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Mrs.  J.  H. 
Cutehin. 

7:30  P.M. 

Mrs.  Hood  appointed  Mrs.  S.  S.  Holt  chairman  of  the  Historical 
Committee  and  placed  Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland  on  the  committee. 

The  offering  from  the  Silent  Communion  at  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing was  directed  through  the  Supply  Department  to  Methodist 
Overseas  Relief. 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  was  appointed  a  representative  of  the  Con- 
ference in  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Church  Women,  the 
president  being  a  member  ex-off'icio. 

Mrs.  Cutehin  reported  plans  for  the  second  School  of  Missions 
at  Pfeiffer  Junior  College. 

Mrs.  Holt  read  the  report  of  the  By-laws  Committee  in  which 
Section  IV  of  the  Conference  By-laws  was  re-written.  (See  By-laws, 
page  133).  Mrs.  Lineberger  moved  acceptance  and  after  full  dis- 
cussion the  vote,  taken  by  ballot,  was  cast  unanimously  for  the 
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change  in  elections  as  presented.  Mrs.  Hillman  read  the  action  of 
the  Division  placing'  treasurers  on  the  same  basis  as  other  officers. 
The  report  will  be  presented  to  the  Conference  as  a  recommenda- 
tion from  the  Executive  Committee. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  gave  the  report  of  the  Conference  Planning 
Committee. 

Mrs.  Slaughter  stated  that  Mrs.  J.  C.  Burwell  has  been  donating 
the  cost  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Department  programs  above  the 
twenty  dollar  appropriation  and  that  the  cost  this  year  has  been 
eighty-two  dollars.  Motion  carried  that  the  Conference  pay  the  full 
cost. 

Mrs.  Hood  presented  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman  who  brought  some  re- 
cent decisions  of  the  Division  and  as  she  gave  reasons  for  changes 
to  be  announced  later,  she  explained  the  difficulty  the  Board  faces 
in  coordinating  one  hundred  four  conference.  She  added  that  every 
recpiest  from  a  conference  is  treated  with  interest,  dignity  and 
sincerity.  She  closed  with  the  statement  that  we  are  on  the  eve  of 
the  greatest  mission  advance  of  our  life  time. 

Mrs.  Slaughter,  continuing  the  development  of  her  theme  of  a 
Christian  growing  spiritually,  brought  a  very  satisfying  meditation 
on  prayer  in  the  life  of  such  a  Christian.

The  Committee  reassembled  and  heard  with  interest  the  third 
of  Mrs.  Slaughter's  meditations  in  which  she  led  her  discussion 
from  types  of  individual  prayer  to  corporate  worship. 

Mrs.  Lineberger,  reporting  the  meeting  of  the  District  Promo- 
tion Secretaries,  said  that  district  organization  is  self-supporting. 
She  asked  that  all  expense  accounts  be  sent  to  her. 

All  department  secretaries  were  asked  to  have  recommendations 
mimeographed  and  sent  to  St.  Paul  Church,  Goldsboro,  att.  Mrs. 
J.  W.  Ward  by  March  first.  Mrs.  Hood  suggested  that  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  set  an  example  by  sending  registration  fees  early 
to  Mrs.  W.  Robert  Johnson,  105  Slocumb  St.,  Goldsboro. 

Mrs.  McKinne  reported  another  peak  year  in  giving.  In  men- 
tioning sources  of  increase  she  spoke  of  special  memberships  and 
the  penny-a-day  plan  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  continued  or  in- 
corporated in  the  pledges  of  the  local  societies.  Pledges  were  made 
as  follows :

In  connection  with  her  report  Mrs.  Boone  suggested  that  since 
Miss  Ida  Hankins,  retiring  missionary  to  Korea,  is  to  be  a  gnest  at 
the  Jurisdiction  Conference,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  should 
give  her  some  recognition  there.  Mrs.  Grates  moved  that  this  recogni- 
tion be  given  and  the  form  of  recognition  be  left  in  the  hands  of 
the  North  Carolina  delegation.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Odom  announced  changes  in  the  Youth  Department :  No 
joint  committee  in  the  local  church ;  the  local  secretary  has  total 
responsibility  for  missionary  education  of  youth.  Instead  of  In- 
terest Groups  of  Girls,  there  will  be  World  Friendship  Groups 
made  up  of  boys  and  girls.  She  gave  a  most  interesting  report  of 
the  Cleveland  Conference. 

Promotion  secretaries  were  asked  to  send  names  of  local  presi- 
dents and  local  and  district  secretaries  of  Literature  and  Publi- 
cations to  Mrs.  Fred  L.  Johnson. 

Mrs.  Edens  moved  that  Conference  officers  accept  reports  of 
district  officers  in  their  departments.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Cothran  asked  and  received  permission  to  have  report 
blanks  mimeographed. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  reported  two  prospective  candidates  for  full 
time  service ;  Mary  Beth  Joyner  and  Lucy  Jordan.  She  added  that 
no  one  has  applied  for  the  Payne  College  Scholarship  this  year. 
She  recommended  the  use  of  the  film,  "Beyond  Our  Door." 

Mrs.  Gates  reported  a  meeting  of  the  Industrial  Commission  at 
Laurinburg.  The  mill  has  opened  a  street  and  set  aside  a  lot  for  a 
recreation  building  opposite  the  recreation  grounds  of  a  new 
school  building.  These  grounds  will  be  available  for  use  by  the 
community  and  the  building  will  be  started  soon.  She  said  Miss 
Stegar  fits  into  the  life  of  the  community  and  has  the  confidence 
of  the  people. 

A  suggestion  came  from  Mrs.  Chadwick  that,  since  Conference 
presidents  are  welcome  at  Division  and  Board  of  Missions  meetings, 
the  incoming  president  should  attend  one  of  these  meetings.  Mrs. 
Hillman  suggested  the  September  meeting. 

Announcements  were  made  and  following  sentence  prayers, 
the  meeting  adjourned. 

March  16,  1948— Goldsboro 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Societv  of  Christian  Service  met  at  11 :30  on  the  morning 
of  March  16,  1948  at  St.  Paul  Methodist  Church,  Goldsboro,  N.  C. 
Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  president,  welcomed  the  district  presidents 
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and  zone  leaders,  who  were  guests  at  the  meeting,  and  noted  with 
regret  the  absence  of  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates.  Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass  opened 
the  meeting  with  prayer. 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  reported  for  the  Industrial  Commission  with 
reference  to  an  employed  worker  at  Glen  Raven  Church,  Burling- 
ton. She  spoke  of  Mr.  Purcell's  long  range  vision  for  the  work 
and  Miss  Smith's  qualification.  Miss  Smith's  statement  regarding 
her  education  and  experience  and  Mr.  Purcell's  statement  as  to  the 
needs  of  the  community  and  his  endorsement  of  Miss  Smith  were 
read.  Mrs.  Hood  added  that  Mrs.  Gates  had  intended,  as  chair- 
man of  the  Commission,  to  recommend  that  the  Conference  assume 
responsibility  for  Miss  Smith's  salary  to  the  extent  of  $1500.00  an- 
nually, if  Miss  Smith  is  accepted  by  the  Division.

to  China  or  India.  Motion  prevailed,  that  a  suggestion  from  Miss 
Anne  Herbert — to  send  the  money  to  Miss  Susie  Mays  for  division 
among  a  group  at  Laura  Haygood  Normal  School,  Soochow,  Kiang- 
su,  China — be  followed.  The  secretary  was  asked  to  write  Miss 
Steed. 

Mrs.  Hood  brought  an  interesting  list  of  suggestions  from  the 
Jurisdiction  Conference  at  Orlando,  Florida. 
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With  regard  to  an  appeal  from  the  American  Bible  Society  for 
Conference  members  to  sell  memberships  at  five  dollars  each,  it 
was  moved  and  carried  that  this  project  be  handled  through  the 
churches  and  the  women  will  cooperate  as  church  members. 

Motion  carried  that  the  report  of  the  Conference  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  held  recently  in  Fayetteville  shall  be  included  in 
the  Conference  minutes.

The  Eighth  Annual  Session  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  The  Methodist  Church,  con- 
vened at  2:30  on  the  afternoon  of  March  16,  1948,  in  St.  Panl 
Church,  Goldsboro,  N.  C.  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  president,  de- 
clared the  Conference  in  session  and,  after  the  Conference  had 
sung'  the  hymn,  "Jesus  Shall  Reign,"  introduced  Miss  Margaret 
Applegarth,  who  brought  the  first  of  a  series  of  meditations.  Miss 
Applegarth,  a  member  of  the  American  Committee  of  the  World 
Council  of  Churches,  spoke  on  "The  Church  Proper  and  Im- 
proper.1' The  Church  Proper  referred  to  physical  equipment,  or- 
ganization, et  cetera;  the  Church  Improper  included  the  things 
we,  as  members,  do  not  wish  to  publicize.

Mr.  Phillip  Blackwood,  Minister  of  Music  at  St.  Paul  Church, 
sang  "Oh,  Touch  the  Hem  of  His  Garment." 

Mrs.  Hood  recognized  Mrs.  Albert  L.  Smith,  president  of  the 
St.  Paul  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  who  cordially 
welcomed  the  Conference  to  the  Church  and  to  the  city.  Mrs.  T.  S. 
Xewbold  of  Rocky  Mount  responded  in  a  most  gracious  manner. 
Mrs.  Hood  added  a  personal  response  since  to  her  it  was  a  true 
homecoming.

Mrs.  S.  S.  Holt  read  her  report  as  Recording  secretary. 

(All  reports  were  accepted  and  may  be  found  in  section,  Offi- 
cers' Reports). 

Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass  made  her  report,  which  was  followed  by  the 
Secretaries'  Hour.  Mrs.  H.  0.  Lineberger,  Conference  Promotion 
.secretary,  called  attention  to  the  outstanding  accomplishments  of 
the  year,  including  some  interesting  figures,  and  presented  the 
seven  district  secretaries  of  Promotion.  Each  of  them  spoke  briefly 
of  her  work,  every  report  showing  definite  growth.  At  the  close  of 
the  hour,  Mrs.  Lineberger  awarded  the  'Korean  Urn  to  the  Raleigh 
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District,  which  had  a  record  of  83%  in  reporting,  and  the  Korean 
Candlestick  to  the  Fayetteville  District,  which  had  increased  its 
giving  more  than  12%.

Mrs.  Hood  brought  a  message  from  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  who  was 
absent  because  of  illness.  Motion  carried  to  send  messages  of  love 
and  sympathy  to  Mrs.  Gates,  Miss  Gardner,  Mrs.  L.  A.  Watts,  Mrs. 
Leon  Russell  and  Mrs.  T.  B.  Dameron. 

Mrs.  Hood  recognized  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin  who  gave  a  statement 
of  the  relation  of  the  Conference  to  the  Legislative  Council,  the 
membership  of  the  Council,  the  rules  under  which  it  functions, 
and  the  legislation  which  is  being  sponsored  at  present.  The  Confer- 
ence went  on  record  as  favoring  the  following  program : 

1.  Provide  an  effective  system,  with  adequate  financial  support, 
for  enforcement  of  the  compulsory  school  law. 

2.  Provide  for  minimum  wage  and  maximum  hour  standards 
for  women  and  minors. 

3.  Provide  for  state  participation  in  general  assistance  for 
persons  between  16  and  65  years  of  age  in  need  of  financial  assist- 
ance. 

4.  Provide,  through  the  School-Health  Coordinating  Service, 
for  complete  physical  examinations  for  all  school  children  at  rea- 
sonable intervals  with  a  definite  plan  of  referrals  for  the  necessary 
follow-up  treatment. 

5.  Provide  for  strengthening  the  marriage  requirements  and 
safeguarding  the  divorce  laws ;  and  that  in  divorce  proceedings  in- 
volving children  a  definite  plan  for  the  care  and  custody  of  any 
child  under  18  years  of  age  must  be  presented  to  the  judge  hearing 
the  case.

Mrs.  J.  D.  Stoll  and  Mrs.  R.  H.  Lewis,  former  missionaries;  Mrs. 
T,  R.  Smith,  Mrs.  Glenn  Pendleton,  Mrs.  Gertie  Matthews,  former 
district  secretaries;  Dr.  Samuel  Holton,  president  of  Louisburg 
College,  and  the  following-  ministers :  Dr.  A.  J.  Hobbs,  Dr.  T.  M. 
Grant,  Rev.  A.  L.  Chaplin,  Rev.  R.  L.  Jerome,  Rev.  W.  E.  Howard, 
Rev.  0.  W.  Dowd,  and  Rev.  Leon  Russell,  the  pastor  host.  Mrs. 
B.  C.  Thompson,  former  secretary  of  the  Rockingham  District 
and  Mrs.  G.  Y.  Jones  of  Laurinbnrg;  Misses  Ethelynde  Ballance 
and  Edna  Boone,  new  Conference  workers;  Mrs.  J.  W.  Butler, 
secretary  of  the  Goldsboro  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Mrs.  Hood  recognized  Mr.  Bntler  who  welcomed  the  Conference 
to  Goldsboro. 

Rev.  Leon  Rnssell  pronounced  the  benediction. 

7:30  P.M. 

The  rite  of  Holy  Communion  was  administered  in  reverent 
silence  by  Rev.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  superintendent  of  New  Bern  Dis- 
trict, assisted  by  Rev.  Leon  Russell,  pastor  of  St.  Paul  Church; 
Rev.  W.  C.  Wilson,  pastor  of  Goldsboro  Circuit;  and  Rev.  R.  L. 
Bame,  pastor  of  Pikeville-Elm  St.  Charge,  Goldsboro. 

The  Chapel  Choir  sang  an  anthem,  "Jesus,  Holy  Spirit." 

Mrs.  Hood  introduced  Miss  Mabel  Head,  representative  of  the 
United  Council  of  Church  Women,  who  is  a  liaison  agent  between 
the  church  and  the  United  Nations.  Miss  Head's  theme  was  "Broth- 
erhood has  become  the  spiritual  essential  of  survival."  Peace,  she 
said,  requires  sacrifice  as  much  as  war  and  depends  on  our  living 
with  the  people  of  the  world  as  good  neighbors.  She  emphasized 
the  church's  responsibility  in  building  peace,  saying  that  the  church 
should  support  the  United  Nations  because  it  helped  bring  it  into 
existence  and  because  many  United  Nations  representatives  are  the 
product  of  the  great  missionary  enterprise.  She  mentioned  many 
positive  results  achieved  by  the  United  Nations  in  spite  of  the  or- 
ganization's being  only  two  years  old.  She  closed  by  saying  that  the 
United  States  is  perhaps  the  most  feared  nation  in  the  world  and 
that  two  things  are  necessary  to  the  success  of  the  United  Nations — 
the  assurance  that  the  United  States  will  stand  by  to  the  end  and 
the  sympathetic,  intelligent,  and  prayerful  support  of  the  people. 

After  the  Hymn,  "We've  a  Story 'To  Tell  to  the  Nations,"  was 
sung,  Rev.  W.  C.  Wilson  pronounced  the  benediction. 

March  17,  9:00  A.M. 

At  the  close  of  the  organ  prelude  the  Conference  sang  "The 
Morning  Light  Is  Breaking"  and  Miss  Applegarth  brought  the 
second  of  her  meditations.  Using  as  an  introduction  the  Arabian 
Nights  story  of  a  man  who  held  in  the  palm  of  his  hand  a  miniature 
tent  which,  by  magic,  he  could  expand  until  it  covered  a  city,  she 
turned  to  Isaiah  and  developed  the  admonition,  "Enlarge  the  place 
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of  thy  tent;  let  them  draw  out  the  curtain  of  thy  dwelling,"  leaving 
in  the  hearts  of  her  hearers  a  desire  to  let  their  love  and  interest 
envelop  the  nations  of  the  world  until  there  is  world-wide  unity. 

Mr.  Philip  Blackwood  sang,  "The  Lord's  Prayer." 

Mrs.  H.  A.  Davis  reported  that  the  minutes  of  the  first  session 
had  been  read  and  approved. 

Mrs.  Fred  L.  Johnson  reported  the  Rural  Conference  held  in 
Lincoln,  Nebraska. 

Mrs.  Hood  recognized  Mrs.  McKinne  who  announced  that  the 
sacrificial  offering  for  Methodist  Overseas  Relief,  taken  at  the 
Silent  Communion,  amounted  to  $1082.28. 

Mrs.  Cutchin,  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  deviating 
from  the  usual  procedure,  filed  her  report  and  asked  Dr.  Guion  M. 
Johnson,  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  faculty,  to  relate  the 
details  of  the  most  outstanding  project  undertaken  in  the  depart- 
ment this  year.  This  was  the  work  of  Mrs.  J.  A.  "Warren  of  Chapel 
Hill,  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  in  the  Durham  Dis- 
trict. Dr.  Johnson,  the  Executive  secretary  of  this  project,  told 
of  Mrs.  "Warren's  determination,  after  studying  "We,  the  Peo- 
ple of  the  United  Nations"'  under  Miss  Dorothy  McConnell  at 
Pfeiffer  College  last  June,  to  take  action  on  promoting  peace.  As 
a  result  of  her  efforts,  forty  organizations  are  united  in  The  North 
Carolina  World  Peace  Forum,  which  is  a  clearing  house  of  informa- 
tion on  general  topics  bearing  on  world  peace.  Mrs.  Cutchin  closed 
the  period  with  prayer. 

Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass  was  called  to  the  chair.  She  fittingly  presented 
Mrs.  Hood  who  gave  the  Annual  Message  of  the  president.  She 
called  attention  to  the  progressive  steps  taken  during  her  adminis- 
tration, reviewed  weaknesses,  and  pointed  out  possibilities  for  the 
future. 

A  feeling  of  regret  permeated  the  Conference  as  the  realization 
came  that  Mrs.  Hood  is  giving  up  the  work.  Mrs.  Glass  expressed 
the  love  and  appreciation  of  the  Conference  for  Mrs.  Hood  and  the 
Conference  gave  her  a  rising  vote  of  thanks.     , 

Mrs.  Ben  F.  Boone  introduced  the  district  secretaries  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service.  Mrs.  Loy  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
department's  recommendations.  Mrs.  Boone  explained  the  signifi- 
cance of  the  Lilly  Moore  Everette  Study  Jewell  and  awarded  it  to 
the  Wilmington  District  for  the  seventh  consecutive  year  for  the 
highest  percentage  of  societies  reporting  three  or  more  study 
courses.  Mrs.  Hayman  accepted  the  award.  Mrs.  Boone  gave  her 
report.  Mrs.  Hood  thanked  Mrs.  Boone,  adding  that  the  work  has 
gone  forward  under  her  leadership. 

Mrs.  Hood  recognized  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison  who  presented  an 
Honorary  Life  Patron  Membership  from  the  Conference  to  Mrs. 
Harvey  Boney.  Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass  presented  the  same  gift  from  the 
Conference  to  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter.  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  called  Mrs. 
A.  H.  Borland  to  the  platform  and  presented  her  a  Life  Patron 
Membership  from  the  Conference  while  the  Durham  District  rep- 
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resentatives  stood  in  tribute  to  Mrs.  Borland.  Mrs.  Darden  Eure, 
in  a  cleverly  written  poem,  made  a  similar  presentation  to  Mrs. 
R.  L.  Cox,  secretary  of  New  Bern  District,  from  the  District. 

The  hymn,  "Lead  On,  0  King-  Eternal,"  was  sung  and  Mrs. 
Hood  presented  Miss  Mabel  Head,  who  continued  her  interpreta- 
tion of  the  United  Nations.  She  felt  that  the  United  Nations  is 
woman's  work,  because  it  is  a  matter  of  good  housekeeping,  taking 
down  soiled  curtains  and  cleaning  soiled  windows,  that  we  may  see 
our  neighbors  clearly.  She  called  attention  to  a  degree  of  cynicism 
and  indifference  concerning  the  United  Nations  and  asserted  that 
we  have  no  right  to  fear  and  discouragement  because  we  have  not 
done  enough. 

Mrs.  Hood  read  a  telegram  from  Mrs.  W.  M.  Alexander,  Spirit- 
ual Life  Secretary  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  a  call  to 
prayer  for  international  leaders. 

The  recording  secretary  read  the  report  of  registration  and  Mrs. 
Hood  fixed  the  bar  of  the  Conference  for  the  elections. 

The  Conference  sang  "In  Christ  There  Is  No  East  nor  West" 
and  Mrs.  Hood  presented  Miss  Applegarth.  Miss  Applegarth  used 
as  the  theme  for  the  noon  meditation,  the  puzzling  clause,  "If  I 
should  wake  before  I  sleep."  She  told  of  reading  a  book,  "Physics 
for  Children,"  which  brought  her  the  realization  that  God's 
spiritual  laws  are  identical  with  His  physical  laws,  the  "Grace 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  the  love  of  God"  being  the  spiritual 
equivalent  of  atmospheric  pressure.  She  said  the  answers  to  the 
problems  of  the  world  are  in  the  hearts  of  Christians — not  of 
those  who  are  asleep — but  of  those  who  are  alert,  who  are  deter- 
mined to  awake  before  they  die. 

Rev.  A.  L.  Chaplin  pronounced  the  benediction. 

2:00  P.M. 

After  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "The  Kingdom  Is  Coming,"  Mrs. 
B.  B.  Slaughter  read  Matt."  28 :18-20  and  Acts  1 :8  and  led  the 
prayer. 

Mrs.  Hood  recognized  Mrs.  Nathan  Long,  president  of  Front 
St.  Church  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  Burlington, 
N.  C.j  who  cordially  invited  the  Conference  to  meet  in  Burlington 
in  1949.  The  invitation  was  accepted  by  a  unanimous  vote  and 
Mrs.  Hood  graciously  added  her  thanks  for  the  invitation. 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  read  her  report  as  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild.  Mrs.  Larkin  was  elected  at  the  recent  Guild  Con- 
ference in  Fayetteville  and  her  election  was  confirmed  by  the 
Conference. 

Mrs.  S.  S.  Holt  brought  a  recommendation  from  the  Executive 
Committee,  offering  a  substitute  for  Section  IV  of  the  Conference 
By-laws  and  moved  its  adoption.  The  motion  carried  without  op- 
position. (See  Constitution). 
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Mrs.  Lineberger  had  ballots  distributed  for  voting  on  Group  I 
and  Mrs.  H.  L.  McLeod  gave  the  report  of  the  Research  Committee, 
which  was  accepted  as  a  nominating  report  and  voting  proceeded 
on  each  office,  after  opportunity  was  given  for  nominations  from 
the  floor.  The  same  procedure  was  followed  in  voting  for  Group  II. 
The  tellers  retired. 

Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  secretary  of  Supplies;  Mrs.  H.  R.  Odom,  sec- 
retary of  Youth  Work;  and  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  secretary  of 
Spiritual  Life,  read  their  reports.  Mrs.  Hood  complimented  these 
secretaries  on  their  excellent  work.  She  also  called  attention  to  the 
flowers  placed  on  the  altar  by  Mrs.  J.  V.  Riley  in  memory  of  Mrs. 
Flora  Kendall. 

The  balloting  committee  reported  that  195  ballots  were  cast. 
All  offices  were  filled  except  that  of  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations and  Local  Church  Activities,  for  which  the  Research  Com- 
mittee had  no  name.  Several  persons  received  votes  for  this  office, 
but  no  one  received  a  majority.  (See  Conference  Directory) 

Mrs.  Hood  asked  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  newly  elected  president, 
to  come  to  the  platform,  presented  her  the  gavel,  and  promised 
her  that  the  work  would  bring  her  enough  problems  to  keep  her 
on  her  knees  and  enough  joy  to  keep  a  song  in  her  heart.  She  also 
assured  her  of  the  love  and  loyal  support  of  the  Conference.  Mrs. 
Cutchin  thanked  Mrs.  Hood  and  expressed  her  confidence  in  the 
Conference  and  her  hope  of  remaining  in  the  background  while 
the  players  on  her  team  carry  the  ball.  The  other  officers  were 
presented. 

Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts,  secretary  of  Youth  Work  in  the  South- 
eastern Jurisdiction,  brought  greetings  from  the  Virginia  Confer- 
ence which  she  had  been  attending. 

Rev.  Leon  Russell  dismissed  the  session  with  prayer. 

8:00  P.M. 

The  evening  service  was  opened  with  the  hymn,  "God  of 
Grace."  Rev.  Leon  Russell  read  Mark  8:27-38  and  led  the  prayer. 
The  choir  sang  an  anthem,  ' '  Ho,  Every  One  That  Thirsteth. ' ' 

Mrs.  Hood  introduced  Miss  Mary  Lou  Barnwell,  Executive 
Secretary  in  charge  of  Deaconess  Work  in  the  Woman's  Division, 
who  spoke  on  the  American  Way  of  Life  and  our  responsibility  for 
it.  She  said  the  American  Way  is  an  ideal  whose  attributes  are 
Liberty,  Justice,  Love  and  Brotherhood.  On  the  plus  side  of  the 
ledger  of  this  way  of  life  is  the  influence  of  the  church.  On  the 
minus  side  are  found  the  disintegrating  factors  in  family  life, 
health  and  educational  problems,  lack  of  church  affiliation,  ill 
treatment  of  many  types  of  citizens.  To  meet  these  responsibilities 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  has  three  hundrd  pro- 
jects as  a  start  toward  solving  some  of  these  problems,  the  ultimate 
objective  of  each  being  to  relate  individuals  to  Christ. 

The  hymn  "From  All  the  Dark  Places"  was  sung  and  Rev.  W. 
C.  Wilson  dismissed  the  service  with  prayer. 
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MARCH  18,  9:00  A.M. 

The  Memorial  Service,  led  by  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  was  opened 
with  the  hymn  "The  Home  of  the  Soul"  and  closed  with  a  solo, 
"And  God  shall  Wipe  Away  All  Tears,"  sung  by  Mr.  Phillip  T. 
Blackwood.  Mrs.  Chadwick  used  a  very  beautiful  and  impressive 
tribute,  prepared  for  the  occasion  by  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  to  the 
memory  of  those  members  who  have  passed  on  to  eternal  life. 

Mrs.  Hood  read  a  note  from  Mrs.  A.  J.  Smith,  wife  of  the  pas- 
tor of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  showing  the  cordial  relation  that 
exists  between  the  denominations  in  Goldsboro  as  they  work  for 
Kingdom  building. 

The  Committee  on  reading  the  Minutes  reported  approval  of  the 
minutes  through  the  session  of  the  previous  afternoon. 

A  count  showed  194  voting  members  present.  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chad- 
wick, a  member  of  the  Research  Committee  brought  the  Commit- 
tee's report  and  it  was  made  the  nominating  report  for  the  election 
of  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction  Conference.  Mrs.  D.  L.  Meekins 
and  Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland  were  asked  to  serve  on  the  Balloting  Com- 
mittee. The  vote  was  taken  and  the  tellers  retired.

Mrs.  Cutchin  announced  that  the  cooperative  project  of  the 
two  Conferences  in  North  Carolina,  the  Leadership  Training  School 
in  Winston-Salem  will  be  held  again  this  year. 

Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore,  secretary  of  Student  Work,  and  Mrs.  S.  A. 
Maxwell,  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  gave  their  reports. 

Mrs.  McKinne  reported  that  the  offering  taken  on  the  previous 
day  was  more  than  one  hundred  dollars.  xVfter  janitors  and  maids 
were  paid,  Life  Memberships  were  given  to  Mrs.  J.  W.  Ward,  Jr., 
general  chairman  of  the  Conference,  and  Mrs.  W.  Robert  Johnson, 
Registration  Chairman.  Junior  Life  Memberships  were  given  to 
Linda  Talton,  Phyllis  Lucas,  June  Garris,  B.  K.  Ward,  Jr.,  and 
Peggy  Moore. 

Mrs.  E.  B.  Garris,  president  of  the  local  W.C.T.U.,  sent  a  mes- 
sage of  greeting  to  the  Conference. 

In  addition  to  her  other  duties,  Mrs.  Hood  has  carried  on  the 
work  of  the  Literature  and  Publications  Department  for  the  past 
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six  months.  She  read  the  report  of  the  department  which  she  pre- 
faced with  a  sincere  tribute  to  Miss  Mary  Gardner.  Mrs.  Hood 
then  recognized  Mrs.  Fred  L.  Johnson,  who  spoke  briefly. 

Mrs.  E.  G.  Cothran,  incoming'  secretary  of  Status  of  "Women, 
read  the  report  of  Mrs.  A.  Wray  White,  retiring  secretary. 

The  number  of  women  attending  a  Conference  for  the  first  time 
was  very  large  and  Mrs.  Hood  gave  them  an  especially  warm 
welcome. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  presented  Mrs.  Albert  L.  Smith,  president  of  the 
St.  Paul  Society,  who  introduced  the  chairmen  of  the  local  com- 
mittees. Mrs.  Hood  thanked  these  ladies  for  their  very  efficient 
work. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  moved  that  the  Conference  accept  the  rec- 
ommendations which  were  studied  in  the  Planning  Committees. 
The  motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  gave  her  report  as  secretary  of  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel. 

Miss  Mary  Lou  Barnwell  was  presented  and  pursued  her  theme 
of  the  preceding  evening,  the  American  way  of  life.  She  said  we 
have  more  than  we  have  ever  had  of  physical  equipment,  but  we 
do  not  have  enough  of  this  or  of  spiritual  resources.  Again  she 
showed  how  the  Woman's  Division  is  striving  to  meet  the  needs 
of  today;  trying  to  build  a  bridge  of  love  between  hearts  that 
Christ  may  walk  across  and  enter. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  presented  Mrs.  Iola  Lewis  Davis,  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
W.  A.  Cade,  Mrs.  Stanley  Mann  and  Mrs.  C.  H.  Walston,  Secre- 
tary of  Supplies. 

Mrs.  Darden  Eure  read  the  gracious  and  cleverly  written  re- 
port of  the  Resolutions  Committee.  Mrs.  Hood  added  her  thanks 
to  those  of  the  committee. 

Mrs.  Glass  spoke  of  the  loyal  service  of  the  retiring  officers 
and  asked  for  a  rising  vote  of  thanks.  Mrs.  Hood  responded  for 
them. 

A  note  of  thanks  to  Mrs.  Kemp  for  opening  her  garden  to 
visitors  was  read. 

The  Conference  sang  "0  Zion,  Haste"  and  Mrs.  Hood  pre- 
sented Miss  Applegarth  for  the  closing  meditation.  Mrs.  Hood 
said  Miss  Applegarth 's  presence  has  been  a  benediction  to  the 
Conference  and  her  messages  a  source  of  inspiration  and  joy  to  all 
who  heard  her. 

Miss  Applegarth  traced  the  development  of  Protestantism, 
using  a  childhood  journey  through  Europe  to  link  its  growth,  show- 
ing that  denominations  form  a  bridge  leading  to  Christ,  binding 
all  together  by  faith,  for  they  are  all  one  in  spirit. 

With  the  singing  of  the  Doxology  and  a  benediction  by  Rev. 
W.  A.  Cade,  Mrs.  Hood  declared  the  Eighth  Annual  Session  of 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  adjourned.

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REPORTS  OF  OFFICERS 


THE  PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

The  year  1947  was  a  year  of  advance  in  the  work  of  this  Conference. 
First,  we  will  look  at  the  progressive  steps;  then  review  the  weak  points 
so  that  we  may  plan  to  build  a  more  solid  structure  in  the  next  quad- 
rennium. 

Probably  the  most  progressive  step  taken  was  the  successful  launch- 
ing of  the  District  organization.  Adequate  preparation  had  been  made, 
end  the  work  of  the  District  officers  has  proved  most  helpful  in  the 
general  promotion  of  the  work.  New  talent  has  been  discovered;  the 
work  in  the  various  departments  has  been  shared  and  made  more  effec- 
tive, and  the  gap  between  the  local  Society  and  Conference  officers 
has  been  closed.  Through  the  work  of  the  Districts,  many  leaders  should 
be  found  and  given  initial  training  for  future  Conference  officers. 

A  second  progressive  step  was  the  School  of  Missions  held  jointly 
by  the  two  North  Carolina  Conferences  at  Pfeiffer  Junior  College  last 
June.  Because  of  the  crowded  conditions  at  Junaluska,  it  was  thought 
wise  to  hold  this  School  as  an  experiment,  and  it  proved  successful 
beyond  our  hopes.  A  total  of  143  attended, —  63  from  our  Conference; 
and  we  were  able  to  meet  expenses  through  registration  fees.  The 
Study  courses,  work  shops,  and  devotional  periods  were  on  a  level 
with  the  work  at  Junaluska,  and  already  plans  are  being  made  for 
a  similar  School  this  June.  We  earnestly  urge  each  Society  to  send  a 
representative    if    possible. 

The  Rural  Work  has  been  increased  with  the  addition  of  a  new 
worker.  The  minister  and  some  of  the  interested  members  of  the 
Columbia  Charge,  Tyrell  County,  saw  the  need  of  a  worker,  and  a 
plan  was  worked  out  whereby  that  charge  and  the  Conference  would 
share  in  the  expense  of  employing  one.  Miss  Ethelynde  Ballance,  a 
successful  teacher  in  the  local  school,  and  also  an  interested  worker  in 
the  Youth  Department  of  her  District,  offered  her  services,  and 
was  enabled  to  take  training  for  her  work  during  the  summer  at 
Crossville,  Tenn.  by  the  gift  of  a  scholarship  by  one  of  our  Board  mem- 
bers. She  began  work  last  September,  and  from  her  report  you  will 
see   that  her   work  is   constructive   and   far-reaching. 

We  were  saddened  last  June  by  the  death  of  Mrs.  Roebuck,  our 
Rural  worker  on  the  Farmville-Walstonburg  Charges.  Her  work  had 
been  constructive,  and  the  ministers  and  members  of  the  two  charges 
felt  that  it  should  be  continued.  We  were  fortunate  in  getting  Miss 
Edna  Boone,  1947  honor  graduate  of  High  Point  College,  who  had 
taken  special  training  in  Religious  Education.  Her  report  shows  that 
she  is  doing  good  work,  and  the  two  charges  are  pleased  with  her 
leadership. 

Last  summer  a  Rural  Life  Conference  was  held  in  Lincoln,  Neb., 
and  our  Conference  felt  that  a  Rural  woman,  who  was  an  active 
leader  in  our  work,  should  attend.  Mrs.  Fred  Johnson,  who  was  then 
the  capable  Secretary  of  Promotion  of  the  Rocky  Mount  District, 
represented  our  Conference.  Her  report  will  tell  you  of  the  impressions 
and  benefit  she  received,  and  we  trust  that  this  experience  will  en- 
able her  to  be  of  service   to  the  Rural  Work  of   our  Conference. 
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The  movie  projector  that  the  Conference  bought  as  an  aid  to  the 
general  promotion  of  the  work  on  the  weaker  charges  has  been  used 
successfully  in  the  Rural  work  in  the  Farmville — Walstonburg — Evans- 
dale  area,  and  permission  has  been  granted  for  a  second  year's  ser- 
vice. We  understand  that  on  many  Sunday  nights  films  were  shown 
to   standing-room   only. 

Probably  no  phase  of  our  work  is  so  untouched  as  the  Rural  areas, 
and  we  trust  that  more  workers  can  be  secured  on  a  cooperative  basis. 

One  of  the  good  things  that  came  out  of  the  Annual  Conference  at 
Elizabeth  City  last  November  was  a  gift  of  $3,000  with  which  to  make  an 
initial  payment  on  a  home  for  a  Student  Center  at  E.  C.  T.  C.  As  you 
know,  the  work  there  is  supported  cooperatively  between  our  Confer- 
ence, the  N.  C.  Annual  Conference,  and  the  Greenville  Methodist  Church, 
and  because  of  the  fine  work  being  done  there  by  Miss  Chandler,  the  Con- 
ference was  moved  to  take  this  step.  The  work  has  been  carried  on 
under  the  most  difficult  circumstances.  We  are  deeply  grateful  to  the 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  in  making  it  possible  for  us 
to  plan  for,  and  expect  to  have  a  Student  Center  in  the  near  future. 

The  report  of  the  Industrial  Commission  shows  progress  in  our  one 
field  of  work  at  East  Laurinburg.  Through  finances  given  by  the  Mills  to 
our  Conference,  they  have  bought  a  movie  projector  that  is  adding  to 
the  effectiveness  of  the  work.  Plans  are  being  made  for  a  Community 
Center,  and  when  that  is  built  the  work  there  will  be  much  more  effec- 
tive. Because  of  the  boom  in  manufacturing,  we  find  the  industrial  areas 
crowded,  and  offer  open  fields  for  work  if  we  had  the  workers  and  fi- 
nances to  support  them.  Some  of  our  ministers,  who  serve  industrial  sec- 
tions, have  asked  for  our  cooperation  in  meeting  their  local  needs,  and 
wc  are  hopeful  that  the  way  will  open  for  our  participation  in  this  needy 
field. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shows  that 
they  are  projecting  a  three-fold  program  this  year,  and  we  trust  that 
each  Society  that  has  enough  employed  women  to  organize  a  Guild,  will 
cooperate  in  this  movement.  It  is  said  that  only  about  half  of  our  em- 
ployed women  are  actually  engaged  in  Church  work,  and  it  is  these 
women  we  want  to  contact,  both  for  their  sakes,  and  what  they  can  do 
for  the  Christian  movement.  The  Guild  members  are  the  highest  per- 
capita  givers,  so  far  as  finances  are  concerned,  and  they  have  abilities 
for  service  that  the  Church  needs.  This  forward  movement  will  offer  us 
a  renewed  opportunity  for  cooperation  with  Guild,  and  also  an  opportun- 
ity to  tie  the  employed  woman  closer  to  the  Church. 

Reports  show  an  advancement  in  every  department  of  our  work; 
but  we  are  also  faced  with  the  weak  point  that  need  strengthening. 
During  the  Crusade  for  Christ,  and  the  emphasis  on  Church  School  at- 
tendance, there  'has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  enrollment.  Yet,  in  the 
United  States  alone,  it  is  said  that  over  half  of  the  children  have  no 
affiliation  with  any  Church  or  Church  School.  How  many  of  those  are 
in  our  Conference?  One  of  our  Rural  workers  found  children  who  had 
never  been  to  Sunday  School,  and  who  had  never  seen  a  Holy  Picture. 
By  your  contributions  through  Supplies,  she  was  able  to  buy  Bibles  with 
pictures  and  read  to  them  portions  of  the  Scriptures;  then  get  them  into 
Sunday  School  and  the  Youth  Fellowship.  It  is  said  that  at  least  200,000 
more  Sunday  School  teachers  are  needed  in  The  Methodist  Church  to 
cope  with  the  added  enrollment.  How  many  are  needed  in  your  Church? 
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Certainly,  the  Church  has  a  right  to  look  to  the  Woman's  Society  for 
teachers  and  leaders  who  will  be  willing  to  organize  and  supervise  the 
Children's  Work. 

Today,  the  Church  is  asking  for  more  missionaries,  doctors,  nurses, 
teachers  and  leaders  in  every  field  of  service.  We  are  looking  to  the 
Youth  Fellowship  and  students  for  recruits,  and  the  department  of  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  is  anxious  to  present  the  many  calls  for  service  to 
these  young  people  as  they  determine  their  life's  work.  Many  are  faced 
with  problems  relative  to  getting  their  training,  and  to  the  best  of  our 
ability,  we  want  to  give  guidance,  and  help  them  prepare  to  enter  this 
open  door  of  service.  Youth  is  intrigued  with  a  spirit  of  adventure  and 
daring,  and  we  believe  many  are  giving  serious  consideration  to  World 
problems  and  their  part  in  meeting  the  needs  of  the  day.  It  is  our  privi- 
lege and  responsibility  to  present  to  them  the  various  calls  that  come 
to  the  Church  for  leadership  and  Spiritual  daring.  Countless  foreign 
students  are  being  sent  to  the  United  States  for  training  so  that  they 
may  return  to  their  own  country  as  trained  leaders  in  some  particular 
line  of  work.  Many  are  in  our  own  State.  What  ideals  of  Christian  de- 
mocracy will  they  learn  here,  and  how  are  we  meeting  this  opportunity? 
To  know  these  students,  and  let  them  see  the  best  in  Christian  homes 
and  American  life,  is  one  way  of  helping  to  promote  peace  and  good  will. 
►  It  has  been  a  source  of  pride  to  look  at  the  Jurisdiction  reports  and 
see  the  high  standard  our  Conference  has  taken, in  Mission  Study,  along 
Avith  the  other  Conference.  We  understand  that  last  year  was  our  best 
year  in  many  respects,  and  that  the  fall  Seminars  were  unusually  good. 
But  this  fact  remains:  there  is  too  large  a  percentage  of  our  women 
who  do  not  understand  the  basic  structure  of  our  Society;  who  do  not 
attend  the  Mission  Study  classes,  or  read  The  Methodist  Woman  and 
World  Outlook.  Their  vision  of  World  conditions,  and  the  opportunities 
that  lie  before  us,  is  limited,  and  it  is  usually  these  women  who  are 
termed  "local  minded."  In  as  far  as  possible,  we  want  to  continue  to 
raise  our  standards  of  education  and  push  back  the  horizons  of  our 
members.  The  programs  of  the  local  Societies  must  be  informative,  for 
many  will  depend  on  these  for  their  main  source  of  information. 

No  department  has  such  a  broad  program  as  the  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  the  leaders  in  this  field  have 
consistently  tried  to  show  how  each  Society,  from  the  smallest  to  the 
largest,  could  participate.  Yet,  even  some  of  the  largest  Societies  have 
stressed  the  Local  Church  Activities  and  done  little  about  the  larger 
program.  With  an  increase  in  broken  homes,  lax  morals,  alcoholic  drink, 
racial  tension,  and  economic  disorder,  we  need  to  impress  the  impor- 
tance of  Christian  citizenship  on  our  women.  We  are  the  largest  par- 
ticipating organization  in  the  Legislative  Council,  and  through  this  de- 
partment we  want  to  keep  our  members  interested  in  all  Social  legisla- 
tion. We  are  also  a  member  of  The  Council  of  Churches,  and  we  want 
to  cooperate  with  other  denominations  in  our  Community  in  promoting 
better  understanding  and  Christian  Brotherhood. 

Important  as  every  department  is  in  our  work,  we  realize  that  the 
undergirding  principle  is  the  Spiritual  Life.  That  is  something  that  can- 
not be  counted  in  numbers,  but  its  effect  is  seen  in  the  Spiritual  growth 
of  our  membership,  in  our  attitudes  toward  service,  and  sacrificial  giving. 
With  renewed  Spiritual  awakening,  leadership  is  given  a  new  guidance, 
and  many  of  our  local  and  World  problems  are  met.  No  department  will 
ever  do  its  best  work  until  the  Spiritual  outlook  is  developed.  We  are 
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constantly  reminded  of  the  destructive  forces  abroad  today;  but  we  are 
called  on  to  counter-act  them  with  the  constructive  force  of  Spiritual 
power.  If  we  would  work  for  Peace  and  a  New  World  Order,  we  must 
seek  to  release  this  Spiritual  energy. 

Our  theme  for  this  year  is:  "That  Thy  way  may  be  known  on  the 
earth."  One  way  for  this  to  be  accomplished  is  through  the  sacrament 
of  giving.  Our  treasurer's  report  shows  our  best  financial  year,  and  we 
are  deeply  grateful  for  this.  The  Supply  department  went  beyond  all 
records,  and  in  every  area  we  have  shown  an  increase.  But  with  infla- 
tion at  various  degrees  all  over  the  world,  more  money  buys  less  than 
ever  before.  Last  year,  as  one  means  of  increase  we  asked  for  a  penny-a- 
day,  Over  and  above  our  personal  pledge.  This  brought  a  considerable 
increase  to  our  funds,  and  this  year  we  want  to  incorporate  the  same 
idea  in  our  giving.  More  money  is  essential  to  the  Missionary  work  at 
home  and  abroad.  It  is  essential  to  the  life  of  the  Missionaries  on  the 
field,  and  it  means  more  workers  can  be  sent  where  they  are  most 
needed.  It  means  life  and  hope  in  many  cases,  and  we  cannot  urge  too 
strongly  that  we  keep  the  need  of  sacrificial  giving  before  our  women. 
All  of  us  feel  the  strain  of  inflflation;  yet  most  of  us  have  the  necessities 
of  life;  none  of  us  have  been  bombed  out  of  our  homes  and  faced  the 
destruction  of  war.  The  money  we  share  may  mean  the  difference  be- 
tween hope  and  despair;  it  can  be  one  way  of  making  His  way  known 
on  the  earth. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  growth  in  membership,  and  in  the 
number  of  Societies.  But  there  are  four  Charges  unorganized,  a  num- 
ber of  local  churches  that  have  no  Society,  and  a  large  number  of  our 
Methodist  women  who  do  not  belong  to  the  Woman's  Society.  This  year, 
we  want  to  organize  as  many  of  these  churches  as  possible,  and  let  no 
Methodist  woman  go  un-invited  to  become  a  member  of  a  Society.  There 
is  much  unused  power  among  these  non-members.  They  need  the  con- 
tacts of  the  Society  and  the  open  doors  of  service  it  affords,  and  the 
Society  needs  them.  While  we  are  grateful  for  what  has  been  accomp- 
lished through  our  membership,  we  are  sobered  by  the  problems  be- 
fore us.  We  covet  every  Methodist  woman  as  an  active  member  of  the 
Society,  ready  to  share  her  services,  her  prayers,  and  her  money  in  the 
Missionary  program.  This  means  that  we  must  strive  to  raise  the  quality 
of  our  membership,  and  that  means  a  continuous  educational  program. 

This  will  be  my  last  report  to  you  as  your  president,  for  at  the  close 
of  this  Conference  I  shall  hand  the  leadership  over  to  another.  For  16 
years  I  have  served  on  the  Executive  Board:  9  years  as  District  Secre- 
tary, 3  years  as  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Conference,  and  4  years 
as  president.  If  I  were  to  try,  I  could  not  find  words  to  express  my  ap- 
preciation for  the  confidence  you  have  given  me;  for  the  opportunities  of 
service;  for  friendships  made,  and  for  the  mental  and  Spiritual  develop- 
ment I  have  received  in  trying  to  do  the  work  before  me.  Many  times  I 
have  not  felt  equal  to  the  tasks,  but  I  have  been  given  the  strength  when 
needed.  Oftentimes  I  have  been  faced  with  my  own  weakness;  then  I  have 
found  strength  "in  the  secret  places  of  the  Most  High."  I  have  always 
felt  that  you  and  I  were  working  cooperatively;  that  the  problems  and 
joys  were  ours  together.  I  trust  that  the  efforts  I  have  given  have  been 
used  for  the  up-building  of  the  Kingdom.  I  shall  always  hold  the  work 
of  this  Conference  most  dear,  and  the  period  of  my  service  as  the  most 
satisfying  of  my  life.  My  interest  and  prayers  will  always  be  with  you, 
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and  I  shall  continue  to  count  it  a  privilege  to  serve  where  most  needed. 
I  am  sure  you  will  give  my  successor  the  same  high  quality  of  love 
and  loyalty  that  you  have  given  me,  and  I  bespeak  for  her,  and  her  co- 
workers, your  prayers  and  cooperation.  I  trust  that  each  of  us  may  keep 
a  listening  ear,  and  hear  God  speak  to  us,  even  as  He  spoke  to  Moses: 
"Speak  unto  the  women  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  that  they  go  forward."

REPORT  OF  VICE  PRESIDENT 


It  seems  but  yesterday  since  your  vice-president  assumed  her  duties 
ii:  the  Conference.  As  this  quadrennium  comes  to  a  close  pleasant 
memories  abound. 

There  is  gratitude  for  the  happy  associations  both  in  the  Executive 
Board  and  among  the  women  of  the  Conference. 

It  has  been  a  privilege  to  serve  with  a  president  so  acclaimed  in  her 
work.  She  has  been  wonderfully  used  by  our  Heavenly  Father. 

It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  attend  all  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Board  during  the  quadrennium.  These  pleasant  and  stimulating 
experiences  will  always  be  treasured.  During  the  year  our  Conference 
launched  a  new  project,  the  School  of  Missions,  which  was  held  at 
Pfeiffer  College  in  June.  At  that  time  a  Seminar  on  Program  Building 
was  conducted  by  the  vice-president  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
and  the  vice-president  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference.  During 
July  there  was  a  further  enriching  experience  in  attending  the  School 
of  Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska.

Here  I  should  like  to 
pay  tribute  to  this  group  of  splendid  District  vice-presidents.  They  have 
been  on  the  job  in  every  phase  of  their  work. 

The  vice-president  has  been  assigned  the  responsibility  of  presenting 
to  the  women  of  our  Conference,  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women.  The  object  of  this  Federation  is  to  provide  Methodist  Women 
everywhere,  a  World  Voice,  a  World  Influence,  a  World  Fellowship.  The 
motto  is:    "Know  Christ  and  Make  Him  Known." 

The  third  direct  responsibility  given  the  vice-president  is  that  of 
Special  Memberships.  The  amount  raised  each  year  has  grown.  What 
a  wonderful  opportunity  we  have  to  honor  those  to  whom  honor  is  due, 
and  what  a  blessed  privilege  is  ours  as  we  raise  these  love  gifts.

You 
will  permit  me  to  say  that  it  has  been  my  desire  and  purpose  to  be  of 
service  in  our  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PROMOTION  SECRETARY 

As  we  study  the  year  1947,  we  find  a  general  advance  in  many  phases 
oL'  our  work.  I  want  to  bring  to  your  attention  six  of  these  advances. 

1.  To  me,  one  of  the  most  forward  looking  steps  taken  by  our  Con- 
ference was  the  adoption  of  and  putting  into  operation  the  District  Or- 
ganization. There  have  been  no  serious  adverse  criticisms  but  there  have 
been  constructive  criticisms  which  we  feel  are  a  sign  of  growth.  The 
District  Officers  are  a  fertile  field  for  District  Meetings.  The  District 
Meetings  have  been  well  attended  and  although  the  Conference  under- 
wrote the  organization  this  first  year,  I  am  happy  to  report  that  every 
district  was  self-supporting  and  there  has  been  no  call  upon  the  treas- 
urer for  financial  assistance. 

2.  Reporting  is  not  yet  perfect  but  it  does  show  a  healthy  growth. 
Here  again,  the  District  officers  are  key  women,  seeing  that  the  work  is 
done  and  is  then  reported. 

3.  Training  Days  have  been  held  throughout  the  Conference  and  it 
is  the  sincere  hope  of  your  promotion  secretaries  that  these  training  days 
will  grow  in  popularity  until  every  local  society  will  feel  the  necessity 
cf  holding  a  training  day  for  its  officers  and  membership. 

4.  The  Visitation  Plan  has  not  been  stressed  as  much  as  our  Juris- 
diction officers  urge  us  to  do,  but  that  part  that  has  been  done  gives 
results  in  interest  and  membership.  We  hope  this  year  of  1948  will  find  an 
increase  in  visitation  of  District  officers  within  their  District,  parti- 
curlarly  among  the  weaker  societies. 

5.  The.  School  of  Missions  at  Pfeiffer  College  was  not  as  well  attend- 
ed as  it  should  have  been.  We  are  hoping  that  our  seven  districts  will 
see  to  it  that  their  officers  attend  the  school  this  year. 

6.  Now  a  few  figures — We  have  537  societies,  a  net  increase  of  18 
over  1947.  We  still  have  4  unorganized  charges.  We  have  64  Wesleyan 
Service  Guilds,  our  membership  is  23,079.  Let  us  strive  to  make  it  25,000 
in  1948! 

Someone  has  said,  "Responsibility  is  our  Response  together  with 
God's  Ability."  Let  us  accept  our  share  of  the  work  and  together  with 
God's  help  we  shall  continue  to  go  forward.

MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE 


The  world  is  open  and  in  order  that  there  may  be  light  for  those  who 
still  sit  in  darkness,  that  there  may  be  release  for  those  who  are  cap- 
tives of  selfishness,  greed  or  complacency,  and  for  those  who  struggle 
today  between  pagan  ideologies  and  the  gospel  of  Christ,  the  Christian 
church  is  pointing  the  way  thru  its  people.  Women  throughout  our 
Conference  are  aware  of  the  great  need  of  the  hour,  and  are  re-affirming 
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their  purpose:  "To  know  Him  and  make  Him  known."  They  are  con- 
tinuing to  study,  to  teach,  to  give  their  prayers,  their  service  and  larger 
gifts  in  money  that  men,  women  and  children  of  every  race  and  clan  may 
know  the  blessings  of  abundant  living,  of  opportunity  and  justice,  of 
peace  and  happiness.  Thru  the  great  educational  program  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  we  are  able  to  get  a  clearer  con- 
ception of  this  one  world  and  the  needs  of  all  God's  children.  Putting 
World  Brotherhood  into  actual,  everyday  practice  is  the  task  of  Chris- 
tians everywhere,  the  time  is  now. 

Many  things  contribute  to  the  fulfillment  of  this  task.  Missionary 
Education  plays  a  large  and  important  part  in  preparing  us  for  service. 
It  has  been  thrilling  to  watch  the  growth  and  development  of  this  line 
of  work.  We  have  grown  together,  our  vision  of  the  world  has  broadened, 
our  attitudes  have  changed.  Each  year  we  have  accomplished  goals 
and  we  have  driven  our  stakes  farther  along  the  way  as  aims  were  met. 
Successes  have  encouraged  us  and  we  have  continued  to  try  to  build 
up  our  weak  places. 

A  look  at  our  statistical  table  shows  figures  of  which  we  may  all  be 
justly  proud,  figures  which  represent  the  love  and  service  of  thousands 
of  consecrated  women  who  have  been  eager  to  extend  His  Kingdom 
thioughout   the   world. 

In  our  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  of  seventeen  Conferences  we  stand 
among  the  four  leading  Conferences  in  eleven  places  on  the  Jurisdiction 
report.  Our  highest  honor  and  the  achievement  which  thrills  us  most 
is  that  the  North  Carolina  Conference  stands  second  in  the  Jurisdiction 
in  number  of  approved  study  classes  and  second  in  members  attending 
these  classes.  In  1947  there  were  1,140  approved  classes  reported  with 
20,152  members  participating.  We  also  stand  second  in  attendance  at 
our  fall  Educational  Seminars.  We  lead  the  Jurisdiction  in  number  of 
Libraries.  More  than  75%  of  our  societies  reported  last  year. 

We  are  continually  trying  to  raise  the  standard  of  our  study  work, 
not  for  credit  cards  or  awards,  but  because  we  dare  not  be  satisfied 
with  less  than  our  best  efforts,  real  study  that  results  in  action.  We  are 
urging  a  larger  number  of  Jurisdiction  Recognition  classes;  and  where 
classes  do  not  meet  these  requirements,  our  goal  is  that  they  be  efficiency 
classes,  as  suggested  in  our  Hand  Book. 

Each  District  has  done  outstanding  work  led  by  its  capable,  alert 
District  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education.  To  these  seven  Secretaries 
I  wish  to  express  my  personal  thanks  and  sincere  appreciation  for  their 
splendid  service:  Mrs.  V.  L.  Warren,  Mrs.  L.  L.  Gibbs,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Loy, 
Mrs.  Carl  Herrington,  Mrs.  H.  C.  Turlington,  Mrs.  J.  P.  Garriss,  and  Mrs. 
L.  D.  Hayman.  No  more  loyal  or  efficient  group  can  be  found  anywhere. 
They  have  worked  faithfully  and  tirelessly  to  promote  this  work.  To 
these  leaders,  and  to  the  fine  local  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education 
goes  the  credit  for  the  high  standing  of  our  Conference  in  the  Juris- 
diction. 

In  the  educational  work  of  the  year,  our  first  School  of  Missions 
stands  out  as  one  of  the  most  successful  ventures.  The  fine  type  of  class- 
work  done,  the  workshops,  seminars,  platform  hours  and  the  fine  fel- 
lowship with  the  women  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  and 
with  each  other,  were  of  great  value  to  us.  Comments  of  praise  and 
appreciation  for  the  enriching  experiences  have  been  heard  from  all  who 
attended  the  School  of  Missions.  We  are  looking  forward  to  a  larger  and 
even  better  School  of  Missions  this  year  at  Pfeiffer  College,  June  6-11. 
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The  Educational  Seminars  held  in  each  District  were  attended  by  1,803 
women.  Perhaps  our  most  telling  work  is  done  here.  Those  of  us  who 
have  had  the  privilege  of  evaluating  these  Seminars  for  the  past  eight 
years  feel  that  this  was  the  most  successful  group  held  so  far.  The 
Conference  Study  and  Action  Committee  appreciated  the  good  work  of 
the  District  Study  and  Action  Committee,  the  Conference  Vice-President, 
the  Conference  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  every  other 
woman  who  helped  in  planning  or  conducting  the  nine  Seminars  held. 
It  is  impossible  to  even  estimate  the  vast  amount  of  real  work,  mental 
and  physical,  which  went  into  the  Seminars  or  the  prayers  which  were 
offered  for  their  success  and  lasting  value.

The  Lillie  Moore  Everett  Jubilee  Study  Jewel  will  always  be  a  beau- 
tiful reminder  of  good  study  classes.  It  was  given  to  our  Conference  in 
1928,  the  Golden  Year  of  Jubilee,  by  the  former  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Education,  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett,  of  Rockingham.  This  lovely  and 
unique  Jewel,  designed  by  Mrs.  Everett,  is  rich  in  imagery  and  symbol- 
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ism.  It  bears  a  message  of  God  and  Redemption,  of  Love  and  Sacrifice, 
of  Faith  and  Works,  of  Knowledge  and  Wisdom.  It  represents  excellence, 
love,  light,  life  and  fruitfulness,  and  is  awarded  from  year  to  year  to 
the  district  having  the  largest  percentage  of  societies  reporting  three  or 
more  approved  study  classes  held.  It  is  more  than  an  award;  it  is  a  me- 
morial and  will  always  encourage  excellent  study  work.  I  should  like 
to  again  pay  tribute  to  Mrs.  Everett,  beloved  by  all  who  know  her.  This 
great  missionary  leader,  pioneered  in  the  work  of  Mission  and  Bible 
study.  She  was  used  mightily  of  God  in  laying  firm  foundations  for 
the  accomplishments  of  today.  Thru  her  leadership  in  furnishing  infor- 
ation,  training  and  understanding  helpfulness  to  her  co-workers,  we  have 
caught  her  vision  of  service  and  are  striving  to  follow  in  her  train.  We 
must  continue  to  carry  high  the  torch  which  we  have  received  from  our 
pioneer  missionary  women  till  His  way  is  made  known  to  people  every- 
where. There  were  275  societies  reporting  three  or  more  approved  study 
classes  held  in  1947.  The  District  percentages  are  as  follows:  Durham 
54%;  Elizabeth  City  23%;  Fayetteville  49%;  New  Bern  49%;  Raleigh 
34%;  Rocky  Mount  61%;  and  Wilmington  86%.  For  the  seventh  con- 
secutive year  the  Jewel  is  awarded  to  the  Wilmington  District.  Their 
goal  is  "Every  society  conducting  three  or  more  approved  study  classes 
each  year."  They  are  to  be  commended  that  59  of  their  69  societies  (or 
86%)  have  achieved  that  goal,  under  the  efficient  leadership  of  Mrs.  L. 
D.  Hayman,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  for  the  Wilmington 
District. 

Among  the  privileges  during  1947  was  the  happy  pleasure  of  assisting 
in  a  zone  meeting  on  Ocracoke  Island.  The  fellowship  with  the  fine  wom- 
en of  that  zone  will  confine  to  be  an  inspiration  to  me.  The  warm  wel- 
come and  the  cordial  hospitality  of  the  large  and  active  Woman's  So- 
ciety on  Ocracoke  Island  will  never  be  surpassed.  Truly  it  was  good  to 
be  on  that  beautiful  island  and  in  the  lovely  church  for  their  excellent 
and  well  planned  meeting. 

Serving  as  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  for  these 
years  has  brought  rich  blessings  into  my  life.  Using  a  thought  from  "The 
Prophet,"  I  should  like  to  say  the  work  has  not  been  empty  because  there 
has  been  love-,  love  for  the  cause  of  missions,  love  for  people  and  a 
deep  sense  of  thankfulness  for  a  privilege  to  serve.  "And  what  is  to  do 
work  with  love?  It  is  to  weave  the  cloth  with  threads  drawn  from  your 
heart,  even  as  if  your  beloved  were  to  wear  that  cloth.  It  is  to  build  a 
house  with  affection,  even  as  if  your  beloved  were  to  dwell  in  that 
house.  It  is  to  sow  seeds  with  tenderness  and  reap  the  harvest  with 
joy,  even  as  if  your  beloved  were  to  eat  the  fruit.  It  is  to  charge  all 
things  you  fashion  with  a  breath  of  your  own  spirit.  Work  is  love  made 
visible."  Let  us  continue  to  work  with  love  in  our  hearts  and  with  a 
song  on  our  lips,  careful  never  to  muffle  man's  ears  to  the  voice  of  the 
day  and  the  voice  of  the  night.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  LITERATURE  AND 
PUBLICATIONS 


The  entire  Conference  was  distressed  last  summer  when  Miss  Mary 
Gardner  was  forced  to  give  up  her  work  because  of  illness.  At  the  time 
of  Union,  she  was  elected  Secretary  of  Publications;  then  in  1943  took 
the  combined  work  of  Literature  and  Publications.  In  addition,  she  be- 
came editor  of  the  Advocate  Page  August  1,  1938,  and  in  this  dual  capa- 
city has  rendered  a  most  valuable  service  to  the  Conference.  She  was 
never  tiring  in  her  efforts  to  print  the  news  "while  it  was  news,"  and 
to  encourage  the  women  to  use  the  literature  and  magazines  to  broaden 
their  knowledge  and  enrich  their  programs.  The  subscriptions  to  The 
Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  have  steadily  increased,  and  quite 
often  the  North  Carolina  Conference  was  awarded  "the  orchid"  by  the 
Jurisdiction  for  making  first  place  in  some  phase  of  work  in  this  depart- 
ment; but  the  award  was  largely  due  to  Miss  Gardner's  efforts.  One  of 
the  objectives  stressed  was  to  get  every  officer  in  each  Society  to  be 
subscribers  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook,  and  though 
comparatively  few  Societies  have  reached  that  goal  the  last  report 
showed,  that  1524  officers  throughout  the  Conference  were  subscribers. 

The  last  report  showed  3290  subscriptions  to  The  Methodist  Woman, 
and  2694  to  the  World  Outlook;  but  we  hope  that  these  magazines, 
going  into  Methodist  homes,  serve  as  source  material  for  many  more 
readers  than  these  figures  indicate.  We  fail  to  see  how  any  officer,  or 
chairman  of  the  program  committee,  could  fill  their  job  in  an  adequate 
manner  without  the  help  of  these  magazines.  At  the  same  time,  if  we 
are  to  have  an  intelligent  membership  as  to  the  general  plan  of  our 
organization  and  the  scope  of  work  accomplished,  we  must  have  a  read- 
ing membership.  Many  local  problems  arise  from  lack  of  knowledge, 
and  we  urge  that  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  in  each 
Society  and  District  strive  to  keep  before  the  membership  the  latest 
reading  materials,  and  show  how  the  programs  can  be  enriched  by  the 
use  of  these  magazines  and  leaflets  ordered  from  Literature  Head- 
quarters. We  urge  each  Society  to  use  the  specially  prepared  program 
material,  and  to  see  that  their  Societies  are  supplied  with  proper  report 
books.  No  successful  business  firm  would  undertake  to  carry  on  business 
without  the  proper  office  material;  neither  can  a  successful  Society  ex- 
pect to  carry  on  its  work  without  proper  planning,  program  material, 
Guide  Book,  report  books  and  literature.  The  investment  in  money  is 
small  in  comparison  with  what  it  does  to  a  Society,  for  one  of  the 
things  we  want  to  keep  in  mind  is  that  we  strive  to  train  our  women  in 
the  right  procedure;  to  be  efficient,  and  to  increase  in  knowledge  as 
they  do  in  the  Spirit. 
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I  have  been  glad  to  try  to  take  over  some  of  Miss  Gardner's  work 
until  a  new  secretary  could  be  secured,  but  in  no  way  could  I  fill  her 
place.  Our  prayers  go  out  continually  for  her  recovery,  and  at  the  same 
time  we  pledge  our  cooperation  to  the  new  secretary  as  she  takes  over 
the  promotion  of  this  department.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL 
RELATIONS  AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 


Measuring  the  achievements  of  the  year  just  passed  by  the  plans  laid 
at  our  last  annual  meeting  as  we  were  beginning  the  studies  of  "Children 
around  the  World,"  we  realize  that  we  have  not  accomplished  all  that 
we  hoped  and  dreamed.  Many  of  His  children  in  foreign  lands,  as  well 
as  here  at  home,  are  not  adequately  cared  for  and  are  the  victims  of 
unchristian  practices.  With  an  attitude  of  deep  thankfulness,  let  us 
praise  every  effort  made  in  the  direction  of  our  goal.  The  work  has  gone 
forward  on  a  firm  basis,  with  evidence  of  an  awakening  of  our  women  to 
the  real  meaning  of  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS.  The  goal  still 
lies  far  enough  ahead  for  us  to  realize  that  real  labor  is  necessary  in 
order  to  attain  it. 

To  the  seven  District  Secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations  goes 
due  credit.  They  have  fallen  in  line  with  the  program  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  by  their  own  understanding  and  noble  efforts  in  promoting, 
have  obtained  results  which  bring  joy  to  our  hearts,  and  to  the  heart  of 
Him  whom  we  follow.  Through  district  organization  more  intense  cul- 
tivation has  been  possible  and  it  has  proved  its  worth. 

Besides  the  regular  activities  which  are  reported  each  year,  other 
privileges  and  opportunities  have  come  to  your  secretary  this  year.  At- 
tending the  Human  Rights  Conference  in  Atlanta  last  April  was  an  ex- 
perience which  gave  new  friends,  new  contacts,  and  enlightenment  on 
seme  of  our  major  problems.  Working  on  a  joint  committee  with  a 
similar  group  from  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's 
Society,  plans  were  made  for  our  first  conference  School  of  Missions.  In 
cooperation  with  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  from  that 
group  was  planned  a  workshop  on  the  work  of  the  department.  The 
benefit  gained  by  local  women  attending  has  been  obvious  since  that 
school.  To  have  the  privilege  of  attending  one  of  the  credit  courses  re- 
sulted in  renewed  courage,  deeper  faith  and  an  increased  desire  to 
serve  more  effectively. 

In  keeping  with  practices  of  former  years,  the  Carolina  Institute  of 
International  Relations  at  Greensboro,  was  attended.  The  experiences 
shared  with  nationals  who  spoke  with  authority,  form  a  background  for 
Christian  attitudes  toward  other  nations.  Without  these  contacts  the 
ineffectiveness  of  the  work  would  be  increased. 

Cooperation  in  the  School  for  Christian  Workers  at  Winston-Salem 
was  again  our  project  in  Interracial  cooperation.  While  it  was  impossible 
to  secure  the  services  of  a  white  teacher  for  the  course  on  Handicrafts, 
the  Negro  assistant  who  has  been  such  an  asset  through  the  years,  was 
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able  to  secure  assistants  in  the  school,  and  she  led  the  course  in  a  most 
creditable  manner.  The  worth  of  our  endeavors  in  the  school  is  not  to 
be  meausred  by  immediate  results. 

At  the  annual  School  of  Missions  held  at  Lake  Junaluska  in  July, 
the  seminar  on  Christian  Social  Relations  outlined  the  program  of 
work  for  the  secretaries.  Individuals  used  as  resource  persons  gave  facts, 
and  suggested  action  which  gives  a  practical  aspect  of  Christianity  to 
many  existing  problems  facing  us  today. 

With  other  members  of  the  Study  and  Action  Committee  and  the 
Vice-President  of  the  conference,  all  Educational  Seminars  were  attended 
in  the  fall.  Besides  presenting  the  highlights  of  the  approved  study  "We, 
the  Peoples,"  the  ever-growing  conception  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
was  emphasized,  in  conjunction  with  Status  of  Women.  Endeavor  has 
been  made  to  relate  the  ideals  of  this  department  to  our  every  day  living, 
trying  to  impress  upon  all  that  we  must  continue  to  grow;  and  we  will 
grow  as  we  take  seriously  the  admonition  of  Him  who  is  our  example. 

With  the  topic  for  1948  in  our  thinking  "That  Thy  Way  May  Be 
Known  Upon  Earth,"  we  are  reminded  that  this  has  been  the  purpose  be- 
hind all  the  efforts  expended  in  the  past.  On  the  other  hand,  as  we  search 
for  evidences  of  kingdom  growth,  we  can  also  see  signs  of  a  growth 
which  hinders  the  progress  of  His  Kingdom.  Though  we  are  not  actually 
fighting  a  war,  we  are  having  to  fight  those  attitudes  and  practices  which 
surely  make  for  war.  The  news  over  the  radio  and  in  the  press  tend  to 
make  wider  the  breaches  between  nations  and  people;  ours  is  the  task 
of  dispensing  truth;  closing  breaches;  exercising  confidence  and  love; 
refusing  to  spread  dissension ;  endeavoring  to  foster  relationships  more 
like  our  Master.  A  hard  task,  you  say?  Remember,  Christianity  was  born 
out  of  suffering;  and  while  He  never  promised  an  easy  way,  He  did 
promise  strength  for  the  task.  With  faith  we  must  push  forward. 

As  we  come  to  the  close  of  this  second  quadrennium  which  I  have 
tried  to  serve  you,  it  may  be  noted  we  have  traveled  a  goodly  distance. 
Reviewing  the  aims  set  each  year,  we  must  acknowledge  we  have  fallen 
far  short.  But  with  gratitude  to  Him  and  to  you  for  the  opportunities  to 
serve  in  this  capacity,  I  express  my  thanks.  The  growth  which  I,  per- 
sonally, have  experienced;  the  confidence  which  you  as  women  have 
placed  in  me;  your  loyalty  in  your  understandings;  my  great  love  for  my 
Saviour  and  His  way  of  life,  have  so  enriched  my  own  life  that  I  con- 
fess, in  humility,  that  my  own  benefits  have  greatly  exceeded  any  con- 
tribution which  I  have  been  able  to  make,  whatever  progress  has  been 
achieved.  Through  these  years  the  implications  of  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations have  so  grown  into  my  very  being,  I  am  convinced  I  shall  never 
be  unmindful  or  complacent  regarding  these  great  and  noble  ideals.  As 
another  catches  the  loose  threads,  I  pledge  to  uphold  her  with  my 
prayers,  my  help  and  my  devotion;  only  as  we  all  contribute  to  its  ful- 
fillment can  "Thy  Way  Be  Made  Known  Upon  Earth."

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  YOUTH  WORK 


We  are  blind  until  we  see 

That  in  the  human  plan 
Nothing  is  worth  the  making  if 

It  does  not  make  the  man. 

Why  build  these  cities  glorious 

If  man  unbuilded  goes? 
In  vain  we  build  the  work,  unless

The  accomplishments  of  the  year  in  Youth  Work  have  been  made 
possible  because  of  the  fine  cooperation  and  quality  of  work  done  by  the 
seven  District  Secretaries  of  youth  and  the  local  Secretaries.  We  have 
reports  showing  that  the  Youth  Work  has  made  progress  this  year.  We 
are  encouraged  by  these  reports  but  we  all  admit  that  reports  can  not 
give  all  the  true  facts — some  things  can  not  be  put  into  words  or  writing. 

We  are  encouraged  by  the  growth  of  Missionary  Education  of  Youth 
and  the  use  of  Missionary  materials  and  of  the  Missionary  units  in  the 
curriculum  of  Youth.  After  the  Study  of  "India"  and  "The  Christian  and 
Race"  in  the  Church  Schools,  Evening  Meetings,  and  Interest  Groups, 
Youth  realized  more  than  ever  that  we  must  have  a  Christian  World 
Friendship  and  understand  the  place  of  Missions  if  we  are  to  achieve 
a  stable  world  society.  Their  interest  in  these  matters  is  seen  by  the  in- 
crease of  the  Commission  on  Missions  and  World  Friendship,  and  In- 
terest Groups  of  girls  and  boys. 

We  are  encouraged  by  the  growth  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellow- 
ships. We  have  added  54  new  organizations  this  year  and  the  attendance 
of  all  has  increased.  We  have  gained  in  the  Secretaries  of  Youth  in 
local  societies  until  we  have  one  in  every  society  except  III.  I  hope  to  re- 
port next  year  one  in  every  society.  The  Youth  Secretaries  will  have 
closer  work  with  the  youth  now  because  of  changes  that  are  being  made 
for  the  coming  year. 

We  continue  to  be  encouraged  by  the  steady  increase  in  the  Meth- 
odist Youth  Fund,  which  is  used  to  meet  the  needs  of  people  around 
the  world.  The  Methodist  Youth  Fund  Bulletin  is  an  effective  means  of 
promoting  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund  and  one  is  available  for  every 
local  church  group.  Some  groups  are  using  this  but  I  hope  all  will  soon 
use  it.  "The  need  in  our  world  to-day  is  urgent;  on  all  sides  there  are 
open  doors.  GIVE  NOW  in  order  that  we  may  help  meet  these  needs 
and  take  advantage  of  these  opportunities."  Youth  giving  to  the  Supply 
Work  has  increased  because  of  their  desire  to  help. 

We  are  encouraged  by  the  large  number  of  girls  and  boys  that  at- 
tended Summer  Camps,  Assemblies,  Youth  Conferences,  District  meet- 
ings, Retreats,  and  all  the   various   meetings  of  youth. 

We  are  encouraged  in  the  Youth  Work  but  it  is  still  MORE  en- 
couraging to  look  into  the  future..  To  begin  this  year,  as  over  12,000 
young  people  did  at  THE  METHODIST  YOUTH  CONFERENCE  in 
Cleveland,  it  has  to  be  one  of  the  best  years.  It  was  my  privilege  to  be 
at    this  Conference  and  to   see   over   12,000   vigorous,   enthusiastic   High

School  and  beginning  College  Youth* gathered  together  under  one  roof, 
bent  toward  one  goal,  raising  their  voices  together  in  praise,  song,  and 
petition;  giving  up  what  might  have  been  a  Christmas  Holiday  of  fun 
and  a  New  Year's  night  frolic  to  join  in  a  Communion  Service  ,and  to 
pledge  themselves  to  "Christ  Above  All"  in  all  their  lives.  This  was 
indeed  an  inspiration.  The  Youth  left  this  Conference  with  the  determina- 
tion that  they  were  going  to  do  something  about  this  World  situation 
and  they  were  going  to  start  with  themselves  in  their  own  home, 
church,  town  and  community.  They  have  Faith  in  themselves  and  what 
they  can  do.  NOW  OUR  RESPONSIBILITY  is  to  have  FAITH  IN  OUR 
YOUTH  and  NEVER  LOOSE  THAT  FAITH.  Past  experience  is  no 
absolute  guarantee  of  the  future  but  Youth  have  always  come  through 
and  there  is  a  strong  presumption  of  greater  success  today. 

We  can  believe  that  Youth  will  respond  in  faith  and  loyalty  to  per- 
sonal living  at  its  best;  will  try  to  find  the  way  to  peace,  to  justice  and 
the  full  practice  of  Christian  brotherhood  at  home  and  to  the  ends  of 
the  earth;  will  be  willing  to  work  sacrificially  in  the  achievement  of 
Christian  ideals. 

Having  faith  in  our  youth,  that  they  can  accomplish  the  task  ahead, 
will  stimulate  us  to  an  effort  to  understand  them  and  to  see  them,  not 
through  the  dim  eyes  of  a  fading  memory  of  our  youth,  but  through 
their  own  eyes  and  through  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  their  ideas, 
tbeir  sense  of  need,  and  their  attitudes  to  one  another  and  their  elders. 
Our  faith  in  youth  will  lead  us  to  give  sympathetic  encouragement  to 
youth's  quest  for  certainty.  We  will  not  condemn  the  questions  and  doubts 
that  arise  honestly  out  of  their  inquiring  minds,  but  will  seek  to  provide 
the  help  that  is  needed  to  plant  the  feet  of  youth  upon  solid  ground  of 
a  satisfying  personal  faith.  Our  faith  in  youth  will  require  interest 
and  action  in  matters  that  are  of  vital  concern  to  youth,  such  as  peace, 
political  and  economic  justice,  Christian  race  relations,  educational  and 
religious  freedom.  As  workers  with  youth  we  must  understand  these 
issues  and  be  able  to  give  guidance  in  the  direction  of  truly  Christian 
standards  and  patterns  of  living.  THIS  WILL  NOT  BE  EASY,  but  feel 
tbat  nothing  less  than  wholehearted  consecration  to  the  task  will  suffice 
and  that  all  the  cost  is   MORE   THAN   JUSTIFIED. 

There  is  no  alternative  to  faith  in  our  youth  except  DESPAIR.  From 
Jesus'  life  we  find  He  was  a  youth  teaching.  He  was  only  12  when  He 
was  in  the  Temple,  and  all  His  personal  teaching  was  over  at  33  when 
He  was  crucified. 

We  must  have  FAITH  in  OUR  YOUTH  TODAY! 

If  we  will  strengthen  our  faith  in  youth,  have  an  understanding 
heart,  and  work  with  them  we  will  be  building  builders  for  these  glorious 
cities. 

May  we,  as  we  go  into  the  year  1948,  join  with  these  enthused  and 
inspired  youth  and  be  "Today's  Messengers"  living  "Christ  Above  All' — 
joining  in  World  Brotherhood,  and  giving  of  our  talents,  time  and  money 
to  His  work,  that  "His  Way  May  Be  Known  Upon  Earth." 

Yes,  build  the  cities  glorious 

Because  of  them  we  will  have  need, 
Our  youth  are  calling  us 

And  to  them  we  will  heed. 
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Our  task  we'll  do  to  build  the  man 

So  in  these  cities  he  can  take  his  stand.

THE  WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD  REPORT 


This  is  the  fourth  time  I  have  been  before  you  in  the  interest  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  Even  yet  at  times  I  am  asked,  "What  IS  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild?"  which  makes  me  know  I  have  not  been  too 
good  as  a  reporter. 

I  am  sure  you  know  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  an  organization — 
definitely  a  part  of  your  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service — designed 
to  serve  the  employed  women  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

Your  own  Guild  Conference  was  held  in  Fayetteville  February  21  and 
22,  I  wish  that  every  one  of  you  might  have  seen  and  heard  those  young 
women  as  they  gave  and  responded  to  the  welcome,  as  they  gave  their 
reports,  as  they  presented  Life  Memberships — as  they  made  their  pledge 
to  Missions.  In  other  words  their  conference  was  a  replica  of  the 
standard  you  have  set  for  them  for  many  years. 

The  Guild  is  now  in  the  process  of  an  expansion  program,  the  aim  of 
which  is  to  triple  Guild  Units,  triple  Guild  Membership,  and  triple 
Guild   Service.  ^ 

Fifty-four  Guilds  were  organized  at  the  very  beginning  eight  years 
ago  when,  with  unification,  the  Wesleyan  Service  came  into  the  South. 
Today  we  have  sixty-five  Guilds — a  gain  of  eleven,  two  of  these  having 
been  organized  within  the  last  few  weeks.  This  is  a  slow  increase  in 
number.  The  seven  District  Guild  Secretaries  have  worked  and  are  work- 
ing but  the  time  has  come  when  we  must  depend  on  the  presidents  of 
Societies  where  there  is  no  Guild.  Every  Society  has  within  its  borders 
young  women  who  have  recently  gone  into  the  business  world.  These  and 
other  employed  women  are  the  ones  the  Guild  is  especially  prepared 
to   serve. 

We  are  all  Methodist  women.  If  we  were  not  we  would  not  have  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  or  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

The  Guild  is  a  part  of  the  Division — a  part  of  the  Jurisdiction — a  part 
of  the  Conference —  a  part  of  the  District.  It's  membership  may  not  be 
counted  in  the  membership  of  the  local  Society  but  it  is  a  part  of  the 
total  woman  power  of  the  church.  And  steps  are  being  taken  to  have 
it  made  a  part  of  the  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

I  would  like  for  you  to  compare  the  contribution  of  night  circles  of 
Business  Women  with  those  of  the  Guild — contributions  not  only  in 
dollars  and  cents  but  in  activities  through  the  departments  of  Spiritual 
Life,  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  Missionary 
Education,  and  Supplies  as  well  as  in  leadership. 

Read  in  Point  six  on  your  Goals  Chart  for  1948;  quote,  "The  urgency 
of  getting  the  philosophy  of  Christianity  to  employed  women,  of  gather- 
ing together  contributions  employed  women  can  make  to  the  church, 
has  brought  about  a  three-fold  program  for  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild; 
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1.  Triple  membership.  Each  Guild  member  will  need  to  bring  into 
her  Guild  and  her  church  two  new  members  before  May,  1948. 

2.  Triple  Units.  As  churches  without  Guilds  are  found,  help  from  the 
Woman's  Societies  will  be  needed  in  establishing  new  units. 

3.  Triple  Services.  As  Guild  memberships  and  units  triple,  so  will 
it's  services.  But  each  Guild  member  should  make  every  effort  to  triple 
her  own  particular  services  to  her  church,  her  community  and  her 
world." 

We  need  these  Guilds  in  order  to  carry  on  the  program  outlined  for 
us  but  we  need  them  more  than  for  anything  else  that  we  may  reach 
those  employed  women  who  are  not  reached  otherwise.  There  are  many 
young  women  who  can  be  trained  right  now  to  take  their  places  in  your 
program  in  future  years.  Will  you  not  help  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
to  reach  these  women?

REPORT  OF  SUPPLY  WORK 


As  we  study  our  Supply  report  for  1947,  we  find  that  our  work  has 
progressed  in  many  ways.  The  women  of  our  Conference  are  becoming 
more  and  more  conscious  of  the  real  meaning  of  our  "Second  Mile" 
giving.  There  has  been  a  more  generous  sharing  of  material  possessions 
with  our  institutions  and  workers  at  home  and  abroad,  and  with  suffering 
fellow  Methodists  around  the  world.  Since  the  Supply  department  is 
known  as  the  emergency  department,  we  are  happy  that  in  so  many  in- 
stances this  department  could  supplement  the  appropriations  in  many 
fields  of  work. 

At  the  beginning  of  1947,  a  new  program  of  work  was  set  up  in 
the  Division,  with  specific  Foreign  Askings  being  passed  down  to  the 
conferences.  These  Foreign  Askings  were  passed  down  to  each  district 
in  specific  assignments.  The  women  were  urged  to  first  make  a  cash 
contribution  to  these  askings  before  they  made  any  plan  to  prepare 
boxes  for  these  fields  of  work.  This  worked  so  successfully  that  this 
conference  was  one  of  the  few  that  had  completed  its  Foreign  Askings 
at  the  end  of  the  third  quarter  with  a  large  surplus  for  other  causes.  This 
"Program  of  Work"  with  specific  assignments  to  each  district  has  met 
with  such  a  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  that  we  are  continuing  the  same 
plan  for  another  year. 

The  Supply  Department  has  given  the  women  of  the  conference  the 
opportunity  to  go  the  "second  mile"  for  twenty-nine  foreign  projects  and 
eight  home  projects,  in  addition  to  Ministerial  Supply  Work.  When  the 
appropriations  were  made  the  rising  costs  of  living  could  not  be  an- 
ticipated, and  when  emergencies  came  this  department  made  it  possible 
for  even  food  to  be  supplied  to  those  in  need. 

For  the  past  two  years,  we  have  stressed  cash  for  supplies.  We  can 
see  the  value  of  this  method  when  we  quote  from  one  of  our  workers: 
"Because  of  the  fact  that  our  needs  in  Supplies  vary  from  time  to  time, 
many  of  us  in  the  field  feel  that  the  best  kind  of  Supply  is  the  Cash 
Supply.  So  often  when  we  ask  for  certain  things,  we  get  too  much  of 
one  thing  and  not  enough  of  others,  so  when  we  get  the  cash  supplies, 
we  can  buy  the  things  we  need  most  at  the  time." 
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The  District  Secretaries  of  Supply  Work,  Mrs.  Charles  A.  Cates, 
Mrs.  Kalb  Daniels,  Mrs.  Earl  D.  Bruton,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Frizzelle,  Mrs.  J.  C. 
Hobbs,  Mrs.  R.  G.  Willey  and  Mrs.  A.  J.  Cavanaugh  deserve  more  praise 
than  we  are  able  to  give  them  in  this  report.  They  did  splendid  promo- 
tional work  in  their  districts.  They  were  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  learn 
the  work  and  to  properly  promote  it.  The  results  of  their  efforts  are 
shown  in  the  report  for  the  year. 

A  total  of  399  societies  reported  to  the  district  secretaries  during 
the  year.  We  would  like  to  note  some  of  the  outstanding  work  done  by 
the  districts.  One  of  the  coveted  places  in  Supply  Work  was  held  by 
the  Wilmington  District  when  it  had  93%  of  it's  societies  making  some 
contribution  to  Supply  Work.  Another  place  of  interest  is  the  society  in 
the  conference  that  made  the  largest  contribution  of  cash.  Sanford  led 
with  $180.00,  with  St.  Paul,  Goldsboro,  just  twenty-four  cents  behind,  with 
$179.76.  The  Wilmington  District  led  in  total  cash  contributions,  with 
Fayetteville  District  second.  Durham  District  led  in  total  valued  Sup- 
plies. Wilmington  District  led  in  percentage  of  societies  making  Supply 
Honor  Roll   (49%),  with  Rocky  Mount  second    (43%). 

The  amount  of  our  Sacrificial  Offering  sent  to  the  Woman's  Division 
was  $1962.79.  Of  this  amount,  $239.40  was  sent  to  our  Conference 
Treasurer  after  conference,  therefore  was  credited  to  the  respective  dis- 
tricts. This  leaves  a  figure  of  $1723.39  outside  the  district  figures. 

Below  is  the  statistical  report  for  1947  as  given  by  districts:

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  STUDENT  WORK 


During  the  year  of  1947  Student  Work  has  made  steady  progress.  We 
have  364  local  secretaries  of  Student  Work  and  over  200  have  reported 
every  quarter.  My  co-workers,  the  seven  district  student  secretaries, 
have  done  wonderful  work.  They  have  reported  every  quarter,  sent  me 
copies  of  their  quarterly  letters,  promoted  the  work  in  zone  meetings, 
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district  meetings,  officers  training  days  and  seminars.  North  Carolina 
was  one  of  the  six  conference  in  the  Jurisdiction  with  100  percent  re- 
porting from  districts. 

The  new  Student  Handbook  has  been  published.  You  will  find  in  your 
local  society  secretary's  book  a  new  report  blank.  Study  this  blank 
and  let  it  be  a  guide  for  your  program  of  work.  Do  not  check  reports 
when  you  can  answer  yes  or  no  and  give  details  of  what  you  society  has 
done.  May  the  local  secretaries  feel  their  job  is  important  and  work 
with  their  pastors  and  local  secretaries  of  youth  work. 

A  number  of  churches  and  societies  have  sent  "Motive"  the  student 
magazine  to  their  students  going  away  to  college.  "Power,"  daily  devo- 
tions for  young  people,  has  been  given  to  college  groups. 

Student  Directors  in  our  colleges  are  asking  for  greater  use  of  the 
Student  Cards,  giving  full  information  about  the  student  and  that  they 
be  sent  to  the  colleges  as  early  in  the  summer  as  possible. 

The  names  of  students,  interested  in  Christian  service  have  been 
sent  to  your  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel. 

Early  in  the  year,  your  Conference  Secretary  of  Children's  Work, 
Youth  Work  met  with  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Education  and  State  Director  of  Student  Work.  Plans  were 
made  for  cooperation  in  promoting  children,  youth  and  student  work  in 
the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

The  Inter-Conference  Commission  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  met  in 
June.  Your  Conference  Secretary  of  Student  Work  was  invited  to  attend 
this  meeting  and  it  was  voted  that  the  secretaries  of  Student  Work  of  both 
conferences'  Womans  Societies  of  Christian  Service  be  made  members  of 
the  Commission.  This  Commission  is  set  up  to  have  general  over  sight 
over  all  students'  work  with  such  power  and  responsibilities  as  delegated 
by  annual  conference  Boards  of  Educations. 

We  have  Wesley  Foundations  at  Woman's  College,  Greensboro,  N.  C; 
University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill,  N.  C;  State  College,  Raleigh, 
N.  C;  East  Carolina  Teachers  College,  Greenville,  N.  C;  and  Pembroke 
State  College,  Pembroke,  N.  C.  We  have  Methodist  Student  Groups  or- 
ganized at  Flora  McDonald  College,  Wake  Forest  College,  Davidson  Col- 
lege, Duke  University,  Louisburg  College  and  many  others.  These 
groups  have  trained  leaders  to  direct  students  in  the  program  of  the 
church.  Surely  the  local  church  can  show  interest  in  its  students  by  in- 
troducing them  to  the  student  program  on  the  college  campus. 

I  know  you  will  continue  to  keep  in  touch  with  your  students  through 
cards,  letters,  church  bulletins.  Also  sending  "Power"  and  "Motive." 
Interest  more  students  in  attending  college. 

College  students  were  active  in  their  home  churches  during  the  sum- 
mer months.  Many  served  in  camps,  on  caravan  teams,  Church  Schools 
and  vacation  schools. 

The  local  churches  are  more  and  more  taking  advantage  of  the  op- 
portunity offered  to  do  something  in  a  special  way  for  the  student 
group  as  it  prepares  to  leave  for  college.  Reports  of  banquets,  farewell 
parties  and  recognition  services  show  increased  interest. 

We  have  in  the  colleges  in  the  United  States  2,300,000  students.  There 
are  18,000  to  20,000  students  from  other  countries.  This  is  a  great 
challenge  to  the  women  of  our  church.  Do  we  recognize  this  missionary 
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opportunity  at  home?  If  we  hope  some  day  to  have  a  world  of  peace 
and  brotherhood,  we  must  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  know 
students  from  other  lands  and  welcome  them  into  the  Christian  homes 
and  churches  of  America.

REPORT  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK— 1947 


"I  shot  an  arrow  into  the  air 

It  fell  to  earth,  I  know  not  where." 

This  poetic  thought  by  Longfellow  is  a  good  one  for  a  poem — yet  no 
worker  with  children  would  want  to  be  so  vague  and  indefinite  in  aim 
as  this  poem  would  imply. 

All  enterprises  that  are  worthwhile  have  a  sense  of  direction  and  a 
clearly  understood  purpose.  There  is  no  enterprise  upon  which  members 
of  the  W.S.C.S.  have  been  more  definite  this  year  than  that  of  children's 
work. 

THE   SPECIAL   OBJECTIVES  during   1947   have   been: 

1.  To  arouse  and  increase  a  sense  of  responsibility  for  the  welfare 
of  all  children  everywhere. 

2.  To  acquaint  the  women  with  the  programs  of  the  W.S.C.S.  as  it 
relates  to  children. 

3.  To  indicate  constructive  ways  in  which  the  women  may  contribute 
now  and  in  the  future  toward  the  development  of  a  well-rounded  life  for 
all  children  everywhere. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  special  importance  of  the  churches  program 
for  boys  and  girls  both  at  home  and  abroad.  Foundations  have  been 
laid  upon  which  we  should  by  all  means  continue  to  build. 

Better  understanding,  wider  interest,  and  a  deep  feeling  or  respon- 
sibility for  helping  to  make  the  world  better  for  children  has  been 
brought  about  as  a  result  of  the  study  theme  "Of  Such  Is  The  Kingdom." 

Such  simple,  practical  things  have  been  done  with  and  on  behalf  of 
children  in  the  local  church,  community  and  in  the  wide  world. 

THE  SECRETARIES  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK  have  been  diligent 
and  untiring  in  meeting  the  needs  that  the  program  of  The  Methodist 
Church  presented  for  children.  Through  their  efforts  the  number  of  local 
secretaries  has  increased  from  375  to  415,  although  reports  reveal  that 
only  58%  of  the  secretaries  reported.  All  of  us  are  conscious  of  the 
fact  that  these  quarterly  reports  present  an  incomplete  picture  because 
the  work  of  many  churches  is  not  included.  We  can  feel,  nevertheless, 
that  the  reports  are  typical  of  the  significant  and  valuable  experiences 
children  are  having.  These  secretaries  in  cooperation  with  District 
Secretaries  of  Children's  Work  of  The  Board  of  Education  have  promoted 
their  work  through  joint  planning  and  participation  in  workshops,  in- 
stitutes and  seminars,  as  well  as  at  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society 
in  the  local  church,  zone,  district  and  conference. 
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THE  MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  PROGRAM  for  children  has  aroused 
interest,  responsibility  and  determination  of  not  only  the  workers  with 
children,  but  all  those  who  have  become  aware  of  the  needs  of  children 
that  the  world  situation  revealed. 

Missionary  units  bearing  on  the  emphasis  of  "India"  and  "Negro- 
White  Relationships"  were  studied  by  primary  and  junior  children. 
Surely  the  missionary  spirit  has  been  planted  in  the  hearts  and  lives 
of  the  6,000  children  who  took  part  in  these  studies. 

ADDITIONAL  SESSIONS  AND  VACATION  SCHOOLS  have  been 
held  to  supplement  the  time  given  to  children  in  the  church  school  on 
Sunday.  More  than  656  groups  of  children  have  taken  advantage  of  pro- 
grams planned  for  additional  sessions  and  vacation  schools. 

SHARING  OPPORTUNITIES  have  been  many  and  the  children  of  our 
church  have  made  contributions  to  meet  the  needs  of  peoples  of  the 
world  by  sending  gifts  of  money,  food,  clothing  as  well  as  books,  games 
and  toys  to  countries  of  Europe,  Asia,  Africa  and  Japan,  as  well  as  to 
institutions  of  the  home  field.  The  regular  offering  that  children  gave 
through  the  "Children's  Service  Fund"  has  helped  to  make  possible  the 
on-going  work  of  The  Methodist  Church  around  the  world  and  amounted 
to  well  over  $500.  Care  for  supplies  has  amounted  to  approximately  $500. 
Long  is  the  list  of  varied  activities  in  which  children  shared. 

It  is  good  to  know  we  are  working  toward  such  significant  goals  as 

1.  The  current  emphasis  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ  in  visitation  to 
increase  enrollment  and  attendance  in  the  Church  School. 

2.  Helping  recruit  better  trained  teachers. 

3.  Working  with  community  agencies  for  betterment  of  children  at 
home  and  abroad. 

4.  A  recognition  of  the  fact  by  every  member  of  the  W.S.C.S.  that 
the  needs  of  children  in  our  own  country  and  in  lands  across  the  sea 
are,  in  the  long  run,  one  and  the  same.  That  if  peace  is  ever  to  come  to 
the  world,  that  all  children  everywhere  shall  have  to  have  built  into  their 
lives  a  sense  of  security,  and  understanding  and  love  for  each  other, 
as  well  as  a  knowledge  of  God,  the  Father  of  all  and  of  Christ,  the  Friend 
of  all. 

In  the  year  ahead  the  W.S.C.S.  faces  no  less,  but  more  opportunity 
to  serve  children  and  their  families  in  this  country  and  in  countries 
around  the  earth.  Working  with  others  both  to  build  a  Christian  World 
Community  and  to  help  children  learn  to  live  in  its  midst — such  is  the 
task  "Committed  Unto  Us"  who  work  with  and  for  children.  We  shall 
not  fail  them.

STATUS  OF  WOMEN 


The  Department  of  Status  of  Women  seeks  always  to  help  the  woman 
of  the  church  to  find  her  place  in  the  Master's  work.  The  person  with 
the  one  talent  can  be  placed  where  her  work  will  be  as  valuable  as  that 
of  the  person  with  five  talents.  The  task  of  the  department  in  the  local 
society  is  to  fit  the  person  to  the  job,  so  that  maximum  satisfaction  may 
result  to  the  worker,  and  maximum  efficiency  result  in  the  work. 

We  have  sought  to  attain  the  goals  as  set  forth  for  our  work  for 
the  past  year.  We  confess  our  record  of  achievement  falls  short  of  our 
aim,  but  again  we  report  progress. 

District  organization  has  helped  a  great  deal.  Seven  secretaries 
have  taken  over  the  work  of  one  Conference  secretary,  leaving  the  one 
free  to  coordinate  the  work  and  pass  on  rcommendations  and  helps  from 
the  Jurisdiction,  as  well  as  to  assemble  reports  and  records  to  send  in 
on  the  progress  of  our  Conference  in  this  department.  Increased  con- 
tacts, possible  through  district  work,  have  provided  opportunity  for 
increased  cultivation,  and  these  have  shown  results  in  work  reported.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  MISSIONARY   PERSONNEL 


It  has  been  only  recently  that  Missionary  Personnel  has  been  pro- 
moted from  a  standing  committee  to  a  department.  A  conference  secre- 
tary was  elected  and  later  it  was  recommended  that  district  secretaries 
be  elected.  In  January  of  this  year  word  came  from  the  Division  head- 
quarters of  the  addition  made  to  the  By-laws,  providing  for  a  Committee 
on  Missionary  Personnel  in  the  local  church.  The  members  of  the  com- 
mittee as  provided  for  in  the  By-laws  are  stated  in  our  Recommendations 
tor    1948. 

We  feel  that  this  year  we  can  really  get  down  to  business,  for  it  is 
only  the  members  of  the  local  societies,  who  know  their  own  young 
people,  and  who  are  in  a  natural  position  to  offer  them  guidance,  who 
can  interest  them  in  full-time  Christian  service. 

We  have  seven  interested  District  secretaries  of  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel. Last  summer  a  meeting  was  held  of  the  Conference  Committee 
and  the  district  secretaries  of  Personnel. 

We  have  a  long  list  of  young  people  who  have  expressed  a  desire  to 
go  into  Christian  work.  Many  of  them  are  still  high  school  students,  but 
from  nearly  every  district  college  students,  who  are  interested,  have  also 
been  reported. 

The  Division  Secretaries  of  Personnel  are  advising  that  we  concen- 
trate this  year  on  finding  young  women  who  have  completed  their 
college  work,  or  who  are  about  to  do  so.  The  need  for  workers  is  so 
urgent  that  it  is  important  that  young  women  be  contacted  who  will 
be  ready  to  enter  service  at  an  early  date.  We  are  asked  to  look  for 
qualified  teachers,  nurses,  social  workers,  and  religious  educators,  who 
will  give  themselves  to  the  missionary  service  of  the  church.  At  least 
two  hundred  workers  are  needed  now! 

Your  Conference  Secretary  and  the  district  secretaries  have  written 
letters,  presented  this  department  at  zone  and  district  metings  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  at  sub-district  meetings  of 
the  Youth  Fellowship.  Some  of  the  secretaries  have  had  individual  in- 
terviews  with  young  people. 

There  are  four  young  women  from  North  Carolina  at  Scarritt  College 
this  year  taking  special  training.  We  do  not  know  whether  all  four  of 
them  will'  work  under  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  or  not, 
but  we  know  that  they  will  be  doing  Christian  work  in  whatever  depart- 
ment of  church  service  they  may  enter. 
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There  are  a  number  of  girls  in  colleges,  in  our  own  state,  with  whom 
we  are  in  correspondence.  Two  of  these  are  about  ready  to  complete 
their  college  work.  One  has  had  an  interview  with  one  of  the  Personnel 
secretaries  of  the  Division.  She  is  planning  to  go  into  foreign  missionary 
service,  while  the  other  one  wants  to  go  to  Scarritt  next  year  and  later 
go  into  work  in  the  home  field. 

All  around  us  there  are  young  people,  ready  and  willing  to  give  their 
lives  in  Christian  service.  They  need  encouragement,  instruction  and 
guidance  from  adults.  Who  is  to  give  them  this  guidance?  If  the  church 
and  the  Woman's  Society  do  not,  then  not  only  will  they  be  lost  to  the 
gieat  missionary  cause,  but  the  church  will  be  the  poorer  because  of 
this  failure. 

As  I  face  the  task,  which  has  been  given  me  as  secretary  of  mission- 
ary Personnel,  I  am  overwhelmed  by  its  bigness  and  thrilled  by  its 
possibilities. 

"The  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  be 
to  unite  all  the  women  of  the  church  in  Christian  living  and  service; 
to  help  develop  and  support  Christian  work  among  women  and  children 
around  the  world  .  .     .  ,"  our  constitution  states. 

Let  us  not  forget  that  our  task  is  world-wide.  Not  only  must  we  raise 
funds  to  send  Christ's  message  to  all  the  world;  we  must  send  our  sons 
and  daughters  to  "bear  the  message  glorious." 

If  this  task  is  accomplished,  our  whole  Conference  must  become 
Missionary  Personnel  minded!  This  task  is  the  very  heart  of  our  work. 
It  is  a  work  that  every  member  of  the  Conference  may  have  a  part  in 
and  I  appeal  to  you  that  we  not  let  another  year  pass  without  there 
being  many  young  people  in  our  Conference  who  are  in  training  for 
Christian  service.

REPORTS  OF  DISTRICT  PROMOTION  SECRETARIES 


DURHAM    DISTRICT 

I  really  feel  that  I  should  at  this  time  give  an  account  of  my  five 
years  as  Promotion  Secretary  for  the  Durham  District.  It  seems  but 
yesterday  that  Miss  Florine  Robertson  turned  the  work  over  to  me. 
But  when  I  look  at  the  progress  made  by  the  District  I  know  that  time 
has  gone  by  and  much  work  has  been  done.  God  has  been  our  leader  and 
the  women  have  been  faithful  to  the  task  He  has  set  before  us. 

In  1943  Durham  District  paid  to  missions  a  little  over  $10,000.  Today 
we  report  over  $20,000.  In  1943  there  were  79  societies  with  a  membership 
of  3377,  today  we  report  93  societies  with  4073  members.  Study  classes 
increased  from  82  to  247.  In  every  department  there  has  been  great 
progress  and  better  understanding  of  the  work. 

District  organization  has  done  a  good  job  this  first  year  of  operation. 
•New  leadership  has  been  found.  New  societies  have  been  organized,  8  of 
them,  and  a  new  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  The  district  officers  have  done  a 
splendid  piece  of  work.  The  societies  have  been  visited,  zone  meetings 
attended.  The  district  meeting  at  Rougemont  last  May  was  a  miniature 
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conference.  Each  officer  has  given  of  herself  and  her  time  and  her 
prayers,  and  Durham  Distrct  is  grateful  for  their  efforts.  22  societies 
made  the  honor  roll  for  100%  reporting!  That  to  me  shows  real  develop- 
ment all  the  way  along  the  line. 

One  of  the  high  spots  of  the  year  was  the  educational  seminar  held  in 
Lakewood  Church  in  Durham.  Mrs.  Slaughter,  Mrs.  Glass,  Mrs.  Larkin, 
Mrs.  Cutchin  and  Mrs.  Boone  put  on  one  of  the  finest  seminars  we  have 
ever  had.  The  women  really  got  practical  things  and  ideas  which  they 
have  used  this  year.  The  great  increase  in  study  classes,  and  the  better 
programs  prove  this. 

These  years  of  service  as  a  district  secretary  have  been  joyous  ones 
for  me.  I  have  had  hard  work  to  do  and  loads  to  lift,  but  it  has  been 
glorious.  The  women  are  all  my  good  friends  and  I  really  hate  to  give 
up  the  work  with  them.  But  they  do  the  work  and  will  carry  on  to  more 
wonderful  achievements  in  the  Master's  Name.  God  bless  them  and  the 
Durham    District.

ELIZABETH    CITY    DISTRICT 

The  three  quarters  of  1947  that  I  served  the  Elizabeth  City  District 
as  Promotion  Secretary,  having  succeeded  Mrs.  C.  V.  Cross  April  1,  were 
challenging,  inspiring  and  gratifying. 

The  work  was  taken  over  with  a  very  fine  corp  of  competent  District 
officers  already  on  the  job — the  newly  set-up  District  Organization  off 
to  a  good  start.  For  the  year's  accomplishments,  I  am  profoundly  grate- 
ful. District  Secretaries  have  been  loyal  to  the  cause.  They  have  pro- 
moted; they  have  challenged,  and  local  women  have  responded.  Although 
we  have  not  done  spectacular  things,  decided  growth  has  been  noted 
in  practically  every  line  of  work,  and  already  plans  are  taking  shape  for 
strengthening  other  departments  during  the  present  year. 

One  of  our  highlights  of  '47,  we  feel,  was  our  District  meeting,  in 
Hertford  last  spring,  ably  presided  over  by  our  District  president,  Mrs. 
Glenn  Pendleton,  at  which  time  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick  and  Mrs.  B.  B. 
Slaughter,  guest  speakers,  brought  inspiration  to  all  present. 

Twelve  zone  meetings  were  held  during  the  year,  with  programs  that 
challenged  our  women  to  become  better  Kingdom  builders.  For  these,  we 
express  appreciation  to  our  Zone  leaders ;  and,  also,  to  those  of  our 
District  officers  who  took  part  on  these  programs  presenting  their  lines 
of  work. 

We  were  well  pleased  with  the  attendance  at  Educational  Seminars 
held  in  the  fall  at  Belhaven  and  First  Church,  Elizabeth  City.  Much  ap- 
preciation was  registered  on  the  part  of  the  women  throughout  the  Dis- 
trict for  the  help  and  inspiration  brought  to  them  at  these  meetings  by 
Mesdames  B.  F.  Boone,  J.  H.  Cutchin,  H.  I.  Glass,  and  B.  B.  Slaughter. 

Four  District  officers  attended  the  School  of  Missions  at  Pfeiffer 
College  in  June. 

Two  new  societies  were  organized  during  the  year,  Sladesville  and 
Wesley  Chapel;  two  others,  Holly  Spring  and  Cedar  Grove,  were,  re- 
activated, bringing  our  total  number  of  societies  up  to  65.  Also,  two  new 
Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  were  organized,  Hertford  and  Manteo,  making 
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bership  shows  a  net  increase  over  previous  year.  However,  we  feel  the 
need  of  continued  effort  being  placed  upon  increased  membership  until 
more  women  of  our  churches  in  the  Elizabeth  City  District  are  brought 
into  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  into  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild. 

The  23  Adult  Memberships,  1  Honorary  Youth,  and  35  Baby  Life  gave 
us  a  total  increase  of  24  Special  Memberships  for  the  year.  Week  of 
Prayer  was  observed  by  54  societies  with  an  offering  of  $873.63.  This 
was  a  peak  observance.  Although  we  are  still  much  in  the  arrears  of  the 
other  Districts  in  Supply  contributions,  giving  in  this  department  stepped 
up  considerably  in  the  District  last  year.  13  societies  made  the  Honor 
Roll  in  Supply  Work.  The  District  overpaid  its  pledge  and  sent  a  total 
of  $9,292.05  to  Conference  Treasurer,  an  increase  of  $1,230.35  over  1946. 
A  total  of  $8,340.95  was  reported  for  C.S.R.  &  L.C.A.,  making  a  grand 
total  of  $17,633.00.  The  AVesleyan  Service  Guilds,  which  have  done  ex- 
cellent work,  shared  in  this  increase.  The  Elizabeth  City  District  led  the 
Conference  in  the  largest  Seminar  offering. 

Increased  interest  has  been  shown  in  Children's,  Youth,  and  Student 
Work.  We  feel  that  at  the  end  of  another  year  of  continued  promotion  by 
the  secretaries  of  these  departments,  we  shall  see  far-reaching  results, 
two  of  these  secretaries  having  presented  the  work  of  their  departments 
at  a  number  of  Zone  meeting  last  year. 

Through  the  department  of  Missionary  Education,  we  feel  that  our 
women  are  becoming  better  informed  and  receiving  an  enlarged  vision 
of  the  world  and  its  needs.  Our  District  Secretary  of  Missionary  and 
Service,  one  of  the  four  from  the  District  who  attended  the  School  of 
Missions  at  Pfeiffer,  attended  all  fall  Zone  meetings  and  presented  study 
program  for  the  ensuing  year.  It  is  our  hope  that  her  efforts  will  be  re- 
warded by  an  increase  in  mission  studying  in  the  Elizabeth  City  District 
this  year  such  as  we  have  not  known  heretofore! 

There  were  53  societies  reporting  Spiritual  Life  Secretaries  during 
the  year.  Although  we  cannot  measure  spiritual  growth  in  figures,  we 
know  there  has  been  spiritual  growth  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  the 
women  of  the  Elizabeth  City  District,  for  such  is  reflected  in  the  King- 
dom work  which  they  have  been  doing.  We  feel  assured  that  these  efforts 
in  Kingdom  building  will  be  continued  on  the  part  of  our  women,  in  an 
endeavor  to  help  make  "His  Way  Known  Upon  Earth."

Nineteen  forty-seven  was  really  a  wonderful  year  in  Fayetteville 
District — our  first  year  of  district  organization.  Our  new  district  officers 
went  into  action  in  January  in  a  splendid  officer's  training  day.  This 
was  held  in  Aberdeen  with  300  women  meeting  and  getting  acquainted 
with  their  new  officers.  In  April  our  district  meeting  was  held  in  San- 
ford,  with  our  president,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Bowman,  presiding. 

Zone  meetings  were  held  both  spring  and  fall  in  all  five, zones.  These 
splendid  zone  leaders  deserve  much  credit  for  the  fine  job  they  have  done, 
visiting  societies,  writing  letters,  giving  help  and  encouragement.  Rich- 
mond zone  lead  in  reporting,  with  Chatham — Lee  taking  second  place. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year  we  found  increases  in  every  department.  Five 
societies  achieved  all  the  goals — Bethabara,  East  Laurinburg,  Laurin- 
burg, Rockingham  and  Sanford.  Sixteen  societies  have  a  perfect  reporting 
record,  an  increase  of  seven.  Thirty-nine  societies  reported  three  or  more 
study  classes,  an  increase  of  nine.  We  overpaid  our  pledge  more  than 
$4,000.  Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  63  societies,  and  the  offering 
showed  an  increase  of  $200.  Supply  Work  showed  an  increase  of  almost 
$1,000.  Our  total  for  missions  almost  $4,000  increase  and  our  grand  total 
an  increase  of  $11,000.  The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  followed  the  crowd 
with  an  increase  of  more  than  $200. 

Your  Promotion  Secretary  has  served  the  district  for  four  glorious 
years,  seeing  increases  every  year;  evidences  of  growth  and  interest 
in  all  societies.  It  has  been  a  joy  and  a  privilege  to  know  and  serve  the 
women  of  Fayetteville  District  and  the  greatest  joy  I  can  wish  for  my 
successor  is  the  same  fine  spirit  of  love  and  cooperation.

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ROCKY   MOUNT   DISTRICT 

As  the  records  of  the  past  year's  work  are  received,  it  is  quite  evident 
to  me  that  the  women  in  the  local  societies  are  becoming  more  and  more 
aware  of  their  responsibilities  to  the  great  organization  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  It  is  therefore  hard  to  crowd  into  a  few 
lines  all  of  the  accomplishments,  hopes  and  triumphs  that  are  ours  but 
I  can  say,  with  a  grateful  heart,  that  we  have  had  a  Good  Year. 

There  were  two  district  executive  board,  one  district,  one  seminar 
and  twelve  zone  meetings  held  during  the  year;  all  were  well  attended. 
Much  of  the  credit  for  our  achievements  can  be  given  to  the  new,  inspired, 
anxious  district  officers,  who  were  willing  and  ready  to  help  at  all  times. 
Early  in  the  year  we  launched  a  visitation  campaign,  as  a  result  seventy- 
two  societies  were  visited  in  their  local  meetings  by  a  district  officer. 
This  project  brought  about  a  two-way  blessing — the  worker  being  benefit- 
ed as  well  as  the  society. 

We  gained  one  and  lost  one  society  during  the  year  so  our  number 
remains  80  with  9  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds.  The  membership  fluctuated 
from  quarter  to  quarter  but  finally  ended  with  a  net  gain  of  twenty-one 
making  a  total  of  3094  in  societies  and  113  Guild  members. 

The  tangible  achievements  of  the  district  were  as  follows:  132  special 
memberships  (2  Honorary  Life,  1  Junior  41  Adult  Life,  1  Memorial  and 
88  Honoray  Babies),  210  study  classes  with  more  than  3,337  women  par- 
ticipating. Week  of  Prayer  was  observed  by  71  societies  giving  an  offer- 
ing of  $1,979.74.  Our  total  gifts  to  Missions  was  $19,017.10  an  increase  of 
$2,727.12  over  1946  or  $7.16  per  capita  gifts  sent  Conference  Treasurer. 
There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  penny-a-day  challenge  promoted  this 
healthy  increase  and  we  are  most  grateful  for  all  who  heard  and  answer- 
ed the  call.  Twelve  of  our  societies  reported  having  achieved  all  the 
Goals. 

It  was  a  broadening  experience  to  attend  the  Rural  Life  Conference 
held  in  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  July  29-August  3,  being  delegated  by  the 
conference  and  subsidized  by  the  district.  I  appreciate  such  confidence 
and  honor  bestowed  upon  me  by  both  groups  and  I  shall  continue  to 
disseminate  the  plans  and  ideas  projected  there  when  and  wherever  I 
have  the  opportunity. 

For  this,  my  eleventh  and  last  report  of  the  Rocky  Mount  District, 
I  am  proud.  Bach  year  our  figures  have  steadily  ascended  the  ladder — ■ 
our  only  way  of  measuring  progress.  The  women  have  made  me  grate- 
ful for  the  opportunity  of  working  with  them  by  following  my  leadership 
whenever  it  was  possible.  To  me  it  has  been  a  real  venture  in  living 
and  learning  and  I  number  them  as  the  happiest  years  of  my  life.  Be- 
cause of  these  experiences,  I  have  a  fuller  realization  of  the  stupendous 
needs  of  the  Missionary  Work,  therefore  I  challenge  you,  whoever  reads 
these  lines,  to  not  give  slackened  reins  to  any  phase  of  the  work  but 
rather  go  on  toward  perfection.

The  Wilmington, District  accomplished  more  in  1947  in  all  phases  of 
the  work  than  ever  before.

Wilmington — Grace,    Wilmington — 5th    Ave.,    Wilmington — Trinity,    Zion. 

Fifty-five  societies  observed  Week  of  Prayer  with  an  increase  over 
last  year's  giving. 

Mrs.  Blair,  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  is  resigning 
due  to  her  health.  Even  though  not  well,  she  attended  most  of  the  meet- 
ings of  the  year  and  sold  literature,  and  her  department  shows  a  sub- 
tantial  increase  in  subscriptions  due  to  her  untiring  efforts. 

The  spirit  of  giving  in  the  District  is  truly  remarkable.  There  was  an 
increased  giving  in  Supply  Work,  Week  of  Prayer,  in  Gifts  to  Missions 
and  we  more  than  doubled  the  total  amount  spent  in  1946  for  C.S.R. 
and  L.C.A. 

Our  efforts  in  behalf  of  Children,  Youth  and  Student  work  are  bearing 
fruit.  More  interest  is  being  shown  in  additional  sessions  and  interest 
groups.  We  are  doing  more  for  our  students  while  at  school  and  when 
they  are  at  home.  There  has  been  an  increase  of  approximately  50% 
in  the  reporting  to  the  three  District  Secretaries. 

The  untiring  efforts  of  our  District  Secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life,  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  and  Status  of  Women  has  made  our  women  more  con- 
scious of  their  responsibilities,  resulting  in  a  deeper  appreciation  of 
this  work.  There  are  sixteen  boys  and  girls  in  the  District  who  have 
volunteered  for  full  time  Christian  Service. 

The  societies  attaining  all  Goals  are:  Burgaw  Clinton,  Council — 
Shiloh,  Elizabethtown,  Garland,  Mayesville,  Pollocksville,  Richlands, 
Turkey,  Wallace,  Whiteville  and  Trinity — Wilmington. 
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The  five  Wesleyan  Guilds  of  the  District  are  showing  more  interest 
in  the  work  and  are  much  more  active.  We  hope  that  the  coming  year 
will  show  an  increase  in  membership  and  in  the  number  of  active  units.

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RECOMMENDATIONS 

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF   ORGANIZATION   AND   PROMOTION 

1.  WE  RECOMMEND:  That  in  each  church  the  proportion  of  women 
members  of  the  church  who  are  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  be  determined;  that 
every  effort  be  made  to  enlist  the  possible  1/3  or  more  who  are  not  now 
members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  or  of  the  Guild 
with  the  ultimate  aim  of  securing  every  woman  member  of  the  church 
as  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  or  of  the  Guild. 

2.  WE  RECOMMEND:  The  promotion  of  Bride's  Circles  and  Young 
Mother's  Circles  within  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  with 
the  suggestion  that  as  soon  as  home  conditions  allow,  these  young 
mothers  become  members  of  other  circles  of  the  Woman's  Society. 

3.  WE  RECOMMEND:  That  the  visitation  plan  which  has  proved  in 
many  conference  such  as  effective  means  of  cultivation  be  continued; 
that  in  such  visitation  priority  be  given  the  societies  needing  special 
cultivation;  that  careful  preparation  be  made  and  adequate  training  be 
given  the  "visitors"  so  that  they  may  be  able  to  present  clearly  all 
phases   of  the  work. 

4.  WE  RECOMMEND:' That  the  district  Promotion  Secretary  confer 
with  the  district  superintendent  as  to  all  unorganized  churches  and 
charges  in  the  district  and  that  in  the  event  current  conditions  prevent 
organization  of  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  any  such 
church  or  charge,  a  list  of  such  places  be  kept  for  periodic  checking 
and  cultivation. 

5.  According  to  a  previous  ruling  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service,  an  organization  is  considered  a  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  when,  (1)  It  takes  the  name,  (2)  Has  at  least  five  officers, 
(3)  Uses  materials  recommended  by  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  (4)  Makes  a  money  contribution  through  the  district  (or  confer- 
ence) treasurer  to  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  (Minimum 
requirements).  If  a  society  has  failed  to  meet  these  requirements  during 
the  year, 

WE  RECOMMEND:  That  the  district  Promotion  Secretary  personally 
cultivate  this  society  and  enlist  the  active  cooperation  of  the  district 
superintendent  and  the  pastor  in  charge  to  make  it  an  active  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  Not  until  this  has  been  done  shall  the  name 
of  the  Society  be  removed  from  the  list  and  then  upon  the  advice  of  the 
district  superintendent. 

6.  Recognizing  the  value  already  experienced  by  many  societies  and 
districts  from  specific  officers'  training. 

WE  RECOMMEND:  That  each  local  and  district  society  have  an  offi- 
cers' training  day,  if  possible,  before  the  new  officers  assume  their 
duties;  that  a  suggested  agenda  for  such  a  Training  Day  be  provided  by 
the  Section  of  Education  and  Cultivation.  This  should  also  include  a  list 
of  materials  needed.  This  should  be  done  in  December,  if  possible. 

We  suggest  that  in  such  a  Training  Day  outgoing  and  incoming 
officers  be  present  and  that  one  feature  of  the  day  be  the  passing  on  of 
materials  from  each  officer  going  out  of  office  to  her  successor. 
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7.  WE  RECOMMEND:  That  constant  emphasis  be  given  to  the  pro- 
motion of  goals  and  the  Calendar  of  Activities  to  the  end  that  we  may 
"plan  our  work  and  work  our  plan." 

8.  WE  RECOMMEND:  That  since  the  urgency  still  exists  in  meeting 
the  needs  for  Christian  service  in  all  fields,  at  home  and  abroad,  the 
-:penny-a-day-more"  plan  be  continued  and  promoted. 

9.  WE  RECOMMEND:  That  a  request  be  made  of  the  pastors  of  local 
churches  to  have  one  Sunday  service  during  the  year  set  apart  for  the 
presentation  of  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service; 
such  presentation  might  take  the  form  of  a  thank  offering  service.

RECOMMENDATIONS    FOR    THE    DEPARTMENT    OF    CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL    RELATIONS   AND    LOCAL   CHURCH    ACTIVITIES 


We  have  no  intention  to  announce  final  solutions  to  the  problems 
that  vex  mankind.  In  humble  confidence,  however,  that  God  rules,  that 
all  who  trust  His  grace  and  place  their  lives  at  His  disposal  may  enjoy 
His  guidance,  we  dedicate  ourselves,  under  His  guidance  to  approach 
these  problems  in  the  spirit  and  along  the  lines  we  believe,  His  Spirit 
inspires.  On  that  basis  we  follow  the  recommendations  that  compose 
the  "Program  of  Action  for  1948." 

I   GENERAL 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Conference  sponsor  Conference  and /or  District  Workshops 
across  Jurisdiction  lines,  on  Human  Rights  and  World  Order  sometime 
during  the  year;  preferably  early  May. 

2.  Realizing  there  is  need  for  more  time  for  Executive  groups  to 
face  the  issues  of  life  and  death  that  are  upon  us  we  urge  that, — 

(a)  Time  be  provided  for  such  presentations  and  discussions  at 
Executive  and  regular  meetings  of  the  Conference,  District 
and  local  societies. 

(b)  That  ten  minutes  of  every  circle  meeting  be  devoted  to  social 
problems  and  action. 

3.  That  every  local  society  cooperate  in  the  Crusade  emphasis  on  in- 
ci easing  Church  School  attendance  and  enrollment  by: 

(a)  Providing  workers  for  survey. 

(b)  Presenting  the  needs  and  qualifications  for  additional  workers 
in  Church   School. 

(c)  Cooperating  in  the  training  program. 

(d)  Constantly  presenting  the  need  for  full-time  Christian  workers. 

4.  That  every  society  study  its  own  practices  and  those  of  its  church 
to  all  groups,  looking  to  action  which  will  advance  our  Christian  pur- 
poses; and  we  further  urge,  that  every  society  select  a  definite  project 
affecting  the  welfare  and  well-being  of  at  least  one  group  (labor,  minority, 
etc.)  in  which  the  society  will  work  in  cooperation  with  the  members  of 
the  groups  concerned. 
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II  FAMILY  AND  GROUP  SECURITY 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  local  society  cooperate  with  other  agencies  of  the  church 
in  a  program  for  stablizing  family  life. 

2.  That  the  local  society  use  the  report  of  "Women  and  the  Family" 
by  Dr.  Katherine  Lenroot  for  special  informal  studies,  circle  programs, 
aud  background  material  for  forums  and  discussions  in  larger  church 
groups,  as  a  continuing  interest  in  "Children  of  the  World." 

3.  That  we  watch  current  legislation,  especially  that  which  we  know 
has  the  indorsement  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

4.  That  we  unconditionally  support  the  Methodist  stand  for  collective 
bargaining,  opposing  all  efforts  to  weaken  the  rights  of  labor  and  manage- 
ment to  arrive  a  mutually  satisfactory  agreements. 

5.  That  we  oppose  uniform  percentage  tax  cuts,  but  encourage  the 
raising  of  income  tax  exemptions  as  the  fairer  method  of  tax  reduction 
for  every  one. 

6.  That  we  give  attention  to  our  own  employment  and  business  prac- 
tices in  domestic  employment;  to  the  employment  standards  and  main- 
tenance of  clerical  and  professional  workers  in  the  church;  and  to  the 
renting  of  sub-standard  property  for  high  rentals. 

7.  That  we  reaffirm  the  traditional  Methodist  position  that  total  ab- 
stinence is  the  goal  of  alcohol  education;  continuing  the  aim,  by: 

(a)  Efforts  against  the  subtle  advertising  of  alcohol  in  movies, 
over  the  radio,  in  the  press,   etc. 

(b)  Commendation  of  the  Protestant  Motion  Picture  Council  for 
their  efforts  to  give  good  pictures. 

(c)  Strengthening  the  arm  of  state  and  local  officers  by  encour- 
aging them  to  try  to  enforce  present  laws. 

(d)  Following  Committment  Sunday,  February  15  with  renewed 
efforts  to  aid  others  in  keeping  the  total  abstinence  pledge, 
as  well  as  seeking  others  to  make  a  commitment. 

Ill   CHRISTIAN  CITIZENSHIP 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  we  continue  to  work  for  a  wider  use  of  the  ballot  by  education 
of  the  people  to  the  issues  before  them ;  by  seeking  to  remove  any  ob- 
stacle which  might  intimidate  or  restrict;  and  by  setting  up  classes  for 
new  and  inexperienced  voters. 

2  That  as  Christians  we  seek  to  continue  our  efforts  to  educate  against 
race  being  an  issue  in  political  campaigns. 

3.  Since  the  community  is  the  sounding  board  of  the  influence  of  the 
church  that  we,  seek  to  serengthen  its  influence  so  the  "climate"  of 
public  opinion  in  the  community  will  be  such  as  to  secure  absolute  jus- 
tice to  all  its  citizens  regardless  of  race,  religion  or  economic  status. 

4.  That  we  continue  our  study  of  our  Civil  Rights  laws  .especially  the 
"separate  but  equal"  laws,  as  they  relate  to  our  own  Southern  life  through 
traditional  practices. 

5.  That  we  study  the  "International  Declaration  of  Rights"  now  being 
drafted;  the  Report  of  the  President's  Committee  on  Civil  Right  as 
background  for  the  prevention  of  legislation  and  practices  which  would 
infringe  upon  the  civil  rights  of  any  group  or  individual. 
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6.  That  our  women  write  President  Truman  urging  amnesty  and  res- 
toration of  civil  rights  to  all  conscientious  objectors;  studying  our  own 
state  laws  regarding  such  persons  released  from  prison. 

IV  WORLD   ORDER 

1.  Believing  that  the  time  has  come  for  the  mobilization  of  Christian 
women  of  the  whole  world  in  a  determined  crusade  for  the  prevention 
of  war,  we  recommend  that  all  Methodist  women  bend  their  efforts  to 
combating  the  menacing  cynicism,  fear  and  suspicion  evident  in  our 
press,  over  the  radio,  and  increasingly  among  our  people,  by: 

(a)  Emphasis  upon  the  accomplishments  of  the  United  Nations  as 
opposed   to  the  criticisms   of  its   progress. 

(b)  Faith  in  the  power  of  good  will  and  cooperation  instead  of 
force  in  the  settlement  of  international  problems. 

(c)  Study  and  exposure  of  propaganda  whether  in  the  press  or 
in  political  action. 

(d)  Cooperation  with  all  efforts  to  comply  with  pronouncements 
of  the  United  Nations  "against  false  reporting  and  inciting  to 
new  war." 

2.  In  view  of  the  critical  issues  facing  the  world,  we  reaffirm  our  con- 
viction and  urge  continued  support  of  such  study  and  action  as  will  im- 
plement the  following: 

(a)  Continued  insistence  upon  international  control  of  atomic 
power,  with  emphasis  on  civil  administration  and  its  construc- 
tive use  for  the  welfare  of  mankind; 

(b)  Support  of  present  plans  for  emergency  relief  and  long-range 
rehabilitiation,  utilizing  as  soon  as  possible  the  facilities  of  the 
United  Nations. 

(c)  That  we  continue  to  support  Emergency  Relief. 

3.  For  the  peace  and  security  of  the  world,  we  oppose  Universal  Mili- 
tary Training.  We  recommend  that  women  cooperate  with  the  plans  of 
the  Commission  on  World  Peace  and  the  Crusade  for  World  Order  in 
defeating  its  passage.  We  would  further  urge  unilateral  disarmament,  as 
a  nearer  means  to  peace. 

4.  We  recommend  study  and  action  concerning  the  responsibility  of 
the  United  States  to  cooperate  with  all  the  United  Nations  agencies  in 
the  economic  field. 

5.  We  recommend  that  women  urge  our  Congressmen  to  approve  a 
three  year  extension  of  the  Reciprocal  Trade  Agreement  program  which 
expires  on  June  12,  and  to  approve  the  International  Trade  Organization 
Charter;  to  appropriate  funds  for  the  promotion  of  peace,  comparable  in 
a  measure,  at  least,  to  appropriations  for  military  affairs. 

6.  With  firm  faith  in  Christianity  and  its  united  effort  to  bring  a  Chris- 
tian Brotherhood  to  encircle  the  globe,  we  urge  the  continued  support 
and  cooperation  with  the  United  Council  of  Church  Women.

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RECOMMENDATIONS    FOR    MISSIONARY 
EDUCATION    AND    SERVICE 

We  recommend  that  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  in  local 
societies: 

1.  Study  carefully  the  Handbook  for  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation for  a  thorough  knowledge  of  her  duties  and  responsibilities. 

2.  Study  means  of  encouraging  increased  study  and  improving  stand- 
ards, suggesting  that  each  society  hold  four  approved  study  classes  in 
1948,  including  the  joint  church-wide  study. 

(a)  That  one  or  more  of  these  be  Special  Jurisdiction  classes. 

(b)  That  those  classes  which  are  not  Special  Jurisdiction  Recogni- 
tion classes  be  Efficiency  classes.  (See  page  16  of  Handbook 
for  standards.) 

(c)  That  three  of  these  classes  be  conducted  in  the  first  two 
quarters  of  the  year  and  one  in  the  fourth  quarter,  if  this 
plan  fits  the  local  situation  best. 

(d)  The  Approved  Study  Courses— 1948-1949. 

1.  Topic,  China  in  the  Asia  of  Today. 

Text,  "China  Twilight  or  Dawn,"  by  Frank  Price. 

2.  Topic,  America's  Geographical  Frontiers. 
Text,  "On  Our  Doorsteps,"  by  Frank  Mead. 

3.  Topic,  The  Bible  and  Human  Rights. 

Text,  "The  Bible  and  Human  Rights,"  by  Kathlenn  McArthur. 

4.  Topic,  Growth  of  Spiritual  Life. 

Text,  "Newness  of  Life,"  by  Estelle  Carver. 

5.  Topic,  Rural  Life  in  America. 

Text  by  Bishop  W.  C.  Martin.  (Joint  class  with  pastor.) 

3.  Place  greater  emphasis  on  the  Joint  study  with  the  pastor  and  en- 
tire church,  and  on  the  use  of  approved  materials  of  the  Woman's  Divi- 
sion in  Joint  classes. 

4.  Make  known  the  plan  of  the  Division  concerning  Home  and  Foreign 
Projects,  whereby  the  projects  may  be  correlated  with  the  study  program 
of  the  year.  These  projects  should  be,  for  this  year,  supplementary  gifts. 
Projects  suggested  are:  (1)  Foreign,  China,  Willis  F.  Pierce  Memorial 
Hospital.  (2)  Home,  Geographical  Frontiers,  Seward  General  Hospital, 
Seward  General  Sanatorium.  Gifts  for  these  projects  should  be  sent 
through  regular  channels. 

5.  Do  not  encourage  Union  classes,  but  in  these  situations  where  there 
is  a  special  need  for  them  they  may  be  held  and  where  it  is  requested, 
Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition  may  be  granted  to  those  societies  par- 
ticipating, as  recommended  by  the  Division. 

6.  In  accordance  with  the  Division,  discontinue  the  Study  and  Action 
Committee  in  the  local  society,  and  that  the  duties  formerly  assigned  to 
it  be  included  in  the  duties  of  the  Program  Committee. 

7.  Form  Libraries  and  Reading  Circles,  adding  new  books  quarterly. 

8.  Hold  Informal  studies  to  meet  special  needs  remembering  that 
these  are  not  the  same  as  the  approved  study  classes  and  cannot  take 
their  place. 
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9.  Attend  the  fall  District  Educational  Seminar  planned  by  each  Dis- 
trict Study  and  Action  Committee  in  cooperation  with  the  Conference 
Study  and  Action  Committee  for  the  cultivation  and  promotion  of  edu- 
cational work  and  activities  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

10.  Attend  the  School  of  Missions,  June  6-11  at  Pfeiffer  College,  Mis- 
enheimer,  N.  C. 

11.  Report  to  her  District  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  on  the 
last  day  of  each  quarter.

7.  That  we  stress  the  use  of  the  new  Prayer  Calendar  for  1948  as  a 
part  of  our  intercessory  prayer  observance. 

8.  That  we  continue  to  conduct  Conference  and  District  Retreats  and 
strive  to  make  them  more  meaningful  for  our  women. 

9.  That  we  cooperate  in  promoting  our  School  of  Missions,  Seminars 
and  Officers  Training  Day.

5.  That  each  secretary  of  Children's  Work  in  the  local  society  be 
given  a  list  of  the  Askings  for  the  institution  assigned  to  children  in 
this  conference. 

6.  That  each  local  society  give  a  contribution  to  Supply  Work  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  each  quarter  .where  possible. 

7.  That  this  contribution  be  given  for  the  assigned  district  project 
for  the  quarter.  We  hope  all  boxes  will  be  sent  in  addition  to  the  district 
project  and  not  as  a  substitute  for  it.

3.  Conference,    District   and    Zone    meetings    place    emphasis    on    this 
department  by  workshops  and  seminars. 

4.  For  1948  this  department  follows  the  outline  of  the  Findings  of  the 
National  Seminar  by  basing  activites  on:

ment. Foster  educational  program  for  intelligent  citizenship 
for  women  everywhere,  especially  through  the  channels  of 
missionary  effort.  Aid  in  making  women  aware  of  the  power  of 
of  the  ballot  in  securing  fundamental  human  rights  and  a  high- 
er standard  of  living.  Urge  women  to  give  of  themselves  as 
Christian  leaders  to  further  Christian  political  principles.  Be 
internationally  minded.  In  cooperation  with  the  Study  and 
Action  Committee,  participate  iii  the  study  course  "WE  THE 
PEOPLES  OF  THE  UNITED  NATIONS." 

(c)  For  the  Third  Quarter— WOMEN  AND  THE  FAMILY— Urge 
Methodist  women  to  acquaint  themselves  with  problems  of 
children  and  youth.  Volunteer  service  along  lines  of  health, 
education,  religious  training  and  leisure  time  of  youth.  Under- 
take to  establish  a  home  of  Christian  example  and  influence, 
remembering  that  the  FAMILY  ALTAR  and  CHURCH  AT- 
TENDANCE are  foundations  of  Christan  living. 

(d)  For  the  Fourth  Quarter— WOMEN  AND  ECONOMIC  LIFE— 
Strive  to  adapt  the  teachings  of  Jesus  to  perplexing  economic 
questions.  Work  for  enactment  of  the  Federal  Status  of  Wom- 
en Bill  which  would  set  up  a  Commission  to  study  discrimina- 
tion against  women  in  civil,  economic,  social  and  political  life 
and  to  recommend  appropriate  legislation.  Cooperate  with 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  study  of  facts  concerning  women's 
employment  in  your  community.

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  YOUTH   WORK 

The  Unified  Plan  for  Missionary  Education  of  Youth  places  upon  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  the  responsibility  of  sharing  in  the 
program  of  Missionary  Education  of  all  youth.  This  responsibility  is 
carried  out  as  the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  works  with  the  Commission 
on  Missions  and  World  Friendship. 
WE  RECOMMEND: 

That  the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  advise  with  the   Commission   on 
Missions  and  World  Friendship  as  it  carries  out  its  function  as  follows: 

1.  To  carry  out  the  assignments  from  the  department  council  within 
the  area  of  missions  and  world  friendship.  The  chairman  of  the 
Commission  on  Missions  and  World  Friendship,  who  is  a  member 
of  the  council,  takes  part  in  initiating  the  plans  for  missionary 
education  and  accepts  the  task  of  developing  them  through  the 
commission. 

2.  To  initiate  recommendations  to  the  council  for  activities  and  pro- 
jects of  a  missionary  and  world  friendship  nature  for  the  whole 
department  and  to  carry  them  to  completion. 

(a)  This  means  the  development  of  a  program  which  shall  in- 
clude worship,  study,  and  fellowship  experiences  for  the  whole 
department,  boys  as  well  as  girls,  through  Sunday  morning  and 
Sunday  evening  sessions. 

(b)  Time  shall  be  given  other  than  Sunday  morning  and  Sunday 
evening  (perhaps  once  a  week  for  4  to  6  weeks)  for  boys  and 
girls  to  study  the  current  Missionary  Education  Movement 
materials  for  youth.  Activities  and  projects  are  a  part  of  this 
study  and  should  be  given  equal  emphasis.  (See  Missionary 
Education  Materials  for  Youth  for  1947-48  for  titles  on  the 
theme  "World  Evangelism.") 

(c)  In  addition,  a  World  Friendship  Group  of  Girls  (Note  new 
name  for  Interest  Group  of  girls)  may  be  set  up  which  will 
study  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 
Such  a  group  shall  be  a  regular  part  of  the  Commission  on 
Mission  and  World  Friendship.  The  Secretary  of  the  Youth 
Work  shall  be  counselor  or  resource  person.  After  consulta- 
tion annually  with  the  Commission  on  Missions  and  World 
Friendship  she  calls  together  the  interested  girls.  This  World 
Friendship  Group  shall  select  a  youth  chairman,  a  program 
chairman  and  a  hostess  chairman. 

(d)  Other  study  and  service  projects  may  include:  participation 
in  a  church  School  of  Missions  (study  led  by  the  pastor  for  the 
whole  church),  visits  to  missionary  projects  and  institutions, 
study  of  Methodist  Youth  Fund  projects,  and  the  participation 
in  overseas  relief  and  rehabilitation  projects. 
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3.  Education  for  missionary  giving  and  promoting  the  Methodist  Youth 
Fund. 

After   a   year   of   study   on   the   part    of   the    Youth    Department    staff 
of  the  Board  of  Education  and  a  study  committee  of  the  Woman's  Divi- 
sion of  Christian  Service  the  following  plan  was  approved. 
WE   RECOMMEND: 

That  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Education  of  Youth  be  dis- 
continued in  the  local  church.  We  further  recommend  that  the  adult 
adviser  of  the  Commission  on  Missions  and  World  Friendship  be  elected 
in  the  following  manner: 

1.  The   nominating   committee   of  the  Woman's    Society   of   Christian 
Service  shall  consult  with  the  council  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fel- 
lowship   before    making    nominations    for    The    Secretary    of    Youth 

Work. 

2.  The  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  then  be  selected  by  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service. 

3.  Upon  confirmation  by  the  council  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellow- 
ship, the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  be  the  advisor  of  the  Commission 
on  Missions  and  World  Friendship  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship. 
WE  RECOMMEND: 

That  the  Secretaries  of  Youth  Work 

1.  Keep  informed  through  using  Workshop,  Highroad,  Workers  With 
Youth,  M.  Y.  Fund  Bulletin;  Methodist  Woman,  World  Outlook, 
and  other  church,  school  and  missionary  literature. 

2.  Make  efforts  to  train  district  and  local  secretaries  for  their  tasks 
in  seminars,  training  conferences,  small  group  meetings,  and 
when  possible,  in  local  churches. 

3.  Continuing  contacts,  quarterly  at  least,  with  local  secretaries. 

4.  Urge  the  giving  of  supplies  to  projects  and  institutions  under  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

5.  Endeavor  to  get  each  Methodist  Fellowship  to  make  a  definite  pledge 
to  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund. 

6.  Where  possible,  become  accredited  instructors  in  the  area  of  world 
friendship  and  offer  their  services  as  teachers  or  counselors  in 
camps,  assemblies,  leadership  schools,  etc. 

7.  Direct  key  young  people  to  the  vocational  possibilities  in  the  mis- 
sion field  at  home  and  abroad. 

WE  RECOMMEND: 

That  the  District  Secretaries  of  Youth  Work  help  the  local  secretaries 
to  carry  out  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  every  W.  S.  C.  S.  have  a  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  who  will 
stress  the  integration  of  the  Missionary  Emphasis  into  the  total  youth 
program  and  share  in  the  responsibilities  of  the  Missionary  Education 
of   youth   by: 

(1)  Serving  as  the  advisor  of  the  Commission  on  Missions  and  World 
Friendship  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship. 

(2)  Organizing   a   World   Friendship   Group,   using   the   monthly   pro- 
grams prepared  especially  for   them — "Today's   Messengers." 

(3)  Having  12  worship  services  during  the  year  which  are  missionary 
in  character. 
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(4)  Organizing  interest  groups  of  boys  and  girls  studying  "China," 
"World  Evangelism"  and  other  missionary  materials. 

(5)  Encouraging  youth  to  cooperate  with  your  pastor  in  the  Church 
School  of  Missions. 

(6)  Promoting  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund — making  a  definite  pledge. 

(7)  Encouraging  youth  in  giving  supplies  to  the  same  institutions 
which  are  recommended  to  the  local  W.  S.  C.  S. 

(S)  Encouraging  youth  to  attend  Jurisdictional  Training  Schools, 
Conference  Assemblies,  District  Institutes,  Summer  Assemblies, 
and  Camps. 

(9)  Reporting  on  time  and  accurately. 

(10)  Encouraging  youth  who  have  volunteered  for  full  time  Christian 
service;  informing  girls  of  Scarritt  scholarships  and  seeking 
candidates. 

(11)  Obtaining  all  materials  available  on  Missionary  Education  from 
the  Joint  Department  of  Missionary  Education,  810  Broadway, 
Nashville  2,  Tenn.  Studying  and  using  these  materials  for  the 
advancement  of  the  youth  work.

RECOMMENDATIONS    FOR    CHILDREN'S    WORK— 1948 

"Of  Such  Is  The  Kingdom,"  the  study  theme  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  for 
1947  has  brought  about  a  clearer  sense  of  direction  in  regard  to  the  pro- 
gram of  Children's  work  for  1948.  Because  of  this  new  stimulus,  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations  are  submitted. 

1.  CONTINUED  COOPERATION  by  the  local  women's  society  in  the 
following  way. 

(a)  By  the  election  of  a  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  who  is  a 
worker  with  primary  or  junior  children  in  the  Church  School  and 
who  is  capable  and  willing  to  lead  the  society  into  participation 
of  all  church,  community,  state,  and  federal  movements  in  the 
interest  of  children. 

(b)  By  the  visitation  cultivation  of  families  to  be  reached  in  the  area 
of  the  local  church,  and  the  enrollment  of  children  in  the  Church 
School,  as  a  part  of  the  crusade  for  Christ  emphasis. 

(c)  By  helping  recruit  better  trained  teachers  and  helping  to  carry 
about  the  appreciation  of  its  teachers  by  the  Church  as  a  whole. 

(d)  By  the  promotion  of  "Family  Night  Programs"  and  study  groups 
for  parents,  using  the  magazine  "The  Christian  Home"  as  a  basis 
of  study.. 

2.  JOINT  PLANNING  on  the  part  of  conference  and  district  secre- 
taries with  conference  and  district  directors  of  children's  work. 

3.  That  the  Missionary  Units.  "The  Bible  Goes  Round  the  World" 
and  "For  Children  Everywhere"  be  used  in  the  local  Church  and  that  at- 
titudes of  friendship,  good  will,  and  cooperation  be  developed  in  the 
children  of  our  Church. 

4.  That  when  children  realize  the  needs  of  other  children  of  God's 
family  that  they  be  given  an  opportunity  to  share  with  these  children. 
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5.  That  we  may  pray,  plan  and  work  with  the  thought  of  children  al- 
ways before  us.  For  the  sake  of  all  children  everywhere  may  wisdom  and 
grace  be  given  us  to  build  with  confidence  and  joy.

"Triple  the   Guild   Membership 
Triple  the  Guild  Units 
Triple  the  Guild  Service 
by  May  1948." 


REPORTS  OF  CONFERENCE  WORKERS 


REPORT  OF  STUDENT  CENTER 

The  past  year  has  been  one  in  which  we  have  noted  many  evidences  of 
progress  in  our  student  program  on  the  campus  of  East  Carolina  Teachers 
College. 

Our  number  of  Methodist  students  has  increased,  with  the  increase 
in  the  college  enrollment.  Out  of  a  total  enrollment  of  1,354  in  the  Fall 
Quarter,  (1947-48)  the  Methodists  numbered  460 — women  1S8,  men  272. 
There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  men  students  coming  to  the 
Student  Center  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  students,  men  and 
women  actively  participating  in  the  Wesley  Foundation  program.  There 
is  a  growing  spirit  of  fellowship  and  cooperation. 

The  relationship  with  the  Administration  of  the  college  is  most  cordial. 
The  President,  Dean,  and  Dean  of  students  are  all  official  members  of 
Jarvis  Memorial  Methodist  Church,  Greenville,  and  are  active  in  its 
program.  They  manifest  a  sincere  interest  in  our  student  program  and 
give  warm  support  and  hearty  cooperation  to  the  program  of  religion 
on   the   campus. 
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Student  leadership  has  developed,  and  we  are  placing  special  empha- 
sis upon  this  phase  of  our  program.  The  discussion  group  in  the  Student 
Center  every  Sunday  evening  is  led  by  students,  as  well  as  the  worship 
ill  Student  class  and  in  group  meetings.  Lenten  Meditations  this  year 
were  planned  and  led  by  students.  A  student  directed  the  play  which  was 
presented  by  the  Wesley  Players  as  a  contribution  to  the  Church's  ob- 
servance of  Holy  Week. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  Installation  of  our  Drama 
Group  as  a  Chapter  in  the  National  Society  of  Wesley  Players.  Dr. 
Harold  A.  Ehrensperger,  associate  secretary  of  the  Methodist  Student 
Movement  and  editor  of  Motive,  conducted  the  Installation  Ceremony, 
and  spoke  at  the  banquet  which  preceded  the  ceremony  in  the  Sanctuary- 
Students  conducted  the  program  at  the  banquet,  and  members  of  the 
WSCS  served  the  meal.  Sixty-six  invited  guests  were  present,  including 
the  President  and  administration  officials  of  the  college  and  their  wives, 
representatives  of  various  church  groups,  and  officers  of  the  College 
Players.  The  Wesley  Players  chapter  is  well-organized  and  has  a  well- 
planned  program  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  purpose  of  the  chapter  is 
to  bring  drama  into  the  Church  as  a  means  of  making  God  known  to 
others. 

Representative  students  have  attended  our  student  state  and  regional 
conferences.  Two  have  applied  for  service  in  Youth  Caravan  for  next 
summer  ,and  several  are  considering  Christian  service  as  a  life  work. 

There  has  been  an  increasing  interest  in  the  problem  of  overseas  re- 
lief. Our  Wesley  Foundation  has  become  definitely  interested  in  a 
family  in  Germany.  Letters  have  been  exchanged  and  CAKE  packages,  of 
food  and  other  packages  of  clothing  have  been  sent  to  this  family.  A 
large  box  of  clothing  was  given  through  Church  World  Service  and  cloth- 
ing was  also  collected  and  sent  to  Poland  through  the  local  WSCS.  A 
special  Christinas  offering  was  devoted  to  sending  CARE  package  to 
the  German  family  and  also  toward  giving  much  needed  assistance  to 
our  Nogro  maid  at  the  Student  Center.  $80.00  was  contributed  toward 
clothing  a  girl  in  the  Methodist  Orphanage  in  Raleigh,  Contribution 
was  made  through  the  WSSF  drive  on  the  campus.  The  Lenten  Offering 
was  designated  for  "Meals  for  Millions." 

The  Personnel  Commission  did  a  more  thorough  piece  of  work  than 
has  been  done  in  several  years.  During  the  first  two  weeks  of  the  Fall 
Quarter,  every  woman  student  on  campus  for  the  first  time,  was  visited, 
and  invited  to  participate  in  the  Wesley  Foundation  program.  Visits 
were  made  to  many  of  the  men  students,  although  this  presented  a  more 
difficult  problem  as  the  larger  number  of  our  men  students  are  rooming 
in  town.  Plans  have  been  worked  out  with  the  College  Administration  for 
a  registration  of  all  students  as  to  Church  affiliation  as  a  regular  part  of 
the  College  Registration. 

Since  the  opening  of  Fall  Quarter  343  students  have  made  a  total  of 
5,238  visits  to  the  Student  Center.  80  of  these  have  been  frequent  visitors, 
and  52  others  have  been  in  the  Center  three  or  more  times.  This  makes  a 
total  of  132  different  students  who  have  found  the  Student  Center  a  place 
of  real  fellowship  and  inspiration,  and  who  have  participated  in  some  way 
in  our  Wesley  Foundation  program.  Others  have  attended  Student  Class 
in  the  Church  school,  and  a  large  percent  of  our  Methodist  students  at- 
tend church  service  regularly. 
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The  Counselor  has  had  741  personal  conferences  with  students  since 
the  opening  of  Fall  Quarter.  Problems  have  been  solved,  adjustments 
made  to  difficult  situations,  personal  problems  analysed,  and  under 
standing  of  the  meaning  of  the  church  and  relationship  with  God,  has 
been   deepened. 

Our  program  has  been  greatly  handicapped  for  the  past  three  years 
because  of  inadequate  space.  This  need  was  brought  before  the*  recent 
session  of  our  North  Carolina  Conference,  in  October,  and  an  appropria- 
tion was  made  for  a  cash  payment  of  $3,000.00  and  a  yearly  payment  of 
$1,000.00,  on  a  permanent  home  for  our  student  program. 

A  visit  by  Miss  Dorothy  Nyland,  of  the  Personnel  Department,  of  the 
WDCS,  to  our  Center,  in  February,  was  a  source  of  real  inspiration.  She 
was  snowbound  for  several  days  in  Greenville,  so  at  our  suggestion, 
she  gladly  took  the  place  of  the  speaker  for  Religious  Emphasis  Week, 
sponsored  by  the  YMCA  and  YWCA  of  the  College.  The  speaker  for 
this  occasion  could  not  fill  his  engagement  because  of  the  snow. 

As  we  look  back  over  the  year,  with  its  opportunities  and  responsi- 
bilities, and  problems,  we  feel  that  we  have  in  some  measure  realized 
the  objective  set  up  at  our  Spring  Retreat  for  the  Wesley  Foundation 
Council: 

"To  worship  and  work  together  to  make  Christ  live  on  our  campus."

REPORT   OF    RURAL    WORK— COLU  M  Bl  A    CIRCUIT 

I  think  Jesus  loved  the  country,  for  did  he  not  talk  about  country 
things  much?  He  spoke  of  the  "lilies  of  the  field."  and  the  "fowls  of  the 
air,"  and  of  the  mustard  seed,  and  the  fig  tree.  We  find  accounts  of  him 
in  the  garden,  by  the  seashore,  on  the  mountainside.  He  told  a  story  of 
the  "sower  who  went  forth  to  sow,"  and  He  spoke  knowingly  of  the 
shepherd  and  the  sheep.  Yes.  I  think  Jesus  loved  the  country-side,  and 
I  feel  confident  that  Jesus  placed  high  value  on  the  contributions  of 
the  country.  And  this  man  talked  of  life  and  "more  abundant  life,"  He 
spent  the  short  years  of  his  ministry  on  earth  bringing  "more  abundant 
life'  'to  those  about  him.  He  healed  the  sick,  fed  the  hungry,  comforted 
the  sorrowing.  He  met  physical  needs,  mental  needs,  spiritual  needs.  We 
who  would  follow  in  his  train  today  must  be  concerned  about  the  bring- 
ing of  "more  abundant  life"  to  God's  children  everywhere. 

Almost  three-fourths  of  Protestantism's  largest  denomination,  Meth- 
odism, is  classified  rural.  Yes,  almost  three-fourths  of  our  flock  live  in 
the  country  environment  with  which  our  Master  was  so  familiar,  and 
to  which  He  often  withdrew.  Is  the  program  of  our  church  adequate  to 
fill  the  needs  of  our  scattered  rural  people?  Is  the  program  of  our 
church  adequate  to  bring  this  "more  abundant  life"  to  this  vast  multi- 
tude of  our  people?  No,  we  have  to  confess  that  it  is  not.  And  this  nega- 
tive answer  leads  to  the  "why  and  wherefores"  of  the  rural  work  on  the 
Columbia   Circuit. 

The  Columbia  Project  is  less  isolated  than  are  many  rural  projects 
sponsored  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  our  church.  There  are  fewer 
churches  on  the  circuit  than  on  many  rural  circuits  in  Methodism.  The 
Columbia  Circuit  is  just  an  average  rural  circuit  with  one  small  town 
church,  and  three  smaller  churches  in  rural  communities.  The  idea  for 
placing  a  worker  on  the  circuit  came  from  the  circuit  itself,  as  did  the 
worker. 

We  hope  to  accomplish  three  objectives  on  the  Columbia  Circuit.  First, 
we  want  to  set  up  a  church  program  which  will  more  adequately  meet 
the  needs  of  the  people  in  these  rural  communities.  Second,  we  hope  to 
help  develop  leaders  within  the  churches  so  that  in  time  each  church 
can  carry  on  its  own  program.  Third,  we  hope  that  through  the  work 
and  accomplishments  of  the  rural  project  on  the  Columbia  Circuit,  we 
may  offer  our  small  contribution  toward  arousing  the  interest  of  all 
Methodism,  urban  and  rural,  to  the  importance  of  and  the  needs  of  the 
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rural  churches.  We  believe  that  the  average  rural  circuit  is  demanding 
more  attention  and  more  workers.  We  believe  that  workers  placed  in 
the  average  rural  situation  can  help  produce  amazing  results  toward 
the  advancement  of  the  kingdom. 

Since  our  work  here  was  new,  and  somewhat  different  from  most 
rural  projects,  we  found  it  necessary  to  spend  much  time  in  setting  up 
an  organization.  I  began  work  September  1,  The  pastor  and  I  spent  a 
great  deal  of  time  at  the  beginning  presenting  the  work  to  the  congrega- 
tions of  the  four  churches,  and  discussing  organizational  plans  with  the 
people.  Our  local  Rural  Commission,  representing  the  four  churches,  met 
and  set  up  goals  and  objectives  for  the  year.  I  made  a  talk  in  each  of 
the  churches  presenting  the  mission  of  the  rural  church,  and  asking  for 
the  cooperation  of  all  the  people  in  our  work.  Then  we  met  with  the 
church  officials  in  each  church.  In  each  of  these  meetings,  there  came 
calls  from  the  people  for  help  along  some  particular  line.  This  gave  me  a 
starting  point. 

The  four  churces  on  the  Columbia  Circuit  are:  Wesley  Memorial  in 
Columbia;  Wesley  Chapel  in  Fort  Landing,  about  twelve  miles  from 
Columbia;  Cedar  Grove  in  Gum  Neck,  about  seventeen  miles  from  Colum- 
bia; and  Holly  Grove  in  Cross  Landing,  about  eight  miles  from  Columbia. 
I  attend  Sunday  School  and  the  morning  church  service  in  each  of  these 
churches  once  a  month.  I  conduct  the  morning  service  in  the  little  church 
in  Cross  Landing.  They  have  not  had  a  morning  service  previously. 

During  the  last  week  in  September  and  the  first  two  weeks  in  Octo- 
ber, I  spent  much  time  working  with  the  Church  Schools.  I  went  with 
the  superintendent  in  Columbia  to  discuss  improved  teaching  methods 
with  the  beginner  teacher.  I  helped  check  on  literature.  In  some  cases, 
changes  were  suggested.  I  had  conferences  with  several  teachers,  and 
in  one  church,  answering  a  call  from  the  people  themselves,  I  led  dis- 
cussions on  a  course  for  the  improvement  of  teaching  in  the  Church 
School. 

The  pastor  and  I  have  helped  with  the  organization  of  two  Boards  of 
Education,  and  in  the  re-organization  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  Colum- 
bia. Interest  in  the  work  of  the  boards  seems  to  be  gradually  growing. 

Three  nights  each  week,  I  meet  with  young  people  on  the  circuit. 
Each  Monday  night  I  go  to  Wesley  Chapel  to  meet  with  a  small,  but  very 
active  and  promising  group  of  boys  and  girls.  Each  Wednesday  night 
I  meet  with  a  group  of  intermediates  in  Columbia.  This  intermediate  or- 
ganization is  new.  The  attendance  thus  far  isn't  as  regular  as  I  would  like 
for  it  to  be,  but  there  has  been  decided  improvement.  This  group  presents 
a  great  challenge  to  our  church.  Each  Thursday  night  I  go  to  Gum  Neck 
to  meet  with  the  Cedar  Grove  M.Y.F.  This  is  the  oldest  youth  organiza- 
tion on  the  circuit,  and  from  this  group,  one  fine  leader  is  already 
emerging. 

The  youth  groups  on  the  circuit  are  doing  a  great  work.  I'm  trying 
now  to  lead  the  adults  of  the  churches  to  become  more  interested  in 
their  young  people.  I  hope  we  shall  be  able  to  develop  some  adult  leader- 
ship for  the  youth  in  each  church. 

We  have  two  new  Woman's  Societies  on  the  Columbia  Circuit — one 
at  Wesley  Chapel,  and  one  at  Cedar  Grove.  1  have  been  spending  much 
time  recently  with  these  groups.  We  had  an  Officers'  Training  Day  in 
each  society.  There  is  much  interest  and  enthusiasm  among  the  women 
of  the  churches. 
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During  January,  the  Rural  Worker  led  the  discussions  on  "Committed 
Unto  Us"  in  three  societies. 

In  board  meetings  at  Cedar  Grove  and  Wesley  Chapel,  we  have  alread 
discussed  plans  for,  and  set  dates  for  Vacation  Church  Schools  during 
the  summer.  Plans  are  just  in  the  discussion  stage  for  a  joint  Vacation 
Church  School  in  Columbia  with  the  other  churches  in  town. 

Thanks  to  the  Young  Women's  Sunday  School  Class  of  Wesley  Me- 
morial, I  have  a  well-arranged,  convenient,  and  very  cozy  office  in 
the  church  annex  in  Columbia.  I  am  in  my  office  each  morning  from  nine 
to  twelve.  Sometimes,  I'm  in  during  the  afternoon.  Occasionally,  some 
of  the  young  people  arrange  to  come  in  after  school  to  plan  worship 
services  where  there  are  program  building  materials  available. 

My  visitation  schedule  usually  follows  the  schedule  of  church  activi- 
ties in  each  community.  Of  course,  I  visit  the  shut-ins  and  sick  when- 
ever I  can.  My  afternoons  are,  for  the  most,  part,  reserved  for  visiting. 

So,  you  see,  my  days  are  filled  to  the  brim.  I  spend  my  mornings  in 
my  office  planning  and  thinking  things  through.  I  spend  many  of  my 
afternoons  in  the  various  communities.  I'm  out  three  nights  of  each  week 
for  youth  meetings,  three  nights  a  month  for  Woman's  Society  meetings, 
and  three  nights  a  month  for  Board  of  Education  meetings.  I  hope  that 
in  time,  the  development  of  leadership  within  the  local  churches  will 
mean  that  it  is  not  necessary  for  a  Rural  Worker  to  attend  all  of  these 
meetings. 

The  challenge  here  is  great!  As  on  any  rural  circuit,  the  pastor  alone 
cannot  carry  out  a  full  church  program  in  all  the  churches.  In  this  rural 
situation,  there  is  surely  a  place  for  a  full-time  worker.  To  a  great  ex- 
tent, the  people  see  their  needs,  and  are  eager  for  help  and  guidance. 
Thus  far,  I  have  found  cooperative  response,  and  there  is  already  promise 
of  great  accomplishment. 

Sometimes  the  needs  crowd  in  upon  one's  mind  so  quickly  that  it 
is  hard  to  see  the  way  through.  Development  will  be  gradual.  I'm  sure 
we  all  realize  that  fact.  However,  as  we  face  the  needs  here  with  the 
faith  and  strength  and  courage  which  comes  from  one  who  knew  how 
to  meet  the  needs  of  people  wherever  He  found  them,  we  believe  that 
the  work  of  the  rural  project  on  the  Columbia  Circuit  will  go  forward.

REPORT   OF    RURAL    WORK— FARMVI  LLE— WALSTONBU  RG 

When  my  work  on  the  Farmville — Walstonburg  charges  was  begun 
last  September,  I  learned  that  I  must  first  come  to  know  and  love  the 
people  with  whom  I  worked,  before  I  could  do  anything  really  worthwhile. 

The  Farmville  and  Walstonburg  pastors  were  invaluable  to  me  in 
helping  me  to  become  acquainted  with  the  work,  and  together  we  set  up 
certain  objectives  which  we  hoped  to  accomplish.  These  objectives  were: 
that  my  main  responsibility  should  be  to  develop  leadership  among 
the  youth  of  the  churches  on  these  two  charges,  that  my  second  duty 
should  be  to  work  with  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and 
in  the  Sunday  Schools.  Then,  too,  I  would  help  in  Vacation  Bible 
Schools,  revivals,  and  would  visit  as  time  allowed. 
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My  work  is  divided  into  three  areas.  The  territory  surrounding  Wesley 
Community  Church  is  known  as  the  Wesley  area.  The  people  had  their 
first  service  in  the  new  brick  building  last  May,  having  previously  met 
in  tenant  houses  which  were  not  being  used.  At  the  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence in  October,  this  church  was  officially  established  as  a  church,  and 
the  first  sermon  was  preached  here  in  November. 

Bell  Arthur  Church  is  an  old  church  that  had  once  been  spiritually 
dead,  but  has  been  reborn. 

No  church  is  to  be  seen  as  yet  in  the  territory  known  as  Langs,  but 
we  have  had  Sunday  School  in  the  Farmville  Home  Demonstration 
Building. 

Of  these  three  areas  of  my  work,  Langs  is  the  youngest  of  the  pro- 
jects, and  is  naturally  the  least  developed.  The  young  people  here  are 
very  much  interested  in  the  youth  program  of  the  church,  but  there  is 
lack  of  leadership  because  they  have  never  been  trained  to  assume  re- 
sponsibility. Several  months  ago,  we  began  work  on  a  new  church,  and 
I  am  hoping  that  there  will  be  a  complete  reawakening  in  the  commun? 
ity  with  the  completion  of  this  church.  The  new  building  is  to  have  a 
large  auditorium  with  a  seating  capacity  of  approximately  two  hundred 
and  fifty,  four  Sunday  School  rooms,  a  Recreation  and  Social  room,  and 
a  kitchen. 

Last  summer  a  new  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  was  form- 
ed at  the  Wesley  church,  and  I  can  justly  be  proud  of  the  work  that 
this  small  society  is  doing. 

Bell  Arthur  Church  has  recently  purchased  a  bus  for  the  purpose  of 
transporting  members  to  and  from  Sunday  School,  and  the  attendance 
of  this  church  has  grown  to  such  a  capacity  that  one  class  was  some- 
times held  in  the  bus.  The  church  has  recently  purchased  a  building 
from  Bogue  Field,  and  soon  they  hope  to  have  an  educational  building  to 
use  for  classrooms  and  a  recreation  center. 

All  of  this  is  happening  within  the  churches —  one  church  is  well  on 
its  way  toward  being  completed,  another  has  just  recently  been  estab- 
lished, and  a  third  has  been  reborn.  But  let  me  take  you  in  your  mind's 
eye  beyond  the  church,  and  back  into  the  unchurched  areas  where  there 
is  poverty,  drunkenness,  and  ill  health,  all  of  which  I  believe  is  due  to 
lack  of  Christian  Education. 

A  few  weeks  ago,  I  completed  a  survey  of  a  part  of  my  territory,  and 
some  of  the  conditions  that  I  found  were  appalling.  In  one  of  the  homes, 
I  was  greeted  at  the  door  by  a  small  child.  I  asked  to  see  her  mother 
and  she  led  me  into  the  living  room  which  also  served  as  nursery  and 
bedroom.  As  I  talked  with  the  mother  we  were  interrupted  by  the  voice 
of  the  little  girl.  "My  shoes  'has  got  holes  in  them,"  she  cried.  As  I 
saw  the  look  of  embarrassment  on  the  face  of  that  mother,  I  appeared 
not  to  have  heard  what  the  child  said.  "What  did  you  say?"  I.  asked 
There  was  something  of  pride  on  that  mother's  face  as  she  replied,  "Oh 
nothing,  she's  always  saying  something."  I  asked  that  mother  if  the 
family  attended  church,  and  her  reply  was  that  they  had  no  way  to  go. 
This  was  the  answer  that  I  received  in  many  homes,  and  I  cannot  help 
but  believe  that  wonders  could  be  performed  in  this  community,  if  we 
had  some  way  of  providing  transportation  to   church. 

There  were  many  other  conditions  such  as  these.  In  one  home  in  which 
I  visited,  the  father  had  recently  been  killed  in  an  accident  and  had  left 
six  children,  the  youngest  of  which  was  only  two  weeks  old  when  the 
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tragedy  occurred.  Now  they  live  man  old  store.  We  are  trying  to  place 
part  of  the  children  in  an  orphanage,  but  in  the  meantime,  the  children 
are  going  about  half-clothed,  because  the  mother  simply  does  not  know 
how  to  spend  the  money  that  she  has. 

I  believe  that  conditions  can  be  changed  by  Christian  education  for  I 
have  seen  its  results.  I  know  a  family  which  was  in  dire  circumstances 
just  a  year  ago.  There  were  nine  children,  and  the  father  was  a  drunkard, 
and  never  been  to  church  in  many  years.  Today  that  family  knows  how 
to  spend  its  money,  they  owe  no  debts,  and  are  respectable  citizens. 
This  is  all  due  to  the  fact  that  they  have  been  shown  Christ's  way  of  life. 

It  must  have  been  families  such  as  these  that  Jesus  was  thinking  of 
when  he  charged  us  to  "feed  His  sheep."  "Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Inas- 
much as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  my  brethren  ye 
have  done  it  unto  me." 

Truly  I  have  found  a  great  field  of  service  in  the  realm  of  rural 
Christian  education,  and  here  I  shall  attempt  great  things  for  God. 

Edna  Boone. 
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This  year  has  been  a  year  of  adjustment  to  many  changes  in  the  mill 
communnity.  Many  of  our  people  have  bought  or  built  their  own  homes 
and  moved  from  the  mill  village.  Many  new  families  have  moved  into 
the  community.  These  changes  have  brought  new  opportunities  and  new 
responsibilities  as  we  have  sought  to  serve  our  people.  Also  the  months 
just  passed  have  been  full  of  interest  and  development  for  the  community. 

There  is  however,  a  tinge  of  disappointment  that  we  are  not  able  to 
report  at  this  time  as  we  had  hoped  to  do,  that  we  have  a  new  commun- 
ity center.  But  plans  are  being  drawn  for  this  building  and  we  have 
reason  to  believe  that  the  center  will  become  a  reality  in  the  not  too 
distant  future.  To  help  meet  the  present  need  a  three  room  house  has 
been  remodeled  for  use  as  a  temporary  club  house  for  community  activi- 
ties. It  is  not  the  purpose  however,  that  this  arrangement  shall  take 
the  place  of  the  permanent  center. 

One  thing  the  entire  community  has  worked  and  planned  for  is  a 
new  school  building.  Now  every  one  is  rejoicing  over  the  fact  that  with- 
in a  few  weeks,  work  is  to  begin  on  this  new  building  and  if  all  goes  well, 
next  fall  the  children  of  East  Laurinburg  will  enter  a  school  that  is 
not  only  beautiful  and  modern,  but  one  adequate  for  their  needs. 

Another  important  event  was  the  purchasing  of  a  Bell  and  Howell 
16mm  sound  projector  and  screen  for  the  promotion  of  the  work.  Also,  a 
new  Compton's  Encyclopedia  has  been  placed  in  our  village  library.  It 
is  gratifying  to  learn  that  more  and  more  the  children  are  using  this 
encyclopedia  in  their  school  work.  Both  the  projector  and  the  encyclopedia 
were  bought  with  money  from  our  conference  funds. 

One  of  the  most  meaningful  customs  carried  out  by  the  Waverly 
Mills  Corporation,  is  that  of  the  distribution  of  Bibles  to  its  employees. 
This  is  done  in  the  fulfillment  of  a  request  made  by  Mr.  John  F.  McNair, 
Sr.,  who  left  a  trust  fund,  the  interest  from  which  is  to  be  used  to  pur- 
chase Bibles  to  be  given  the  mill  employees  in  whom  he  was  deeply  in- 
terested. Last  summer,  the  Bibles  were  given  to  young  married  couples 
establishing  their  homes  in  the  community. 
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Each  year  increased  interest  is  shown  in  the  summer  recreational 
program  which  includes  and  provides  for  all  age  groups.  The  community 
is  justly  proud  of  its  well  lighted  grounds.  The  afternoon  and  night  games 
of  baseball  and  softball  drew  large  and  enthusiastic  crowds.  Special  in- 
terest programs  for  the  children  include  indoor  and  outdoor  activities  and 
handicraft  of  all  kinds. 

Two  highlight  experiences  of  the  year  in  the  work  with  the  Girl 
Scouts  includes  a  trip  to  Durham  to  see  the  Duke  Gardens  and  the 
beautiful  Duke  Chapel  and  a  mother  and  daughter  supper  where  the 
girl  scouts  showed  their  cooking  ability  in  the  delicious  meal  served. 
Many  other  interesting  and  seasonal  activities  requires  much  time  and 
planning. 

In  connection  with  the  church  program  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
preparation  is  given  to  the  promotion  of  the  D.V.B.S.,  the  W.S.C.S,  the 
Wesleyan  Serivce  Guild  and  as  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Division 
in  the  church  school.  I  have  conducted  three  mission  study  classes  for 
the  W.S.C.S.,  two  for  the  Wesleyan  Guild,  one  for  the  Youth  Fellowship 
and  two  for  the  children  during  the  extra  week  day   sessions. 

It  has  been  a  real  joy  to  have  had  the  privilege  of  working  in  co- 
operation with  the  leader  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  in  helping 
to  make  possible  through  the  use  of  some  of  our  conference  supply 
money,  for  three  of  our  fine  young  people  to  attend  one  of  the  youth 
conferences  at  Louisburg  College.  Two  more  young  people  were  given 
the  privilege  of  attending  another  Louisburg  conference  through  the 
help  of  the  W.S.C.S.  and  personal  gifts  of  friends,  making  five  young 
people  attending  summer  conferences  from  our  village  Methodist  Church. 
Also,  our  supply  money  helped  to  send  one  of  our  girls  to  the  Youth 
Conference  in  Cleveland.  These  meetings  proved  a  real  religious  ex- 
perience in  the  lives  of  these  young  people  and  they  brought  back  a  vision 
and  inspiration  of  what  real  christian  service  can  mean.  They  have  en- 
tered into  the  work  of  the  Youth  Fellowship  with  a  new  enthusiasm  and 
earnestness  that  is  bearing  fruit  in  their  group. 

The  year  has  brought  many  opportunities  for  contacts  with  other 
church  groups  through  talks  made,  presentation  of  programs  and  as 
teachers  of  Bible  classes.  Meetings  held  and  attended  during  the  year, 
208. 

There  are  always  calls  for  service  in  homes  where  there  is  sickness 
or  sorrow.  At  such  times  our  loan  closet  continues  to  be  a  source  of 
supply  in  helping  to  meet  real  needs  in  many  homes. 

Personal  contacts  through  daily  visitation  in  the  homes  continues  to 
bring  many  rich  and  broadening  experiences  as  I  have  sought  to  deepen 
the  spirit  of  love,  confidence  and  christian  fellowship  among  our  people. 
This  spirit  is  the  golden  cord  that  undergirds  and  binds  together  our 
human  relationships,  without  which  facts  and  figures  would  mean  nothing. 
We  pray  that  Christ  will  lead  us  in  His  own  way  and  in  His  way  we  shall 
find  greater  love  and  greater  service.

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FOURTH  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  WESLEYAN 
SERVICE  GUILD 


On  February  21  and  22,  1948,  the  fourth  annual  conference  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  was  held  in  Fayetteville,  North  Carolina,  with 
approximately  175  delegates  attending. 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin,  Conference  Secretary,  opened  the  business  session. 
"Welcome  was  extended  by  Miss  Sarah  Godfrey,  Secretary  of  the  Fayette- 
ville District,  and  response  was  made  by  Miss  Charity  Holland,  President 
of  the  Kinston  Guild.  Mrs.  Larkin  asked  for  nominations  for  a  secretary 
for  the  conference  and  Miss  Louise  Clements  of  Fayetteville  was  nomi- 
nated and  elected.  In  her  remarks,  Mrs.  Larkin  gave  much  credit  to 
Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary  for  her  efforts  in  organizing  many  guilds  during  the 
first  quadrennium  and  stated  that  in  this,  the  second  quadrennium,  we 
had  made  much  progress  throughout  the  district  ourselves.  "The  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild  is  for  gainfully  employed  women,"  said  Mrs.  Larkin, 
"and  when  given  a  place  of  responsibility,  be  sure  that  you  assume  and 
discharge  your  duties  as  only  true  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members 
can  do."  She  stressed  the  importance  of  each  individual  working  with 
the  other  in  each  unit  and  each  unit  cooperating  with  other  units  if 
the  Guild  as  a  whole  is  to  be  successful.  Mrs.  Larkin  thanked  the  con- 
ference for  her  Patron  Life  Membership  which  was  presented  to  her 
last  rail. 

She  then  introduced  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  President  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  for  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  Mrs. 
Hood  brought  greetings  from  the  Woman's  Society  and  extended  the 
Guild  members  an  invitation  to  the  Woman's  Society  Conference  to 
be  held  in  Goldsboro  in  March.  In  her  talk  Mrs.  Hood  stressed  the  im- 
portance of  the  Woman's  Society  cooperating  in  the  fullest  with  the 
Guild  in  putting  over  their  program  of  tripling  membership  by  May,  1948, 
and  hoped  that  in  churches  and  districts  where  there  are  no  Guilds,  the 
WSCS  would  help  in  every  way  possible  in  organizing  Guilds.  Her  part- 
ing thought  was  that  we  expand  and  go  forward  in  1943. 

The  following  guests  were  introduced  by  Mrs.  Larkin:  Mrs.  C.  A. 
Godfrey,  mother  of  Sarah  Godfrey;  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  Secretary  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  in  WSCS;  Mrs.  Sam  Maxwell,  Secretary  of  Children's 
Work  in  North  Carolina  conference;  and  Miss  Steger,  industrial  worker 
of   Laurinburg. 

The  committee  on  resolutions  was  appointed  as  follows:  Mrs.  Norman 
Wood,  Chairman,  Mrs.  Bill  Adler,  Mrs.  George  Gold.  Mrs.  W.  N.  Davis 
reported  on  the  School  of  Missions  held  last  June  at  Pfeiffer  College  and 
the  plans  for  one  to  be  held  this  year  on  June  11-13.  She  said  it  was 
most  inspiring  and  helpful  and  urged  that  each  Guild  have  at  least  one 
representative  attend  and,  if  possible,  each  committee  chairman. 

Mrs.  V.  F.  Bulluck,  gave  the  report  of  the  Research  Committee  and 
presented  the  name  of  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  for  re-election.  The  report  of 
the  Research  Committee  was  accepted  and  Mrs.  Larkin  was  unanimously 
elected  as  Conference  Guild  Secretary.  Mrs.  Larkin  accepted  the  office 
and  pledged  anew  her  service  to  the  Guild  as  a  whole  and  to  the  mem- 
bers as  individuals. 

Mrs.  A.  W.  Hoffman  gave  report  on  Supply  Work.  The  national  office 
of  the  Guild  is  asking  that  the  conference  center  its  attention  this  year 
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on  four  projects — two  of  these  to  be  in  foreign  work  and  two  in  local 
work.  The  executive  board  had  discussed  this  matter  at  length  and  had 
decided  on  the  projects  as  follows:  First  quarter,  contributing  to  Mildred 
Anne  Paine,  missionary  in  Japan;  second  quarter,  rural  work  in  North 
Carolina;  third  quarter,  contributing  to  Mabel  Ruth  Nowlin.  missionary 
in  China;  fourth  quarter,  student  work  at  Eastern  Carolina  Teacher's 
College,  Greenville.  There  are  63  units  in  the  North  Carolina  conference 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  offering  will  be  sufficient  to  carry  on  this 
supply  work. 

Reports  of  the  District  Secretaries 

Miss  Nettie   Dailey,   Durham: 

Miss  Dailey  is  giving  up  her  work  as  district  secretary  and  will  be 
succeeded  by  Miss  Kathleen  Cox.  Miss  Dailey  reported  as  follows:  9 
units  in  Durham  District,  plus  one  which  is  being  organized;  365  mem- 
bers and  they  are  seeking  to  triple  membership  by  May.  Pledge  for  1947 
was  $1,592  and  $1,780.15  was  paid;  $165  in  life  memberships  given.  Two 
district  meetings  were  held  during  1947.  The  program  laid  out  by  WSCS 
was  followed.  Study  courses  and  Bible  courses  were  held.  Boxes  were  sent 
overseas  and  Guild  missionaries  were  helped.  Members  are  active  in 
local  church  and  civic  projects.  A  May  Breakfast  and  a  Namesake  Tea 
were  held.  Miss  Dailey  expressed  her  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Larkin  and 
the  entire  Durham  district  and  asked  their  cooperation  for  her  successor. 
An  Honorary  Life  Membership  was  presented  to  Miss  Dailey  by  the 
Durham  district. 

Miss  Cox  stated  that  the  Durham  district  hoped  to  follow  the  ideals 
set  up  by  Miss  Dailey  and  she  presented  a  very  attractive  poster  showing 
the  aims  for  the  year:  Promotion,  projection,  participation;  personal 
growth. 

Miss   Elizabeth    Raulfs,    Elizabeth   City: 

Eight  units  with  total  membership  of  192.  Week  of  Prayer  offering 
from  four  units,  $56.58.  Total  for  supply  work,  $48.75.  Total  for  missions, 
$517.61.  Christian  Social  Relations,  $1,309.05.  Five  units  held  study 
courses.  They  had  held  district  meeting  in  Elizabeth  City;  had  a  repre- 
sentative to  go  to  Pfeiffer  College.  Local  work  included  filling  boxes  for 
children  and  needy  families  at  Christmas,  sending  packages  overseas 
and  raising  money  for  building  funds.  Special  mention  was  paid  to 
Winfall  as  being  the  only  unit  in  the  district  to  meet  all  requirements 
of  Woman's  Society. 

Miss  Sarah   Godfrey,   Fayetteville: 

Ten  units  with  307  members.  9  units  represented  at  conference  in- 
cluding 8  presidents.  One  unit  was  taken  into  WSCS.  Guild  at  Rocking- 
ham was  organized  in  last  quarter  of  1947  with  19  members.  Mission 
study  courses  had  been  held,  boxes  sent  overseas,  including  box  of 
medical  supplies  sent  to  Mildred  Anne  Paine ;  missionaries  remembered 
at  Christmas;  contributions  made  to  Camp  Don-Lee.  Progress  had  been 
made  in  reports. 
Mrs.  W.  N.  Davis,  New  Bern: 

Reported  that  her  Guilds  were  growing  and  that  several  of  the  units 
had  special  projects  for  Week  of  Prayer. 
Mrs.  A.  W.  Hoffman,   Raleigh: 

Reported  that  the  year  had  been  one  of  accomplishment,  the  mem- 
bership was  growing  and  the  women  were  taking  their  places  in  the 
church  and  community. 
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Mrs.  V.   F.   Bulluck,   Rocky   Mount: 

Ten  units,  including  one  organized  the  past  Monday  night.  All  units 
doing  those   things   expected   of  them,   including   much   local  work.   One 
baby  membership  and  one  life  membership  were  given  in  district. 
Mrs.  C.  C.  Alexander,  Wilmington: 

Five  units  all  of  which  are  growing  and  much  progress  was  made 
during  year.  Several  study  courses  were  held;  attended  Seminar,  offi- 
cers training  day  and  local  Guild  training  course.  One  representative 
was  sent  to  School  of  Missions  at  Pfeiffer  College.  There  was  fine  co- 
operation in  district  during  year. 

Mrs.  Shiela  T.  Howard,  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities,  could  not  be  present  on  account  of  illness.  The 
secretary  was  instructed  to  send  her  a  message  of  love  from  the  con- 
ference. Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin  brought  a  message  from  Mrs.  Howard 
through  a  letter  to  Mrs.  Larkin.  She  requested  that  we  emphasize 
especially  this  year  one  recommendation — total  abstinence  from  alcohol, 
"which  is  the  worst  evil  before  us  today  and  asked  that  we  unite  against 
advertising  it  on  the  radio  and  in  the  magazines. 

Mrs.  Howard  had  also  written,  "It  seems  the  time  has  come  when 
Christian  women  must  join  in  concerted  efforts  against  war  for  world 
peace." 

Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker,  Conference  Guild  Treasurer,  reported  that  the 
offering  for  overseas  relief  taken  at  the  communion  service  amounted  to 
$139.S7.  This  was  increased  to  $140.  She  congratulated  the  Guild  on  its 
fine  financial  program  and  stated  that  since  the  membership  had  in- 
creased, we  should  do  even  better  in  1948  than  we  did  in  1947.  She  asked 
that  reports  be  sent  in  promptly  and  complete  and  that  all  money  spent 
locally  (this  includes  all  money  not  spent  for  missions  J  be  reported. 
During  the  pledge  service,  the  following  pledges  were  made  by  the  Dis- 
trict Secretaries:

Members  of  the  Guild  rose  as  a  pledge  of  the  cooperation  with  Mrs. 
Hood  leading  in  prayer. 

Mrs.  Larkin  thanked  Mrs.  Hooker  for  her  services  to  the  Guild  and 
presented  her  with  a  love  gift.  Mrs.  Larkin  stated  that  she  had  pledged 
$7,500  for  the  Guild  for  1948  and  the  pledges  tonight  amounted  to  $8,328. 
Invitations  for  1949  were  extended  by  the  Rocky  Mount  District  and 
also  by  the  Durham  District.  A  motion  was  made  that  we  meet  in  Rocky 
Mount  in  1949  and  that  Durham  be  held  over  until  1950.  This  was  carried. 
Miss  Lucy  Steele,  Professor  of  Bible  at  Peace  College,  was  introduced 
by  Mrs.  Larkin.  Miss  Steele's  topic  was  "Woman-Work-Worship."  She 
quoted  from  a  book  by  Dr.  Raff  man:  "Work,  play,  love  and  worship  are 
four  things  which  in  balance  make  us  healthy.  To  over  do  them  or  to 
under  do  any  one  of  them,  unbalances  the  rest  of  them.  We  either  work 
too  hard,  play  too  hard,  love  too  devastatingly,  worship  too  much  or  too 
little."  "We  worship  in  order  to  work,"  said  Miss  Steele.  "We  must  wor- 
ship in  order  that  we  may  work  in  a  Christian  way."  She  divided  the 
employed  woman's  vocational  temptations  in  two  groups. 
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Miss  Steele  said,  ''We  must  base  our  spiritual  resources  in  our  every 
day  life  on  the  great  spiritual  insight  that  Jesus  is  God — by  trusting  in 
Christ  we  will  have  fellowship  and  fellowship  will  produce  Christian  fel- 
lowship. Some  of  our  spiritual  resources  that  will  help  us  overcome  our 
vocational  temptations  are: 

Pressure  of  time — we  must  select  and  seek  first  things  first.   These 

are  the  things  which  are  related  to  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
Tensions — we  must  learn  to  control.  In  our  place  of  worship  in  the 
church,  we  learn  that  "Thou  will  keep  him  in  perfect  peace  whose 
mind  is  stayed  on  Thee  because  he  trusteth  in  Thee." 
Things — we  must  learn  to  see  through  things  with  a  spiritual  insight. 
"Security — as  a  Christian  I  learn  in  worship  and  through  worship, 
I   must   grow.    I   must    not    sink    into    complacency    nor    be    paralyzed 

by  fear. 
Service — only  in  the  Church  of  Christ  can  we  take  away  those 
excuses  and  learn  to  keep  before  us  that  we  must  serve.  No  one 
is  making  me,  but  I  must  serve. 
Selfishness — the  urge  will  come  to  say,  'I  must  contribute.  I  must  con- 
tribute through  my  church  to  live.  There  is  little  time  left.  I  must 
grow,  I  must  contribute,  I  must  worship.'  The  church  is  designed  to 
demonstrate  and  ascertain  God's  plan  for  men  in  the  world.  Does  it 
do  it?  If  we  do  not  help,  it  will  not.  We  must  prepare  ourselves  a 
seat  of  thorns  to  keep  us  on  our  feet.  Our  thinking  is  done  on  three 
levels — sky  level,  street  level,  sewer  level.  Which  predominates  in 
in  your  life?  In  order  that  the  right  ones  will  predominate,  we 
must  worship.  When  you  and  I  as  women  who  work  are  Christian 
women  who  work,  let  us  work  w  ith  the  light  of  the  Son  of  God 
upon  us  so  that  the  followship  may  be  known  upon  the  earth." 
The  meeting  was  closed  with  the  benediction. 

On  Sunday  morning,  breakfast  was  served  at  8:30.  The  invocation 
was  given  by  Rev.  A.  S.  Parker,  pastor  of  Hay  Street  Church.  Mrs.  Lar- 
kin  presided  and  called  attention  to  a  letter  in  front  of  the  program  book- 
let written  by  Anne  Gould. 

After  the  singing  of  America,  Mrs.  Darden  Eure  P, resident  of  the 
New  Bern  District  WSCS,  spoke  on  "Remember  Calvary."  "Do  you  re- 
member Calvary?  Do  you  remember  that  Christ  died  for  you  and  for  me? 
Think  for  a  few  minutes  about  Palm  Sunday  and  Jesus'  triumphal  entry 
into  Jerusalem.  How  it  must  have  troubled  His  heart  when  He  smiled  at 
those  who  did  Him  honor  when  he  knew  in  a  few  days  those  same  ones 
would  cry  'Crucify  Him!'  We  say  had  we  been  there  we  surely  would 
have  stood  ground  for  Christ.  Would  we,  I  wonder?  Today  we  love  to  get 
rid  of  Christ  and  escape  His  demands  upon  us,  not  by  crucifying  Him,  but 
by  adoring  Him  and  making  of  Him  a  God  and  push  Him  away  in  haven 
far  from  our  every  day  life — anywhere  so  long  as  we  are  not  called  upon. 
We  put  Him  into  a  creed,  words  of  which  we  do  not  know  the  meaning. 
We  do  anything  except  face  Him  and  His  demands.  When  I  say  'Remem- 
ber Calvary'  it  is  in  a  monotone  and  has  no  ring,  but  it  should  have 
an  dthere  is  a  way  to  make  it  ring.  We  must  let  Jesus  be  what  He 
should  be  in  our.  lives. 

"Do  you  have  racial  prejudice  in  your  life?  We  must  rid  ourselves  of 
that  sort  of  thing  and  when  we  remember  Calvary,  we  will  rid  ourselves 
of  it.  We  have  tried  all  ways  to  solve  the  problems  that  vex  us  but 
one.  We  have  not  tried  His  way  and  His  saving  grace  among  all  nations. 
Will  I  remember  Calvary  when  I  hold  malice  in  my  heart  toward  my  fel- 
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low  man?  To  be  Christ's  disciples,  we  have  to  love  our  fellow  man  into 
walking  His  way  upon  the  earth.  As  we  leave  this  conference,  if  we  put 
these  things  in  our  mind  and  in  our  heart,  we  will  be  remembering 
Calvary  and  His  way  will  be  known  upon  the  earth.  That  is  my  prayer  for 
this  conference." 

Benediction. 

At  the  11:00  o'clock  service  on  Sunday  morning,  the  message  was 
brought  by  Bishop .  Newell  S.  Booth  of  Elizabethville,  Africa.  Bishop 
Booth  told  of  his  years  in  the  various  churches  in  Africa  and  said  that 
he  had  really  had  the  opportunity,  as  Wesley  did,  of  "seeing  the  world 
as  my  parish."  "When  I  realize  our  part  in  such  a  world-wide  brother- 
hood of  the  Christian  Church  I  wonder  if  I  am  a  worthy  member, 
whether  or  not  I  have  the  power  to  do  the  things  that  should  be  done  in 
the  church.  Then  I  remember  the  promise,  :Ye  shall  receive  power  after 
the  Holy  Spirit  has  come  upon  you  and  ye  shall  be  My  witnesses.  God's 
word  does  not  give  us  only  dreams  and  prophecies,  but  there  must 
be  a  dream  before  anything  is  done.  Vision  is  the  power  to  see  and  pro- 
phecy is  the  proclamation  of  the  pouring  out  of  the  will  of  God  by  peo- 
ple who  live  so  close  to  God  that  when  they  talk  about  His  will,  they  des- 
cribe   the   future." 

He  told  of  the  work  of  Linwood  and  Polly  Blackburn  and  John  Wesley 
Tabor  and  stated  that  the  year  before  the  year  of  stewardship  in  the  Meth- 
odist Church,  the  people  in  Angola  gave  three  times  as  much  as  the 
people  in  the  United  States  in  proportion  to  their  income.  During  the 
year  of  the  Crusade  on  Stewardship,  they  increased  their  giving  by 
100%.  They  want  and  need  help  for  their  schools  and  missionaries,  but 
they  support  their  pastors  themselves. 

"It  is  necessary  to  be  empty  of  self  and  self-interest,'  said  Bishop 
Booth  "before  we  can  be  filled  with  Spirit  of  God.  We  have  the  mes- 
sage of  life  that  is  given  to  us  as  a  Christian  people  to  carry.  There  are 
other  forces  in  the  world  today  who  are  carrying  their  message  with  all 
the  energy  they  have  and  they  are  carrying  it  straight  and  fast.  Is  the 
Christian  church  going  to  idle  along  when  we  have  the  message  of  life?" 

The  conference  was  closed  with  a  luncheon  meeting  in  the  High 
School  cafeteria  and  was  presided  over  by  Miss  Godfrey.  The  invocation 
was  given  by  Mrs.  Jack  Sloane. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  given  by  Mrs.  Bill  Adler. 

A  poem  expressing  the  Guild's  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Poe  and  her  assis- 
tants for  the  delicious  meals  served  at  the  conference,  was  read  by 
Mrs.  O.  C.  Harvey  and  Mrs.  Larkin  presented  Mrs.  Poe  with  a  small  token 
of  our  thanks.  There  were  remarks  of  thanks  and  appreciation  by  Mrs. 
Hood,  Mrs.  Cutchin,  Mrs.  Eure,  Mrs.  Hooker,  and  Miss  Dailey.  Miss 
Godfrey  expressed  the  pleasure  of  the  Fayetteville  District  at  being- 
able  to  entertain  thee  onference  this  year. 

The  conference  adjourned  at  2:00  p.m.  with  benediction  by  Mrs. 
Larkin.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  WOMANfS 
SOCIETY  OR  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

ARTICLE   I— NAME 

In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  auxiliary  to  the  Jurisdiction  Wom- 
an's Society  and  to  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE    II— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
shall  be  to  plan  and  direct  the  work  of  the  society  within  the  Conference 
in  accordance  with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE    III  — MEMBERSHIP   AND   OFFICERS 

The  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  auxiliary  delegates  from 
societies  in  the  local  church,  the  number  to  be  determined  by  each  Con- 
ference, according  to  its  requirements ;  such  District  officers  as  the  Con- 
ference Society  may  determine,  from  each  District;  all  chairmen  of  Con- 
ference standing  committees ;  any  officers  or  members  of  the  Woman's 
Division  or  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  residing  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Conference,  and  the  following  Conference  officers:  a  presi- 
dent, a  vice-president,  a  recording  secretary,  a  Promotion  secretary,  a 
treasurer,  a  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  a  secretary  of  Student 
Work,  a  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a  sec- 
retary of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  a  secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  a  secretary  of  Literature 
and  Publications,  a  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  a  secretary  of  Spiritual 
Life,  a  secretary  of  Status  of  Women,  a  secretary  of  Missionary  Person- 
nel, and  such  other  secretaries  of  lines  of  work  as  may  be  required. 

ARTICLE    IV— ANNUAL    MEETING 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  when  re- 
ports shall  be  received  from  the  Conference  officers  and  from  the  Dis- 
tricts. Officers  shall  be  elected,  the  necessary  business  transacted,  and 
pledges  made  for  the  year.  There  shall  be  a  program  of  inspiration  and 
information  in  harmony  with  the  plans  and  projects  of  the  Jurisdiction 
Woman's  Society  and  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE    V— ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  according  to  instructions  in  the 
Discipline,  shall  elect  the  women  for  Conference  representatives  to  the 
Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  2.  Three  women  shall  nominated  for  membership  on  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  Two  alternates  shall  be  nomi- 
nated to  provide  for  any  vacancies  among  the  regular  nominees. 

Section  3.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly,  delegates 
shall  be  elected  in  accordance  with  stated  membership. 
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ARTICLE    VI— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  re- 
cording secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the 
Annual  Meetings  of  the  Division. 


BY-LAWS   OF   THE   CONFERENCE   WOMAN'S   SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

ARTICLE   I— OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Con- 
ference Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. She  shall  actively  advance  all  the  interests  of  the  work.  She  shall 
sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all 
committees.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Jurisdiction  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Conference  Board  and  of  such  other 
co-operative  boards  and  committees  at  the  Discipline  may  provide. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president 
in  her  absence,  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  so- 
ciety. She  shall  be  responsible  for  assisting  in  promoting  plans  and  meth- 
ods for  the  use  and  development  of  the  monthly  program  materials  as 
related  to  the  duties  of  the  Program  Committee  in  the  local  Society.  She 
shall  cooperate  as  directed  by  the  vice-president  of  the  Jurisdiction  in 
the  promotion  of  the  programs  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women.  She  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Conference  Society 
may  require. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings 
of  the  Conference  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall 
keep  a  permanent  record  of  all  proceedings  and  send  a  copy  of  the  min- 
utes of  the  Executive  Committee  to  each  officer.  She  shall  present  all  re- 
ommendations  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  Conference  Society  and 
notify  all  committees  of  their  appointment.  She  shall  prepare  and  issue 
the  annual  report  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  4.  The  Promotion  secretary  shall  promote  the  total  program 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  In  co-operation  with  the 
District  secretaries  she  shall  provide  for  leadership  training;  she  shall 
supply  the  societies  with  information  concerning  the  work;  she  shall 
seek  to  organize  a  society  in  every  church  in  the  Conference.  In  co-opera- 
tion with  the  Jurisdiction  Promotion  secretary,  and  with  the  District 
Piomotion  secretaries,  she  shall  plan  the  itineraries  of  field  workers, 
missionaries  and  other  speakers.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treas- 
ury. Immediately  after  the  election  of  Conference  Society  officers,  she 
shall  send  a  list  of  the  officers  to  the  Promotion  secretary  of  the  Juris- 
diction and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the 
Joint  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and 
quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Promotion  secretary  of  the  Jurisdiction 
Society  and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the 
Joint  Division.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Finance,  of  the  Committee  on  Schools  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service, 
and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  Woman's  Division  funds  of 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  quarterly 
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or  monthly  from  the  treasurer  of  the  local  society,  or  from  District 
treasurers,  as  the  Conference  Society  may  direct.  She  shall  remit  such 
funds  without  division  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Conference 
Society.  She  shall  disburse  funds  upon  the  written  order  of  the  Confer- 
ence president  and  secretary  of  Organization  and  Promotion,  and  shall 
send  an  itemized  statement  of  all  finances  to  these  officers.  Her  books 
shall  be  submitted  annually  to  an  auditor.  She  shall  be  bonded  in  such 
sum  and  upon  such  conditions  as  the  Woman's  Division  may  determine. 

Section  6.  The  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall 
be  responsible  for  missionary  education  in  the  Conference  and  for  the 
promotion  of  study  courses  in  the  societies.  She  shall  provide  missionary 
information,  recommend  missionary  projects  and  develop  interest  in 
their  support.  She  shall  recommend  to  the  Conference  Society  the  study 
courses  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She 
shall  assist  in  planning  and  promoting  missionary  conferences  and 
schools  of  missions,  and  educational  conferences  and  seminars  sponsored 
by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Study  and  Action  and  through  this  committee  co-operate  with  the 
secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  study  and  action  plans  for 
the  Conference.  She  shall  co-operate  also  with  the  Conference  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  its  program  of  missionary  education 
and  with  interdenominational  agencies  engaged  in  missionary  education. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Ser- 
vice, and  to  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  of  the  Woman's  Sec- 
tion of  the  Joint  Division.  Where  advisable  this  work  may  be  promoted 
by  two  secretaries,  one  in  charge  of  missionary  education  and  one  in 
charge  of  special  missionary  projects. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Conference 
through  District  and  local  society  officers  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  guide  the  women  in  the  studies 
and  action  growing  out  of  the  findings  of  the  resource  committees  of  the 
Department  in  the  Division.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Conference 
Committee  on  Schools  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service.  She  shall 
co-operate  with  the  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  of  Missionary 
Education  and  Service  in  the  study  and  action  "plans  of  the  Conference. 
She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Conference  standing  Committee  on 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  co- 
operate with  other  organizations  of  the  church  and  with  other  agencies 
working  toward  similar  ends.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference 
Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  and  to  the  execu- 
tive secretary  of  the  Department. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee.  She  shall  promote  the 
work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  within  the  Conference,  shall  assist 
in  the  organization  of  new  units,  shall  receive  semi  annual  reports  from 
the  District  Guild  secretaries,  and  shall  report  semi-annually  to  the 
Conference,  Jurisdiction,  and  Division  Standing  Committees  of  the  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild.  She  shall  familiarize  herself  with  the  work  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  with  the  entire  program  of  the  Woman's  So- 
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ciety  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  attend,  as  far  as  possible,  District 
and  Conference  meetings  of  the  Guild,  represent  the  Guild,  and  present 
its  interests  at  the  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
in  the  Conference. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans  and 
program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to 
the  Conference  Woman's  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the 
Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Student  Work  and  to  the  secretary  of  Student 
Work  of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the  Joint  Division. 

She  shall  work  also  in  cooperation  with  the  State  (or  similar  region) 
Student  Council  of  the  Methodist  Student  Movement,  with  the  state 
director  and  student  chairmen  of  the  World  Christian  Community  and 
Christian  Social  Action  Committees,  and  wherever  possible  with  the 
Inter-Conference  Commission  on  Student  Work. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  promote  the  work  ac- 
cording to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Youth  Work  and  to  the  Division 
secretary. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the 
work  according  to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's 
Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarter- 
ly and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  to 
the  Division  secretary. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  distribution  of  literature  throughout  the  Conference 
and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  news  through  the  church  and 
secular  press.  She  shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  the  literature  of  the 
Woman's  Division,  including  the  program  materials,  and  report  con- 
cerning its  suitability  to  meet  Conference  needs.  She  shall  promote  the 
circulation  of  The  Methodist  Woman  throughout  the  Conference,  and 
in  cooperation  with  the  other  responsible  agencies  of  the  church  she 
shall  promote  the  circulation  of  World  Outlook  throughout  the  Confer- 
ence. She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly 
and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  be  responsible  for  pro- 
moting interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  the  ministers  of  The 
Methodist  Church  recommended  by  their  district  superintendents  and 
cleared  through  the  Committee  on  Supply  Work  of  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  promote  interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  institu- 
tions in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Wom- 
an's Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and 
quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Supply  Work. 

Section  14.  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  endeavor  to  quicken 
the  spiritual  life  of  Methodist  women.  Working  through  the  Standing 
Committee,  she  shall  seek  to  permeate  the  church  with  spiritual  power 
which  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  more  effective  Christian 
service.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Study  and 
Action.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarter- 
ly and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life. 

Section  15  The  secretary  of  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and 
in  other  lands.  This  study  shall  include  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and 
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the  questions  that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  She 
shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Status  of  Women. 
She  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society  for  the  pro- 
motion of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve  woman's  status  and 
enable  her  to  serve  effectively.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Confer- 
ence Society  and  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Status  of  Women,  as 
authorized  by  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society. 

Section  16.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel  shall  promote  the 
work  of  recruiting,  training  and  counseling  candidates  for  missionary 
and  deaconess  service,  within  the  Conference.  She  shall  be  responsible 
for  giving  information  to  District  and  local  groups  concerning  the  need 
for  workers,  requirements  for  missionary  and  deaconess  service,  edu- 
cational institutions  preferred  for  study,  scholarship  aids  available,  and 
literature  on  missionary  personnel.  She  shall  prepare  an  annual  report 
to  be  submitted  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel 
and  to  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension. 

ARTICLE    II— ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  elected  as  Conference  officers.  Conference  officers  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  society.  The  elections  shall  take 
place  annually,  biennially,  or  quadrennially,  as  the  Conference  may  de- 
termine. The  treasurer  of  the  Conference  shall  hold  office  not  to  exceed 
eight  years. 

Section  2.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Con- 
ference Society  shall  elect  from  three  to  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Society,  three  of  whom  shall  be  officers  of  the  Conference  Society. 

ARTICLE   III— EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Society  shall 
be  composed  of  its  officers,  all  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service  residing  within  the  Conference,  and  such  other  per- 
sons as  the  Conference  Society  may  determine.  A  majority  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum.  The  Division  shall  provide  the  expense  of  Division  mem- 
bers for  at  least  one  meeting  annually. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its  mem- 
bership an  administrative  committee  of  seven  who  shall  transact  neces- 
sary business  in  the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE    IV— FUNDS 

Section  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  2.  All  undirected  missionary  gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the 
office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis  agreed  upon 
by  the  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division  of  missionary  funds  by  the 
Conference  treasurer. 

Section  3.  Gifts  for  special  missionary  projects,  clearly  specified, 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Conference  treasurer,  who  shall  transmit  them  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division. 
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Section  4.  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships  and  Memorials 
are  a  part  of  regular  pledge  or  apportionments  and  may  not  be  directed 
by  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  5.  Each  Conference  Society  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  Confer- 
ence cultivation  and  expenses  and  for  such  Jurisdiction  cultivation  and 
expenses  as  are  not  provided  for  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  6.  The  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-denial  Offering  shall  be  ap- 
plied to  the  objects  designated  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

ARTICLE   V— STANDING   COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  provide  such  standing  com- 
mittees as  the  needs  may  require. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life 
whose  endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Methodist 
women  by  helping  them  to  deepen  their  prayer  life  and  to  increase  their 
sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving.  The  committee 
shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movements  of  the  times  and  by 
prayerful  research  develop  a  clearer  appreciation  of  the  meaning  of 
Christian  living;  it  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship,  informal  studies, 
and  the  use  of  the  Bible  and  other  devotional  materials.  The  committee 
shall  devise  definite  means  for  permeating  the  local  church  with  a  spirit- 
ual power  that  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to  more  active 
service. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities  which  may  include  the  Conference  Secre- 
tary of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  District 
Secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities, 
Gne  or  more  representatives  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  nominated  by 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Standing  Committee,  Department  mem- 
bers living  in  the  Conference,  and  Special  resource  peoples  co-opted 
as  needed.  This  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Confer- 
ence Society  concerning  the  work  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities  in  accord  with  the  lines  of  work  outlined  by 
the  Division  and  Jurisdiction. 

Section  4.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  shall  be  the 
co-ordinating  group  for  the  total  educational  and  promotional  program 
in  the  Conference  and  a  Committee  on  Schools  of  Missions  and  Christian 
Service  shall  be  set  up  with  the  chairman  elected  annually. 

This  Committee  on  Schools  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service  shall  be 
composed  of  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education,  Christian  Social 
Relations,  and  Local  Church  Activities,  Spiritual  Life  Promotion,  Wesley- 
an Service  Guild  Literature  and  Publications,  Home  Work,  Foreign 
Work,  the  vice-president  and  such  other  members  as  may  be  authorized 
by  the  Executive  Committee.  In  the  Conferences  where  there  is  a  Sum- 
mer School  for  girls  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  be  a  member 
of  this  committee. 

The  responsibility  for  formulating  and  effecting  the  plans  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  delegated  to  the  person  or  persons  charged  by  the  By-laws 
for  that  particular  phase  of  the  education  and  cultivation  program. 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  School  of  Missions  and  Christian 
Service  is  to  give  emphasis  to  the  world  mission  of  the  Christian  church 
through  an  integrated  program  of  missionary  education,  Christian  social 
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relations,  spiritual  life  cultivation  and  program  building,  and  to  train 
leadership  for  the  promotion  of  the  total  program  of  the  Woman's  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Study  and  Action, 
composed  of  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  of  Spiritual 
Life  and  a  representative  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  This  committee 
may  co-opt  such  other  members  as  may  be  needed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  make  recommendations  con- 
cerning the  use  of  approved  study  courses,  joint  study  courses,  and  co- 
operative courses.  It  may  recommend  also  other  studies  in  line  with  major 
needs.  This  committee  shall  develop  a  correlated  program  of  education 
and  action  for  the  year  which  shall  include  seminars,  workshops,  re- 
treats, and  any  other  educational  activities  and  make  recommendation 
concerning  the  same  to  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Finance.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Conference,  as 
chairman,  the  Promotion  secretary,  and  the  treasurers  of  the  District 
Society,  where  there  are  such  officers,  and  a  limited  number  of  other 
women  appointed  at  the  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society. 

This  committee  shall  meet  at  least  semi-annually,  and  on  call  of  the 
chairman. 

It  shall  study  the  strength  of  the  society  in  the  local  churches  and 
the  pledges  made;  become  informed  of  conference  income  and  disburse- 
ments, local  financial  possibilities  and  problems;  and  assist  by  counsel 
in  the  forming  of  the  Conference  pledge  and  budget. 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Status  of  Women. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  status  of  women  in 
the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and  in  other  lands. 
This  study  shall  include  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the  questions 
that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  The  committee  shall 
make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society  for  the  promotion  of 
such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve  her  status  and  enable  her  to  serve 
effectively. 

Section  8.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel, composed  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel, 
the  Conference  president,  the  Promotion  secretary  of  the  Conference,  the 
secretary  of  the  Weslyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  Student  Work, 
the  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  and  the  women  members  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Wom- 
an's Division  residing  within  the  Conference.  Others  with  experience  in 
personnel  work  may  be  co-opted.     . 

Tlils  committee  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  of  the  Woman's  Division.  It  shall  search  for  conse- 
crated young  women  of  training  and  experience  who  may  be  available 
for  Christian  service;  it  shall  interpret  the  standards  for  candidates  and 
the  types  of  service  needed;  it  shall  explain  to  prospective  candidates 
the  procedure  in  making  application  to  the  Board;  it  shall  recommend  to 
the  personnel  secretary  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel 
of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who  in  the  judgment  of  the 
committee  shall  be  considered  as  prospective  candidates;  it  shall  co-oper- 
ate in  making  plans  for  visitation  within  the  Conference  in  the  interest 
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of  personnel  work.  The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report  of  its 
activities  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of 
the  Woman's  Division. 

ARTICLE  VI— BY-LAWS 

The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  needs  of  the 
Conference  require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  CONFERENCE 
WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

I.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  one 
delegate  or  alternate  from  each  society,  one  delegate  or  alternate  from 
each  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  Conference  Executive  Committee 
chairman  of  Conference  Standing  Committees,  the  District  president  or 
her  alternate,  zone  leaders,  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  or  Juris- 
dictional Societies  living  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

II.  The  Conference  Society  shall  meet  annually  and  include  three 
days. 

III.  A  registration  fee  for  each  delegate,  the  amount  to  be  determined 
by  the  Conference  Program  Committee,  shall  be  sent  to  the  hostess  so- 
ciety ten  days  before  Conference;  the  fee  to  be  applied  on  meals. 

IV.  1.  The  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  biennially. 

2.  Offices  shall  be  divided  into  two  groups,  as  follows: 

Group  I — President,  Recording  Secretary,  Secretary  of  Supplies, 
Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Ac- 
tivities, Secretary  of  Student  Work,  Secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel,  Secretary  of 
Status  of  Women. 

Group  II — Vice  President,  Promotion  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Sec- 
retary of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Secretary  of  Youth 
Work,  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  Secretary  of  Children's  Work, 
Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild — for  confirmation. 

3.  The  term  of  each  officer  elected  shall  be  for  four  years,  except 
that  in  order  to  establish  a  system  of  rotation  in  elections, 
Group  II  shall  be  elected  in  1948  for  a  term  of  two  years  only. 

4.  Officers  shall  have  the  privilege  of  re-election  for  one  additional 
term  in  the  same  office.  One  year  or  less  of  an  unexpired  term 
not  be  considered  a  term. 

5.  Vacancies  occuring  in  Conference  offices  between  Annual  Meet- 
ings shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  president  upon  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Research  Committee. 

6.  The  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Secretary  shall  be 
elected  at  a  meeting  of  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 
Her  election  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  her  term  of  office  shall  con- 
form to  that  prevailing  in  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service. 
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7.  District  Secretaries  of  Promotion  shall  be  elected  by  the  Dis- 
tricts at  an  annual  meeting  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
District  Research  Committee.  Their  election  shall  be  confirmed 
by  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and 
their  term  of  office  shall  conform  to  that  prevailing  in  the 
Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

V.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers,  Dis- 
trict Secretaries  of  Promotion,  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the 
Advocate,  chairmen  of  Conference  Standing  Committees,  and  any  Juris- 
dictional officers  or  members  of  Board  of  Missions  living  in  the  North 
Carolina  Conference. 

VI.  There  shall  be  three  Executive  Board  meetings:  during  the  first 
quarter,  at  Conference,  and  in  the  fall. 

VII.  (a)  Scholarships  shall  be  granted  as  loans — to  be  cancelled  with- 
out payment  at  the  end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

(b)  For  each  scholarship  of  |300.00,  the  recipient  must  give  one 
year  of  service  to  mission  work,  or  repay  loan  without  interest. 

VIII.  The  Committee  on  By-laws  shall  be  composed  of  President,  Sec- 
retary of  Promotion,  Recording  Secretary,  and  one  member  from  the 
body. 


CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

ARTICLE   I— NAME 

There  may  be  a  District  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  auxi- 
liary to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE   II— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  District  Society  shall  be  to  unite  all  the  societies 
within  the  District  in  an  earnest  effort  for  the  promotion  of  the  Con- 
ference Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE    III  — MEMBERSHIPS 

All  members  of  Woman's  Societies  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local 
churches  of  a  District  shall  be  considered  members  of  the  District 
Society. 

ARTICLE    IV— DISTRICT   OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  District  Society  shall  be  a  president,  a  Promotion 
secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as  will  best 
develop  and  promote  the  interests  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  of  the  District.  Such  District  officers  as  the  Conference  Society 
may  determine  shall  be  members  of  the  Conference  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE    V— MEETINGS 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  District  Society,  when  re- 
ports shall  be  received  from  the  societies  in  the  District,  officers  elected, 
necessary  business  transacted,  pledges  made  by  the  societies,  and  a  pro- 
gram of  inspiration  and  information  given  along  the  lines  of  work  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
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ARTICLE  VI— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  re- 
cording secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Division. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  DISTRICT  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF 
CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

ARTICLE   I— OFFICERS 

Section  I.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  District 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  actively  advance  all  the  in- 
terests of  the  work  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall 
be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  committees.  She  may  perform  such  other 
duties  as  are  usual  to  a  presiding  officer.  She  may  be  a  member  of  the 
conference  executive  board. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  presi- 
dent in  her  absence  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the 
society.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  assisting  in  promoting  the  plans 
and  methods  for  use  and  development  of  the  monthly  program  materials 
as  related  to  the  duties  of  the  Program  Committee  in  the  local  society. 
She  shall  co-operate  as  directed  by  the  vice-president  of  the  Conference 
in  the  promotion  of  the  program  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women.  She  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  District  Society  may 
require. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings 
of  the  District  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  keep 
a  record  of  all  the  District  meetings  in  permanent  form  and  send  a  copy 
of  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  meetings  to  each  officer.  She 
shall  present  all  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the 
District  Society  and  notify  all  committees  of  their  appointment. 

Section  4.  The  Promotion  secretary  shall  conduct  correspondence  with 
the  societies  of  the  District  and  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  Conference 
Promotion  secretary.  She  shall  furnish  such  information  to  the  societies 
as  is  needed  for  the  promotion  of  their  work.  She  shall  organize  and  cul- 
tivate new  societies.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the  District  Society  and 
to  the  Conference  Society,  as  required.  She  shall  present  the  work  at 
District,  Conference  and  Institutes  as  called  for  by  the  District  Superin- 
tendent. She  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  Conference 
Promotion  Secretary.  She  shall  send  a  list  of  District  officers  to  the 
Conference  Promotion  secretary.  She  shall  sign,  with  the  president,  all 
orders  on  the  treasury.  She  may  be  a  member  of  the  conference  execu- 
tive board. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  Division  funds  of  the  Wom- 
an's Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  monthly  or  quarter- 
ly, from  the  treasurer  of  the  local  Society,  provided  the  Conference  So- 
ciety so  orders.  She  shall  remit  such  funds  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Con- 
ference Society.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society.  She 
shall  disburse  District  funds  upon  the  written  order  of  the  District  presi- 
dent and  the  Promotion  secretary,  and  shall  send  an  itemized  statement 
of  all  finances  to  these  officers.  Her  books  shall  be  submitted  to  an  audi- 
toi    annually. 
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Section  6  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall  be 
responsible  for  missionary  education  in  the  District  and  for  the  promotion 
of  study  courses  in  the  societies  under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference 
secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service.  She  shall  secure  the  co- 
operation of  the  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  of  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations and  Local  Church  Activities  in  co-ordinating  the  study  and  action 
plans  for  the  District.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society, 
and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Missionary 
Education  and  Service. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  District, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  guide  the  women  in  the 
studies  and  action  growing  out  of  the  findings  of  the  resource  com- 
mittees of  the  department  in  the  Division.  She  shall  cooperate  with  the 
secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  and  with  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation and  Service  in  the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  District.  She 
shall  co-operate  with  other  organizations  of  the  church  and  with  other 
agencies  working  toward  similar  ends.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the 
District  Society,  and  Quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary 
of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  distribution  of  literature  through  the  District.  She 
shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  literature  and  program  materials  of  the 
Woman's  Division  and  report  concerning  its  suitability  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  societies  in  the  District.  She  shall  promote  the  circulation 
and  use  of  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  throughout  the 
District.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly 
and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  promote 
the  work  of  the  Guild  in  the  District  under  the  leadership  of  the  Con- 
ference secretary,  and  assist  in  the  organization  of  new  units.  She  shall 
become  familiar  with  the  work  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  and 
of  the  Woman's  Division,  attend  the  meetings  of  the  District  Society 
and  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Guild.  She  shall  receive  reports 
from  the  local  Guilds  and  report  annually  and  semi-annually  to  the  Con- 
ference secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans 
and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division,  under  the  leadership 
of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Student  Work.  She  shall  report  annually 
to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference 
secretary  of  Student  Work. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  promote  the  work  ac- 
cording to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Youth  Work.  She 
shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually 
to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Youth  Work. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the  work 
according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  an- 
nually to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 
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Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  endeavor  to  quicken 
the  spiritual  life  of  Methodist  women  and  shall  seek  to  permeate  the 
church  with  spiritual  power  which  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration 
and  more  effective  Christian  service.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the 
secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  and  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  in  co-ordinating  the  study  and 
action  plans  of  the  District.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District 
Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of 
Spiritual  Life. 

Section  14.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  be  responsible  for 
promoting  interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  institutions  in 
home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  promote  interest  in  sending  needed  supplies  to  ministers  of 
The  Methodist  Church,  cleared  through  the  Committee  on  Supply  Work 
of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  So- 
ciety, and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Sup- 
ply Work. 

Section  15.  The  secretary  of  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation  and 
in  other  lands.  She  shall  promote  the  plans  and  program  recommended 
by  the  Conference  Society.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District 
society  and  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Status  of  Women,  as  authoriz- 
ed by  the  Conference  Woman's  Society. 

Section  16.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel  shall  create  an 
awareness  of  personnel  needs,  counsel  youth,  channel  names  of  prospec- 
tive candidates  to  the  Conference  secretary  and  work  through  the  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  Committee  of  the  local  church.  She  shall  work  in  co- 
operation with  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work  in  channeling  information 
and  material  to  the  local  church. 

ARTICLE    II— ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  District 
shall  be  elected  as  District  Officers.  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  2.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly,  a  delegate 
shall  be  elected  to  the  Assembly. 

ARTICLE   III— FUNDS 

Each  District  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  District  cultivation  and  expenses, 
according  to  its  needs. 

ARTICLE   IV— STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  District  Society  shall  provide  such  Standing  Com- 
mittees as  the  needs  may  require,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Conference 
Society. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  District  shall  be  composed 
of  the  officers  of  the  District  and  chairmen  of  such  standing  committees 
as  may  be  set  up.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  prior  to  the 
meeting  of  the  District  Society,  shall  consider  the  advance  plans  pro- 
jected by  the  Conference  Society  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
District  Society  for  carrying  forward  these  plans.  Vacancies  in  offices 
of  the  Society  or  chairmen  of  committees  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 
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ARTICLE  V— BY-LAWS 

The  District  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  needs  of  the 
District  require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  constitution  and 
by-laws  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 


CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF 
CHRISTIAN  SERVICE  IN  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH 

ARTICLE    I— NAME 

There  shall  be  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local 
church,  auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE    II— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  shall  be 
to  unite  all  the  women  of  the  church  in  Christian  living  and  service;  to 
help  develop  and  support  Christian  work  among  women  and  children 
around  the  world;  to  develop  the  spiritual  life;  to  study  the  needs  of  the 
world;  to  take  part  in  such  service  activities  as  will  strengthen  the 
local  church,  improve  civic,  community,  and  world  conditions.  To  this 
end  this  organization  shall  seek  to  enlist  women,  young  people,  and 
children  in  this  Christian  fellowship  and  to  secure  funds  for  the  activ- 
ities in  the  local  church  and  support  of  the  work  undertaken  at  home 
and  abroad  for  the  establishment  of  a  world  Christian  community. 

ARTICLE   III— MEMBERSHIP 

A  woman  may  become  a  member  of  this  society  by  giving  prayer,  ser- 
vice, and  an  annual  contribution  of  money  to  the  total  budget  through 
membership  offerings  or  dues,  pledges,  or  gifts.  She  shall  contribute  to 
educate  for,  and  promote  the  total  program  of  the  women  of  Methodism. 

ARTICLE    IV— FUNDS 

Section  1.  All  funds  from  whatsoever  source  raised  under  the  aus- 
pices of  this  society  belong  to  this  organization  and  shall  be  disbursed 
only  in  accord  with  its  constitution  and  by  its  order. 

Section  2.  The  total  budget  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Ser- 
vice in  the  local  church  shall  be  the  amounts  pledged  for  the  entire 
work  of  the  Woman's  Division,  cultivation  funds,  and  funds  for  com- 
munity service  and  local  church  activities. 

The  funds  to  be  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  shall 
be  remitted  through  the  regular  channels  of  finance:  from  the  treasurer 
of  the  society  in  the  local  church  to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer, 
on  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division 
of  funds  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  by  the  treasurer 
in  the  society  in  the  local  church. 

The  funds  for  community  service  and  local  church  activities  shall  be 
administered  by  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local 
church. 

Section  3.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  gifts  to  special  missionary 
projects    within    the    appropriations.    Gifts    for    special    missionary    pro- 
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jects  shall  be  sent  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  in  the  local  church  to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer.  The 
total  amount  of  such  gifts  shall  be  reported  and  transmitted  quarterly 
by  the  Conference  treasurer  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  Thank  offerings,  Christmas  offerings,  and  Lenten  offerings 
may  be  used  as  methods  of  raising  the  total  budget  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church. 

Section  5.  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  make  an 
annual  pledge  to  the  total  budget  adopted  by  the  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian   Service. 

Section  6.  Each  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  include 
in  its  budget  a  definite  amount  for  a  cultivation  fund. 

ARTICLE    V— OFFICERS    AND    ELECTIONS 

The  officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  president,  one  or  more  vice- 
presidents,  a  recording  secretary,  a  Promotion  secretary,  a  treasurer,  a 
secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  a  secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  a  secretary  of  Student 
Work,  a  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a  sec- 
retary of  Literature  and  Publications,  a  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  a  sec- 
retary of  Status  of  Women,  and  such  other  officers  in  charge  of  lines  of 
work  as  may  be  required. 

These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society. 

ARTICLE  VI— MEETINGS 

The  society  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  a  month  for  the 
transaction  of  its  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work. 

ARTICLE   VII— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  re- 
cording secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Division. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN 
SERVICE  IN  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH 

ARTICLE  I— MEETINGS 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  one  or  more  regular  meetings  of  the  Wom- 
an's Society  of  Christian  Service  during  a  month.  There  shall  be  an  an- 
nual meeting  for  the  receiving  of  annual  reports  and  the  election  and 
installation  of  officers.  It  shall  be  held  prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year.  Adequate  time  shall  be  given  in  the  meeting  for  education  in  and 
successful  promotion  of  the  vast  interests  committed  to  Methodist  wom- 
en. The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  consecra- 
tion and  the  consideration  of  the  plans,  programs,  and  financial  pledges 
for  the  year.  Where  expedient,  the  society  may  organize  circles,  repre- 
senting the  entire  program  of  the  society.  Circles,  if  organized,  shall 
meet  once  a  month  as  the  whole  society  for  an  inclusive  presentation  of 
the  plans  and  program  of  the  society.  Membership  in  circles  shall  be  re- 
volving subject  to  entire  change  of  personnel  at  the  time  of  the  annual 
meeting.  .......... 
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Section  2.  The  order  of  business  shall  include  worship;  reports  of 
general  officers,  of  officers  in  charge  of  the  various  lines  of  work,  and  of 
chairmen  of  standing  committees;  and  a  program  presenting  the 
total  work  of  the  society  as  provided  by  the  education  and  cultivation 
agencies  of  the  Division. 

Section  3.  A  special  meeting  of  the  society  may  be  called  by  the  presi- 
dent with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  At  such  special 
meetings  no  business  shall  be  transacted  except  that  for  which  the  meet- 
is  called. 

Section  4.  The  president  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  consider  business  of  importance. 

ARTICLE  II— NOMINATIONS  AND   ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  The  society  may  elect,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  from 
three  to  seven  members  who  shall  serve  as  a  nominating  committee  to 
present  nominations  of  all  officers  and  chairmen  of  standing  committees 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Section  2.  Nominations  and  elections  may  be  by  acclamation  or  by 
ballot.  The  consent  of  nominees  shal  be  secured  before  presenting  names. 

Section  3.  A  majority  vote  is  sufficient  for  election.  Those  elected 
shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Section  4.  No  officer  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four 
consecutive  years  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  treasurer,  who  may 
serve  eight  years. 

ARTICLE   III  — DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  society 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  actively  advance  all  phases 
cf  the  work  of  the  society.  She  shall  promote  close  co-operation  between 
the  society  and  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  the  local 
church  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  election  by  the  society  of  two 
representatives  to  membership  on  that  Board.  She  shall  officially  repre- 
sent the  society  at  all  meetings  except  where  delegates  are  elected  by 
the  society.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  committees  except 
the  Nominating  Committee  and  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She 
shall  be  a  member  of  The  Methodist  Church,  thus  qualifying  for  mem- 
bership on  the  Official  Board  and  of  the  Quarterly  Conference. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  interests 
of  the  society  and  in  the  absence  of  the  president  shall  assume  the  duties 
of  that  office.  She  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 
She  shall  promote  the  program  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women  as  directed  by  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all 
meetings  of  the  society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  sign, 
with  the  president,  all  official  papers.  She  shall  report  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  society,  and  in  co-operation  with 
the  Publicity  Committee  see  that  all  meetings  are  properly  announced. 
She  shall  be  custodian  of  all  official  papers  and  records.  She  shall  con- 
duct the  correspondence  of  the  Society  not  otherwise  cared  for. 

Section  4.  The  Promotion  secretary  shall  assist  the  president  in  ac- 
tively advancing  all  phases  of  the  work  of  the  Society.  She  shall  report 
to  the  Society  at  least  quarterly  on  the  attainment  of  the  Goals  set  by 
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the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  secure  and  for- 
ward quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  Promotion  secretary  of  the 
District  or  Conference  with  such  added  information  as  will  keep  that 
officer  informed  regarding  the  Society.  She  shall  send  a  list  of  newly 
elected  officers  of  the  Society  to  the  District  or  Conference  officers  im- 
mediately following  the  election  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 
She  shall  conduct  such  correspondence  as  the  Society  directs. 

Section  5.  The  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
shall  send  all  funds,  except  those  designated  for  community  service  and 
local  church  activities,  to  the.  Conference  Society  treasurer,  unless  the 
Conference  authorizes  District  treasurers  to  receive  such  funds.  She  shall 
make  itemized  monthly  and  annual  reports  to  the  society  and  provide 
copies  of  all  reports  for  the  corresponding  secretary  for  inclusion  in  her 
quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  District  or  Conference  officers.  She 
shall  accept  funds  turned  over  to  her  by  the  local  unit  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  and  send  them  to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer, 
clearly  marked  as  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  funds.  She  shall  remit  month- 
ly or  quarterly  to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer.  She  shall  send  to 
the  Conference  treasurer  an  annual  itemized  statement  of  all  missionary 
and  local  funds  passed  by  the  Auditing  Committee  of  the  local  church. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall 
promote  study  groups,  provide  missionary  information,  keep  in  touch 
with  connectional  agencies  and  missionaries  and  deaconesses,  make  rec- 
ommendations for  missionary  projects,  and  seek  to  develop  the  interest 
of  the  membership  in  their  support.  As  a  member  of  the  Program  Com- 
mittee she  shall  work  with  the  committee  in  formulating  the  study  plans 
of  the  society.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the  society  and 
shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District 
or  Conference  officers. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  direct  and  promote  the  work  of  the  society  in 
community  service,  guide  special  studies  of  community  and  world  con- 
ditions, plan  and  guide  fellowship  activities,  recommend  to  the  local 
society  studies  and  action  relating  to  social  issues,  initiate  and  guide 
plans  for  fellowship  activities,  and  plan  and  supervise  service  activities, 
approved  by  the  Society  in  accord  with  the  policy  of  the  Woman's  Divi- 
sion. She  shall  encourage  the  membership  to  co-operate  in  and  support  the 
total  program  of  the  local  church  to  the  end  that  the  church  may  achieve 
a  high  degree  of  effective  Christian  influence  and  power.  The  Society 
shall  appoint  a  committee  or  committees,  to  assist  the  secretary  in  de- 
veloping this  total  program,  allocating  special  responsibilities  as  needs 
arise.  The  secretary  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Program  Committee  and 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Society.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work 
to  the  Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  cor- 
responding District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans  and 
program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  Her 
responsibility  shall  be  for  all  college  students  of  her  church  whether  at 
home  or  away  from  home. 

The  secretary  of  Student  Work  in  the  church  nearest  the  campus 
shall  assist  in  the  program  of  student  religious  life.  She  shall  work  in 
co-operation  with  the  pastor-director  of  Student  Work,  or  with  the  direc- 
tor of  religious  life  on  the  campus.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Cam- 
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pus  Church  Relations  Committee  of  the  local  church.  She  shall  co-operate 
especially  with  the  local  student  council  commission  on  the  World 
Christian  Community.  She  shall  interest  the  Woman's  Society  in  offering 
Christian  hospitality  to  students  from  other  lands.  She  shall  make  re- 
ports of  the  Student  Work  to  the  Woman's  Society  and  shall  send 
quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  District  and  Conference  secretaries 
of  Student  Work. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  co-operate  in  the  total 
program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony  with 
the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  and  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the 
Youth  Work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports 
to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  cooperate  in  the 
total  program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony 
with  the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  and  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports 
of  the  Children's  Work  to  the  Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  an- 
nual reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Program  Committee  and  shall  make  a  careful  study  of 
all  literature,  including  the  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division 
and  shall  report  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publi- 
cations concerning  their  use  by  the  local  society  and  their  suitability  to 
its  needs.  She  shall  also  be  responsible  for  the  circulation  of  World  Out- 
look and  The  Methodist  Woman  through  the  local  church.  She  shall,  in, 
co-operation  with  some  person  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  in  the  local  church,  and  with  the  assistance  of  a  joint 
committee,  make  a  canvass  of  the  entire  membership,  securing  sub- 
scriptions and  renewals.  A  particular  responsibility  shall  be  to  present 
both  of  these  magazines  to  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service.  She  shall  make  reports  of  this  work  to  the  society 
and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  Dis- 
trict or  Conference  officers. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  direct  the  sending  of 
needed  supplies  to  ministers  of  The  Methodist  Church  recommended  by 
their  district  superintendents  and  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign 
fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make 
reports  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to 
the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  seek  to  quicken  the 
spiritual  life  of  all  the  women  of  the  church  and  to  increase  their  sense 
of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving.  She  shall  serve  as  chair- 
man of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Pro- 
gram Committee  and  the  Committee  on  Study  and  Action  of  the  society. 
She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarter- 
ly reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  14.  The  secretary  of  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation  and 
in  other  lands.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Status 
of  Women.  She  shall  promote  the  plans  and  programs  recommended  by 
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the  Conference  Society.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the  society  and  shall 
send  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officer  as  auth- 
orized by  the  Conference  Woman's  Society. 

ARTICLE    IV— STANDING   COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  society  shall  set  up  such  standing  committees  as  the 
needs  of  the  work  shall  require. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  offi- 
cers, the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  the  secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  the  president 
and  the  treasurer  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  Student 
Work,  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work, 
the  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  the  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions, the  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  the  chairman  of  standing  com- 
mittees and  of  circles.  The  committee  shall  meet  once  a  month  prior  to 
the  business  meeting  of  the  society.  It  shall  consider  all  plans  and  pro- 
jects and  submit  its  recommendations  to  the  society  for  action.  Ad 
interim  vacancies  in  offices  or  in  chairmen  shall  be  filled  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

Section  3.  The  Spiritual  Life  Committee  shall  give  particular  attention 
to  the  growth  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  members  of  the  society  and  of 
the  church  by  seeking  to  deepen  the  prayer  life  and  to  increase  the  sense 
of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  Christian  Stewardship.  The 
committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  informal  studies 
recommended  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  of  the  Con- 
ference Society  and  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities  in  the  local  society.  This  committee  shall 
meet  regularly  and  study  the  special  needs  of  the  church  and  community, 
and  social  issues  of  concern  to  Christians.  The  committee  shall  bring  re- 
ports and  recommendations  to  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Wom- 
an's Society  of  Christian  Service.  Special  subcommittees  may  be  appoint- 
ed  as  need  arises. 

Section  5.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  vice-president 
of  the  society,  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation and  Service,  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activi- 
ties, of  Literature  and  Publications,  and  of  Spiritual  Life.  Additional 
members  may  be  elected  or  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  if  the 
society  so  desires. 

This  committee  shall  plan  and  supervise  the  programs  for  regular 
monthly  and  other  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Ser- 
vice and  shall  consider  all  plans  and  make  recommendations  for  the 
study  and  action  program  of  the  Woman's  Society. 

Section  6.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  president,  the 
treasurer  who  shall  be  chairman,  and  members  chosen  to  represent  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service  and  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  consider  the  total 
budget  of  the  society.  This  budget  shall  include  the  amounts  to  be  sent 
to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer,  and  the  amounts  to  be  expended 
locally.  Officers  and  committees  of  the  society  shall  present  all  anticipat- 
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ed  needs  for  funds  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  for  consideration  in  making  the  budget  to  be  recom- 
mended to  the  society  for  adoption. 

The  committee   shall   recommend  the  total  budget  to  the   society  for 
its  approval  and  adoption. 

Requests  for  funds  not  included  in  the  budget  adopted  shall  be  refer- 
red by  the  society  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  study  in  relation  to 
the  total  financial  responsibility  of  the  society.  Such  requests  shall  be 
acted  upon  by  the  society. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  also  be  responsible  for  recommendations 
and  plans  approved  by  the  society  for  securing  all  funds  to  be  spent 
locally  or  channeled  to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer. 

Section  7.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  plan  frequent  surveys  of 
the  women  of  the  community,  in  an  endeavor  to  secure  members  for  the 
church  and  for  the  society.  The  committee  shall  strive  to  establish  such 
relationships  with  new  members  as  will  enlist  their  eager  and  active  par- 
ticipation in  the  total  program  of  the  church  and  of  the  society.  The 
committee  shall  make  use  of  opportunities  to  further  the  interests  of 
woman's  work  in  neighboring  churches  where  no  organizations  have  here- 
tofore  existed. 

Section  8.  The  Fellowship  Committee  shall  promote  the  social  life 
of  the  society  and  the  church  and  help  create  an  atmosphere  of  warmth 
and  friendliness.  The  committee  shall  make  plans  for  social  functions 
or  special  efforts  sponsored  by  the  society  or  requested  by  the  official 
board. 

Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state  and  the  nation, 
and  in  other  lands,  including  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the  ques- 
tions that*  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  This  committee 
shall  make  recommendations  to  the  society  for  the  promotion  of  such 
lines  of  activity  as  will  improve  woman's  status  and  enable  her  to  serve 
effectively. 

Section  10.  The  Publicity  and  Printing  Committee  shall  send  to  the 
church  bulletin  and  newspapers  all  notices  and  reports  of  meetings  of 
the  society  and  shall  collect  clippings  and  letters  of  interest  relating  to 
society  meetings,  programs,  and  social  functions.  It  shall  have  charge  of 
printing  and  stationery. 

Section  11.  The  Missionary  Personnel  Committee  in  the  local  church 
shall  be  composed  of  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work  who  shall  be  desig- 
nated as  chairman,  the  secretary  of  Student  Work,  secretary  of  the  Wes- 
leyan  Service  Guild,  the  president,  and  the  local  pastor.  It  shall  create 
an  interest  in  the  need  for  missionaries  and  deaconesses  and  present  in- 
formation  concerning   qualifications   and   procedures.

QUADRENNIAL  ADVANCE 

1.  Every  Methodist  woman  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  which  membership   includes  the   Wesleyan  Service   Guild. 

2.  Every  Methodist  woman  studying,  giving,  building,  and  fraying  for  a  world 
Christian   community. 

3.  One  thousand  new  missionaries,  deaconesses,  and  other  full-time  Christian 
workers  to  help  meet  the  needs  of  the  world. 

4.  For  the  first  year,  increased  giving  of  33x/&%  to  the  work  of  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service  for  appropriations.  For  the  second  year  of  the 
quadrennium  (June  /,  1949-May  31,  1950),  reach  and  maintain  as  a  minimum 
goal  the  331/a%  Advance  in  giving  set  for  the  first  year.  For  the  third  year 
of  the  quadrennium,  increased-  giving  for  appropriations  of  15%  over  the 
second  year's  giving.  For  the  fourth  year  of  the  quadrennium,  increased  giving 
for  appropriations  of  an  additional   15%   over  the  third  year's  giving. 

To  interpret  and  make  concrete  the  four  objectives,  these  are 
the  suggested  ways  of  Advance: 

1.  An  increase  during  the  quadrennium  of  1,000,000  members 
in  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  which  membership 
includes  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  This  means  an  increase  of 
250,000  each  year.  If  every  member  wins  one  member  we  shall 
reach  the  goal. 

2.  This  goal  may  be  interpreted  to  include  the  following  em- 
phases :  regular  programs  and  studies  in  every  local  Woman 's 
Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  on  the  imperative  needs  and 
crucial  opportunities  in  the  world  today;  every  local  Woman's 
Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  working  to  build  Christian 
community  relations  at  home  and  around  the  world ;  a  33  1/3  per 
cent  annual  increase  in  subscriptions  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and 
World  Outlook;  adequate  leadership  for  the  missionary  education 
of  children,  youth,  and  students;  undergirding  the  total  program 
with  plans  for  spiritual  growth  in  personal  religious  living  and 
disciplines  that  find  expression  through  increased  service  and  giving 
to  meet  today's  responsibilities  and  opportunities. 

3.  Recruiting  an  everage  of  ten  new  missionaries  and  deaconesses 
in  each  conference  during  the  quadrennium  will  meet  the  objective. 

4.  The  Advance  Goal  for  the  first  two  years  of  the  quadren- 
nium is  an  increase  of  33  1/3  per  cent  over  the  giving  for  1947. 
Those  societies  and  Guilds  which  have  achieved  their  33  1/3  per 
cent  increase  in  giving  the  first  year  may  voluntarily  increase  their 
giving  the  second  year,  while  those  societies  and  guilds  which  have 
not  brought  their  giving  up  to  the  33  1/3  per  cent  increase  should 
be  able  to  do  so  by  the  end  of  the  second  year,  May  31,  1950. 

With  the  increase  of  15  per  cent  in  giving  for  each  of  the  last 
two  years  of  the  quadrennium,  giving  on  appropriations  should 
reach  a  total  of  $8,000,000  for  the  fourth  year  by  May  31,  1952. 

Even  this  will  not  be  adequate  to  meet  the  imperative  needs  at 
home  and  abroad.  Hence,  additional  funds  to  meet  these  needs 
should  be  made  available  during  the  quadrennium  through  gifts 
for  supply  work,  giving  for  projects  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  and 
Self-Denial,  and  through  supplementary  gifts,  including  Larger 
Gifts.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS 


March  17,  1948— Goldsboro 

The  old  and  new  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  met  in  called 
session  immediately  following  the  Wednesday  afternoon  session 
of  the  Eighth  Annual  Conference  held  in  Goldsboro,  N.  C,  March 
16-18.  1948. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  the  new  president,  presided.  She  explained 
that  "our  services  are  our  contribution  to  the  Master's  work." 
However,  4c  per  mile  will  be  allowed  conference  officers  for  car 
expense.  Each  officer  should  keep  an  expense  account  and  send 
same  promptly  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  to  Mrs.  H.  0.  Lineberger, 
Secretary  of  Promotion,  1104  Cowper  Drive,  Raleigh.  Mrs.  Cutchin 
instructed  that  when  a  conference  officer  channels  her  letters 
through  the  district  officer,  the  expenses  should  be  reported  by 
the  conference  officer.  She  also  suggested  that  any  conference 
officer  holding  a  district  office  resign  from  the  district  office. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  announced  that  the  North  Carolina  School  of 
Christian  Service  will  be  held  again  this  year  at  Pfeiffer  Junior 
College,  Misenheimer,  N.  C,  and  that  anyone  registering  for  both 
the  Spiritual  Life  Retreat  and  the  School  of  Missions  would  be 
charged  only  $1.50  registration  fee.  Departmental  workshops  will 
be  conducted  and  Mrs.  Cutchin  recpiested  the  old  officers  to  attend 
and  to  assist  the  new  officers.  Attendance  upon  the  School  of 
Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska  was  also  stressed  and  it  was  announced 
that  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  would  be  subsidized 
by  the  Division;  and  the  President,  Recording  Secretary  and  Sec- 
retary of  Spiritual  Life  would  be  subsidized  by  the  Jurisdiction, 
to  attend  the  Junaluska  School  of  Missions.  Mrs.  Fouts,  Jurisdic- 
tional Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  was  present  and  told  of  other 
officers  to  be  subsidized  in  1949.  Mrs.  Cutchin  instructed  that  each 
officer  make  her  own  reservations  for  either  of  these  schools,  and 
Mrs.  Hood  distributed  reservation  blanks  and  enrollment  cards 
for  the  Junaluska  school.  Mrs.  Cutchin  asked  Conference  Sec- 
retaries to  include  in  their  quarterly  letters  a  strong  appeal  to 
the  local  Study  and  Action  Committee  to  attend  the  Misenheimer 
School. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  moved  that  the  conference  send  the  president  to 
the  September  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  Mrs.  Hood  pre- 
sided at  this  point  and  the  motion  was  carried. 

Mrs.  Hood  expressed  some  personal  sentiments  for  her  friend- 
ships and  services  with  the  Executive  Board  for  the  past  sixteen 
years. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  distributed  leaflets  from  the  North  Carolina 
World  Peace  Forum  and  quoting  Miss  Mabel  Head  said,  "We  must 
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promote  Peace  as  we  promoted  War."  The  meeting  adjourned  in- 
formally. 

September  29-30,   1948— Raleigh 

The  fall  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  was 
called  to  order  by  the  president,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  at  3  :00  p.m., 
Wednesday,  September  29,  in  the  Burwell  Cottage,  Methodist 
Orphanage,  Raleigh. 

Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  led  the  de- 
votional period,  using  as  her  theme  the  words  of  Jesus  to  Simon 
Peter,  "Lovest  Thou  Me?" 

Mrs.  Cutchin  spoke  words  of  greeting  to  those  present  and  in- 
troduced the  new  members :  Mrs.  C.  H.  Walston,  secretary  of 
Supply  Work;  Mrs.  M.  W.  Warren,  secretary  of  Children's  Work; 
and  Mrs.  C.  D.  Barclift,  Recording  secretary.  The  presence  of 
Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  vice-president  of  the  Division;  Mrs.  D.  L. 
Fouts,  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  Southeastern  Jurisdiction ;  Mrs. 
Gurney  P.  Hood,  immediate  past  president-;  and  Miss  Elizabeth 
Lamb,  former  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  was  duly  recognized. 
The  absence  of  Mrs.  J.  M.  Jerome,  secretary  of  Christian  Social 
Relations;  Mrs.  J.  T.  Doughtie,  Promotion  secretary,  Wilmington 
District ;  and  Mrs.  George  Jackson,  Promotion  secretary,  Elizabeth 
City  District,  was  noted  with  regret.  Both  Mrs.  Doughtie  and 
Mrs.  Jackson  were  absent  because  of  illness  and  death  in  immediate 
families.  The  secretary  was  requested  to  send  a  night  letter  of  love 
and  sympathy  to  them. 

Mrs.  Hood  told  of  sending  the  $50  given  by  Miss  Mary  E. 
Steed,  Rt.  2,  Henderson,  to  Miss  Susie  Mayes,  Laura  Haygood 
Normal  School,  Soochow,  Kiangsu,  China. 

The  president  appointed  the  following  program  committee  for 
the  1949  Conference  to  be  held  in  Burlington,  March  22-24:  Mrs. 
H.  0.  Lineberger,  Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass,  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  Mrs. 
L.  C.  Larkin,  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  Mrs.  Edd  C.  Thomas  and  Mrs. 
Nathan  Long. 

Mrs.  H.  0.  Lineberger,  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  Mrs.  S.  S.  Holt, 
Mrs.  George  Jackson,  Mrs.  J.  T.  Doughtie  and  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin 
were  named  as  the  Committee  on  Adjustments  to  bring  in  a  report 
at  the  January  committee  meeting. 

Several  who  attended  the  Pfeiffer  School  of  Missions  were  given 
an  opportunity  to  express  their  evaluation.  All  spoke  favorably 
and  agreed  that  it  should  be  a  continuing  project.  Present  plans 
are  for  the  1949  school  to  open  Monday,  May  29,  and  close  the 
following  Friday,  with  the  Spiritual  Life  Retreat  and  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  Conference  to  follow,  if  desired. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  announced  the  following  eight  conference  officers 
would  be  subsidized  to  attend  the  1949  Junaluska  School  of  Mis- 
sions; secretary  of  Youth  Work,  secretary  of  Children's  Work, 
Promotion  secretary,   vice-president,   and  the   Study   and   Action 
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Committee.  A  discussion  followed  as  to  which  conference  officers 
should  attend  Pfeiffer  School  and  Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass,  Mrs.  F.  B. 
McKinne  and  Mrs.  H.  A.  Davis  were  named  as  a  committee  to 
bring  suggestions  to  the  next  meeting. 

October  3  being  Miss  Mary  Gardner's  birthday,  all  were  re- 
quested to  send  cards.  It  was  later  suggested  that  donations  be 
received  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  present.  The  amount 
donated  was  $10.  Miss  Lamb  and  Mrs.  Hood  brought  greetings 
from  Miss  Gardner. 

Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service,  reported,  noting  some  increases  and  listing  some  weaknesses 
in  her  department.  She  expressed  appreciation  for  the  large 
number  of  women  who  assisted  in  the  seminars,  stating,  that  as 
far  as  she  knew,  no  one  who  was  asked  to  participate  refused.  A 
flow  of  words  of  praise  for  the  seminars  followed  and  it  was  agreed 
that  due  in  large  measure  to  the  well  laid  foundations  by  Mrs. 
B.  F.  Boone,  our  work  in  missionary  education  is  continuing  to 
grow.  On  motion  by  Mrs.  Edens,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Chadwick, 
the  secretary  was  asked  to  write  Mrs.  Boone  a  letter  of  affectionate 
greeting,  assuring  her  of  the  committee's  abiding  appreciation  for 
the  contributions  she  made  to  the  cause. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Mrs.  Edens  that  all  conference  officers  be 
placed  on  somebody's  mailing  list,  a  lengthy  discussion  followed 
as  to  the  importance  of  training  the  district  officers  and  of  con- 
ference officers  becoming  informed  in  all  departments.  District 
officers  were  asked  to  place  all  conference  officers  residing  in  their 
district  on  their  mailing  list. 

Mrs.  A.  D.  Craig,  Wilmington  District  president,  gave  a  report 
of  the  School  of  Missions  held  in  her  district  during  the  summer 
at  Harbor  Island.  Around  ninety  women  attended,  thirty  of  them 
studying  for  credit.  Mrs.  Cutchin  and  Mrs.  Hillman  said  as  far  as 
they  knew  it  was  the  only  district  school  of  missions  in  the  South- 
eastern Jurisdiction. 

Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland,  Editor,  Woman's  Page,  N.  C.  Christian 
Advocate,  reported,  requesting  that  news  be  sent  to  her  while  it 
is  still  news,  as  her  material  has  to  be  mailed  ten  days  in  advance 
of  publication.  She  was  given  a  vote  of  thanks  for  the  splendid 
page. 

All  officers  were  requested  to  mail  their  expense  accounts  to 
Mrs.  Lineberger  by  the  20th  of  the  closing  month  of  the  quarter. 

The  president  urged  all  Society  members,  as  loyal  Methodist 
women,  to  cooperate  whole-heartedly  with  the  pastor  and  others 
responsible  for  raising  funds  for  Camp  Don-Lee.  She  instructed 
those  who  visited  Camp  Don-Lee  on  August  10,  at  the  invitation  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  to  include  cost  of  trip  in  their  expense 
account  if  they  accepted  the  invitation  as  a  conference  duty. 
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7:30  p.m. 

Miss  Lamb  opened  the  evening  session  with  prayer. 

A  message  from  Mrs.  B.  F.  Boone,  which  was  a  prayer  by  Bish- 
op Cnshman  paraphrased  to  fit  the  committee,  was  read. 

The  secretary  read  a  report  from  the  treasurer  of  Pfeiffer  School 
showing  a  balance  of  $14.62. 

Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne  brought  the  following  recommendations 
from  the  Administrative  and  Finance  Committees  which  met  earlier 
in  the  day : 

1.  That  the  amount  allowed  for  mileage  be  increased  from  4c  to 
5c. 

2.  That  one-third  of  the  cost  of  a  substitute  worker  for  Miss 
Mamiej  Chandler  at  the  Greenville  Student  Center  until 
November  1,  be  assumed  by  the  Conference.  (One-third  to  be 
paid  by  Miss  Chandler  and  the  other  third  by  the  Greenville 
church) . 

3.  That  $25  or  $30  per  year  be  given  for  the  purpose  of  establish- 
ing the  Cora  Ratliff  Scholarship  Fund  at  Scarritt  College. 

4.  That  the  $25  dues  be  paid  to  the  Legislative  Council. 

5.  That  $25  be  sent  to  the  Southern  Regional  Council. 

6.  That  $50  be  contributed  to  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches. 

7.  That  the  Conference  bear  the  expense  of  the  president's  room 
and  board  at  the  Foreign  Missions  Conference  meeting  in 
Columbus,  Ohio,  next  month.  Travel  expenses  will  be  paid 
by  the  Division,  she  being  a  delegate  to  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions meeting  immediately  preceding  the  Foreign  Missions 
Conference. 

On  motion  by  Mrs.  Chadwick,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Edens,  these 
recommendations  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  told  of  the  N.  C.  College  Foundation,  Inc.,  which 
has  been  set  up  by  the  Western  North  Carolina  and  the  North  Car- 
olina Conferences.  As  requested,  names  had  been  secured  for  con- 
firmation by  the  committee ;  said  names  to  be  nominated  at  the 
approaching  session  of  the  annual  conference.  Mrs.  Borland  moved 
that  the  names  of  the  five  women  from  each  of  the  seven  districts 
be  confirmed.  Mrs.  Glass  seconded.  Carried.  Following  are  the 
names  submitted  and  confirmed :  Durham — Mrs.  H.  H.  Brown, 
Hillsboro ;  Miss  Claudia  Camay,  Roxboro ;  Mrs.  Charles  A.  Gates, 
Rt,  1,  Graham;  Mrs.  A.  K.  Umstead,  113  W.  Markham  Ave.,  Dur- 
ham; Mrs.  J.  Frank  Houser,  Pittsboro.

The  name  of  Miss  Ida  M.  Collie,  a  graduate  of  Dorothy  Dix 
School  of  Nursing,  and  a  member  of  Trinity  Church,  Raleigh, 
was  presented  as  a  candidate  already  accepted  by  the  Division  for 
service  in  China.  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  moved  that  her  full  support  be 
accepted  by  the  conference.   Mrs.  Cliadwick  seconded.    Carried. 

Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass,  vice-president,  reported,  telling  about  the  dis- 
cussion's on  program  building  at  the  seminars. 

Mrs.  Fred  L.  Johnson,  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications, 
reported.  She  called  attention  to  the  books  needed  for  the  library 
in  Lambeth  Hall,  Lake  Junaluska. 

The  secretary  was  requested  to  write  to  Mrs.  S.  S.  Holt,  Chair- 
man Historical  Committee,  and  Mrs.  L.  A.  Watts,  Chairman  Re- 
search Committee,  who  were  absent.  Also,  to  Mrs.  S.  A.  Maxwell, 
former  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

The  evening  session  was  closed  with  a  devotional  period  led  by 
Mrs.  Slaughter.  She  continued  to  discuss  her  chosen  theme,  "Lovest 
Thou  Me?" 

September  30,  9:00  a.m. 

The  morning  devotional  period  was  led  by  Miss  Lamb,  who 
emphasized  the  fact  that  Jesus  speaks  to  the  world  through,  us  if 
we  let  Him.  She  closed  with  the  hymn,  "Beneath  the  Cross  of 
Jesus,"  which  fitted  perfectly  into  the  well-planned  program. 

Excerpts  of  a  letter  from  Mrs.  J.  M.  Jerome  were  read  in  which 
she  expressed  regret  for  her  absence  and  sent  love  to  the  group. 
Also  a  letter  from  Mrs.  C.  M.  Waggoner  was  read  in  which  she 
thanked  the  committee  for  offering  to  share  in  her  expenses  at 
Junaluska  even  though  she  was  unable  to  attend. 
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Mrs.  H.  R.  Odom,  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  gave  her  report. 
Motion  by  Mrs.  Chadwick,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Slaughter,  that  Mrs. 
Odom  be  allowed  to  exercise  her  own  conscience  in  the  matter  of 
cultivation,  carried. 

Mrs.  H.  0.  Lineberger,  Promotion  secretary,  read  the  follow- 
ing recommendations  which  came  from  the  Secretary's  Hour,  with 
a  motion  that  they  be  adopted.  Mrs.  Borland  seconded.  Carried. 

1.  That  the  4th  quarter  1948  be  closed  out  as  usual. 

2.  That  the  nominating  committee  in  local  societies  be  appointed 
in  January  and  officers  be  elected  in  time  for  the  newly 
elected  president  to  be  the  delegate  to  Conference  which 
meets  in  March. 

3.  That  the  January  1949  and  May  1949  programs  be  exchanged 
in  order  that  the  pledge  service  will  be  held  in  Mav  for  the 
new  year,  June  1,  1949-May  31,  1950. 

4.  That  a  conference  training  day  be  held  in  Goldsboro  early 
in  April  so  that  every  conference  officer  can  meet  with  her 
corresponding  district  officers  for  study. 

5.  That,  as  soon  as  feasible,  the  zone  meetings  be  held,  and  be 
held  as  a  training  day,  with  every  district  officer  present  to 
train  local  society  officers. 

6.  That  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  non-employed  members  be 
urged  to  become  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  and  that 
gainfully  employed  Society  members  be  urged  to  become 
Guild  members. 

7.  That  every  conference  officer  urge  her  district  officers  to  be 
sure  their  local  societies  have  new  report  blanks  for  use  be- 
ginning January  1949. 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin,  secretary  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  reported. 
She  enlarged  on  item  six  of  Mrs.  Lineberger 's  report, -and  displayed 
a  unique  set  of  report  blanks  compiled  and  mimeographed  by 
Fayetteville  District  Guild  secretary,  Miss  Sara  Godfrey.  Mr. 
Larkin  is  the  new  superintendent  of  the  Orphanage  and  he  and 
Mrs.  Larkin  will  be  moving  to  the  campus  real  soon.  She  told  of 
her  plans  to  put  good  magazines  in  each  cottage  and  requested 
donations  for  subscriptions.  Margaret  Strother,  a  junior  in  the 
Orphanage  High  School,  was  presented  and  she  expressed  a  desire 
to  prepare  herself  for  some  type  of  full-time  Christian  service. 
The  committee  assured  her  of  their  interest  and  support. 

The  president  requested  that  some  one  in  each  local  society  be 
designated  to  solicit  coupons  and  mail  them  to  the  Orphanage. 

Mrs.  Slaughter  gave  her  report  and  passed  a  card,  which  re- 
quested prayer  for  United  Nations  and  individual  spiritual  growth, 
to  be  signed  by  those  who  so  desired. 

Mrs.  E.  G.  Cothran,  secretary  Status  of  Women,  reported, 
pointing  out  the  fact  that  most  local  societies  fail  to  realize  the  im- 
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portance  of  this  office  and  in  many  instances  do  not  elect  a  local 
secretary. 

Mrs.  C.  H.  Walston,  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  reported.  This 
being  the  first  time  she  had  atended  a  committee  meeting,  she  ex- 
pressed her  gratitude  for  the  privilege  of  being  a  member. 

Mrs.  M.  W.  Warren,  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  reported. 
She,  also  being  a  new  member,  expressed  thanks  for  the  opportun- 
ity of  service  and  for  fellowship  with  the  group. 

Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore,  secretary  of  Student  Work,  reporting,  stress- 
ed the  importance  of  churches  observing  Methodist  Student  Day 
and  of  receiving  and  forwarding  an  offering.  She  also  brought 
greetings  from  Miss  Mamiej  Chandler  who  has  been  sick  since 
July.    The  secretary  was  asked  to  write  to  Miss  Chandler. 

Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  Chairman  Industrial  Commission,  read  a  full 
report  of  the  work  done  at  Glen  Raven  Church,  Burlington,  since 
May  1,  1948,  by  Mrs.  Mary  S.  Surber. 

Mrs.  Barclift  expressed  appreciation  for  the  privilege  of  at- 
tending the  School  of  Missions  and  the  Secretary's  Seminar  at 
Junaluska. 

Mrs.  McKinne  gave  the  treasurer's  report  and  outlined  in  de- 
tail the  items  in  Schedule  II,  1947  report,  for  the  benefit  of  all 
present. 

Mrs.  Glass  explained  how  special  memberships  increase  our 
giving  to  missions  and  asked  all  committee  members  to  endeavor  to 
secure  at  least  one  Memorial. 

On  motion  by  Mrs.  Glass,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Lineberger,  the 
name  of  Mrs.  Harvey  Boney  will  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll 
by  the  Conference. 

A  committee  composed  of  Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick, 
Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne  and  Mrs.  R.  L.  Cox  was  appointed  to  submit 
names  which  may  be  awarded  Life  Patron  Memberships  by  the 
Conference. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  reporting  for  the  Rural  Commission  told  of 
the  work  at  Columbia  and  Farmville.  Attention  was  called  to  the 
fact  that  the  projector  was  nearing  the  end  of  its  second  year's 
use  in  the  Walstonburg  area  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  same 
committee  appointed  in  1947  should  continue  the  supervision  of 
the  machine.  Due  to  change  in  officers,  the  committee  members 
are:  Mrs.  H.  0.  Lineberger,  Mrs.  C.  H.  Walston,  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens, 
Mrs.  J.  M.  Jerome,  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  and  Mrs  J.  H.  Cutchin. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  recognized  the  two  district  presidents  who  were 
present  and  asked  each  to  speak  to  the  group.  Mrs.  Russell  Johnson, 
Rocky  Mount  District,  and  Mrs.  A.  D.  Craig,  Wilmington  District, 
responded. 

Announcement  was  made  that  the  1949  Jurisdiction  Conference 
will  be  held  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  February  22-24,  the  retreat  begin- 
ning February  20.

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Jertme,  Mrs.  Russell  Johnson  and  Mrs.  E.  G.  Cothran.  Mrs.  J.  H. 
Cutchin  is  a  member  ex  officio. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  reporting  for  the  conference  program  com- 
mittee announced  the  following  guest  speakers :  Miss  Dorothy  Mc- 
Connell,  Editor,  World  Outlook ;  Mrs.  Eloise  A.  Woolever,  Division 
Executive  secretary  Organization  and  Promotion;  and  Mrs.  E.  U. 
Robinson,  vice-president,  .Southeastern  Jurisdiction. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  stated  that  Dr.  E.  L.  Hillman,  Wilmington  Dis- 
trict Superintendent,  had  talked  with  her  relative  to  help  in  secur- 
ing a  rural  worker  for  the  Shallotte  area  of  his  district.

In  bringing  the  meeting  to  a  close,  Mrs.  Cutchin  stressed  the 
importance  of  the  close  co-operation  of  all  and  asked  the  group 
to  stand  and  join  hands  in  a  friendship  circle.

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  met  in  Burwell  Cottage  at 
the  Methodist  Orphanage,  Raleigh,  January  13  and  14,  1949.  Mrs. 
J.  H.  Cutchin,  president,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  2  :30  p.m. 
and  asked  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  to  lead  in  prayer. 

Twenty-nine  members  and  the  following  visitors  were  present : 
Mrs.  E..L.  Hillman,  Durham;  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  Raleigh;  Mrs. 
S.  A.  Maxwell,  Oxford ;  Mrs.  W.  N.  Davis"  Goldsboro ;  Mrs.  Nathan 
Long  and  Mrs.  W.  C.  Mosier,  Burlington.  The  absence  of  Mrs. 
F.  B.  McKinne,  treasurer,  and  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  secretary  of 
Spiritual  Life,  was  noted  with  regret  and  the  secretary  was  asked 
to  send  a  message  of  love  and  appreciation  to  them. 

Mrs.  H.  0.  Lineberger  reported  for  the  Conference  Program 
Committee.  She  announced  the  dates  for  the  sessions  to  be  held  in 
Burlington  had  been  changed  to  April  5,  6,  7,  1949.  The  Executive 
Committee  will  meet  at  11 :00  a.m.  on  April  5.

Mrs.  Glass,  reporting  for  the  committee  appointed  to  decide 
on  the  number  of  Conference  Officers  to  be  sent  to  Pfeiffer  School 
of  Missions,  recommended  that  all  officers  who  could  attend  be 
sent.  Adopted.  At  this  point  the  number  of  workshops  to  be  held 
was  discussed  and  Mrs.  Cutchin  read  excerpts  of  a  letter  from 
Mrs.  Pavne  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service.  On  motion  of  Mrs.  Edens,  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Johnson,  it  was  decided  to  suggest  that  workshops  for  children's 
workers  and  secretaries  of  supply  work  be  held. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  requested  the  departmental  secretaries,  when  re- 
porting to  2'ive  more  of  the  forward  look  than  of  past  achievements. 
She  stated  that  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  success  of  the  Advance  program  in  the  conference 
and  that  to  reach  our  goals  the  last  and  least  woman  in  each  local 
societv  must  be  reached  and  won  for  Christ. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  announced  the  dates  for  the  district  Advance 
Institutes  and  outlined  the  district  promotion  secretaries'  part  in 
planning  for  these  meetings.  The  tentative  date  of  March  16  was 
given  for  Conference  Officers'  Training  Day  to  be  held  in  Golds- 
boro.

There  was  a  moment  of  rejoicing  when  the  president  read  a 
report  from  the  treasurer  (who  was  absent  because  she  was  so 
extremely  busy  closing  ont  the  year's  accounts)  showing  an  in- 
crease in  giving  for  1948  of  $2,353.14. 

The  chairman  of  the  special  memberships  committee  reported 
that  their  duties  had  been  taken  care  of. 

On  motion  by  Mrs.  Glass,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Gates,  the  president 
was  given  authority  to  act,  on  information  to  be  received,  relative 
to  assisting  missionaries  to  attend  Jurisdiction  Conference  in  Louis- 
ville in  February  1949.  A  motion  by  Mrs.  Chad  wick,  seconded  by 
Mrs.  Edens,  that  this  Board  pay  Miss  Collie's  expenses  to  Louisville 
Jurisdiction  Conference,  if  she  can  attend,  carried.  Also,  a  motion 
by  Mrs.  Gates,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Borland,  that  this  conference  give 
Miss  Collie  a  gift,  carried,  and  Mrs.  H.  A.  Davis  and  Mrs.  E.  G. 
Cothran  were  appointed  to  select  same. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  read  a  letter  from  Miss  Mary  Gardner,  thanking 
the  women  for  all  courtesies  and  expressions  of  love  extended  her 
during  the  past  years;  and,  one  from  Mrs.  Glenn  Pendleton, 
offering  her  resignation  as  president  of  the  Elizabeth  City  district. 

It  was  reported  that  the  names  of  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett, 
Mrs.  Harvey  Boney  and  Mrs.  C.  M.  Earley  had  been  put  on  the 
Memorial  Roll  by  the  Conference. 

Due  to  illness  preventing  her  presence,  Mrs.  Slaughter  sent 
three  meditations  based  on  the  general  theme,  "Love,"  which  Mrs. 
Chadwick  most  ably  delivered.  The  afternoon  session  closed  with 
the  first  of  these  devotional  talks,  "Love  Contrasted  With  Other 
Qualities.'' 

7:30  p.m. 

The  evening  session  continued  with  reports  from  departmental 
officers  and  Mrs.  Cutchin  again  stressed  the  importance  of  the 
forward  look. 

From  the  report  of  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service,  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  there  came  the  following  motions,  all  of 
which  carried :  motion  by  Mrs.  Gates,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Moore,  that 
the  Study  and  Action  committee  be  given  authority  to  select  the 
additional  four  persons  to  attend  Junaluska  School  of  Missions, 
July  12-20,  the  president  to  be  included  in  the  four ;  motion  by 
Mrs.  Edens,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Jerome,  that  each  conference  officer 
be  requested  to  keep  a  procedure  book  including  statistical  reports, 
letters,  suplementary  material,  etc.,  to  be  passed  on  to  her  successor; 
motion  by  Mrs.  Gates,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Edens,  that  a  complete 
statistical  record  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  historical  committee. 

It  was  announced  that  the  North  Carolina  Conference  led  the 
Jurisdiction  in  percentage  of  societies  reporting  study  classes  dur- 
ing 1948. 

Mrs.  C.  D.  Barclift,  Recording  secretary,  listed  some  changes 
recommended  at  the  Secretaries'  Seminar  held  at  Junaluska  in 
July,  1948,  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction 
journals  more  uniform.    The   president  appointed   Mrs.   Barclift, 
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Mrs.  Gates  and  Mrs.  Chadwick  a  committee  with  power  to  act,  to 
decide  on  the  pattern  for  the  1949  journal.  Mrs.  Gates'  motion, 
seconded  by  Mrs.  Chadwick,  to  dedicate  the  journal  to  Mrs.  B.  F. 
Boone,  carried.  It  was  agreed  to  have  one  thousand  copies  printed 
again  this  year. 

Mrs.  Hubert  Odom,  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  reported,  giving 
in  detail  an  outline  of  her  work  during  the  year  in  very  interest- 
ing poem  form. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel,  stated 
that  she  had  the  names  of  twenty-five  young  people  who  are  plan- 
ning to  enter  full  time  Christian  service. 

Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore,  secretary  of  Student  Work,  gave  her  report 
stressing  the  need  for  each  board  member  and  all  society  members 
to  exert  their  personal  influence  on  promising  young  persons  who 
might  enter  Christian  service.  Mrs.  Odom,  Mrs.  Chadwick  and 
Mrs.  Moore  were  authorized  to  have  a  leaflet  printed  giving  some 
questions  and  answers  about  scholarships  and  study  grants  of 
the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

It  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  group  that  the  Directors 
of  the  Wesley  Foundation  at  State  College,  Raleigh,  and  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill,  are  seeking  financial 
aid  from  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  for  furnishing  youth  centers.  Since  all  funds 
are  allocated  before  they  reach  the  treasurer,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee cannot  grant  these  requests.  However,  Mrs.  Moore  moved, 
and  Mrs.  Jerome  seconded,  that  we  as  members  of  local  churches 
support  the  Wesley  Foundations  with  our  interest  and  prayers 
and  that  any  money  received  for  these  projects  be  channeled 
through  the  Board  of  Education. 

In  her  report,  Mrs.  Fred  L.  Johnson,  secretary  of  Literature 
and  Publications,  mentioned  again  the  need  for  certain  books  to  be 
placed  in  the  library  of  Lambeth  Hall,  Lake  Junaluska.  Mrs.  Line- 
berger's  motion,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Gates,  that  the  journals  be 
mailed  to  individual  societies  by  the  publishers,  instead  of  being 
sent  to  Mrs.  Johnson  for  mailing,  carried. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  closed  the  evening  session  with  the  second  medita- 
tion, "Love  Analyzed." 

January  14,  9:00  A.M. 

The  morning  worship  was  led  by  Mrs.  Chadwick.  Her  subject 
was  "Love  Defended,"  this  being  the  last  of  the  very  helpful 
meditations  prepared  by  Mrs.  Slaughter. 

Reports,  indicating  growth  in  all  the  departments,  were  given 
by  Mrs.  J.  M.  Jerome,  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities;  Mrs.  E.  G.  Cothran,  secretary  of  Status 
of  Women ;  and,  Mrs.  C.  H.  Walston,  secretary  of  Supply  Work.  It- 
was  especially  noted  that  not  all  mone}^  raised  through  the  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  department  was 
used  for  local  work,  but  that  a  good  portion  was  sent  to  home  and 
foreign  relief  work. 
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Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin,  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  an- 
nounced that  Mrs.  W.  N.  Davis,  403  W.  Oak  St.,  Goldsboro,  has 
taken  over  the  work  of  her  department  and  that  all  communications 
should  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Davis.  The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Con- 
ference will  be  held  in  Rocky  Mount,  April  9  and  10,  and  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee  were  invited  to  attend.  It  was 
the  general  feeling  that  the  number  of  gainfully  employed  W.S.C.S. 
members  joining  the  Guild,  and  the  unemployed  W.S.G.  members 
joining  the  Woman's  Society,  is  gradually  increasing. 

Conference  officers  were  again  urged  to  send  their  expense  ac- 
counts to  Mrs.  Lineberger  by  the  20th  of  the  closing  month  of  the 
quarter. 

Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass,  vice-president,  re-emphasized  in  her  report  the 
fact  that  Advance  will  come  through  informing  and  inspiring  the 
hearts  of  the  local  women,  and  that  one  way  to  accomplish  this  is 
through  well-planned  program  building. 

Mrs.  H.  0.  Lineberger,  secretary  of  Promotion,  brought  the  re- 
port from  the  Secretaries'  Hour.  She  first  thanked  Mrs.  Chad  wick 
for  bringing  Mrs.  Slaughter's  well-prepared  devotional  talks  and 
stated  that  "if  we  keep  these  in  mind  we  shall  Advance  by  loving 
all  our  women."  Thirty-four  new  societies  were  reported  for  1948. 
However,  reports  reflected  a  slight  loss  in  number  of  members,  and 
local  societies  were  requested  to  write  letters  of  transfer  when 
members  moved  to  other  places.  Zone  leaders  were  invited  to  attend 
the  Training  Day  program  on  March  16  in  Goldsboro.  The  fol- 
lowing district  conference  dates  were  announced :  Durham,  April 
28;  Elizabeth  City,  April  21;  Fayetteville,  April  26;  New  Bern, 
April  20;  Raleigh,  April  27;  Rocky  Mount,  April  22;  and,  Wil- 
mington, April  19.  Zone  meetings  will  follow  these  meetings  with 
an  attempt  to  get  every  local  church  in  the  zone  represented.  All 
local  societies  were  requested  to  conduct  an  officers'  training  day 
before  June  1. 

Mrs.  Lineberger,  also,  told  about  the  meeting  she  attended  in 
Birmingham,  Ala.,  December  9,  1948,  to  which  all  secretaries  of 
Promotion  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  were  invited  . 

The  seven  district  promotion  secretaries  were  present  and  gave 
a  brief  report. 

The  Study  and  Action  Committee  requested  that  each  district 
send  its  Study  and  Action  Committee  to  Pfeiffer  School  of  Missions. 

It  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  group  that  the  deadline 
for  quarterly  reports  is  the  5th  of  the  following  month  for  local 
reports;  10th,  district;  and,  15th,  conference. 

Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  first  vice-president  and  executive  secretary 
of  the  State  Legislative  Council,  of  which  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  is  a  member,  spoke 
to  the  committee  outlining  the  program  for  support  during  the 
1949  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Six  district  presidents  were  present  and  spoke  briefly  of  the 
Advance  program  in  their  district. 
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Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland,  Editor,  Woman's  Page,  requested  that  her 
name  be  put  on  the  mailing  list  of  every  conference  and  district 
officer. 

Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  Chairman  of  Industrial  Commission,  re- 
ported that  a  new  hospital  bed  and  rolling  chair  had  been  acquired 
for  use  at  East  Laurinburg. 

After  a  discussion  of  the  basis  on  which  the  increase  in  pledges 
for  1949-1950  was  to  be  made,  the  following  amounts  were  tenta- 
tively pledged :

During  the  past  summer,  the  polio  epidemic  retarded  the  work 
of  the  children's  department,  but  Mrs.  M.  W.  Warren,  secretary 
of  Children's  Work,  indicated  progress  in  some  phases  and  pledged 
the  support  of  the  secretaries  of  children's  work  in  the  Advance 
program.

Finances  for  the  Greenville  Student  Center  were  discussed  and 
by  common  consent  it  was  agreed  that  the  arrangement  should  re- 
main as  it  now  is. 

As   Christian   women,   the   executive   committee    was   asked   to 

support  and  promote  the  American  Bible  Society  work;  also,  as 

Methodist  women,  to  continue  to  support  the  Camp  Don-Lee  project. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  urged  that  each  local  society  elect  some  person  to 

solicit  Octagon  Soap  coupons  for  the  Orphanage. 

Mrs.  Hood  told  of  an  interesting  incident  which  had  come  to 
her  attention  through  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Garber's  friend,  Dr.  Neijder, 
who  is  studying  in  this  country  under  the  Crusade  program.  A 
motion  by  Mrs.  H.  A.  Davis,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Odom,  that  $200.00 
be  taken  from  the  1949  Sacrificial  Offering  and  sent  to  Dr.  Neidjer 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  an  artificial  leg  for  a  lame  girl  in 
Poland,  carried.  By  common  consent  the  remainder  of  the  offering 
will  be  sent  to  the  suffering  children  of  Europe  through  the 
Supply  Department, 

The  group  joined  hands  in  a  friendship  circle  and  sang,  "Blest 
Be  the  Tie  That  Binds,"  after  which  the  president  dismissed  the 
meeting  with  prayer.

Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin, 
president,   presided. 

After  a  brief  devotional  period  led  by  Mrs.  Gurney  Hood, 
the  secretary  read  letters  from  Miss  Ida  Collie,  Miss  Ida  Hankins, 
Miss  Alice  Green  and  Miss  Mamiej  Chandler  thanking  the  Board  for 
making  it  possible  for  them  to  attend  the  1949  Southeastern  Juris- 
diction Conference  in  Louisville;  from  Mrs.  Cora  Ratliff  convey- 
ing appreciation  to  the  North  Carolina  Conference  for  its  part  in 
establishing  a  study  grant  at  Scarritt  College  in  her  honor ;  from 
Rev.  Linwood  E.  Blackburn  expressing  regret  that  he  and  his

Mrs.  H.  A.  Davis  spoke 
for  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Institute  which  AATill  folloAv  the 
School  of  Missions. 

Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  reporting  for  the  committee,  presented  the 
folloAving  names,  which  Avere  accepted,  to  attend  the  School  of 
Missions  at  Lake  Junaluska,  July  12-20  in  addition  to  the  Study  and 
Action  Committee  and  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  secretary  of 
Children's  Work,  Promotion  secretary  and  vice-president:  Mrs. 
J.  H.  Cutchin,  Mrs.  L.  L.  Gibbs,  Columbia,  Mrs.  J.  T.  Doughtie, 
Clinton,  and  Mrs.  W.  C.  Mosier,  Burlington.

secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  were  elected  delegates  and 
the  secretary  was  asked  to  send  their  names  at  once  to  Mrs.  B.  U. 
Robinson.  The  Finance  Committee  will  decide  on  the  subsidy  for 
these  delegates. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  read  excerpts  of  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Robinson  in 
which  she  stated  that  the  Jurisdiction  Cultivation  Fund  will  be  4c 
per  member  instead  of  3c  as  heretofore,  and  suggested  that  all  con- 
ference officers  who  are  district  officers  resign  from  the  district 
office.

Mrs.  Cutchin  requested  Mrs.  Lineberger  and  Mrs.  Doughtie  to 
confer  with  Mrs.  Hillman  as  to  the  proper  or  customary  thing  to 
do  with  respect  to  honorarium  for  Miss  McConnell  and  Mrs.  Wool- 
ever,  Conference  guest  speakers. 

On  motion  by  Mrs.  Edens,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Borland,  it  was 
voted  to  give  Dr.  A.  J.  Walton,  Conference  guest  speaker,  $25.00 
honorarium,  plus  travel  expense. 

The  dates,  places  of  meeting,  and  conference  speakers  were 
announced  for  the  district  conferences  with  Miss  Margaret  Bill- 
ingsley,  executive  secretary  of  Work  in  Japan,  Korea,  and  the 
Philippines,  the  Division  speaker  at  each  of  these  meetings. 

It  was  requested  that  the  zone  meetings  follow  this  same  plan 
using  district  officers  residing  in  the  zone  to  form  the  caravans, 
and  that  each  district  promotion  secretary  seek  to  have  every  local 
church  in  her  district  represented  at  one  of  the  zone  meetings.    On 
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motion  by  Mrs.  Eclens,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Lineberger,  these  recom- 
mendations were  accepted,  and  mimeographed  sheets  containing 
caravan  instructions  and  suggestions  were  distributed  to  the  pro- 
motion secretaries.

It  was  the  general  opinion  that  the  recommendations  should  be 
mailed  to  the  new  district  officers. 

Mrs.  Hood  requested  that  in  societies  where  such  has  not  been 
done  that  some  one  be  appointed  to  solicit  and  mail  coupons  to 
the-  Methodist  Orphanage  at  Raleigh. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  appointed  Mrs.  Hood,  Mrs.  Gates  and  Mrs.  Hill- 
man  as  an  Evaluation  committee  and  explained  the  purpose  of 
this  new  committee. 

The  meeting  adjourned  to  have  lunch  together  in  the  dining 
room  of  the  Parish  House.

A  telegram  bringing  greetings  from  Mrs.  T.  G.  Stem,  Raleigh 
District  President,  and  a  message  from  Miss  Mary  Gardner,  for- 
mer secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  were  read. 

This  was  followed  by  the  Promotion  Hour  led  by  Mrs.  H.  0. 
Lineberger,  Conference  Promotion  secretary,  assisted  by  the  seven 
District  promotion  secretaries  and  Mrs.  Mary  S.  Surber  of  Glen 
Raven;  Miss  Mamiej  Chandler,  Deaconess  at  Greenville  Student 
Center ;  Miss  Edna  Boone,  Rural  Worker  at  Farmville ;  Miss  Ethel- 
yncle  Ballance,  Rural  Worker  at  Columbia;  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Dim- 
mette  representing  Miss  Priscilla  Steger,  Industrial  Worker  at 
East  Laurinburg.    It  was  revealed  that  the  Fayetteville  District 
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won  the  Korean  Urn  for  the  highest  percentage  of  societies  report- 
ing, 82%,  and  the  Wilmington  District  the  Korean  Candlestick, 
given  for  the  largest  percentage  of  increase  in  giving  to  missions. 

Mrs.  Edens  paid  tribute  to  Mrs.  Lillie  Moore  Everett  in  words 
written  by  Mrs.  S.  S.  Holt  and  awarded  the  Lillie  Moore  Everett 
Study  Jewel  to  the  Wilmington  District  for  the  eighth  consecutive 
year. 

The  secretanT  was  instructed  to  send  a  message  of  greeting  to 
the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  which  was  having  its  opening  session  at  High 
Point. 

Mrs.  C.  H.  Walston,  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  gave  her  report. 

Rev.  Cecil  W.  Robbins,  Editor,  North  Carolina  Christian  Advo- 
cate, was  introduced.  Mrs.  Cutchin  thanked  him  on  behalf  of  the 
women  of  the  Conference  for  the  editorial  he  had  recently  written 
about  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

After  the  Conference  hymn  was  sung,  Rev.  S.  J.  Starnes,  pastor 
of  Davis  Street  Church,  Burlington,  pronounced  the  benediction, 
and  the  afternoon  session  adjourned  to  meet  with  the  various  Plan- 
ning Committees.

"Fling  Out  the  Banner"  was  sung  and  the  benediction  was 
pronounced  by  Rev.  0.  L.  Hathaway  of  Graham. 

April  7,  9:00  a.m. 

Again,  the  Conference  sang  "Advance,  0  Church  of  God,"  after 
which  Mrs.  M.  S.  Dickson  of  Burlington  brought  the  morning  de- 
votional. 

Mrs.  E.  G.  Purcell,  Jr.,  sang  "The  Palms"  by  Faure. 

Mrs.  Lineberger  reported  on  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  Con- 
ference held  at  Louisville.  She  announced  that  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  led  the  Jurisdiction  in  number  of  societies  observing 
officers  training  day  and  urged  the  women  to  see  to  it  that  this  place 
is  maintained  this  year. 

In  collection  with  the  election  of  delegates  to  the  1950  Assembly 
the  secretary  read  Article  3,  Section  1,  from  the  By-laws  of  the 
Assembly.  Mrs.  L.  A.  Watts  read  the  report  of  the  Research  Com- 
mittee and  offered  the  following  offices  as  nominations :  secretary 
of  Promotion  and  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  as  prin- 
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cipal  delegates,  with  vice-president,  first  alternate ;  secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service,  second  alternate ;  and  secretary 
of  Spiritual  Life,  third  alternate.  Voting  resulted  in  the  election 
of  these.  Mrs.  Cutchin  called  attention  to  a  recommendation  from 
the  Executive  Board  that  each  district  send  a  delegate,  if  possible.

THE  PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

ADVANCE  WITH   CHRIST 

"The  times  in  which  our  lives  are  lived 
Are  as  a  chastening  rod. 
The  world,  confused  and  changing  calls; 
Advance,   O    Church   of   God!" 

As  we  approach  the  close  of  the  first  year  since  the  Methodist  Church 
adopted  the  program  for  the  "Advance  for  Christ  and  His  Church"  many 
challenging  statements  have  been  made,  but  none  more  challenging 
than  the  words  of  Dr.  Garland  Hopkins  which  he  has  given  for  these 
days.  I  would  not  belittle  the  achievements  down  through  the  years  of 
those  pioneers  of  faith  who  have  set  the  stage.  Neither  would  I  subtract 
from  the  visible  results  we  know  to  be  the  fruit  of  Christian  missions. 
I  would  pay  honor  to  those  who  have  proceeded;  to  those  who  have  con- 
tributed so  generously;  to  those  who  have  blazed  new  trails  and  opened 
new  doors;  to  all  those  who  have  demonstrated  the  same  courage  as 
those  women  in  1869  who  vowed  they  would  walk  the  streets  of  Boston 
in  calico,  if  necessary,  to  send  Miss  Isabella  Thoburn  to  India.  But 
since  we  have  come  to  this  day  which  carries  with  it  the  greatest  chal- 
lenge which  has  come  in  our  lifetime,  I  would  not  spend  too  much  time 
recounting  the  laurels  won,  the  doors  opened,  and  the  influence  which 
has  encircled  the  globe  because  of  Christian  efforts;  but  in  the  words 
and  thoughts  of  D7\  Garland  Hopkins,  I  would  remind  you  that  the  world, 
as  never  before,  needs  the  Christ  which  the  church  professes.  We  need 
Him  in  our  personal  iives;  we  need  Him  in  our  homes;  we  need  Him 
in  community  life;  our  national  life,  and  surely  in  our  international 
life.  Not  in  theory  only,  which  we  have  had  since  Christ  preached  the 
Sermon  on  the  Mount,  but  the  practical  Christianity  which  gives  us  the 
mind  and  heart  of  Christ,  and  incorporates  into  our  every  word,  thought 
and  deed  the  image  of  Christ.  Before  he  was  assassinated,  Ghandi  said 
of  Christians:  "I  like  your  Christ,  but  not  your  Christians,"  meaning  that 
our  theory  and  practice  do  not  concur. 

If  we  are  to  follow  the  slogan  which  is  ours,  "For  Christ  and  His 
Church,"  we  must  "lengthen  our  cords  and  strengthen  our  stakes"  for 
already  we  have  lagged  too  long.  Any  nation  which  spends  more  for 
chewing  gum  than  it  spends  for  Christian  education  (and  in  the  same 
proportion  we  spend  for  alcoholic  beverages),  needs  to  analyze  itself. 
That  nation  needs  to  examine  its  loyalties,  and  to  seek  to  "render  to 
Caesar  the  things  which  are  Caesar's,  and  to  God  the  things  which  are 
God's.  Through  recent  years  we  have  not  followed  such  a  practice,  hence 
the  condemnation  of  a  devout  Hindu.  Our  love  is  divided;  our  loyalties 
misplaced ;  our  interests  too  wide-spread ;  and  our  total  living  is  on  a 
basis  which  indulges  selfish  desires  and  excludes  the  discipline  which 
is  necessary  to  a  life  dominated  by  the  spirit  of  Jesus  Christ.  He  found 
self-discipline  necessary  and  so  it  is  for  us. 

We  bemoan  the  spread  of  Communism;  we  regret  the  reign  of  secular- 
ism in  the  ranks  of  our  churches;  we  deplore  the  false  ideologies  of  re- 
cent years.  But  why  bemoan,  regret  and  deplore  these  false  practices? 
The  source  of  all  these  prevailing  evils  reverts  to  the  failure  of  church 
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members  to  grasp  the  opportunities,  to  heed  the  calls,  to  give  sacrificially 
of  self,  means  and  time,  in  a  way  that  will  convince  the  world  of  our 
earnestness.  Christian  women  have  opened  doors  around  the  world,  but 
through  these  same  opened  doors  other  forces  are  making  an  entrance, 
many  of  which  are  contrary  to  the  teachings  of  Christ.  We  have  pre- 
served our  traditions;  we  have  clung  to  the  world;  we  have  failed  to 
hear  opportunity  knocking  on  our  doors,  while  God's  world  was  being 
mutilated,  His  people  being  exploited,  and  His  kingdom  striving  to  be 
born.  We  have  done  much  to  meet  such  desperate  needs,  but  not  com- 
mensurate with  the  blessings  which  He  has  showered  on  us.  Many  of 
the  needs  of  depressed  and  down-trodden  peoples  are  being  temporarily 
met  by  false  ideologies;  they  are  finding  some  degree  of  relief  for 
their  immediate  need,  and  in  the  words  of  Dr.  Ralph  Diffendorfer,  who 
spoke  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  last  October:  "As  the  frontiers  of  Communism 
push  forward  over  the  globe,  they  can  be  pushed  back  only  by  a  forceful 
offensive  of  Christians,  who  must  either  service  the  needs  of  all  God's 
men  better  than  Communists  do,  or  else  prepare  to  yield  ground  to 
them.  The  issue  is  that  clear."  Dare  we  surrender  to  the  reign  of  Com- 
munism? Dare  we  permit  secularism  to  so  infiltrate  our  Christian  ranks 
as  to  render  us  impotent?  Dare  we  fail  to  hear  the  cry  of  God's  world  in 
need,  as  they  hold  out  pleading  hands  to  those  who  name  the  Christ?  To 
fail  to  advance  with  Christ  and  the  other  sixty-five  denominations  who  are 
simultaneously  launching  a  forward  move  in  their  respective  denomina- 
tions for  missions,  would  be  to  fail  the  Christ  of  Calvary  whose  resurrec- 
tion we  soon  will  commemorate. 

In  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  what  is  our  part  in  this 
great  Advance  for  Christ  and  His  Church?  First,  as  members  of  our 
great  church  we  are  definitely  responsible,  individually  and  collectively, 
for  the  reaching  of  the  goals  set  by  our  General  Conference.  As  members 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  we  are  responsible,  in- 
dividually and  collectively,  for  the  reaching  of  the  goals  set  by  the  Wom- 
an's Division,  which  I  mention  briefly: 

1.  Every  Methodist  woman  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  or  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

2.  Every  Methodist  woman  studying,  working,  giving  and  praying  for 
a  world  Christian  community. 

3.  One  thousand  new  volunteers  for  full-time  Christian  service  during 
this  quadrennium,  to  help  meet  the  pressing  needs  of  the  world. 

4.  Increase  in  giving  by  33%% — or  I  had  rather  state  it:  "increase 
in  giving  commensurate  with  the  blessings  from  our  Master,  which  in- 
cludes our  incomes." 

We  have  moved  forward  during  these  years  of  prosperity  in  a  notable 
way,  and  for  this  we  give  thanks;  but  the  increase  has  not  been  in 
proportion  with  the  increase  in  incomes,  as  was  shown  by  recent  statis- 
tics. This  revealed  that  in  1930,  the  height  of  the  depression,  the  per 
cent  of  income  which  was  given  to  the  church  and  charitable  causes 
reached  almost  5%;   while  in  1947,  the  per  cent  dropped  to  1.5%. 

In  order  that  we  meet  the  needs  of  the  world  and  our  homeland  as 
we  seek  to  attain  these  goals,  we  need  to  rededicate  ourselves,  all  that 
we  are  and  have;  consecrate  ourselves  to  aims  held  before  us;  use  all 
our  resources  available  to  implement  our  own  efforts;  be  willing  to  wear 
the  equivalent  of  "calico  in  1869";  and  pray  to  our  heavenly  Father  to 
lead  us  and  use  us,  to  touch  us  anew,  that  we  may  be  fit  channels  through 
which  His  will  may  be  done  on  earth. 

In  the  words  of  Mrs.  W.  H.  Ratliff,  recently  retired  president  of  the 
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Southeastern  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service:  "A 
placid  missionary  movement  operating  in  backwaters  and  marginal  eddies, 
financed  with  small  coins  found  loose  in  our  purses,  is  not  strong  enough 
to  take  advantage  of  the  unparalleled  opportunities  which  are  ours  to- 
day." As  Christ  commanded  His  disciples  after  a  fruitless  night  of  fish- 
ing— experienced  fisherman  though  they  were — "Launch  out  into  the 
deep."  In  our  own  world  of  golden  opportunities,  we  have  been  operating 
in  the  "backwaters  and  marginal  eddies";  we  have  played  too  close  to 
our  own  shore.  He  commands  us  today  to  "Launch  out  into  the  deep"  of 
the  world's  need. 

Let  us  take  courage  as  we  remember  the  successful,  sacrificial  efforts 
of  those  who  have  gone  before;  the  efforts  of  those  who  labored  under 
great  difficulty;  let  us  praise  Him  for  His  promise  to  go  with  us  all  the 
way;  let  us  trust  Him  for  the  fulfillment  of  all  His  precious  promises;  and 
with  an  earnestness  of  purpose  which  we  have  heretofore  not  known,  let 
us  make  an  "all-out  effort"  for  Christ  and  His  Church.  Then  shall  we  ad- 
vance FOR  Christ,  WITH  Christ,  and  THROUGH  Christ  in  a  way  that 
shall  advance  the  cause  of  missions  around  the  world.  Our  own  lives  will 
be  enriched,  our  own  spirits  quickened,  and  our  own  world  shall  come 
into  a  glory  born  only  through  suffering  and  sacrifice.  WE  MUST  AD- 
VANCE,—IT  IS  ALREADY  LATE!  ! 

"Advance,  O  Church  of  God,  Advance!

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REPORT  OF  PROMOTION  SECRETARY 

The  year  1948  was  a  good  year  for  our  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service.  As  the  months  came  and  went,  it  seemed  as  if  our  seven  districts 
with  their  promotion  secretaries  were,  with  one  accord,  going  forward 
in  every  line  of  work. 

May  I  mention  a  few  highlights  of  the  year:  35  new  societies  and 
one  new  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  making  a  total  of  572  Societies,  and 
64  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  giving  us  a  total  membership  of  24,437.  There 
was  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  1,358;  453  societies  observed  the  week 
of  prayer,  and  17,157  members  were  enrolled  in  study  classes  during  the 
year. 

The  last  quarter  of  1948  was  full  of  plans  for  this  Interim  period  which 
we  are  now  in.  It  was  not,  at  the  outset,  an  easy  matter  for  some  of  us 
to  accept  this  change  of  year,  but  again  through  the  co-operation  of  the 
district  officers  with  the  district  promotion  secretaries,  the  job  is  being 
done,  and  I  am  confident  that  when  June  1st  arrives,  we  will  say,  this  in- 
terim period,  this  five  months,  has  been  one  of  prayer,  sincere  effort  and 
preparation  for  the  year  of  Advance  in  our  Methodist  Church. 

Between  now  and  June  1st,  our  W.  S.  C.  S.  Caravans  of  Advance  will 
visit  every  district  and  every  sub-district  or  zone  meeting.  With  the 
Caravan  will  be  Miss  Margaret  Billingsley,  executive  secretary  for  work 
in  Japan,  Korea,  and  the  Philippines.  Miss  Billingsley  will  speak  at  each 
district  meeting.  May  I  urge  you  who  are  delegates,  along  with  you  who 
are  visitors  here,  to  go  back  to  your  individual  societies  and  urge  your 
members  to  attend  these  meetings. 

Remember  the  Four  Points  of  our  Advance  Program.  1.  Every  Meth- 
odist Woman  a  member  of  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  2.  Every  Methodist  Woman 
studying  and  praying.  3.  One  thousand  new  full-time  Christian  workers 
volunteering  for  service.  4.  One-third  increase  in  our  giving.  It  is  a 
program  for  Advance!

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RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  ORGANIZATION  AND 
PROMOTION 

We  Recommend: 

1.  That  a  circuit  shall  be  considered  organized  only  when  every 
church  of  the  circuit  shall  have  one  or  more  of  the  following:  (a)  A 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  (b)  A  Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
(c)  An  individual  member  or  group  of  members  enrolled  in  the  circuit 
society. 

2.  That  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  encourage  securing 
individual  members  in  isolated  communities — these  to  be  "key  women," 
wc  hope,  in  forming  eventually  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
or  Wesleyan  Service  Guild — such  individual  members  to  be  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  District  Promotion  Secretary  and  members  of  the  district 
society. 

3.  That  the  Advance  Caravans,  composed  of  four  Conference  or  dis- 
trict officers  be  "briefed"  on  the  Four  Points  of  the  Advance  Program, 
and  sent  to  all  district  and  zone  meetings. 

4.  That  the  Conference  School  of  Christian  Service,  in  clinics  and 
workshops,  promote  the  Advance   Program. 

5.  That  quotations  from  the  Advance  Clipper  be  given  in  every  month- 
ly meeting  and  every  circle  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service. 

6.  That  changes  in  organization  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  be  carefully  noted — and  this  information  be  channeled  rapidly 
to  the  local  society. 

7.  That  tfce  individual  member  of  the  local  society  be  made  more  aware 
of  the  fact  that  she  is  a  part  of  the  jurisdiction,  conference,  district,  local 
society:  and  that  the  success  of  the  Women's  Work  depends  on  each  wom- 
an in  each  society. 

8.  That  we  cooperate  at  all  times  with  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in 
its  plans  for  organization  and  promotion:  that  we  strive  to  have  a  Guild, 
as  well  as  a  society,  in  every  church. 

9.  That  we  strive  to  secure  financial  increases  this  quadrennium,  as 
set  forth  in  Advance  Program. 

10.  That  our  goal  continue  to  be  enlistment  of  every  woman  in  The 
Methodist  Church  in  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  or  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  MISSIONARY 
EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE 

In  presenting  my  first  annual  report  as  Secretary  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation, I  am  also  reporting  the  first  year's  work  in  our  "Advance  for 
Christ  and  His  Church." 

As  I  endeavor  to  summarize  the  work  of  1948,  I  cannot  point  to  any 
spectacular  achievements,  yet  I  can  say  that  in  every  phase  of  our  work 
we  ADVANCED.  This  advance  was  due,  in  large  measure,  to  the  beautiful 
spirit  of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  Conference  Study  and  Action 
Committee;  the  earnest  and  devoted  efforts  of  the  seven  district  secre- 
taries: namely,  Mrs.  J.  Bascom  Hurley,  Mrs.  L.  L.  Gibbs,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Loy, 
Mrs.  Carl  Herrington,  Mrs.  H.  C.  Turlington,  Mrs.  D.  L.  Wheeler  and 
Mrs.  L.  D.  Hayman;  and  by  the  loyal  support  of  this  program  in  the  local 
societies  of  our  Conference. 
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To  the  Conference,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the 
privilege  of  study  at  Pfeiffer  College  and  Lake  Junaluska.  The  infor- 
mation received  through  my  study  of  "America's  Geographical  Fron- 
tiers," taught  by  Mrs.  J.  N.  Rodeheaver,  and  "China,"  taught  by  Miss 
Louise  Robinson,  along  with  the  various  workshops,  seminars  and  plan- 
ning committees,  made  it  possible  for  me  to  plan  and  promote  the 
work  of  this  department. 

Our  second  School  of  Missions  was  attended  by  a  large  number  of 
local,  district  and  conference  officers.  A  list  of  the  names  and  addresses 
of  these  women,  and  the  courses  in  which  they  enrolled,  was  secured  at 
Pfeiffer.  This  list  was  used  in  making  plans  for  the  ten  Educational 
Seminars  held  throughout  the  conference.  Approximately  sixty-five  of 
these  women  were  given  assignments  and  rendered  a  great  service  in 
conducting  these  seminars.  This  plan  was  used,  not  only  to  lend  variety 
to  our  programs,  but  also  as  a  leadership  training  project.  As  a  part  of 
our  Seminar  planning,  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education,  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  and  Spiritual  Life  outlined 
each  of  the  four  courses,  had  them  mimeographed  and  placed  in  the 
hands  of  each  local  society.  I  am  indebted  to  Mrs.  Jerome  and  Mrs. 
Slaughter  for  their  untiring  efforts  in  helping  to  plan  and  promote  the 
work  of  our  seminars.  We  hope  that  this  leadership  training  and  sug- 
gestions for  study  will  bring  far-reaching  results  throughout  the  con- 
ference. 

Eighty-three  percent  of  the  societies  reported  during  the  year.  Forty- 
eight  percent  reported  all  four  quarters.  The  Wilmington  District  led, 
with  94.6%  reporting,  with  the  Rocky  Mount  District  second,  with  88.2%. 
A  total  of  1,337  study  classes  was  held,  with  Wilmington  District  lead- 
ing with  228;  Fayetteville  District  held  second  place  with  223.  A  total 
of  34  Jurisdiction  Recognition  Classes  gave  Wilmington  District  first 
place  with  Raleigh  District  second  with  26.  The  Elizabeth  City  District 
had  100%  increase  in  study  classes  over  previous  year.  This  record,  along 
with  many  other  increases,  has  given  the  Elizabeth  City  District  the 
honor  of  being  named  "The  District  of  the  Year  in  Missionary  Education." 
Mrs.  L.  L.  Gibbs  is  to  be  congratulated  on  this  achievement  in  her  district. 

The  Conference  led  the  Jurisdiction  by  taking  a  place  in  the  "highest 
four"  bracket  the  largest  number  of  times.  This  is  an  honor  of  which  the 
women  of  the  conference  may  be  justly  proud. 

An  outstanding  educational  project  during  the  year  was  the  Wilming- 
ton District  School  of  Missions  held  at  the  Youth  Center  at  Wrightsville 
Beach.  So  far  as  we  can  learn,  this  was  the  only  district  school  in  the 
Methodist  Church.  The  individuals  who  cooperated  in  making  this  school 
possible  are  to  be  commended  for  their  planning  and  congratulated  on 
the  success  of  this  project. 

One  of  the  weak  points  of  this  department  is  the  small  number  of 
Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Projects  sponsored  by  local  societies. 
In  our  "Advance  for  Christ  and  His  Church"  we  hope  this  number  will 
be  increased.  Only  those  projects  assigned  by  the  Conference  Secretary 
of  Missionary  Education  can  be  reported  by  the  society.  Below  is  a  list  of 
the  projects  sponsored  by  the  Conference,  local  societies  and  Guilds 
during  1948:

IN  MEMORIAM 

LILLIE    MOORE    EVERETT 

(Written  by  Mrs.  S.  S.  Holt,  Chairman  Historical  Committee) 

"Beautiful  life  is  that  whose  span 
Is  spent  in  duty  to  God  and  man. 
Beautiful  twilight  at  set  of  sun, 
Beautiful  death  with  a  life  well  done." 

It  is  our  privilege  today  to  honor  the  memory  of  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand 
Everett  who  passed  away  in  December  1948. 

Lillie  Moore  Everett  was  born  in  1870,  the  daughter  of  the  Reverend 
W.  H.  Moore  and  Josephine  Redding  Moore.  From  her  parents,  this 
daughter  of  the  parsonage  inherited  the  rare  qualities  of  leadership,  high 
ideals,  broad  visions,  strong  character,  and  loyalty  to  noble  principles, 
together  with  the  graces  of  womanhood. 
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In  1900.  she  was  married  to  James  LeGrand  Everett  and  her  sphere  be- 
came the  gracing  of  her  home  where  hospitality  was  the  keynote.  In 
her  own  home,  as  in  her  father's,  her  faith  in  her  Master  and  her  love 
of  the  Church  made  the  duties  of  Church.  Sunday  School  and  the  Mis- 
sionary Society  a  large  part  of  the  program  of  her  life,  though  it  was 
not  until  1920  that  she  came  into  official  connection  with  the  North 
Carolina   Conference. 

Throughout  her  long  and  useful  life  she  was  closely  affiliated  with 
the  Methodist  Church  and  here  we  give  her  the  highest  of  all  eulogies 
— she  was  a  Christian  woman  who  walked  in  the  footsteps  of  her  Lord 
and  Saviour.  Truly  she  spent  herself  in  service  and  her  service  was 
constructive.  Its  golden  fruit,  the  department  of  Missionary  Education 
and  Service  of  our  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  is 
the  product  of  the  seed  she  planted  and  cultivated  during  the  years 
she  served  as  leader  of  this  work.  "She  gave  time,  money,  and  effort  to 
keep  abreast  of  the  interests  of  the  kingdom."  She  was  constantly 
searching  for  newer,  better  methods  of  promoting  the  work  and  among 
her  successful  projects  were  the  circle"  plan — one  of  our  Conference's 
"firsts" — district  all-day  study  classes,  and  the  study  "Standard  of  Ex- 
cellence"  which   carried  a   definite  yearly   study   schedule. 

She  was  first  elected  Superintendent  of  Study  and  Publicity  and  her 
duties  included  the  editing  of  the  Woman's  page  in  the  Christian  Ad- 
vocate. Not  satisfied  with  the  limited  space  in  the  Advocate  at  her 
disposal,  she  proposed  that  the  Conference  establish  its  own  missionary 
organ.  She  then  became  editor  of  the  bulletin  "Our  Missionary  News." 

In  192S.  the  Jubilee  Year,  she  was  given  "the  task  of  compiling  the 
history  of  our  fifty  years  of  organized  work  for  missions.  The  result  of 
her  efforts,  "Seven  Times  Seven."  in  its  story  of  development  and  growth 
bears  witness  to  the  consecrated,  powerful  women  who  pioneered  in 
ous  Conference." 

"As  a  memorial  forever  of  the  Golden  Jubilee  Year  in  the  department 
of  study,"  she  gave  the  Jubilee  Study  Jewel  to  the  Conference — an  award 
which  continues  to  stimulate  interest.  Her  own  interpretative  sketch  of 
the  Jewel  in  "Seven  Times  Seven"  is  worth  reading  and  re-reading. 

Time  does  not  permit  a  complete  resume  of  her  deeds.  Proud  as  we 
are  of  her  record,  we  place  it  secondary  to  her  influence.  A  woman  of 
handsome  presence,  great  dignity  and  poise,  of  tact  and  gracious  courtesy, 
she  exemplified  the  best  type  of  womanhood.  Sympathetic  and  friendly 
toward  everyone,  affectionate  and  loyal  to  her  friends,  she  wielded  an 
inspiring  influence.  There  were  many  who  loved  Mrs.  Everett  and  "none 
knew  her  but  to  praise."  Her  magnetic  personality  and  rich  vein  of 
humor  were  factors  in  the  forging  of  strong  links  in  the  chain  of  many 
lasting  friendships.  Her  judgment  was  sound;  her  mentality  quick;  her 
intellect  keen;  her  ability  unusual.  Whatever  she  touched  she  strength- 
ened and  uplifted. 

She  has  gone  from  among  us.  but  her  memory  abides  and  her  lovely 
spirit  still  lives  in  lives  made  sweeter  by  her  gentle  touch  and  loving 
sympathy. 

It  is  with  mingled  emotions  that  I  present  to  the  conference  this  phase 
of  my  report.  Twenty-one  years  ago  I  attended  my  first  annual  conference 
— that  long  to  be  remembered  Golden  Jubilee  Conference — and  saw  the 
Study  Jewel  presented  for  the  first  time.  This  "memorial  forever  of  the 
Golden  Jubilee  year"  was  presented  to  the  conference  by  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand 
Everett  to  be  awarded  to  the  district  having  the  largest   percentage  of 
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societies  conducting  three  study  classes.  Today,  Lillie  Moore  Everett  is 
not  with  us,  but  in  the  awarding  of  this  beautiful  Jewel,  we  feel  that  in 
deed  and  truth  it  is  symbolic  of  the  beautiful  life  she  so  freely  gave  as  a 
"memorial  forever."  Her  spirit  shall  long  linger  with  those  who  loved  her 
and  called  her  friend.  The  torch  she  held  aloft  to  lighten  dark  places 
throughout  this  conference  is  now  in  the  hands  of  those  who  follow,  to 
hold  aloft  and  to  carry  farther  into  the  darkness.  From  year  to  year,  as 
this  Study  Jewel  is  awarded,  it  is  my  prayer  that  with  it  shall  go,  to 
the  hearts  of  those  that  earn  it,  "the  message  it  was  designed  to  convey, 
of  God  and  Redemption,  of  Love  and  Sacrifice,  of  Faith  and  Works,  of 
Knowledge  and  Wisdom."  To  me,  it  is  a  sacred  privilege  to  stand  in  this 
capacity  for  the  first  time,  at  this  first  conference  after  Mrs.  Everett's 
going  home,  to  award  this  memorial  Jewel  for  the  eighth  consecutive  year 
to  the  Wilmington  District.  Mrs.  L.  D.  Hayman,  District  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Education,  along  with  all  her  faithful  co-workers  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  a  work  well  done.  The  district  percentages  upon  which 
this  award  is  based  are  as  follows:  Durham  46.2%;  Elizabeth  City  47.8%; 
Fayetteville  43.8%  ;  New  Bern  32.5%  ;  Raleigh  40.5%  ;  Rocky  Mount  49.4% : 
and  Wilmington  82.6%.  There  was  an  increase  of  197  study  classes  over 
the  previous  year.  The  women  all  over  the  conference  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  their  cooperation  in  this  program  of  study,  and  we  trust 
that  the  days  to  come  may  see  more  and  better  classes  held. 

A  wonderful  spirit  of  cooperation  and  helpfulness  has  been  exempli- 
fied by  the  women  of  this  conference,  for  which  I  am  deeply  grateful.  As 
women  have  prayed,  studied  and  sacrificed  I  have  felt  an  atmosphere 
that  has  seemed  to  link  our  conference  with  the  peoples  of  the  world — 
a    world    in    need. 

In  our  "Advance  for  Christ  and  His  Church"  we  must  avail  ourselves 
of  every  opportunity  to  study,  and  urge  others  to  study,  that,  seeing  the 
great  needs  of  the  world,  we  may  be  inspired  to  be  unselfish  stewards  of 
our  time,  our  means,  and  our  prayers  in  order  to  help  establish  a  Chris- 
tian social  order  around  the  world. 

"Advance,  O  Church  of  God — it  is  already  late."

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL 
RELATIONS  AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

The  Women  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  are  slowly  becoming  aware  of  the  strength  and 
promise  of  the  movement  within  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations and  Local  Church  Activities. 

The  movement  that  depends  upon  the  local  churches  and  the  individ- 
ual church  women  for  a  successful  completion. 

The  reports  for  1948  show  that  some  of  the  societies  are  becoming 
aware  of  the  frustrations,  crushed  hopes  and  lowered  ideals  not  only  of 
our  own  country,  but  of  our  world.  These  reports  show  that  some  of  the 
societies  are  also  becoming  aware  of  the  injustice  and  discrimination, 
which  cause  so  much  unhappiness  and  unrest. 

These  forward  looking  societies  have  studied  the  needs  of  their  com- 
munities and  of  the  world  and  have  done  something  to  help  the  con- 
ditions. 
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Onr  financial  figures  for  1948  show  that  $130,873.18  was  spent  on  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities.  The  most  of  this 
amount  went  for  home  and  foreign  relief.  Not  only  have  the  societies 
sent  money  for  relief,  but  almost  all  of  them  have  sent  packages  all 
during  the  year.  Packages  of  food,  medicine  and  clothing,  remembering 
the  children  as  well  as  the  adults. 

There  is  an  increasing  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowship,  particularly  in  the  small  rural  churches.  The  societies  are 
equipping  and  staffing  recreation  centers,  giving  suppers  and  parties,  as 
well  as  sending  delegates  to  the  various  youth  training  assemblies  and 
camps.  New  Bern  sent  a  delegate  to  the  Youth  Conference  in  London. 
Richlands  in  the  Wilmington  District  paid  $500  on  a  Sunday  School  Bus. 
Durham  District  reports  a  Young  Mother  Group  organized  for  study  of 
The  Christian  Home  and  Parenthood. 

The  study  of  Alcohol  Beverage  has  brought  results.  Wine  and  beer  has 
been  voted  out  of  several  counties  due  to  the  activities  of  our  churches 
in  cooperation  with  other  organizations. 

Our  increase  in  inter-racial  work  is  gratifying.  An  international  tea 
was  given  in  Raleigh  for  foreign  students.  Jewish  women  have  given 
talks  for  two  Societies.  Bibles  were  sent  to  Japan  by  Fairmont  in  the  Wil- 
mington District.  Carvers  Creek  has  an  annual  Easter  Pageant  with 
white  and  Negro  choirs  taking  part  on  the  program.  Dinner  being  served 
to  all  on  the  grounds.  Contributions  were  sent  to  rebuild  the  Negro 
Orphanage  dormitory  which  was  burned. 

We  should  send  more  delegates  to  the  Negro  Leadership  School  in 
Winston-Salem.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  is  far  behind  the  Western 
North  Carolina  Conference  in  the  number  of  delegates  sent  to  this  school. 

We  should  do  more  legislative  study  and  work  than  we  have  this  past 
year.  Some  societies  reported  study  of  E.  R.  P.,  the  Marshall  Plan,  V.  M.  T. 
and  have  written  their  Representatives  about  the  bills  listed  in  the 
Information  and  Action  Bulletin. 

There  are  many  more  activities  that  are  worthy  of  mention.  We  have 
cooperated  in  this  year's  Crusade  for  Christ,  with  emphasis  on  Church 
School  attendance;  with  other  churches  in  observance  of  World  Com- 
munity Day  and  World  Day  of  Prayer;  with  observance  of  Commitment 
Day;  Community  cooperation  with  Red  Cross;  P.  T.  A.,  March  of  Dimes, 
Cancer  Drive,  Seals  for  Crippled  Children,  Health  Department,  and  Wel- 
fare Department.  Upper  Room  has  been  given  to  hospitals,  youth,  and 
colored  churches. 

Our  societies  have  been  very  active  in  local  church  work.  They  have 
cooperated  with  their  pastors  in  church  and  Sunday  schools.  Parsonages 
have  been  painted,  furnished  and  stocked  with  food,  while  the  churches 
have  been  painted,  repaired,  and  equipment  has  been  bought  from  hymn 
books  to  organs. 

A  check-up  of  our  1948  Recommendations  with  the  reports  shows  that 
nearly  every  one  was  carried  out  somewhere  in   our  Conference. 

It  is  with  a  great  feeling  of  gratitude  to  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin  that  I  make 
this  report  for  it  is  largely  due  to  her  study  and  untiring  efforts  the  past 
eight  years,  that  we  have  become  aware  of  our  world  neighbors  and  of 
our  part  in  world  affairs. 

There  is  breadth  and  depth  enough  in  our  program  of  Christian  Social 
Relations,  if  used,  to  make  our  Woman's  Society  one  of  the  most  effect- 
ual agencies  of  Peace  and  Good  Will  on  earth. 
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With  the  help  of  our  fine  seven  district  secretaries  and  our  Guild 
secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  may  we  continue  to  grow  in  wis- 
dom and  strength.  This  is  our  prayer.

Conference  on  Child  Welfare. 

d.  A   program   for   the   family    that   uproots    and    prevents   racial    and 
group   prejudices. 

e.  Special    guidance   in    working   for    better   housing,    education    and 
and  health  for  all  families  in  the  community. 
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3.  Arousing  the  Voice  and  Vote  of  the  Christian — 

a.  Increased  attention  to  political  action  seminars  on  a  national,  state 
and  local  level. 

b.  Simple  guidance  for  individuals  and  groups  in  the  interpretation 
and  evaluation  of  propaganda. 

c.  Cooperation  with  other  agencies  in  citizenship  for  training  new 
citizens  and  potential  citizens. 

d.  Promotion  through  church,  schools,  and  colleges  of  a  training 
program  for  citizenship  and  service  in  public  office  locally  and 
nationally — program  to  include  simple  education  on  political  issues 
of  focal  and  national  concern. 

4.  Strengthening  the  Moral  Forces  At  Work  Today — 

a.  Increased  emphasis  on  a  basic  program  of  alcohol  education  and 
action  in  the  church  and  community,  emanating  from  the  church 
as  well  as  the  school. 

b.  A  community-centered  church  program  which  undermines  the 
causes  of  crime  and  delinquency. 

c.  New  emphasis  on  mental  health. 

5.  Safeguarding  Human  Freedom  Around  the  World — 

a.  Enactment  into  law  and  practice  of  the  recommendations  of  the 
Report  of  the  President's  Committee  on  Civil  Rights. 

b.  The  acceptance  and  adoption  by  this  Nation  of  the  International 
Bill  of  Rights  stemming  from  the  United  Nations. 

c.  The  removal  of  all  discriminatory  immigration  policies  and  an 
open  door  for  displaced  peoples  of  the  world. 

d.  The  removal  of  all  forms  of  segregation  within  The  Methodist 
Church. 

6.  Applying  Christianity  to  Economic  Life — 

a.  Simple  educational  program  giving  guidance  to  members  concern- 
ing their  decisions  in  various  occupations. 

b.  Every  local  church  and  church  body  examining: 

1.  its  practices  as  an  employer  of  labor 

2.  its  choice  of  investments 

3.  the  sources  of  gifts  it  accepts. 

7.  Undergirding  the  United  Nations — 

a.  Strengthening  the  agencies  of  the  United  Nations  and  working 
through  its  channels  to  achieve  a  world  government  that  will  as- 
sure permanent  peace. 

b.  Cooperating  in  definite  planning  to  generate  concern  and  under- 
standing for  women's  responsibility  in  world  affairs  in  all  nations. 

c.  Analyzing  and  interpreting  propaganda  methods  used  to  build  or 
block  world  cooperation  among  nations. 

d.  Finding  specific  ways  to  influence  the  foreign  policy  of  the  United 
States  toward  world  cooperation. 

e.  Working  for  full  participation  of  the  United  States  in  reduction  of 
trade  barriers. 
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f.  Relating  the  above  aspects  of  our  international  responsibility  to 
the  missionary  enterprise  around  the  world. 

8.  Goals  for  Advance — • 

a.  Within  the  Local  Society  and  Guild — 

b.  At  least  one  new  or  continuing  community  or  social  action  em- 
phasis each  quarter.  This  to  include  the  presentation  of  some 
crucial  living  issue  regularly  at  general  and  circle  meetings. 

c.  Every  local  society  and  guild  using  observance  of  special  days 
as  United  Nations  Day,  World  Community  Day,  Race  Relations 
Sunday,  World  Temperance  Sunday,  or  National  Family  Week. 

d.  Every  local  secretary  attending  officers'  training  day,  district  or 
conference  meeting,  and  other  institutes  for  special  training. 

e.  At  least  one  social  action  institute  in  every  district  this  quadren- 
nium,  working  toward  an  annual  church-wide  social  action  in- 
stitute in  each  district. 

f.  Within  Conference  and  District. 

1.  A  working  standing  Committee  within  the  conference  and 
district. 

2.  Definite  plans  each  year  through  seminars,  workshops,  sum- 
mer schools  or  institutes  for  training  of  local  and  confer- 
ence secretaries. 

3.  The  planned  promotion  of  the  "Five  Goals"  in  the  local 
society. 

II.  For  the  implementation  of  the  Advance  Program — 
We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Conference  Societies  cooperate  with  the  Southern  Regional 
Council  in  a  South-wide  conference  on  the  problems  of  our  section. 

2.  That  Conference  make  a  contribution  to  the  Southern  Regional  Coun- 
cil in  line  with  our  General  Boards  of  Missions  and  Education. 

3.  That  District  and  Conference  Workshops  be  held  on  Human  Rights. 

4.  That  time  be  provided  at  Conference,  District  and  local  meetings  for 
facing  the  vital  social  issues  that  are  upon  us,  and  ten  minutes  of 
every  circle  meeting  be  devoted  to  social  problems  and  action. 

5.  We  reaffirm  our  support  of  the  following:  raising  of  minimum  wage; 
increased  social  security  protection  against  old  age  and  sickness, 
injury  and  unemployment;  price  control,  public  housing,  rural  housing, 
slum  clearance,  Federal  Aid  to  Education  and  health  legislation 
banning  interstate  advertising  of  alcoholic  beverages  and  prohibiting 
advertising  anywhere  which  suggests  directly  or  indirectly  that 
alcoholic  beverages  are  beneficial  to  health  or  social  prestige. 

We  reaffirm  our  Methodist  stand  of  total  abstinence. 
We  oppose  universal  military  training. 
We   oppose    peacetime    conscription. 

8.  We  urge  community  surveys  to  find  the  needs  for  local  and  state 
legislation  and  for  places  of  service  for  the  Woman's  Society.  (The 
Southern  Regional  Council,  Wesley  Memorial  Building,  Atlanta,  Ga., 
can  furnish  a  guide  to  the  study  and  survey.) 
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9.  We   recommend   that   we    examine    ourselves   and    our    individual    in- 
income  in  light  of  the  Christian  principle  of  proportionate  giving. 

10.  That  we  work  toward  bringing  Federal,  state,  and  local  laws  and 
practices  into  conformity  with  the  standards  in  the  International  Dec- 
laration of  Human  Rights. 

11.  We  call  upon  local,  county  and  state  governments  to  pass  legislation 
prohibiting  the  appearance  on  public  highways,  grounds  or  buildings 
of  persons  from  such  organizations  as  the  Ku  Klux  Klan,  using  de- 
vices to  conceal  identity;  and  against  the  desecration  of  the  Cross  as 
it  is  being  used  by  the  Klan  to  spread  terror  and  intimidation. 

12.  We  urge  the  formation  of  U.  N.  Information  Centers  that  we  may 
know  more  clearly  international  problems  and  solutions. 

13.  That  we  give  active  support  to  the  Children's  International  Emer- 
gency Fund. 

14.  That  we  cooperate  in  our  local  church  and  community  with  efforts 
to  resettle  Displaced  Persons. 

15.  We  urge  our  women  at  all  times  to  be  patient  in  the  re-adjustment 
of  the  world's  chaotic  affairs,  not  prone  to  harsh  resentment  that 
may  grow  into  hate,  ever  prayerful  that  God's  will  and  way  may  reign 
in  the  affairs  of  men.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  STUDENT  WORK 

"Advance,  O  Church  of  God,  Advance! 

One  world  can  never  be  , 

Until  mankind,  in  search  for  truth, 

Learns  only  love  sets  free." 

Believing  profoundly  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord  and  that  we  are  called 
today  to  new  levels  of  understanding  and  obedience,  may  we  seek  to  dis- 
cover the  Christian  Faith,  its  meaning,  its  nature,  and  its  challenge  for 
today  in  our  work  with  students. 

We  gained  47  local  secretaries  of  Student  Work  during  1948.  Signifi- 
cant gains  in  reporting  and  a  growing  interest  in  students  leaving  home 
churches  were  noted.  Local  churches  provided  for  student  needs.  Student 
work  on  campuses  was  well  organized  under  State  Student  Director,  Rev. 
Troy  Barrett,  and  more  cooperation  was  evident  between  campus  secre- 
taries and  student  groups.  Directors  of  students  recognized  the  interest  of 
the  W.  S.  C.  S.  in  helping  to  promote  missions,  to  aid  foreign  students, 
and  to  furnish  social  entertainment. 

There  was  an  increased  interest  in  Methodist  Student  Day  (in  June), 
and  in  Student  Recognition  Day  in  (December).  "The  Student  Loan  and 
Scholarship  Fund"  was  presented  in  zone  and  district  meetings  and  each 
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local  secretary  was  supplied  with  the  leaflet  provided  by  the  Board  of 
Education. 

All  seven  districts  reported  to  me  every  quarter — 100%. 
Durham  District — Mrs.  C.  M.  Allen,  secretary,  is  a  member  of  the  Ad- 
visory Board  of  the  Duke  University  Fellowship.  The  district  contributed 
13  hymnals  to  the  Duke  Fellowship.  Freshmen  were  entertained  by 
campus  churches.  Asbury  Church  sent  aid  to  a  Polish  student.  An  In- 
ternational Tea  was  given  for  students.  Two  Chinese  students  made  talks 
at  a  church  in  the  district  on  Mother's  Day.  Mrs.  Allen  is  keeping  in 
touch  with  a  student  from  India.  There  were  Negro  discussion  groups 
with  leaders  from  N.  C.  College. 

The  local  secretary  of  the  Chapel  Hill  church  was  in  charge  of  ar- 
rangements for  a  supper  given  by  the  Woman's  Society  serving  over  450 
plates.  She  assisted  in  organizing  a  program  of  student  church  visitation 
in  homes  of  church  members.  Sixty-five  foreign  students  are  on  the 
campus.  Invitations  were  extended  to  them  by  church  families.  Five  are 
very  active  in  the  Wesley  Foundation.  Hiroshima  Girls'  College,  Japan, 
was  adopted  as  a  fellow  college. 

The  Wesley  Foundation  director  reported  that  more  attention  must  be 
paid  (by  students)  to  an  understanding  of  the  mission  program  of  the 
Methodist  Church  generally.  This  can  be  accomplished  by  discussion 
groups  in  which  the  local  W.S.C.S.  will  provide  leaders  and  information. 

Elizabeth  City  District — Mrs.  Garland  E.  Meekins,  secretary,  reported 
that  it  is  thrilling  to  see  how  many  more  societies  are  reporting  student 
work.  She  has  written  to  boys  and  girls  away  from  their  home  churches 
and  has  attended  zone  and  district  meetings.  The  societies  of  this  dis- 
trict have  local  secretaries  of  student  work.  Let's  report! 

Fayetteville  District — Mrs.  R.  S.  Harrison,  secretary,  was  elected  in 
November  1948.  Mrs.  A.  C.  Lee,  secretary  for  the  past  two  years,  accom- 
plished great  things  for  her  district.  She  was  adult  leader  for  the  Meth- 
odist Student  Group  at  Flora  Macdonald  College.  Two  students  made 
talks  at  zone  meetings.  Sunday  school  classes  were  organized,  and  stu- 
dents from  Flora  Macdonald  attended  State  and  Regional  Student  Con- 
ferences. 

Fourth  Quarter — Mrs.  Harrison  reported  two  new  local  secretaries. 
Local  societies  gave  teas  and  banquets  at  Christmas  time  and  sent  cards 
and  student  literature.  One  society  sent  a  contribution  to  the  Wesley 
Foundation,  Chapel  Hill,  N.  C,  and  sent  3  delegates  to  the  Youth  Con- 
ference in  Cleveland,  Ohio.  One  church  participated  in  a  radio  program 
in  behalf  of  the  temperance  movement. 

There  is  one  college  group  in  this  district  that  we  hope  to  encourage 
and  to  interest  in  student  group  organization. 

New  Bern  District — Mrs.  Stanley  Mann,  secretary,  reports  that  many 
societies,  in  this  district  have  no  students,  however,  we  do  need  to  im- 
prove local  reporting.  Student  Work  has  been  promoted  and  literature 
has  been  sent.  One  society  has  furnished  financial  aid  to  a  student. 

There  is  an  active  Wesley  Foundation  group  at  East  Carolina  Teachers 
College,  directed  by  Miss  Mamiej  Chandler.  During  the  year  a  home 
for  the  Student  Center  has  been  bought  and  plans  have  been  made  to  con- 
vert the  first  floor  into  the  living  quarters  for  the  director  and  into  more 
room  for  the  student  program  and  activities.  The  local  church  group  has 
an  appreciation  for  the  Student  Center.  The  Woman's  Society  provides 
social  entertainment  and  supplies  for  the  snack  shelf. 
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Raleigh  District — Mrs.  J.  Warren  Smith,  secretary,  serves  on  the  Wes- 
ley Foundation  Board  at  State  College.  An  International  Tea  was  given  by 
a  campus  church,  with  46  foreign  students  attending.  Wake  Forest  has 
an  organized  Methodist  Student  Group.  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman  was  a  Mission 
speaker  on  this  campus. 

The  District  Secretary  and  four  campus  secretaries  attended  the  State 
Student  Conference,  and  with  Miss  Dorothy  Nyland  and  the  Conference 
Secretary  held  a  workshop  on  Student  Work. 

The  Wesley  Foundation  at  State  College  and  Meredith  College  di- 
rected by  Rev.  Charles  McCoy  is  an  active  student  group.  One  college 
group  in  the  district  has  not  reported. 

Rocky  Mount  District — Mrs.  J.  W.  Crew,  Sr.,  secretary,  had  a  gain  in 
local  secretaries  of  Student  Work  and  in  consistent  reporting.  Student 
Work  was  promoted  at  all  zone  and  district  meetings.  A  graduate  student 
was  sent  to  the  Youth  Conference.  All  student  literature  was  distributed 
and  the  local  secretaries  were  active.  Interest  was  noted  in  the  Methodist 
Student  Group  on  the  Atlantic  Christian  College  campus. 

Contributions  were  made  to  the  District  Educational  Loan  Fund  for 
Students. 

Wilmington  District — Mrs.  R.  G.  White,  secretary,  had  the  largest 
number  of  local  secretaries  and  good  reporting  all  four  quarters.  Sixty 
percent  of  the  secretaries  reported.  Growth  in  interest  in  Student  Work 
in  the  local  societies  was  noted.  The  district  secretary  attended  all  meet- 
ings in  her  district  and  put  across  extensive  cultivation  in  all  phases  of 
Student  Work.  She  attended  the  State  Student  Conference. 

There  is  a  Wesley  Foundation  at  Pembroke  State  College.  Miss 
Marjorie  Kanable  is  director.  There  was  an  exchange  program  with  col- 
lege students  of  N.  C.  State  College;  topic,  "World  Friendship  for  Peace." 
The  Woman's  Christian  Medical  College  in  Shanghai,  China,  is  the 
adopted  fellow  college.  Special  mission  speakers  were  heard  during 
World  Brotherhood  Week. 

Your  Conference  secretary  attended  the  Jurisdiction  Conference  in 
Orlando,  Florida;  zone,  district  and  conference  meetings  in  N.  C;  the 
state  Student  Conference;  and  a  meeting  of  the  Inter-Conference  Com- 
mission of  Student  Work.  She  had  three  personal  conferences  with  Miss 
Dorothy  Nyland.  Student  Work  was  promoted  and  plans  exchanged  in  a 
group  meeting  with  the  State  Director  of  Student  Work,  6  campus  direc- 
tors, and  2  pastors. 

Our  plan  for  the  new  year  is  a  workshop  in  every  district  with  Con- 
ference and  District  Secretaries  of  Student  Work,  District  Secretaries  of 
Promotion,  Campus  Secretaries,  and  Directors  of  Student  Groups 
attending. 

"One  thousand  new  missionaries,  deaconesses,  and  other  full-time 
Christian  workers  to  help  meet  the  needs  of  the  world."  We  must  be 
untiring  in  energy,  courage,  and  zeal  that  the  Kingdom  of  God  may 
advance  in  the  hearts  of  young  men  and  women.  Not  one  world — but  one 
world  for  Christ.

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RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  STUDENT  WORK 

Because  of  the  responsibility  that  rests  on  the  secretary  of  Student 
Work  to  help  implement  point  three  of  the  four  point  program  of  Advance, 
we  recommend  that: 

1.  Every  society  be  made  to  feel  it  imperative  to  elect  a  secretary  of 
Student,  Work. 

2.  The  committee  on  missionary  personnel  in  every  local  church 
function  (By-laws,  Article  IV,  Sec.  II).  "The  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel Committee  in  the  local  church  shall  be  composed  of  the 
secretary  of  Youth  Work  who  shall  be  designated  as  Chairman,  the 
secretary  of  Student  Work,  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
the  President  and  the  local  pastor.  It  shall  create  an  interest  in 
the  need  for  missionaries  and  deaconesses  and  present  information 
concerning  qualifications   and  procedures." 

3.  Local  secretaries  make  available  information  on  scholarships  and 
schools.  (Leaflet) 

4.  Local  secretaries  know  types  of  workers  needed,  the  qualifications 
for  the  mission  field  and  present  world  needs  to  students.  (Study 
Methodist  Service  Projects) 

5.  Secure  the  names  of  students  who  are  interested  in  full-time  Chris- 
tian service.  Send  these  names  to  conference  secretary  of  Missionary 

Personnel,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  New  Bern,  N.  C. 

In  campus  situations  we  recommend  that: 

1.  Campus  secretaries  (a)  present  the  needs  of  the  world  to  the 
student  group;  (b)  be  on  the  alert  for  qualified  persons  now  in 
school;  (c)  provide  mission  literature  for  libraries;  (d)  help  secure 
mission  speakers. 

2.  Students  from  overseas  be  used  to  personalize  the  colleges  abroad 
in  the  Methodist  Student  Fellowship  Fund.  (Handbook  on  Methodist 
Student  Fellowship  Fund). 

3.  Encourage  the  campus  community  to  be  responsible  for  a  displaced 
person,  preferably  a  student,  brought  under  Church  World  Service.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  YOUTH  WORK 

I  could  not  give  a  report  of  the  year's  Youth  Work  without  calling 
atention  to  the  beginning  of  the  year  when  ten  thousand  youth  and  leaders 
attended  the  Cleveland  Conference  and  ushered  in  1948  in  a  Holy  Com- 
munion Service.  For  each  it  was  a  time  of  soul  searching  and  of  dedica- 
tion to  the  will  of  God.  It  was  a  wonderful  experience  and  a  new  realiza- 
tion of  personal  responsibility  for  helping  meet  the  needs  of  peoples 
EVERYWHERE.  The  spirit  of  this  Service  and  Conference  has  been  an 
asset  in  the  development  of  the  program  of  Missions  and  Youth  Work  in 
the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  groups  during  this  year.  Youth's  theme 
for  the  year  has  been  "Christ  Above  All"  and  as  they  enter  the  Advance 
it  is  "Jesus'  Way  .  .  .  Our  Way." 

The  seven  district  secretaries  and  the  local  secretaries  helped  me  in 
this  report  by  answering  these  questions:  What  do  you  consider  the 
outstanding   achievements    of   the   year?   What   has    been   your    greatest 
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difficulty?  Where  do  you  feel  emphasis  should  be  placed  in  the  coming 
year?  In  general,  how  would  you  evaluate  the  work  of  the  year? 

Achievements 

Youth  work  has  been  planned  and  promoted  in  a  better  way.  The  Meth- 
odist Youth  Fellowships  have  increased  and  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund 
has  increased,  which  shows  Youth  are  studying  the  needs  for  and  uses 
made  of  the  Fund.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  number  of  girls  en- 
rolled in  World  Friendship  Groups  for  the  study  of  Missions  and  the 
work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  More  and  more  youth 
are  giving  themselves  for  full-time  Christian  Service  and  are  attending 
Assemblies,  Retreats,  Conference,  District  and  Youth  Meetings  in  larger 
numbers  .  .  .  thus  showing  their  interest  in  the  work.  The  local  secretaries 
of  Youth  Work  have  increased  in  their  reporting  and  in  reporting  ev- 
ery quarter.  The  leaflet  "The  Secretary  of  Youth  in  The  Local  Church" 
is  proving  to  be  a  great  help. 

Difficulties 

There  is  still  the  great  problem  of  securing  local  secretaries,  ones 
interested  in  and  working  with  Youth,  and  in  getting  them  trained  for 
the  job.  Too  few  local  groups  have  formed  World  Friendship  Groups  of 
girls  to  study  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society.  Too  few  local  groups 
have  co-ed  study  groups  using  the  mission  topics.  There  is  a  lack  of  co- 
operative planning  in  the  local  church  by  those  persons  responsible  for 
missionary  education  of  youth.  Trained  adult  leadership  continues  to  be  a 
crying  need. 

Emphasis   in   1949 

Stress  should  be  placed  upon  every  society  having  a  secretary  of 
Youth  Work  who  knows,  or  is  willing  to  learn,  the  total  program  in  the 
local  church.  Every  society  needs  to  see  that  its  nominating  committee 
uses  the  procedure  for  electing  a  secretary.  Work  toward  setting  up  an 
adequate  study  program  in  every  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship.  Attempt 
the  formation  of  World  Friendship  Groups  wherever  practical.  Continue 
to  give  aid  in  a  larger  way  to  needy  people  at  home  and  abroad.  Have 
persons  who  are  in  full-time  service  appear  before  youth  as  often  as  pos- 
sible. Be  concerned  about  setting  up  functioning  commissions  on  Missions 
and  World  Friendship.  Continue  to  lay  before  the  societies  their  respon- 
sibility for  missionary  education  of  youth.  Present  in  a  stronger  way  and 
whenever  possible  the  fields  that  are  open  to  workers  and  the  great 
need  for  them.  Give  strong  support  to  the  Advance  program.  Make  "All 
Youth  Advancing  Youth." 

Evaluations  of  1948 

We  have  had  a  good  "WORK"  year  with  some  improvements.  Youth 
work  has  taken  "root"  and  we  hope  to  "SPROUT."  There  is  a  greater 
understanding  and  interest  in  Missions  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship 
on  the  part  of  Youth  and  Adult  leaders.  There  has  been  an  increase  in 
giving  ...  to  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund,  World  Service,  and  Relief  Proj- 
ects. "Definite  progress"  was  the  term  used  by  all  seven  District  secre- 
taries of  Youth  Work. 

Mission  Study 

The  study  materials  on  "World  Evangelism"  were  excellent.  The  list- 
ing of  the  titles  was  in  itself  an  invitation  to  use  them:  New  World 
Ahead,  Great  Is  The  Company,  That  All   May   Know,  Christianity  Where 
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Men  Work,  Why  Church?  and  In  Every  Land.  Through  the  year's  study 
Methodist  Youth  have  come  to  know  the  meaning  of  evangelism  as  it 
relates  to  the  mission  field  at  home  and  abroad.  These  materials  appeared 
in  Lessons  For  Intermediates,  The  Intermediate  Fellowship,  Highroad, 
Bible  Lessons  For  Youth  and  Christian  Action,  and  have  been  used  as 
a  part  of  the  regular  church  school  curriculum  in  Sunday  School  sessions, 
evening  meetings  and  week-day'  sessions. 

It  is  difficult  to  concieve  of  two  subjects  more  pertinent  than  the  study 
themes  for  this  year  1948-1949:  "America's  Geographical  Frontiers"  and 
"China  in  the  Asia  of  Today."  The  new  themes  were  introduced  in 
summer  camps,  assemblies  and  institutes.  In  January  China  was  intro- 
duced by  a  special  packet  "China  Youth  Packet."  This  is  the  first  time 
such  a  packet  has  been  prepared. 

We  are  encouraged  by  the  growing  use  of  missionary  materials  and 
missionary  units  in  youth  periodicals,  yet  we  realize  that  there  are  a 
great  number  of  churches  where  no  provision  is  made  for  mission  study 
in  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship.  However,  this  year  stress  is  going  to 
be  made  on  Mission  Study  other  than  on  Sunday  mornings  and  evenings. 

As  I  close  the  Youth  report  for  1948  I  want  to  thank  the  seven  district 
secretaries  and  the  local  secretaries  of  Youth  for  their  work  and  coopera- 
tion during  the  year.

A  definite  plan  for  the  use  of  missionary  units  in  youth  curriculum, 
appearing  in  the  periodicals,  Lessons  for  Intermediates,  The  Inter- 
mediate Fellowship,  Highroad,  Bible  Lessons  for  Youth,  The  Pro- 
gram Quarterly,  Christian   Action. 

Time    given    for    the    study    of    the    current    Missionary    Education 
Movement  materials;   once  a  week  for  four  to  six  weeks. 
Themes    for    1948-49.    America's    Geographical    Frontiers.    China    in 
the  Asia  of  Today. 

Themes  for  1949-50.  Japan.  Cooperation  for  a  Christian  Nation. 
Theme  for  1950-51.  The  Middle  East.  The  Church  in  its  Community. 
A  world  Friendship   Group  of  girls   wherever   practical  to  become 
better  acquainted  with  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service. 

Build  Ye  The   Road — A  booklet  of  programs  and  worship  serv- 
ices— 65  cents. 

3.  Giving — Sharing  of  Gifts. 

Every  member  in  every  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  contributing 
to  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund.  The  Methodist  Youth  Fund  will  be 
youth's  main  emphasis  in  the  Missions  Advance  Program.  M.  Y.  F. 
groups,  as  such,  should  not  be  aproached  with  nor  take  on  specials. 
Every  member  in  every  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  contributing 
to  World  Service  through  the  Fourth  Sunday  offering  and  through 
general  church  benevolences. 

Every  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  sharing  in  relieving  the  world's 
suffering  by  giving  to  relief  through  the  Methodist  Committee  for 
Overseas  Relief. 

4.  Personnel — Provide  leadership   in   our  mission  fields. 

Acquaint  the  finest  and  ablest  youth  with  the  need  and  the  opportun- 
ities for  mission  service. 

Strive  to  make  active  the  missionary  personnel  committee  in  every 
local  church. 

Since  youth  work  is  to  be  emphasized  in  the  1949  school  of  missions 
and  service  we  recommend:  — 

1.  That  the  secretaries  of  Youth  work  attend  the  School  of  Missions. 

2.  That  youth  work  be  emphasized  in  the  Educational  Seminars  this 
year.

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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

"For  Children  Everywhere — Peace — Goodwill.  Workers  with  children 
must  foster  this  goodwill  which  is  the  only  road  to  positive  peace." 

These  simple  and  yet  wise  words  by  Alice  Geer  Kelsey,  author  and 
worker  with  children  in  many  countries,  reflect  the  spirit  and  the  ap- 
proach in  which  many  workers  with  children  have  tried  to  go  about  their 
work  during  the  past  year. 

During  the  Crusade  for  Christ  emphasis,  hundreds  of  children  have 
been  reached  and  enrolled  in  the  church  school,  which  has  meant,  in  many 
cases,  that  their  families  have  been  brought  into  the  fellowship  of  the 
church. 

Reports  show  that  approximately  5,000  children  shared  in  the  studies, 
"The  Church  Reaches  Out"  and  "The  Bible  Goes  Round  the  World."  In 
the  study  of  these  units,  which  are  a  part  of  the  on-going  program  of 
Christian  Education  of  the  church  school,  boys  and  girls  have  had 
definite  experience  in  study,  fellowship,  play  and  worship,  so  that  their 
conception  of  the  meaning  of  one  Father  has  grown,  and  the  interest  in 
these  other  members  of  God's  family  has  also  increased. 

The  outcome  of  the  whole  learning  process  is  the  sharing  with  others 
at  home  and  in  other  lands  and  these  are  experiences  that  enter  very 
deeply  into  the  lives  of  the  children. 

The  children  have  shared  in  many  and  various  ways — included  among 
which  were  sending  Bibles  and  Bible  pictures  to  children  in  several 
countries,  boxes  of  clothing  to  European  countries  through  Church 
World  Service,  money  to  Methodist  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief  for 
the  starving  children  of  war-torn  countries,  cash  to  "Care"  for  food  for 
Europe,  "Togs  in  a  Towel"  packages  to  needy  children,  gifts  of  toys  and 
books  to  Red  Cross  and  other  welfare  organizations  of  the  community, 
milk  for  Europe,  gifts  for  Puerto  Rico,  literature  sent  to  Africa,  goat 
sent  to  Overseas  Relief,  toys  made  for  Philippine  children. 

Through  the  Woman's  Society  of  which  a  part  of  the  Children's  Serv- 
ice Fund  has  been  directed,  children  have  helped  to  carry  on  the  regular 
missionary  work  all  around  the  world.  This  amounted  to  $391.10.  Cash 
for  supplies  has  amounted  to  approximately  $543.72. 

The  district  secretaries  of  children's  work  have  been  responsible  by 
their  diligence  and  earnest  efforts  for  a  steady  growth  in  the  work  for 
children.  They  have  promoted  the  work  throughout  the  zones  and  districts. 
Through  their  efforts  the  number  of  local  secretaries  has  increased  from 
415  to  430,  although  reports  reveal  that  only  59%  of  the  secretaries 
reported.  In  sending  in  her  report,  one  secretary  said,  "Does  this  report 
seem  as  big  and  as  significant  to  you  as  it  does  to  me?"  A  report  can 
never  present  a  complete  picture,  but  we  can  feel  that  it  is  typical  of 
the  significant  and  valuable  experiences  which  children  are  having. 

These  secretaries  in  cooperation  with  District  Directors  of  Children's 
Work  of  the  Board  of  Education  have  promoted  their  work  through  joint 
planning,  and  participation  in  workshops,  institutes  and  seminars,  as 
well  as  at  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  in  the  local  church,  district 
and  conference. 

Additional  sessions  and  Vacation  Church  Schools  have  been  held  to 
supplement  the  time  given  to  children  in  the  church  school  on  Sunday. 
The  programs  planned  for  additional  sessions  and  vacation  schools  have 
reached   more   than   581   groups    of  children.   We   realize   that   the   polio 
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epidemic   in  the   summer   of   1948   took   a  heavy  toll   on   the   number  of 
additional  sessions  and  Vacation  Church  Schools. 

Conscious  of  the  challenge  for  service  to  children  that  present-day 
conditions  both  at  home  and  abroad  present,  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  continues  to  stress  and  to  place  before  secretaries  of 
children's  work  the 'following  activities: 

1.  Wholehearted  support  and  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  local 
Woman's  Society  in  the  Church's  program  for  the  Christian  edu- 
cation of  children. 

2.  Careful  plans  within  the  continuing  program  of  the  church  school 
for  the  missionary  education  of  children. 

3.  The  encouragement  of  study  groups  for  parents  to  consider  the 
meaning  of  Christian  family  life. 

4.  Active  endeavor  to  promote  the  current  emphases  of  the  church  as 
they  relate  to  children,  including  the  objective  to  reach  more  chil- 
dren, with  better  Christian  teaching. 

5.  Increasing  participation  in  the  plans  of  social  agencies  in  the  com- 
munity for  protective  services  to  children. 

6.  Growing  efforts  to  do  everything  possible  to  contribute  to  the  needs 
of  suffering  children  in  countries  abroad. 

We  look  forward  with  confidence  to  the  opportunities  that  the  new 
year  may  hold  as  together  we  strive  to  help  children  in  The  Methodist 
Church  to  so  live  that  they  may  in  deed  and  in  truth  become  members 
of  the  world-wide  family  of  God.

OBJECTIVES  FOR  CHILDREN'S  WORK  IN  THE 
ADVANCE  PROGRAM 

As  a  part  of  the  Program  of  Advance  for  children,  the  following  ob- 
jectives have  been  set,  although  no  particular  changes  are  noted — except 
to  improve  and  increase. 

1.  The  Child  in  the  Home.  To  promote  Christian  family  life,  so  that 
the  physical,  mental,  emotional,  and  spiritual  needs  of  children  may  be 
more  adequately  met. 

2. .The  Child  in  the  Church.  To  work  with  all  agencies  of  the  church 
in  whose  jurisdiction  the  well-being  of  children  may  be  planned  in  order 
that  children  may  grow  in  Christian  nuture  through  the  program  of  the 
church  for  children,  including  missionary  education. 

a.  By  working  in  the  church  and  church  school  with  those  already 
enrolled. 

b.  By  working  with  the  church  and  church  school  to  reach  the  un- 
reached and  their  parents. 

3.  The  Child  in  the  Community.  To  improve  conditions  affecting  child 
welfare,  to  guide  children  so  that  they  may  participate  in  community 
life,  to  help  children  and  adults  respond  to  the  needs  of  children  in  the 
world  community. 

4.  A  Worker  to  Help  Meet  the  Objectives.  To  secure  a  secretary  of 
Children's  Work  in  each  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  who 
is  a  worker  in  the  children's  division  of  the  church  school,  and  who  will 
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earnestly  strive  to  work  toward  these  objectives  to  help  children  grow 
in  Christian  nurture  at  home,  at  church,  and  in  the  community,  which 
now  extends  from  the  child's  home  to  every  country  in  the  world. 


COMPARATIVE  REPORT  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 
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Comments:  15  new  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  elected  in  1948. 
Only  59%  of  secretaries  reporting,  an  increase  of  1%  over  the  year  before. 
A  decrease  in  additional  sessions  due  to  polio  epidemic.  An  increase  in 
cash  supplies  of  $90.02. 


RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

The  objectives  for  Children's  Work  in  the  Advance  Program  reveal 
how  important  and  far-reaching  is  the  work  with  and  for  children  that 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  in  cooperation  with  other 
agencies  in  the  church,  is  attempting  to  do.  To  help  implement  the  work 
with  children  so  that  these  objectives  may  be  realized  in  every  Woman's 
Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  the  following  recommendations 
are  submitted. 

1.  Since  it  has  been  recognized  that  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work 
in  the  local  church  should  be  a  worker  in  the  children's  division  of  the 
church  school, 

a.  It  is  recommended  that  the  nominating  committee  of  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  consult  with  the  council  of  Children's 
Workers  in  the  church  school  as  to  a  nominee  for  the  office  of 
secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

b.  It  is  also  recommended  that  in  a  church  where  the  Council  of 
Children's  Workers,  has  not  been  organized,  the  nominating  com- 
mittee consult  with  the  workers  in  the  Children's  division  of  the 
church  school  as  to  a  nominee  for  the  office. 

2.  That  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  cooperate  and  help  carry 
out  the  program  of  the  Advance  in  the  following  ways: 

a.  By  home  visitation  to  reach  every  family  for  the  church. 

b.  By  the  distribution  of  religious  literature. 
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c.  By  the  promotion  of  "Family  Night  Programs"   and   study  groups 

for  parents  and  teachers,  using  the  magazine  "The  Christian  Home" 
as  a  basis  of  study. 

d.  By  helping  children  realize   the  needs   of  other  children   of   God's 

family  and  providing  opportunities  for  them  to  share,  their  gifts 
of  money  at  additional  sessions. 

3.  That  in  the  fall  of  1949  a  definite  place  be  given  for  presentation  of 
Children's  Work  fn  the  district  educational  seminars  of  the  Woman's  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service. 

4.  That  there  be  continued  planning  together  on  the  part  of  confer- 
ence and  district  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  with  conference  and 
district  Directors  of  Children's  Work. 

5.  That  the  Missionary  Units  on  "China"  and  "Puerto  Rico"  be  used 
in  the  local  church  and  that  attitudes  of  world-friendliness  be  developed 
in  the  children  of  our  church  by  giving  them  opportunities  to  have  a  part 
in  missionary  activities  and  projects. 

6.  That  we  may  pray,  plan,  and  work  with  the  thought  of  children 
always  before  us.  May  we  feel  the  call  to  these  adventures  in  living 
ministry  that  progress  be  made  in  guiding  children  to  live  as  members  of 
the  world  family  of  God.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  SPIRITUAL  LIFE 

The  greatest  contribution,  perhaps,  has  been  made  in  the  "Prayer 
Program."  Again  and  again  urgent  calls  have  been  sent  out  through  the 
District  Secretaries  to  the  local  women,  requesting  special  prayers  for 
world  movements;  such  as  The  United  Nations,  World  Peace,  The  World 
Council  of  Churches,  etc.  The  women  of  our  Conference  have  sent  in 
hundreds  of  signed  cards  to  the  Laymen's  Movement  for  a  Christian 
World  Order,  pledging  themselves  to  pray  and  work  for  world  peace. 

The  outstanding  achievement  has  been  the  increased  enrollment  in 
the  "Fellowship  of  Intercession"  which  offers  a  medium  through  which 
these  specials,  as  well  as  local  projects  may  be  channeled.  The  enrollment 
increased  from  369  in  1917  to  1,293  in  1948. 

As  a  member  of  the  Program  Committee  the  local  Spiritual  Life  Sec- 
retary has  helped  to  make  the  worship  service  more  meaningful,  often 
arranging  appropriate  worship  centers. 

There  is  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  classes  using  the  "Ap- 
proved Bible  Study  Units"  and  also  in  the  number  of  "Special  Studies." 
"Newness  of  Life,"  the  text  for  the  course,  "Growth  of  the  Spiritual  Life" 
is  being  recognized  as  outstanding  in  this  field.  Women  of  Scripture"  by 
Dr.  A.  B.  Moss,  is  the  title  of  the  Bible  Study  for  1949-50. 

In  her  report  to  the  Jurisdiction  Conference,  the  secretary,  Mrs.  W.  M. 
Alexander,  states,  "The  Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
writes:  The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  sponsored  a  Bible  Class  for  the 
nurses  at  Duke  Hospital." 

Your  secretary  was  enrolled  at  the  Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions  at 
Lake  Junaluska  in  the  course,  "Growth  of  the  Spiritual  Life,'  and  was 
greatly  blessed  by  her  contact  with  Miss  Estelle  Carver,  the  author  of 
the  text,  "Newness  of  Life." 
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The  Educational  Seminars  last  fall  were  unusually  helpful  in  that 
District  Officers  were  used,  with  one  of  the  Conference  Study  and  Ac- 
tion Committee  supervising  in  each  District.  Your  Conference  secretary 
of  Spiritual  Life  participated  in  Ave  of  these  Seminars,  three  in  the 
Elizabeth  City  District  and  two  in  the  New  Bern  District. 

As  we  have  studied  the  reports  of  the  District  secretaries  of  Spiritual 
Life  we  are  made  to  rejoice  as  we  note  the  progress  in  our  Spiritual 
Cultivation  program.  One  of  the  secretaries  wrote  "This  is  by  far  the 
best  reporting  ever.  I  feel  that  to  have  such  good  reporting  means  re- 
newed interest  and  that  more  is  being  done.  I'm  most  thankful."  Another 
writes  "I  think  the  great  work  done  by  the  women  of  this  district  this 
fall  was  in  the  observance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self  Denial.  The 
societies   had   wonderful   programs,   big   attendance   and   good   offerings." 

Our  conference  is  deeply  grateful  to  Mrs.  J.  C.  Burwell,  secretary  of 
Spiritual  Life  Literature,  Warrenton,  for  preparing  and  sending  out  to 
all  societies  the  "Spiritual  Life  Group  Program."  This  is  most  helpful 
and  widely  used. 

For  the  consecrated,  efficient  work  of  the  District  Secretaries  of  Spirit- 
ual Life  we  are  deeply  thankful.  They,  together  with  the  Conference 
Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  form  a  prayer  circle,  praying  that  God  may  use 
each  and  all  in  any  way  He  sees  best. 

The  School  of  Missions,  preceded  by  a  Retreat,  at  Pfeiffer  College  was 
most  encouraging  and  helpful.  This  year  it  is  called  the  North  Carolina 
School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service,  June  12-17,  preceded  by  the 
Retreat,  June  10-12. 

If  every  woman  in  the  Methodist  Church  could  realize  that  life  is 
given  to  share — the  four  goals  of  the  Advance  for  this  Quadrennium 
would  assume  their  proper  proportion,  as  each  of  us  gladly  accepts  our 
share  of  this  responsibility.  "My  response  plus  God's  ability"  is  the  defini- 
tion someone  has  given  us,  and  what  is  that  but  Christian  Stewardship?

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  SPIRITUAL  LIFE 

Realizing  the  great  need  for  undergirding  the  program  of  the  Wom- 
an's Society  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  with  spiritual  powers,  the 
following  recommendations  are  submitted : 

1.  (a)  That  every  member  of  the  Woman's  Society  and  the  Guild  be 
urged  to  include  in  their  daily  Quiet  Time  definite  prayer  for  the  four- 
point  program  of  The  Advance:  Also  prayer  for  the  objectives  found  on 
the  Fellowship  of  Intercession  Card  and  the  daily  use  of  The  Prayer 
Calendar. 

(b)  That  the  sixth  day  of  each  month  be  used  as  a  day  of  prayer  by 
individuals  and  prayer  groups  as  a  time  of  special  intercession  for  the 
Advance  program. 

2.  That  we  continue  to  stress  the  importance  of  small  prayer  groups 
— beginning  with  prayer  partners,  if  necessary — to  meet  regularly,  if 
possible,  but  if  not  to  meet  during  special  seasons  such  as  Lent  and  in 
the  month  of  October. 

3.  The  encouragement  of  some  form  of  daily  family  worship  in  every 
Methodist  home.  "The  family  that  prays  together  stays  together." 

4.  To  seek  to  permeate  the  program  and  activities  of  the  Woman's 
Society  and  the  Guild  with  a  definite  emphasis  on  Christian  Stewardship, 
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stressing  the  need  for  a  new  dedication  of  one's  entire  life  to  the  build- 
ing of  the  world  Christian  Community. 

5.  The  observance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  in  every 
Society  and  Guild:  seeking  to  make  the  week  one  of  earnest  prayer  and 
sacrificial  giving.  We  urge  the  use  of  the  Quiet  Day  program,  the  prayer 
card  containing  the  stated  objectives  and  a  worthy  self-denial  gift. 

6.  A  study  class  in  every  Society  and  Guild  using  the  Spiritual  Life 
study  for  the  year,  or  the  text  used  by  the  circles,  either  as  a  study  or  on 
the  Reading  Circle  Plan. 

7.  The  wider  use  of  devotional  books  and  leaflets  within  the  Society 
and  the  placing  of  "The  Upper  Room"  in  railway  and  bus  stations,  beauty 
shops,  doctors'  offices,  etc. 

8.  That  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  cooperate  with  the  pastor  in  all 
of  his  plans  for  Evangelism. 

9.  That  we  cooperate  in  promoting  the  Spiritual  Life  Retreat  and  the 
North  Carolina  School  of  Christian  Service  at  Pfeiffer  College,  and  that 
as  many  secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life,  as  possible,  attend.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  LITERATURE 
AND  PUBLICATIONS 

Since  the  secretaries  of  Literature  and  Publications  serve  as  "the 
link  between  the  Publishing  House  and  the  local  societies,"  we,  the 
District  and  Conference  secretaries  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference, 
have  tried,  in  our  feeble  way,  to  show  the  women  how  to  use  the  agencies 
of  the  printed  page  more  effectively,  and  intelligently,  during  1948.  The 
majority  of  us  were  new  workers  in  this  field  but  by  helping  each  other 
we  were  able  to  compile  some  good  reports.  The  first  quarter  of  the  year 
we  received  the  "  orchid"  that  the  Jurisdiction  presents  for  best  work — 
a  much  cherished  reward  by  the  Conference  secretaries.  Then,  for  the 
Annual  report  we  received  the  "orchid"  again.  It  is  a  thrilling  experience 
to  see  "North  Carolina  Conference  on  the  top." 

A  training  day  for  the  district  secretaries  was  held  during  the  year 
and  literature  was  displayed  and  sold  at  the  conference  meeting. 

Our  percentage  bases  were  as  follows: 

Societies    reporting     64% 

Serving  on  the  program  committee   88% 

Using  the  Divisional  Programs   94% 

Using  the  Methodist  Woman   87% 

Using  the  annual  report   73% 

Every  officer  a  subscriber  to  the  Methodist  Woman  14% 

Using    Literature    Headquarters     67% 

Week   of   Prayer    Literature    38% 

An  increase  on  every  point. 

Our  weakest  point  is  the  exceedingly  small  number  of  societies  re- 
porting all  officers  subscribers  to  the  Methodist  Woman.  Since  the  World 
Outlook  does  not  depend  entirely  upon  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  for  its  support,  we  seemingly,  have  not  made  as  intensive  an 
effort  to  secure  subscriptions  to  it,  but  we  do  urge  every  officer  to  have 
the  combination  subscription.  We  do  need  to  keep  up  our  subscription 
lists  and  add  new  ones  proportionately. 
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Since  the  promotion  of  every  phase  of  the  Advance  Program  "For 
Christ  and  His  Church"  is  dependent  upon  the  distribution  and  use  of  our 
literature  and  publications  we  have  set  forth  the  following  goals: 

1.  A  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  in  every  society  in  the 
Conference. 

2.  Every  secretary  reporting  quarterly. 

3.  33.%  increase  in  subscriptions  to  our  publications. 

May  we  each  ask  ourselves  the  question:  "Am  I  a  part  of  the  Woman's 
Division  or  a  part  from  it?" 

We  hereby  challenge  every  society  to  make  a  wider  use  of  all  of 
our  literature  and  publications  that  we  may  more  sincerely  make  "His 
light  shine  by  which  nations  may  walk,"  to  advance  His  kingdom  here 
on  earth.

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  LITERATURE  AND 
PUBLICATIONS 

I.  DISTRICT 

(For  duties  of  office  see  leaflet  "Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions"). 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  an  effort  be  made  to  secure  in  each  local  society  a  capable 
woman  as  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications. 

2.  That  a  Training  Day  for  these  local  secretaries  be  held  early  in 
the  year — in  each  sub-district  if  possible — stressing  the  distribution  and 
use  of  the  literature  as  well  as  the  publications. 

3.  That  the  secretary  cooperate  with  the  District  secretary  of  Mission- 
ary Education  and  Service  maintaining  a  library  where  societies  may 
secure  the  use  of  materials  for  programs,  study  courses,  etc. 

4.  That  the  secretary  through  frequent  contacts  with  the  local  secre- 
taries assist  in  promoting  the  work. 

II.  LOCAL 

(For  duties  of  office  see  leaflet  "Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions"). 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  the  secretary  familiarize  herself  with  each  piece  of  our  litera- 
ture and  serve  as  a  resource  person  for  officers,  committees,  programs, 
etc.,  and  assist  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  in 
securing  material  for  study  courses  and  in  maintaining  a  library  for  the 
use  of  the  local  society. 

III.  GENERAL 

Since  every  phase  of  the  Advance  Program  "For  Christ  and  His 
Church"  depends  for  its  promotion  upon  the  distribution  and  use  of  our 
literature,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  each  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  in  local,  district, 
and  conference  society: 

(a)  Have  ready  the  piece  of  literature  needed  at  the  moment. 

(b)  Make  a  special  effort  to  reach  the  goal  of  a  33-1/3  per  cent 
increase  in  joint  subscriptions  to  the  Methodist  Woman  and 
World  Outlook.

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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  SUPPLY  WORK 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  I  make  my  first  report  to  this 
Conference.  I  have  found  much  joy  in  serving  in  the  Supply  Department 
and  also  in  working  with  the  seven  district  secretaries,  who  are  every 
one  fine  Christian  women. 

We  have  a  fine  report  for  1948.  It  has  not  been  my  guidance  nor  my 
effort  which  has  made  this  report,  but  rather,  the  cooperation  of  the  local 
women,  for  it  is  they,  who  have  seen  His  star  and  have  been  led  by  it 
to  open  their  hearts  wide. 

But  how  wide  are  our  hearts?  It  is  at  this  point  that  we  want  to  ad- 
vance. We  must  open  our  hearts  wider  to  serve  mankind. 

Jesus  taught  His  disciples  in  three  outstanding  ways: 

(1)  He  gave  them  the  secrets  to  eternal  life,  and  led  them  into  paths 
of  righteousness;  (2)  He  showed  them  that  the  physical  body  needed 
strength  as  he  fed  the  five  thousand;  and  (3)  He  gave  them  a  model  pray- 
er and  charged  them  that  communion  with  God  was  essential. 

Jesus  placed  great  emphasis  upon  the  well-being  of  the  body.  He  knew 
that  the  receptivity  of  the  soul  depends  upon  the  physical  fitness  of  the 
body.  This  is  the  work  of  Supplies,  to  administer  the  material  things  so 
essential  to  sound  healthy  living. 

When  we've  given  our  pledge,  we've  only  gone  the  first  mile.  We  go 
the  second  mile  when  we  give  to  Supplies — this  is  our  love  gift. 

Let's  set  our  hearts  upon  the  great  love  of  God  and  show  forth  to 
the  world  that  we  are  endeavoring  to  bring  His  love  to  those  about  us. 

We  made  a  substantial  increase  over  1947  in  our  gifts  without  much 
effort  (an  increase  of  over  $700.00),  now,  let  us  see  what  we  can  do 
with  much  effort  as  we  begin  this  Advance  Program  of  God  and  His 
Church. 

We  must  seek  to  carry  out  into  detail,  every  recommendation  set 
forth  in  our  department.  It  will  take  the  vision,  the  knowledge  which 
all  of  us  have  of  the  work;  plus,  the  prayers  of  each  of  us  to  do  this  great 
task.  A  Christian's  life  is  only  partly  complete  when  she  has  given  her 
tithe,  because  it  takes  her  offerings  also. 

Our  sister  conference  more  than  doubled  our  total  for  1948.  It  shall 
be  our  aim  to  more  than  double  our  1948  total  of  $3,337.32  of  valued 
Supplies  and  a  foreign-cash  total  of  $5,573.80,  and  a  home  cash  total  of 
$2,393.18.  The  Rocky  Mount  District  led  with  a  total  of  (both  home  and 
foreign)  $1,633.99.  Wilmington  District  came  close  behind  with  a  total  of 
$1,525.32.  First  Church,  Rocky  Mount  led  the  Conference  in  Supply  Gifts. 

It  was  while  being  in  Italy  that  Robert  Browning  wrote  "Songs  from 
Pippa  Passes."  He  was  impressed  with  how  the  little  silk  winder  could 
sing  with  such  faith  when  her  lot  was  one  of  poverty,  and  it  was  only 
when  he  learned  that  she  sang  for  others  did  he  understand.  There  was 
no  religious  doubt  in  Robert  Browning's  faith,  and  he  knew  the  solace 
which  could  come  as  a  result  of  living  for  others,  when  he  said: 
"All  service  ranks  the  same  with  God: 
If  now,  as  formerly  he  trod 
Paradise,  his  presence  fills 
Our  earth,  each  only  as  God  wills 
Can    work — God's    puppet,    best    and    worst, 
Are  we;   there  is  no  last  nor  first."

We  Recommend: 

1.  That  the  Advance  Program  be  made  effective  in  the  Supply  Depart- 
ment by  the  giung  of  more  and  larger  gifts. 

a.  That  the  Sacrificial  Meal  offering  become  a  part  of  every  Society 
in  the  Conference.  Send  money  to  Conference  Treasurer  as  any 
other  gift,  designated,  Sacrificial  Meals. 

b.  That  every  local  Supply  secretary  have  as  her  goal,  both  home 

and  foreign  supplies  leaving  her  society  every  quarter. 
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2.  That  a  Supply  secretary  be  active  in  every  single  Society  in  the 
Conference. 

a.  That  each  secretary  will  work  diligently  toward  erasing  any 
doubt,  as  to  the  difference  between  Christian  Social  Relations, 
and  Supply  Work. 

3.  That  each  District  and  Local  secretary  study  the  projects,  and  pre- 
sent the  type  of  work  performed,  it's  geographical  location  and  need, 
so  that  these  institutions  will  come  alive  to  our  women. 

4.  That  full  and  accurate  records  be  kept  of  the  work  done  by  each 
secretary.  This  is  very  beneficial  both  to  the  work  and  to  the  sec- 
retary's successor. 

5.  That  the  much  needed  boxes  be  sent — one  every  quarter  from  ev- 
ery Society.    (Be  sure  to  evaluate  new  goods). 

6.  That  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  the  Youth  secretary 
work  closely  together  with  the  Supply  secretary  in  assigning  proj- 
ects for  Children  and  Youth. 

7.  That  closer  cooperation  be  sought  with  the  Guild,  and  that  Local 
secretaries  contact  the  Guild  once  a  quarter  and  learn  of  their  fine 
work  in  sharing  their  gifts. 

8.  That  each  Supply  secretary  deem  it  her  pleasure  and  privilege  to 
grow  more  spiritual.  It  is  upon  the  spiritual  growth  of  each  of  us 
that  our  givings  hinge.  I  shall  have  no  fear  of  what  the  Supply 
Department  will  do  this  year,  if  Christ  is  truly  in  the  center 
of  our  lives.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

For  one  year  the  undersigned  has  had  the  privilege  and  pleasure  of 
promoting  the  Status  of  Women  Department  in  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference. We  have  not  reached  all  our  goals;  we  are  not  satisfied  with 
our  accomplishments,  but  the  annual  report  shows  progress.  There  are 
still  too  many  Methodist  women  outside  the  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service  and  still  too  many  women  in  the  Woman's  Society  who  are 
inactive.  Until  we  have  improved  the  status  of  obscure,  inactive  women, 
we  have  not  grasped  the  meaning  or  fulfilled  the  objective  of  our  ap- 
pointed task.  Until  we  have  secured  for  the  church,  the  talents,  time  and 
service  of  the  trained  women  in  our  midst,  we  have  not  been  true  to  the 
duties  of  our  office.  Our  goal  for  1948  has  been  a  wider  participation  of 
women  in  the  work  of  the  church.  Are  women  making  their  greatest 
possible  contribution  to  life  around  them? 

Our  Workshop  at  Pfeiffer  College  last  June  was  attended  by  three 
District  secretaries  from  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  namely:  Mrs. 
R.  L.  Jerome,  New  Bern  District;  Mrs.  T.  R.  Smith,  Raleigh  District;  and 
Mrs.  F.  M.  Tucker,  Elizabeth  City  District.  Working  with  Mrs.  Mabel 
Baughman  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  was  an  inspiration 
and  great  benefit  to  all.  Personal  contact  and  round-table  discussion 
among  those  interested  in  the  same  phase  of  work  meant  much  to  us. 
Even  though  we  will  not  have  a  Workshop  or  Clinic  for  our  department  at 
Pfeiffer  this  year,  I  would  like  to  encourage  district  and  local  Status 
secretaries  to  attend  the  Mission  School  for  education  and  inspiration. 

One  meeting  of  the  Conference  Standing  Committee  was  held  during 
the  year. 
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The  quarterly  reports  for  local  secretaries  are  in  the  Record  and 
Report  Book  for  the  first  time.  Local  Status  secretaries  are  asked  to 
cooperate  with  the  local  Promotion  secretary  in  sending  these  reports 
to  the  District  Status  secretary. 

In  addition  to  the  three  already  mentioned,  the  other  four  district 
secretaries  are:  Mrs.  John  O.  Gunn,  Durham  District;  Mrs.  Mack  Wallace, 
Fayetteville  District;  Mrs.  R.  K.  Adkins,  Rocky  Mount  District,  and  Mrs. 
W.  I.  McLamb,  Wilmington  District.  These  secretaries  are  pioneering  in 
this  work  and  are  anxious  to  help  all  local  societies.  If  you  need  in- 
formation on  this  department  invite  your  District  Status  secretary  to 
speak  to  your  Woman's  Society  or  Guild.  We  are  making  an  effort  to 
promote  our  work  in  the  Guilds.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  seven 
District  secretaries  we  have  been  able  to  compile  the  following  annual 
report: 

1.  Number  of  secretaries  of  Status  of  Women  328 

2.  Number    of    secretaries    reporting    243 

3.  Number  of  times  work  was  presented  to  local  societies   410 

4.  Handbooks    in    use     176 

5.  Studies  made  to  discover  potential  abilities    164 

6.  Scrapbooks   or  files    53 

7.  Number  of  members  on  official  boards  of  churches   3913 

8.  Number  of  women  on  official  boards  of  churches   858 

9.  Number  of  women  on  Conference  boards  20 

10.  Number  of  women  elected  to  Annual  Conference   74 

This  record  shows  that  only  57%  of  the  societies  have  a  Status  of 
Women  secretary — and  that  only  74%  of  the  secretaries  are  reporting. 
We  need  more  Status  of  Women  secretaries  and  a  larger  number  of 
reports,  since  these  are  a  measurement  of  progress.  If  in  the  future  our 
department  is  to  come  near  to  reaching  our  goals,  we  need  to  enlist  the 
interest,  cooperation  and  prayers  of  all  officers  and  members  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.

RECOMMENDATIONS    FOR    STATUS    OF    WOMEN 

We   recommend  that: 

1.  Each  society  elect  a  Status  of  Women  secretary,  who  will  seek 
ways  to  increase  the  number  of  women  serving  in  places  of  leadership  in 
the  church  and  community. 

2.  A  committee  be  set  up  to  assist  the  Status  secretary  in  visiting 
women,  discovering  their  abilities  and  placing  them  in  positions  of 
service.  If  society  has  circles,  appoint  a  representative  of  this  department 
in  each  circle.  Keep  in  touch  with  nominating  committees  of  the  church 
and  community  in  order  to  make  suggestions  for  securing  officers. 

3.  The  local  secretary  make  some  report  of  work  or  interesting  ac- 
complishments  of  women  at  every  society  meeting. 

4.  The  interim  report  in  Record  and  Report  Book  be  sent  to  District 
secretary  June  1.  Thereafter  send  reports  quarterly.  REPORT  BLANKS 
ARE  NOW  IN  THE  RECORD  BOOK  OP  THE   LOCAL   SOCIETY. 

5.  Each  secretary  study:  Handbook — New  Guide — Discipline  of  Meth- 
odist Church — Life  and  Work  of  Women  in  the  Church  (Literature  Head- 
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quarters) — Status  of  Women  Commission  of  United  Nations  (Sales 
Section,  U.  N.,  Lake  Success) — Methodist  Woman — World  Outlook,  and 
all  current  literature. 

6.  The  Status  secretary  send  to  the  District  secretary  the  names  of 
local  women  who  have  done  outstanding  work,  stating  the  type  work  they 
are  best  qualified  to  do. 

7.  This  department  interest  young  women  in  becoming  preachers. 
There  are  not  enough  men  to  fill  the  pulpits. 

8.  The  program  of  Status  of  Women  for  the  next  four  years  be  the 
Four  Point  Program  of  Advance. 

(a)  The  survey  that  was  made  by  the  Committee  on  Status  of 
the  local  church  last  year  has  brought  into  the  files,  the  names 
of  many  women  in  the  church  and  community  who  are  not  now 
members  of  the  Woman's  Society.  The  work  of  the  secretary 
and  Committee  on  Status  is  not  complete  until  these  women 
are  enrolled  and  have  found  a  place  of  service  in  the  church 
and  in  the  community. 

(b)  Women  are  never  idle,  their  energy  will  be  spent  in  some  way. 
Let's  harness  their  talents,  training  and  energy  for  a  World 
Christian  Community.  Talents  of  young  women  not  directed  to 
church  service  are  our  responsibility. 

(c)  Trained  full-time  Christian  workers  may  be  found  in  Wesleyan 
Service  Guilds  or  among  college  women.  Find  these  desperately 
needed  workers. 

(d)  Give.  These  goals  are  not  visionary,  they  can  be  reached. 

9.  We  continue  to  emphasize  the  status  of  women  in  the  CHURCH — 
in  POLITICAL  LIFE— in  the  FAMILY  and  in  ECONOMIC  LIFE.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  MISSIONARY  PERSONNEL 

With  the  launching  of  the  Advance  program  of  our  church,  Mission- 
ary Personnel  has  come  into  the  forefront  of  our  thinking  and  planning. 

This  work  of  training  and  sending  out  missionaries  and  deaconesses 
was  the  very  heart  of  the  Women's  Organizations  of  the  three  branches 
of  Methodism  before  Union  and  has  continued  to  be  in  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Sometimes  in  the  "mechanics"  of  our  organization  we  have  almost 
lost  sight  of  the  central  spirit  of  it  all,  but  it  is  still  true  that  there  is 
nothing  that  thrills  the  souls  of  our  women  like  the  thought  of  our  youth 
going  out  to  serve  the  Master  in  ^the  far  places  of  the  earth  with  our 
prayers  and  our  money  supporting  them.  Surely  there  is  no  greater  work 
than  this. 

"One  thousand  new  missionaries  and  deaconesses  in  this  quadren- 
nium."  With  this  as  one  of  our  great  objectives  in  the  Advance  Program 
we  are  keenly  aware  of  the  great  responsibility  that  rests  on  our  shoul- 
ders. Thinking  in  terms  of  the  Conference  this  great  objective  means 
ten  workers  from  each  Conference  by  June,  1952  or  one  by  June,  1949, 
three  by  June,  1950,  three  more  by  June,  1951  and  the  same  number  by 
June,  1952. 

We  are  so  happy  that  we  have  the  first  one,  a  missionary  who  is  now 
ready  to  go  to  China,  as  a  nurse.  Miss  Ida  Collie  has  been  studying  the 
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Chinese  language  at  Yale  University  and   will  be  going  to   her   chosen 
field  soon. 

Just  a  few  days  ago  the  good  news  came  that  another  of  our  North 
Carolina  girls,  Miss  Mary  Beth  Joyner,  has  been  accepted  as  a  foreign 
missionary,  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel,  of  the 
Board  of  Missions. 

There  will  be  others  if  we  are  faithful,  in  our  praying  and  our  work, 
to  the  great  task  that  is  committed  to  us.  There  are  many  young  people 
in  our  schools  and  colleges  who  are  eager  to  give  their  lives  in  full-time 
Christian  service,  but  they  need  our  help  and  guidance. 

The  Conference  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel,  which  includes 
the  district  secretaries  of  Personnel,  held  its  annual  meeting  in  Sep- 
tember. Following  the  meeting,  letters  were  sent  to  the  local  societies  with 
recemmendations  for  the  local  committees  on  Missionary  Personnel,  of 
which  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work  is  chairman.  The  local  committee  has 
been  requested  to  report  to  the  district  secretary  of  Personnel  twice  a 
a  year,  sending  the  names  of  young  people  from  the  church,  who  are  com- 
mitted to  full-time  Christian  service. 

The  need  is  so  urgent  for  workers  in  all  fields  that  we  are  asked  to 
contact  young  adults,  guild  members,  teachers,  business  and  professional 
groups  and  appeal  to  them  to  volunteer  for  Christian  service.  Many  of 
these  have  the  necessary  educational  requirements  and  could  go  into  the 
field  without  any  great  delay. 

There  have  been  a  few  changes  in  district  secretaries  during  the  year 
but  every  district  has  an  interested,  working  secretary  now,  eager  to 
contact  young  people's  groups,  and  to  present  the  missionary  cause. 

It  has  been  a  great  privilege  to  represent  this  department  at  a  num- 
ber of  zone  and  district  meetings  and  to  assist  in  the  presentation  of  the 
skit,  "What  Can  I  Do?",  which  was  put  on  at  some  zone  meetings  in  the 
Fall  and  will  be  presented  in  others  this  Spring,  as  a  part  of  the  training 
program.  Several  college  groups  have  received  us  cordially  and  it  was  a 
joy  to  be  in  the  Conference  Retreat  for  officers  of  the  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowship,  at  Rocky  Mount,  last  October. 

We  have  high  hopes  of  reaching  our  goal.  With  God's  help  and  direc- 
tion, and  all  working  togther,  we  can  do  it.

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  MISSIONARY  PERSONNEL 

We  recommend: 

Conference 

1.  That  the  North  Carolina  Conference  take  it's  place  with  other  con- 
ferences and  assume  it's  part  in  the  objective  of  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service  to  secure  1,000  new  missionaries  and  deaconesses 
during  this  quadrennium. 

2.  That  we  endorse  the  recommendation  of  the  jurisdiction  that  a  com- 
plete organization  of  Missionary  Personnel  on  Conference,  district  and 
local  levels  be  effected. 

District  and   Local 

1.  That  there  be  an  active  personnel  committee  in  each  church  with 
the  youth  secretary  as  chairman. 

2.  That  a  survey  be  made  in  each  church  by  the  committee  on  person- 
nel to  find  young  women  between  the  ages  of  23  and  30  who  have  the 
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necessary  educational  requirements  for  service;  that  they  be  informed 
of  the  need  for  full-time  Christian  workers;  and  a  special  appeal  be 
made  to  them  to  answer  this  need. 

3.  That  each  member  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  feel  a  personal  responsibility  to  pray  for  and 
to  find  one  qualified  worker. 

4.  That  more  publicity  be  given  to  missionary  personnel  in  the  local 
societies  and  that  the  needs  and  opportunities  be  presented  to  the  church 
as  a  whole,  to  youth  fellowships,  and  to  college  students. 

6.  That  the  members  of  the  committee  on  personnel  be  active  mem- 
bers of  the  Spiritual  Life  groups,  that  this  great  effort  may  be  made  the 
subject  of  much  thought  and  prayer,  that  God  may  direct  and  guide  in 
all  that  is  undertaken.

Surber  and  let  her  tell  you  some  of  the  things  she  has  done  at  Glen  Raven 
this  year.

along! 
Our  Wesleyan   Service   Guilds   number   8. 
They  have  185  members  at  the  present  date. 

Since  with  the  other  Districts  we  cannot  compete, 
From  the  usual  comparative  District  figures,  we  shall  delete. 
Our  1948  record  with  our  own  1947  we  shall  compare; 
Later,  this  information,   with   our   entire   District  we  hope   to   profitably 
share. 

Starting  with  the  Supply  Department,  it  is  beginning  to  reflect  a  bit  of 

revolution — 
66%  of  our  Societies  made  a  cash  contribution; 
27  societies  made  the  Honor  Roll, 
Which  was  108%  increase  over  '47,  the  report  of  District  Secretary,  Mrs. 

Kalb  Daniels,  told! 

52  societies  observed  Week  of  Prayer,  to  which  our  giving  was  slightly  up, 
But,  it  wasn't  observed  by  societies  enough. 
First  Church,  Elizabeth  City,  made  the  largest  single  offering. 
Highest    per    capita    gifts    were    by    Harrellsville,    Colerain,    and    Union, 
Ahoskie. 

In  Special  Memberships  our  District  fell  down. 

A  decrease  in  our  number  for  '47  makes  us  frown! 

And  this  accounts,  we  feel  almost  sure, 

For  our  financial  status  being  a  bit  "insecure." 

Lest  I  misinform  you,  we  held  our  own, 

But,  in  total  mission  receipts  we  had  not  grown! 

In  local  work  we  grew  in  a  great  big  way; 

For  a  similar  increase  in  missions,  we  do  earnestly  pray. 

Hertford  and  First  Church,  Elizabeth  City,  led  in  Adult  Memberships, 
with  four  each,  which  we  think  was  fine; 

Our  compliments  to  Stumpy  Point,  also,  which  led  in  Baby  Memberships, 
numbering  nine! 

And,  before  we  dispense  with  our  financial  "figuring," 

To  Harrellsville,  Colerain,  and  Parkers  go  the  honor  of  having  the  high- 
est per  capita  total  mission  giving! 

Literature  and   Publications   represent  the   "head   and   shoulders"   of   our 

work,  we're  told ; 
Upon  this   statement,   Mrs.  Merritt  Hooper,   District   Secretary,   is   sold! 
And,  altho'  she  has  promoted  to  this  end,  and  with  repetition, 
We  still  have  not  had  an  adequate  increase  in  subscriptions! 
But  to  her  own  society,  City  Road,  we  take  off  our  hats 
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For  the  largest  increase  in  subscriptions.   (We  know  she's  proud  of  that.) 
And  to  the  societies  reporting  "all  officers  a  Methodist  Woman  subscrib- 
er," which  were  eight, 
These,   we   especially   wish   to   congratulate: 
City  Road.  Harrells,  Harrellsville,  Moyock, 
Parkers,  Sladesville,  Stumpy  Point,  and  Kitty  Hawk. 

"Using  reports  as  a  measurement  of  progress,"  Mrs.  F.  M.  Tucker,  Dis- 
trict Status  of  Women  Secretary,  states, 
"Fitly    framed    together,    the    reports    in    this    department    a    substantial 

growth   indicate — 
Both  in   the  understanding   of  the   department,   throughout   the   District 

as  a  whole, 
And   in   a   "larger   participation"   by   women — the    department's   ultimate 

goal." 
C.  S.  R.,  we  all  know,  is  one  of  the  departments  which  has  been  least 

understood ; 
Yet,  according  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  secretaries,  and  reports, 

progress  in  this  department,  under  Mrs.  C.  F.  Heath,  has  been  good. 
There  is  an  increased  understanding  of  what  C.  S.  R.  really  means,  Mrs. 

Heath  states, 
And   this  increased  understanding  into   "increased   action"   societies  are 

beginning  to  translate. 
There  was  a  31%  increase  in  number  of  secretaries  sending  in  all  four 

reports  during  the  year — 
This  was  a  good  increase,  we  think,  and  to  Mrs.  Heath  we  give  a  cheer! 

Now  let  me  tell  you  about  our  mission  study. 

Our  Missionary  Education  Secretary,  Mrs.  L.  L.  Gibbs,  we  just  lov'er! 

She  worked  hard ;  but  she  didn't  mind  the  trouble, 

And  our  number  of  study  classes  did  practically  double! 

In  1947  we  had  only  85,  while  we  had  162  in  '48, 

With  a  54%  increase  in  the  number  of  women  to  participate! 

We're  proud  that  twelve  of  our  women  attended  the  School  of  Missions 

at  Pfeiffer. 
Seminars    were    attended    by    206    women,    representing    58.8%    of    our 

societies. 

Spiritual  growth  we  cannot  measure  in  figures,  we  know, 
However,  from  52  to  62  our  number  of  Spiritual  Life  Secretaries  did  grow. 
This  is  an  indication,  Mrs.  M.  Leigh  Sheep,  District  Spiritual  Life  Secre- 
tary, feels 
That  there  is  a  growing  concern  among  our  women  for  things  pertaining  to 

the  spiritual  field. 
And,  according  to  reports,  there  is  a  wider  use,  she  states, 
Of  suggestions  offered,  and  materials  that  to  this  department  relate. 

Youth  work  in  the  Elizabeth  City  District  is  really  growing. 

The   connection   between    the   W.    S.    C.    S.    and    Youth   Fellowship,    Miss 

Ethelynde  Ballance,  District  Secretary,  is  constantly  showing! 
She  has  stressed  the  missionary  education  of  our  youth; 
The  number  of  Commissions  on  World  Friendship  have  increased;    also 

World   Friendship   Girls'   groups. 
Growth    in    the    missionary    education    of    children    is    more    difficult    to 

determine,  we  know, 
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Yet  a  concern  for  the  missionary  education  of  children  in  our  District  is 

beginning  to  grow. 
Our  number  of  Additional  Sessions  for  Children  in  1947  was  seven, 
In  1948  our  total  number  was  seven,  plus  eleven! 

Mrs.  T.  A.  Collins  is  our  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  we  have  found 
That  should  all  her  promotion  bear  fruit,  our  children's  work  would  grow 

by  leaps  and  bounds! 

Iu  all  these  departments  a  decided  growth  in  reporting  has  been  noted; 
The  percentage  in  each  individual  department,  I  have  not  quoted. 
However,  if  reporting  is  truly  "a  measurement  of  progress,"  as  we're  told, 
Then  we're  proud  of  having  advanced  from  39  to  62^ — in  reporting  as 

a  whole. 
This  is  our  record.  To  everyone  we're  grateful — 

To  District  Officers,  Zone  Leaders,  and  local  women,  who've  been  faithful. 
But,  if  during  these  few  minutes,  which  were  five, 
I  have  failed  to  make  the  Elizabeth  City  District  come  alive, 
Wait;    I'll  introduce   someone  who   will. 
The  report  of  her  work  on  the  Columbia  Circuit  will   surely  give  your 

hearts  a  thrill! 
And,  now,   to   me   it   is   a    privilege,   and    my    personal   pleasure   it   does 

"enhance" 
To  present  to  you  the  Rural  Worker  of  the  Elizabeth  City  District — our 

own  Miss  Ethelynde  Ballance.

RALEIGH    DISTRICT 

As  I  have  studied  the  reports  of  local  societies  in  the  Raleigh  District 
during  1948,  and  visited  many  of  these  groups,  I  have  been  very  conscious 
of  the  fact  that  there  is  a  deeper  understanding  of  the  real  purpose  of 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  We  have  not  made  any  spec- 
tacular growth  in  any  phase  of  our  work,  but  have  made  a  good  whole- 
some step  forward  in  each  department.  It  is  with  gratefulness  in  my 
heart  for  the  privilege  of  working  with  this  group  that  I  record  some  of 
this  year's  work. 

There  has  been  only  one  new  society  in  the  Raleigh  District  this 
year,  Sanders  Chapel  on  the  Four  Oaks  Charge.  We  are  so  happy  to 
welcome  this  society  as  a  member  of  our  District.  We  have  had  a  net 
increase  of  members  of  374. 

The  following  societies  deserve  mention  for  outstanding  accomplish- 
ments: Parkers  Grove  for  per  capita  giving  to  Week  of  Prayer,  and  Gifts 
to  Missions:  Apex  for  more  than  doubling  their  membership,  and  gifts  to 
missions;  Fuquay  Springs  for  more  subscribers  to  Methodist  Woman  and 
World  Outlook  in  proportion  to  membership,  and  second  in  per  capita 
giving  to  Week  of  Prayer.  58  societies  in  the  Raleigh  District  observed 
the  Week  of  Prayer. 

The  societies  achieving  the  goals  were,  Princeton,  Smithfield,  Trinity — 
Raleigh,  Edenton  St. — Raleigh,  Kipling,  Lillington,  Cary.  Those  achieving 
10  goals  were,  Micro,  Trinity  (Tar  River  Charge),  Plank  Chapel,  Fuquay 
Springs  and  Dunn.  There  were  40  societies  who  reported  using  the  Goals 
to  guide  them.  This  was  20  more  than  last  year. 

We  are  proud  of  our  Wesieyan  Service  Guilds.  We  have  one  new  Guild 
at  Cary,  making  15  Guilds  in  our  District.  This  District  continues  to 
lead  the  Conference  in  number  of  Guilds,  Guild  Members,  and  amount  of 
gifts  to  missions  by  Guilds. 

The  Annual  District  Conference  was  held  April  8  at  Lillington  Meth- 
odist Church.  This  was  indeed  a  highlight  of  1948.  The  ladies  of  Lillington 
opened  their  church  and  their  hearts  to  us,  and  each  District  Officer 
participated  in  challenging  the  women  of  our  District  to  give  the  best 
that  they  have  to  our  work. 

Our  Educational  Seminar,  held  in  September  at  Trinity  Church,  Ra- 
leigh, was  a  hilltop  experience  for  all  those  present.  This  was  directed 
by  our  Conference  Missionary  Education  secretary,  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens. 
There  were  more  than  300  women  registered  for  this  Seminar. 

Five  Zone  Meetings  were  held  in  1948,  which  were  well  attended,  and 
we  feel  the  District  was  greatly  benefited  by  these  meetings.  Moncure, 
Benson,  Louisburg,  Union  Chapel  and  Four  Oaks  were  hostesses  for 
these  meetings. 

The  Mission  School  at  Pfeiffer  was  meaningful  to  all  who  attended  in 
aiding  in  better  service,  especially  in  Missionary  Education.  There  were 
14  from  our  District  present. 

We  look  forward  to  the  coming  year  to  achieving  the  "Goals"  of  AD- 
VANCE, thereby  obtaining  the  real  GOAL  of  spiritual  growth.

As  I  try  to  bring  you  the  report  of  Rocky  Mount  District  I  wish  it 
were  possible  for  me  to  call  every  officer  by  name  and  offer  deserved 
words  of  appreciation.  They  have  each  one  done  a  splendid  work.  It  has 
been  a  special  pleasure  to  work  with  our  district  president,  Mrs.  Rus- 
sell Johnson.  Keenly  we  realize  our  dependence  on  our  local  women, 
3,338,  and  they  have  been  zealous  about  their  Master's  work.  Our  gratitude 
goes  out  to  every  one  of  our  members. 

Then,  to  you  my  sister  secretaries,  let  me  say,  "Thank  You."  You 
must  have  realized  how  much  I  was  in  need  of  help,  for  you  and  our 
conference  secretary  have  guided  me.  There  would  have  been  more  ga^ps 
in  the  work  had  you  not  kept  a  watchful  eye  and  offered  encouragement. 
We  have  friendly  rivalry  but  we  rejoice  in  each  other's  success  and  are 
concerned  with  each  other's  problems.  I'll  always  remember  your  help- 
fulness. 

Our  district  had  a  splendid  year  in  1948.  We  had  several  first  places 
in  our  conference.  We  led  by  a  large  margin  in  cash  for  supplies.  By 
observing  our  Sacrificial  Meal  we  received  much  joy,  realizing  we  made  it 
possible  for  others,  as  the  English  say,  "To  have  even  a  little  sugar  with 
their  tea." 

Realizing  our  children  today  are  the  ones  who  will  carry  on  tomorrow's 
program,  we  laid  special  stress  on  their  cultivation.  And  from  their 
extra  sessions  they  led  the  Conference  in  children's  gifts  to  missions. 

Our  record  for  the  Week  of  Prayer  made  us  happy.  We  had  the  largest 
number  observing  Week  of  Prayer  and  laid  on  His  altar  $2,121.96.  We 
had  an  increase  in  our  gifts  to  missions,  sending  to  conference  treasurer 
$19,675.31.  We  again  led  in  baby  life  members. 

We  have  five  new  societies — Williams  Chapel,  Shady  Grove,  Lebanon, 
Stanhope  and  South  Rosemary.  One  society  reclaimed — Palmyra.  This 
is  a  net  gain,  for  we  lost  none. 

Our  district,  zone  and  study  seminar  meetings  were  well  attended, 
and  twenty-two  of  our  women  were  enrolled  in  the  School  of  Missions 
and  Christian  Service  at  Pfeiffer  College. 

We  have  not  done  all  we  proposed  to  do  but  we  trust  that  our  trial 
sheet  will  show  a  good  balance  and  be  a  stepping  stone  for  Advance  in 
1949.  Many  letters  have  come  to  us  evidencing  that  our  women  have 
caught  a  new  vision.  Many  new  members  have  been  added,  new  societies 
organized  and  increased  giving  assured. 

We  pledge  our  best  efforts  to  enroll  every  Methodist  woman  a  member 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  We  will  study  more  In- 
tently for  we  cannot  know  too  much  about  our  work.  We  will  work  and 
pray  for  more  laborers  to  volunteer  for  service  in  His  vineyard.  We  will 
place  on  His  altar  our  gifts  and  increased  pledges. 

"We  give  Thee  but  Thine  own, 

What  e'er  the  gifts  may  be: 
All  that  we  have  is  Thine  alone, 

A  trust,  O  Lord,  from  Thee." 
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As  our  district  map  fills  its  place  on  the  conference  map,  so  may  our 
program,  as  we  work  for  Him  with  willing  hands  and  hearts,  fill  a  place 
of  love  and  service  and  light  our  torches  with  a  brighter  kindling,  so  that 
"By  His  Light  Shall  the  Nations  Walk."

The  Wilmington  District  has  a  right  to  be  proud  of  the  work  accomp- 
lished in  1948,  but  there  is  still  much  room  for  improvement.  In  this 
year  of  Advance  for  Christ  and  His  Church,  we  are  planning  for  these 
improvements  and  praying  that  God's  will  be  done  in  the  Wilmington 
District. 

We  won  for  1947  the  Study  Jewel  for  the  seventh  consecutive  year. 
In  1948  we  had  forty-three  societies  to  have  three  studies  each;  eighteen, 
four  studies  each;  and  two,  Rose  Hill  and  Wallace,  five  studies  each. 
Total  of  63  Societies  having  three  or  more  studies  during  the  year.  The 
Whiteville  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  had  four  studies  and  Clinton  Wes- 
leyan Service  Guild,  two;  with  one  a  Special  Jurisdiction  Recognition 
Class. 

Our  Seminar,  held  in  Warsaw,  put  on  by  District  members,  Mrs.  J.  M. 
Jerome,  Mrs.  L.  D.  Hayman,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Davis,  and  Mrs.  A.  D.  Craig,  was 
one  of  the  best  ever  held. 

Sixty-three  Societies  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer  with  Fairmont 
contributing  $220.00.  All  five  Guilds  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer. 

Fifty  Societies  made  the  Supply  Honor  Roll,  with  Fairmont  contribu- 
ting $115.00.  Faison  was  next,  with  $114.50.  Those  on  the  Supply  Honor 
Roll  are:  Barkers,  Bethlehem,  Burgaw,  Calvary,  Carvers  Creek,  Centenary, 
Cerro  Gordo,  Chadbourn,  Charity,  Clinton,  Clarkton,  Carolina  Beach, 
Council — Shiloh,  Elizabethtown,  Fair  Bluff,  Fairmont,  Faison,  Garland, 
Goshen,  Herring's  Chapel,  Johnson's  Chapel,  Jacksonville,  Kenansville, 
Lumberton,  McGees,  Maysville,  Oak  Grove,  Pollocksville,  Richlands, 
Rocky  Point,  Rbseboro,  Rose  Hill,  St.  Pauls,  Swansboro,  Scott's  Hill,  Tabor 
City,  Trinity  (Clinton  Circuit),  Verona,  Wananish,  Wallace,  Warsaw, 
Watha,  Whiteville,  Wilmington  churches — Grace,  Fifth  Avenue,  Trinity, 
Epworth,  Sunset  Park,  Wesley  Memorial,  and  Zion — Town  Creek.  All 
five  guilds  gave  to  Supply  Work. 

We  led  the  Conference  in  increase  in  gifts  to  missions  in  1948,  the 
increase  being  $887.41.  We  can  and  must  do  better  this  year,  for  the  need 
is  so  great.  Some  of  our  Societies  gave  less  in  1948  than  in  1947;  others  of 
course,  gave  more.  Fairmont's  average  giving  to  missions  was  $21.17,  the 
highest  in  the  District.  Some  averaged  more  than  this,  but  kept  the  money 
at  home. 

Our   percent   in   reporting    to    all    officers    was    much   higher.    In   the 
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fourth  quarter,  all  Societies  reported  to  the  Promotion  Secretary,  which 
is  the  first  time  this  has  been  done  in  the  Conference. 

Societies  in  which  every  officer  subscribes  to  the  Methodist  Woman 
are:  Chadbourn,  Fair  Bluff,  Fairmont,  Hallsboro,  Richlands,  Swansboro, 
Trinity — Wilmington,  Wallace,  Wesley  Memorial,  Zion,  Antioch,  Garland, 
Pollocksville,  Wesley  Chapel,  and  Bethlehem.  Every  officer  subscribing  to 
both  the  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  are  Fairmont,  Richlands, 
and  Trinity — Wilmington. 

Grace  Church  in  Wilmington,  by  increasing  their  membership  51%, 
wins  the  Ida  Hankins  Trophy. 

Twenty-five  Societies  reported  that  they  had  attained  all  goals. 

Though  we  advanced  in  all  fields  of  the  work,  the  most  outstanding 
piece  of  work  was  our  District  Leadership  School,  held  at  our  Youth 
Center  in  the  summer. 

We  want  to  thank  Mrs.  R.  L.  Jerome  for  teaching  "Newness  of  Life," 
and  Mrs.  L.  D.  Hayman  for  teaching  "On  Our  Own  Doorstep";  Mrs.  E. 
L.  Hillman  for  her  inspirational  talks  and  information;  and  Mrs.  R.  D. 
Wellons  and  Miss  Ida  Hankins,  returned  missionaries,  for  the  talks  on 
India  and  Korea. 

All  of  the  District  officers  held  workshops,  and  all  of  the  Zone  leaders 
helped  in  some  way  to  make  the  school  the  success  it  was. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  another  one  this  year. 

The  record  made  by  the  District  is  the  result  of  the  splendid  work 
done  by  all  of  the  District  officers,  Zone  leaders,  pastors,  local  officers, 
and  all  members. 

Thank  you  for  your  wonderful  cooperation.

REPORTS  OF  CONFERENCE  WORKERS 


REPORT  OF  GREENVILLE  STUDENT  CENTER 

The  hand  of  God  has  been  clearly  manifest  in  the  guidance  of  our 
program  this  past  year.  We  have  gone  forward  and  established  our 
work  upon  surer  foundations  in  spite  of  unusual  circumstances  and  many 
obstacles.  There  is  a  better  understanding  of  our  student  program  and 
larger  support  on  the  part  of  the  local  church,  greater  appreciation  and 
cooperation  from  the  college  administration  and  a  developing  leadership 
on  the  part  of  our  students. 

Early  last  year  plans  were  completed  for  the  purchase  of  the  Wilson 
property,  501  E.  Fifth  Street,  as  a  home  for  our  Student  Center.  By  the 
first  of  March,  our  tenants  in  the  upstairs  and  downstairs  apartments 
had  moved  and  we  had  established  our  student  center  in  the  first  floor 
of  the  house.  Besides  a  large  living  room  we  now  have  a  combination 
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music  and  game  room,  a  small  dining  room,  large  kitchen,  a  private  study, 
and  two  small  bedrooms.  This  affords  us  opportunity  for  expanding  our 
program  and  for  uninterrupted  personal  conferences  with  students. 

Our  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  cooperated  with  the 
local  committee  in  providing  hostesses  to  keep  the  Student  Center  open 
every  day  during  the  fall  quarter  in  the  absence  of  the  Director.  The 
Circles  have  furnished  supplies  every  month  for  the  "Snack  Shelf," 
members  have  visited  the  Center  and  shown  an  increasing  interest  in 
the  entire  program.  Our  pastor,  Rev.  Leon  Russell,  who  came  to  Jarvis 
Memorial  Church  at  the  beginning  of  this  conference  year,  is  giving 
splendid  leadership  to  our  student  program,  offering  the  students  every 
opportunity  to  participate  in  the  program  of  the  local  church  and  to  feel 
that  our  Student  Center  is  a  part  of  the  Church.  He  visits  our  Student 
Center  often  and  gives  personal  leadership  in  discussion  groups.  In 
cooperation  with  the  pastor,  our  students  gave  an  Advent  service  in 
the  church  on  Sunday  night  just  before  Christmas  holidays. 

The  College  Administration  is  taking  an  active  interest  in  making 
religion  a  vital  force  in  campus  life.  President  J.  D.  Messick  called  several 
meetings  of  the  pastors  and  directors  of  Church  student  programs,  and 
college  administration  officials,  to  consider  and  work  out  plans  for  making 
religion  meaningful  in  the  lives  of  the  students  and  bringing  them  into 
active  participation  in  the  churches  of  the  community.  The  Administration 
officials  are  all  active  members  in  the  local  churches.  The  Church  stu- 
dent groups  were  invited,  for  the  first  time,  to  participate  on  an  equal 
basis  with  the  college  YWCA  and  the  YMCA  in  the  observance  of  Re- 
ligious Emphasis  Week.  Our  group  was  given  the  responsibility  for  the 
discussion  on  "Science  and  Religion."  One  of  our  students  was  convener 
and  Mr.  Wyatt  Brown  of  our  local  church  was  the  leader.  He  was  as- 
sisted by  several  members  of  the  college  faculty  as  resource  persons. 

A  series  of  discussions  on  "Our  Faith"  was  held  at  the  Student 
Center  on  Sunday  evenings.  These  included  informal  discussions  on  the 
great  religions  of  the  world,  Christianity,  and  the  basis  of  our  Methodist 
belief.  Leaders  were  members  of  the  college  faculty,  the  pastor  and 
leaders  from  the  local  church.  The  student  class  in  the  church  school 
has  been  taught  by  leaders  from  the  local  church,  members  of  the  college 
faculty,  as  well  as  the  Student  Counselor.  During  Lent,  weekly  broadcasts 
were  given  over  our  local  station  WGTC,  "Lenten  Meditations  for  College 
Students."  Fifteen  students,  eight  women  and  seven  men,  participated  in 
these  programs.  The  concluding  program  of  the  series  was  a  play  published 
in  the  International  Journal  of  Religious  Education.  Earlier  in  the  year,  a 
dramatic  adaptation  for  radio  of  "The  Other  Wise  Man"  was  written  by 
one  of  our  students  and  presented  under  his  direction  over  WGTC.  Every 
Wednesday  during  Lent  a  small  group  of  students  met  for  prayer  from 
7:30  to  7:45  a.m.  at  the  Student  Center. 

Officers  were  elected  in  March  for  the  Wesley  Foundation  at  the 
time  of  the  regular  student  elections  on  the  campus.  This  Council  will 
hold  a  retreat  meeting  at  the  church  from  6:00  to  10:00  p.m.  on  May  2. 
Supper  will  be  served  by  the  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
The  Council  will  be  commissioned  by  the  pastor  at  the  morning  service  in 
the  church  on  May  8. 

The  Counselor  has  held  544  personal  conferences  with  college  stu- 
dents since  her  return  to  the  Center,  November  1.  Guidance  has  been 
given   through   these  conferences   in   the    solving   of   personal    problems, 
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personality  adjustments,  the  clarification  of  religious  beliefs  and  a  better 
understanding   of  the   Christian   way   of   life. 

Visits  made  to  the  center  by  students:  295  different  students — Visits 
5,871. 

It  was  necessary  for  the  Student  Counselor  to  be  absent  from  the 
Center  on  account  of  illness  from  July  14  to  November  1.  From  the  open- 
ing of  the  fall  quarter  at  the  college,  September  6,  the  Local  Committee 
provided  hostesses  from  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  until 
a  hostess  could  be  employed  to  serve  until  the  return  of  the  counselor. 

We  are  deeply  thankful  for  the  guidance  of  God  during  the  unusual  cir- 
cumstances of  the  past  year.  He  has  made  possible  the  continuance  of  our 
program  through  the  loyal  support  and  cooperation  of  our  local  church 
members  under  the  wise  and  careful  planning  of  our  Student  Center 
Committee.  In  the  assurance  of  his  continued  guidance,  let  us  with  re- 
newed courage  and  stronger  faith  go  forward  into  the  new  year. 

Your  Student  Counselor  is  even  more  deeply  convinced  through  the 
experiences  of  the  past  year  that  God  has  commissioned  us  to  carry  on 
this  program  for  our  students  at  East  Carolina  Teachers  College,  and 
that  we  should  go  forward  into  the  coming  year  with  greater  faith,  re- 
newed courage,  and  an  ever-deepening  surrender  of  ourselves  to  Christ 
our  Lord.

REPORT    OF    INDUSTRIAL    WORK— EAST    LAURINBURG 

The  work  of  the  past  year  in  our  industrial  community  has  been 
most  interesting  and  challenging.  The  report  of  meetings  held,  visits 
made,  organizations  promoted,  is  meaningless  unless  these  activities 
have  served  as  a  means  to  help  create  enduring  and  enriching  human  re- 
lationships. To  see  some  of  the  dangers  that  lower  the  moral  and  Chris- 
tian standards  in  a  community  lessened,  to  see  individual  lives  broadened 
and  enriched  through  changed  attitudes,  are  matters  which  deserve 
our  deepest  concern. 

The  church  has  been  emphasized  in  every  phase  of  community  life 
and  work.  We  have  been  in  close  contact  with  the  school,  welfare  agen- 
cies and  health  department  and  the  spirit  of  co-operation  has  been 
splendid  as  we  have  worked  together  for  the  community  betterment. 

The  churches  are  growing  and  there  is  an  awareness  among  the 
members  of  the  need  for  better  equipped  and  more  attractive  buildings. 
Several  of  the  churches  in  the  community  have  been  remodeled.  The 
Methodists  are  making  plans  for  a  new  church  which  will  make  possible 
an  enlarged  and  more  effective  program. 

The  completion  of  the  new  school  building  has  given  East  Laurinburg 
one  of  the  most  modern  and  well-equipped  schools  in  the  county.  The 
reaction  of  the  children  to  the  atmosphere  of  beauty  and  convenience  is 
felt  throughout  the  school.  Each  child  seems  to  feel  an  individual  re- 
sponsibility for  the  school  and  the  part  it  has  in  the  life  of  the  community. 
I  appreciate  the  opportunity  of  helping  in  some  of  the  clinics  held  for  the 
school  children. 

Aside  from  the  duties  of  our  regular  organized  work  many  extra  ac- 
tivities have  kept  our  days  full  to  the  limit,  bringing  with  them  some  of 
the  richest  and  happiest  experiences  of  the  year — young  girls  asking  help 
in  arranging  for  their  marriage  and  thrilled  over  our  suggestions  and 
plans  for  a  beautiful,  though  simple,  church  or  home  wedding;  a  little 
boy,  the  victim  of  rheumatic  fever,  made  happy  by  the  taking  of  our 
projector  to  his  home  and  showing  him  interesting  moving  pictures,  thus 
helping  to  brighten  what  otherwise  would  have  been  for  him  a  lonely 
afternoon;  helping  to  make  the  care  of  a  sick  loved  one  a  little  easier  by 
placing  a  hospital  bed  in  the  home;  often  supplying  food  and  clothing  in 
homes  where  the  need  was  urgent,  and  in  other  homes  through  sympathe- 
tic ministration,  help  to  bring  comfort  where  sorrow  had  come;  these  are 
some  of  the  common  duties  and  privileges  that  daily  challenge  our  love 
and  loyalty. 

Among  the  extra  activities  included  in  the  work  with  the  Girl  Scouts 
was  a  trip  to  Red  Springs  to  see  the  beautiful  azalea  gardens  at  Flora 
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Macdonald  College:  a  trip  through  the  local  flour  mill,  and  the  high- 
light experience  of  the  year,  a  day  and  night  spent  at  Carolina  Beach. 
Work  with  this  group  furnishes  a  splendid  opportunity  for  lessons  in 
character  building. 

Work  with  the  children  is  always  a  joy.  The  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
School,  which  calls  for  such  an  outlay  of  enthusiasm,  work,  love  and 
leadership,  repays  over  and  over  for  time  and  energy  invested.  A  new 
feature  of  our  school  last  year  was  the  showing  of  a  moving  picture  each 
morning  during  the  closing  period.  The  pictures  were  based  on  the 
parables  of  Jesus  and  added  much  to  the  interest  of  the  school.  The  en- 
rollment was  144.  Our  Bible  school  also  serves  as  a  training  school 
for  young  workers.  One  young  high  school  girl,  who  for  the  first  time 
helped  with  this  work,  showed  such  a  natural  talent  as  a  worker  with 
children,  that  she  was  asked  to  become  a  teacher  in  the  church  school. 
Also  the  spirit  of  real  service  was  manifested  by  one  of  our  women,  the 
mother  of  eight  children,  whose  morning  hours  in  the  mill  prevented  her 
from  helping  in  the  school.  But  her  interest  was  so  sincere  and  our  need 
of  workers  so  urgent,  that,  unknown  to  me,  she  made  arrangement  with 
a  friend  to  exchange  shifts  with  her,  she  taking  the  afternoon  shift,  2:30 
to  10:30  at  night,  that  she  might  have  her  mornings  free  to  help  in  the 
school.  The  work  she  did  with  her  group  was  outstanding.  She  is  now  one 
of  our  most  faithful  teachers  in  the  church  school.  This  spirit  of  service 
is  -and  should  be  a  challenge  and  inspiration  to  us  all. 

It  is  my  privilege  to  work  with  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  and  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild;  to  serve  as  Superintendent  of  Children's  Work;  conduct  mission 
study  classes;  help  to  plan  programs  for  regular  and  special  meetings  and 
to  make  many  talks  before  local  and  out  of  town  groups.  The  days  are 
full  but  each  opportunity  of  service  brings  a  new  joy  as  we  seek  to  fill 
our  place  of  service  among  the  people  we  have  learned  to  love.

REPORT   OF    RURAL    WORK— COLUMBIA    CIRCUIT 

When  I  made  my  report  to  Annual  Conference  last  year,  I  said  that  we 
hoped  to  accomplish  three  objectives  on  the  Columbia  Circuit.  These 
objectives  were  listed  like  this:  "First,  we  want  to  set  up  a  church  pro- 
gram which  will  more  adequately  meet  the  needs  of  the  people  in  the 
rural  communities.  Second,  we  hope  to  help  develop  leaders  within  the 
churches  so  that  in  time  each  church  can  carry  on  its  own  program. 
Third,  we  hope  that  through  the  work  and  accomplishments  of  the  rural 
project  on  the  Columbia  Circuit,  we  may  offer  our  small  contribution  to- 
ward arousing  the  interest  of  all  Methodism,  urban  and  rural,  to  the 
importance  of,  and  the  needs  of  the  rural  churches.  In  my  second  report 
to  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
I  can  say  with  deep  sincerity  that  we  have  moved  forward  this  year  in 
meeting  our  objectives. 

Most  of  our  time  the  first  year  was  spent  in  setting  up  an  organization 
through  which  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  people.  During  the  second  year 
we  have  completed  that  organization.  A  new  Woman's  Society  was 
organized  last  July  at  Holly  Grove,  the  smallest  of  the  four  churches 
on  the  circuit.  We  have  fourteen  members  in  this  society.  This  society 
makes  Woman's  Society  organization  one  hundred  per  cent  on  the  Colum- 
bia  Circuit. 

In  February,  our  sub-district  youth  organization  was  set  up.  Our  three 
Methodist  Youth  Fellowships  are  a  part  of  the  Columbia-Creswell  Sub- 
district.  We  were  the  leaders  in  getting  this  sub-district  organized. 

On  the  second  Sunday  in  March  we  began  a  church  school  at  Holly 
Grove.  This  means  that  we  now  have  a  Church  School  in  each  of  the 
four  churches.  With  the  exception  of  a  young  adult  organization  at  Wesley 
Memorial,  our  organization  seems  about  complete. 

And  we  have  done  more  than  just  organize.  More  and  more,  our  peo- 
ple are  learning  how  to  make  a  Board  of  Education  function  effectively. 
Our  church  schools  seem  on  the  upward  climb  in  each  of  the  churches — 
particularly  in  two  of  the  churches.  The  four  Woman's  Societies  of  Chris- 
tian Service  are  "advancing."  The  youth  work  on  the  circuit  is  definitely 
"on  the  go." 

Our  second  objective  is  the  development  of  local  leadership  within 
each  of  the  churches.  We  realize  that  this  objective  is  a  long-range  one, 
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and  one  which  requires  much  effort  and  patience.  Howe.er,  we  can  al- 
ready see  signs  of  progress  in  this  direction.  We  have  a  woman  from 
Wesley  Chapel  meeting  regularly  with  our  MYP  there.  In  the  other  two 
MYF's,  the  Rural  Worker  is  gradually  getting  more  adult  support. 

Many  of  our  people  are  taking  advantage  of  leadership  training  op- 
portunities. We  had  representatives  at  our  Woman's  Society  Zone  and 
District  meetings  from  each  of  the  four  churches.  Three  of  the  four 
societies  have  a  delegate  to  this  Annual  Conference.  Three  intermediates 
attended  Intermediate  Camp  at  Fisher's  Landing  last  summer.  Four  young 
people  attended  a  Louisburg  Assembly.  Our  MYF's  have  recently  had 
representatives  at  two  week-end  retreats.  Fifty  youth  from  the  circuit 
received  training  from  Youth  Caravan  Week  held  in  Columbia  last 
summer. 

Our  three  Vacation  Church  Schools  highlighted  our  summer  activities 
on  the  Columbia  Circuit.  One  hundred  thirty-three  boys  and  girls  were 
enrolled  in  these  schools  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  ninety- 
eight.  At  Wesley  Chapel,  the  enrollment  was  twenty-six,  and  the  av- 
erage daily  attendance  was  twenty. four.  Literally  every  child  in  the 
community,  plus  two  visitors  from  other  communities,  attended  the  school. 

We  spent  much  time  planning  our  Vacation  Church  Schools.  The 
textbooks  were  decided  upon  and  bought  far  in  advance.  After  the  teachers 
had  had  ample  time  to  study  the  texts,  two  meetings  were  held  preceding 
each  of  the  schools.  New  leadership  developed  from  these  schools.  We 
had  several  teachers  who  had  never  taught  before,  and  they  did  an 
excellent  job.  One  of  the  teachers  later  assumed  the  responsibility  of 
a  church  school  class  which  had  been  without  a  regular  teacher  for  some 
time.  Only  one  of  the  three  Vacation  Schools  failed  to  have  a  sufficient 
staff. 

We  are  already  making  plans  for  four  Vacation  Church  Schools 
this  summer.  Representatives  from  three  of  the  four  churchei  attended 
one  of  our  Vacation  Church  School  Institutes  a  few  weeks  ago. 

One  of  the  greatest  accomplishments  of  the  year,  I  think,  was  our 
Circuit  Mission  Study  Class,  "On  Our  Own  Doorstep."  The  Rural  Worker 
taught  this  class.  One  session  was  held  in  each  of  the  four  churches. 
All  four  societies  met  requirements  for  jurisdiction  recognition.  The  wom- 
en are  finding  that  not  only  do  they  learn  more  when  they  come  to- 
gether for  our  mission  studies,  but  that  the  Christian  fellowship  is  a  real 
blessing.  These  meetings  are  helping  to  create  a  "circuit-consciousness" 
which  might  also  be  termed  an  objective. 

As  for  our  third  objective — arousing  the  interest  of  all  Methodism, 
urban  and  rural,  to  the  importance  of,  and  the  needs  of  rural  churches — 
I  believe  we  have  made  progress  along  this  line  too.  At  the  Elizabeth  City 
District  W.  S.  C.  S.  Conference  last  May,  I  had  the  opportunity  to  speak 
on  "The  Mission  of  the  Rural  Church."  I  was  invited  to  speak  at  the  Dis- 
trict Gu'ild  Conference  also.  On  many  occasions  I  am  questioned  con- 
cerning our  work  here.  More  and  more,  people  seem  to  be  coming  aware 
of  the  Columbia  Circuit  Rural  Project,  and  they  seem  interested  in 
knowing  more  about  what  we  are  trying  to  do  here. 

Church  improvements  which  have  taken  place  during  the  year  are 
signs  of  aroused  interest  on  the  circuit.  At  Cedar  Grove,  both  the  church 
interior  and  the  church  grounds  have  been  beautified.  Electricity  has 
just  come  into  the  community,  and  the  church  is  now  being  wired. 

At  Wesley  Chapel,  church  repairs  begun  some  time  ago  have  been 
completed.  The  building  across  the  road  from  the  church — once  a  one- 
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room  school,  but  now  used  by  the  church  and  community  for  various 
activities — has  been  wired.  The  people  of  the  Holly  Grove  Church  are 
planning  to  wire  their  church  soon. 

We  are  beginning  to  learn  on  the  Columbia  Circuit  of  the  effectiveness 
of  visual  aids.  We  have  for  use  in  our  work  this  year  a  35mm.  projector 
and  a  16mm.  projector,  loaned  to  us  by  the  Woman's  Society  Conference. 
We  are  already  finding  these  machines  invaluable,  and  we  want  to  ex- 
press our  gratitude  to  the  Conference  for  lending  these  machines  to  us. 

The  people  of  Wesley  Memorial  have  bought  a  filing  cabinet  for  the 
Rural  Worker's  office.  I  am  now  setting  up  what  I  hope  will  be  an  ac- 
curate and  complete  file  of  the  work  being  done  on  the  circuit  through  our 
rural  project. 

The  pastor  and  I  have  introduced  the  idea  of  the  Lord's  Acre  plan  on 
the  Columbia  Circuit.  A  few  people  have  expressed  an  interest,  and  we 
believe  that  after  a  period  of  cultivation  some  of  our  people  will  try 
this    plan. 

The  work  here  is  challenging!  There  is  much  yet  to  be  done  toward 
the  development  of  local  leadership.  Until  more  local  leaders  develop, 
the  worker  often  finds  herself  pulled  in  many  directions  as  she  seeks  to 
lead  so  many  activities.  We  are  moving  toward  an  achievement  of  our 
goals,  however. 

The  people  continue  to  be  interested  and  cooperative.  They  are  for 
the  most  part  eager  for  help.  I  believe  we  shall  move  forward  together 
during  the  next  year"  for  Christ  and  His  Church."

REPORT  OF    RURAL   WORK— FARM  VI  LLE   AMD   WALSTONBURG 

Last  year  when  I  made  my  report  to  this  Conference  I  spoke  of 
three  distinct  areas  of  work — Bell  Arthur,  Wesley,  and  Langs.  Today  I, 
too,  shall  speak  of  three  fields — but  I  no  longer  use  the  name  Langs — 
for  this  community  now  has  a  new  name. 

When  the  old  Langs  church  burned  more  than  twenty-five  years  ago, 
the  people  in  that  community  despaired  of  ever  having  a  church  here 
again.  Even  last  year,  a  bit  of  pessimism  still  reigned  when  the  state- 
ment was  made  to  me  that  "it  is  just  impossible — there  will  never  he  a 
church  in  our  community."  However,  there  was  in  the  minds  of  a  few 
a  belief  that  a  church  might  exist.  Today  the  somewhat  seemingly  im- 
possible has  been  accomplished  for  on  February  27  a  church  was  officially 
organized  in  this  community  with  29  charter  members.  Named  Monk 
Memorial  Methodist  Church  in  memory  of  the  late  Mr.  A.  C.  Monk  who 
contributed  greatly  to  this  project,  this  church  is  a  living  reality  that 
dreams  do  come  true.  And  so  my  fields  of  work  will  be  hereafter  spoken 
of  as  Bell  Arthur,  Wesley,  and  Monk  Memorial. 

Highlights  of  the  year's  work  in  all  areas  were  the  Vacation  Church 
Schools  and  a  Youth  Week.  By  making  a  survey  before  the  summer  pro- 
gram began,  I  was  able  to  determine  the  approximate  number  of  prospec- 
tive pupils.  Most  of  the  children  in  the  53  homes  in  the  Monk  community 
and  the  56  homes  in  the  Wesley  community  were  membors  of  no  Sunday 
School  at  all  or  members  at  a  Sunday  School  of  some  other  denomination. 
Many  of  these  children,  coming  from  Christian,  Pilgrim  Holiness,  Free 
Will  Baptist  and  Mormon  backgrounds,  did  not  even  know  what  a  Vaca- 
tion School  was.  Regardless  of  denomination  all  were  invited  to  attend, 
since  ill  most  cases  our  were  the  only  schools  held  in  the  community. 
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Using  local  help  as  teachers,  the  pastor  and  I  directed  the  schol  at  Monk's 
which  had  an  enrollment  of  48  pupils.  Of  this  number,  more  than  half 
needed  transportation  to  and  from  the  school.  Vacation  schools  at  Wesley 
and  Bell  Arthur  were  directed  by  Divinity  School  students,  but  here  I  was 
in  charge  of  the  recreation  and  worship.  The  enrollment  in  the  Wesley  and 
Bell  Arthur  schools  was  38  and  100,  respectively.  Youth  Week  was  held  at 
the  Wesley  Church  for  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  members  in  the 
churches  of  Farmville,  Wesley,  Bell  Arthur  and  Monk  Memorial  with  al- 
most 100  young  people  participating.  As  a  result  of  these  activities,  23 
young  people  dedicated  their  lives  to  continued  Christian  growth,  9 
joined  the  church  on  profession  of  faith,  and  3  dedicated  their  lives  to 
full-time  Christian  Service.  Later  a  preparatory  church  membership  class 
was  held  for  those  joining  the  church  at  this  time. 

During  the  Christmas  season  a  pageant  was  presented  at  each  of  the 
churches — Monk  Memorial,  Wesley  and  Bell  Arthur.  The  Farmville 
Methodist  Church  donated  White  Christmas  gifts  to  the  Rural  Work,  thus 
making  it  possible  to  remember  5  needy  families  with  food,  clothing,  and 
Christmas  toys. 

During  November  of  last  year  a  Harvest  sale  was  held  at  the  Monk 
Memorial  Church  and  $200.00  was  raised  to  use  toward  the  completion 
of  the  church.  This  month  also  marks  the  date  of  the  formation  of  the 
Ladies'  Aid  which  we  hope  will  eventually  become  a  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service. 

Last  year  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  at  Wesley  raised  money  to  paint  the  inside 
of  the  church,  has  raised  $300.00  of  the  church  debt  and  has  bought  an 
electric  range.  The  MYF  has  recently  presented  a  communion  set  to  the 
church  and  has  raised  $25.00  for  the  building  of  an  outdoor  fireplace. 

The  Bell  Arthur  Church  has  recently  completed  the  new  Sunday  School 
Building  and  has  partially  furnished  the  kitchen.  During  February  a  sur- 
vey was  made  to  determine  the  number  of  newcomers  to  the  community 
and  a  visitation  campaign  was  held  with  workers  visiting  newcomers  and 
those  in  the  community  not  attending  any  Sunday  School. 

Sometimes  one  feels  that  little  has  been  accomplished  in  a  field 
where  there  is  so  much  to  be  done  and  where  there  is  so  great  an  opportun- 
ity for  service.  It  is  at  this  time  that  the  words  of  the  poet  are  re- 
membered: 

"Who  takes  one  step  toward  God  through  doubtings  dim, 
God  comes  a  thousand  miles  in  blazing  light  to  him."

MISCELLANEOUS  REPORTS 


REPORT    OF    JURISDICTION    CONFERENCE 

According  to  insructions  received  from  our  Louisville  Hostesses,  we, 
who  were  delegates  for  the  Conference,  arrived  in  that  city  (which,  by 
the  way,  we  were  told  was  the  birthplace  of  Southern  Methodism)  with 
winter  coats,  umbrellas  and  galoshes.  We  had  been  told  that  old  man 
winter  might  be  at  his  worst.  Imagine  our  surprise  when  we  found  the 
same  mild  weather  as  we  left  here  at  home. 

Our  first  afternoon  was  spent  in  the  various  clinics.  We,  of  the  pro- 
motion departments,  were  given  new  prescriptions  for  membership — in 
Circuit  Societies  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  The  status  of  women, 
we  were  told,  is  an  x-ray  department  for  the  W.  S.  C.  S. 
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Mrs.  Woolever  was  our  Chief  of  Staff  in  this  clinic  and  I  feel  sure 
she  will  give  us  the  benefit  of  her  years  of  service  in  this  field  a  little 
later  this  morning. 

Following  this  session  in  the  clinics,  we  went  silently  into  the  sanct- 
uary of  the  church  for  a  period  of  quiet  worship.  The  quietness  and 
reverence  with  which  these  women  came  together,  gave  one  the  feeling 
that  the  conference  was  undergirded  with  one  purpose — the  Advance  for 
Christ  and  His  Church. 

Tuesday  evening  there  was  held  the  World  Federation  dinner  with 
the  vice-president,  Mrs.  B.  U.  Robinson,  in  charge.  Mrs.  Frank  Bell, 
division  chairman  of  literature,  spoke  on  "Women  of  Mexico"  and  Mrs. 
Ratliff,  Jurisdiction  President,   spoke  on  "Women  of  Cuba." 

A  silent  communion  was  held  Tuesday  evening  and  an  offering  was 
left  on  the  altar  for  food  and  medicine  for  Japanese  children. 

Wednesday,  the  second  day,  was  truly  a  full  one:  the  Jurisdiction 
president's  address,  election  of  officers  for  the  new  quadrennium,  Con- 
ference presidents'  hour,  visit  and  tea  at  the  Louisville  Conference 
Wesley  House,  and  closing  the  day  with  the  new  Division  president,  Mrs. 
Frank  G.  Brooks,  bringing  us  a  stirring  message  of  conditions  in  the 
Orient. 

Mrs.  Ratliff  in  her  address  said,  "Let  us  pledge  to  make  our  lives 
consistent  with  our  teachings.  No  longer  are  we  able  to  function  in  a 
placid  sort  of  way.  No  longer  can  we  finance  our  work  with  loose  change 
from  the  bottom  of  our  purses.  God  is  waiting  for  women  who  are  willing 
to  discipline  their  lives." 

I  would  like  for  you  to  remember  her  closing  words— "We  may  go  back 
to  the  garden  and  find — only  fragrance.  We  may  go  back  to  the  path 
and  find — only  footprints.  We  cannot  find  Christ  by  going  back — only 
by  going  forward  can  He  be  found." 

Our  visit  to  the  Wesley  House,  where  we  were  served  tea,  sand- 
wiches and  cookies,  was  most  interesting.  There  isn't  a  Wesley  House 
within  the  bounds  of  this  conference,  but  I  want  to  remind  you  that 
when  you  give  to  Supplies  you  are  helping  in  the  work  of  these  character 
building  agencies  of  our  W.  S.  C.  S.  In  them  you  find  children,  adults, 
and  old  people  taking  part  in  doll  clubs,  handcraft  classes,  Scouting, 
Bible  schools,  and  well-baby  clinics.  There  are  clubs  for  all  ages. 

Mrs.  Brooks  told  us  of  the  unrest  in  Korea — the  tenseness  of  that 
country  where  there  were  sixty-seven  missionaries  before  the  war,  and 
now  only  twenty-three. 

The  churches  are  crowded  with  people,  80%  of  whom  are  young 
people.  Ewah  College  never  lost  its  Christian  status  during  the  war, 
but  it  now  needs  everything.  Dr.  Helen  Kim,  Ewah's  president  has 
twelve  teachers   for  twelve   hundred   students. 

Dean  Bosley,  of  Duke  Divinity  School,  challenged  us  with  his  noon- 
tide messages — "Christ  Limited  is  Christ  Betrayed"  and  "We  Believe 
in  the  Church."  On  Wednesday  he  said  "If  Religion  is  to  mean  anything, 
it  must  mean  everything.  We  must  keep  Christ  at  the  heart  of  Christian- 
ity. It  must  be  all  or  nothing.  We  try  to  limit  Him  to  our  creed — when  a 
creed  is  only  a  pattern  of  words;  we  try  to  limit  Him  to  our  churches — 
when  He  is  bigger  than  any  church.  The  sooner  we  realize  that  we  can- 
not limit  Christ  without  betraying  Him,  the  sooner  we  are  ready  to 
Advance  with  Him." 

Miss  Kathryne  Bieri,  speaking  on  "Recruiting  for  Advance,"  told  the 
story   of   a  young   Belgian   boy   fleeing   before   the    advancing   army.   He 
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had  only  a  coat  on  his  back,  a  package  of  food  under  his  arm  and  he  was 
carrying  his  younger  brother.  When  asked  why  he  was  taking  so  little 
with  him,  he  replied,  "The  night  may  be  cold  and  I  will  need  the  coat,  the 
food  will  strengthen  us  and  I  must  carry  my  brother."  We  Christians 
must  care  for  our  brothers.  Nurses  are  needed  for  Alaska — doctors  for 
India.  There  is  money  for  a  hospital  in  Monrovia  but  no  one  to  supervise 
its  building.  The  need  for  workers  is  still  great.  One  thousand  new  full- 
time  Christian  workers — the  3rd  goal  of  our  Advance! 

To  anyone  who  truly  loves  music,  it  would  have  been  worth  the  trip 
had  she  got  nothing  except  the  uplifting  of  our  Faith  through  music. 
Fourth  Avenue  Church  choirs  were  a  wonderful  part  of  the  entire  pro- 
gram. 

Finally,  may  I  pay  tribute  to  our  own  "Stell  Hillman"  who,  as  chair- 
man of  the  program  committee  for  the  Louisville  Meeting,  gave  us  the 
best  all  round  program  that  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  attend.

The  Executive  Board,  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference, met  in  The  First  Methodist  Church,  Rocky  Mount,  Saturday, 
April  9th,  at  3:30  o'clock,  with  Miss  Sarah  Godfrey,  presiding. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin.  Miss 
Kathleene  Cox  was  asked  to  serve  as  secretary. 

The  following  members  were  present:  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  Mrs.  H.  O. 
Lineberger,  Mrs.  Darden  Eure,  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  Mrs.  Sheila  T. 
Howard,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker,  Mrs.  W.  N.  Davis,  Miss  Pete  Hill,  Mrs.  V.  F. 
Bullock,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Alexander,  Miss  Elizabeth  Raulfs,  Miss  Sarah  Godfrey, 
Miss  Kathleene  Cox. 

Miss  Godfrey  asked  cooperation  and  guidance  from  the  group  in  her 
new  work  as  Conference  secretary.  She  then  read  the  Guild  Recommen- 
dations and  they  were  accepted  by  the  group  after  the  motion  was  made 
by  Miss  Pete  Hill  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  W.  F.  Bullock. 

Miss  Godfrey  stated  that  copies  of  blanks  for  Officers  of  the  Local 
Unit  should  be  filled  out  immediately  and  sent  to  her  so  that  the  Guilds 
would  all  be  registered  in  the  New  York  Office,  and  that  each  officer 
would  be  placed  on  the  mailing  list  of  the  corresponding  officer  in  the 
District,  so  that  helpful  materials  may  be  received.  She  asked  that  all 
District  officers  share  ideas,  and  that  each  District  secretary  pass  on  all 
information  to  the  local  units. 

With  reference  to  the  Mission  Pledge  set  for  the  Conference  at  $10,-

will  act  as  Dean,  Miss  Lottie  Duncan,  Publicity  Chairman  and  Mrs. 
R.  B.  Hooker,  Business  Manager.  Registration  is  $2.00  and  room  and 
board  $5.00.  All  guilds  are  asked  to  have  at  least  one  representative. 
Besides  two  courses  of  study,  workshops  are  being  planned. 

Reports  were  discussed.  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin  spoke  about  the  treasurer's 
reports,  which  will  from  now  on  go  in  one  month  ahead  of  the  other 
committee  reports.  Thus,  the  Treasurer's  Report  is  clue  at  the  end  of 
April  while  the  other  reports  will  be  sent  in  at  the  end  of  May.  So,  for 
the  first  quarter  of  the  new  year  Treasurers'  Reports  will  be  due  on 
July  30th  and  other  committee  reports  at  the  end  of  August,  or  the  end 
of  the  quarter.  This  will  enable  all  committee  chairmen  to  get  accurate 
reports  from  the  treasurer  before  their  reports  are  due. 

The  suggestion  was  made  that  it  might  save  time  and  money  to  have 
all  mimeographing  for  the  Conference  done  at  the  same  place;  however, 
no  motion  was  made  to  do  this,  but  was  left  for  study. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  and  approved  to  increase  mileage  for 
District  and  Conference  officers  of  the  Guild  to  5c  per  mile.

The  Sacrificial 
offering  placed  on  the  altar  by  the  communicants  amounted  to  $165.00. 

Mr.  Marshall  Garris  rendered  the  special  solo  "The  Pilgrim  Song"  by 
Tschaikowsky,  after  which  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter  gave  a  devotional,  using 
as  her  topic  "Forward   Together." 

Mrs.  Slaughter  used  as  her  text  Matthew  15:28,  "Then  Jesus  answered 
and  said  unto  her,  O  woman,  great  is  thy  faith;  be  it  unto  thee  even  as 
thou  wilt,"  and  gave  the  challenge  to  have  faith  in  God  and  give  Him 
the  glory,  to  help  others  by  bringing  out  the  best  in  them,  and  by  having 
faith  in  them.  She  urged  that  each  one  go  forward  in  the  program  of 
Advance  with  a  dream,  a  voice,  courage  and  a  song. 

The  welcome  given  by  Mrs.  J.  N.  Needham,  president  W.  S.  G.,  First 
Church,  Rocky  Mount,  was  responded  to  by  Miss  Margaret  Umberger  of 
Duke   Memorial   Church,  Durham. 

Miss  Kathleene  Cox  of  Durham  was  elected  recording  secretary. 

Miss  Sarah  Godfrey,  Sanford,  N.  C,  newly  elected  Conference  secre- 
tary, presided  at  the  evening  session.  Miss  Godfrey  expressed  apprecia- 
tion that  confidence  had  been  placed  in  her  in  being  chosen  as  Conference 
secretary.  She  expressed  appreciation  for  the  wonderful  help  and  coopera- 
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tion  that  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin,  retiring  Conference  secretary,  and  other 
Conference  officers  of  the  Woman's  Society  had  given  her  in  her  new 
work.  She  also  gave  a  brief  introduction  to  the  Advance  PTogram. 

Announcement  was  made  of  the  Institute  of  Missions  to  be  held  again 
this  year  at  Pfeiffer  College,  June  17th-19th.  The  Institute  is  to  be  held 
in  cooperation  with  the  Western  N.  C.  Conference,  following  the  School 
of  Missions  and  Spiritual  Life  Retreat  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Service.  Miss  Godfrey  expressed  the  hope  that  every  Guild  in  the 
Conference  would  be  represented  at  this  Institute. 

Miss  Godfrey  then  referred  to  the  new  Pledge  for  Missions,  which  has 
been  set  at  $10,000.00  for  the  year,  June  1949  through  May,  1950,  and 
expressed  the  hope  and  assurance  that  the  Pledge  would  be  raised. 

A  new  publication,  "The  Guild-A-Bout  North  Carolina,"  is  being  pre- 
pared by  Miss  Godfrey  each  quarter,  the  first  issue  being  given  to  the  dele- 
gates at  Conference.  A  penny  postcard  to  Miss  Godfrey  will  bring  the  is. 
sue  to  anyone  desiring  to  receive  a  copy  each  quarter.  Also,  any  news  from 
the  local  Guilds  should  be  sent  to  her  for  publication  in  the  paper.  Criti- 
cisims  and  suggestions  for  the  paper  will  also  be  welcomed. 

Local  Guilds  are  urged  to  send  in  the  List  of  New  Officers  as  prompt- 
ly as  possible  so  that  the  officers  may  be  registered  with  the  New  York 
Office  as  well  as  placed  on  the  corresponding  district  officers'  mailing  list, 
in  order  to  receive  all  helpful  materials. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  president,  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
was  presented,  and  she  gave  the  highlights  of  the  Woman's  Society 
Conference  held  in  Burlington.  Mrs.  Cutchin  stated  that  with  the  Guild 
and  Woman's  Society  cooperating  we  shall  go  forward  in  The  Advance 
Program.  Some  of  the  highlights  of  the  Conference  were  the  Devotional  in 
Song;  the  Holy  Communion  Service,  at  which  time  $1,422.00  was  placed 
on  the  altar  for  the  children  of  Europe;  the  Pledge  to  Missions  for  Guild 
and  Woman's  Society  amounting  to  $80,000;  the  presentation  of  the  Study 
Jewel  to  the  Wilmington  District,  and  the  Korean  Urn  to  the  Fayetteville 
District;  Inspirational  messages  by  Mrs.  Woolever,  Miss  McConnell  and 
Dr.  Walton  were  of  special  interest  and  importance. 

Attendance  was  checked  by  Districts,  showing  the  following  statistics: 
Durham,  25;  Elizabeth  City,  12;  Fayetteville,  22;  New  Bern,  30;  Raleigh, 
27;  Rocky  Mount,  53;  Wilmington,  9:  Miss  Pete  Hill,  newly  appointed 
Fayetteville  District  secretary  was  recognized. 

Mrs.  W.  N.  Davis  came  to  the  platform  and  presented  a  Youth  Life 
Membership  to  Janie  Bullock,  daughter  of  Mrs.  V.  F.  Bullock,  Rocky 
Mount  District  secretary. 

The  Pledge  Service  followed,  led  by  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker,  Guild  Confer- 
ence Treasurer.  Seven  girls  were  dressed  in  costumes  to  represent  seven 
Guild  Projects,  and  as  each  District  secretary  came  to  the  altar,  she 
spoke  briefly  of  a  certain  project,  lighted  her  candle,  made  a  pledge  for 
the  District,  and  presented  the  lighted  candle  to  the  girl  representing  that 
Project.

The  Pledge  Service  was  concluded  by  all  joining  in  the  singing  of 
"In  Christ  There  Is  No  East  Or  West,"  followed  by  prayer  by  Mrs.  J.  H. 
Cutchin. 

Miss  Kathleene  Cox,  Durham  District  secretary.  Miss  Margaret  Urn- 
berger,  new  President  of  the  Duke  Memorial  Church  Guild,  Durham, 
assisted  by  other  representatives  from  Duke  Memorial,  extended  the  in- 
vitation for  the  meeting  of  the  1950  Conference  to  be  held  at  Duke  Me- 
morial Church,  and  the  invitation  was  accepted. 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  then  formally  presented  Miss  Sarah  Godfrey  as  the 
new  Conference  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference,  and  in  doing  so  spoke  of  her  splendid  qualifications 
for  this  office  and  her  interest  in  the  work.  Mrs.  Larkin  also  thanked  the 
Guild  members  for  their  cooperation  and  for  the  personal  courtesies  ex- 
tended to  her  in  the  years  that  she  served.  She  also  pledged  her  con- 
tinued   support    as    a    member    of    the    Guild. 

After  the  singing  of  the  Advance  Hymn,  "Advance,  O  Church  of  God," 
Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger  of  Raleigh  presented  the  speaker,  Mrs.  Eloise 
Woolever,  Executive  Secretary,  Woman's  Division  of  Education  and  Cul- 
tivation, of  New  York  City,  who  spoke  on  "The  Word  is  ADVANCE." 

Mrs.  Woolever  spoke  of  the  splendid  recommendations  for  Guilds, 
which  were  outlined  in  Program  booklet,  and  tied  them  in  specifically  with 
the  points  in  the  Advance  Program.  She  commended  the  Guilds  on  the 
progress  that  has  already  been  made  in  our  period  of  tripling  the  mem- 
bership, comparing  that  progress  with  that  of  the  Woman's  Society.  But 
iu  speaking  of  the  first  point  of  Advance,  Membership,  Mrs.  Woolever 
stated  that  we  have  now  a  great  Responsibility  List,  there  being  about 
a  million  employed  women  in  the  United  States  with  which  to  work.  She 
suggested  that  we  each  make  our  "responsibility  list"  from  our  church 
rolls,  Sunday  School  rolls,  and  those  at  the  desk  next  to  ours,  who  are 
not  yet  members  of  any  church.  We  must  work  with  these  last,  not  only 
to  gain  them  for  our  mission  work,  but  for  the  local  church.  In  speaking 
of  the  second  point  of  Advance,  Study,  Mrs.  Woolever  referred  to  our 
study  books  for  the  year,  and  challenged  us  to  study  that  we  may  con- 
tinue to  grow,  and  here  she  referred  to  our  third  Recommendation  on 
Christian  Social  Relations  "that  we  become  more  keenly  aware  of  the 
part  that  we,  as  employed  women,  can  play  in  matters  of  social  better- 
ment, race  relations,  intelligent  legislation,  and  all  those  things  that 
make  for  better  living  conditions  among  all  people." 

Having  traveled  abroad,  Mrs.  Woolever  has  found  what  our  help  from 
America  means  to  the  people  of  Europe.  The  people  there  are  looking 
to  America  for  help  in  spiritual  leadership.  "How  can  we  give  that  leader- 
ship if  we  are  neglecting  the  spiritual?  We  must  not  just  recruit  for 
numbers,  but  we  must  study  to  strengthen  the  body  of  Christ." 

"The  heart  of  our  Advance  Program  is  the  third  point,"  she  said.  There 
are  so  many  openings  for  service,  to  be  filled  right  now.  Every  person 
with  special  skill  is  needed.  In  almost  ever  institution  supported  by 
the  Division,  there  are  people  needed.  Mrs.  Woolever  invited  us  to  think 
whether  we  ourselves  were  fitted  for  the  tasks,  and  to  recommend  others 
for  the  work. 

Under  the  fourth  point,  Money  is  needed — new  work  is  being  started 
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at  home  and  abroad.  Our  workers  are  making  great  contributions  to 
the  world  at  large.  This  was  noticeable  at  The  World  Council  of  Church- 
es in  Amsterdam,  when  several  of  our  workers  were  representatives. 
We  should  see  that  they  have  the  opportunities  of  Education  and  Training 
to  make  these  contributions.  Mrs.  Woolever  referred  to  the  kindergartens 
being  opened  on  the  Mexican  border,  to  the  contribution  of  Dr.  Ralph 
Bunche  in  Palestine,  a  Negro  of  our  own  Country,  and  other  contributions 
of  great  Christians  of  different  races  to  our  Church.  These  contributions 
can  be  made  to  the  Church  and  humanity  because  of  the  Christian  schools 
and  institutions  across  America  and  around  the  World.  Advance  makes  it 
possible  for  more  people  to  make  these   contributions. 

Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood  pronounced  the  Benediction,  and  the  meeting 
adjourned  into  the  following  Clinics:

The  above  Clinics  were  attended  by  enthusiastic  groups,  and  many 
worthwhile  ideas  and  suggestions  were  received. 

District  Meetings  were  held  in  the  hotel  rooms  following  the  Clinics, 
ai  which  time  new  materials  were  distributed  to  the  local  Guilds  and  an- 
nouncements of  importance  were  made  to  the  separate  groups. 


Breakfast  was  served  in  the  New  Ricks  Hotel  dining  room.  Mrs.  J. 
N.  Needham,  president  of  the  Rocky  Mount  Guild,  presiding.  Mrs.  L.  C. 
Larkin  gave  the  Invocation.  Announcement  was  made  by  Mrs.  J.  H. 
Cutchin  of  the  Caravan  meetings  on  Advance  to  be  held  throughout  the 
North  Carolina  Conference,  beginning  April  19th  and  continuing  through 
April  28th  with  Miss  Margaret  Billingsley  as  the  principal  speaker.  Mrs. 
Cutchin  invited  the  Guilders  to  attend  these  W.  S.  C.  S.  meetings  in  their 
own  district  if  possible,  but  if  not,  to  plan  to  attend  the  Durham  District 
Guild  meeting  on  Sunday  afternoon,  April  24th,  Duke  Memorial  Church, 
when  Miss  Billingsley  will  speak.  The  meetings  are  to  be  held  at  Rose 
Hill,  Jarvis  Memorial,  Hertford,  Roanoke  Rapids,  Edenton  Street,  Broad- 
way and  Salem  (Durham  District). 

After  several  announcements,  the  hymn  "O  Master,  Let  Me  Walk  With 
Thee"  was  sung  and  Mrs.  Darden  Eure  gave  the  meditation  "Our  Future." 

Mrs.  Eure  compared  our  problems  of  the  postwar  world  and  rehabilita- 
tion to  that  of  the  problems  of  Zechariah.  "The  people  had  been  sent 
back  to  their  homes  to  rebuild.  At  first  they  were  enthusiastic,  but  it 
did  not  last.  The  failure  of  crops  and  skepticism  caused  them  to  stop 
building.  At  first  we  were  enthusiastic  about  the  United  Nations;  now 
we  are  beginning  to  be  unconcerned.  Zechariah  was  disturbed  because  he 
was  called  to  build,  and  the  work  was  not  going  on.  When  are  we  sinning 
against  the  future?  When  we  rob  or  cramp  progress  by  planning  on  too 
small  a  scale.  We  say  we  have  always  done  a  thing  this  way,  and  we 
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will  continue  to  do  it  this  way:  We  will  sin  against  the  future  if  we  do  not 
study  to  build,  get  that  new  enlightened  imagination  and  newness  of 
life.  We  will  cramp  the  future  if  we  do  not  get  the  missionaries  needed, 
consecrated  men  and  women  for  the  tasks.  We  will  cramp  the  future,  too, 
if  we  do  not  have  a  vital  faith  in  God's  presence.  We  say  we  believe  in 
God,  but  how  does  God  affect  our  living?"  In  closing,  Mrs.  Eure  challenged 
us  to  plan  the  future  with  God,  and  closed  by  quoting  from  the  poem 
"Build  Me  a  World,  said  God,  according  to  God's  Will." 
The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass. 


At  eleven  o'clock  the  delegates  assembled  at  First  Church  for  the 
morning  worship  service  with  the  pastor,  the  Reverend  T.  M.  Grant,  in 
charge.  Music  was  provided  by  the  Adult  and  Junior  Choirs.  A  class 
of  Junior  boys  and  girls  were  received  into  the  church,  and  the  message 
of  the  morning  was  brought  by  Dr.  Gaither  P.  Warfield,  Associate  Sec- 
retary of  the  Methodist  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief.  Dr.  Warfield  told 
of  his  work  in  Poland  and  of  what  our  contributions  to  World  Service 
mean  to  the  people  of  Europe.  He  told  of  how  the  war  had  destroyed 
the  most  of  the  work  that  had  been  started,  and  that  with  what  they  had 
they  had  begun  to  rebuild,  how  our  money  for  World  Service  not  only 
helps  with  food,  but  will  carry  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  will  create  a  vital 
church  by  training  leaders,  intelligent  and  able.  By  World  Service  giving 
we  are  changing  the  world,  and  the  faces. 

Back  at  the  New  Ricks  Hotel  the  group  assembled  for  lunch,  with  Miss 
Sarah  Godfrey  presiding.  Mrs.  Cutchin  gave  the  Invocation.  The  report 
from  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  read  by  Mrs.  R.  L.  Pugh: 

We,  the  Resolutions  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Wesleyan  Serv- 
ice Guild,  in  Conference  assembled  at  The  First  Methodist  Church,  Rocky 
Mount,  North  Carolina,  wish  to  submit  the  following  resolutions: 

To  the  Rocky  Mount  District,  and  its  secretary,  Mrs.  V.  F.  Bullock,  and 
her  units  to  the  local  Guild  and  its  president,  Mrs.  J.  N.  Needham,  to  Dr.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  WOMAN'S 
SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 


(Discipline,   pages   283-285) 


ARTICLE   I— NAME 

In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference 
"Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  auxiliary  to  the  Jurisdiction  Wom- 
an's Society  and  to  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  This  shall 
include  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  for  gainfully  employed  women. 

ARTICLE    II— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
shall  be  to  plan  and  direct  the  work  of  the  society  within  the  Conference 
in  accordance  with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  III  — MEMBERSHIP  AND  OFFICERS 

The  Conference  Woman's  Society  shall  be  composed  of  representatives 
from  societies  in  the  local  church,  the  number  to  be  determined  by  each 
conference  according  to  its  requirements;  such  district  officers  as  the 
conference  society  may  determine,  from  each  district;  all  chairmen  of 
conference  standing  committees;  officers  or  members  of  the  Woman's 
Division  or  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  residing  within  the 
bounds  of  the  conference;  and  the  following  conference  officers:  a  presi- 
dent, a  vice-president,  a  recording  secretary,  a  secretary  of  promotion,  a 
treasurer,  a  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  a  secretary  of  stu- 
dent work,  a  secretary  of  youth  work,  a  secretary  of  children's  work,  a 
secretary  of  missionary  education  and  service,  a  secretary  of  Christian 
social  relations  and  local  church  activities,  a  secretary  of  literature  and 
publications,  a  secretary  of  supply  work,  a  secretary  of  spiritual  life,  a 
secretary  of  status  of  women,  a  secretary  of  missionary  personnel,  and 
such  other  secretaries  of  lines  of  work  as  may  be  required. 

ARTICLE     IV— ANNUAL    CONFERENCE     RELATIONSHIPS 

The  president  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  shall  be  seated 
in  the  annual  conference,  but  without  the  right  to  vote  unless  she  is 
otherwise  a  member  of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE   V— MEETINGS 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society 
when  reports  shall  be  received  from  the  conference  officers  and  from 
the  districts.  Officers  shall  be  elected,  the  necessary  business  transacted, 
and  pledges  made  for  the  year.  There  shall  be  a  program  of  inspiration 
and  information  in  harmony  with  the  plans  and  projects  of  the  Jurisdic- 
tion Woman's  Society  and  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 
At  the  last  meeting  of  the  quadrennium  the  Conference  Woman's  Society 
shall  elect,  according  to  instructions  in  the  Discipline,  women  from  the 
conference,  three  of  whom  shall  be  conference  officers,  for  membership 
in  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society.  Three  women  shall  also  be  nominat- 
ed for  membership  on  the  General  Board  of   Missions   and   Church  Ex- 
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tension.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly  (f[  1251),  delegates 
shall  be  elected  in  accordance  with  the  stated  membership. 

ARTICLE   VI— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  re- 
cording secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Division. 


BY-LAWS   OF   THE   CONFERENCE   WOMAN'S   SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 


ARTICLE   1— OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Con- 
ference Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. She  shall  actively  advance  all  the  interests  of  the  work.  She  shall 
sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all 
committees.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Jurisdiction  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Conference  Board  and  of  such  other 
co-operative  boards  and  committees  as  the   Discipline  may  provide. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president 
in  her  absence,  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  so- 
ciety. She  shall  be  responsible  for  assisting  in  promoting  plans  and  meth- 
ods for  the  use  and  development  of  the  monthly  program  materials  as 
related  to  the  duties  of  the  Program  Committee  in  the  local  Society.  She 
shall  cooperate  as  directed  by  the  vice-president  of  the  Jurisdiction  in 
the  promotion  of  the  programs  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women.  She  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Conference  Society 
may  require. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings 
of  the  Conference  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall 
keep  a  permanent  record  of  all  proceedings  and  send  a  copy  of  the  min- 
utes of  the  Executive  Committee  to  each  officer.  She  shall  present  all  rec- 
ommendations of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  Conference  Society  and 
notify  all  committees  of  their  appointment.  She  shall  prepare  and  issue 
the  annual  report  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  4.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  Woman's  Division  funds 
of  the  Woman's  Society,  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  quar- 
terly or  monthly  from  the  treasurer  of  the  local  society,  or  from  district 
treasurers,  as  the  conference  society  may  direct.  She  shall  remit  such 
funds  without  division  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  conference  society. 
She  shall  disburse  funds  upon  the  written  order  of  the  Conference  presi- 
dent and  Promotion  Secretary,  and  shall  send  an  itemized  statement  of 
all  finances  to  these  officers.  Her  books  shall  be  submitted  annually  to 
an  auditor.  She  shall  be  bonded  in  such  sum  and  upon  such  conditions 
as  the  Woman's  Division  may  determine.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Promotion  secretary  shall  promote  the  total  program  of 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  In  co-operation  with  the  District 
promotion  secretaries  she  shall  provide  for  leadership  training;  she  shall 
supply   the   societies   with   information   concerning   the   work;    she    shall 
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seek  to  organize  a  society  in  every  church  in  the  Conference.  In  co-opera- 
tion with  the  Jurisdiction  Promotion  secretary,  and  with  the  District 
Piomotion  secretaries,  she  shall  plan  the  itineraries  of  field  workers, 
missionaries  and  other  speakers.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treas- 
ury. Immediately  after  the  election  of  Conference  Society  officers,  she 
shall  send  a  list  of  the  officers  to  the  Promotion  secretary  of  the  Juris- 
diction and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the 
Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the 
Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Promotion  secretary 
of  the  Jurisdiction  Society  and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Woman's 
Section  of  the  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation.  She  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Finance,  of  the  Committee  on  Schools 
of  Missions  and  Christian  Service,  of  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  Committee  and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel. 

Section  6.  The  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall 
be  responsible  for  missionary  education  in  the  Conference  and  for  the 
promotion  of  study  courses  in  the  societies.  She  shall  provide  missionary 
information,  recommend  missionary  projects  and  develop  interest  in 
their  support.  She  shall  recommend  to  the  Conference  Society  the  study 
courses  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She 
shall  assist  in  planning  and  promoting  missionary  conferences  and 
schools  of  missions,  and  educational  conferences  and  seminars  sponsored 
by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Study  and  Action  and  through  this  committee  co-operate  with  the 
secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  study.  She  shall  co-operate 
also  with  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  its 
program  of  missionary  education  and  with  interdenominational  agencies 
engaged  in  missionary  education.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Con- 
ference Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  ahd  Service,  and  to  the  secretary  of  Missionary 
Edcuation  of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the  Division  of  Education  and  Cul- 
tivation. Where  advisable  this  work  may  be  promoted  by  two  secretaries, 
one  in  charge  of  missionary  education  and  one  in  charge  of  missionary 
projects.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  standing  committee  on  Study  and 
Action. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  Conference 
tbrough  District  and  local  society  officers  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  guide  the  women  in  the  studies 
and  action  growing  out  of  the  findings  of  the  resource  committees  of  the 
Department  in  the  Division.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Conference 
Committee  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service.  She  shall  serve  as  chair- 
man of  the  Conference  standing  committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  cooperate  with  other  organizations 
of  the  church  and  with  other  agencies  working  toward  similar  ends.  She 
shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and  annual- 
ly to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Department.  She 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  standing  committee  on   Study  and  Action. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  Conference  Guild  Committee.  She  shall  promote  the 
work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  within  the  Conference,  shall  assist 
in  the  organization  of  new  units,  shall  receive  semi-annual  reports  from 
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the  District  Guild  secretaries,  and  shall  report  semi-annually  to  the 
Conference,  Jurisdiction,  and  Division  Standing  Committees  of  the  Wes- 
leyan  Service  Guild.  She  shall  familiarize  herself  with  the  work  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  with  the  entire  program  of  the  Woman's  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  attend,  as  far  as  possible,  District 
and  Conference  meetings  of  the  Guild,  represent  the  Guild,  and  present 
its  interests  at  the  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
in  the  Conference.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  committee  on  Schools  of 
Missions   and   Christian    Service. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans  and 
program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to 
the  Conference  Woman's  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the 
Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Student  Work  and  to  the  secretary  of  Student 
Work  of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the  Division  of  Education  and  Cultiva- 
tion. 

She  shall  work  also  in  cooperation  with  the  State  (or  similar  region) 
Student  Council  of  the  Methodist  Student  Movement,  with  the  state 
director  and  student  chairmen  of  the  World  Christian  Community  and 
Christian  Social  Action  Committees,  and  wherever  possible  with  the 
Inter-Conference  Commission  on  Student  Work. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  promote  the  work  ac- 
cording to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Conference  standing  committee  on  Mis- 
sionary Personnel.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  School  of 
Missions  and  Christian  Service  in  any  conference  where  there  is  a  summer 
school  for  girls.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  conference  society.  She 
shall  receive  reports  quarterly  and  annually  from  the  district  secretaries 
of  Youth  Work  and  report  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  jurisdiction  sec- 
retary of  Youth  Work  and  to  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work  in  the  Woman's 
Section  of  the  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the 
work  according  to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's 
Division.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarter- 
ly and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Children's  Work  and  to 
the  Division  secretary. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  endeavor  to  quicken 
the  spiritual  life  of  Methodist  women.  Working  through  the  Standing 
Committee,  she  shall  seek  to  permeate  the  church  with  spiritual  power 
which  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  more  effective  Christian 
service.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Study  and 
Action.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarter- 
ly and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life.  She  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  Conference  committee  on  Schools  of  Missions  and 
Christian  Service. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  distribution  of  literature  throughout  the  Conference 
and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  news  through  the  church  and 
secular  press.  She  shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  the  literature  of  the 
Woman's  Division,  including  the  program  materials,  and  report  con- 
cerning its  suitability  to  meet  Conference  needs.  She  shall  promote  the 
circulation  of  The  Methodist  Woman  throughout  the  Conference,  and 
in  cooperation  with  the  other  responsible  agencies  of  the  church  she 
shall  promote  the  circulation  of  World   Outlook  throughout  the   Confer- 
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ence.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly 
and  annually  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications. 
She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  conference  committee  on  School  of  Missions 
and    Christian    Service. 

Section  14.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  promote  interest  in 
the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign 
fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
report  annually  to  the  Conference  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually 
to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Supply  Work. 

Section  15.  The  secretary  of  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and 
in  other  lands.  This  study  shall  include  the  bases  of  woman's  place  an*1 
ihe  questions  that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  She 
.shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Status  of  Women. 
She  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society  for  the  pro- 
motion of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve  woman's  status  and 
enable  her  to  serve  effectively.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  Confer- 
ence Society  and  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secretary  of  Status  of  Women,  as 
authorized  by  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society. 

Section  16.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel  shall  promote  the 
work  of  recruiting,  training  and  counseling  candidates  for  missionary 
and  deaconess  service,  within  the  Conference.  She  shall  be  responsible 
for  giving  information  to  Eistrict  and  local  groups  concerning  the  need 
for  workers,  requirements  for  missionary  and  deaconess  service,  edu- 
cational institutions  preferred  for  study,  scholarship  aids  available,  and 
literature  on  missionary  personnel.  She  shall  prepare  an  annual  report 
to  be  submitted  to  the  Jurisdiction  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel 
and  to  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension. 

ARTICLE    II— ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  elected  as  Conference  officers.  Conference  officers  shall  be  elect- 
ed by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  society.  The  elections  shall  take 
place  annually,  biennially  or  quadrennially,  as  the  Conference  may  de- 
termine. The  treasurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  office  not  to  exceed 
eight  years. 

Section  2.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  Con- 
ference Society  shall  elect  from  three  to  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction 
Society,  three  of  whom  shall  be  officers  of  the  Conference  Society. 

ARTICLE   III— EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Society  shall 
be  composed  of  its  officers,  all  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service  residing  within  the  Conference,  and  such  other  persons 
as  the  Conference  Society  may  determine.  A  majority  shall  constitute 
a  quorum.  The  Di\ision  shall  provide  the  expense  for  the  attendance  of 
Division  members  for  at  least  one  meeting  annually. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  from  its  mem- 
bership an  administrative  committee  of  seven  who  shall  transact  neces- 
sary business  in  the  interim  between  meetings  of  the  Executive  Com' 
mittee. 
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article  iv— funds 

Section  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  2.  All  undirected  missionary  gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the 
office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis  agreed  upon 
by  the  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division  of  missionary  funds  by  the 
Conference  treasurer. 

Section  3.  Gifts  for  missionary  projects,  clearly  specified  shall  be 
sent  to  the  Conference  treasurer,  who  shall  transmit  them  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships  and  Memorials 
are  a  part  of  regular  pledge  or  apportionments  and  may  not  be  directed 
by  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  5.  Each  Conference  Society  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  Confer- 
ence cultivation  and  expenses  and  for  such  Jurisdiction  cultivation  and 
expenses  as  are  not  provided  for  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  6.  The  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  Offering  shall  be  ap- 
plied to  the  objects  designated  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

ARTICLE   V— STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  Conference  Society  shall  provide  such  standing  com- 
mittees as  the  needs  may  require. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life 
whose  endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Methodist 
women  by  helping  them  to  deepen  their  prayer  life  and  to  increase  their 
sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving.  The  committee 
shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movements  of  the  times  and  by 
prayerful  research  develop  a  clearer  appreciation  of  the  meaning  of 
Christian  living;  it  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship,  informal  studies, 
and  the  use  of  the  Bible  and  other  devotional  materials.  The  committee 
shall  devise  definite  means  for  permeating  the  local  church  with  a  spirit- 
ual power  that  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to  more  active 
service. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities  which  may  include  District  secretaries  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  one  or  more 
representatives  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  nominated  by  the  Con- 
ference Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Committee,  Department  members  living 
in  the  Conference,  and  special  resource  people  co-opted  as  needed.  This 
committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society 
concerning  the  work  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  in  accord  with  the  lines  of  work  outlined  by  the  Division  and 
Jurisdiction. 

Section  4.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  shall  be  the 
co-ordinating  group  for  the  total  educational  and  promotional  program 
in  the  Conference  and  a  Committee  on  Schools  of  Missions  and  Christian 
Service  shall  be  set  up  with  the  chairman  elected  annually. 

This  Committee  on  Schools  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service  shall  be 
composed  of  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education,  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  Spiritual  Life,  Promotion,  Wesley- 
an Service  Guild,  Literature  and  Publications,  the  vice-president  and 
such  other  members  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Executive  Committee.  In 
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the  Conferences  where  there  is  a  Summer  School  for  girls  the  secretary 
of  Youth  Work  shall  be  a  member  of  this  committee. 

The  responsibility  for  formulating  and  effecting  the  plans  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  delegated  to  the  person  or  persons  charged  by  the  By-laws 
for  that  particular  phase  of  the  education  and  cultivation  program. 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  School  of  Missions  and  Christian 
Service  is  to  give  emphasis  to  the  world  mission  of  the  Christian  church 
through  an  integrated  program  of  missionary  education,  Christian  social 
relations,  spiritual  life  cultivation  and  program  building,  and  to  train 
leadership  for  the  promotion  of  the  total  program  of  the  Woman's  So- 
ciety of  Christian  Service. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Study  and  Action, 
composed  of  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  of  Spiritual 
Life  and  a  representative  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  This  committee 
may  co-opt  such  other  members  as  may  be  needed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  make  recommendations  con- 
cerning the  use  of  approved  study  courses,  joint  study  courses,  and  co- 
operative courses.  It  may  recommend  also  other  studies  in  line  with  major 
needs.  This  committee  shall  develop  a  correlated  program  of  education 
and  action  for  the  year  which  shall  include  seminars,  workshops,  re- 
treats, and  any  other  educational  activities  and  shall  make  recommenda- 
tions concerning  the  same  to  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Finance.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Conference,  as 
chairman,  the  Promotion  secretary,  the  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  and  the  treasurers  of  the  District  Society,  where  there 
are  such  officers,  and  a  limited  number  of  other  women  appointed  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society. 

This  committee  shall  meet  at  least  semi-annually,  and  on  call  of  the 
chairman. 

It  shall  study  the  strength  of  the  society  in  the  local  churches  and 
the  pledges  made;  become  informed  of  conference  income  and  disburse- 
ments, local  financial  possibilities  and  problems;  and  assist  by  counsel 
in  the  forming  of  the  Conference  pledge  and  budget. 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Status  of  Women. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  status  of  women  in 
the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and  in  other  lands. 
This  study  shall  include  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the  questions 
that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  The  committee  shall 
make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society  for  the  promotion  of 
such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve  her  status  and  enable  her  to  serve 
effectively. 

Section  8.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel, composed  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel, 
the  Conference  president,  the  Promotion  secretary  of  the  Conference,  the 
secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  Student  Work, 
the  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  and  the  women  members  of  the  Joint  Com 
mittee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Wom- 
an's Division  residing  within  the  Conference.  Others  with  experience  in 
personnel  work  may  be  co-opted. 

This  committee  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  of  the  Woman's   Division.   It   shall   search   for  conse- 
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crated  young  women  of  training  and  experience  who  may  be  available 
for  Christian  service;  it  shall  interpret  the  standards  for  candidates  and 
the  types  of  service  needed;  it  shall  explain  to  prospective  candidates 
the  procedure  in  making  application  to  the  Board;  it  shall  recommend  to 
the  personnel  secretary  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel 
of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who  in  the  judgment  of  the 
committee  shall  be  considered  as  prospective  candidates;  it  shall  co-oper- 
ate in  making  plans  for  visitation  within  the  Conference  in  the  interest 
of  personnel  work.  The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report  of  its 
activities  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of 
the  Woman's  Division. 

ARTICLE  VI— BY-LAWS 

The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  needs  of  the 
Conference  require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  CONFERENCE 
WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

I.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  one 
delegate  or  alternate  from  each  society,  one  delegate  or  alternate  from 
each  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  Conference  Executive  Committee, 
chairmen  of  Conference  Standing  Committees,  the  District  president  or 
her  alternate,  zone  leaders,  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  or  Juris- 
dictional Societies  living  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

II.  The  Conference  Society  shall  meet  annually  and  include  three  days. 

III.  A  registration  fee  for  each  delegate,  the  amount  to  be  determined 
by  the  Conference  Program  Committee,  shall  be  sent  to  the  hostess  so- 
ciety ten  days  before  Conference;   the  fee  to  be  applied  on  meals. 

IV.  1.  The  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  biennially. 

2.  Offices  shall  be  divided  into  two  groups,  as  follows: 

Group  I — President,  Recording  Secretary,  Secretary  of  Supplies, 
Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Ac- 
tivities, Secretary  of  Student  Work,  Secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel,  Secretary  of 
Status  of  Women. 

Group  II — Vice  President,  Promotion  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Sec- 
retary of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Secretary  of  Youth 
Work,  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  Secretary  of  Children's  Work, 
Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild — for  confirmation. 

3.  The  term  of  each  officer  elected  shall  be  for  four  years,  except 
fnat  in  order  to  establish  a  system  of  rotation  in  elections, 
Group  II  shall  be  elected  in  1948  for  a  term  of  two  years  only. 

4.  Officers  shall  have  the  privilege  of  re-election  for  one  additional 
term  in  the  same  office.  One  year  or  less  of  an  unexpired  term 

not  to  be  considered  a  term. 

5.  Vacancies  occuring  in  Conference  offices  between  Annual  Meet- 
ings shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  president  upon  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Research  Committee. 
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6.  The  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Secretary  shall  be  elected 
at    a    meeting    of    the    Conference    Wesleyan    Service    Guild.    Her 

election  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  Conference  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service,  and  her  term  of  office  shall  conform  to 
that  prevailing  in  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service. 

7.  District  Secretaries  of  Promotion  shall  be  elected  by  the  Dis- 
tricts at  an  annual  meeting  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
District  Research  Committee.  Their  election  shall  be  confirmed 
by  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and 
their  term  of  office  shall  conform  to  that  prevailing  in  the  Con- 
ference Woman's   Society   of  Christian   Service. 

V.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers,  Dis- 
trict Secretaries  of  Promotion,  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the 
Advocate,  chairmen  of  Conference  Standing  Committees,  and  any  Juris- 
dictional officers  or  members  of  Board  of  Missions  living  in  the  North 
Carolina  Conference. 

VI.  There  shall  be  three  Executive  Board  meetings:  during  the  first 
quarter,  at  Conference,  and  in  the  fall. 

VII.  (a)  Scholarships  shall  be  granted  as  loans — to  be  cancelled  with- 
out payment  at  the  end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

(b)  For  each  scholarship  of  $300.00,  the  recipient  must  give  one 
year  of  service  to  mission  work,  or  repay  the  loan  without  interest. 

VIII.  The  Committee  on  By-laws  shall  be  composed  of  President,  Sec- 
retary of  Promotion,  Recording  Secretary,  and  one  member  from  the 
body. 


CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY 
OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 


(Discipline,  page  285-286) 


ARTICLE   I— NAME 

There  may  be  a  District  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  auxi- 
liary to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  This  shall 
include  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  for  gainfully  employed  women. 

ARTICLE  II— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  District  Society  shall  be  to  unite  all  the  societies 
within  the  District  in  an  earnest  effort  for  the  promotion  of  the  work  of 
the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE    III— MEMBERSHIP 

All  members  of  Woman's  Societies  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local 
churches  of  a  District  shall  be  considered  members  of  the  District 
Society. 

ARTICLE    IV— DISTRICT   OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  District  Society  shall  be  a  president,  a  promotion 
secretary,   a  recording   secretary,   and   such   other   officers   as   will   best 
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develop  and  promote  the  interests  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  of  the  District.  The  district  president,  the  promotion  secretary  and 
such  other  District  officers  as  the  Conference  Society  may  determine  shall 
be  members  of  the  Conference  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE    V— MEETINGS 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  District  Society,  when  re- 
ports shall  be  received  from  the  societies  in  the  District,  officers  elected, 
necessary  business  transacted,  pledges  made  by  the  societies,  and  a  pro- 
gram of  inspiration  and  information  given  along  the  lines  of  work  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  VI— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  re- 
cording secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Division. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  DISTRICT  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF 
CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 


ARTICLE   I— OFFICERS 

Section  I.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  District 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  actively  advance  all  the  in- 
terests of  the  work.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall 
be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  committees.  She  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  are  usual  to  a  presiding  officer.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
conference  executive  committee. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  presi- 
dent in  her  absence  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the 
society.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  assisting  in  promoting  the  plans 
and  methods  for  use  and  development  of  the  monthly  program  materials 
as  related  to  the  duties  of  the  Program  Committee  in  the  local  society. 
She  shall  co-operate  as  directed  by  the  vice-president  of  the  Conference 
in  the  promotion  of  the  program  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women.  She  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  District  Society  may 
require. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings 
of  the  District  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  keep 
a  record  of  all  the  District  meetings  in  permanent  form  and  send  a  copy 
of  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  meetings  to  each  officer.  She 
shall  present  all  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the 
District  Society  and  notify  all  committees  of  their  appointment. 

Section  4.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  division  funds  of  the  Wom- 
an's Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  monthly  or  quarter- 
ly, from  the  treasurer  of  the  local  society,  provided  the  conference  society 
so  orders.  She  shall  remit  such  funds  to  the  treasurer  of  the  conference 
society.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  district  society.  She  shall  disburse 
district  funds  upon  the  written  order  of  the  district  president  and  the 
promotion  secretary,  and  shall  send  an  itemized  statement  of  all  finances 
to  these  officers.  Her  books  shall  be  submitted  to  an  auditor  annually. 
She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  district  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Committee. 
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Section  5.  The  Promotion  secretary  shall  conduct  correspondence  with 
the  societies  of  the  District  and  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  Conference 
Promotion  secretary.  She  shall  furnish  such  information  to  the  societies 
as  is  needed  for  the  promotion  of  their  work.  She  shall  organize  and  cul- 
tivate new  societies.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the  District  Society  and 
to  the  Conference  Society,  as  required.  She  shall  present  the  work  at 
District  Conference  and  Institutes  as  called  for  by  the  District  Superin- 
tendent. She  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  Conference 
Promotion  Secretary.  She  shall  send  a  list  of  District  officers  to  the 
Conference  Promotion  secretary.  She  shall  sign,  with  the  president,  all 
orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  conference  execu- 
tive committee.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  district  Wesleyan  Serv- 
ice Guild  committee. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall  be 
responsible  for  missionary  education  in  the  District  and  for  the  promotion 
of  study  courses  in  the  societies  under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference 
secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service.  She  shall  secure  the  co- 
operation of  the  becretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  and  of  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations and  Local  Church  Activities  in  co-ordinating  the  study  and  action 
plans  for  the  District.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society, 
and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Missionary 
Education  and  Service. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  District, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Re- 
lations and  Local  Church  Activities.  She  shall  guide  the  women  in  the 
studies  and  action  growing  out  of  the  findings  of  the  resource  com- 
mittees of  the  department  in  the  Division.  She  shall  cooperate  with  the 
secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  and  with  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation and  Service  in  the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  District.  She 
shall  co-operate  with  other  organizations  of  the  church  and  with  other 
agencies  working  toward  similar  ends.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the 
District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary 
of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  promote 
the  work  of  the  Guild  in  the  District  under  the  leadership  of  the  Con- 
ference secretary,  and  assist  in  the  organization  of  new  units.  She  shall 
become  familiar  with  the  work  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  and 
of  the  Woman's  Division,  attend  the  meetings  of  the  District  Society 
and  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Guild.  She  shall  receive  reports 
from  the  local  Guilds  and  report  annually  and  semi-annually  to  the  Con- 
ference secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans 
and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division,  under  the  leadership 
or  the  Conference  secretary  of  Student  Work.  She  shall  report  annually 
to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference 
secretary  of  Student  Work. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  promote  the  work  ac- 
cording to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Youth  Work.  She 
shall  work  in  cooperation  with  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel 
in  channeling  information  and  material  to  the  local  church.  She  shall 
report  annually  to  the  district  society.   She   shall  receive   reports   from 
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the  local  secretaries  of  Youth  Work  and  report  quarterly  and  annually 
to  the  conference  secretary  of  Youth  Work. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  promote  the  work 
according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  an- 
nually to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  endeavor  to  quicken 
the  spiritual  life  of  Methodist  women  and  shall  seek  to  permeate  the 
church  with  spiritual  power  which  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration 
and  more  effective  Christian  service.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the 
secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  and  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  in  co-ordinating  the  study  and 
action  plans  of  the  District.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District 
Society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of 
Spiritual  Life. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  distribution  of  literature  throughout  the  District.  She 
shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  literature  and  program  materials  of  the 
Woman's  Division  and  report  concerning  its  suitability  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  societies  in  the  District.  She  shall  promote  the  circulation 
and  use  of  The  Methodist  Women  and  World  Outlook  throughout  the 
District.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly 
and  annually  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications. 

Section  14.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  be  responsible  for 
promoting  interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  institutions  in 
home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Society,  and  quarterly  and  an- 
nually to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Supply  Work. 

Section  15.  The  secretary  of  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation  and 
in  other  lands.  She  shall  promote  the  plans  and  program  recommended 
by  the  Conference  Society.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  District 
society  and  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Status  of  Women,  as  authoriz- 
ed by  the  Conference  Woman's  Society. 

Section  16.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel  shall  create  an 
awareness  of  personnel  needs,  counsel  youth,  channel  names  of  prospec- 
tive candidates  to  the  Conference  secretary  and  work  through  the  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  Committee  of  the  local  church.  She  shall  work  in  co- 
operation with  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work  in  channeling  information 
and  material  to  the  local  church. 

ARTICLE    II— ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  District 
shall  be  elected  as  District  Officers.  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
the  annual  meeting.  The  treasurer  of  the  district  shall  hold  office  not 
to  exceed  eight  years. 

Section  2.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  tbe  Assembly,  a  delegate 
shall  be  elected  to  the  Assembly. 

ARTICLE    III— CULTIVATION    FUND 

Each  District  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  District  cultivation  and  expenses, 
according  to  its  needs. 
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article  iv— standing  committees 

Section  1.  The  District  Society  shall  provide  such  Standing  Com- 
mittees as  the  needs  may  require,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Conference 
Society. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  District  shall  be  composed 
of  the  officers  of  the  District  and  chairmen  of  such  standing  committees 
as  may  be  set  up.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  prior  to  the 
meeting  of  the  District  Society,  shall  consider  the  advance  plans  pro- 
jected by  the  Conference  Society  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
District  Society  for  carrying  forward  these  plans.  Vacancies  in  offices 
of  the  Society  or  chairmen  of  committees  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

ARTICLE  V— BY-LAWS 

The  District  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  needs  of  the 
District  require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  constitution  and 
by-laws  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 


CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF 
CHRISTIAN  SERVICE  IN  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH 


(Discipline,  pages  73-75  and  2S6) 


ARTICLE    I— NAME 

There  shall  be  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local 
church,  auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
The  membership  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  be  added  to  the 
membership  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  local 
church,  designated  as  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members. 

ARTICLE    II— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  be 
to  unite  all  the  women  of  the  church  in  Christian  living  and  service;  to 
help  develop  and  support  Christian  work  among  women  and  children 
around  the  world;  to  develop  the  spiritual  life;  to  study  the  needs  of  the 
world;  to  take  part  in  such  service  activities  as  will  strengthen  the 
local  church,  improve  civic,  community,  and  world  conditions.  To  this 
end  this  organization  shall  seek  to  enlist  women,  young  people,  and 
children  in  this  Christian  fellowship  and  to  secure  funds  for  the  activ- 
ities in  the  local  church  and  support  of  the  work  undertaken  at  home 
and  abroad  for  the  establishment  of  a  world  Christian  community. 

ARTICLE   III— MEMBERSHIP 

A  woman  may  become  a  member  of  this  society  by  giving  prayer,  ser- 
vice, and  an  annual  contribution  of  money  to  the  total  budget  through 
membership  offerings  or  dues,  pledges,  or  gifts.  She  shall  contribute  to, 
educate  for,  and  promote  the  total  program  of  the  women  of  Methodism. 

ARTICLE   IV— FUNDS 
Section  1.  All  funds  from  whatsoever  source  secured  by  this  society 
belong  to  this  organization  and  shall  be  disbursed  only  in  accord  with 
its  constitution  and  by  its  order. 
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^Section  2.  The  total  budget  to  be  secured  and  administered  by  a 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  shall  include 
pledges  to  missions  to  be  directed  through  regular  channels  of  finance 
of  the  society,  and  also  funds  for  local  church  and  community  activities. 

Section  3.  All  undesignated  funds  chanelled  to  the  Woman's  Division 
shall  be  divided  in  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division 
on  the  basis  to  be  determined  by  the  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division 
of  funds  by  the  local  society. 

Section  4.  Funds  for  local  church  and  community  activities  shall  be 
secured  and  administered  by  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
in  the  local  church. 

Section  5.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  gifts  to  missionary  projects 
within  the  appropriations.  Gifts  for  missionary  projects  shall  be  sent  by 
the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local 
church  to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer.  The  total  amount  of 
such  gifts  shall  be  reported  and  transmitted  quarterly  by  the  Conference 
treasurer  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  6.  Thank  offerings,  Christmas  offerings,  and  Lenten  offerings 
may  be  used  as  methods  of  securing  the  total  budget  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church. 

Section  7.  Each  Society  in  the  local  church  shall  make  an  annual 
pledge  to  the  total  budget  adopted  by  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  8.  Each  Society  in  the  local  church  shall  include  in  its  budget 
a  definite  amount  for  a  cultivation  fund. 

ARTICLE    V— OFFICERS    AND    ELECTIONS 

The  officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  president,  one  or  more  vice- 
presidents,  a  recording  secretary,  a  secretary  of  promotion,  a  treasurer, 
and  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  of  Student  Work,  of  Youth  Work, 
of  Children's  Work,  of  Spiritual  Life,  of  Literature  and  Publications,  of 
Supply  Work,  of  Status  of  Women,  and  such  other  officers  in  charge  of 
lines  of  work  as  may  be  required. 

These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society. 

ARTICLE  VI— MEETINGS 

The  society  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  a  month  for  the 
transaction  of  its  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work. 

ARTICLE   VII— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  re- 
cording secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Division.

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN 
SERVICE  IN  THE  LOCAL  CHURCH 


ARTICLE  I— MEETINGS 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  one  or  more  regular  meetings  of  the  Wom- 
an's Society  of  Christian  Service  during  a  month.  There  shall  be  an  an- 
nual meeting  for  the  receiving  of  annual  reports  and  the  election  and 
installation  of  officers.  It  shall  be  held  prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year.  Adequate  time  shall  be  given  in  the  meeting  for  education  in  and 
successful  promotion  of  the  vast  interests  committed  to  Methodist  wom- 
en. The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  consecra- 
tion and  the  consideration  of  the  plans,  programs,  and  financial  pledges 
for  the  year.  Where  expedient,  the  society  may  organize  circles,  repre- 
senting the  entire  program  of  the  society.  Circles,  if  organized,  shall 
meet  once  a  month  as  the  whole  society  for  an  inclusive  presentation  of 
the  plans  and  program  of  the  society.  Membership  in  circles  shall  be  re- 
volving subject  to  entire  change  of  personnel  at  the  time  of  the  annual 
meeting. 

Section  2.  The  order  of  business  shall  include  worship;  reports  of 
general  officers,  of  officers  in  charge  of  the  various  lines  of  work,  and  of 
chairmen  of  standing  committees;  and  a  program  presenting  the 
total  work  of  the  society  as  provided  by  the  education  and  cultivation 
agencies  of  the  Division. 

Section  3.  A  special  meeting  of  the  society  may  be  called  by  the  presi- 
dent with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee.  At  such  special 
meetings  no  business  shall  be  transacted  except  that  for  which  the  meet- 
ing is  called. 

Section  4.  The  president  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  consider  business  of  importance. 

ARTICLE  II— NOMINATIONS  AND  ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  The  society  may  elect,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  from 
three  to  seven  members  who  shall  serve  as  a  nominating  committee  to 
present  nominations  of  all  officers  and  chairmen  of  standing  committees 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Section  2.  Nominations  and  elections  may  be  by  acclamation  or  by 
ballot.  The  consent  of  nominees  shall  be  secured  before  presenting  names. 

Section  3.  A  majority  vote  is  sufficient  for  election.  Those  elected 
shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Section  4.  No  officer  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four 
consecutive  years  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  treasurer,  who  may 
serve  eight  years. 

ARTICLE  III— DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  society 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee.  She  shall  actively  advance  all  phases 
of  the  work  of  the  society.  She  shall  promote  close  co-operation  between 
the  society  and  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  the  local 
church  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  election  by  the  society  of  two 
representatives  to  membership  on  that  Board.  She  shall  officially  repre- 
sent the  society  at  all  meetings  except  where  delegates  are  elected  by 
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the  society.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  committees  except 
the  Nominating  Committee  and  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She 
shall  be  a  member  of  The  Methodist  Church,  thus  qualifying  for  mem- 
bership on  the  Official  Board  and  of  the  Quarterly  Conference. 

Section  2.  The  viefvpresident  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  interests 
of  the  society  and  in  the  absence  of  the  president  shall  assume  the  duties 
of  that  office.  She  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee. 
She  shall  promote  the  program  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women  as  directed  by  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all 
meetings  of  the  society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  sign, 
with  the  president,  all  official  papers.  She  shall  report  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Executive  Committee  to  the  society,  and  in  co-operation  with 
the  Publicity  Committee  see  that  all  meetings  are  properly  announced. 
She  shall  be  custodian  of  all  official  papers  and  records.  She  shall  con- 
duct the  correspondence  of  the  Society  not  otherwise  cared  for. 

Section  4.  The  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice shall  send  all  funds,  except  those  designated  for  local  church 
and  community  activities,  to  the  Conference  Society  treasurer,  unless 
the  Conference  authorizes  District  treasurers  to  receive  such  funds. 
She  shall  make  itemized  monthly  and  annual  reports  to  the  society 
and  provide  copies  of  all  reports  for  the  Promotion  secretary  for  inclu- 
sion in  her  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  District  or  Conference 
officers.  She  shall  accept  funds  turned  over  to  her  by  the  local  unit  of 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  send  them  to  the  district  or  conference 
treasurer,  clearly  marked  as  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  funds.  She  shall 
remit  monthly  or  quarterly  to  the  district  or  conference  treasurer.  She 
shall  send  to  the  conference  treasurer  an  annual,  itemized  statement  of 
all  missionary  and  local  funds  passed  by  the  auditing  committee  of  the 
local  church. 

Section  5.  The  Promotion  Secretary  shall  assist  the  president  in  ac- 
tively advancing  all  phases  of  the  work  of  the  Society.  She  shall  report 
to  the  Society  at  least  quarterly  on  the  attainment  of  the  Goals  set  by 
the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  secure  and  for- 
ward quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  Promotion  secretary  of  the 
District  or  Conference  with  such  added  information  as  will  keep  that  offi- 
cer informed  regarding  the  Society.  She  shall  send  a  a  list  of  newly 
elected  officers  of  the  Society  to  the  District  or  Conference  officers  im- 
mediately following  the  election  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society.  She 
shall  conduct  such  correspondence  as  the  Society  directs. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  shall 
promote  study  groups,  provide  missionary  information,  keep  in  touch 
with  connectional  agencies  and  missionaries  and  deaconesses,  make  rec- 
ommendations for  missionary  projects,  and  seek  to  develop  the  interest 
of  the  membership  in  their  support.  As  a  member  of  the  Program  Com- 
mittee she  shall  work  with  the  committee  in  formulating  the  study  plans 
of  the  society.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the  society  and 
shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District 
or  Conference  officers.  She  or  a  representative  of  the  work  of  Missionary 
Education  and  Service  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  shall  direct  and  promote  the  work  of  the  society  in 
community  service,  guide  special  studies  of  community  and  world  con- 
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ditions,  plan  and  guide  fellowship  activities,  recommend  to  the  local 
society  studies  and  action  relating  to  social  issues,  and  plan  and  supervise 
service  activities,  approved  by  the  Society  in  accord  with  the  policy  of 
the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  encourage  the  membership  to  co-operate 
in  and  support  the  total  program  of  the  local  church  to  the  end  that  the 
church  may  achieve  a  high  degree  of  effective  Christian  influence  and 
power.  The  Society  shall  appoint  a  committee  or  committees,  to  assist 
the  secretary  in  developing  this  total  program,  allocating  special  re- 
sponsibilities as  needs  arise.  The  secretary  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Program  Committee  of  the  Society.  She  or  a  representative  of  the  work 
of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Finance  Committee.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the 
Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding 
District  or  Conference   officers. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  Student  Work  shall  promote  the  plans  and 
program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  Her 
responsibility  shall  be  for  all  college  students  of  her  church  whether  at 
home  or  away  from  home. 

The  secretary  of  Student  Work  in  the  church  nearest  the  campus 
shall  assist  in  the  program  of  student  religious  life.  She  shall  work  in 
co-operation  with  the  pastor-director  of  Student  Work,  or  with  the  direc- 
tor of  religious  life  on  the  campus.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Cam- 
pus Church  Relations  Committee  of  the  local  church.  She  shall  co-operate 
especially  with  the  local  student  council  commission  on  the  World 
Christian  Community.  She  shall  interest  the  Woman's  Society  in  offering 
Christian  hospitality  to  students  from  other  lands.  She  shall  make  re- 
ports of  the  Student  Work  to  the  Woman's  Society  and  shall  send 
quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  District  and  Conference  secretaries 
of  Student  Work. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  co-operate  in  the  total 
program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony  with 
the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  and  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the 
Youth  Work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports 
to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers.  She  shall  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  missionary  personnel  committee  in  the  local  church. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  shall  cooperate  in  the 
total  program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony 
with  the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  and  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports 
of  the  Children's  Work  to  the  Society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  an- 
nual reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  shall  seek  to  quicken  the 
spiritual  life  of  all  the  women  of  the  church  and  to  increase  their  sense 
of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving.  She  shall  serve  as  chair- 
man of  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Pro- 
gram Committee  and  the  committee  on  Study  and  Action  of  the  society. 
She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly 
and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Program  Committee  and  shall  make  a  careful  study  of 
all  literature,  including  the  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division 
and  shall  report  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publi- 
cations concerning  their  use  by  the  local  society  and  their  suitability  to 
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its  needs.  She  shall  also  be  responsible  for  the  circulation  of  World  Out- 
look and  The  Methodist  Woman  through  the  local  church.  She  shall,  in 
co-operation  with  some  person  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  in  the  local  church,  and  with  the  assistance  of  a  joint 
committee,  make  a  canvass  of  the  entire  membership,  securing  sub- 
scriptions and  renewals.  A  particular  responsibility  shall  be  to  present 
both  of  these  magazines  to  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service.  She  shall  make  reports  of  this  work  to  the  society 
and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  Dis- 
trict or  Conference  officers. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  direct  the  sending  of 
needed  supplies  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the  so- 
ciety and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding 
District  or  Conference  officers. 

Section  14.  The  secretary  of  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation  and 
in  other  lands.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Status 
of  Women.  She  shall  promote  the  plans  and  programs  recommended  by 
the  Conference  Society.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the  society  and  shall 
send  reports  to  the  corresponding  District  or  Conference  officer  as  auth- 
orized by  the  Conference  Woman's  Society. 

ARTICLE   IV— STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  society  shall  set  up  such  standing  committees  as  the 
needs  of  the  work  from  time  to  time  shall  require. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  offi- 
cers, the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  the  secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  the  president 
and  the  treasurer  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  Student 
Work,  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work, 
the  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  the  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publica- 
tions, the  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  the  chairman  of  standing  com- 
mittees and  of  circles.  The  committee  shall  meet  once  a  month  prior  to 
the  business  meeting  of  the  society.  It  shall  consider  all  plans  and  pro- 
jects and  submit  its  recommendations  to  the  society  for  action.  Ad 
interim  vacancies  in  officers  or  in  chairmen  shall  be  filled  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

Section  3.  The  Spiritual  Life  Committee  shall  give  particular  attention 
to  the  growth  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  members  of  the  society  and  of 
the  church  by  seeking  to  deepen  the  prayer  life  and  to  increase  the  sense 
of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  Christian  stewardship.  The 
committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  informal  studies 
recommended  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life  of  the  Con- 
ference Society  and  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities  in  the  local  society.  This  committee  shall 
meet  regularly  and  study  the  special  needs  of  the  church  and  community, 
and  social  issues  of  concern  to  Christians.  The  committee  shall  bring  re- 
ports and  recommendations  to  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Wom- 
an's Society  of  Christian  Service.  Special  subcommittees  may  be  appoint- 
ed  as  need  arises. 
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Section  5.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  vice-president 
of  the  society,  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation and  Service,  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activi- 
ties, of  Literature  and  Publications,  and  of  Spiritual  Life.  Additional 
members  may  be  elected  or  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  if  the 
society  so  desires. 

This  committee  shall  plan  and  supervise  the  programs  for  regular 
monthly  and  other  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Ser- 
vice and  shall  consider  all  plans  and  make  recommendations  for  the 
study  and  action  program  of  the  Woman's  Society. 

Section  6.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  president,  the 
treasurer  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education 
and  Service  and  the  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  or  members  chosen  to  represent  those  interests,  and 
such  other  persons  as  may  be  desired. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  consider  the  total 
budget  of  the  society.  This  budget  shall  include  the  amounts  to  be  sent 
to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer,  and  the  amounts  to  be  expended 
locally.  Officers  and  committees  of  the  society  shall  present  all  anticipat- 
ed needs  for  funds  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  for  consideration  in  making  the  budget  to  be  recom- 
mended to  the  society  for  adoption. 

The  committee  shall  recommend  the  total  budget  to  the   society  for 
its  approval  and  adoption. 

Requests  for  funds  not  included  in  the  budget  adopted  shall  be  refer- 
red by  the  society  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  study  in  relation  to 
the  total  financial  responsibility  of  the  society.  Such  requests  shall  be 
acted  upon  by  the  society. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  also  be  responsible  for  recommendations 
and  plans  approved  by  the  society  for  securing  all  funds  to  be  spent 
locally  or  channeled  to  the  District  or  Conference  treasurer. 

Section  7.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  plan  frequent  surveys  of 
the  women  of  the  community,  in  an  endeavor  to  secure  members  for  the 
church  and  for  the  society.  The  committee  shall  strive  to  establish  such 
relationships  with  new  members  as  will  enlist  their  eager  and  active  par- 
ticipation in  the  total  program  of  the  church  and  of  the  society.  The 
committee  shall  make  use  of  opportunities  to  further  the  interests  of 
woman's  work  in  neighboring  churches  where  no  organizations  have  here- 
tofore existed. 

Section  8.  The  Committee  on  Status  of  Women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation, 
and  in  other  lands,  including  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the  ques- 
tions thaf  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  This  committee 
shall  make  recommendations  to  the  society  for  the  promotion  of  such 
lines  of  activity  as  will  improve  woman's  status  and  enable  her  to  serve 
effectively. 

Section  9.  The  Publicity  and  Printing  Committee  shall  send  to  the 
church  bulletin  and  newspapers  all  notices  and  reports  of  meetings  of 
the  society  and  shall  collect  clippings  and  letters  of  interest  relating  to 
society  meetings,  programs,  and  social  functions.  It  shall  have  charge  of 
printing  and  stationery. 

Section  10.  The  Missionary  Personnel  Committee  in  the  local  church 
shall  be  composed  of  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work  who  shall  be  chairman, 
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the  secretary  of  Student  Work,  a  representative  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  the  president  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in 
the  local  church,  the  local  pastor,  and  the  superintendent  or  one  adult 
leader  of  the  youth  division  of  the  church  school.  It  shall  create  an  interest 
in  the  need  for  missionaries  and  deaconesses  and  present  information 
concerning  qualifications  and  procedures.

QUADRENNIAL   ADVANCE 

1.  Every  Methodist  woman  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  which  membership  includes  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild. 

2.  Every  Methodist  Woman  studying,  giving,  building,  and  pray- 
ing for  a  world  Christian  community. 

3.  One  thousand  new  missionaries,  deaconesses,  and  other  full-time 
Christian  workers  to  help  meet  the  needs  of  the  world. 

4.  For  the  first  year,  increased  giving  of  33-1/3  per  cent  to  the 
work  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  for  appro- 
priations. 

For  the  second  year  of  the  quadrennium  (June  1,  1949-May  31, 
1950),  reach  and  maintain  as  a  minimum  goal  the  33-1/3  per 
cent  Advance  in  giving  set  for  the  first  year. 

For  the  third  year  of  the  quadrennium,  increased  giving  for 
appropriations  of  15  per  cent  over  the  second  year's  giving. 

For  the  fourth  year  of  the  quadrennium,  increased  giving  for 
appropriations  of  an  additional  15  per  cent  over  the  third  year's 
giving. 
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To  interpret  and  make  concrete  the  four  objectives,  these  are 
the  suggested  ways  of  Advance: 

1. 

An  increase  during  the  quadrennium  of  1,000,000  members  in 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  which  membership  in- 
cludes the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  This  means  an  increase  of 
250,000  each  year.  If  every  member  wins  one  member  we  shall  reach 
the  goal. 

2. 

This  goal  may  be  interpreted  to  include  the  following  emphases : 
regular  programs  and  studies  in  every  local  Woman's  Society  and 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  on  the  imperative  needs  and  crucial  oppor- 
tunities in  the  world  todaty ;  every  local  Woman 's  Society  and 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  working  to  build  Christian  community 
relations  at  home  and  around  the  world;  a  33-1/3  per  cent  annual 
increase  in  subscriptions  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World 
Outlook;  adequate  leadership  for  the  missionary  education  of 
children,  youth,  and  students ;  undergirding  the  total  program 
with  plans  for  spiritual  growth  in  personal  religious  living  and 
disciplines  that  find  expression  through  increased  service  and 
giving  to  meet  today's  responsibilities  and  opportunities. 

3. 

Recruiting  an  average  of  ten  new  missionaries  and  deaconesses 
in  each  conference  during  the  quadrennium  will  meet  the  objective. 

4. 

The  Advance  Goal  for  the  first  two  years  of  the  quadrennium  is 
an  increase  of  33-1/3  per  cent  over  the  giving  for  1947.  Those 
societies  and  Guilds  which  have  achieved  their  33-1/3  per  cent  in- 
crease in  giving  the  first  year  may  voluntarily  increase  their  giving 
the  second  year,  while  those  societies  and  guilds  which  have  not 
brought  their  giving  up  to  the  33-1/3  per  cent  increase  should  be 
able  to  do  so  by  the  end  of  the  second  year,  May  31,  1950. 

With  the  increase  of  15  per  cent  in  giving  for  each  of  the  last 
two  years  of  the  quadrennium,  giving  on  appropriations  should 
reach  a  total  of  $8,000,000  for  the  fourth  year  by  May  31,  1952. 

Even  this  will  not' be  adequate  to  meet  the  imperative  needs  at 
home  and  abroad.  Hence,  additional  funds  to  meet  these  needs 
should  be. made  available  during  the  quadrennium  through  gifts  for 
supply  work,  giving  for  projects  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self- 
Denial,  and  through  supplementary  gifts,  including  Larger  Gifts.

June  16,  1949 — Misenheimer 

The  Executive  committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  met  in  called  session  at 
Pfeiffer  Junior  College,  June  16,  1949,  at  1 :30  p.m.,  during  the 
School  of  Missions,  with  the  following  members  and  visitors  present : 
Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  Mrs.  H.  0.  Lineberger,  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  Mrs. 
J.  M.  Jerome,  Mrs.  C.  D.  Barclift,  Mrs.  S.  S.  Holt,  Mrs.  J.  T. 
Doughtie,  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  Mrs.  Fred  L.  Johnson,  Mrs.  M.  W. 
Warren,  Mrs.  Hubert  R.  Odom,  Mrs.  E.  G.  Cothran,  Mrs.  W.  C. 
Chadwick,  Mrs.  C.  H.  Walston,  Mrs.  Hubert  A.  Davis,  Mrs.  George 
W.  Jackson,  Mrs.  Henry  W.  Maddrey,  Mrs.  R.  L.  Cox,  Mrs.  Edd 
C.  Thomas.  Visitors — Miss  Ethelynde  Ballance  and  Mrs.  E.  R. 
Meekins. 

Mrs.  Cutchin,  president,  presided,  and  Mrs.  Slaughter,  secre- 
tary of  Spiritual  Life,  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer. 

Miss  Ballance,  Rural  Worker  on  the  Columbia  Circuit,  told  how 
she  planned  to  use  a  camera  (if  same  could  be  secured)  to  more 
efficiently  carry  on  her  work.  After  a  discussion  of  the  need  for  this 
type  of  equipment,  a  motion  made  by  Mrs.  Lineberger  that  part  of 
the  undirected  Supply  money  be  used 'to  purchase  a  camera  for  use 
on  the  Columbia  Circuit,  carried. 

Mrs.  Slaughter  presented  a  bill  amounting  to  $94.01  for  print- 
ing 700  spiritual  life  leaflets.  A  motion  that  this  bill  be  paid  carried. 

It  was  announced  that  Miss  Mary  Beth  Joyner  had  been  accept- 
ed for  service  in  Africa  and  that  this  Conference  has  been  recpiested 
by  the  Division  to  assume  $1,500  annually  for  her  support.  It  was 
agreed  that  the  Conference  assume  this  responsibility,  giving  the 
Fayetteville  District  the  privilege  of  paying  this  amount. 

Mrs.  Lineberger,  reporting  for  the  Adjustment  committee, 
recommended  the  date  of  June  20-22  for  the  1950  annual  conference, 
pending  Henderson's  approval.  The  report  was  adopted,  and  the 
following  Program  committee  was  named:  Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass,  chair- 
man; Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger,  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  Mrs.  Hubert  A. 
Davis,  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  Mrs.  E.  G.  Cothran  and  Mrs.  H.  W. 
Passavant. 

The  Board  members  were  requested  to  be  looking  forward  to  a 
day  when  a  School  of  Missions  might  become  a  necessity  within  the 
bounds  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  Also,  to  consider  sending 
in  a  recommendation  requesting  that  the  Junaluska  School  of 
Missions  be  held  earlier  in  the  summer. 

Mrs.  Walston  told  about  Elizabeth  Crawford,  a  protegee  of  the 
late  Mrs.  Roebuek,  wanting  to  attend  Pfeiffer  College  and  stated 
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that  financial  assistance  will  be  necessary.  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  Mrs. 
W.  C.  Chadwick  and  Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore  were  appointed  to  investi- 
gate the  ability  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society 
to  furnish  scholarships  at  Pfeiffer  College  through  the  Supply 
department. 

The  proposed  changes  on  the  Walstonburg-Farmville  work  were 
explained  and  the  full  minutes  of  the  meeting  held  at  Walstonburg 
on  June  12  were  read.  Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore  represented  the  Executive 
committee  at  the  meeting.  A  motion  by  Mrs.  Chadwick,  that  the 
Conference  support  the  Walstonburg  experimental  project  by 
supplying  and  paying  a  worker,  carried. 

The  By-Laws  committee  was  asked  to  consider  whether  or  not 
there  is  need  for  a  change  in  the  by-laws  concerning  the  time  for 
regular  executive  committee  meetings.  Another  consideration  to 
be  that  of  including  district  presidents  as  members  of  the  Executive 
committee.  Also,  that  they  include  in  their  report  uniform  rules 
governing  the  election  and  term  of  office  of  district  officers. 

Mrs.  Johnson  distributed  some  material  to  the  district  promo- 
tion secretaries  concerning  literature  and  publications  in  their 
respective  districts,  urging  their  support  in  establishing  district 
libraries. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  brought  greetings  from  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne. 

The  meeting  adjourned  informally. 

September  28-29,   1949— Raleigh 

The  regular  fall  meeting  of  the  Executive  committee  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
was  held  in  Burwell  Cottage  of  the  Methodist  Orphanage,  Raleigh, 
September  28  and  29,  1949. 

The  president,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  called  the  first  session  to 
order  at  2:30  o'clock  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  September  28.  At 
the  request  of  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life, 
Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  conducted  the  devotional  period,  using  choice 
bits  gathered  from  her  summer  experience  at  Ocean  Grove,  N.  J. 
She  especially  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  "the  urgency  of 
Christian  missions  has  been  lost." 

The  following  members  were  present :  Mrs.  Cutchin,  Mrs.  H.  I. 
Glass,  Mrs.  C.  D.  Barclift,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  Mrs.  H.  0.  Line- 
berger,  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Jerome,  Miss  Sarah  Godfrey, 
Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore,  Mrs.  Hubert  Odom,  Mrs.  M.  W.  Warren,  Mrs. 
Slaughter,  Mrs.  Fred  L.  Johnson,  Mrs.  C.  H.  Walston,  Mrs.  E.  G. 
Cothran,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland,  Mrs.  Edd  C. 
Thomas,  Mrs.  George  Jackson,  Mrs.  R.  L.  Cox,  Mrs.  Hubert  A. 
Davis,  Mrs.  Henry  W.  Maddrey,  Mrs.  E.  R.  Meekins,  Mrs.  J.  B. 
Chase,  Mrs.  T.  G.  Stem,  Mrs.  Russell  Johnson,  Mrs.  L.  A.  Watts, 
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Mrs.  S.  S.  Holt,  Mrs.  Gates,  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  Mrs.  Dwight  L. 
Fouts,  and  Mrs.  W.  I.  McLamb  who  was  representing-  the  Wilming- 
ton district,  Mrs.  E.  'L.  Hillman,  Miss  Ida  Collie,  Miss  Mary  Gard- 
ner, Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  and  Mrs.  W.  E.  Denning  were  visitors 
at  different  sessions  of  the  meeting. 

The  district  presidents  were  welcomed  as  new  members  of  the 
Board. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  was  given 
by  Mrs.  Chadwick.  She  stressed  the  need  for  young  women  being 
informed  of  the  great  need  for  missionaries  as  well  as  the  need  for 
directors  of  religious  education,  and  submitted  the  following  recom- 
mendations which  were  adopted: 

1.  That  Dr.  D.  D.  Jones,  president  of  Bennett  College,  Greens- 
boro, be  requested  to  designate  Gertrude  Dean,  New  Bern,  as  the 
recipient  of  the  scholarship  aid  from  money  contributed  by  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  to  the  Woman's  Division  for  Bennett 
College  scholarships. 

2.  That  the  committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  be  authorized 
to  have  a  leaflet  printed  showing  Ida  Collie's  picture  with  some 
facts  about  her  life  and  service,  these  to  be  used  in  cultivation  work 
among  the  Youth  Fellowships  of  the  Conference. 

Mrs.  Glass,  reporting  for  the  Program  committee,  confirmed  the 
date  of  June  20-22,  1950,  for  the  annual  meeting  in  Henderson,  and 
submitted  the  following  recommendations  which  were  adopted : 

1.  That  the  1951  annual  meeting  be  held  at  East  Carolina  Teach- 
ers College  (or  some  school)  in  June  during  the  period  between 
the  spring  and  summer  quarters  of  the  school. 

2.  That  the  date  of  the  Pfeiffer  School  of  Missions  be  changed 
from  June  to  September,  1950,  during  the  week  just  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  college  for  the  fall  term. 

Mrs.  Borland  and  Mrs.  Holt  were  appointed  to  determine  the 
cost  of  the  pictures  used  on  the  Orphanage  page  in  the  Advocate 
with  the  view  of  using'  pictures  on  the  Woman's  page. 

At  this  time  Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  and  a  group  of  girls  from  the 
Orphanage  served  refreshing  cold  drinks  which  were  very  much 
appreciated  and  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all  present. 

Mrs.  Barclift  reported  that  the  questionnaire  on  The  Methodist 
Woman  had  been  filled  out  and  mailed.  She  requested  that  the 
matter  of  preparing  the  Interim  Period  reports  for  the  Journal 
be  discussed.  A  motion  by  Mrs.  Lineberger  that  each  Conference 
officer  prepare  and  mail  a  report  to  the  recording  secretary  by 
November  1,  carried. 

Mrs.  Glass  reported  an  increase  in  the  interest  the  vice-presi- 
dents are  taking  in  program  building  and  commended  Mrs.  P.  C. 
Perdue  for  the  work  she  is  doing  in  the  Raleigh  District. 
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Mrs.  McKinne,  giving  the  treasurer's  report,  stated  that  the 
amount  received  during  the  past  quarter  reflected  a  slight  increase 
over  the  same  period  last  year. 

Miss  Collie  spoke  briefly,  thanking  the  Board  for  all  the  cour- 
tesies extended  her,  and  told  about  her  assignment  for  a  year  to 
a  nursing  school  in  the  Philippines  while  she  is  waiting  to  go  to 
China. 

At  the  request  of  Mrs.  J.  Roy  Jones,  chairman  of  Public  Rela- 
tions for  the  Jurisdiction,  that  some  one  be  appointed  contact 
person  between  the  jurisdiction  and  conference  societies  for  the 
press  and  publicity,  the  president  appointed  Mrs.  Borland. 

Excerpts  of  a  letter  from  Mrs.  J.  A.  Warren  were  read  express- 
ing appreciation  to  the  Board  for  giving  her  the  privilege  of  repre- 
senting the  North  Carolina  Conference  at  the  National  Christian 
Social  Relations  Seminar  held  in  Kansas  City,  July  22-August  5, 
1949,  and  offering  her  services  to  the  Conference  whenever  needed. 

Mrs.  Edens,  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service, 
reported  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  study  classes  held, 
and  gave  the  tentative  date  of  June  4-9,  1950,  for  the  Pfeiffer  School 
of  Missions.  It  was  also  reported  that  the  second  annual  Wilmington 
District  School  of  Missions  concluded  a  successful  session  on 
August  8,  1949,  at  the  Wrightsville  Beach  Youth  Center  and  that 
plans  are  being  made  for  the  third  school. 

The  secretary  was  requested  to  write  to  Mrs.  J.  T.  Doughtie, 
conveying  love  and  expressing  regrets  for  her  absence ;  to  Miss 
Mamiej  Chandler,  extending  sympathy  in  the  loss  of  her  sister ;  and 
to  Mrs.  Marion  Wyatt,  thanking  her  for  the  lovely  red  roses  which 
ri  domed  the  parlors  of  Burwell  Cottage  during  the  Board  meeting. 

Mrs.  Johnson,  secretary'  of  Literature  and  Publications,  again 
told  of  the  need  for  books  for  the  library  in  Lambuth  Hall,  Lake 
Junaluska,  and  requested  that  all  Woman's  Division  literature  be 
ordered  from  Literature  Headquarters  in  Cincinnati  instead  of 
from  the  Publishing  House  in  Richmond.  She  was  instructed  to 
use  her  judgment  as  to  insuring  packages  of  literature  or  sending 
it  first  class  mail. 

The  meeting  adjourned  informally  to  resume  the  business  after 
supper. 

7:30  p.  m. 

When  the  group  reassembled  they  found  a  screen  for  showing 
pictures  had  been  set  up.  Colored  moving  pictures  of  some  of  the 
activities  at  the  Orphanage  were  shown  which  were  enjoyed  very 
much  by  all.  A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Rev.  and  Mrs.  L. 
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0.  Larkin  for  showing  the  pictures  and  for  the  splendid  work  they 
are  doing  at  the  Orphanage. 

Miss  Godfrey,  conference  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  was  welcomed  as  a  new  member  of  the  Board.  She  reported 
that  Mrs.  W.  N.  Davis  had  been  appointed  associate  secretary  to 
assist  her,  and  Miss  Charity  Holland  elected  secretary  for  the  New 
Bern  District. 

Mrs.  Edens,  reporting  for  the  committee  appointed  to  investi- 
gate furnishing  scholarships  for  Pfeiffer  College  through  the  Sup- 
ply department,  clarified  the  method  of  handling  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference  scholarships  for  this  school,  by  saying  that  since 
Pfeiffer  College  is  an  institution  belonging  to  the  Woman's  Division 
that  scholarships  could  be  established  there  as  Missionary  Projects. 

Mrs.  Moore,  reporting  for  the  committee  authorized  to  have  a 
leaflet  printed  explaining  scholarships  and  loan  funds  in  the 
North  Carolina  Conference,  stated  that  the  committee,  upon 
thorough  investigation,  decided  against  having  the  leaflet  printed  at 
this  time. 

In  giving  the  report  of  Youth  "Work,  Mrs.  Oclom  called  atten- 
tion to  the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  filling  in  the  gap  between 
the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  and  that  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, and  expressed  deep  concern  for  the  shortage  of  adults  willing 
to  work  in  the  Youth  Division. 

Mrs.  Watts,  chairman  of  the  Research  committee,  requested 
that  more  names  be  submitted,  as  capable  and  possible  prospects  to 
fill  vacant  offices. 

Mrs.  Cothran,  secretary  of  Status  of  Women,  reported  a  gradual 
increase  in  the  number  of  women  being  nominated  as  members  of 
the  board  of  stewards  and  for  other  offices  in  the  church. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  read  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Frank  G.  Brooks  concern- 
ing members  of  the  Youth  Division  attending  the  1950  Assembly. 
A  motion  by  Mrs.  Odom  that  the  Board  send  a  youth  delegate  to 
the  Assembly  carried.  Mrs.  Odom  was  requested  to  select  the  person 
from  the  World  Friendship  group.  Mrs.  Moore  was  requested  to 
notify  the  director  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  on  each  college  cam- 
pus in  the  Conference  that  they  have  the  privilege  of  electing  and 
sending  a  delegate  at  their  expense  to  the  Assembly. 

The  evening  session  closed  with  a  goodnight  worship  service 
led  by  Mrs.  Gates. 

September  29—9:00  a.  m. 

The  morning  session  was  opened  with  a  very  helpful  meditation 
by  Mrs.  Gates.  She  emphasized  the  fact  that  "little  is  much  when 
God  is  in  it"  and  admonished  all  to  consider  no  task  too  small  to 
perform  in  the  Master's  name. 
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Miss  Mary  Gardner  thanked  the  Board  members  for  all  they 
did  for  her  during  her  lengthy  illness. 

Mrs.  Cutehin  gave  a  detailed  report  for  the  Rural  Commission 
explaining  the  action  taken  with  reference  to  the  Farmville-Wal- 
stonburg  project. 

The  following  recommendations  from  the  Administrative  and 
Finance  committees,  which  met  in  joint  session  in  Golclsboro, 
August  29,  were  adopted : 

1.  That  the  sum  of  $1,800  be  accepted  as  the  salary  of  Miss 
Edna  Boone  to  work  on  the  Walstonburg  charge  only. 

2.  That  $40  be  paid  to  Miss  Ethelynde  Ballance  and  $40  to  Miss 
Edna  Boone  for  expenses  to  attend  the  Rural  AVorkers'  Conference 
at  Crossville,  Tenn.,  October  17,  1949. 

3.  That  the  Cora  Ratliff  scholarship  fund  paid  to  Scarritt  Col- 
lege be  increased  from  $30  to  $50  per  year  for  the  quadrennium. 

4.  That  $25  be  sent  to  the  Southern  Regional  Council. 

5.  That  the  contribution  of  $50  per  year  to  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  be  continued. 

The  committee  on  By-Laws  recommended  the  following  amend- 
ments. These  were  accepted : 

1.  That  in  By-Law  IV,  section  2,  group  I,  the  office  of  secretary 
of  Student  Work  be  transferred  to  group  II,  and  in  group  II  the 
office  of  secretary  of  Youth  Work  be  transferred  to  group  I. 

2.  That  in  By-Law  V  the  words  "district  presidents"  be  in- 
serted following  the  word  "officers." 

3.  That  By-Law  VI  shall  read:  There  shall  be  three  Executive 
committee  meetings  each  year :  one  at  Conference,  the  other  two 
spaced  by  the  president  to  meet  conference  needs. 

4.  That  By-Law  VIII  shall  read :  The  committee  on  By-Laws 
shall  be  composed  of  the  President,  Recording  Secretary,  Promo- 
tion Secretary,  AVesleyan  Service  Guild  Secretary,  and  one  or 
more  members  from  the  body. 

In  reporting  for  the  department  of  Supply  Work,  Mrs.  Walston 
urged  that  there  be  a  secretary  of  Supply  Work  elected  in  every 
local  society,  and  reported  an  increase  in  Supply  giving  for  the 
first  quarter.  Approximately  $2,300  was  sent  to  the  Greenville 
Student  Center  during  the  Interim  Period. 

Miss  Lamb  asked  that  the  observance  of  the  Angelus  Hour, 
sponsored  by  the  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement,  be  stressed. 

Mrs.  Jerome,  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities,  reported  a  definite  growth  in  some  sections  of 
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the  conference  in  the  eradication  of  racial  prejudice,  and  asked  the 
local  societies  to  support  the  prohibition  causes.  Also,  the  matter 
of  Displaced  Persons  was  discussed.  At  this  point,  Mrs.  Maddrey 
told  of  the  work  being  done  in  the  Rocky  Mount  District  among  a 
group  of  Portuguese  settlers. 

Miss  Lamb  asked  that  the  name  of  the  Elizabeth  Lamb  room 
and  scholarship  at  Scarritt  College  be  changed  to  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference  scholarship  and  room.  A  motion  by  Mrs.  Lineberger, 
that  the  name  not  be  changed,  but  that  the  Board  members  pray 
daily  for  the  occupant  of  the  room,  carried. 

The  report  of  the  Spiritual  Life  committee  was  given  by  Mrs. 
Slaughter  who  stressed  the  need  for  personal  prayer  periods,  and 
re-emphasized  observance  of  the  Angelus  Hour. 

Mrs.  Moore,  reporting  for  the  department  of  Student  "Work, 
called  attention  to  the  Crusade  Scholars  and  the  need  for  their 
entertainment  during  the  Christmas  holidays  in  Christian  homes. 
She  also  reported  that  extensive  repairs  had  been  made  to  the 
Greenville  Student  Center. 

Mrs.  Denning  gave  a  detailed  report  of  the  Workshop  on 
Human  Rights  which  she  attended  in  Atlanta,  September  8  and  9, 
1949.  Mrs.  Fouts  moved  that  steps  be  taken  toward  establishing  at 
least  one  workshop  on  Human  Rights  within  the  bounds  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference.  The  motion  carried. 

The  report  of  the  Historical  Committee  was  given  by  the  chair- 
man, Mrs.  Holt. 

Mrs.  Warren,  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  reported  an  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  additional  sessions  held,  and  progress  in 
the  matter  of  reporting.  She  stated  that  there  is  a  shortage  of  adult 
leadership  in  the  children's  department  also. 

Mrs.  Lineberger,  reporting  the  Secretaries'  Hour,  stated  that 
due  to  lack  of  time  to  talk  over  the  joys  and  problems  of  the  pro- 
motion work  in  the  districts  during  the  hours  of  the  regular  Board 
meeting,  the  district  promotion  secretaries  met  in  her  home  in 
Raleigh,  Tuesday  night,  September  27.  Among  other  things,  they 
agreed  that  the  district  presidents  have  not  been  asked  to  share  the 
promotion  of  the  district  work  according  to  their  capabilities,  and 
outlined  duties,  other  than  those  listed  in  the  by-laws,  in  which  the 
district  president  could  aid  the  promotion  secretary. 

Both  Mrs.  Cutchin  and  Mrs.  Lineberger  outlined  and  empha- 
sized the  four  Goals  of  Advance. 

Mrs.  Borland,  editor  of  the  Advocate  page,  gave  her  report,  and 
shared  the  findings  of  the  committee  appointed  earlier  in  the  meet- 
ing to  determine  the  cost  of  pictures  for  the  Advocate  page.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Administrative  and  Finance  committees. 

Mrs.  Edens  moved  that  consideration  be  given  to  the   North 
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Carolina  Conference  Society's  conducting  its  own  school  of  missions 
in  1951.  After  a  brief  discussion,  on  motion  by  Mrs.  Glass  the  matter 
was  tabled. 

Mrs.  Hood  asked  that  the  soliciting  and  mailing  of  coupons  to 
the  Orphanage  be  continued,  and  reported  the  amounts  recently 
received  for  coupons. 

The  meeting  closed  with  prayer  by  Miss  Lamb. 

February  23-24,   1950— Raleigh 

The  regular  winter  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
was  called  to  order  at  1 :30  p.m.,  Thursday,  February  23,  1950,  in 
Burwell  Cottage,  The  Methodist  Orphanage,  Raleigh,  by  the  presi- 
dent, Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin. 

The  following  members  were  present :  Mrs.  Cutchin,  Mrs.  H.  I. 
Glass,  Mrs.  C.  D.  Barclift,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  Mrs.  H.  0.  Line- 
berger,  Mrs.  N.  P.  Eclens,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Jerome,  Miss  Sarah  Godfrey, 
Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore,  Mrs.  H.  R.  Odom,  Mrs.  M.  W.  Warren,  Mrs. 
B.  B.  Slaughter,  Mrs.  Fred  L.  Johnson,  Mrs.  C.  H.  Walston,  Mrs. 
W.  C.  Chadwick,  Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland,  Mrs.  George  Jackson,  Mrs. 
Colin  G.  Spencer,  Mrs.  R,  L.  Cox,  Mrs.  H.  A.  Davis,  Mrs.  Henry  W. 
Maddrey,  Mrs.  J.  T.  Doughtie,  Mrs.  L.  A.  Watts,  Mrs.  Gurney  P. 
Bood,  Mrs.  E.  R.  Meekins,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Chase,  Mrs.  Russell  Johnson, 
and  Mrs.  A.  D.  Craig.  Mrs.  Sudie  B.  Warren,  vice-president  of  the 
Durham  District,  was  also  present,  representing  Mrs.  Edd  C. 
Thomas  and  Mrs.  G.  B.  Robbins. 

The  meeting  opened  with  a  worship  service  conducted  by  Mrs. 
Slaughter, 

Mrs.  Spencer,  FayetteYille  District  Promotion  secretary,  was 
welcomed  as  a  new  member  of  the  committee,  and  the  presence  of 
Mrs.  Warren,  who  was  representing  the  Durham  District,  was  noted 
with  pleasure.  A  telegram,  explaining  her  absence,  was  read  from 
Mrs.  T.  G.  Stem,  Raleigh  District  president. 

The  secretary  reported  the  following  action  taken  by  the  Ad- 
ministrative and  Finance  committees  at  a  meeting  in  Rocky  Mount, 
February  7,  with  ten  members  present : 

1.  That  $250  of  the  undirected  money  for  Supply  work  be 
directed  to  Bennett  College  for  the  expenses  of  Gertrude  Dean. 

2.  That  the  remainder  of  the  undirected  money  for  Supply  work 
now  in  the  treasmy  be  directed  to  Pfeiffer  College  for  additional 
^ater  facilities.  (The  two  North  Carolina  Societies  had  been  asked 
to  give  $2,000  for  this  purpose :  The  North  Carolina  Conference  So- 
ciety, $800,  and  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  Society, 
$1,200.) 
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3.  That  Mrs.  T.  A.  Collins,  Raleigh,  be  reimbursed  $9  from  the 
cultivation  fund  for  expenses  incurred  in  the  Elizabeth  City  Dis- 
trict during  the  1949  fall  seminars. 

4.  That  $50  be  contributed  to  the  1950  Leadership  School  for 
Christian  Workers  to  be  held  at  Winston-Salem! 

The  following  recommendation  from  the  By-Laws  committee 
was  read  and  accepted  (this  to  be  included  with  the  changes  accept- 
ed at  the  September  1949  Committee  meeting  to  be  presented  to  the 
Conference  in  June)  : 

1.  That  By-Law  V  be  further  revised  to  include  the  clause,  "the 
immediate  past  president  of  the  Conference,  for  the  quadrennium 
following  her  retirement,"  inserted  following  the  world  "Com- 
mittees." 

Mrs.  Barclift  stated  that  interim  period  reports  from  all  the 
departmental  secretaries  and  promotion  .secretaries  had  been  re- 
ceived and  discussed  the  matter  of  including  other  reports.  On 
motion  of  Mrs.  Lineberger  the  other  officers  were  requested  to  pre- 
pare a  brief  statement  for  the  interim  period  section  of  the  Tenth 
Annual  Report. 

The  meeting  place  for  the  1951  Conference  was  discussed  at 
length.  As  an  experiment  to  enable  more  district  and  local  women 
to  attend,  Mrs.  Class's  motion  that,  if  satisfactory  arrangements  can 
be  made,  the  1951  Conference  be  held  in  some  school  or  institution, 
carried. 

Mrs.  Lineberger,  general  chairman  of  the  1950  North  Carolina 
School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service,  announced  that  the 
jjlace  and  date  had  been  changed.  Instead  of  meeting  at  Pfeiffer 
College  in  June,  the  school  will  be  held  at  Greensboro  College  in 
September — the  Spiritual  Life  Retreat,  September  1-3  ■  School  of 
Missions,  September  3-8 ;  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Institute, 
September  8-10.  All  departmental  officers  were  requested  to  co- 
operate with  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  officers  in 
planning  for  their  respective  departmental  clinics. 

Attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  the  Study  and  Action  com- 
mittee and  the  secretaries  of  Student  Work,  Missionary  Personnel, 
Literature  and  Publications,  and  the  president  would  be  subsidized 
to  attend  the  Junaluska  School  of  Missions,  July  12-20,  1950.  It 
was  also  announced  that  the  Study  and  Action  committee  had  been 
authorized  to  select  and  notify  the  four  additional  persons  permitted 
to  attend  the  Junaluska  School  from  the  Conference. 

Mrs.  Borland  announced  that  plans  had  been  completed  for  in- 
cluding pictures  on  the  woman's  page  in  the  Advocate. 

The  president  and  recording  secretary  were  instructed  to  re- 
vise the  heading  of  the  conference  stationery  in  order  to  eliminate 
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the  waste  of  paper,  as  is  the  case  with  the  present  form  of  listing 
the  officers'  names  and  titles  on  the  letterhead. 

Items  concerning  the  Assembly  which  meets  in  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
April  18-21,  were  discussed.  It  was  announced  that  Mrs.  Glass  will 
represent  the  president  as  a  delegate,  since  the  president,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  is  already  a  delegate;  thai 
Mrs.  Edens,  second  alternate,  will  attend  instead  of  Mrs.  Line- 
berger,  who  will  be  unable  to  go ;  and  that  Miss  Louise  Cahoon, 
from  Wesley  Chapel  on  the  Columbia  charge  in  the  Elizabeth  City 
District,  has  been  elected  the  Youth  delegate.  On  motion  of  Mrs. 
Glass,  Mrs.  Cutchin  and  Miss  Godfrey  were  authorized  to  select  the 
person,  should  it  become  necessary  to  have  another  alternate  dele- 
gate. The  election  of  the  following  district  delegates  to  the  Assembly 
was  reported:  Durham,  Mrs.  Edd  C.  Thomas;  Elizabeth  City,  Mrs. 
George  Jackson;  Fayetteville,  Mrs.  Colin  G.  Spencer;  New  Bern, 
Mrs.  R.  L.  Cox;  Raleigh,  Mrs.  H.  A.  Davis;  Rocky  Mount,  Mrs. 
Henry  W.  Maddrey;  Wilmington,  Mrs.  A.  D.  Craig. 

It  was  unanimously  decided  to  dedicate  the  Tenth  Annual  Re- 
port to  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  the  retiring  treasurer  who  has  devoted 
a  long  number  of  years  of  faithful,  efficient  and  consecrated  service 
tc  this  office.  Mrs.  Gates  was  requested  to  write  the  words  of  dedica- 
tion. 

At  this  point  the  committee  adjourned  to  attend  the  dedication 
services  of  the  new  Garris  building,  the  home  for  the  older  boys  of 
the  Orphanage. 

5:00  p.  m. 

Mrs.  Glass,  vice-president,  reported  one  new  district  vice-presi- 
dent, Mrs.  C.  G.  Matthews,  Rocky  Mount  District.  As  chairman 
of  the  conference  program  committee,  she  stated  that  the  committee 
is  receiving  splendid  cooperation  in  its  planning. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  announced  that  Mrs.  W.  B.  Landrum  from  the 
Woman's  Division  has  been  invited  to  represent  the  Woman's 
Society  at  the  1951  Missionary  Institutes. 

Mrs.  Edens,  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service, 
reported  some  increases  along  all  lines  and  re-emphasized  several 
items  concerning  the  School  of  Missions.  The  theme  for  the  school 
will  be,  "We  Seek  Him  Together,"  and  the  topics  for  study  will 
be:  The  Near  East,  Toward  a  Christian  Community,  Corporate 
Worship,  and  A  Christian's  Vocation.  The  workshops  wall  include 
— Work  of  the  Woman 's  Society,  Recruitment  and  Christian  Voca- 
tional Opportunities,  and  Enrichment  Materials  in  Program  Build- 
ing. 

Mrs.  McKinne  reported  the  treasury  in  good  condition  and 
noted  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  societies  observing  the 
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Week  of  Prayer  and  sending  in  an  offering.  She  stated  that  a  total 
of  $434.25  was  sent  to  the  Polish  girl;  $200  (from  the  Conference 
Sacrificial  Offering)  for  an  artificial  limb,  and  the  remainder  (from 
the  Conference  Society  and  Guild)  to  apply  on  her  education.  The 
matter  of  insuring  the  Study' Jewel  was  discussed  and  Mrs.  Dough- 
tie,  Mrs.  McKinne,  and  Mrs.  Gates  were  appointed  to  investigate 
the  coverage  and  report  their  findings  to  the  June  committee 
meeting. 

The  meeting  adjourned  informally  to  reassemble  after  supper. 

7:00  p.  m. 

Mrs.  Hood  displayed  a  letter  and  a  picture  from  the  Polish 
girl,  Malgorzata  Klitch,  which  she  had  received  that  day.  Being 
written  in  her  native  language,  no  one  was  able  to  read  the  letter. 
Also,  Mrs.  Hood  told  about  the  great  help  coupons  had  been  to 
the  Orphanage  in  securing  many  needed  improvements,  and  urged 
that  all  societies  continue  to  solicit  and  send  in  the  coupons. 

Mrs.  Slaughter,  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  recommended  that 
small  groups  conduct  spiritual  life  retreats,  and,  that  at  the 
observance  of  "A  Day  Apart,"  the  Assembly  be  a  special  object  of 
prayer. 

Mrs.  Walston,  secretary  of  Supply  Work,  reported  that  all  the 
askings  for  the  year  had  been  paid  by  the  end  of  the  second  quarter ; 
thereby  enabling  several  needy  causes  to  share  in  the  undirected 
money  for  Supply  Work. 

Mrs.  Borland,  editor  of  the  Woman's  Page,  urged  that  the  local 
societies  cooperate  in  every  way  possible  to  increase  the  number  of 
subscriptions  to  the  Advocate  in  order  that  a  page  could  be  printed 
each  week  for  both  the  North  Carolina  Conference  and  the  Western 
North  Carolina  Conference  Societies. 

The  group  adjourned  to  the  auditorium  to  attend  the  play  given 
by  the  junior  class  celebrating  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  Orphan- 
age. 

8:30  p.  m. 

Mrs.  Chadwick,  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel,  reported  that 
Marion  Burton  of  Bethel  is  a  LA-3  candidate,  and  that  Rosa  Sneed- 
en  of  Wilmington  is  a  paid  worker  in  Moore  Community  House, 
Biloxi,  Miss. 

Mrs.  Jerome,  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities,  reported  a  slow  but  steady  gain  on  all  items  in 
her  department,  stating  that  the  large  increase  in  giving  for  over- 
seas relief  indicated  a  world-wide  interest  among  the  women.  She 
stressed  the  importance  of  reading  The  Methodist  Woman  and 
stated  that  the  Information  and  Action  Bulletin  and  the  Advance 
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Clipper  will  be  included  in  The  Methodist  Woman  beginning  with 
the  March  issue.  In  connection  with  the  action  taken  at  the  Septem- 
ber committee  meeting,  relative  to  conducting  a  workshop  ou 
Human  Rights  within  the  bounds  of  the  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ence, it  was  decided  that  the  workshop  will  be  the  major  project 
for  the  Christian  Social  Relations  department. 

Miss  Godfrey,  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  reported 
new  units  at  Red  Springs  and  Mount  Olive,  bringing  the  total 
to  67,  and  cited  growth  in  many  phases  of  the  work  of  the  Guild. 
She  announced  that  the  annual  week-end  Guild  Conference  will 
be  held  at  Duke  Memorial  church,  Durham,  June  24-25,  and  that 
Mrs.  E.  U.  Robinson,  president  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction, 
and  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  will  be  the  guest  speakers. 

Mrs.  Moore,  secretary  of  Student  Work,  reported  a  gain  of 
seven  new  student  secretaries,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  churches 
observing  Student  Recognition  Day,  and  that  many  students 
ft  tended  the  Quadrennial  National  Methodist  Student  Conference 
in  Urbana,  111.,  December  27,  1949-January  1,  1950. 

The  day's  sessions  closed  with  a  devotional  period  led  by  Mrs. 
Slaughter  assisted  by  several  members  of  the  committee.  The 
World  Day  of  Prayer  program,  "Faith  for  Our  Time,"  was  used, 
and  an  offering,  which  amounted  to  $25.75,  was  received. 

February  24,  9  :00  a.m. 

The  day  began  with  another  of  Mrs.  Slaughter's  inspiring 
devotionals.  She  used  Miss  Margaret  Applegarth's  poem,  "And 
the  King  of  Glory  Shall  Come  In,"  which  Miss  Applegarth  sent 
her  at  Christmas  time  labeled,  "To  the  Heroine  in  Your  House." 

Greetings  were  read  from  Mrs.  E.  G.  Cothran,  secretary  of 
Status  of  Women,  Avho  was  in  Florida.  It  was  called  to  the  attention 
of  the  committee  that  Mrs.  Fannie  Faison,  beloved  former  vice- 
president,  was  ill.  The  secretary  vas  requested  to  write  to  both  of 
these. 

Mrs.  Odom,  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  reported  that  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  is  leading  the  jurisdiction  in  several  phases 
of  Youth  Work.  However,  she  pointed  out  the  great  need  for  adults 
to  work  with  youth  and  asked  that  the  committee  members  use  their 
irfluence  wherever  possible  to  encourage  adults  to  attend  the 
Seminars  for  Adult  Workers  with  Youth.  She  also  stated  that 
the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference, 
in  cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Education,  is  sending  a  Youth 
Caravan  to  Germany  this  summer.  Much  interest  was  evidenced 
in  the  fact  that  Camp  Don-Lee  will  operate  this  year. 

Appreciation  and  praise  were  expressed  for  the  work  of  Miss 
Ethelynde   Ballance,   Miss   Edna   Boone,   Miss   Mamiej    Chandler, 
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and  Miss  Priscilla  Steger.  A  motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Gates  that 
enough  money  be  set  aside  from  undirected  funds  to  pay  for  a 
scholarship  for  Miss  Boone  to  attend  the  short  term  at  Scarritt 
College  during  the  summer,  carried. 

Mrs.  Warren,  secretary  of  Children's  Work,  reported  an  in- 
crease in  both  the  number  of  local  secretaries  and  the  number  of 
reports  received.  She  also  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
next  World  Friendship  Bulletin  will  be  included  in  The  Methodist 
Woman.  She  announced  that  Mrs.  R.  D.  Wise  has  been  elected 
district  secretary  of  Children's  Work  for  the  Elizabeth  City  Dis- 
trict, to  succeed  Mrs.  T.  A.  Collins,  who  has  moved  out  of  the 
district. 

The  presence  of  Miss  Mary  Gardner,  former  secretary  of  Litera- 
ture and  Publications,  was  noted  with  pleasure. 

Mrs.  Johnson,  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  told 
pbout  the  commendation  which  her  department  received  for  the 
second  quarter  for  sending  in  the  most  and  best  reports  in  the 
Jurisdiction  and  that  the  Conference  led  the  Division  in  number 
of  societies  having  all  officers  subscribing  to  World  Outlook  and 
The  Methodist  Woman.  She  was  authorized  to  include  in  the  packet 
of  literature  for  new  societies  the  leaflet,  ' '  The  World  Stands  Out 
en  Either  Side,  No  Wider  Than  the  Heart  Is  Wide,"  and  send  it 
to  the  fifteen  new  societies  already  organized. 

Mrs.  Lineberger,  Promotion  secretary,  reported  a  total  of  609 
societies — Durham  District,  98 ;  Elizabeth  City,  75 ;  Fayetteville, 
96 ;  New  Bern,  86 ;  Raleigh,  80 ;  Rocky  Mount",  92 ;  and  Wilming- 
ton, 82.  She  also  announced  the  dates  and  places  of  meeting  for  the 
seven  district  conferences,  and  displayed  the  Caravan  Report 
for  the  Division,  which  showed  that  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Society  led  in  the  number  of  Caravan  teams  and  in  the  number  of 
new  societies. 

At  this  point  some  of  the  smaller  girls  at  the  Orphanage  served 
Coca-Colas  which  were  very  refreshing  and  much  appreciated. 

Mrs.  Gates  was  requested  to  explain  the  First  Million  Women, 
a  project  of  the  United  Council  of  Church  Women.  Envelopes  were 
passed  out  and  many  of  those  present  enclosed  $1  to  be  enrolled 
on  the  Ecumenical  Register  of  Church  Women.  It  was  suggested 
that  these  envelopes  be  used  locally  as  an  outgrowth  of  the  study 
of  the  course,  "We,  the  Peoples  of  the  Ecumenical  Church." 

It  was  discussed  and  decided  that  the  Conference  shall  pay 
the  expenses  of  district  presidents  to  attend  the  Executive  com- 
mittee meetings. 

All  officers  were  urged  to  mail  their  expense  accounts  to  the 
Promotion  secretary  by  the  10th  of  the  closing  month  of  the 
treasurer's  quarter — January,  April,  July,  and  October. 
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The  delegates  to  the  Assembly  were  requested  to  act  as  a  com- 
mittee to  decide  where  the  sacrificial  offering,  to  be  received  at 
Conference  in  June,  will  be  sent.  Decision  will  be  pending  the 
emphases  of  the  Assembly,  but  announcement  will  be  made  to  the 
local  societies  before  Conference. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  recommended  that  some  key  proj- 
ects of  the  Christian  Social  Relations  department  be  district 
projects,  on  motion  of  Mrs.  Borland,  the  work  being  done  in 
Northampton  County  at  Bethany  church  with  the  Portuguese  people 
was  accepted  as  a  key  project  in  the  Rocky  Mount  district.  On 
motion  of  Mrs.  Jerome,  it  was  voted  to  invite  Viola  Scott  of  Beth- 
any church  to  attend  the  School  of  Missions  in  Greensboro  in  Sep- 
tember, and  Mrs.  Moore's  motion  that  the  Conference  cooperate  in 
the  project  by  paying  her  expenses,  carried. 

Pursuant  to  the  action  taken  at  the  Annual  Conference  held  in 
Sanford  last  November,  on  motion  of  Mrs.  Glass,  it  was  decided  to 
cooperate  with  the  Town  and  Country  Commission  and  the  Cabinet 
looking  toward  the  placing  of  a  rural  worker  in  each  district. 

The  district  Promotion  secretaries  made  the  following  tentative 
pledges  for  1950-51:  Durham,  $14,000;  Elizabeth  City,  $7,000; 
Fayetteville,  $1P500;  New  Bern,  $12,500;  Raleigh,  $10,000;  Rocky 
Mount,  $13,700;  Wilmington,  $8,500;  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
$30,000.  Total  $87,200.  Mrs.  Hood's  motion  that  the  Conference 
pledge  $82,000  (W.S.C.S.  $72,000  and  W.S.G.  $10,000)  to  the 
Division,  carried  (increased  at  conference — see  page  15). 

Mrs.  McKinne,  Mrs.  Glass  and  Mrs.  Chadwick  were  appointed 
to  select  the  persons  to  whom  Honorary  Life  Patron  Memberships 
will  be  awarded  at  Conference. 

It  was  announced  that  Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary,  Henderson,  will  serve 
as  Conference  Registrar,  and  that  the  $6.00  registration  fee  should 
be  sent  to  her  before  May  20.  Departmental  secretaries  were  in- 
structed to  send  350  copies  of  recommendations  to  Mrs.  Bessie  W. 
Cox,  Henderson.  After  a  discussion,  it  was  decided  to  allow  each 
secretary  to  determine  the  total  number  of  copies  of  her  recom- 
mendations to  print. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Cox,  Mrs.  Johnson  was  authorized  to  have 
the  printers  mail  the  individual  copies  of  the  Tenth  Annual  Re- 
port, and  to  have  1,000  printed. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Edens,  the  secretary  was  requested  to  in- 
clude in  the  minutes  the  origin  of  the  Korean  Urn  and  Candlestick 
which  are  awarded  to  some  district  each  year  at  Conference. 

Mrs.  Gates,  chairman  of  the  Industrial  Commission,  reported 
that  funds  are  growing  at  East  Laurinburg  and  that  Mrs.  McKinne 
bas  been  authorized  to  buy  additional  bonds  as  the  interest  accumu- 
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lates  to  $100  or  more.  The  return  of  Miss  Steger  to  the  work  was 
requested. 

Mrs.  Watts,  chairman  of  the  Research  committee,  stated  that 
there  are  no  vacancies  at  present,  but  urgently  requested  that  the 
names  of  good  prospects  continue  to  be  sent  to  her. 

Rev.  C.  W.  Robbins,  editor  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian 
Advocate,  and  Rev.  B.  Joseph  Martin,  executive  director  of  The 
Methodist  College  Foundation  of  North  Carolina,  Incorporated, 
were  introduced.  Mr.  Martin  told  of  his  work  in  the  state.  Mr. 
Robbins  discussed  plans  whereby  the  women  of  the  church  can  help 
increase  the  circulation  of  the  Advocate,  and  thus  enable  him  to 
publish  a  larger  and  better  paper.  Mrs.  Hood's  motion  that  the 
local  societies  be  requested  to  cooperate  with  Mr.  Robbins  carried.  It 
was  suggested  that  the  local  secretaries  of  Literature  and  Publi- 
cations work  with  the  local  pastors  to  achieve  this  end. 

The  meeting  closed  with  the  benediction  by  Mr.  Robbins. 

June  20,  1950 — Henderson 

The  annual  enlarged  executive  committee  or  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  met  in  First 
Methodist  Church,  Henderson,  June  20,  1950.  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin, 
president,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  10  :30  a.m.,  and  the  follow- 
ing members  and  visitors  were  present :  Mrs.  Cutchin,  Mrs.  C.  D. 
Barclift,  Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger,  Mrs.  F.  B.  McKinne,  Mrs.  N.  P. 
Edens,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Jerome,  Mrs.  W.  P.  Moore,  Mrs.  H.  R.  Odom, 
Mrs.  M.  W.  Warren.  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  Mrs.  Fred  L.  Johnson, 
,  Mrs.  C.  H.  Walston,  Mrs.  E.  G.  Cothran,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  Mrs. 
'  A.  H.  Borland,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates,  Mrs.  L.  A.  Watts,  Mrs.  S.  S.

Mrs.  Slaughter,  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  led  in  prayer. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  told  of  the  need  for  financial  aid  on  the  Christian 
Social  Relations  key  project  in  the  Rocky  Mount  district  with  the 
Portuguese  people  and  Mrs.  Jerome  made  a  motion,  which  carried, 
that  the  Conference  further  cooperate  by  appropriating  $100  to 
this  project  with  the  request  that  the  Rocky  Mount  District  Wom- 
an's Society  of  Christian  Service  contribute  the  same  amount. 
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Mrs.  Odom  moved  that  the  Conference  further  evidence  its  in- 
terest  in  Youth  by  sending  annually  a  young  person  to  the  Louis- 
burg  Assembly  and  one  to  Camp  Don-Lee.  After  discussing  the 
cost — $13  for  Louisburg  and  $14  for  Don-Lee — the  motion  carried 
and  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work  was  authorized,  in  cooperation 
with  the  district  secretaries  of  Youth  Work,  to  select  the  two 
young  people  to  attend  each  year. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  $28  is  now  being  paid  by  the  Conference 
to  the  Southern  Regional  Council — $25  as  a  gift  and  $3  member- 
ship dues  for  the  conference  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations. 
On  motion  by  Mrs.  Jerome,  it  was  decided  to  contribute  only  $27 
to  the  Southern  Regional  Council  to  be  broken  up  into  memberships 
of  $3  each  for  the  following  nine  officers :  the  conference  secretary 
and  the  seven  district  secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  and 
the  conference  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Miss  Sarah  Godfrey's  letter,  expressing  regrets  for  her  absence 
and  sincere  appreciation  for  the  privilege  afforded  her  of  attending 
the  Guild  Week-end  which  followed  the  Assembly  in  Cleveland, 
was  noted. 

Since  the  National  Christian  Social  Relations  Seminar  will  not 
be  held  this  year,  Mrs.  Gates  moved  that  Mrs.  Jerome  be  sent  as  a 
representative  from  the  Conference  Society  to  the  United  Nations 
Seminar  to  be  held  this  fall,  expenses  to  include  transportation, 
board  and  room  for  the  three  days  in  New  York,  and  recommended 
that  each  district  be  requested  to  send  their  district  secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Relations.  The  motion  carried. 

The  secretary  read  the  following  report  of  the  By-Laws  com- 
mittee which  was  adopted : 

' '  If  the  already  proposed  amendments  to  the  by-laws  are  accept- 
ed by  the  Conference,  we  recommend  that  Article  I  read — The 
North  Carolina  Conference  Society  shall  be  composed  of  one 
delegate  or  alternate  from  each  Society,  one  delegate  or  alternate 
from  each  Guild,  the  Conference  Executive  committee,  and  the 
zone  leaders." 

The  subsidy  for  those  who  will  attend  the  Junaluska  School  of 
Missions,  July  12-20,  1950,  was  discussed.  Mrs.  Jerome's  motion 
that  $75  be  allowed  for  expenses — the  Conference  to  pay  $65,  and 
the  Jurisdiction  or  Division  $10 — carried.  Mrs.  Edens  announced 
that  the  Study  and  Action  committee  had  chosen  the  following 
persons  to  attend  the  school :  Mrs.  Sam  E.  Jones,  Lumberton,  Wil- 
mington District  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life ;  Mrs.  J.  H.  Brown, 
Hobbsville,  and  Mrs.  E.  R.  Meekins,  Tyner,  Elizabeth  City  District 
secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  president;  and  Mrs. 
H.  L.  McLeod,  Johns,  Fayetteville  District  recording  secretary. 
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Mrs.  Cutchin  announced  that  the  Sacrificial  Offering  to  be 
received  that  night  during  the  silent  communion  service  would  be 
used  for  the  training  of  missionaries  and  deaconesses. 

Mrs.  Doughtie,  reporting  for  the  committee  appointed  to  investi- 
gate the  coverage  of  the  Study  Jewel,  moved  that  the  insurance  be 
reduced  from  $800  to  $300,  and  Mrs.  Gates  moved  that  the  Con- 
ference treasurer  be  authorized  to  handle  the  insurance.  Both  of 
these  motions  carried.  (The  insurance  had  previously  been  with  a 
company  in  Clinton  as  the  Wilmington  District  promotion  secre- 
tary, who  had  worn  the  jewel  for  several  consecutive  years,  lived 
there.) 

Mrs.  Doughtie,  Mrs.  Edens,  and  Mrs.  Cox  were  appointed  as  a 
committee  to  study  the-  future  awarding  of  the  Jewel,  the  Korean 
Urn,  and  the  Korean  Candlestick.  Mrs.  Barclift  reported  that  the 
origin  of  the  Urn  and  Candlestick  had  been  written  and  would  be 
included  in  the  Journal. 

Mrs.  Cutchin  told  of  her  visit  with  Miss  Marjorie  Minkler, 
executive  secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Town  and  Country  Work,  in 
May  to  the  Conference  projects,  and  of  Miss  Minkler 's  praise  of 
the  workers.  On  motion  by  Mrs.  Gates  it  was  voted  to  pay  the 
•  expenses  of  all  conference  workers  to  attend  Conference  each  year. 
Mrs.  Chadwick's  motion  also  carried  that  the  retired  workers  be 
invited  to  attend  as  guests  of  the  Conference. 

Mrs.  Moore  reported  two  tentative  dates  when  the  1951  Con- 
ference could  be  held  at  East  Carolina  Teachers  College,  Greenville 
■ — May  31  to  June  2,  and  June  6-8.  After  some  discussion,  on  motion 
of  Mrs.  Jerome,  it  was  decided  to  recommend  to  the  Conference  that, 
as  an  experiment  and  in  order  to  accommodate  all  who  desire  to 
attend,  the  1951  sessions  of  Conference  be  held  at  East  Carolina 
Teachers  College,  Greenville,  May  31  to  June  2. 

Announcement  was  made  that  there  would  be  no  Southeastern 
Jurisdiction  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
meeting  in  1951,  but  that  all  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction  Confer- 
ence would  be  expected  to  attend  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction 
Convocation  to  be  held  in  Savannah,  Ga.,  January  2-5,  1951,  where 
both  separate  and  joint  sessions  will  be  held. 

By  common  consent  it  was  agreed  that  the  new  conference  letter- 
heads would  include  only  the  names  of  conference  officers,  though 
the  Conference  will  continue  to  furnish  stationery  for  district  pro- 
motion secretaries.  All  conference  officers  were  reminded  that  they 
should  include  in  their  expense  accounts  all  postage  for  any  materi- 
als sent  by  them  through  their  respective  district  officers  to  the  local 
society  officers. 

Mrs.  Jerome  reported  that  no  definite  plans  had  been  completed 
for  the  Conference  Christian  Social  Relations  workshop. 
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A  motion  made  by  Mrs.  Chadwick  that  the  Conference  pay  the 
remaining  cost  of  all  handbooks  already  mailed  to  local  societies 
by  conference  officers  carried. 

On  motion  by  Mrs.  Maddrey,  it  was  voted  to  send  district  mem- 
bers a  copy  of  the  Journal  and  Mrs.  Johnson  was  requested  to 
include  their  names  on  the  mailing  list  sent  to  the  printers. 

A  communication  from  the  Division  was  read  relative  to  an 
increase  in  the  salaries  of  missionaries.  After  a  brief  discussion, 
Mrs.  Chadwick  moved  that  the  Conference  assume  full  support  of 
all  its  missionaries  on  the  field.  Carried. 

There  was  a  discussion  of  the  Mabel  K.  Howell  Chair  of  Missions 
which  is  to  be  established  at  Scarritt  College  and  it  was  agreed  that 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  Society  should  contribute  to  this 
fund.  The  amount  of  $500  was  suggested  if  same  could  be  counted  as 
a  Supplementary  Gift.  If  not,  the  amount  of  $100  was  suggested. 
Mrs.  Moore  moved  that  the  Finance  committee  be  authorized  to 
determine  the  amount,  and  the  motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Chadwick  discussed  the  matter  of  financial  aid  for  Gertrude 
Dean  to  attend  Bennett  College  this  fall  and  on  motion  by  Mrs. 
Jerome  it  was  voted  to  give  $250  again  for  this  purpose. 

Mrs.  Slaughter  pointed  out  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  printing 
the  Spiritual  Life  leaflets.  After  a  discussion  of  the  cost  and  the 
merit  of  the  continuation  of  its  publication,  Mrs.  Moore's  motion 
that  the  leaflet  continue  to  be  published,  at  conference  expense, 
carried. 

The  group  adjourned  at  12  :50  p.m.  to  the  dining  room  of  the 
church  where  they  had  lunch  together. 

Wednesday,  June  21,  5:00  p.m. 

The  president  called  a  joint  meeting  of  the  retiring  officers 
and  all  of  the  new  officers  immediately  at  the  close  of  the  Wednes- 
day afternoon  session  of  the  Conference. 

She  welcomed  the  new  officers  as  Board  members  and  urgently 
requested  the  retiring  officers  to  feel  it  their  duty  to  work  with 
their  successors  in  office  as  long  as  was  necessary  to  familiarize  the 
new  officers  with  the  work  of  the  departments.

Mrs.  Cutchin  expressed  regret  of  the  absence  of  the  vice-presi- 
dent, Mrs.  H.  I.  Glass,  who  was  recuperating  from  injuries  received 
in  an  automobile  accident.  The  secretary  read  a  note  of  greeting 
from  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb,  former  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life. 
Mrs.  H.  0.  Lineberger  reported  that  Rev.  H.  B.  Porter,  Raleigh 
District  Superintendent,  would  be  unable  to  be  present  for  the 
communion  service  that  night,  due  to  a  recent  injury.  The  absence 
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of  Mrs.  H.  J.  Faison,  former  vice-president,  was  also  noted.  On 
motion  of  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  the  secretary  was  instructed  to 
send  messages  to  all  of  these.

The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Mrs.  B.  B.  Slaughter,  and  carried.  (See  By-Laws  section.) 

Mrs.  Dwight  L.  Fouts,  Plymouth,  secretary  of  Youth  Work  of 
the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction;  and  Eev.  A.  E.  Brown,  Bridgeton, 
were  introduced. 

The  hymn,  "My  Faith  Looks  Up  to  Thee,"  was  sung"  by  the 
Conference,  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Burwell  conducted  the  annual  memorial 
service.  She  displayed  a  large  book,  which  had  been  beautifully 
and  appropriately  painted  by  Miss  Jane  Peete,  Warrenton,  con- 
taining the  names  of  the  members  of  the  local  societies  who  had 
died  since  last  Conference. 

The  afternoon  session  closed  with  the  benediction  by  Rev.  A.  E. 
Brown.

Mrs.  A.  M.  Gates  introduced  Miss  May  Edla  Smith  Earley, 
Norfolk,  Va.,  daughter  of  a  former  beloved  conference  president, 
who  sang  ' '  Steal  Away. ' ' 

Mrs.  E.  U.  Robinson,  Cookeville,  Tenn.,  president  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
was  introduced  by  Mrs.  Cutchin.  Mrs.  Robinson  brought  the  noon 
meditation  using  the  hymn,  "0  Love  That  Wilt  Not  Let  Me  Go," 
as  her  topic.  .

She 
emphasized  the  importance  of  the  Woman's  Society  supporting 
the  total  church  program,  especially  in  the  phase  of  ' '  Its  Ministry, ' ' 
by  stressing  the  Woman's  Division  goal  of  Recruitment. 

Miss  Ethelynde  Ballance  told  of  the  use  she  has  made  in  Tyrrell 
County  of  the  conference-owned  camera  and  announced  that  slides 
and  script  are  now  available  for  a  nominal  rental  fee. 

Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland,  editor  Woman's  Page  in  North  Carolina 
Christian  Advocate,  read  her  report. 

Mrs.  H.  0.  Lineberger  told  about  the  North  Carolina  School  of 
Missions  and  Christian  Service  to  be  held  at  Greensboro  College 
September  1-10,  1950,  and  urged  immediate  registrations. 

The  following  resolution  to  the  United  States  Mission  to  the 
United  Nations  was  read  by  Mrs.  J.  M.  Jerome  a"nd  adopted  by  the 
Conference : 

"We,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  representing  24,000  Methodist  Women,  in  ses- 
sion in  Henderson,  N.  C,  June  22,  1950,  urgently  request  that  you 
strive  to  stop  the  armaments  race  in  which  the  leading  nations  are 
engaged,  and  work  diligently  for  international  inspection  of  arma- 
ments." 
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Mrs.  R.  C.  Gary  introduced  the  chairmen  of  the  local  committees 
and  the  Conference  gave  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  for  their  splendid 
work.  Also,  as  a  token  of  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  the 
women  of  the  local  Society,  the  Conference  presented  the  following 
memberships :  Adult  Life  Memberships — Mrs.  H.  L.  Candler  and 
Mrs.  Glenn  Satterwhite ;  Honorary  Junior  Membership — James 
Richard  Potter;  and  Honorary  Baby  Memberships — Elizabeth

The  Tentative  Program  to  be  presented  by  the  State  Legislative 
Council  to  the  1951  North  Carolina  General  Assembly  was  read 
by  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood  and  approved  by  the  Conference. 

The  interests  of  the  Methodist  Orphanage,  Raleigh,  were  pre- 
sented by  Mrs.  Hood. 

The  report  of  the  Resolutions  committee  was  read  by  Mrs.  W.  R. 
Everett,  and  was  adopted. 

On  motion  by  Mrs.  W.  C.  Chadwick,  the  Conference  gave  a 
rising  vote  of  thanks  to  the  retiring  officers. 

The  service  for  the  installation  of  the  1950-1951  officers  was  led 
by  Mrs.  E.  U.  Robinson. 

A  large  number  stood  as  being  present  for  the  first  time  as  a 
delegate  to  a  "Woman's  Society  annual  conference. 

The  Pledge  Service  was  led  by  Mrs.  H.  A.  Davis,  the  incoming 
treasurer,  and  the  seven  district  presidents.  The  following  pledges 
were  made  by  districts  and  the  Wesleyan  Servic  eGuild:

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INTERIM  PERIOD  REPORTS 


PRESIDENT 


As  our  mechanics,  fiscal  year  and  reporting  dates  were  going 
through  the  necessary  changes,  the  women  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  were  neither  idle 
nor  unfruitful.  They  accepted  the  challenge  which  came  with  the 
changes  made  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  and 
measured  up  admirably. 

Since  all  were  entering  upon  the  threshold  of  a  new  experience, 
our  desire  and  aim  was  to  meet  the  change  courageously.  Our  women 
were  aware  that  change  often  retards  progress  and  steeled  themselves, 
prepared  themselves  and  endeavored  to  avoid  any  retrogression 
during  the  trying  period.  How  well  they  succeeded  is  shown  in  the 
reports  from  the  various  departments.  Not  one  department  showed 
any  sign  of  decline,  in  so  far  as  visible  results  could  be  noted.  On  the 
other  hand,  steady  progress  was  evidenced  during  those  five  months. 

Great  credit  is  due  all  who  fostered  promotion  along  any  line. 
Much  honor  is  due  our  Conference  Promotion  secretary  and  her  corps 
of  District  Promotion  secretaries,  ably  assisted  by  all  members  of  our 
Executive  Board  and  Miss  Margaret  Billingsley  from  the  Division 
office.  Through  cooperative  means  caravans  were  planned.  These 
caravans  operated  on  the  zone  level  as  well  as  on  the  district  level, 
thereby  reaching  a  greater  number  of  women.  At  zone  meetings  care- 
ful checks  were  made  and  cultivation  followed  in  those  local  societies 
not  represented.  This  meant  that  every  society  in  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  was  reached  by  our  leaders.  Likewise  all  departmental 
secretaries  cooperated — and,  through  their  respective  district  secre- 
taries, were  able  to  channel  information  to  the  local  level. 

When  the  first  reports  were  released  from  headquarters,  there 
was  cause  for  much  rejoicing  in  our  conference.  Our  labors  were 
bearing  fruit,  and  our  conference  was  leading  in  results.  Lest  the 
progress  in  our  Master's  work  should  be  retarded  as  we  rejoiced  over 
the  achievements,  our  consecrated  women  have  continued  their  noble 
attempts  to  reach  the  goals  set  for  our  advance.  Tireless  efforts  and 
sacrificial  acts  have  typified  the  leaders  who  have  charted  the  way 
to  a  new  high  level  for  local  women.  The  local  societies  have  respond- 
ed to  the  intensive  cultivation  and  have  increased  their  service  to  our 
tioubled  world.  As  we  have  advanced  during  this  transition  period, 
may  our  progress  continue;  our  efforts  be  redoubled;  our  sacrifices  en- 
larged. Not  that  we  may  merely  count  more  figures — but  that  those 
figures  may  be  an  indication  of  the  love  of  women  for  the  Master  as 
we  strive  to  advance  His  kingdom  throughout  all  the  world.

Each  month  of  the  interim  period  brought  varied  and  challenging 
experiences  to  the  recording  secretary.  In  January  she  attended  her 
second  Executive  committee  meeting  and,  though  not  as  frightened 
over  the  newness  of  her  job  as  in  the  previous  meeting,  she  realized 
more  fully  the  great  task  that  is  hers.  As  an  ex  officio  member,  in 
February  she  attended  the  Wilmington  District  Executive  committee 
meeting  and  was  thoroughly  initiated  into  the  detailed  work  of  the 
district.  On  Officers'  Training  Day  in  March  at  St.  Paul  Church,  Golds- 
boro,  she  met  with  the  district  recording  secretaries  and  outlined  some

In  the  hope  that,  to  a  small  degree,  the  causes  of  Kingdom  building 
were  strengthened  these  services  were  rendered.

MISSIONARY  PERSONNEL 


Cultivation  of  young  people  who  have  indicated  a  desire  to  go  into 
full-time  Christian  service  was  continued  and  intensified  during  the 
months  of  January  to  June  1949.  Three  districts  changed  secretary  of 
Missionary  Personnel  during  the  period  and  the  new  secretaries  have 
entered  into  their  duties  earnestly  and  enthusiastically. 

At  the  Conference  Training  Day  in  Goldsboro,  in  March,  six  of  the 
seven  district  secretaries  met  with  the  conference  secretary  in  a 
planning  meeting  and  a  most  helpful  discussion  was  held.  At  that  time 
it  was  decided  to  ask  each  college  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference, 
?nd  also  Greensboro  College  and  Woman's  College,  for  names  of  young 
people  who  were  interested  in  Christian  service.  Names  were  also  sent 
to  the  committee  bv  the  conference  director  of  Youth  Work  of  the 
Board  of  Education.  These  names  were  received  at  the  Louisburg 
Assemblies  and  other  meetings  of  young  people  in  the  conference. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
in  Burlington,  April  5-7,  another  Planning  committee  meeting  was 
held,  at  which  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  new  secretary  of  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel of  the  Durham  District,  was  present.  Mrs.  Hillman,  having  been 
on  the  standing  committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman's 
Division,  was  most  helpful  in  giving  information  about  procedure  for 
candidates  and  meetings  of  the  Regional  committees,  etc. 

During  the  annual  meeting,  our  first  missionary  of  the  Advance, 
from  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  was  introduced.  Miss  Ida  Collie, 
of  Raleiffh,  whose  chosen  field  is  China,  will  go  out  as  a  missionary 
nurse.  This  was  a  thrilling  moment,  both  for  the  committee  on  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  and  the  members  of  the  conference. 

At  the  district  meetings,  Missionary  Personnel  was  presented  by 
the  Caravans  of  conference  officers,  who  represented  the  four  Goals 
of  the  Advance  Movement.  In  the  zone  meetings  it  was  aeain  presented 
in  many  cases  in  th3  form  of  a  skit — 'What  Can  I  Do?" — which  was 
taken  from  the  Advance  copy  of  The  Methodist  Woman  of  October, 
1948. 

It  has  been  realized  by  the  conference  and  district  secretaries,  that 
local  societies  have  been  slow  in  setting  up  the  committee  on  Mis- 
sionary Personnel.  This  weak  link  must  be  worked  on  by  all  those  who 
are  interested  in  this  important  department.  Information  must  come 
from  the  local  churches  about  young  people  in  the  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowships  and  cultivation  must  begin  there. 
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In  the  words  of  our  former  Jurisdictional  secretary,   Mrs.   B.  R. 
Stout:  "The  task,  as  given  to  us,  is  'Go  find.'  " 

May  we  be  faithful  to  this  urgent  business  of  recruiting  workers 
for  the  Master's  vineyard!

Reports  and  Recommendations — 1949-1950 


PRESIDENT'S   MESSAGE 

"The  times  in  which  our  lives  are  lived 
Are  as  a  chastening  rod. 
The  world,  confused  and  changing  calls; 
Advance,  O  Church  of  God!" 

Those  of  you  who  heard  my  message  to  the  conference  of  1949  will 
recall  that  I  opened  with  those  identical  words.  I  make  no  apology 
for  the  use  of  the  same  words  for  the  challenge  to  the  Church — to  all 
Christendom — contained  therein  is  equally  as  great  as  it  was  in  the 
spring  of  1949.  When  one's  opportunities  are  so  great,  luxuries  so 
abundant,  and  so  many  superficial  attractions  calling  to  all  people,  we 
need  to  be  constantly  reminded  of  the  words  of  Moses  spoken  in 
Deuteronomy  6:10-12:  "And  it  shall  be,  when  the  Lord  thy  God  shall 
have  brought  thee  into  the  land  which  he  sware  unto  thy  fathers, 
to  Abraham,  to  Isaac,  and  to  Jacob,  to  give  thee  great  and  goodly 
cities,  which  thou  buildest  not,  and  nouses  full  of  good  things,  which 
thou  filledst  not,  and  wells  digged  which  thou  diggedst  not,  vineyards 
end  olive  trees,  which  thou  plantedst  not;  when  thou  shalt  have  eaten 
and  be  full!  then  beware  lest  thou  forget  the  Lord."  From  our  fathers 
we  have  inherited  such  a  nation,  a  nation  built  on  the  firm  faith  of 
Christian  forefathers,  who  were  convinced  that  religious  freedom 
was  well  worth  the  hardships  they  were  forced  to  endure  those  early 
days  on  this  continent.  So  sure  were  they  of  their  reward,  both  then 
and  in  the  lives  of  their  descendants,  that  they  bravely  faced  savages, 
hardships  and  disaster,  in  order  that  they  might  build  such  a  nation. 
Now,  less  than  two  hundred  years  from  the  birth  of  our  great  nation, 
we  have  within  our  possession  a  civilization  far  beyond  any  other 
contemporary  nation.  We  have  cities  which  we  did  not  build.  We 
have  scientific  achievements  which  we  had  no  part  in  securing.  We 
have  religious  freedom  which  has  cost  us  no  sacrifice.  We  have  excel- 
lent schools  developed  by  those  who  went  before.  We  have  a  Christian 
heritage  which  called  for  life-blood  from  many  who  sought  to  protect 
it.  Now,  what  is  our  attitude  toward  these  possessions?  What  are  we 
as  individuals  doing  in  order  that  our  descendants  may  have  this 
same  heritage?  Never  in  this  generation  has  the  call  to  the  Church  of 
Christ  been  so  loud  that  we  preserve  our  precious  heritage. 

How  lustily  we  sing  "Faith  of  Our  Fathers!"  But  we  must  remember 
that  faith  is  not  inherited.  The  faith  of  our  fathers  is  a  creedal  faith. 
Our  faith  is  our  belief,  which  is  daily  demonstrated  by  the  lives  we 
live.  Our  religious  pattern  may  be  inherited,  but  not  our  faith.  Faith 
is  our  belief — belief  in  Christ,  belief  in  God,  belief  in  our  brothers.  The 
faith  of  our  fathers  two  centuries  ago  is  not  adequate  for  the  year  1950, 
and  if  we  would  be  true  to  them  and  to  their  faith,  we  must  establish 
our  own  faith  through  an  experience  with  God;  then  through  deep 
conviction,  exercise  that  faith  in  practical  living.  Because  of  our 
belief  in  God,  in  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  and  in  the  brotherhood  of 
man,  we  must  feel  that  impelling  force  to  support  the  missionary 
enterprise. 
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At  the  third  assembly  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service, 
held  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  April,  the  theme  was  "Christian  Faith 
for  a  World  in  Revolution."  All  of  us  must  admit  that  the  world  is 
going  through  some  very  revolutionary  changes.  With  a  Christian 
faith  these  changes  can  be  faced  fairly  and  squarely,  with  a  certainty 
that  a  better  world  will  emerge.  However,  such  things  do  not  just 
happen.  They  are  the  results  of  a  great  faith,  following  an  experience 
with  God,  and  climaxed  by  the  personal  efforts  of  every  individual 
in  the  chain.  Let  us  face  the  revolutionary  changes  of  the  world 
which  Christ  ushered  in.  Follow  the  faith,  experience  and  practical 
living  of  those  who  were  His  followers,  and  note  what  an  influence 
they  had — not  only  in  their  contemporary  lives — but  that  rich  heritage 
which  is  ours  today.  So  it  is  with  Christians  today;  the  challenge  is 
ours;  we  must  choose  between  the  many  conflicting  patterns.  And 
let  us  seriously  ask  ourselves  if  the  impotence  of  the  church  today 
does  not  lie  in  the  fact  that  too  many  nominal  Christians  have  failed 
to  choose  the  will  of  God  as  it  pertains  to  their  own  individual  lives. 

Just  recently  I  was  asked  what  is  going  to  happen  to  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  because  each  departmental  secretary  is 
so  enthusiastic  regarding  her  own  department,  that  the  responsibilities 
are  growing  so  rapidly,,  it  is  becoming  extremely  difficult  to  secure 
local  officers.  My  reply  was  that  more  and  more  we  are  being  called 
tc  make  choices;  that  we  shall  be  compelled  to  give  undivided  allegi- 
ance to  the  cause  of  Christ  if  we  are  to  meet  the  challenge  which  faces 
the  church  today.  To  those  who  have  made  such  choice,  there  has  come 
a  rich  experience,  a  stronger  faith,  and  a  well  disciplined  life. 

So  great  is  our  task,  and  as  yet  so  far  from  our  goal;  and  so  tre- 
mendous the  ultimate  aim,  that  at  times  we  feel  utterly  helpless.  Bear 
in  mind  that  it  is  not  the  job  of  just  one  individual,  but  of  the  entire 
whole;  and  only  through  cooperation  can  the  revolutionary  ideals 
of  Christianity  become  real.  Discipline  is  the  word!  While  many  may 
object  to  the  word,  and  the  practice  may  become  irksome,  if  we  will 
allow  history  to  teach  us,  we  must  admit  that  every  great  religion 
has  a  disciplined  life  at  its  center.  There  is  no  easy  way.  In  the  life 
of  the  Hebrews,  discipline  meant  sacrifice.  Micah  asks  in  later  years, 
"What  doth  the  Lord  require  of  thee?"  In  Jesus  Christ  we  find  the 
noblest  example  of  a  perfectly  disciplined  life. 

As  we  face  the  great  problems  of  the  nation  and  the  world,  we 
find,  upon  analysis,  that  every  problem  is  tied  up  endlessly  with  the 
small  individual  problems  of  persons.  Examples  such  as  wars,  racial 
hatreds,  nationalism  and  even  denominationalism  are  obvious.  Only 
as  individuals — you  and  I — can  we  see  our  own  sins,  pet  peeves  and 
private  prejudices,  and  seek  to  eliminate  them  from  ourselves,  can 
we  help  in  the  solution  of  those  greater  problems  which  are  world- 
wide. When  we  fail  to  see  our  own  sins,  they  continue  to  impede  our 
progress,  and  we  become  a  part  of  the  problem  rather  than  the  solu- 
tion which  Christ  would  have  His  followers  be. 

When  we  blame  Russia  and  Communism  for  most  of  the  ills  of 
the  world,  we  need  to  study  the  picture  at  a  closer  range.  Who  pro- 
voked dissatisfaction  in  the  backward  and  underprivileged  groups? 
Who  sought  to  give  light  to  the  benighted  peoples?  Who  professed 
that  the  abundant  life  was  for  all?  WE  DID!!  Through  missionaries 
and  business  men,  we  have  stirred  the  aspirations  of  many  peoples, 
but  as  they  have  become  awakened,  we  have  become  afraid  and 
blame  communistic  influence.  We  really  propagandize  Russian  ideol- 
ogy. The  Christian  Church  needs  to  capitalize  on  the  wakening  peo- 
ples because  it  was  first  our  idea  of  reform.  Our  attitude  must  be 
positive,  regardless  of  what  some  may  call  similarity  to  communism. 
If  false  ideologies  were  totally  undesirable  and  unreasonable,  with- 
out some  outstanding  appeal  which  meets  the  needs  of  the  people, 
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no  one  would  embrace  such  ideas.  But  because  Communism  has  em- 
braced some  of  the  ideals  of  Christianity,  shall  we  forsake  those  ideals? 
God  forbid!  Revolutionary  periods  are  always  grim  and  frightening; 
but  vision,  compassion,  faith  in  God,  and  an  experience  with  Him, 
always  bring  order  out  of  chaos. 

At  the  Assembly,  as  we  studied  in  several  group  sections  "The 
Christian  Woman's  Responsibility  for  World  Missions"  we  were 
confident  that  every  single  professing  Christian  bears  a  part  of  such 
responsibility. 

With  all  the  false  and  alluring  organizations  which  are  beckoning 
to  us,  dare  we  let  them  be  rivals  of  Christianity?  They  are  rivals  in 
a  sense,  but  when  we  face  the  fact  that  only  Christianity  has  the 
power  that  can  furnish  direction  to  a  troubled  world,  we  contradict 
such  an  assertion.  And  while  Christianity  alone  has  the  pattern,  the 
ultimate  outcome  rests  with  us  who  call  ourselves  Christian.  We  pass 
resolutions,  entertain  recommendations — but  what  happens  when  we 
return  to  our  respective  churches?  Do  we  live  what  we  have  professed? 
There  is  the  need  for  disciplined  lives.  If  the  Christian  gospel  has  the 
power  to  change  individual  lives  from  all  that  they  are  to  all  that 
they  ought  to  be,  then  we  should  not  stop  until  it  reaches  every 
person — not  just  the  periphery  of  our  lives  but  the  very  center  of  our 
living.  It  requires  conviction,  courage,  education  and  discipline. 

If  to  the  world  of  the  future  we  are  to  leave  a  heritage  as  precious 
as  that  which  has  been  our  good  fortune,  we  must  train,  and  dig,  and 
build.  Our  children  and  our  youth  must  have  the  advantages  which 
will  produce  citizens  who  can  face  the  challenge  of  their  own  day. 
Only  as  they  catch  the  fire  of  our  missionary  zeal  can  we  expect  them 
to  carry  the  torch  to  light  the  way  for  still  another  generation. 

These  and  many  other  things  come  within  the  category  of  the  pro- 
gram of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  Through  the  chan- 
nels opened  by  the  groups  which  united  ten  years  ago  and  made 
possible  the  wide  and  varied  services  of  our  great  organization,  we 
may  continue  to  move  forward  toward  the  fulfillment  of  that  prophecy 
when  "the  kingdoms  of  the  world  shall  become  the  kingdom  of  our 
Lord  and  Master."  We  have  moved  forward  in  our  organization  in  a 
way  which  demands  commendation.  We  are  now  closing  our  first 
decade  since  unification.  I  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  1940  our 
conference  sent  for  missions  $42,380.  During  the  past  year  we  have 
sent  almost  three  times  that  much.  Yes,  we  have  made  progress,  which 
should  fill  our  hearts  with  profound  gratitude.  Yet  let  us  ask  our- 
selves, "Have  we  done  our  best?  Have  we  reached  the  goal?"  While 
giving  figures  on  only  the  financial  increase  of  these  ten  years,  there 
are  other  increases  for  which  our  gratitude  goes  to  God,  and  to  every 
departmental  secretary  who  has  so  faithfully  endeavored  to  carry 
forward  the  total  program,  and  to  every  local  member  who  has  given 
of  her  time,  talents  and  service.  May  we  remember  that  every  single 
individual  counts;  that  only  as  we  can  enlist  every  Methodist  woman 
into  our  great  fellowship,  can  we  hope  to  continue  the  rate  of  progress 
we  have  attained.  I  would  not  discourage  anyone:  I  would  not  fail  to 
commend  all  for  the  progress  we  have  made;  but  I  would  remind  all 
tnat  ours  is  a  precious  task.  To  those  who  will  follow  we  must  leave 
a  rich  heritage,  such  as  we  ourselves  have  inherited.  The  world  which 
we  pass  to  them  must  be  a  better  world  than  the  one  we  found.  The 
wells  which  they  find,  the  houses  which  we  build,  and  the  vineyards 
which  we  plant,  must  be  adequate  for  the  needs  of  their  day. 

If  we  would  be  true  to  the  Christ  whom  we  profess,  we  cannot 
rest  on  our  laurels.  We  must  continue  the  upward  climb  toward  a 
service  commensurate  with  His  love  for  us.  And  as  we  enter  upon 
this  second  decade  of  our  great  Methodist  Church  and  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  may  we  all  pledge  anew  our  allegiance 
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to  the  Christ;  reaffirm  our  faith  in  His  way;  and  rededicate  our  lives, 
with  a  deeper  loyalty,  to  the  furtherance  of  His  cause  throughout  the 
world.

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REPORT  OF  PROMOTION  SECRETARY 

This  year,  1950,  marks  the  tenth  anniversary  of  our  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  It  has  been  a  decade  of  advance  in  the 
work  of  the  women  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

In  the  number  of  societies,  we  have  grown  from  a  total  of  459 
in  1940  to  a  total  of  628  in  1950.  In  membership  we  have  increased  in 
number  from  around  19,000  to  27,173. 

During  the  Advance  for  Christ  program,  of  which  we  are  now  in 
the  third  year,  stress  has  been  laid  upon  the  four  goals  of  advance. 
There  has  been  an  excellent  spirit  of  cooperation  and  fellowship 
among  the  local,  district  and  conference  officers. 

While  there  has  been  an  intense  drive  to  organize  every  preach- 
ing point  within  the  bounds  of  our  North  Carolina  Conference,  there 
has  been  no  less  a  drive  in  the  effort  of  study,  because  we  know  that 
only  through  study  can  we  realize  the  scope  and  the  needs  of  the 
work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Let  us  study  the  statistics  for  this  year  as  they  are  listed  below. 
Let  us  resolve  that  we  shall  not  slacken  our  pace  during  this  next 
decade.

RECOMMENDATIONS    FOR    ORGANIZATION    AND    PROMOTION 

1.  Because  the  Promotion  secretary  has  a  special  responsibility  for 
membership,  WE  RECOMMEND:  That  in  the  local  society  she  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  membership  committee,  possibly  its  chairman, 
and  shall  stimulate  the  widest  activity  on  the  part  of  this  committee. 

2.  WE  RECOMMEND:  That  "District  Member"  be  the  term  used  for 
the  individual  member  in  a  church  where  as  yet  it  has  been  impossible 
to  organize  a  society  and  that  the  district  Promotion  secretary  be  re- 
sponsible for  her  cultivation. 

3.  From  our  observation,  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  shows  increasing  strength  everywhere  in  the  grow- 
ing number  of  women  trained  for  leadership  within  its  ranks.  Be- 
lieving this  to  be  vital  to  the  growth  of  an  organization  based  on 
consecrated  volunteer  service,  WE  RECOMMEND:  That  attention  be 
given  to  the  following  points  at  which  added  opportunity  for  develop- 
ment may  be  given: 

(a)  Insofar   as    possible,    distribution    of   offices    so    that   no    one 
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woman  will  be  asked  to  serve  in  district  and  conference,  or  conference 
and  Jurisdiction  officiary  at  the  same  time. 

(b)  In  a  studied  plan  of  rotation  in  office  on  both  conference  and 
district  levels  so  that  new  women  may  be  steadily  brought  into  the 
official  group.  Since  local  conditions  vary,  we  believe  that  such  study 
as  to  the  possible  limits  of  tenure  is  best  made  by  the  groups  concerned. 

4.  WE  RECOMMEND:  That  attention  be  called  to  the  new  program 
booklet  prepared  particularly  for  newly  organized  societies  but  which 
should  prove  of  value  also  to  established  societies;  and  that  attention 
be  called  to  the  plan  for  circle  programs  now  being  promoted  through 
The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook. 

5.  WE  RECOMMEND: 

(a)  That  in  promoting  the  Advance  Program  the  emphasis  for  the 
year  1950-51  be  to  Lengthen  and  Strengthen. 

(b)  That  to  this  end  the  verse  from  Isaiah  54:2  be  used  as  the  ex- 
pression of  our  aim:  "Enlarge  the  place  of  thy  tent  .  .  .  lengthen  thy 
cords  and  strengthen  thy  stakes." 

(c)  That  emphasis  be  placed  on  evaluating  the  work  locally, 
strengthening  what  has  been  accomplished  toward  the  reaching  of  the 
four  goals  of  Advance,  and  continuing  to  aim  for  increase  in  all  lines 
of  the  work  as  heretofore. 

(d)  That  the  general  policy  of  person-to-person  contact  through 
visitation,  which  has  proven  a  large  element  in  the  success  of  the 
Caravan  project,  be  continued  with  a  different  stress  as  follows: 

(1)  A  plan  for  chain  visitation  be  prepared  by  the  District  Pro- 
motion secretary  whereby  each  society  shall  visit  some  other  society 
or  some  unorganized  church  in  the  course  of  the  year,  preferably 
during  the  early  fall; 

(2)  That  the  verses  from  Isaiah  41:6  and  7  be  used  as  suggestive  for 
the  development  of  this  plan;  "They  helped  every  one  his  neighbor; 
and  every  one  said  to  his  brother,  Be  of  good  courage.  So  the  carpenter 
encouraged  the  goldsmith.  .  .  ."; 

(3)  That  this  plan  be  furthered  by  recognition  of  1950  as  the  Tenth 
Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice, with  appropriate  birthday  features  of  promotional  intent.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  MISSIONARY  EDUCATION 
AND  SERVICE 

The  Advance  Program  has  reached  deeply  into  the  life  and  work 
of  our  women  as  evidenced  by  the  very  best  report  the  department 
of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  has  ever  presented  to  this  con- 
ference. 

First  of  all,  I  wish  to  express  to  the  conference  my  sincere  appre- 
ciation for  the  rich  experiences  that  have  been  mine  since  our  last 
annual  meeting.  The  privilege  of  attending  the  Schools  of  Missions 
and  Christian  Service  at  Lake  Junaluska,  Pfeiffer  College  and  the 
Youth  Center  at  Wrightsville  Beach,  the  Third  Assembly  of  the  Wom- 
an's Division  and  the  Enlarged  Executive  Committee  meeting  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction  held  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  has  been  a  source  of 
inspiration  and  has  added  greatly  to  my  knowledge  of  the  work  of 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Our  conference  School  of  Missions  at  Pfeiffer  College  was  well 
attended.  Our  four  courses,  Japan,  Cooperation  for  a  Christian  Nation, 
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Women  of  Scripture,  and  The  Ecumenical  Church,  were  taught  by  a 
strong  faculty  composed  of  Miss  Katherine  Johnson,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Hub- 
bard, Miss  Sallie  E.  Carroll,  and  Dr.  Margaret  Applegarth.  The  school 
at  Lake  Junaluska  was  successful  from  every  standpoint.  This  being 
the  first  year  of  a  limited  registration  we  had  our  full  representation 
of  twelve  conference  and  district  officers  in  attendance.  The  school  at 
the  Methodist  Youth  Center  in  the  Wilmington  District  proved  most 
helpful  to  the  women  of  that  district.  Mrs.  C.  D.  Barclift,  dean,  and 
all  of  her  coworkers  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  success  of  the 
school. 

Fifteen  Educational  Seminars  held  in  the  fall  of  1949  did  much  to 
give  inspiration  and  information  to  the  women  of  the  conference. 
Again,  the  conference  Study  and  Action  committee  used  district  wom- 
en in  these  seminars,  and  we  were  gratified  with  the  success  of  them. 
This  opportunity  for  leadership  training  is  proving  very  valuable 
among  our  district  women.  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mrs. 
B.  B.  Slaughter,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Jerome  and  a  host  of  other  loyal  women 
for  their  spirit  of  cooperation  and  untiring  efforts  in  helping  to  plan 
and  present  the  programs  for  all  the  seminars.  A  total  of  1,820  women 
attended  the  seminars,  giving  a  total  offering  of  $360.26.  This  offering 
was  placed  in  the  district  treasuries  after  the  expenses  of  the  con- 
ference officers  were  paid. 

The  reporting  has  been  the  very  best  we  have  ever  had  in  this 
department.  Ninety-one  per  cent  of  the  societies  reported  during  the 
year.  The  Elizabeth  City  District  led  with  97%  reporting,  with  the 
Wilmington  District  second  with  95%.  A  total  of  1,834  classes  were 
held,  (see  Interim  Report  for  additional  classes  in  1949)  an  increase  of 
497  over  the  twelve  months  of  1948.  Of  the  above  total  109  were  Wes- 
leyan  Service  Guild  classes.  The  districts  had  a  total  of  195  Jurisdiction 
Recognition  Classes,  an  increase  of  74  over  1948.  Of  the  above  total 
24  classes  were  reported  by  the  Guild.  The  Durham  District  led  with 
53  and  the  Raleigh  District  was  second  with  46.  The  women  are  to  be 
commended  for  this  high  type  of  study  which  they  are  doing,  for  back 
of  it  all  we  know  there  have  been  prayers,  time  and  effort  given  in 
order  to  accomplish  this  record.  With  the  percentage  increases  over 
1948  in  reporting,  classes  held,  societies  studying,  Jurisdiction  Recog- 
nition Classes,  along  with  other  increases,  the  Elizabeth  City  District 
is  again  "The  District  of  the  Year  in  Missionary  Education."  The 
Elizabeth  City  District,  along  with  Mrs.  L.  L.  Gibbs,  the  district  secre- 
tary of  Missionary  Education,  who  worked  untiringly  in  leading  her 
district  to  this  high  honor  are  to  be  commended  for  their  efforts  in 
studying  "to  show  themselves  approved  unto  God,  workmen  that 
needeth  not  to  be  ashamed." 

The  outstanding  Missionary  Project  assumed  during  the  year  was 
the  salary  of  our  new  missionary,  Miss  Ida  Collie,  who  is  now  in  the 
Philippines  and  will  later  go  to  China.  A  total  of  $14,461.65  was  given 
to  our  Home  and  Foreign  Projects. 

During  the  past  year  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  winning  the  Study 
Jewel  was  manifested  in  the  keen  competition  between  the  districts. 
This  was  wholesome  competition  for  the  large  number  of  Jurisdiction 
Recognition  Classes  reported  speaks  well  for  the  type  of  work  that 
was  accomplished.  This  beautiful  jewel,  which  is  indeed  a  "memorial 
forever"  of  the  beautiful  life  that  presented  it  to  this  conference,  is 
presented  to  the  district  that  has  the  largest  percentage  of  societies 
studying  and  reporting  three  classes  during  the  year.  The  spirit  of 
Lillie  Moore  Everett  will  live  on  through  the  years  in  this  Conference 
and  this  Study  Jewel  will  continue  to  be  an  inspiration  to  those  who 
love  the  cause  of  Kingdom  building  through  Missionary  Education.  It 
is  my  privilege  to  present  this  lovely  award  for  the  ninth  consecutive 
year  to  the  Wilmington  District.  Mrs.  L.  D.  Hayman  and  all  the  loyal 
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women  of  that  district  are  to  be  congratulated  for  keeping  their 
standard  of  work  on  such  a  high  level.  Deserving  of  special  recogni- 
tion in  connection  with  this  presentation  is  Mrs.  L.  L.  Gibbs  and  her 
enthusiastic  coworkers  of  the  Elizabeth  City  District.  Only  four  tenths 
cf  one  per  cent  kept  them  from  tying  for  this  honor.  I  feel  sure  that 
never  before  in  the  history  of  the  Jewel  have  the  percentages  been 
so  close.  Below  are  the  district  percentages  according  to  the  standing 
of  each  district:  Wilmington  82.0;  Elizabeth  City  81.6;  Rocky  Mount 
69.2;  Durham  68.3;  Raleigh  67.0;  New  Bern  65.8;  Fayetteville  45.3. 

I  cannot  present  to  this  conference  this  report  without  feeling  in 
my  heart  a  deep  sense  of  love  and  gratitude  for  my  loyal  and  devoted 
coworkers;  namely,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Mosier,  Mrs.  L.  L.  Gibbs,  Mrs.  H.  W. 
Doub,  Mrs.  Carl  Herrington,  Mrs.  H.  C.  Turlington,  Mrs.  D.  L.  Wheeler 
and  Mrs.  L.  D.  Hayman.  Thy  have  worked  long  and  hard  to  make  this 
report  possible. 

As  we  go  forward  into  the  work  of  a  new  year  it  is  with  a  joy 
in  our  hearts  for  the  opportunities  of  study  and  service  during  the 
past  year,  and  a  prayer  in  our  hearts  for  a  deeper  faith  and  enlarged 
vision  that  we  may  Advance  in  our  efforts  at  Kingdom  building.

RECOMMENDATIONS   FOR   MISSIONARY   EDUCATION 
AND  SERVICE 

As  we  consider  plans  for  our  Advance  in  Missionary  Education  we 
recommend: 

1— LEADERSHIP 

a.  A  10%  increase  in  the  number  attending  the  School  of  Missions 
end  Christian  Service  to  be  held  at  Greensboro  College,  September 
3-8,  1950. 

b.  That  at  last  two  representatives  from  the  conference  prepare 
to  teach  the  accredited  course,  The  Work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service. 

c.  A  greater  use  of  district  leadership. 

d.  That  each  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  take 
advantage  of  evexw  opportunity  that  is  available  to  her  for  training. 

e.  A  close  cooperation  with  the  secretary  of  the  Status  of  Women 
to  discover  leadership  in  the  local  church. 

2— EDUCATION 

a.  That  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  assume  her  part  of 
the  responsibility  as  a  member  of  the  Program  committee. 

b.  Closer  cooperation  with  the  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publi- 
cations on  the  conference,  district  and  local  level  that  the  women  may 
know  what  is  available    and  make  good  use  of  it. 

c.  That  the  district  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  send  a  copy 
of  all  her  promotional  materials  to  all  district  and  conference  officers 
within  her  district,  and  to  the  conference  secretary  of  Missionary 
Education. 

d.  That  the  following  Approved  Studies  be  used: 

(1)  Text,  Near  East  Panorama,  by  Wysner,  price  $1.00. 

(2)  Text,  We  Seek  Him  Together,  by  Hardie,  price  $.60. 

(3)  Text,  The  Christian's  Vocation,  by  Oxnam,  price  $.60. 

(4)  Text,  Rural  Prospect,  by  Rich,  price  $1.00. 

e.  That  the  Church-wide  study  be  given  the  full  support  of  the 
women,  though  it  is  not  an  approved  study  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service. 

f.  That  the  conference  Study  and  Action  Committee  give  careful 
direction  to  the  planning  of  the  Educational  Seminars. 

3— REPORTING 

a.  That  each  district  strive  for  a  10%  increase  in  reporting  in  1950- 
1951. 

b.  That  each  society  and  guild  report  EACH  quarter. 

c.  That  each  local  secretary  be  very  careful  to  answer  each  question 
on  her  report  blank. 
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d.  That  each  local  secretary  report  at  the  end  of  August,  November. 
February  and  May. 

4— MISSIONARY  PROJECTS 

a.  That  each  local  society  consider  the  possibility  of  taking  a  mis- 
sionary project  in  the  Home  Field  or  in  one  of  the  following  Foreign 
Fields:  Africa,  Cuba,  Uruguay,  Poland,  India,  Japan  or  Korea. 

b.  That  when  a  missionary  project  is  desired  the  local  society  con- 
tact the  conference  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  who  in  turn  will 
assign  a  project. 

5— WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 

a.  That  we  cooperate  in  every  way  possible  with  the  Guild  in  the 
program  of  Missionary  Education. 

b.  That  we  encourage  the  local  Guilds  to  report  all  classes  held, 
both  jurisdiction  classes  and  others.

REPORT   OF    SECRETARY   OF   CHRISTIAN    SOCIAL   RELATIONS 
AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

I  am  proud  to  present  the  report  of  the  work  accomplished  by  the 
local  societies  under  the  leadership  of  the  seven  district  secretaries 
of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

As  the  reports  have  come  in  during  the  year,  they  have  shown 
that  our  women  are  conscious  of  the  needs,  both  spiritual  and  physical, 
of  their  fellowmen  and  are  doing  something  to  better  these  conditions. 

This  year  we  have  spent  $102,406.95  on  Christian  work,  both  home 
and  foreign.  The  societies  have  spent  money  for  relief  at  home  by 
helping  those  who  are  in  need  of  aid  regardless  of  race  or  creed.  They 
have  given  their  services  as  well  as  their  money  to  the  various  drives 
that  serve  their  fellowmen,  such  as  the  Red  Cross,  Cancer  Control, 
Tuberculosis,  Crippled  Children,  March  of  Dimes,  Heart  Fund,  W.  C. 
T.  U.,  and  Community  Chest.  The  foreign  relief  included  packages 
sent  overseas,  as  well  as  contributions  through  CARE  and  CROP,  and 
other  agencies. 

The  continued  study  of  alcoholic  beverages  shows  that  we  are 
still  getting  results.  Wine  and  beer  have  been  voted  out  of  some 
counties  this  year  as  well  as  last.  Some  societies  have  joined  with 
other  organizations  in  their  communities  to  arouse  voice  and  vote 
against  legalized  gambling. 

Inter-racial  work,  which  is  another  section  of  our  department,  is 
moving  on  slowly  but  steadily.  Relief  work  has  been  done  for  the 
Indians  and  Negroes  in  our  section  of  the  state.  Scholarships  have  been 
given  for  the  Negro  Leadership  School  in  Winston-Salem  and  Spillman 
College  in  Alabama.  Letters  have  been  written  about  our  national 
Indian  situation.  And  letters  were  written  to  our  state  election  board 
asking  that  discrimination  against  Negroes  attempting  to  register  be 
eliminated. 

Many  types  of  international  work  have  been  reported  this  year. 
Students  from  other  countries  who  are  in  our  state  have  been  invited 
into  our  homes.  Those  needing  financial  aid  have  been  helped.  Also 
scholarships  have  been  given  to  students  in  schools  of  other  countries. 
Children  of  other  lands  are  being  supported  by  many  societies. 

Legislation  is  one  of  the  most  important  phases  of  our  work.  Next 
year  it  is  to  be  one  of  our  major  projects  with  emphasis  on  registration 
of  every  Methodist  woman.  Every  Methodist  woman  an  informed 
Christian  voter  would  mean  much  in  the  efforts  to  help  conditions  both 
at  home  and  overseas.  Letters  have  been  written  by  our  societies  to  our 
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slate  and  national  representatives  asking  for  specific  action  on  many 
bills. 

The  reports  of  the  work  that  is  being  done  in  the  home  churches 
show  that  our  societies  have  continued  to  show  interest  in  all  phases  of 
the  church.  They  are  cooperating  with  their  pastor  and  church  school 
superintendent  as  well  as  with  the  other  churches  in  their  community. 
They  are  continuing  their  help  with  the  upkeep  of  their  church  and 
parsonage. 

This  year  our  conference  has  had  a  key  project.  This  is  a  project 
built  around  a  community  need  in  order  to  demonstrate  techniques 
of  getting  all  societies  to  work  on  a  common  problem.  The  project 
chosen  this  year  is  the  Bethany  church,  a  mission  church  in  a  settle- 
ment of  Portuguese  people.  This  settlement  is  in  the  Rocky  Mount 
District.  The  pastor  of  the  Spring  Church-Garysburg  charge  has  been 
giving  them  a  service.  These  people  are  not  accepted  socially  because 
of  rumored  mixed  blood.  The  church  is  rundown,  and  the  road  leading 
to  it  is  almost  impassable.  The  school  of  only  seven  grades  is  also  in  a 
very  bad  condition. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Henry  W.  Maddrey,  Promotion  secretary 
of  the  Rocky  Mount  District,  and  the  neighboring  societies,  much  has 
already  been  accomplished.  A  Sunday  school  has  been  organized 
with  members  of  neighboring  societies  serving  a  month  as  teachers. 
The  members  of  the  church  appreciate  the  interest  and  help  and  are 
learning  how  to  help  themselves.  They  are  repairing  the  building 
and  opening  the  road. 

With  this  project  as  a  pattern  we  hope  in  the  future  to  have  projects 
in  the  other  districts.  Projects  that  will  be  successful  due  to  the  united 
efforts  of  the  Woman's  Society  members.

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS 
AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

World  peace,  freedom,  and  justice  for  all  mankind  are  not  achieved 
by  apathetic,  indifferent  Christians.  Conflicts  in  ideology  are  not 
resolved  by  failure  to  face  controversial  issues.  Community  practices 
are  not  changed  by  worshippers  of  tradition — born  too  late!  Good 
laws  are  not  enacted  and  enforced  by  citizens  who  fail  to  vote.  The 
right  to  food,  a  home  and  a  good  life  will  not  be  guaranteed  the  chil- 
dren of  the  world  by  a  society  geared  to  materialism  and  personal 
profit.  The  United  Nations  will  not  be  strengthened  by  people  with  no 
knowledge  of  its  achievements  nor  of  the  issues  confronting  it.  The 
Kingdom  of  God  cannot  come  on  earth  unless  Christians  and  Christian 
congregations  live  "according  to  the  power  that  worketh  in  us," 
demonstrating  God's  purpose  for  His  world  (From  Recommendations 
of  the  Dept.,  December  3,  1949.) 

In  this  spirit  and  for  this  purpose  we  bring  these  recommendations: 

I.  Recommendations  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Rela- 
tions and  Local  Church  Activities  of  the  Woman's  Division: 

1.  We  urge  wholehearted  support  of  the  program  of  the  Woman's 
Division  with  each  conference  and  district  secretary  planning  imple- 
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mentation  for  specific  points  in  a  way  which  will  make  them  most 
applicable  to  her  area. 

2.  We  recommend  full  participation  in  the  National  Citizens'  Roll 
Call  of  Methodist  Women  with  the  hope  that  every  eligible  woman 
in  this  conference  may  become  an  informed,  voting  citizen.  Coopera- 
tion with  the  secretary  of  the  Status  of  Women  should  be  sought  in 
this  effort.  Among  the  activities  which  should  follow  this  initial  effort 
are: 

a.  Informative  discussions  of  issues  involved  in  the  forthcoming 
local,  state  and  national  elections. 

b.  Efforts  to  tr3in  Methodist  Youth  to  be  intelligent  citizens 
through  such  means  as  recognition  day  for  those  coming  of  age,  train- 
ing classes  on  current  political  issues,  support  of  Christian  Citizenship 
Seminar  for  Students.  (See  Methodist  Woman,  February,  1950,  p.  31.) 

II.  Mid-Century  White  House  Conference  on  Children  and  Youth: 

It  is  recommended  that  conference,  district,  and  local  secretaries 
make  plans  so  that  maximum  benefit  can  be  received  from  the  prepara- 
tion for  and  findings  of  the  White  House  Conference.  It  could  well 
serve  as  the  central  point  from  which  the  entire  program  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  could  stem.  In  order  to  make  this  more  meaningful, 
it  is  recommended  that: 

1.  The  secretary  of  Children's  Work  be  on  the  Standing  committee 
of  CSR  and  LCA  in  conference,  district,  and  local  society. 

2.  Secretaries  on  various  levels  ascertain  from  their  state  governor 
plans  which  are  being  made  in  preparation  for  the  White  House 
Conference  and  ways  in  which  they  may  participate. 

3.  Local  secretaries  initiate  the  study  of  the  findings  of  the  Protes- 
tant Conference  on  Child  Welfare  and  cooperate  with  other  church 
groups  in  the  promotion  of  plans  to  study  the  needs  of  all  children  and 
youth  in  their  communities. 

4.  An  immediate  aid  to  all  children  in  our  local  communities  is  to 
be  found  in  Federal  Aid  to  Education.  Secretaries  should  inform  them- 
selves on  the  issues  involved,  and  write  members  of  Congress  concern- 
ing their  convictions. 

III.  Human  Rights: 

1.  It  is  recommended  that  every  local  society  sometime  during  the 
year  study  the  International  Declaration  of  Human  Rights  and  ex- 
press to  members  of  Congress  opinions  concerning  a  Covenant  on 
Human  Rights. 

2.  Following  this  it  is  suggested  that  the  rights  of  all  peoples  in 
local  communities  be  examined  in  the  light  of  the  International 
Declaration  with  the  resolution  that  local  societies  will  work  for 
the  establishment  of  basic  human  rights. 

3.  It  is  recommended  that  in  1950  we  give  specific  attention  to  the 
status  of  and  needs  of  migrant  workers  in  our  state. 

4.  The  above  recommendation  should  in  no  way  lessen  our  obliga- 
tions to  work  for  human  rights  of  people  in  our  territorial  possessions 
and  minority  groups  within  our  midst. 

IV.  The  United  Nations: 

It  is  recommended  that  all  secretaries  acquaint  themselves  with 
suggestions  concerning  the  United  Nations  given  by  the  department 
and  plan  some  specific  action  stemming  from  them  during  the  year. 

V.  The  Program  of  Alcohol  Education: 

It  is  recommended  that  all  secretaries  acquaint  themselves  with 
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suggestions  concerning  Alcohol  Education  given  by  the  Department 
and  plan  some  specific  action  stemming  from  this  during  the  year 

VI.  It  is  recommended  that  the  following  be  included  among  local 
church  activities  during  the  year: 

1.  Examine  opportunities  within  our  churches  for  older  members 
to  enjoy  a  full,  useful — if  restricted — life,  and  make  specific  plans  for 
them  to  have  direct  contact  with  church  activities. 

2.  Work  definitely  toward  having  local  church  parsonages  meet 
the  housing  standards  of  the  community. 

VII.  The  program  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities  is  worthy  of  our  finest  effort.  It  is  essential  that  persons 
responsible  for  its  promotion  be  prepared  to  carry  out  this  task.  To 
aid  in  accomplishing  this,  it  is  recommended  that: 

1.  District  secretaries  make  specific  plans  to  have  The  Methodist 
Woman  and  World  Outlook  in  the  hands  of  every  secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Relations. 

2.  When  it  is  possible,  have  the  free  literature  of  the  Department,  as 
well  as  the  Handbook,  sent  to  new  secretaries. 

3.  Items  from  the  Washington  Newsletter  and  all  communications 
from  the  Department  be  sent  to  all  persons  who  will  act  upon  sugges- 
tions. 

4.  That  conference  make  available  for  conference,  district,  and 
Guild  secretaries  memberships  in  the  Southern  Regional  Council  in 
order  that  there  may  be  available  to  them  detailed  information  on 
matters  within  our  own  region. 

5.  District  and  local  secretaries  attend  at  least  one  training  project 
each  year. 

6.  That  we  continue  our  Key  District  Project  which  is  built  around 
a  community  need  in  order  to  demonstrate  techniques  of  getting  all 
societies  to  work  on  a  common  problem.  This  will  look  forward  to 
having  some  social  action  meeting  in  each  district  this  quadrennium. 

7.  That  district  secretaries  review  periodically  the  Goals  of  the 
Advance  with  the  local  secretaries  to  ascertain  how  we  are  measuring 
up  to  their  challenge.

REPORT  OF   SECRETARY  OF  WESLEYAN   SERVICE   GUILD 

"Of  the  Past— Mindful;  to  the  Present— Faithful;  for  the  Future- 
Hopeful."  So  well  these  words  reflect  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

The  Advance  Program  has  definitely  been  our  guiding  factor  during 
the  past  year.  Through  its  program  we  have  added  new  members, 
gained  new  units,  increased  our  studying  and  increased  our  giving. 
However,  we  feel  our  most  important  accomplishment  is  our  growth 
in  understanding.  The  realization  that  two  groups  of  women — the 
homemaker  in  the  Woman's  Society,  the  gainfully  employed  in  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild — each  working  with  the  same  common  con- 
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cern,  which  brings  together  the  women  of  Methodism  into  an  insepar- 
able ONE.  We  are  most  grateful  for  the  support  and  love  of  our  Wom- 
an's Society  of  Christian  Service  conference  officers,  who  have  done 
all  in  their  power  to  bring  about  understanding,  and  who  have  in- 
cluded the  Guild  in  every  phase  of  their  planning.  These  women  look 
toward  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  as  a  very  definite  part,  and  should 
we  fail,  then  there  would  be  a  great  gap  in  the  woman's  work  in  the 
North  Carolina  Conference.  This,  indeed,  has  been  a  great  challenge! 
But,  we  may  go  even  further — back  where  all  action  begins — to  the 
local  Woman's  Society,  to  the  local  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  You,  our 
Big  Sisters,  have  become  more  concerned  about  our  welfare;  have 
aided  in  the  organization  of  new  units;  and  have  been  most  generous  in 
giving  your  time  and  talents  in  an  effort  to  strengthen  our  present 
units.  Our  gainfully  employed  women  likewise  have  thrived  on 
understanding.  Through  understanding  we  have  found  greater  oppor- 
tunities to  serve  and  have  gained  a  wider  vision  of  the  entire  program 
of  our  woman's  work. 

A  look  at  our  reports  for  the  past  year  reveals  devotion  to  the  re- 
sponsibility that  is  ours.  We  realize  that  real  progress  can  only  result 
through  education.  Thus,  some  most  outstanding  study  classes  have 
been  conducted;  a  definite  improvement  has  been  made  in  monthly 
programs,  and  Guild  projects  have  been  more  thoroughly  presented, 
bringing  about  a  clearer  picture  of  our  overall  program.  Our  statistical 
record  shows  67  Guild  units;  approximately  2,380  members. 

The  financial  report  reveals  faithfulness,  reveals  enthusiasm.  Our 
Mission  Pledge  made  last  year  at  your  conference  of  $10,000  was  an 
increase  of  $2,000  over  the  previous  year.  On  this  pledge  was  paid 
$10,878.46.  The  previous  year  $405  was  given  in  Life  Memberships; 
this  past  year  $1,280.  Likewise,  our  Cash  for  Supplies,  Week  of  Prayer 
and  other  contributions  have  increased.  We  definitely  ARE  a  progres- 
sive group!  Again  this  year  we  shall  increase  our  Mission  Pledge,  and 
we  have  faith  to  believe  that  again  this  year  we  will  meet  this  pledge. 

Guilders  throughout  the  conference  are  looking  forward  to  the 
Sixth  Annual  Week-end  Guild  Conference,  which  convenes  June 
24-25  at  Duke  Memorial  Church,  Durham,  with  the  Durham  District  as 
hostess.  We  feel  most  fortunate  in  having  Mrs.  E.  U.  Robinson  as 
guest  speaker  on  Saturday  evening.  To  each  of  you,  we  extend  a  most 
cordial  invitation  to  share  with  us  in  our  week-end  of  inspiration  and 
fellowship.  "The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  dedicates  its  1950  program  to  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood,  who 
is  never  too  busy  to  respond  to  our  calls  for  help.  Whose  life  and 
loyalty  are  a  constant  challenge  to  us  in  our  Christian  service."  We, 
too,  are  looking  forward  to  our  Institute  of  Missions,  which  follows 
the  School  of  Missions,  at  Greensboro  College,  September  8-10. 

It  was  my  high  privilege  to  attend  the  Third  Quadrennial  Guild 
Week-end  which  followed  the  Assembly  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  April 
21-23.  This  alone  revealed  high  hopes  for  the  future.  The 
overall  theme  of  the  Assembly,  "Christian  Faith  for  a  World  in 
Revolution,"  was  made  pertinent  to  Guild  members  by  emphasis  on 
"Christian  Faith  in  Vocation."  It  was  a  thrilling  moment  on  Saturday 
night  when  Miss  Marion  Lela  Norris  was  called  to  the  platform  and 
was  told  for  the  first  time  of  the  Marion  Lela  Norris  Scholarship  Fund 
that  had  been  established  in  her  honor  at  National  College  for  Chris- 
tian Workers  and  at  Scarritt  College,  by  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 
The  originial  plan  was  to  procure  $1,000  for  two  $500  scholarships; 
however,  the  response  was  so  great  that  the  last  report  revealed  $10,500 
had  been  received  by  the  Division  treasurer.  It  was  really  wonderful 
to  see  the  results  of  our  small  gifts — "the  adding  up  of  working  to- 
gether." 
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As  we  stand  on  the  threshold  of  a  new  year  with  hands  clasped — 
the  Woman's  Society  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  we  have  every 
reason  to  be  hopeful.  The  world  needs  demonstrators  of  Christian 
life — what  a  great  ooportunity  for  us!

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 

WE  RECOMMEND: 

1.  That  since  gainfully  employed  women  are  in  our  midst  in  great 
numbers,  that  the  subject  of  membership  be  made  so  paramount  that 
the  goal  of  "every  one  win  one"  shall  become  a  personal  matter  in 
the  thinking  of  every  Guild  member. 

2.  That  we  make  "Recruitment  of  Personnel"  a  major  emphasis 
by  challenging  those  prepared  women  within  our  present  membership 
who  could  and  would  answer  the  Church's  urgent  call  for  full-time 
Christian  Service,  realizing  that  if  we  do  this  we  shall  need  to  be 
in  earnest  and  continual  prayer  for  the  guidance  of  our  Heavenly 
Father. 

3.  That  we  strive  to  create  a  greater  awareness  of  the  ever-increas- 
ing need  of  our  mission  giving,  because  of 

a.  the  increasing  missionary  personnel, 

b.  the  increased  living  cost  of  our  missionaries. 

4.  That  greater  emphasis  be  made  concerning  subscriptions  to  The 
Methodist  Woman  and  that  it  become  a  MUST  for  EVERY  OFFICER 
to  be  a  subscriber. 

5.  That  each  Guild  unit  have  at  least  one  Study  Course  which  meets 
the  requirements  for  Jurisdiction  recognition. 

6.  That  every  Guild  be  represented  at  the  Institute  of  Missions  at 
Greensboro  College,  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  September  8-10. 

7.  That  as  a  special  project  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  the  Guild  support  the  National  Citizen's  Roll  Call. 
Its  three  goals  are: 

a.  Every  Methodist  Woman  registered  for  the  1951  elections, 

b.  Every  local  Guild  working  on  some  community,  state  or 
national  issue, 

c.  Every  local  Guild  studying  the  issues  in  the  1951  election. 

8.  That  the  officers  of  the  Guild  seek  to  acquaint  themselves  with 
the  total  program  of  our  woman's  work,  realizing  that  WE  ARE  a  part 
of  the  total  program. 

9.  In  order  to  create  more  interest  in  Supply  Work,  that  we 
acquaint  our  members  more  thoroughly  with  the  needs,  and  that  we 
continue  placing  emphasis  on  Aldersgate,  our  special  project  for 
the  quadrennium. 

10.  That  spiritual  emphasis  be  made  in  all  of  our  efforts  as  an 
undergirding  for  a  greater  zeal  for  missions.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  STUDENT  WORK 

One  thousand  new  volunteers  for  full-time  Christian  service  during 
this  quadrennium,  to  help  meet  the  pressing  needs  of  the  world. 

This  is  our  goal  for  Student  Work  in  the  great  "Advance  for  Christ 
and  His  Church."  It  was  suggested  by  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Student  Work  of  the  Woman's  Division  that  W.S.C.S.  has  a  new 
meaning— Wanted  Students  for  Christian  Service.  With  30,000  Student 
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secretaries  feeling  that  they  must  have  a  part  in  the  Advance  program 
and  recognizing  their  responsibility  we  will  go  forward  in  faith. 

The  progress  in  Student  Work  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference  is 
due  to  the  efforts  and  fine  promotional  work  of  the  district  secretaries. 
We  have  gained  49  local  secretaries  of  Student  Work  in  the  past  year. 
At  the  end  of  the  third  quarter  we  were  second  in  the  Jurisdiction  in 
the  number  of  student  secretaries.  Western  North  Carolina  Conference 
reported  474  secretaries  with  235  reporting  and  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  reported  459  secretaries  with  356  reporting  which  is  a  per- 
centage of  75.  On  June  1,  1949,  we  reported  425  secretaries  of  Student 
Work  with  293  reporting. 

In  the  observing  of  Student  Recognition  Day  we  are  third  in  the 
Jurisdiction.  Virginia  Conference  led  with  110,  Florida  second  with 
108,  and  North  Carolina  third  with  107. 

I  wish  we  could  report  a  committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  in 
every  local  church.  Our  By-Laws  read: 

"The  Missionary  Personnel  Committee  in  the  local  church  shall  be 
composed  of  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work  who  shall  be  designated  as 
chairman,  the  secretary  of  Student  Work,  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  the  president  and  the  local  pastor.  It  shall  create  an 
interest  in  the  need  for  missionaries  and  deaconesses  and  present  in- 
formation concerning  qualifications  and  procedures." 

If  this  were  a  reality  I  believe  that  our  task  as  Student  secretaries 
would  become  a  joy  in  trying  to  achieve  our  goal  in  the  Advance  Pro- 
gram. You  can  help  this  committee  to  function. 

The  revised  Handbook  for  Secretaries  of  Student  Work  is  off  the 
press.  When  we  study  this  handbook,  read  the  student  page  in  The 
Methodist  Woman  and  watch  the  back  page  of  The  Methodist  Woman 
for  listing  of  new  materials,  we  can  become  a  secretary  who  is  a 
"Traveler's  Aid,"  a  friend  helping  students  to  find  the  way  to  Chris- 
tian living. 

Many  local  societies  and  youth  groups  have  used  foreign  students 
on  programs.  They  have  visited  in  homes  and  have  been  entertained 
by  church  people.  A  student  from  India  wrote  the  following  note  to 
a  local  secretary,  "I  was  much  impressed  by  your  friendly  behavior, 
and  who  knows  that  this  light  may  some  day  reflect  through  me. 
before  the  millions  behind  me,  and  open  a  way  of  success  to  them." 
This  is  a  challenge  to  each  society  to  contact  "Students  from  Other 
Lands"  in  our  colleges. 

Let's  use  Student  Introduction  Cards!  It  is  important  that  the  blue 
cards  arrive  on  the  college  campuses  before  the  students  arrive.  Chan- 
nel these  cards  through  your  district  secretaries  of  Student  Work  to 
the  directors  of  Student  Work  on  the  college  campuses.  The  district 
secretaries  have  mailing  lists  of  Student  directors. 

The  National  Student  Conference  held  in  Urbana,  Illinois,  Decem- 
ber 27,  1949-January  1,  1950,  was  attended  by  84  North  Carolina  stu- 
dents. This  delegation,  being  second  to  Texas,  brought  back  to  the 
campuses  of  North  Carolina  the  realization  of  the  power  of  God  and 
His  redeeming  love  for  all  men. 

The  North  Carolina  Methodist  Student  Conference  met  in  Greens- 
boro, in  February  with  the  theme,  "The  Christian  Faith  and  the 
Campus  Mind."  A  report  of  the  Cuba  Work  Camp  was  given  by  Miss 
Charmione  Rose,  a  student  attending  High  Point  College.  The  Council 
of  the  North  Carolina  Student  Movement  has  appointed  four  students 
to  promote  Concern,  Power  and  Motive. 

The  first  Ecumenical  Student  Conference  in  North  Carolina  was 
held  in  February  at  the  Methodist  Church  in  Chapel  Hill,  with  300 
students  in  attendance.  The  conference  was  held  for  the  purpose  of 
acquainting  students  with  the  Ecumenical  Movement  and  to  give  them 
a  better  understanding  of  their  Christian  duty, 
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The  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  is  sponsoring  a  Youth 
Caravan  to  Germany  this  summer  to  work  with  the  Methodist  youth 
there.  They  sail  June  22  for  Stuttgart  where  they  will  help  to  rebuild 
a  church,  and  reorganize  the  youth  work.  David  L.  Cozart,  Jr.,  of  New 
Bern,  who  was  leader  of  a  group  from  California  to  Germany  in  1948, 
is  the  leader.  Members  were  selected  by  a  Board  from  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church.  The  students  in  this 
group  are  Shirley  Stough,  Meredith  College  student,  member  of  Fair- 
mont Methodist  Church,  Raleigh;  Mary  Howland  Dawson,  Duke  Uni- 
versity student,  member  of  Steele  Street  Methodist  Church,  Sanford; 
Catherine  Wike,  Duke  University  student,  member  of  Centenary 
Methodist  Church,  New  Bern;  Susan  Waller,  Director  of  Youth, 
Owen  Fitzgerald,  student  High  Point  College  and  president  of  North 
Carolina  Conference  M.S.M.,  and  George  Dubose,  pre-med  student 
at  Guilford  College,  members  of  Queen  Street  Methodist  Church, 
Kinston;  Herbert  Waldrop,  Jr.,  of  Duke  Divinity  School,  member  of 
Jarvis  Memorial  Methodist  Church,  Greenville;  Nathaniel  M.  Harri- 
son, Jr.,  Duke  University,  member  of  Wesley  Memorial  Church,  High 
Foint;  and  Rev.  Forrest  D.  Hedden,  pastor  of  Chestnut  Street  Method- 
ist Church,  Lumberton. 

"Looking  Toward  Tomorrow" 

After  attending  the  United  Nations  Seminar,  one  student  wrote  in 
his  report,  "There  won't  be  a  tomorrow  if  something  isn't  done  today." 
Another  student  has  expressed  this  feeling,  "With  increased  under- 
standing in  every  field  of  thought,  study  and  endeavor,  we  need  a  more 
accelerated  increase  in  belief  in  the  Presence  of  God,  in  His  power  and 
in  His  love  which  alone  can  redeem  mankind." 

May  we  as  Student  secretaries  help  students  to  find  God's  purpose  in 
their  lives  and  to  become  dedicated  to  do  His  service  in  the  world. 
"These  are  the  gifts  I  ask 
Of  Thee,  Spirit  serene: 
Strength  for  the  daily  task, 
Courage  to  face  the  road, 

Good  cheer  to  help  me  bear  the  traveler's  load, 
And,  for  the  hours  of  rest  that  come  between, 
An  inward  joy  of  all  things  heard  and  seen."

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RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR   STUDENT  WORK 

The  program  of  Advance  is  based  on  the  need  for  additional  per- 
sonnel. The  success  of  this  program  depends  on  securing  enough  young 
people  to  fill  the  needs  for  Christian  workers  here  and  abroad.  The 
secretary  of  Student  Work  has  a  responsibility  in  this.  It  is  her  oppor- 
tunity to  present  these  needs  to  young  people. 

I.  We  recommend  the  Student  secretaries  present  this  challenge 
through  personal  contacts  with  young  people,  using  the  available  in- 
formation on  Christian  careers  and  vocations,  such  as: 

Methodist  Service  Projects,  1950. 

Christian  Horizons  (Student  Volunteer  Movement,  156  Fifth 
Avenue,  N.  Y.  C). 

Look  at  the  Missionary,  (Friendship  Press)  75c. 
An  Enlistment  Manual  for  Christian  Vocations. 
What  Makes  a  Christian  Vocation?  35c   (John  Oliver  Nelson,  297 
Fourth  Ave.,  New  York,  New  York). 

A  Young  Man's  View  of  the  Ministry,  by  S.  M.  Shoemaker. 

II.  We  recommend  that  every  local  church  elect  a  student  secretary. 
The  office  should  not  be  limited  to  situations  where  there  are  college 
students  at  the  moment.  The  work  of  the  Student  secretary  includes: 

(a)  Encouraging  young  people  to  attend  college, 

(b)  Informing  herself  as  to  Methodist  student  loan  and  scholar- 
ship funds  which  may  be  available, 

(c)  Making  the  society  and  the  church  student-conscious  by  co- 
operating more  closely  with  the  pastor  in  observing  Methodist  Stu- 
dent Day  and  Student  Recognition  Day, 

(d)  Order  material  for  these  two  special  days  from  810  Broadway, 
Nashville  2,  Tenn., 

(e)  Order  revised  Handbook  for  Secretaries  of  Student  Work,  15c, 
(Literature  Headquarters). 

III.  We  recommend  that  student  cards  be  in  the  hands  of  Wesley 
Foundation  leaders  by  July  1,  in  order  that  a  personal  contact  with 
students  can  be  made  before  fall. 

(a)  Send  these  cards  to  your  district  secretary,  filled  with  informa- 
tion, 

(b)  Introduce  your  students  to  the  Youth  Program  on  the  college 
campuses. 

IV.  We  recommend  that  the  local  Student  secretary  in  a  campus 
church  be  a  member  of  the  local  Wesley  Foundation  Board. 

V.  Today,  there  are  28,000  foreign  students  doing  advance  study  in 
this  country.  Their  impression  of  this  country  will  depend  in  large 
measure  on  their  contacts  and  experiences  during  their  stay. 

(a)  We  recommend  the  Student  secretary  use  every  available 
opportunity  to  contact  these  students  and  arrange  for  them  to  visit 
in  Christian  homes, 

(b)  We  recommend  that  local  churches  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  to  entertain  them  and  use  them  in  their  programs  when- 
ever possible, 

(c)  Order  leaflet,  "Our  Students  from  Other  Lands."

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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  YOUTH  WORK 

Looking  over  and  comparing  the  reports  of  this  year  with  the 
past  year,  the  youth  work  is  growing  and  one  feels  encouraged  about 
the  work.  If  I  were  to  list  the  big  achievement  of  the  year  it  would 
be  the  increase  in  adults  working  with  you  as  secretaries  of  Youth 
Work,  counselors,  and  advisers.  The  mission  studies  for  boys  and  girls 
have  more  than  doubled — therefore  their  giving  to  the  Methodist 
Youth  Fund  has  increased  as  they  have  studied  and  learned  the  needs 
of  people  around  the  world. 

Along  with  these  achievements  there  are  always  difficulties.  There 
is  still  the  problem  of  accurate  and  consistent  reporting  and  the  need 
for  more  adult  workers  with  youth. 

During  the  coming  year  our  emphases  should  be  placed  upon 
"The  World  Friendship  Group  of  Girls";  increased  giving  to  needy 
people  at  home  and  abroad  through  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund;  en- 
listing youth  in  full-time  Christian  service  by  presenting  in  a  stronger 
way,  and  in  more  places,  the  fields  that  are  open  to  workers  and  the 
great  need  for  them,  and  by  making  the  Personnel  committee  a  more 
vital  force;  and  the  continuance  of  stressing  the  importance  of  mission- 
ary education  of  youth  at  all  adult  meetings,  especially  the  Seminars. 

Youth  has  a  part  in  the  Advance  program  and  they  are  "Looking 
Toward  Tomorrow"  with  eager  eyes,  hoping  they  "will  have  a  better 
world  in  which  to  live.  Encourage  youth  in  church  work.  They  are 
willing  if  you  will  ask  them  and  give  them  the  chance  to  prove  their 
abilities. 

Youth's  theme  for  this  year  is  "Jesus'  Way — Our  Way  Through 
Faith."  In  the  Methodist  Church  membership  there  are  thousands  of 
youth  seeking  this  personal  faith  and  with  their  courage  and  determin- 
ation to  gain  world  brotherhood,  they  "Look  Toward  Tomorrow."

(a)  A  definite  plan  for  the  use  of  missionary  units  in  youth  curricu- 
lum, appearing  in  the  periodicals,  Lessons  for  Intermediates,  The 
Intermediate  Fellowship,  Highroad,  The  Program  Quarterly,  Christian 
Action; 

(b)  Time  given  for  the  study  of  Missionary  Education  Movement 
materials — once  a  week  for  4  to  6  weeks.  Themes  for  1949-50 — Japan — 
Cooperation  for  a  Christian  Nation.  Themes  for  1950-51 — The  Middle 
East — The  Church  in  Its  Community; 

(c)  A  World  Friendship  Group  of  Girls  wherever  practical  to  be- 
come acquainted  with  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service — You  and  Your  World — a  booklet  of  programs  and  worship 
services,  65c. 

3.  Giving — 

(a)  Every  member  in  every  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  contribu- 
ting to  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund  which  will  be  youth's  main  empha- 
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sis  in  the  Missions  Advance  program.   Methodist  Youth  Fellowship 
groups,  as  such,  should  not  be  approached  with  nor  take  on  specials; 

(b)  Every  member  in  every  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  con- 
tributing to  World  Service  through  the  Fourth  Sunday  offering  and 
through  general  church  benevolences; 

(c)  Every  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  sharing  in  relieving  the 
world's  suffering  by  giving  to  relief  through  Methodist  Committee  for 
Overseas  Relief. 

4.  Personnel — 

(a)  Acquaint  the  finest  and  ablest  youth  with  the  needs  and  the 
opportunities  for  mission  service; 

(b)  Strive  to  make  active  the  Missionary  Personnel  Committee  in 
every  local  church. 

In  order  to  implement  these  goals,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  the  adult  adviser  to  the  Commission  on  Missions  and  World 
Friendship  be  elected  according  to  the  new  plan,  as  follows: 

(a)  The  nominating  committee  of  the  Woman's  Society  shall  con- 
sult with  the  Council  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  before  making 
nominations  for  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work; 

(b)  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  then  be  elected  by  the 
Woman's  Society; 

(c)  Upon  confirmation  by  the  Council  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fel- 
lowship, the  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  be  the  adviser  of  the 
Commission  on  Missions  and  World  Friendship. 

2.  That  after  the  conference  secretary  has  held  a  planning  meeting 
with  the  district  secretaries,  that  the  district  secretaries  have  group 
meetings  with  local  secretaries. 

3.  That  MEM  materials  be  presented  at  conference,  district,  zone 
and  seminar  meetings. 

4.  That  the  Methodist  Youth  Fund  Map  and  Bulletins  be  used  to 
inform  youth  and  to  stimulate  giving. 

5.  That  the  district  secretaries  of  Youth  Work  cooperate  closely 
with  the  district  secretaries  of  Missionary  Personnel  in  channeling 
information  to  local  missionary  personnel  committees. 

6.  That  we  urge  the  use  of  and  assist  in  securing  missionaries  and 
nationals  for  local,  subdistrict  and  conference  youth  meetings  and 
for  camps  and  assemblies.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHILDREN'S  WORK 

"The  road  that  leads  to  Christian  world  brotherhood  is  a  long  one, 
and  leaders  of  boys  and  girls  are  well  aware  that  no  undue  progress 
in  advancing  along  its  path  has  yet  been  made."  These  are  words  from 
Miss  Ruby  Van  Hooser's  report  on  Children's  Work. 

As  we  try  to  present  our  report  picture,  we  are  aware  that  many 
bands  have  helped  to  paint  it.  Filling  in  the  outline  are  district  secre- 
taries of  Children's  Work  who,  with  their  untiring  efforts  and  unselfish 
devotion,  have  challenged  the  children's  leaders  in  our  conference  to 
see  that  children  in  the  church  school  learn  about  and  share  in  the 
world-wide  missionary  work  of  their  church.  To  these  seven  secre- 
taries, I  wish  to  express  my  personal  thanks  and  sincere  appreciation 
for  their  loyal  support:  Mrs.  C.  G.  McCarver,  Mrs.  R.  D.  Wise,  Mrs. 
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Robert  Turner,  Mrs.  Robert  Bame,  Mrs.  James  Auman,  Mrs.  T.  M. 
Maxwell  and  Mrs.  Victor  Venters. 

Of  course,  the  picture  would  be  colorless,  if  it  were  not  for  the 
shades  of  dark  and  bright  colors  which  were  added  by  the  456  local 
secretaries  with  their  many  service  activities.  In  this  report  picture  we 
see  approximately  392  societies  that  have  reported  on  Children's  Work. 
We  cannot  see  the  number  of  children  in  the  picture,  but  we  can  try 
to  visualize  the  several  thousand  present  on  Sunday  morning  or  in 
additional  sessions.  If  an  understanding  observer  could  have  visited 
during  the  first  few  weeks  of  1949,  in  a  number  of  church  schools, 
where  children  under  trained  leadership  were  learning  about  Chris- 
tian adventures  in  China  or  Puerto  Rico,  such  an  observer  would  have 
felt  without  doubt  that  significant  activities  were  taking  place.  Study, 
fellowship,  worship  and  opportunities  for  sharing  in  various  ways 
provided  the  centers  of  interest  in  the  picture  and  gave  the  boys  and 
girls  experiences  that  helped  them  to  realize  that  they  were  all  chil- 
dren of  one  Father  and  members  of  one  world  family. 

As  the  children  took  part  in  a  study  of  China,  they  learned  some- 
thing of  what  the  church  is  attempting  to  do  among  its  people  and 
that  they  could  have  a  part  in  helping  the  missionaries  and  Chinese 
Christian  leaders  carry  on  their  work.  In  addition  to  the  study  of 
China,  children  during  the  past  year  became  familiar  with  some  of  the 
ways  in  which  the  Methodist  Church  is  trying  to  spread  the  Christian 
gospel  among  the  people  of  Puerto  Rico.  Boys  and  girls  learned  that 
the  church,  through  its  program  of  home  missions,  is  ministering  to 
the  people  in  clinics,  playgrounds,  schools  and  church  schools,  and 
they  come  to  think  of  the  children  in  Puerto  Rico  as  neighbors  and 
friends. 

Children  have  shared  in  many  ways  by  sending  gifts  of  money,  food, 
clothing,  as  well  as  Bibles,  hymn  books,  and  other  books;  games  and 
toys  to  China,  Japan,  and  Puerto  Rico,  as  well  as  to  institutions  of  the 
home  field.  In  all  of  these  places  and  in  others  as  well,  Methodist 
children  through  their  prayers  and  gifts  have  shared  in  the  ventures  of 
loving  kindness  and  goodwill  that  the  church  was  attempting  to  carry 
out. 

We  feel  that  we  can  see  some  progress  and  for  this  we  are  grateful. 
The  number  of  local  secretaries  has  increased  in  the  past  two-year 
period  from  415  to  456,  which  shows  that  local  churches  are  becoming 
more  aware  of  the  need  for  workers  with  children.  Through  the  added 
stimulus  of  the  presentation  of  the  missionary  units  at  the  fall  sem- 
inars, greater  interest  has  been  shown  by  workers  with  children  and 
additional  sessions  have  increased  in  number  this  year  from  305  to 
441.  The  regular  offering  that  children  gave  through  the  "Children's 
Service  Fund"  has  helped  to  make  possible  the  on-going  work  of  the 
church  at  home  and  abroad  and  has  amounted  to  approximately  $600. 
The  amount  given  for  supply  work  and  "other  gifts"  was  $640.63.  Long 
is  the  list  of  varied  activities  in  which  children  shared. 

During  the  year  that  is  past  the  devotion  and  untiring  interest 
with  which  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  have  labored  call  us  to 
"Look  Toward  Tomorrow"  and  advance  in  furthering  the  work  of  the 
Methodist  Church  for  children  in  this  conference  and  around  the  world. 
Whatever  contribution  may  have  been  made  to  the  missionary  educa- 
tion of  children  during  these  last  twelve  months  is  due  to  growing  con- 
cern on  the  part  of  secretaries  for  the  well-being  of  every  child,  and  the 
desire  to  serve  the  world's  childhood  in  any  way  that  they  can.  With 
this  ray  of  hope  from  the  past,  we  look  forward  with  confidence  to 
opportunities  that  the  year  of  the  mid-century  may  hold  to  help  chil- 
dren and  their  leaders  in  our  churches  and  communities  to  realize 
their  membership  in  the  one  family  of  God.

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RECOMMENDATIONS   FOR    CHILDREN'S   WORK 

LEADERSHIP— 

Believing  that  the  needs  of  children  are  better  met  by  trained  lead- 
ers, we  recommend: 

(1.)  That  a  list  of  qualifications  for  secretaries  of  Children's  Work 
at  district  level  be  sent  to  district  presidents  for  guidance  in  the  selec- 
tion of  these  officers. 

Believing  also  that  a  special  effort  needs  to  be  made  during  1950-51 
to  secure  better  training  district  and  local  secretaries  of  Children's 
Work,  we  recommend: 

(2.)  That  each  district  and  local  secretary  of  Children's  Work  be 
urged  to  take  advantage  of  at  least  one  opportunity  for  training  each 
year. 

(3.)  That  district  and  local  secretaries  be  urged  to  attend  district 
meetings  for  children's  workers,  and  district  meetings  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service. 

(4.)  That  district  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  offer  training  for 
local  secretaries  of  Children's  Work,  and  when  possible,  provide  work- 
shops in  institutes  with  planning  for  missionary  units  in  cooperation 
with  the  district  director  of  Children's  Work. 

Continuing  to  recognize  that  the  secretary  of  Children's  Work  in 
the  local  church  should  be  a  worker  in  the  children's  division  of  the 
church  school,  we  recommend: 

(5.)  That  the  nominating  committee  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  consult  with  the  Council  of  Children's  Workers  as  to 
a  nominee  for  secretary  of  Children's  Work. 

LITERATURE— 

We  recommend: 

(6.)  That  district  secretaries  in  cooperation  with  the  conference 
secretary  make  careful  and  rapid  plans  to  acquaint  local  secretaries 
with  the  change  in  the  publication  of  the  World  Friendship  Bulletin, 
and  urge  that  they  become  immediate  subscribers  to  The  Methodist 
Woman. 

(7.)  That  the  president  of  the  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  encourage  the  local  secretary  of  Children's  Work  to  use  regu- 
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larly  the  pages  in  The  Methodist  Woman  written  for  the  secretary  of 
Children's  Work. 

Keeping  in  mind  the  objectives  for  Children's  Work  in  the  advanced 
programs  dealing  with  (a)  the  child  in  the  home  and  (b)  the  child  in 
the  church,  we  recommend: 

(8.)  That  the  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  help  to  acquaint 
parents  and  leaders  with  The  Christian  Home. 

COOPERATION  IN  CHILD  WELFARE— 
We  recommend: 

(9.)  That  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  be  encouraged  to  become 
acquainted  with  plans  made  by  state  and  county  committees  in  prep- 
aration for  the  Mid-Century  Conference  for  Children  and  Youth,  at 
the  White  House  in  December,  1950. 

(10.)  That  in  line  with  the  plans  and  program  of  the  Department  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  in  the 
interest  of  a  unified  Protestant  approach  to  child  care,  secretaries  of 
Children's  Work  be  encouraged  to  participate  in  local  groups  which 
study  the  findings  of  the  Protestant  Conference  on  Child  Welfare. 

STUDY  AND  GIVING— 

(11.)  That  the  current  missionary  units  be  used  in  the  local  church 
and  that  attitudes  of  world  friendliness  be  developed,  in  the  children 
of  our  church  by  giving  them  opportunities  to  have  a  part  in  mission- 
ary activities  and  projects. 

(12.)  That  the  local  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  plan  for  addi- 
tional sessions  with  children  and  provide  opportunities  for  them  to 
share  their  gifts  of  money  through  the  Children's  Service  Fund. 

(13.)  That  the  local  secretaries  of  Children's  Work  cooperate  with 
the  Council  of  Children's  Workers  in  the  promotion  of  study  groups  for 
parents  and  teachers.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  SPIRITUAL  LIFE 

Spiritual  growth  is  often  unseen  and  only  the  years  to  come  will 
unfold  the  real  result  of  cultivation  now.  It  is  impossible  to  tabulate 
the  prayers  and  personal  contacts  that  influence  lives,  therefore  our 
report  will  not  be  in  full.  There  are,  however,  certain  tangible  phases 
of  the  work  to  which  we  will  direct  our  attention. 

The  paramount  experience,  perhaps,  was  the  Retreat  at  Pfeiffer 
College  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Margaret  Applegarth.  Those  were 
days  filled  with  inspiration  and  a  deep  seeking  for  truth.  The  district 
Retreat  led  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  gave  new  inspiration  for  spiritual 
living. 

It  was  a  wonderful  privilege  to  go  again  to  Lake  Junaluska  in 
preparation  for  the  work  entrusted  to  us.  There  the  early  morning 
worship  services  in  Lambuth  Hall  Chapel,  led  by  the  various  confer- 
ence secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  in  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction, 
started  the  day  in  a  way  which,  I  am  sure,  was  pleasing  in  His  sight  and 
of  inestimable  value  to  all  who  felt  impelled  to  attend. 

Last  fall,  after  having  attended  the  Schools  of  Missions  at  Pfeiffer 
and  the  Lake,  we  went  out  on  the  Seminars.  The  district  secretaries  of 
the  various  departments  of  each  district  made  a  wonderful  contribution 
toward  helping  the  local  women  realize  that  the  spiritual  life  empha- 
sis is  the  undergirding  power  that  must  permeate  study  and  activity. 

The  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self  Denial  was  widely  observed.  Many 
societies  began  with  the  Quiet  Day  program — some  beginning  in  the 
afternoon,    inviting   the   Wesleyan    Service   Guild   for   the   Sacrificial 
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Meal  in  the  evening  and  to  conduct  the  service  at  which  the  various 
objectives  were  presented. 

There  is  more  interest  being  manifested  in  devotional  reading.  "Our 
Faith"  booklets  have  been  most  beneficial  in  this  phase  of  cultivation. 

The  new  worship  programs  for  circle  use  being  carried  in  "The 
Methodist  Woman"  during  recent  months,  are  meeting  a  real  need. 
"Women  of  Scripture,"  our  Bible  Study,  has  been  enjoyed,  probably, 
as  much  as  any  study  ever  used. 

The  increased  number  of  Bible  Study  classes  being  reported  is  en- 
couraging. Also  the  larger  use  of  the  Prayer  Calendar.  The  new 
Calendar  will  be  available  in  September,  thus  conforming  to  the  pro- 
gram year  of  the  Woman's  Society. 

The  Spiritual  Life  study  for  the  new  year,  1950-51,  "We  Seek  Him 
Together,"  by  Maude  White  Hardie,  will  be  taught  in  the  Jurisdiction 
and  Conference  Schools  of  Missions  this  summer.  This  study  in  the  field 
of  corporate  worship  should  be  most  stimulating. 

The  General  Board  of  Evangelism  has  just  added  a  new  department, 
called  the  Spiritual  Life  Department,  with  a  full-time  secretary. 
Among  his  duties  will  be  the  organization  of  prayer  groups  on  the  local 
church  level  and  the  holding  of  Retreats  for  church  leaders.  This 
Board  in  its  annual  meeting  in  January  stressed  the  need  for  close 
cooperation  between  this  department  of  work  and  the  program  of  Spir- 
itual Life  Cultivation  in  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
We,  too,  are  conscious  of  this  need  for  close  cooperation  with  the  Board 
of  Evangelism  on  the  local  church,  conference  and  jurisdiction  levels. 
This  responsibility  for  helping  people  grow  in  Christian  living  is  too 
great  for  any  one  group  and  is  our  common  task. 

There  is  great  joy  because  the  prayer  groups  are  increasing  in 
number  and  becoming  more  meaningful  as  women  pray  together  not 
only  for  their  own  personal  and  local  church  needs  but  for  the  church 
universal  and  the  program  of  world  missions.  For  months  our  women 
prayed  for  the  Assembly  in  Cleveland. 

The  secretaries  mention  the  ever-enlarging  Fellowship  of  Inter- 
cession enrollment;  and  as  thousands  of  women  pray  daily  for  the 
United  Nations  and  world  peace  they  are  becoming  world  Christians. 

Without  a  doubt  the  greatest  contribution  each  of  us  can  make 
toward  the  realization  of  our  Advance  goals  is  in  this  area  of  definite 
daily  prayer — individually,  as  family  units  and  prayer  groups. 

Our  thanks  and  gratitude  go  to  Mrs.  J.  C.  Burwell,  secretary  of 
Spiritual  Life  Literature,  for  the  excellent  work  she  has  done  in  pre- 
paring and  mailing  to  all  societies  the  "Spiritual  Life  Group  Pro- 
grams." This  is  indeed  a  much  appreciated  service  to  the  conference. 

For  the  joyous,  untiring  and  efficient  service  of  the  district  secre- 
taries of  Spiritual  Life  we  are  deeply  grateful. 

We  are  greatly  encouraged  as  we  face  the  future.  All  is  not  right  in 
the  world,  but  God  is  still  in  His  Heaven  and  under  His  guidance 
we  shall  continue  our  advance,  realizing  that  "His  Kingdom  is  coming."

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RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  SPIRITUAL  LIFE 

Realizing  the  need  for  greater  spiritual  power  in  the  work  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
we  recommend  the  following: 

1.  That  we  continue  to  stress  the  "Prayer  Program"  which  includes: 

(a)  The  Daily  Quiet  Time;  (b)  the  Fellowship  of  Intercession  En- 
rollment;  (c)  the  Small  Prayer  Groups. 

2.  That  we  renew  our  efforts  in  behalf  of  our  Advance  Goals,  which 
are: 

(a)  A  Spiritual  Life  secretary  and  committee  in  every  local  church; 
(b)  Family  worship  in  every  Methodist  home;  (c)  the  observance  of 
the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  in  every  Woman's  Society  and 
Guild;  (d)  a  study  class  in  each  society  and  Guild  using  the  current 
Spiritual  Life  study. 

3.  That  we  urge  continued  emphasis  and  cooperation  with  all 
plans  for  the  Advance  program  of  the  Woman's  Society  and  the  church. 

4.  The  increased  use  of  devotional  books  and  leaflets.  Such  as  "The 
Prayer  Calendar";  "The  Upper  Room";  the  devotional  leaflets  found 
in  the  Spiritual  Life  Packet. 

5.  That  we  call  attention  to  the  inherent  value  in  Retreats  and  urge 
the  use  of  this  means  of  Spiritual  Life  development  in  jurisdiction  and 
conference  meetings. 

6.  That  we  continue  to  work  in  close  cooperation  with  the  pastor 
and  local  church  Board  of  Evangelism.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  LITERATURE  AND  PUBLICATIONS 

Here  we  are  at  the  end  of  another  year's  work — compiling  figures 
and  making  reports.  As  we  cast  a  backward  look  it  seems  that  time 
has  flown  all  too  fast  and  our  visible  accomplishments  are  too  few. 
Nevertheless,  we  have  made  some  progress  in  the  Literature  and 
Publications  Department,  so  far  as  figures  are  concerned  and  our 
rating  in  the  jurisdiction  has  pleased  us  greatly  from  time  to  time. 

Reports:  The  first  three  quarters  of  the  year  we  received  an  orchid 
each  time,  meaning,  "The  Best  Percentage  of  Reports";  one  quarter 
there  was  a  double  orchid — best  percentage  and  best  all-round  report 
— an  eleven  per  cent  increase.  The  fourth  quarter  just  closing  we  are 
unable  at  this  writing  to  say  what  our  standing  will  be  so  we  are 
keeping  our  fingers  crossed  lest  we  keep  our  precedent.  From  74  to 
76  per  cent  of  our  local  societies  have  reported  each  quarter.  Very  good, 
we  feel,  but  our  Master  was  anxious  about  the  one  little  sheep  that 
was  out  of  the  fold,  so  must  we  be  not  satisfied  until  100%  of  the 
societies  are  reporting. 

Secretaries:  We  are  ever  anxious  to  see  our  local  and  district  secre- 
taries become  more  and  more  concerned  about  their  job.  Mrs.  C.  C. 
Long,  our  circulations  manager,  has  this  to  say:  "It  is  increasingly  my 
experience  that  where  a  secretary  in  a  local  society  is  a  vital  and 
interested  person,  the  work  of  her  office  is  stepped  up  100%  and  lit- 
erature really  is  distributed  and  used  in  that  society,  as  well  as  the 
magazines  for  which  she  will  have  a  number  of  subscriptions."  Each 
one  of  us  can  think  of  concrete  examples  where  this  has  been  true.  My 
plea  is,  if  you  know  your  work,  work  it;  if  you  do  not  know  it,  learn  it; 
then  strive  to  serve  your  society,  your  district,  and  your  conference  to 
the  fullest. 
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Magazines:  Over  and  over  again  you  have  heard  about  the  enlarged 
Methodist  Woman  that  we  are  now  getting.  There  are  eight  additional 
pages  each  month  which  make  it  possible  for  The  Methodist  Woman 
to  carry  the  former  World  Friendship  Bulletin,  the  Information  and 
Action  Bulletin,  the  Advance  Clipper,  and  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  Newsletter;  hence,  if  the  respective  secretaries  and  Guild 
members  do  not  subscribe  to  the  magazine  they  will  miss  the  news. 
This  is  distinctively  our  WORK  magazine  and  every  secretary  should 
look  upon  it  as  a  very  necessary  "tool."  For  $2.30  you  can  buy  a  ticket 
around  the  world  to  last  the  whole  year  through  visiting  Homes, 
Mission  Stations,  Hospitals,  and  Schools  in  which  you,  as  a  Methodist 
Woman,  have  a  share.  Why  not  plan  to  travel  each  month  this  year 
through  the  pages  of  these  magazines?  The  September  1950  issue  will 
feature  the  tenth  anniversary  of  The  Methodist  Woman.  Each  con- 
ference has  been  asked  to  enter  a  picture  of  a  "Typical  Methodist 
Woman"  for  the  cover  page  of  that  copy.  Rest  assured  that  our  con- 
ference has  her  entry  in  the  hands  of  the  judges.  Let's  boost  subscrip- 
tions and  find  out  of  whom  that  portrait  is  the  likeness.  All  entries 
will  be  printed  in  the  magazine. 

Awards:  In  the  Advance  program  for  Christ  and  His  Church,  every 
society  has  been  urged  to  increase  its  subscription  lists  to  at  least 
33-1  /3%.  Only  nine  local  secretaries  have  responded  to  that  call  and 
received  the  certificate  of  award,  namely:  Person  Street,  Fayetteville; 
Wake  Forest;  Zion  (Norlina);  Edgerton  Memorial,  Selma;  Bunn;  Rocky 
Mount,  First  Church;  Spring  Hope;  Bethany,  Durham;  and  Calvary, 
Littleton.  We  may  still  get  the  subscriptions,  but  after  September  the 
award  of  Merit  will  be  discontinued. 

World  Outlook:  The  World  Outlook  is  also  necessary  for  us  as  it 
gives  us  the  picture  of  the  work  of  the  general  church.  It  is  therefore 
your  job,  local  secretary,  to  assist  your  pastor  with  the  subscription 
list.  It  was  a  happy  privilege  of  your  conference  secretary  of  Literature 
and  Publications  to  supply  the  Junaluska  Library  with  an  almost 
complete  file  of  this  magazine  beginning  with  1940.

Local — 

We  recommend: 

(1.)  That  the  secretary  assume  her  duty  as  an  active  member  of 
the  Program  committee; 

(2.)  That  the  secretary  familiarize  herself  with  each  piece  of  our 
literature  and  serve  as  a  resource  person  for  officers,  committees,  pro- 
grams, study  courses,  etc.,  and  cooperate  with  the  secretary  of  Mission- 
ary education  and  Service  in  maintaining  a  library  for  the  use  of  the 
local  society; 

(3.)  That  since  the  time  for  securing  the  Certificate  of  Award  for  a 
33%%  increase  in  combination  subscriptions  to  the  Methodist  Wom- 
an and  World  Outlook  expires  September,  1950,  we  set  a  goal  for  1950- 
51,  of  the  new  combination  subscription  each  quarter  in  the  local 
society  or  guild; 

(4.)  That  since  the  material  formerly  sent  free  in  The  Advance 
Clipper,  Information  and  Action  Bulletin,  World  Friendship  Bulletin, 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Newsletter,  etc.,  is  now  being  printed  in  The 
Methodist  Woman,  the  secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications  make 
a  special  effort  to  interest  the  officers  formerly  receiving  these  publi- 
cations in  a  subscription  to  The  Methodist  Woman. 

(5.)  That  since  World  Outlook  now  carries  a  page  with  sugges- 
tions HOW  TO  USE,  the  secretary  follow  these  suggestions  in  her 
society; 

(6.)  That  where  the  secretary  is  not  a  subscriber  to  the  magazines, 
the  society  give  her  a  combination  subscription; 

(7.)  That  in  small  societies  where  it  is  not  possible  to  fill  all  of  the 
offices,  a  certain  officer  be  designated  to  promote  the  literature  and 
magazines  and  report  quarterly  to  the  district  secretary  of  Literature 
and  Publications; 

(8.)  That  all  orders  for  literature  be  channeled  through  the  Secre- 
tary of  Literature  and  Publications. 

General — 

(1.)  That  all  secretaries  familiarize  themselves  with  available 
literature  and  publications  of  the  Woman's  Division  and  the  Joint  Di- 
vision of  Education  and  Cultivation  and  be  ready  to  suggest  the 
perfect  piece  for  every  need  in  conference,  district  or  local  society; 

(2.)  That  all  secretaries  remember  that  the  promotion  of  World 
Outlook  is  also  our  responsibility.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  SUPPLY  WORK 

Another  year  has  passed  and  it  has  found  the  Supply  Work  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  reaching  new  heights,  which  means  the 
love  abounding  in  the  hearts  of  the  women  of  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  has  found  new 
avenues  of  service.  It  is  not  for  us  to  comprehend  the  extent  of  the 
influence  of  this  love,  nor  could  we  evaluate  the  good  done  thereby. 

Paul  said  we  might  give  our  bodies  to  be  burned  and  not  do  it  in 
love,  and  it  would  profit  us  nothing  in  the  sight  of  God.  For  this  reason, 
I  like  to  feel  that  our  Supply  Gifts  are  appreciated  just  a  little  more 
because  they  are  prompted  by  love.  We  must  take  care  of  our  pledge, 
which  represents  the  tithes  Christ  talked  about;  but  we  must  enjoy 
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giving  to  Supply  Work  for  this  represents  the  offerings  given  over  and 
above  the  tithes. 

Rocky  Mount  District  has  led  the  conference  again  this  year  in 
amount  of  both  Valued  and  Cash  Supply  Work  for  both  home  and 
foreign  fields  of  service.  Wilmington  District  took  second  place  again, 
with  Fayetteville  District  close  behind.  As  each  district  has  increased 
its  giving  I'm  sure  each  person  who  participated  has  been  blessed 
spiritually.

Districts  having  a  record  of  Supply  Work  done  every  quarter  and  re- 
ported on  time  for  each  society  will  also  be  awarded  a  certificate. 

It  would  thrill  everyone  of  you  to  read  the  "thank  you's"  which  I 
have  received  from  some  of  our  fields  of  service.  To  bring  it  closer 
to  each  of  us,  I  could  tell  you  of  a  thrill  I  received  when  visiting  Miss 
Chandler  last  year  when  she  found  that  the  Supoly  Gifts  were  making 
it  possible  for  some  renovating  to  be  done  to  the  Methodist  Student 
Center  on  the  campus  of  East  Carolina  Teachers  College.  There  will  be 
greater  joy  for  us  than  we  have  ever  known  if  we  will  love  Christ 
enough  to  care  for  others,  so  we  will  share  with  others  and  thus  help 
prepare  the  others  for  God's  Kingdom! 

May  we  pray: 

Our  Father  without  Thy  Hand  guiding  us,  we  would  not  know  the 
way;  without  Thy  love  inspiring  us,  we  would  not  know  love  for  others 
and  without  Thy  gifts  blessing  us,  we  could  not  live  abundantly,  and 
now  I  pray  that  we  may  emulate  Thee  by  giving  generously  to  Supply 
Work.

RECOMMENDATIONS    FOR    SUPPLY   WORK 

We  recommend: 

(1.)  That  each  Supply  secretary  pray  to  find  God's  will  for  her- 
self and  her  work,  that  the  most  good  may  result  from  her  efforts; 

(2.)  That  the  Methodist  Advance  Program  be  foremost  in  the 
minds  of  those  who  promote  Supply  Work; 
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(3.)  That  the  Supply  Work  be  promoted  as  the  love-gift,  "'over  and 
above  the  pledge"; 

(4.)  That  each  local  secretary  of  Supply  Work  speak  briefly  at  each 
local  meeting  on  the  current  quarter's  Askings — and  that  she  differen- 
tiate, clearly,  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities, 
and  Supply  Work; 

(5.)  That  each  society  in  the  conference  contribute  each  quarter 
to  the  Asking,  exceeding  the  contribution  made  last  year  if  possible, 
and  reporting  on  time  which  will  earn  a  certificate  and  also  help  the 
district  to  attain  the  goal  worthy  of  such  award; 

(6.)  That  Valued  Supply  Work  be  urged,  and  sent  according  to 
specifications; 

(7.)  That  each  Supply  secretary  promote  at  least  one  Sacrificial 
Meal  for  her  society,  and  more  if  convenient — that  this  be  marked 
"Sacrificial  Meal  Offering"  to  our  conference  treasurer; 

(8.)  That  a  stimulation  of  participation  of  the  Wesley  an  Service 
Guild,  the  youth  and  children  in  special  projects  (as  channeled  to 
the  conference  secretary  by  the  local  secretary);  and  that  the  local 
secretary  include  in  her  report  a  record  of  such  gifts; 

(9.)  That  each  Supply  secretary  study  the  new  Supply  Leaflet  and 
Handbook  for  both  the  W.  S.  C.  S.  and  W.  S.  G.  and  that  all  such  in- 
formation be  kept  filed — ready  for  her  successor; 

(10.)  That  all  secretaries  in  this  department  (Supply  Work)  keep 
informed  by  being  a  regular  subscriber  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and 
World  Outlook.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

During  the  pre-Easter  study  of  'Women  of  Scripture,''  which  many 
Status  secretaries  helped  promote,  we  learned  that  the  influence  of 
godly  women  cannot  be  separated  from  the  history  of  the  Jewish 
race  or  of  the  Christian  church.  That  statement  is  true  today,  for  we 
are  making  the  history  of  tomorrow.  Women  are  realizing  their  oppor- 
tunities and  responsibilities  more  each  day.  More  interest  has  been 
shown  in  the  Status  of  Women  Department  during  the  past  year.  Due 
to  the  Advance  program,  wider  service  and  greater  responsibility  has 
been  placed  upon  Status  secretaries.  The  district  and  local  secretaries 
have  accepted  this  increased  program,  believing  that  the  Woman's 
Society  includes  a  field  of  interest  to  every  woman  and  affords  an  out- 
let for  every  talent  which  Christian  women  may  possess. 

In  larger  numbers  Status  secretaries  are  serving  on  Nominating 
committees,  Program  committees  and  Missionary  Personnel  commit- 
tees. Reporting  has  increased  since  the  blanks  are  in  the  Record  and 
Report  Book.  During  these  years  of  our  Advance  program  we  are  mak- 
ing extra  effort  to  increase  our  membership  and  the  activeness  of  our 
women.  Yet  with  all  the  effort,  less  than  50%  of  the  women  of  the 
Methodist  Church  are  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service.  Why  are  not  women  so  interested  in  our  work  that  they  beg  to 
be  taken  in?  The  Status  Department  has  an  answer  to  that  question. 
The  active  Christian  women  of  the  church  are  not  radiating  the  joy 
of  service  in  a  manner  that  makes  the  work  of  the  church  attractive 
and  appealing  to  those  outside. 

Upon  the  suggestion  of  the  Woman's  Division,  a  Human  Rights 
meeting  was  held  in  Durham  for  four  consecutive  Wednesdays.  Your 
conference  Status  secretary  was  privileged  to  attend  these  meetings. 
As  a  substitute,  the  undersigned  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council  and,  through  Status  secretaries  in  both  conferences,  pro- 
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moted  special  legislation.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  has  gained 
several  hundred  new  members  during  the  past  year.  The  extent  to 
which  the  Status  secretaries  have  activated  these  women  is  incalcul- 
able, but  we  know  that  many  of  these  new  members  have  been  led  into 
more  useful  living. 

The  Status  Department  has  made  a  small  effort  to  study  salaries, 
working  conditions  and  security  of  full-time  church  workers.  Hoping 
by  this  knowledge  to  help  make  the  career,  as  a  paid  church  worker, 
more  attractive  to  young  people.  District  Status  secretaries  are  active 
en  Research  committees  and  have  supplied  many  new  officers  for 
existing  vacancies.

Thanks  to  our  district  secretaries,  we  have  115  more  local  secre- 
taries than  last  year,  but  we  will  not  be  content  until  there  is  one  in 
every  society.  Approximately  only  one-half  of  the  secretaries  are  using 
the  Handbook.  Here  is  a  weak  point  in  our  Department,  since  this  is 
the  chief  tool  with  which  to  work.  A  STATUS  HANDBOOK  is  avail- 
able. We  hope  soon  to  have  one  in  the  hands  of  every  local  secretary. 
Another  weak  point  is  in  the  number  of  programs.  Only  45  societies 
reported  having  a  program  on  Status  of  Women.  With  a  total  of  628 
societies  in  the  conference,  this  means  that  583  societies  had  no  Status 
program. 

Status  reports  are  not  a  complete  record  of  the  churches,  but  the 
405  reports  received  indicated  that  about  60  per  cent  of  the  churches 
have  women  on  their  official  boards.  However,  women  represent  less 
than  20  per  cent  of  the  official  board  membership  in  the  churches  of 
our  Conference.

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  STATUS  OF  WOMEN 

Realizing  that  the  churches  have  women  on  their  rolls  who  find 
it  difficult  to  become  a  part  of  the  church,  and  knowing  that  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  has  a  program  broad  enough 
to  include  a  field  of  interest  for  every  woman,  we  recommend: 

Local — 

(1.)  That  each  local  society  elect  a  Status  of  Women  secretary  to 
find  obscure  women  and  place  them  in  positions  of  service; 

(2.)  That  a  Status  committee  be  appointed  to  assist  the  secretary 
in  contacting  all  women  of  the  church.  If  society  has  circles,  appoint  a 
representative  in  each  circle; 

(3.)  That  the  local  secretary  report  quarterly  to  the  district  secre- 
tary and  at  each  meeting  of  the  society; 

(4.)  That  the  local  secretary  serve  on  the  Nominating  committee, 
Program  committee  and  Missionary  Personnel  committee; 
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(5.)  That  the  local  secretary  send  to  the  district  secretary  names 
of  women  who  would  make  efficient  district  or  conference  officers; 

(6.)  That  during  the  year  at  least  one  qualified  woman  be  nom- 
inated to  a  general  board  or  committee  of  the  church; 

(7.)  That  at  least  one  community  project  for  the  improvement  of 
the  status  of  women  be  actively  supported; 

(8.)  That  the  local  society  support  at  least  one  federal  or  state 
piece  of  legislation  for  the  betterment  of  women; 

(9.)  That  each  society  have  at  least  one  program  during  the  year 
devoted  to  Status  of  Women.  Suggested  material  being  the  Church 
Discipline,  "The  Life  and  Work  of  Women  in  the  Church"  and  'Women 
in  American  Church  Life"; 

(10.)  That  the  local  Status  committee  work  with  the  Department  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  on  the  National  Citizens  Roll  Call  of 
Methodist  Women. 

District — 

(1.)  That  the  district  secretary  contact  each  local  secretary  or  local 
society  at  least  once  a  quarter; 

(2.)  That  each  district  secretary  read  and  study  all  available  de- 
partmental literature  and  pass  on  in  condensed  form  to  local  secre- 
taries; 

(3.)That  the  Conference  Status  secretary  and  the  seven  district 
secretaries  meet  for  a  committee  meeting  during  the  year; 

(4.)  That  the  district  secretaries  attend  Mission  School  at  Greens- 
boro College  September  3  to  8,  1950; 

(5.)  That  an  effort  be  made  to  get  ideas  and  views  of  local  com- 
munities on  the  role  of  women  in  the  church  today  and  pass  this  infor- 
mation on  to  the  Commission  on  "Life  and  Work  of  Women  in  the 
Church"  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches; 

(6.)  That  each  district  secretary  send  to  the  conference  Research 
committee  the  names  of  women  who  would  make  efficient  conference 
officers.

REPORT   OF    SECRETARY   OF   MISSIONARY   PERSONNEL 

Missionary  Personnel  is  getting  into  the  thinking  and  planning  of 
our  women  in  the  local  societies.  Although  there  are  still  many  so- 
cieties that  have  not  set  up  the  Personnel  committee,  a  good  deal  of 
progress  has  been  made  this  year  and  young  people  have  been  made 
aware  of  the  fact  that  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  is 
interested  in  them  and  in  their  choice  of  a  career. 

As  local  societies  provide  missionary  literature  for  Interest  groups 
and  Youth  Fellowship  groups;  as  they  use  young  people  in  their 
society  programs;  aid  high  school  girls  and  boys  to  go  to  the  Louisburg 
assemblies  and  other  Youth  conferences;  keep  up  with  their  college 
students;  visit  district  youth  rallies  and  sub-district  meetings  and  act 
as  youth  counselors  and  church  school  teachers;  there  is  being  built 
up  gradually  a  very  beautiful  relationship  which  will  bear  fruit  in  the 
future  in  bringing  new  workers  into  the  field  as  missionaries  and 
home  workers. 

In  the  Advance  goal  of  1,000  new  workers  during  the  quadrennium, 
each  conference  was  asked  to  have  one  candidate  by  June  1949  and 
three  each  succeeding  year.  We  were  very  happy  to  present  to  the 
conference  our  first  missionary  of  the  Advance  last  year  in  Burlington, 
Ida  Collie  of  Raleigh.  She  sailed  for  the  Philippines  early  in  January

of  this  year,  where  she  is  working  at  Mary  Harris  Hospital  in  Manila. 

We  do  not  have  three  to  present  at  this  conference,  but  we  do  have 
the  announcement  that  two  of  our  young  women  have  been  accepted. 
Rosa  Sneeden,  Wilmington,  joined  the  corps  of  workers  at  Moore 
Community  House,  Biloxi,  Miss.,  during  the  year  and  Marion  Burton, 
Bethel,  will  go  to  Latin  America,  as  a  LA-3  sometime  early  in  the  fall. 
Truly  God  is  answering  our  prayers. 

Where  are  our  future  workers?  In  our  local  churches,  the  girls  and 
boys  of  our  own  communities!  Many  of  them  are  earnestly  considering 
Christian  vocations.  They  need  guidance  and  information.  The  women 
of  our  local  societies  have  before  them  the  thrilling  task  of  seeking 
out  these  young  people  and  helping  them  discover  the  work  for 
which  they  are  best  fitted.  There  will  never  come  to  any  Christian 
woman  a  more  challenging  opportunity  for  service  than  this! 

The  local  Personnel  committees  are  asked  to  send  the  names  of 
those  who  are  interested  in  full-time  Christian  service  to  the  district 
secretary  of  Personnel  at  least  twice  a  year,  with  an  informal  letter, 
telling  of  the  activities  of  the  committee. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  conference  committee  on  Personnel  was 
held  in  Raleigh  in  September.  At  that  meting  a  Personnel  leaflet  was 
planned  and  Mrs,  S.  A.  Maxwell,  Raleigh  district  secretary,  was  ap- 
pointed to  get  it  up.  This  leaflet,  with  a  letter  from  Ida  Collie  telling  of 
her  call  to  service  as  its  principal  feature,  and  an  appeal  to  other  young 
people  to  follow  her  example  and  give  their  lives  in  service,  has  been 
widely  circulated  through  the  conference  and  has  received  jurisdic- 
tion recognition.  We  expect  to  follow  this  up  with  other  promotional 
literature,  besides  the  use  of  the  splendid  materials  put  out  by  the 
Joint  Committee  in  New  York.  A  number  of  films,  having  vocational 
value,  have  also  been  used,  and  it  is  hoped  that  many  more  may  be 
used  during  1950-51  in  connection  with  Mission  study  and  at  Sunday 
evening  services  and  young  people's  group  meetings. 

The  committee  was  happy  to  sponsor  a  Negro  student  at  Bennett 
College  in  Greensboro  this  year  by  securing  financial  aid  for  her. 

One  new  district  secretary  has  been  added  to  our  fine  group  of 
secretaries.  Mrs.  C.  M.  Mitchell  of  Havelock  has  been  elected  as  sec- 
retary of  the  New  Bern  District. 

We  are  all  greatly  interested  in  the  Caravan  to  Germany  which  is 
being  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference.  A  number 
of  the  members  of  the  group  expect  to  go  into  full-time  Christian 
service  after  leaving  college,  and  this  experience  will  be  splendid 
training  for  them. 

We  are  told  that  the  short  term  program  will  be  directed  to  Latin 
America  in  1950  and  to  Africa  for  1951.  North  Carolina  Conference  has 
its  representative  in  the  LA-3  group.  Let  us  pray  and  work  that  we 
may  have  an  A-3  in  1951!  The  department  of  Home  work  is  planning  a 
three-year  term  of  service  in  Alaska,  Puerto  Rico,  Hawaii  and  Santo 
Domingo. 

In  closing,  I  should  like  to  quote  from  Mrs.  Charles  Henderson,  sec- 
retary of  Home  Work  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction — "Our  program 
can  only  advance  as  we  women  (of  the  North  Carolina  Conference) 
grow  in  knowledge  and  in  love  of  our  feilowman.  As  each  individual 
advances  in  her  vision  of  the  needs,  and  does  something  about  it,  so 
in  proportion,  will  we  see  the  total  growth." 

Truly,  as  we  advance  in  Christian  service  in  our  own  lives,  those 
around  us  will  see  and  will  catch  the  vision.  Youth,  as  well  as  adults, 
will  be  impressed  by  our  sincerity  and  earnestness  of  purpose  and 
many,  perhaps,  will  offer  themselves  to  Christ. 

We  cannot  measure  up  to  this  high  goal  in  our  own  strength,  but 
"with  God  all  things  are  possible."  May  we  not  fail  Him  in  this 
crucial  hour!

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RECOMMENDATIONS   FOR   MISSIONARY   PERSONNEL 

This  year  it  is  asked  that  it  be  stressed  that  the  Methodist  Church  has 
a  coordinated  program  of  recruitment  for  service  in  the  church.  The 
local  church  becomes  the  focal  point  of  this  program  through  its  Wom- 
an's Society  of  Christian  Service,  its  Youth  and  Student  work,  its  out 
of  school  members,  and  its  pastor.  Therefore,  we  recommend: 

(1.)  That  there  be  a  committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  in  each 
local  church.  If  there  is  not  a  secretary  of  Youth  Work,  the  president 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  should  be  chairman; 

(2.)  That  the  Missionary  Personnel  committee  strive  to  make  mis- 
sions a  vital  part  of  the  church  program,  and,  working  with  other  de- 
partments, take  as  a  goal  that  every  adult  member  of  the  church  take 
a  personal  interest  in  youth  members  and  their  plans  for  careers  and 
vocations; 

(3.)  (a)  That  the  committee  keep  on  hand  suitable  missionary 
literature  and  distribute  it  to  members  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellow- 
ship, college  students,  parents  of  young  people  and  others  who  will 
use  it  wisely:  (b)  That  posters  and  bulletin  boards  be  used  to  keep 
before  the  public  the  importance  of  this  subject; 

(4.)  That  members  of  the  Personnel  committee  visit  sub-district 
meetings,  youth  rallies,  and  other  young  people's  meetings  whenever 
possible; 

(5.)  That  films  having  vocational  value,  such  as  "Beyond  Our 
Own,"  "It's  Your  Life,"  "Operation  J-3,"  and  others  as  they  are  re- 
leased, be  shown; 

(6.)  That  the  name  of  a  person,  to  whom  a  prospective  candidate 
may  make  his  wishes  known,  be  placed  in  the  church  bulletin; 

(7.)  That  missionaries  and  deaconesses  be  invited  to  the  local 
church  to  present  personnel  needs  and  to  bring  news  from  the  field. 
Their  influence  may  be  just  what  is  needed; 

(8.)  That  young  adults,  such  as  business  and  professional  women, 
be  made  aware  of  the  great  need  for  workers  in  both  the  foreign  and 
home  field  and  the  opportunity  given  them  to  study  the  different 
types  of  service  that  are  open  to  them.

REPORT  OF  EDITOR  OF  WOMAN'S  PAGE 

As  the  editor  of  the  Woman's  Page  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian 
Advocate,  there  are  a  few  things  I  would  like  to  bring  to  your  attention. 

In  reading  "Seven  Times  Seven,"  I  found  the  reference  to  the 
column  written  by  Mrs.  R.  O.  Burton  of  Raleigh  in  1906.  This  is  the 
earliest  record  of  the  "Woman's  Page."  By  1915  there  was  a  page 
written  by  Mrs.  E.  C.  Duncan  of  Raleigh.  A  few  years  later  the  editor 
was  appointed  by  the  president  and  the  corresponding  secretary  of 
the  conference,  the  editor  being  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett.  The  material 
available  had  increased  so  much,  there  was  felt  a  need  to  have  a  paper 
for  the  use  of  the  conference  alone.  This  was  planned  and  was  called 
"The  Missionary  Bulletin"  But  this  was  found  to  be  too  expensive 
and  so  it  was  discontinued  after  four  years. 

In  1924  Mrs.  M.  T.  Plyler  was  named  the  editor.  She  had  two 
columns  in  the  Advocate.  While  Miss  Mary  Gardner  was  editor,  the 
space  was  enlarged  to  a  full  page  running  every  week.  Due  to  Miss 
Gardner's  illness,  Mrs.  S.  S.  Holt  was  appointed  as  interim  editor.  The 
present  editor  was  appointed  in  January  of  1948.  During  the  war 
years  the  space  allowed  the  Woman's  Page  had  been  cut  to  a  page 
every  other  week.  Because  of  high  costs  of  printing  and  paper,  this  has 
continued  until  the  present  time. 
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News  keeps  coming  in,  news  of  great  interest  and  of  value  to  the 
work,  but  space  is  still  very  limited.  The  only  way  that  a  whole  page 
every  week  can  be  made  available  is  for  subscriptions  to  be  increased 
to  such  an  extent  that  the  cost  of  the  printing  will  be  reduced. 

So  I  come  to  the  way  that  the  women  of  the  conference  can  help! 
If  5,000  new  subscriptions  can  be  obtained  in  the  next  few  months, 
and  if  renewals  are  kept  up  to  par,  then  Rev.  C.  W.  Robbins,  the  editor 
of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate,  has  promised  our  conference 
and  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  the  two  center  pages  in 
the  paper! 

I  have  appealed  to  you  in  the  past  to  send  me  news  and  you  have 
done  a  wonderful  job.  In  fact  some  of  you  may  have  wondered  at  times 
why  your  own  article  was  held  over  for  several  weeks.  It  has  been 
because  there  was  no  space.  I  have  tried  to  take  each  item  in  turn 
unless  there  was  some  special  promotional  one  which  had  to  have 
priority.  If  you  want  your  news  every  week,  will  you  try  to  help  in 
securing  these  new  subscriptions? 

In  "Seven  Times  Seven"  I  also  read  the  goal  set  by  the  president, 
Miss  May  Edla  Smith,  in  1923:  "To  reach  every  church,  in  every 
county,  in  every  district  in  the  N.  C.  Conference — a  mighty  task,  yea, 
a  glorious  privilege — God  can  do  it  through  us."  This  goal  is  in  sight 
27  years  later.  This  is  a  privilege  indeed. 

My  goal  is  to  do  the  same,  to  reach  every  society  in  the  conference. 
It  can  be  done  through  you.  But  please,  let's  not  take  that  long  to  see 
the  goal  reached!  Maybe  I  am  too  ambitious.  But  I  want  my  goal  for 
the  Woman's  Page  in  the  Advocate  reached  in  just  a  few  months! 

This  work  has  been  a  pleasure  and  I  hope  that  you  will  let  me 
continue  as  your  editor  for  a  few  more  years!

Reports  of  District  Promotion  Secretaries 


DURHAM 


As  I  have  studied  the  reports  of  the  year  1949-50  for  Durham 
District,  it  has  become  quite  evident  to  me  that  we  can  no  longer 
measure  our  advance  by  statistical  reports  alone.  I  have  been  very 
conscious  of  the  advance  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  our  local  women. 
There  is  a  deeper  understanding  of  the  purpose  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  I  feel  that  our  roots  have  grown  and 
now  we  are  ready  to  start  growing  above  the  ground. 

We  have  been  happy  to  add  five  new  societies  to  our  group  this 
year.  They  are  Chestnut  Ridge,  Palmers  Grove,  Glencoe,  Flint  Ridge 
and  Clover  Garden-Orange  Chapel. 

We  have  one  society,  Mt.  Vernon,  Burlington  Circuit,  with  100% 
membership.  One  new  W.S.G.,  Mt.  Bethel,  Bahama  Circuit,  and  two 
100%  organized  zones,  Alamance  and  Chatham.  This  may  not  sound 
like  great  strides  of  progress,  but  when  we  turn  back  the  pages  and 
take  a  glance  at  our  efforts  of  ten  years  ago,  we  find  that  our  progress 
through  the  years  is  gratifying.  You  will  note  that  we  have  increased 
about  270%  in  our  gifts  to  missions. 

I  am  looking  forward  to  the  year  1950-51.  We  plan  to  enlarge  the 
place  of  Our  Tent,  Lengthen  Our  Cords,  and  Strengthen  Our  Stakes. 
Something  new?  No.  Isaiah  41:6-7:  "They  helped  every  one  his  neigh- 
bor; and  every  one  said  to  his  brother,  be  of  good  courage,  so  the 
carpenter  encouraged  the  goldsmith."

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ELIZABETH  CITY 

The  year  1949-1950  stands  out  as  THE  year  of  advancement  for 
the  Elizabeth  City  District  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in 
that  we  were  able  to  measure  very  definite  progress. 

With  gratitude  to  both  local  and  district  women,  to  zone  leaders 
and  to  pastors  who  helped  with  organization,  I  list  the  following 
achievements: 

Thirteen  unorganized  churches  were  reached — 7  through  new 
societies,  4  through  circuit  members,  and  2  by  district  members.  The 
new  societies  are:  Bethany  (Belvidere),  Fair  Haven,  Frisco,  Mt.  Her- 
man (Creswell),  Sharon,  Siloam,  and  St.  John.  Churches  reached 
through  circuit  members  are:  Holly  Grove,  Hall's  Creek,  Ware's  Chapel 
(Plymouth),  Ware's  Chapel  (Washington).  Those  reached  by  district 
members  are  Rehobeth  and  White  Oak.  (We  regret  one  very  small  so- 
ciety, Lewiston,  disbanded.)  Three  hundred  twenty-eight  new  members 
were  reported  with  a  net  gain  of  270.  Four  societies  achieved  100% 
membership:  Cashie,  Mackeys,  Parker's  and  Union  (Ahoskie). 

A  new  zone,  known  as  the  Outer  Banks,  was  organized.  Three  out 
of  our  eight  zones  are  100%  organized — every  church  having  either  a 
society,  circuit  members  or  district  members.  These  are  Gates  County, 
Perquimans-Chowan  and  Plymouth.  Plymouth  zone  is  our  new  100 
"percenter." 

One  of  our  most  outstanding  advances  was  in  mission  study.  101 
more  classes  were  held  than  in  previous  year,  with  an  increase  of 
1,341  members  attending.  Sixty-two  societies  held  three  or  more 
approved  study  classes.  Although  we  did  not  we  did  not  win  the  Study 
Jewel,  we  were  only  four-tenths  of  one  percent  behind  the  winner!  Not 
only  did  we  advance  in  number  of  classes,  but  in  quality  also — our 
number  of  Jurisdiction  Recognition  Classes  is  on  the  upgrade.  One 
society,  Stumpy  Point,  in  Dare  zone,  had  a  Jurisdiction  Class  for  all 
four  Approved  study  courses!  In  the  words  of  our  secretary  of  Mis- 
sionary Education,  Mrs.  L.  L.  Gibbs,  we  feel  "that  the  women  of  the 
Elizabeth  City  District  have  the  greatest  knowledge  and  vision  of 
missions  we  have  ever  had."  This  vision  was  reflected  through  in- 
creased financial  giving,  with  a  total  increase  of  $2,127  over  the 
previous  year  in  total  mission  receipts.  Included  in  this  mount  was  a 
$150  increase  in  Week  of  Prayer  offering;  and  a  $305  increase  in  Cash 
for  Supply  Work.  At  Conference  we  were  awarded  the  Korean  candle- 
stick for  the  highest  percentage  increase  in  giving  over  the  year 
before! 

This  vision  of  the  world  and  its  needs  was  also  reflected  through 
increased  action  in  the  areas  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities. 

More  and  more  local  secretaries  of  Children,  Youth  and  Student 
Work  are  coming  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  missionary  program 
of  our  church  for  these  age  groups,  and  understanding  their  connec- 
tion with  and  opportunities  for  service  among  them.  In  the  Youth 
department  39  mission  studies  were  reported  in  comparison  with  only 
two  the  year  before.  Although  the  number  is  not  what  we  would  have 
it,  Additional  Sessions  for  children  have  advanced  in  number.  Con- 
tributions to  the  Children's  Service  Fund  have  increased. 

There  was  a  decided  increase  in  attendance  of  meetings  during  the 
year.  Seventy  out  of  75  societies,  and  six  unorganized  churches,  were 
represented  at  the  fall  zone  meetings.  The  three  seminars  were  well 
attended.  Sixty-three  societies  were  represented  at  Officer  Training 
Days  in  the  spring;  and  360  attended  the  district  meeting  in  Ahoskie. 
It  was  encouraging  to  note  the  number  of  young  women  who  were 
attending  a  district  meeting  for  the  first  time. 

Mrs.  L.  L.  Gibbs  attended  the  Junaluska  School  of  Missions. 

Six  district  officers  and  five  local  women  attended  the  School  of 
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Missions  at  Pfeiffer.  The  district  sent  a  delegate  to  the  Assembly  in 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  the  Promotion  secretary  is  grateful  for  having 
had  the  privilege  of  representing  the  district.  She  is  also  happy  to  re- 
port that  30  societies  held  prayer  services  on  the  hour  of  the  opening 
session.  For  these,  W3  are  grateful  to  our  Spiritual  Life  secretaries  who 
are  becoming  more  aware  of  their  responsibilities  and  their  oppor- 
tunities for  strengthening  the  spiritual  life  about  them. 

A  larger  per  cent  of  societies  in  the  district  are  100%  organized  than 
ever  before;  that  is,  having  all  the  officers.  Although  reporting  is  not 
what  we  would  have  it,  we  are  steadily  advancing  along  this  line, 
too.  Having  climbed  from  62%  in  1948  to  78.65%  in  1949-1950. 

All  in  all,  the  Elizabeth  City  District  has  come  a  long  way.  On  the 
eve  of  our  tenth  anniversary,  as  we  look  back  to  the  year  of  1940,  we 
find  our  district  membership  then  was  1,870,  in  comparison  with 
2,461  at  the  close  of  1949-1950,  increasing  our  size  by  one-third.  Our 
total  mission  receipts  that  year  were  $4,402.68  compared  with  $11,404.91 
in  1949-1950,  a  little  more  than  two  and  a  half  times  as  much.  Although 
we  are  proud  of  the  growth  of  these  past  ten  years,  we  hope  this 
pride  will  serve  only  as  an  incentive  and  as  a  leavening  for  continued 
growth  during  the  next  decade. 

Therefore,  in  this  new  year,  as  we  seek  "to  lengthen  and  strength- 
en" the  work  we  have  begun,  through  continued  promotion  of  the 
four  Advance  Goals,  we  shoud  like  for  our  chief  objective  to  be:  more 
prayer  groups,  more  Fellowships  of  Intercessions,  more  individual 
prayers  on  the  part  of  our  2,461  members.  This  realized,  we  know  we 
shall  be  able  to  bring,  as  a  district,  gifts  to  Him  more  worthy  than  we 
have  ever  before  brought.

FAYETTEVILLE 


The  Fayetteville  District  has  made  a  good  record  in  1949.  For  at 
least  half  the  year  the  work  was  carried  on  without  a  president  or 
Promotion  secretary.  The  past  president  had  moved  from  the  district 
and  the  Promotion  secretary  resigned  because  of  other  duties. 

Taking  on  the  work  as  Promotion  secretary  in  the  middle  of  the 
conference  year  has  not  been  too  easy.  When  spring  arrived,  Mrs.  P.  O. 
Lee,  Raeford,  became  our  president.  With  our  full  quota  of  officers, 
and  loyal  local  women,  much  progress  has  been  made. 

Our  women  have  been  much  in  prayer  while  they  were  diligently 
working  on  our  Advance  Program.  Some  of  their  prayers,  I  am  certain, 
were  for  their  inexperienced  Promotion  secretary.  These  prayers  with 
the  Master's  help,  have  strengthened  my  courage  while  learning  my 
duties. 

The  Fayetteville  District  has  gone  forward  in  many  respects,  but 
we  fully  realize  there  is  much  room  for  improvement.  With  our 
Heavenly  Father's  help,  during  our  next  conference  year,  we  expect 
to  exceed  our  goals. 

We  have  grown  in  number  of  societies,  as  six  new  ones  were  organ- 
ized: Parkers;  First  Church,  Troy;  St.  Pauls;  St.  Andrews;  Cotton 
Church;  and  Marcus.  These  make  a  total  of  97  churches.  Our  Educa- 
tional Seminar  was  held  in  Hamlet  and  district  meeting  at  Center 
Church.  Both  had  splendid  attendance.  Six  zone  meetings  were  held, 
and  Richmond  zone  reported  100%  churches  organized. 

We  gained  306  new  members,  making  our  total  membership  4,252. 
The  Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  make  us  very  proud,  as  there  are  eleven 
in  number,  with  another  ready  for  organization.  Their  contributions 
for  Missions  and  local  work  have  been  quite  large. 

Our  pledge  for  the  year  was  met,  and  in  examining  our  records  we 
find  our  study  classes  have  made  a  gain  in  members.  This  brings  joy 
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to  our  hearts,  for  in  study  there  is  growth.  For  the  Master's  sake,  we 
have  gone  the  second  mile.

secretary  of  Children's  Work;  Mrs.  R.  L.  Jerome,  district  secretary  of 
Status  of  Women;  Mrs.  R.  L.  Cox,  district  Promotion  secretary;  Mrs.

Life  group  and  others. 

The  zone  leaders  have  done  an  excellent  job  this  year.  Eight  new 
societies  have  been  organized  and  one  society  changed  to  a  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild.

RALEIGH 

The  Raleigh  District  has  ADVANCED  in  all  departments  of  work 
during  this  past  year.  I  truly  feel  this  is  our  "Banner  Year"  as  I  close 
my  four-year  term  as  Promotion  secretary. 

There  have  been  eight  new  societies  organized;  namely,  Herman's, 
Marrow's  Chapel,  Stovall,  Bethel-Gray  Rock,  Shady  Grove,  Wesley's 
Chapel,  Shiloh  and  Ebenezer,  with  three  district  members.  We  wel- 
come these  into  the  fellowship  and  membership  of  our  district.  The 
Northern  zone  is  100%  organized,  and  there  are  only  six  preaching 
points  in  the  Southern  and  Central  zones  to  be  organized  before  they, 
too,  will  be  100%.

Last  fall  we  had  two  Educational  Seminars  in  our  district.  Garner 
society  was  hostess  to  the  Southern  and  Central  zones,  and  City  Road 
society  in  Henderson  was  hostess  for  the  Northern  zone.  The  success 
of  these  seminars  is  shown  in  figures  and  facts  reported  by  our  district 
Missionary  Education  secretary,  showing  we  have  more  and  better 
studies  than  ever  before. 

The  annual  district  meeting  was  held  at  Macedonia  church,  with 
Macedonia  and  Westover  as  hostesses  in  March.  This  was  indeed  a 
highlight  for  all  of  us.  Each  district  officer  participated  in  challenging 
the  women  to  give  the  best  that  they  have  to  our  work,  and  Mrs.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  set  as  one  of  our  goals  a  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  a  circle  or  district  members  in  every 
church  in  our  district.  To  realize  this  aim  we  enlisted  the  combined 
efforts  of  our  pastors,  their  wives,  zone  leaders,  and  local  women.  Our 
district  superintendent,  Dr.  A.  J.  Hobbs,  gave  us  his  strong  support.

May  this 
extra  sharing  mean  as  much  to  those  who  received  the  gifts  as  it  has 
to  us  who  have  shared.  Our  children,  as  they  have  held  their  extra 
sessions,  studying  and  praying,  brought  their  gifts  for  children's  work 
in  our  mission  fields  in  large  amounts,  leading  in  the  conference. 
Eighty -four  of  our  societies  observed  Week  of  Prayer  and  as  we  prayed 
we  laid  $2,146.78  in  gifts  on  His  altar.  Other  departments  have  done  as 
well.  No  department,  do  district  officer  would  claim  single  honors, 
for  our  desire  is  to  work  in  humble  service  that  our  Master  may  be 
magnified.  As  I  give  this  report  my  heart  goes  out  in  endless  gratitude 
to  the  district  officers,  and  to  every  member  of  our  local  societies.  We 
had  three  100%  societies,  Kenly,  Severn,  Winstead.  Winstead  is  100% 
plus,  having  two  more  members  of  their  society  than  are  women  on  the 
church  roll.  Our  reporting  has  shown  marked  improvement.  One  zone, 
Northampton,  has  reported  100%  to  their  Promotion  secretary  for  two 
and  a  half  years,  since  I  have  been  privileged  to  serve  them.  Is  that 
not  a  record?  Such  support  from  the  "Homebase"  is  strengthening. 
May  these  facts  of  the  past  be  a  stepping  stone  to  the  future.  "The 
best  way  to  repay  the  past  is  to  make  the  future  indebted  to  us."  Our 
prayer  today  is  "Lord,  give  us  a  forward  vision,  a  stronger  grasp.  In 
this  new  year  take  our  talents  Lord,  they  are  weak,  you  will  give  them 
strength;  take  our  gifts,  if  we've  done  our  best,  you  will  enlarge  them. 
With  prayerful  hearts  we  offer  our  very  selves."

WILMINGTON 


The  Wilmington  District  did  good  work  in  all  phases,  but  our 
outstanding  work  was  in  organizing  new  societies.  During  the  Interim 
period  and  the  past  fiscal  year  nineteen  societies  were  organized,  one 
re-activated,  and  circuit  circles  have  been  formed  in  three  other 
churches.  Two  of  the  societies  did  not  report  or  send  a  gift  for  missions 
so  cannot  be  counted  in  this  year's  work. 

The  societies  organized  are  Wrightsville  Beach,  Weyman,  Pleasant 
Grove-Community  Center,  Olivet,  Beulah,  Waccamaw  Circuit- 
Lebanon,  Hampstead,  Andrews  Chapel,  Bethlehem  (Swansboro  Chg.), 
Sharon,  Federal  Point,  Queens  Creek,  Village  Point,  Tabernacle,  Zion 
(Tabor  City  Chg.),  Union  (Elizabethtown  Chg.).  Churches  having 
circles  with  other  societies  are  Belgrade,  Hopewell  and  Lee's  Chapel, 
all  of  which  are  on  the  Maysville  Charge. 

At  the  1948  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  three 
of  our  churches  were  transferred  into  the  Fayetteville  District,  so 
we  now  have  89  societies  on  roll. 

Two  zones  are  100%  organized  and  we  are  hoping  all  will  be  soon. 

We  enrolled  650  new  members  in  the  past  year  but  our  net  gain 
was  439. 

Sunset  Park  in  Wilmington,  by  increasing  their  membership  100% 
plus,  won  the  Ida  Hankins  Trophy.  This  was  computed  from  January 
1,  1949 — March  1,  1950,  when  the  district  conference  was  held. 

We  won  the  "Study  Jewel"  for  the  ninth  consecutive  year — 72 
societies  held  three  or  more  Approved  Studies  during  the  Interim 
Period  and  the  past  fiscal  year.  Of  this  number  23  held  five  Studies 
each,  eleven  held  six  Studies  each,  four  held  seven  Studies  each  and 
one  held  eight  Studies.  The  ones  holding  seven  studies  are  Goshen, 
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Trinity  (Clinton  Circuit),  Zion  (Town  Creek  Chg.),  and  Shallotte. 
Whiteville  held  eight  studies. 

Thirty-five  Jurisdictional  Classes  were  held,  with  McGee  (Clin- 
ton Ct.)  and  Wesley  Memorial  (Wilmington)  holding  four  each. 

The  Elizabethtown  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  the  Clinton  Wes- 
leyan  Service  Guild  held  three  Studies  each  with  Clinton  having  two 
Jurisdictional  Classes. 

We  held  our  second  District  Mission  School  the  first  week  of  August 
and  it  was  well  attended.  Mrs.  C.  D.  Barclift  served  as  dean,  and  the 
faculty  consisted  of  Mrs.  N.  P.  Edens,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Davis  and  Mrs.  J  T. 
Doughtie.  Clinics  were  held  by  all  district  officers.  The  next  one  will 
be  held  from  July  31  through  August  4  of  this  year. 

As  I  retire  to  become  the  conference  Promotion  secretary,  I  wish 
to  thank  each  and  every  one  of  you  for  your  loyalty  to  the  work,  for 
your  help,  cooperation,  encouragement,  prayer,  and  the  many  kind 
things  you  have  said  and  done. 

As  Mrs.  W.  C.  Davis  takes  up  the  work,  may  God  bless  her  and  all 
the  members  of  the  district  as  you  go  about  doing  His  will.

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Reports  of  Conference  Workers 


REPORT  OF  METHODIST  STUDENT  CENTER— Greenville 

"I  just  don't  know  how  I  would  have  lived  without  the  Student 
Center!"  "The  Student  Center  kept  me  from  getting  homesick  dur- 
ing fall  quarter."  "My  attitude  certainly  has  changed  during  this 
first  year  at  college."  "It  does  me  good  to  talk  with  someone  who 
really  understands."  "Did  you  ever  feel  that  you  could  reach  out 
and  touch  God,  because  He  was  so  near?  That's  the  way  I  have  felt 
since  our  Retreat." 

These  are  some  expressions  from  our  Methodist  students  concern- 
ing their  experience  in  our  Student  Center  program  during  this  past 
year.  It  is  in  such  experiences  that  we  may  observe  evidence  of  the 
value  of  our  program,  although  it  is  not  possible  to  estimate  this  value 
in  a  report  of  the  past  year. 

Campus  life  at  East  Carolina  Teachers  College  has  undergone  some 
drastic  changes  during  the  past  seven  years.  From  a  student  body 
composed  almost  entirely  of  women  during  the  WAR  years,  with  many 
week-end  visitors  from  nearby  U.  S.  Service  Camps,  to  a  student  body 
with  a  large  majority  of  ex-service  men  under  the  G.  I.  Bill  in  the 
years  immediately  following  the  WAR,  we  came  to  the  opening  of  fall 
quarter  early  last  September  to  find  a  more  "normal"  college  student 
group,  with  a  large  incoming  freshmen  class  of  boys  and  girls  in  their 
teens  just  graduated  from  our  high  schools.  This  change  in  our  student 
body  has  brought  about  many  adaptations  in  our  program  in  the  en- 
deavor to  meet  the  needs  and  develop  the  capabilities  of  these  young 
people.  The  college  enrollment  this  year  was  the  largest  in  its  history — 
1,660  fall  quarter.  Men  840,  women  820.  Methodists,  511;  about  an 
equal  number  of  men  and  women.  Methodist  freshmen,  249;  upper 
classmen,  262. 

Preparation  for  the  year's  program  began  with  our  annual  spring 
retreat  for  the  newly  elected  Wesley  Foundation  Council.  This  was 
held  at  the  church,  on  May  2,  beginning  with  supper  served  by  Circle 
Number  10  of  the  WSCS.  The  pastor,  chairman  of  local  committee, 
conference  WSCS  secretary  of  Student  Work,  and  the  counselor  pre- 
sented the  organization  and  purpose  of  the  Student  Program  on  our 
campus,  and  the  opportunity  and  responsibility  of  our  student  officers. 
These  adult  leaders  and  the  members  of  Council  made  general  plans 
for  the  year's  program.  Early  in  the  summer,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Ministerial  Association  of  Greenville  and  the  College  Administration, 
information  was  obtained,  by  cards  mailed  from  the  college  office, 
concerning  the  church  affiliation  of  all  students  who  had  applied  for 
college  entrance.  Letters  were  written  by  the  pastors  of  the  various 
churches  and  also  by  the  student  counselors  to  these  students.  The 
week-end  before  college  opened  in  the  fall,  a  Retreat  was  held  for 
the  Wesley  Foundation  Council  at  which  time  plans  were  made  in 
detail  for  the  fall  quarter.  The  pastor  and  the  director  of  religious  edu- 
cation of  the  local  church  were  guests  at  this  Retreat.  The  pastor  led 
a  discussion  on  "The  Relationship  of  the  Student  to  the  Local  Church." 
The  Wesley  Foundation  Council  members  were  on  campus  at  the  open- 
ing of  college  to  welcome  our  new  students,  assist  them  through  regis- 
tration, and  to  introduce  them  to  our  Student  Center  and  to  the 
counselor. 

In  the  first  week  of  fall  quarter,  following  an  Assembly  called  by 
the  president  to  introduce  the  local  pastors,  the  students  met  in  various 
denominational  groups.  Our  pastor,  counselor,  Methodist  faculty  offi- 
cials, and  student  leaders,  presented  our  Wesley  Foundation  program 
and  invited  the  students  actively  to  participate  in  the  program  of  our 
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Church.  Cards  were  signed  by  the  students  giving  information  to  serve 
as  a  guide  for  our  cultivation  of  students  throughout  the  year.  The 
specific  objective  of  our  program  during  fall  quarter  was  the  cultiva- 
tion of  freshmen,  bringing  them  into  the  Student  Center  and  stimulat- 
ing their  interest  in  our  Wesley  Foundation  program.  Council  mem- 
bers and  counselor  worked  together  to  provide  an  atmosphere  of 
friendly  informality  at  the  Center  through  which  the  students  would 
find  real  fellowship.  The  freshmen,  as  well  as  the  former  students,  were 
given  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  all  program  activities.  They 
crowded  into  the  Student  Center  in  large  numbers — 350  different  stu- 
dents made  more  than  3,000  visits  to  the  Center  before  Christmas 
holidays.  Fifty-one  participated  in  presenting  and  planning  programs 
of  worship  during  fall  quarter;  a  Wesley  choir  was  organized  and  held 
regular  rehearsals;  the  Wesley  Players  brought  many  interested  in 
drama  into  participation  in  radio  broadcasts  and  a  dramatic  service 
of  worship — "I  Believe  in  God."  On  the  first  Sunday  after  college  open- 
ed 147  attended  the  Student  Class  in  the  church  school  and  more  than 
250  were  in  the  morning  service.  The  annual  BIG  PARTY  was  given 
in  the  social  rooms  of  the  church  the  second  week  of  the  quarter,  to 
which  all  Methodist  students  and  Faculty  members  (Methodist)  were 
invited.  The  Wesley  Foundation  participated  in  college  Homecoming 
Day,  with  a  car  in  the  parade,  open  house  at  the  Student  Center,  and 
a  breakfast  for  Wesley  Foundation  Alumni  at  the  Center. 

Winter  quarter  opened  after  Thanksgiving  holidays  and  we  gave 
special  attention  to  reorganizing  the  Commissions  in  the  various  areas 
of  student  interest,  and  enrolling  students  as  active  members  of  these 
Commissions.  The  most  active  were  the  Commission  on  Worship,  Per- 
sonnel, Recreation  and  Wesley  Players.  The  Worship  Commission  held 
weekly  meetings  during  which  worship  was  planned  for  the  student 
class  in  church  school  and  vespers  at  the  Center  on  Sunday  evenings. 
These  programs  were  creative  work  on  the  part  of  the  students.  The 
Recreation  Commission  held  regular  meetings,  planned  and  carried  out 
a  party  at  the  church.  Visits  were  made  by  members  of  Personnel  and 
invitations  given  to  all  activities  of  the  program.  Wesley  Players  gave 
two  programs  over  local  radio  station  WGTC  for  the  Woman's  Chris- 
tian Temperance  Union,  and  a  dramatic  adaptation,  by  a  student,  of 
"The  Other  Wise  Man."  The  Wesley  Players  Chapter  also  partici- 
pated in  a  conference  on  "The  Function  of  Drama"  held  at  the  college 
under  the  English  department,  presenting  a  workshop  production 
of  "Where  Love  Is,"  and  participating  in  the  discussions  of  the  con- 
ference. A  reading  of  this  play  was  given  a  week  later,  with  setting 
and  costume,  for  the  local  Little  Theater  group.  At  the  ending  of 
winter  quarter  our  freshmen  gave  evidence  of  progress  in  their 
adjustment  to  college  life.  Many  had  shown  leadership  ability  and  had 
found  places  of  responsibility  in  the  Wesley  Foundation  program,  and 
there  was  a  real  appreciation  for  what  the  Wesley  Foundation  pro- 
gram had  to  offer  and  for  the  fellowship  in  the  Student  Center. 

During  spring  quarter,  we  observed  the  season  of  Lent  and  Easter, 
elected  officers  for  the  incoming  year  and  carried  out  some  special 
programs  of  study  and  discussion.  During  Lent  special  emphasis  was 
given  to  self-examination,  self-denial,  self-consecration.  Special  post- 
ers and  devotional  messages  were  placed  on  the  Center  bulletin  board; 
self-denial  boxes  were  taken  by  many  students  and  brought  in  and 
placed  on  the  altar  at  a  special  service  on  Palm  Sunday  morning  as  an 
offering  for  the  Japan  Christian  University.  Radio  broadcasts — "The 
Voice  of  Lent" — were  given  over  the  local  Station  WGTC  every 
Wednesday  during  Lent.  On  April  16,  a  special  communion  service  was 
held  at  the  church  school  hour  in  the  church  sanctuary  for  the  newly 
elected  Wesley  Foundation  Council,  to  which  all  Methodist  students 
were  invited.  At  the  evening  hour  in  the  sanctuary,  a  commissioning 
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service  was  conducted  by  the  pastor  for  the  new  Wesley  Foundation 
Council.  The  Wesley  Players,  Worship  Commission,  members  of  the 
Wesley  Foundation  Council,  and  the  Wesley  choir  cooperated  in  this 
commissioning  service. 

Throughout  the  year  our  study  has  centered  around  "OUR  FAITH." 
Subjects  for  the  class  of  students,  taught  by  the  counselor  on  Sunday 
mornings  in  the  church  school,  worship  at  this  time,  and  Sunday 
evenings  discussions  at  the  Center  have  been:  "Our  Faith  in  God"; 
"Our  Faith  in  Jesus  Christ";  "Our  Faith  in  the  Bible";  "Our  Faith 
in  Love."  Several  evening  discussions  were  on  the  basic  belief  of  Ro- 
man Catholicism  and  the  basic  belief  of  Protestantism,  and  a  compari- 
son of  the  two.  The  Orthodox  Jewish  Faith  was  also  the  subject  of  one 
discussion.  As  a  part  of  the  series  on  "Our  Faith  in  Love,"  we  had  Rev. 
J.  T.  Greene,  of  our  North  Carolina  Conference  Board  of  Education,  for 
a  week's  lectures  and  discussions  on  "Preparation  for  Home  and 
Family  Life."  These  lectures  and  forums  were  held  on  campus,  and 
informal  discussions  at  the  Center  afterwards.  Personal  conferences 
were  held  by  Mr.  Greene  and  an  informal  discussion  in  the  Men's 
Dorm  on  campus,.  Approximately  250  students  were  reached  by  this 
special  series.  Wesley  Players  presented  a  production  of  "Where  Love 
Is"  on  Sunday  night  at  the  church  annex. 

Other  special  features  of  our  program  were: 

An  Advent  service  in  Jarvis  Memorial  church,  given  in  cooperation 
with  the  college  choir,  the  offering  divided  equally  between  the  two 
groups.  The  Wesley  Foundation  gave  this  offering  toward  expenses 
of  students  to  the  National  Methodist  Student  Conference  held  in 
Urbana,  111. 

Chapel  service  at  the  college — dramatic  reading  from  "I  Believe 
in  God,"  and  film,  "This  Is  Our  Earth." 

Christmas  service  in  church  school  with  adult  department  as  guests. 
Christmas  caroling  with  special  candlelight  service  afterwards  at 
Center.  Annual  Christmas  Breakfast  for  Wesley  Foundation  Council. 
Supper  for  old  and  new  Wesley  Foundation  Council. 

Initiation  Banquet  by  Alpha  Zeta  Chapter,  Wesley  Players,  at  which 
time  a  resume  of  year's  dramatic  program  was  given  and  nine  pledges 
initiated  into  the  society. 

Open  House  with  refreshments  from  9:00  to  10:00  o'clock  every 
night  during  spring  final  exams. 

A  visit  from  WSCS  of  Centenary  church,  New  Bern,  with  supper 
for  students  at  the  Center  on  May  7,  Sunday  afternoon. 

Discussion  on  "How  to  Have  a  Good  Vacation,"  with  presentation 
of  the  opportunities  for  summer  service  through  our  Church  for  Col- 
lege Students,  on  the  Sunday  before  Commencement. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Young  People's  Department  of  our  local 
church,  we  brought  three  foreign  students  for  a  visit  one  Sunday.  One 
student  spoke  at  our  student  class,  and  all  three  were  our  guests  for 
a  discussion  and  social  hour  at  the  Center,  following  lunch  with  a 
group  of  students  and  other  young  people  of  the  church  at  Old  Town 
Inn. 

Dave  Cozart  of  New  Bern  was  with  us  at  the  Center  one  Sunday 
evening,  showing  pictures  and  leading  in  discussion  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Caravan  to  Germany  this  summer.  One  of  our  students  was 
approved  for  this  Caravan  but  found  it  impossible  to  accept.  He  was 
later  approved  for  Youth  Caravan  Service  under  our  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. 

We  have  cooperated  with  other  religious  organizations  on  campus 
in  setting  up  an  Inter-Faith  Council,  which  is  functioning  satisfactor- 
ily. This  organization  sponsored  Religious  Emphasis  Week.  At  the  re- 
quest of  Dean  Marshall  we  cooperated  in  solicitations  for  March  of 
Dimes,  raising  $121.  Our  Wesley  Foundation  contributed  to  Methodist 


114  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 

Student  Fellowship  Fund,  WSSF,  and  Methodist  Overseas  Relief,  and 
Japan  Christian  University. 

Our  group  has  been  represented  at  our  various  student  conferences 
— three  students  attended  the  State  Planning  Conference  in  the  fall 
at  Sunny  Acres;  6  students,  4  boys  (2  freshmen)  attended  the  National 
Student  Conference,  Urbana,  111.,  during  Christmas  holidays;  11 
students  (8  freshmen)  and  the  Counselor  attended  the  N.  C.  State 
Student  Conference,  Greensboro,  Feb.  3-5;  one  student  attended  the 
First  Ecumenical  Conference,  Chapel  Hill,  Feb.  5;  twelve  students  and 
the  counselor  will  attend  the  Student  Regional  Conference,  Lake 
Junaluska,  June  5-12  (10  of  these  are  on  WF  Council);  7  freshmen 
were  elected  to  Wesley  Foundation  Council  and  one  transfer  student, 
for  the  incoming  year.  Five  are  former  members  of  Council  this  past 
year. 

Our  students  have  led  programs  in  Circle  meetings  for  the  WSCS. 

The  counselor  has  had  1,040  personal  conferences  with  students. 

As  we  attempt  to  evaluate  the  program  of  the  Methodist  Student 
Center  for  the  year  just  past,  we  desire  to  express  our  deep  thankful- 
ness to  God  for  His  grace  and  guidance  which  has  enabled  us  to  go 
forward,  keeping  ever  before  us  our  supreme  objective:  "To  lead  our 
students  to  know  God  through  Jesus  Christ  and  to  express  His  Spirit 
in  all  life's  relationships."

REPORT  OF  INDUSTRIAL   WORK 

East  Laurinburg 

A  backward  glance  over  our  past  year  of  activity  in  East  Laurin- 
burg points  up  the  highly  satisfying  fact  that,  crowded  as  the  months 
have  been  with  activities  of  many  and  varied  types,  the  great  majority 
of  our  services  and  activities  during  recent'  years  have  become  so 
much  a  part  of  the  life  of  the  community  as  to  now  be  regarded  as 
"routine"  features  of  our  program  of  community  service. 

As  has  been  true  from  the  very  inception  of  our  work,  we  feel 
that  by  far  the  most  deeply  abiding  and  satisfying  effective  feature  of 
our  program  has  been  in  the  direct,  home-to-home,  heart-to-heart 
ministrations  in  the  homes  of  the  community  in  hours  of  either  spirit- 
ual or  physical  distress  or  need.  As  the  years  have  passed  and  the  ties 
of  acquaintanceship  have  deepened  into  those  of  abiding  friendship 
and  love,  the  calls  and  openings  for  this  type  of  service  in  times  both  of 
joy  and  sorrow,  have  become  more  and  more  frequent  and  pressing 
and,  proportionately,  more  meaningful  and  effective  as  local  workers 
have  developed  a  responsiveness  to  these  situations  of  distress  and, 
in  the  spirit  of  Christian  good-neighborliness,  have  voluntarily  rallied 
to  the  aid  of  the  worker  in  meeting  the  ever-increasing  opportunities 
for  spiritual  enrichment  of  life  which  comes  as  we  "share  one  another's 
burdens."  In  this  feature  of  our  work,  the  hospital  beds  and  wheel 
chair,  provided  by  the  mill  company  and  which  have  become  part  of 
our  permanent  equipment,  are  constantly  meeting  a  need.  The  splendid 
spirit  of  cooperation  and  mutual  understanding  existing  between  our 
work  and  the  established  agencies  of  Health  and  Welfare  Departments 
enables  each  to  supplement  the  other  and  contributes  greatly  to  the 
effectiveness  of  this  day-to-day  contact  with  suffering,  distress,  and 
need. 

At  all  hours  of  day  and  night,  the  calls  may  come.  Death,  sickness, 
tragedy,  even  crime,  often  strikes,  leaving  broken  bodies  to  be  hospital- 
ized or  ministered  to,  orphaned  children  to  be  provided  for  until 
placed  in  a  suitable  home  or  adoption  arranged,  wounded  hearts  to  be 
comforted,  young  people  to  be  counseled  in  the  solution  of  their  prob- 
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lems — all  the  situations  which  have  opened  wider  doors  for  both  very 
practical  and  spiritually  effective  service.  This  is  but  one  of  the  areas 
of  service  which  may  be  said  to  have  become  "routine,"  but  which  is 
ever-enlarging,  ever  new,  ever  clutching  more  and  more  at  the  heart- 
strings of  worker  and  volunteers  alike  and  becoming  more  and  more 
demanding  on  their  time  and  energies,  but  ever  repaying  all  effort 
expended  more  richly  than  any  other  activity,  and  spiritually  enrich- 
ing the  lives  of  those  who  serve  even  more  than  those  to  whom  they 
minister. 

Among  our  established  community  activities  which  have  come  to  be 
regarded  as  a  part  of  our  "routine"  are  our  Garden  Club  with  its 
yearly  projects  for  individual  home  and  community  beautification; 
our  Community  Club  with  its  various  projects  and  enterprises  for 
community  enrichment  and  development;  our  Girl  Scout  program 
with  its  recreational  and  well-rounded  development  program  familiar 
to  all  of  us;  all  of  which,  while  now  "routine"  are,  nevertheless,  con- 
stantly meeting  new  challenges  and  new  needs.  During  the  past  year, 
possibly  one  of  our  outstanding  promotions  in  the  field  of  community 
service  was  the  development,  in  cooperation  with  the  county  health 
officers,  of  a  highly  successful  and  effective  "Well-Baby  Clinic,"  stress- 
ing instruction  in  maintenance  of  health  in  children  and  prevention 
of  disease. 

Another  satisfying  feature  of  our  work  has  been  the  interest 
manifested  in  the  enlargement,  and  increasing  use  of  our  community 
library.  Year  by  year,  this  department  of  our  work  grows  in  its 
effective  contribution  to  the  community. 

Though  now  "routine,"  there  is  no  more  interesting  or  challenging 
or  satisfying  feature  in  our  work  than  the  activities  among  community 
children.  Regular  programs  such  as  scouting,  supervised  recreational 
activities,  special  projects,  visual  training  films,  entertainments,  etc., 
throughout  the  year  are  climaxed,  we  feel,  in  the  rich  effectiveness  of 
our  annual  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School.  This  school,  while  centered  in 
our  own  Methodist  church  is,  nevertheless,  community-wide  in  its 
scope  and  effectiveness.  Careful  and  detailed  advance  planning  and 
promotion  is  given  to  this  school  in  order  to  make  it  as  largely  effective 
as  possible  and  we  are  especially  grateful  for  the  splendid  group  of 
volunteer  workers  who  so  ably  assist  in  making  this  program  meaning- 
ful. Our  visual  aid  equipment  pays  rich  dividends  in  this  school,  as 
in  so  many  other  departments  of  our  work. 

Your  worker  derives  a  deep  personal  satisfaction  from  the  oppor- 
tunities for  service  which  come  through  association  in  the  activities  of 
cur  own  Community  Methodist  Church.  Through  activity  in  the 
Sunday  school,  the  regular  church  services  and  especially  in  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  rich  associations  have  been  formed  and  opportunities  for 
service  presented.  Your  worker  also  attends  and  participates  in  all 
zone,  district  and  many  conference  meetings. 

Of  the  special  enterprises  which  have  featured  our  year,  we  feel 
that  one  of  the  most  successful  and  meaningful  to  the  entire  com- 
munity was  our  Christmas  pageant,  "Angels  of  Christmas,"  which  was 
developed  from  the  entire  community,  was  largely  attended,  effec- 
tively rendered,  and  richly  rewarding.  Another  special  effort  which 
will  prove  of  abiding  and  increasing  effectiveness  was  the  formation 
during  the  year  of  our  Ministerial  Advisory  Council,  composed  of  all 
community  ministers,  to  counsel  with  and  assist  the  worker  in  a  more 
effective  promotion  of  the  work  on  a  community-wide  basis.  All 
pastors  have  entered  whole-heartedly  into  this  fellowship  of  effort 
and  one  of  the  first  enterprises  of  the  council  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
highlights  of  our  entire  year.  This  was  the  promotion  and  presentation 
of  our  first  community-wide  Sunrise  Easter  Service  which  emphasized 
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in  a  most  beautiful  and  effective  manner  the  high  and  holy  signifi- 
,  cance  of  the  day. 

At  the  heart  of  every  program,  every  meeting,  every  conference, 
every  counseling  period,  every  activity  throughout  the  year,  we  have 
had  constantly  before  us  the  two  guiding  aims  and  principles  we  set 
as  our  goals  at  the  very  inception  of  this  work;  namely, 

(1.)  To  place  true  spiritual  values  and  emphasis  at  the  heart  of  each 
undertaking,  and  (2.)  To  find  and  develop  consecrated  leadership 
within  the  community  through  whom  the  work  could  widen  in  scope 
and  effectiveness. 

More  and  more,  as  the  years  pass,  our  hearts  are  made  increasingly 
glad  at  the  realization  of  our  goals  and  especially  do  we  rejoice  in  those 
choice  spirits  who  have  gradually  come  into  effective  participation 
and  leadership  in  so  many  phases  of  our  work.  Their  unselfish  and 
voluntary  efforts  have  richly  contributed  to  the  enlarging  horizons  of 
our  efforts  and  increasing  enrichment  of  our  lives.

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REPORT  OF  TYRRELL  COUNTY  RURAL  PROJECT 

We  are  hearing  much  these  days  about  the  tenth  birthday  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  The  rural  project  about  which 
1  am  reporting  is  not  nearly  that  old,  however.  Just  three  years  old  in 
September,  it  is  a  "baby"  yet  as  far  as  years  are  concerned,  but  this 
is  not  the  case  when  we  think  in  terms  of  growth. 

Because  the  "time  was  ripe"  for  the  setting  up  of  such  a  project 
in  September,  1947,  because  of  the  loyal  support  and  interest  of  the 
Town  and  Country  Bureau  of  the  Woman's  Division  and  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  because 
of  the  sense  of  need  for  a  worker  and  the  cooperation  of  the  people 
of  the  Tyrrell  County  area,  because  of  God's  goodness  and  guidance, 
during  the  three  years  of  its  existence,  the  Tyrrell  County  Rural 
Project  has  taken  ten  important  steps  toward  bringing  more  abundant 
life  to  rural  people. 

First:  We  have  set  up  a  church  organization  in  the  four  churches 
adequate  for  meeting  the  needs  of  our  people.  An  account  of  this 
period  of  organization  which  began  in  the  first  year  and  was  com- 
pleted in  the  second  year  was  given  in  last  year's  report. 

Second:  We  have  made  much  progress  in  children's  work.  Changes 
have  been  made  in  church  school  literature  so  that  now  all  groups  in 
the  three  church  schools  are  using  the  best.  Last  summer  a  vacation 
church  school  was  held  in  each  of  the  four  communities — the  first 
time  this  has  ever  happened.  We  have  already  had  two  schools  this 
summer,  and  shall  have  the  other  two  in  July.  In  two  of  the  four 
communities  we  are  literally  reaching  all  the  children  in  the  com- 
munities. In  all  of  the  schools,  we  are  reaching  children  of  all  the 
denominations  of  the  county. 

Third:  We  have  made  much  progress  in  our  youth  program.  We 
are  already  beginning  to  see  development  of  leadership  through  our 
Methodist  Youth  Fellowships.  We  have  an  intermediate  at  Camp 
Don-Lee  this  week;  we  shall  have  several  youth  at  Louisburg  Assembly 
next  week.  We  are  now  making  plans  for  and  looking  forward  to  a  Re- 
treat in  August  during  which  we  shall  train  new  officers  and  make 
plans  for  a  year's  work. 

Fourth:  The  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  is  advancing. 
Not  only  have  we  grown  from  one  to  four  societies  in  the  three  years, 
but  since  last  conference,  the  smallest  of  our  societies  has  reached  out 
to  include  women  from  another  church  on  the  adjoining  charge.  The 
Holly  Grove  community  is  small;  therefore,  the  church  membership 
and  the  Woman's  Society  membership  is  small.  Just  three  miles  away 
is  the  Newlands  community  in  which  there  is  a  Methodist  Church 
which  is  a  part  of  another  charge.  Never  has  there  been  a  Woman's 
Society  in  this  church.  From  the  Holly  Grove  women  themselves 
came  the  suggestion  that  we  visit  these  women  and  ask  them  to  be- 
come a  part  of  the  Holly  Grove  society.  Now  it  is  the  Holly  Grove- 
Mt.  Elmo  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  We  meet  in  one  church 
one  month,  and  the  other  church  the  next  month.  More  than  that, 
people  are  beginning  to  go  from  one  community  to  the  other  for 
church  services.  Two  very  small  rural  churches,  struggling  for  exist- 
ence just  a  few  miles  apart,  are  beginning  to  join  hands.  This  may  be 
of  great  significance! 

Fifth:  Worthy  of  being  listed  as  a  step  within  itself  is  the  growth 
which  has  come  about  through  our  joint  Woman's  Society  study 
classes.  All  four  societies  of  the  Tyrrell  County  Rural  Project  are 
having  four  classes  a  year  now.  In  February,  members  of  the  four 
groups  came  together  in  Columbia  for  a  study  of  Japan.  The  attend- 
ance at  each  session  was  from  45  to  50.  Each  society  met  requirements 
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for  Jurisdiction  Recognition.  A  significant  trend  is  that  local  leaders 
are  teaching  two  of  the  classes  each  year. 

Sixth:  The  development  of  local  leadership  is  our  next  step.  From 
one  summer  to  the  next,  we  have  more  local  workers  in  our  Vacation 
Church  School.  In  the  two  schools  this  summer,  there  has  been  marked 
progress  along  this  Jine.  Though  the  need  for  workers  with  youth  is 
still  acute,  we  have  more  now  than  when  our  work  began.  We  are 
now  in  the  midst  of  a  training  program  for  Woman's  Society  officers 
which  we  believe  will  result  in  more  effective  leadership  in  the  wom- 
an's work.  I  am  meeting  with  individual  officers,  or  small  groups  of 
officers,  for  informal  discussion  periods  concerning  each  phase  of  the 
work. 

Seventh:  Set  apart  as  an  achievement  is  our  community  building 
in  the  Wesley  Chapel  community.  Once  a  one-room  school  building, 
the  building  was  turned  over  to  the  community  by  the  county  board 
of  education  several  years  ago.  Last  fall,  the  Wesley  Chapel  MYF  began 
planning  to  improve  the  building.  Though  it  began  as  a  MYF  project, 
it  soon  became  a  community  project.  All  the  men,  women,  and  chil- 
dren of  the  community  had  a  hand  in  painting  the  interior,  washing 
windows,  re-upholstering  old  furniture,  cleaning  and  waxing  the 
floor,  and  contributing  equipment  for  the  little  kitchen 

Eighth:  We  have  taken  an  important  step  toward  cooperation  with 
the  various  county  agencies.  Woman's  Society  members  worked  with 
the  Health  Department,  serving  as  hostesses  at  the  TB  x-ray  unit 
during  its  stay  in  Columbia.  We  asked  the  Home  Demonstration  Agent 
to  help  us  cover  the  old  furniture  in  the  community  building.  We  are 
working  toward  the  setting  up  of  a  community  schedule  which  will 
call  together  representatives  of  all  the  organizations  of  the  county  for 
cooperative  planning. 

Ninth:  We  have  made  great  strides  toward  the  building  up  of  a 
circuit  consciousness.  Members  of  the  four  churches  are  more  and 
more  beginning  to  think  of  themselves  not  only  as  members  of  their 
local  churches,  but  as  members  of  the  circuit.  Joint  study  classes, 
joint  MYF  meetings,  a  worker  going  from  one  community  and  one 
church  to  the  other  sometimes  in  one  day,  always  once  a  week — all 
these  things  are  building  up  a  unity  between  the  four  churches  which 
is  significant. 

Tenth:  The  final  step  which  we  have  taken  is  the  changing  of  our 
name.  We  have  outgrown  the  name  "Columbia  Circuit  Rural  Project." 
The  word  "circuit"  has  to  do  with  a  church  area.  We  are  interested  in 
a  geographical  area.  We  have  overstepped  circuit  boundaries  in  trying 
to  meet  the  needs  of  women,  and  we  have  crossed  denominational 
lines  in  trying  to  train  children  in  vacation  church  schools.  We  are 
interested  in  trying  to  meet  the  needs  of  people  in  this  rural  area.  From 
now  on,  our  project  will  be  known  as  the  "Tyrrell  County  Rural 
Project." 

Yes,  as  far  as  growth  is  concerned,  our  three-year-old  project  can 
speak  in  terms  of  ten  important  and  significant  steps.  Many  challenging 
goals  confront  us,  however.  There  are  still  more  children,  more 
youth,  more  adults  to  be  reached.  There'are  still  more  effective  study 
classes  to  be  held,  more  potential  leaders  to  be  trained,  more  worth- 
while agencies  with  which  we  can  find  ways  to  cooperate,  more  walls 
to  be  painted  and  more  floors  to  be  scrubbed. 

As  we  "work  with  God  in  the  countryside,"  we  believe  we  shall 
continue  to  grow!

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REPORT  OF  RURAL  WORK— FARMVILLE  AND  WALSTONBURG 

From  January  1,  1949  to  May  31,  1950 

Farmville-Walstonburg  Rural  Work 

Surely  God  has  looked  with  favor  upon  the  rural  work  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference,  for  the  years  1949  and  1950  have  indicated 
much  progress  in  the  program  of  the  rural  church. 

During  the  early  months  of  the  year  1949,  the  foundation  for  the 
summer  program  of  vacation  church  schools  was  laid.  A  survey  was 
made  to  determine  the  number  of  newcomers  to  the  several  commun- 
ities, and  a  visitation  campaign  was  held  with  workers  visiting  those 
persons  who  were  not  attending  church  or  church  school.  Thus  the 
way  was  paved  early  for  inviting  these  families  to  participate  in  the 
vacation  church  school.  Because  of  the  exceptionally  good  attendance 
in  the  Monk  Memorial  area,  the  need  for  a  church  bus  was  felt  quite 
keenly.  The  pastor,  the  rural  worker,  and  interested  persons  in  the 
community  transported  the  children  to  and  from  the  church  each 
morning,  and  oftentimes  one  person  had  to  make  more  than  one  trip 
to  bring  all  who  wished  to  come.  In  the  early  fall  such  a  bus  was 
purchased,  and  much  of  the  transportation  problem  was  solved.  Suc- 
cessful schools  were  also  held  at  each  of  the  other  churches,  and  a 
Youth  Week  for  all  young  people  on  the  Farmville  and  Walstonburg 
charges  was  held  at  Monk  Memorial.  On  February  27  this  new  church 
had  been  officially  organized  with  29  charter  members  enrolled,  and 
since  that  time  much  progress  has  been  made  in  all  phases  of  the 
church  program. 

The  Walstonburg  Charge 

Since  September  1,  1949,  my  work  has  been  confined  entirely  to 
the  Walstonburg  Charge  and  to  the  three  churches  on  this  charge — 
Walstonburg  Community,  Wesley,  and  Bell  Arthur.  Most  of  the  Wal- 
stonburg community  was  unfamiliar  to  me  at  this  time,  and  a  special 
effort  was  made  during  the  first  four  months  to  become  acquainted 
with  this  portion  of  the  work.  Particular  emphasis  was  placed  on  the 
Walstonburg  church  bus  route  in  order  that  the  rural  worker  might 
become  better  acquainted  with  the  parents  of  the  children  who  ride 
the  bus  to  church  school.  By  this  program  of  visitation,  we  were  able 
to  determine  the  number  of  young  people  who  are  of  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowship  age  but  who  were  not  attending  the  evening  sessions  of 
the  group.  Recently,  meetings  for  this  group  were  organized  and  twelve 
members  are  enrolled. 

During  the  Christmas  season  families  were  remembered  with  a 
bit  of  Christmas  cheer  in  the  form  of  fruits  and  nuts.  These  things  were 
donated  by  the  several  churches  and  in  each  case  these  persons  were 
visited  and  the  Christmas  boxes  delivered  by  the  rural  worker.  At 
each  of  the  churches  a  Christmas  program  was  presented.  Of  special 
interest  was  the  Walstonburg  Christmas  pageant  in  which  every 
member  of  the  church  school  participated. 

In  an  effort  to  acquaint  the  charge  with  the  Lord's  Acre  Plan  of 
stewardship,  a  play  based  on  this  theme  was  presented  to  the  charge 
board  of  stewards  and  to  other  officials  of  the  church.  Later  the  plan 
was  discussed  in  each  individual  church.  Of  course,  the  plan  met  with 
some  opposition.  We  have  been  pleased,  however,  that  a  beginning  has 
been  made,  and  there  is  the  hope  that  the  idea  has  been  planted  in  the 
minds  of  a  few,  and  that  the  seed  thus  sown  will  bear  fruit  in  the 
years  to  come.  It  was  quite  significant  that  when  the  plan  was  present- 
ed to  the  members  of  the  newly  organized  Neighborhood  Methodist 
Youth  Fellowship,  as  it  is  called,  ten  of  the  twelve  members  responded. 
All  of  these  young  people  come  from  low-income  farm  families,  but 
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still  they  signed  pledges  that  they  would  have  some  project  to  con- 
tribute to  the  work  of  the  church. 

Of  special  interest  at  the  Wesley  church  is  the  play  which  was 
presented  this  spring  for  the  purpose  of  lifting  the  church  debt.  As 
the  play  progressed,  however,  it  was  easy  to  see  that  the  money  thus 
raised  was  of  least  importance — as  an  outgrowth  of  the  fellowship 
together,  we  have  seen  an  increased  interest  in  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  the  church  school,  and  the  church.  Monthly  Workers' 
Council  meetings  are  held  regularly,  and  teachers  in  the  church  school 
plan  together  for  the  coming  months. 

At  Bell  Arthur  the  rural  worker  has  visited  in  the  community  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  names  of  all  new  people  in  the  community 
and  that  these  people  might  be  visited  in  the  visitation  campaign 
which  at  this  time  is  in  progress.  The  mission  studies  here  were  well 
cttended  not  only  by  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  but  by  other  church  members  as  well.  An  interdenominational 
Easter  Sunrise  pageant  has  been  planned  with  young  people  from  the 
Bell  Arthur  community  participating. 

Already  plans  are  being  made  for  vacation  church  schools  which 
will  be  held  in  June.  Materials  have  been  purchased,  and  teachers  are 
being  contacted. 

More  and  more  are  we  coming  to  realize  the  potentialities  and 
possibilities   of  growth   in   all   phases   of   our   church   program.   Here 
is  truly  to  be  found  "missions  at  the  grassroots" — missions  rooted  in  the 
Advance  for  Christ  and  His  Church.

REPORT  READ  TO  CONFERENCE,  JUNE  21,  1950 
Walstonburg-  Circuit 

As  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  has  advanced,  so  have 
the  rural  churches  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  progressed,  for 
the  total  rural  program  of  our  church  has  been  greatly  strengthened 
through  the  prayers,  the  gifts,  and  the  interest  of  our  women.  It  is 
because  of  such  interest  that  the  Walstonburg  Circuit  has  received 
new  life,  and  in  recent  years  has  been  able  to  give  new  meaning  to 
the  life  of  rural  people. 

Ten  years  ago,  one  could  see  virtually  none  of  the  signs  of  spiritual 
growth  which  are  in  evidence  on  the  Walstonburg  circuit  today.  At 
Bethlehem  church,  in  Bell  Arthur,  attendance  was  considered  ex- 
cellent if  15  members  were  present  for  church  school.  Contrast  the 
picture  of  this  church  fast  approaching  that  stage  wherein  it  seemed 
that  its  doors  must  inevitably  be  closed,  with  another  picture  where 
one  can  see  the  signs  of  a  definite  spiritual  rebirth.  Church  and 
church  school  attendance  have  increased,  the  church  buildings  have 
been  improved,  and  a  church  annex  has  been  built.  Many  community 
projects  have  been  undertaken,  and  progress  has  been  made  in 
strengthening  the  bonds  between  denominations,  and  in  promoting 
community  cooperation.  Not  only  has  interest  in  the  Bethlehem 
church  increased,  but  out  of  this  church  a  second  church  has  emerged. 

During  its  three  years  of  organization,  the  Wesley  Community 
Church  has  increased  its  church  school  attendance;  and  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  has  doubled  in  membership.  The  organi- 
zation of  the  board  of  education  at  Wesley  has  been  one  of  the  most 
constructive  projects  of  the  year.  As  a  direct  result  of  the  careful  plan- 
ning of  this  group,  many  accomplishments  have  been  made.  Regular 
fellowship  meetings  with  parents  are  planned,  and  personal  visits 
with  the  purpose  of  interesting  more  adults  in  the  program  of  the 
church  are  made. 
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The  third  church  on  the  Walstonburg  Circuit  is  at  this  time  16  years 
of  age.  A  decade  ago,  the  Walstonburg  Community  Church  was  a  rel- 
atively new  church  merely  struggling  to  exist.  Today  the  good  seeds 
which  have  been  sown  in  this  community  are  gradually  coming  into 
fruition.  During  the  past  year  an  effort  has  been  made  to  reach  one 
of  the  unchurched  areas  in  the  community.  Through  personal  contacts 
made  by  the  church  members,  the  pastor,  and  the  rural  worker,  the 
people  in  this  area  have  experienced  a  sense  of  belonging  to  the  com- 
munity, and  many  of  the  young  people  in  this  group  have  recently 
united  with  the  church. 

The  mission  of  the  Walstonburg  circuit  has  always  been  one  with 
a  two-fold  purpose.  This  purpose  is  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  non- 
landowning  population,  and  to  guide  youth  into  an  ever-increasing 
awareness  of  the  meaning  of  the  Christian  life.  With  this  view  in  mind, 
a  Youth  Building  has  been  erected  in  Walstonburg,  and  an  evangelical 
Youth  program  for  the  circuit  has  been  planned.  Each  summer  vacation 
church  schools  are  held  in  each  church,  and  a  Youth  Week  is  planned 
for  young  people.  At  present  three  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  groups 
are  meeting,  and  another  is  being  organized  in  the  fall.  Realizing  that 
the  young  adults  are  the  immediate  leaders  of  our  church,  this  phase 
of  our  church  program  is  also  being  developed. 

Our  greatest  accomplishments  have  been  in  laying  foundations 
which  will  lead  toward  the  ultimate  goal  of  enriching  the  total  pro- 
gram of  the  church.  One  of  our  greatest  assets  lies  in  the  fact  that  there 
are  several  Christian  laymen  of  the  charge  who  have  caught  the 
vision  of  what  can  be  done  for  the  rural  church,  and  have  therefore 
greatly  enriched  our  program.  In  many  instances  we  have  failed  in  our 
mission,  yet  certainly  we  can  say  that  by  the  grace  of  God,  the  year 
1950  finds  us  further  along  the  way  toward  the  Ultimate  Goal,  than  did 
the  period  of  ten  years  ago.  One  can  only  hope  that  the  Spirit  of  Love 
might  so  fill  the  hearts  and  lives  of  the  members  of  the  Walstonburg 
circuit  that  our  vision  might  be  made  clearer  and  God's  purpose  more 
nearly  revealed.

REPORT  OF  HISTORICAL  COMMITTEE 

Since  its  last  report  was  made,  the  Historical  committee  has  follow- 
ed those  methods  of  preserving  the  conference  historical  records  which 
have  been  found  most  useful  in  the  past.  Our  capable  editor,  Mrs. 
A.  H.  Borland,  has  kept  the  file  of  the  conference  Woman's  Page  and 
the  chairman  has  added  several,  pages  to  the  conference  historical 
scrapbook.  Copies  of  the  Conference  Journal  have  been  placed  in  a 
number  of  libraries  by  the  conference  Recording  secretary  and  the 
conference  file  of  Journals  of  the  Conference  and  the  Jurisdiction  are 
in  her  keeping. 

Realizing  that  many  societies  are  indifferent  to  the  value  of  keep- 
ing records,  the  committee,  not  having  a  mailing  list,  has,  through  the 
kindness  and  cooperation  of  the  district  Promotion  secretaries,  asked 
local  presidents  to  appoint  a  historian  or  to  add  the  duties  of  historian 
to  those  of  the  recording  secretary.  This  suggestion  was  included  in 
recommendations  of  the  committee  several  years  ago,  but  our  under- 
standing that  many  societies  have  failed  to  follow  it  prompted  the 
committee  to  call  attention  to  it  again. 

Last  year  the  committee  took  pardonable  pride  in  displaying  at  our 
conference  in  Burlington  the  first  volume  of  "In  His  Train,"  the  series 
of   sketches   and  records   of  achievement   of   our  leaders   since   1940. 
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It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  Miss  Robertson  has  consented  to  continue 
this  project  and  has  begun  the  compilation  of  the  second  volume.  The 
first  volume  has  been  placed  with  other  conference  records  at  Greens- 
boro College.

Korean  Urn 

Miss  Mattie  Ivey  (of  the  Texas  Conference)  presented  to  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  session  at  New 
Bern  in  1911  a  Korean  brass  vessel,  later  to  be  known  as  the  Korean 
Urn.  It  was  kept  by  Mrs.  R.  A.  Willis  until  1922  when  she  returned  it 
to  the  conference  with  a  message  (see  page  198  of  "Seven  Times 
Seven,"  a  book  compiled  in  1928  by  Mrs.  J.  LeGrand  Everett). 

In  1922  it  was  presented  to  Miss  Vara  Herring  for  the  Raleigh  Dis- 
trict for  having  the  largest  number  of  auxiliaries  on  the  honor  roll. 
Later  it  was  awarded  for  the  largest  number  of  auxiliaries,  making  the 
Efficiency  Aim  or  achieving  the  Seven  Keys  to  Progress. 

In  1944  (see  Fourth  Annual  Report,  page  24)  it  was  decided  to 
change  the  basis  of  the  award  "to  the  District  making  the  largest 
percentage  of  complete  reports,  on  time,  to  all  the  officers." 

Korean  Candlestick 

In  April  1939  Miss  Josephine  Dameron  announced  that  "she  was 
giving  to  the  conference  a  hammered  brass  candlestick  to  be  awarded 
to  the  district  making  the  greatest  increase  during  the  year"  (see  page 
21  of  the  27th  Annual  Report  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Woman's  Missionary  Society).  In  1940  the  Korean  Candlestick  "was 
presented  by  Miss  Josephine  Dameron  to  the  Durham  District  for  mak- 
ing the  largest  contribution  from  any  district"  (see  page  22  of  the  28th 
Annual  Report).  In  1941,  1942,  1943  and  1944  it  was  awarded  on  the 
basis  of  "the  largest  contribution." 

In  1944  the  basis  was  changed  to  "the  district  having  the  largest 
percentage  increase  over  the  previous  year"  (see  page  24  of  the  Fourth 
Annual  Report). 

Study  Jewel 

Given  in  1928  by  Mrs,  Lillie  Moore  Everett  "to  be  awarded  from 
year  to  year  to  the  district  having  the  largest  percentage  of  auxiliaries 
conducting  three  study  classes."  (See  page  429,  "Seven  Times  Seven" 
and  page  56  of  the  Ninth  Annual  Report.)

Mrs.  Hubert  A.  Davis,  new  conference  treasurer,  was  welcomed,  and 
it  was  announced  that  both  Mrs.  Davis  and  Mrs.  J.  T.  Doughtie,  new 
secretary  of  promotion  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
would  be  members  of  the  Guild  Conference  Executive  Board. 

Miss  Godfrey  expressed  appreciation  for  the  fine  work  and  co- 
operation of  the  group  as  a  whole  and  especially  to  those  members 
who  will  leave  the  membership  of  the  Board  with  the  1950  Conference. 
These  members  were:  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker,  Mrs.  Sheila  T.  Howard,  Mrs.

District  secretaries  were  asked  to  pass  on  to  their  local  units  re- 
minders: to  send  Cultivation  Fund  the  first  quarter  (25c  per  member 
per  year);  $1.50  for  Magazine  and  Picture  Fund;  Guild  Weekend  at 
Junaluska  July  14-16;  and,  Institute  of  Missions,  Greensboro  College, 
September  8-10.  Also,  to  stress  the  importance  of  all  officers  being  sub- 
scribers or  having  access  to  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook. 

Announcement  was  made  regarding  the  1951  Annual  Conference 
of  the  Woman's  Society  to  convene  at  East  Carolina  Teachers  College, 
Greenville,  May  31 -June  2.  Discussion  followed  regarding  the  possi- 
bility of  the  Guild  likewise  having  the  1951  Guild  Week-end  at 
Greenville.

The  Sixth  Annual  Conference  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
North  Carolina  Conference,  was  held  at  Duke  Memorial  Church, 
Durham,  North  Carolina,  June  24-25,  1950,  with  approximately  200 
in  attendance. 

The  opening  session  of  the  conference  convened  in  Memorial  Chapel 
of  Duke  Memorial  Church,  Saturday  at  3.00  p.m.  with  Miss  Sarah 
Godfrey,  conference  secretary,  presiding.  Following  the  instrumental 
prelude  rendered  by  Miss  Mary  Brinkley  at  the  piano,  the  delegation 
sang  "The  Guild  Hymn."  Miss  Elizabeth  Johnson,  director  of  Religious 
Education  of  the  hostess  church,  welcomed  the  conference  guests. 

Miss  Charity  Holland  of  Kinston  was  elected  recording  secretary. 

A  telegram  from  Mrs  J.  H.  Cutchin,  president  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  was  read,  bringing  greetings  and  assur- 
ance of  her  presence  in  spirit.  The  recording  secretary  was  instructed 
to  reply  to  this  telegram.

Miss  Godfrey  recognized  her  associate  secretary,  Mrs.  W.  N.  Davis, 
and  the  district  secretaries:  Misses  Kathleene  Cox,  Durham;  Pete  Hill, 
Fayetteville;  Charity  Holland,  New  Bern;  Elsie  Parker,  Raleigh;  Joyce 
Hughes,  Rocky  Mount;  and  Mrs.  C.  C.  Alexander,  Wilmington.  She 
expressed  to  these  secretaries  her  appreciation  for  the  help  and  co- 
operation given  her  in  the  conference  work  during  the  past  year. 

It  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  delegates  that  six  new  guilds 
had  been  organized  in  the  conference  during  the  past  year  at  the 
following  places:  Red  Springs,  Salem,  Mount  Olive,  Bahama,  Star,  and 
Elm  Street,  Goldsboro.  There  were  five  members  of  the  Red  Springs 
Guild  attending  the  conference. 

Mrs.  Palmer  Bailey  of  Edenton  Street  church,  Raleigh,  extended 
an  invitation  for  the  1951  Conference  to  convene  at  Edenton  Street 
church  with  all  of  the  Raleigh  Guilds  participating  as  hostesses.  The 
invitation  was  unanimously  accepted. 

Mrs.  H.  O.  Lineberger,  past  Promotion  secretary  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  brought  greetings  from  the  Woman's 
Society,  and  gave  the  highlights  of  the  recent  Woman's  Society  Con- 
ference in  Henderson.  Mrs.  Lineberger  stressed  the  need  for  empha- 
sizing the  third  goal  of  our  Advance  Program — "securing  1,000  full- 
time  Christian  workers,"  a  part  of  which  must  come  from  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild.  With  sufficient  emphasis  on  the  first  three  goals  of  Ad- 
vance, the  fourth  goal,  increased  financial  giving,  will  take  care  of 
itself.  In  reviewing  the  progress  that  has  been  made  by  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  Mrs.  Lineberger  stated  than  in  1940  there  were  29  Guilds 
and  now  there  are  67  Guilds  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  There 
were  459  units  of  the  Woman's  Society  that  same  year  and  this  year 
there  are  628.  "Let  us  not  slacken  our  pace — may  the  next  decade  show 
even  more  progress  than  this."  An  invitation  from  Jarvis  Memorial 
church  in  Greenville  for  the  1951  Woman's  Society  Conference  to 
convene  at  East  Carolina  Teachers  College  was  accepted  at  the 
Henderson  Conference. 

Miss  Sarah  Godfrey  addressed  the  conference,  urging  that  every 
guild  member  take  note  of  what  she,  as  an  individual,  might  do  to  pro- 
mote the  Advance  Program.  Miss  Godfrey  suggested  that  we  think 
en  three   points:    "Of  the  Past — Mindful:   To   the   Present — Faithful; 
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For  the  Future — Hopeful.'*  One  of  our  greatest  accomplishments  is  our 
growth  in  understanding.  The  Woman's  Society  is  different  from  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  only  one  respect  and  that  is  the  type  of 
vocation  followed.  The  homemakers,  members  of  the  Woman's  Society; 
the  business  women,  members  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  Our 
Woman's  Society  conference  officers  include  the  Guild  in  every  phase 
of  their  planning;  they  look  toward  us  for  cooperation  in  supporting 
and  promoting  our  woman's  work,  and  we  dare  not  disappoint  them. 
Their  anticipation  is  a  real  challenge  to  us.  By  working  together  our 
lives  have  been  enriched  and  we  have  gained  a  deeper  meaning  of 
fellowship.  Through  understanding  we  have  gained  a  wider  vision. 

Evaluate  the  past!  Where  are  those  gainfully  employed  women  who 
have  come  into  our  communities?  Are  we  content  with  our  present 
faithful  membership?  Consideration  should  be  given  in  large  Guilds  to 
dividing  into  circles,  thereby  giving  opportunity  for  more  women  to 
serve  in  smaller  groups  and  to  encourage  new  members.  TO  THE 
PRESENT— FAITHFUL— our  reports  of  the  past  year  reveal  faithful- 
ness. Increased  interest  in  mission  studies,  better  programs  and  more 
concern  is  shown  for  our  overall  program.  Our  gifts  to  missions  for  the 
past  year  amounted  to  $10,878.46— an  increase  of  $2,000  over  the  pre- 
vious year.  $1,280  was  given  in  Life  Memberships.  Likewise,  our 
Cash  for  Supplies,  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  contributions  have 
increased.  We  definitely  'are  a  progressive  group — we  will  not  stand 
still.  Our  Pledge  for  the  new  year  as  made  at  the  Woman's  Society 
Conference  in  Henderson  was  $11,000.  Your  presence  here  signifies 
your  interest.  Some  of  you  will  attend  Guild  Weekend  at  Lake  Juna- 
luska,  July  14-16.  The  Joint  Institute  of  Missions  will  be  held  at 
Greensboro  College,  September  8-10  and  will  serve  as  a  booster  for 
fall  work.  FOR  THE  FUTURE— HOPEFUL— The  quadrennial  As- 
sembly held  in  Cleveland  was  a  period  of  uplift  and  inspiration.  Seven 
hundred  Guilders  attended  Guild  week-end,  which  followed  the  As- 
sembly, April  21-23,  and  returned  to  their  respective  homes  with  an 
optimistic  belief  that  the  church  can  take  religion  into  the  world. 
The  Marion  Lela  Norris  Scholarship  Fund  established  at  National 
College  for  Christian  Workers  and  at  Scarritt  College  in  honor  of  Miss 
Norris,  founder  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  revealed  high  hopes 
for  the  future.  In  lieu  of  the  $1,000  hoped  for,  $10,500  was  received  by 
the  Division  treasurer.  We  must  strive  to  serve  so  well  that  others 
shall  find  joy  in  our  service  and  want  to  serve  also.  A  world  of  oppor- 
tunity for  service  lies  around  us. 

Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin,  past  Conference  secretary,  came  to  the  platform 
and  presented  an  Honorary  Life  Membership,  from  the  Conference,  to 
Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker,  retiring  conference  treasurer,  who  has  served  so 
efficiently  and  so  faithfully.  Miss  Charity  Holland  presented  an 
Honorary  Life  Membership  from  the  New  Bern  District  to  Mrs.  W.  N. 
Davis,  past  district  secretary. 

Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman,  past  vice-president  of  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service,  was  presented  and  gave  the  highlights  of  the 
Third  Quadrennial  Assembly  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Said  Mrs.  Hillman, 
"One  and  one-half  million  women  of  the  Methodist  Church  were  rep- 
resented by  the  5,000  delegates  attending  the  Assembly.  Everything 
about  the  Assembly  was  both  interesting  and  challenging  from  the  time 
Mrs.  Frank  Brooks,  Division  President,  welcomed  the  delegates  with 
her  grace  and  charm  at  2:00  p.m.  on  Tuesday  until  the  end  of  the 
dedication  and  pledge  service  at  noon  on  Friday.  Then,  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guilders  came  in  for  their  Guild  Week-end.  It  was  grand  to 
look  at  this  group  of  business  women  there  and  know  that  they  repre- 
sented 122,000  business  women  who  compose  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  throughout  the  nation."  Against  a  background  of  flags  of  the 
United  Nations  there  were  introduced  more  than  200  missionaries  and 
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deaconesses  who  have  gone  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth.  This 
group  represented  a  total  of  3,372  years  of  service  to  Jesus  Christ. 
Everyone  of  the  5,000  women  came  away  from  the  Assembly  with  the 
words  from  the  Assembly  Hymn  in  their  hearts,  "Draw  Thou  my  soul, 
O  Christ — not  for  myself  alone  may  my  prayer  be." 

The  group  sang  "True-Hearted  Whole-Hearted,"  which  was  follow- 
ed by  an  announcement  by  Miss  Godfrey  that  a  Scroll  of  Life  Member- 
ships which  had  been  presented  since  January  1949  through  May  1950 
had  been  prepared  and  was  on  exhibit  at  conference. 

Rev.  R.  E.  Brown,  pastor  of  the  hostess  church,  pronounced  the 
benediction  and  the  meeting  adjourned  into  the  following  clinics: 
Promotion,  led  by  Miss  Elsie  Parker;  and  Program  Building,  led  by 
Miss  Pete  Hill.  The  clinics  were  attended  by  enthusiastic  groups  and 
many  worthwhile  ideas  and  suggestions  were  received.  New  report 
blanks  and  materials  were  distributed.

Dinner  was  served  at  6:30  p.m.  in  the  Duke  Memorial  church  dining 
room  with  Mrs.  Mary  Stone,  president  of  Duke  Memorial  Guild,  pre- 
siding. The  hymn  "Bless  Be  Thy  Dear  Uniting  Love,"  was  sung  and 
Dr.  D.  D.  Holt,  pastor  of  Trinity  church,  Durham,  gave  the  invocation. 

The  following  persons  were  introduced:  Dr.  and  Mrs.  E.  L.  Hillman; 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  R.  E.  Brown;  Rev.  and  Mrs.  D.  D.  Holt;  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Leon  Hall;  also,  Mrs.  A.  H.  Borland,  president  of  the  local  Woman's 
Society. 

Attendance  was  checked  by  Districts,  showing  the  following  statis- 
tics: Durham,  40;  Elizabeth  City,  13;  Fayetteville,  27;  New  Bern,  30; 
Raleigh,  27;  Rocky  Mount,  28;  Wilmington,  11. 

Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood  was  recognized.  She  expressed  deep  appre- 
ciation for  the  dedication  of  the  1950  Conference  Program  to  her. 

A  skit,  "The  Guild  Clinic,"  was  put  on  by  the  conference  Guild 
officers,  which  was  very  humorous  and  entertaining,  yet  presented 
very  cleverly  a  picture  of  our  North  Carolina  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

After  announcements  were  made  the  delegates  assembled  in  the 
sanctuary  of  the  Duke  Memorial  church. 

The  Saturday  evening  session  held  in  the  church  sanctuary  at  eight 
o'clock  was  opened  with  prelude,  Schnecker's  "Reverie,"  with  Mrs.  S.  J. 
Angier  at  the  organ.  The  communion  service  was  led  by  Dr.  E.  L.  Hill- 
man,  district  superintendent,  assisted  by  Revs.  R.  E.  Brown,  D.  D. 
Holt,  and  Leon  Hall.  The  Sacrificial  Offering  placed  on  the  altar  by  the 
communicants  for  training  leaders  for  full-time  Christian  Service 
at  home  and  abroad  amounted  to  $130.  Miss  Bobby  Ann  Stallings 
rendered  the  special  solo,  "Ave  Maria,"  by  Bach-Gounod. 

Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood  presented  the  speaker,  Mrs.  E.  U.  Robinson, 
president  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  who  spoke  on  "The  Im- 
perative— Now."  Mrs.  Robinson  spoke  of  our  need  for  going  to  great 
altitudes  to  gain  new  perspectives.  She  stated  that  our  presence  at 
the  conference  indicated  our  awareness  of  such  need,  and  invited  the 
audience  "to  come  apart  with  me  and  turn  back  the  centuries  to  visual- 
ize a  young  man  with  a  strange  light,  a  purpose  in  His  eyes,  threading 
His  way  through  the  throngs  and  hesitating  at  the  Sea  of  Galilee  to 
call  other  young  men,  'come  follow  me'."  The  men  selected  that  day  to 
work  with  Him  were  hand-picked.  That  was  a  great  imperative  now. 
They  did  not  wait.  They  were  trained  for  three  years.  Their  classroom 
was  the  rough  and  rugged  hillsides  of  Judea  and  the  beach  shore  of 
Galilee.  Their  exam  was  undying  love.  Remember  when  Peter  was 
asked  "Lovest  Thou  Me?" 

The  word  power  is  constantly  on  the  lips  of  men  and  women  every- 
where. It  is  not  the  power  of  the  atom  bomb  about  which  we  should  be 
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so  concerned  as  the  power  of  the  King  of  Kings.  The  power  to  de- 
termine the  path  of  the  future  lies  in  the  hands  of  women.  Women  have 
not  only  gone  into  all  walks  of  life,  but  are  the  mothers,  wives  and 
sweethearts  of  men.  Archimedes,  the  great  mathematician,  said  "I  have 
the  power  to  lift  the  world,  if  I  had  a  place  on  which  to  stand."  We  are 
constantly  making  decisions  and  we  must  choose  carefully  the  kind  of 
footing  that  is  firm  and  strong  enough  to  hold  us  up.  The  power  is  avail- 
able, usable  and  expendable,  now.  We  must  take  advantage  of  that 
power  to  the  fullest.  It  is  not  given  to  everyone  to  witness  a  new  world 
— we  can,  if  we  have  the  vision.  If  there  ever  was  a  time  we  have  the 
opportunity  to  exert  our  influence  it  is  now.  We  must  see  and  recognize 
the  responsibilities  and  possibilities  accompanying  proper  use  of  this 
power  and  we  must  accept  it  now.  General  MacArthur  says  we  failed 
in  supplying  Christian  missionaries,  and  we  are  suffering  from  having 
failed  to  use  this  opportunity  for  supplying  power.  This  power  is 
tor  immediate  use.  We  are  magnetized,  not  pushed  or  pulled,  but 
drawn.  There  is  a  glaring  need  all  around  us  for  Christian  workers 
for  full-time  commitment  for  life  or  for  short  term  work  in  the  foreign 
fields  or  at  home.  There  is  a  great  need  for  teachers  of  commercial 
subjects.  Pray  that  out  of  this  conference  group  there  will  come  some 
who  will  give  full  commitment.  The  requirements  are  a  college  degree, 
good  health,  love  of  people,  and  a  Christian  heart  and  soul.  We  must 
look  to  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  to  fulfill  our  need  for  400  workers 
of  which  we  have  to  date  only  299.  Visualize  again  the  young  way- 
farer swinging  along  the  dusty  road  to  Palestine,  hear  from  Him  a 
very  personal  invitation  to  follow  Him  in  all  the  ways. 

The  group  sang  "Take  My  Life  and  Let  It  Be." 

The  Pledge  Service  followed,  led  by  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker.  The  seven 
district  secretaries  were  dressed  in  white  and,  as  each  came  to  the  altar, 
she  spoke  briefly  of  a  special  need,  lighted  her  candle,  and  made  a 
pledge  for  her  respective  district.  Pledges  by  districts  for  the  new 
year  were  as  follows:

The  Pledge  Service  was  concluded  by  each  secretary  taking  the 
lighted  candle  and  going  down  the  aisle  of  the  church,  lighting  the  first 
candle  on  each  row  and  that  person  in  turn  lighted  the  candle  of  the 
person  sitting  next  to  her.  When  all  candles  were  lighted  the  secre- 
taries returned  to  the  front  of  the  chancel.  The  conference  treasurer, 
Mrs.  Hooker,  said,  "Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men  that  they 
may  see  your  good  works  and  glorify  your  Father  who  is  in  heaven." 
The  speakers  led  off  singing  and  the  congregation  filed  out  single 
file  singing  "Jesus  Calls  Us"  and  formed  friendship  circle  on  the  lawn. 
All  joined  in  singing  "A  Charge  to  Keep."  The  benediction  was  pro- 
nounced by  Dr.  E.  L.  Hillman. 

Sunday  breakfast  was  served  in  the  Duke  University  dining  room 
with  Miss  Lyda  Bishop,  president  of  Trinity  church  Guild,  presiding. 
Mrs.  L.  C.  Larkin  gave  the  invocation. 

Mrs.  R.  B.  Hooker  presented  an  Honorary  Life  Membership  to 
Mrs.  V.  F.  Bullock,  past  district  secretary,  from  the  Guilds  in  the 
Rocky  Mount  District  in  appreciation  for  her  services  rendered. 
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Miss  Godfrey  announced  that  the  next  quarterly  treasurers'  reports 
were  due  July  31,  1950.  The  report  is  to  be  made  in  duplicate  with 
original  going  to  the  local  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society,  along 
with  check  made  payable  to  Mrs.  Hubert  A.  Davis,  and  a  copy  of  the 
report  to  be  retained  by  the  Guild  for  local  records.  The  local  Woman's 
Society  treasurer  will  make  a  combined  report.  Miss  Godfrey  suggest- 
ed that  the  local  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  and  Guild  meet 
together  to  combine  their  report. 

The  hymn,  "Lord,  Speak  to  Me,"  was  sung  and  Mrs.  Hubert  A. 
Davis,  Raleigh,  newly  elected  conference  treasurer,  was  presented. 
Mrs.  Davis  expressed  appreciation  that  confidence  had  been  placed 
in  her  in  being  chosen  as  conference  treasurer.  She  asked  for  the 
prayers  of  the  Guild  members  that  she  might  serve  as  she  hoped  to  be 
able  to  serve  in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

Mrs.  Davis  gave  the  morning  meditation  using  as  her  subject  "Make 
a  Choice."  Mrs.  Davis  compared  our  problems  as  Christians  in  this 
world  in  revolution  to  those  of  sheep  following  the  shepherd.  "We  must 
not  run  about  seeking  pleasure  for  ourselves  and  for  our  loved  ones, 
by  following  in  the  tracks  made  by  the  other  sheep.  We  must  bow 
down  and  search  out  those  tracks  made  by  the  shepherd  and  follow 
those.  All  happiness  comes  from  within  our  own  hearts.  We  always 
end  up  with  ourselves.  Our  minds  are  crowded  with  things  of  this 
world  and  we  don't  really  know  which  route  we  are  following  or 
where  we  are  going.  Create  an  atmosphere  of  looking  for  and  follow- 
ing in  the  steps  of  those  people  who  are  habitual  Christians.  We  are 
so  busy,  we  fail  to  find  time  to  empty  our  waterpots  and  refill  our 
spiritual  flow.  As  members  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  we  promised 
to  serve  with  our  prayers,  our  service  and  our  gifts.  God  demands 
that  His  followers  fulfill  their  obligations.  Let  us  remember  Jesus  who 
observed  good  customs  but  defied  all  convention  that  did  not  serve  the 
purpose  of  God  and  who  believed  in  us  so  much  that  He  gave  Himself 
for  us.  May  we  get  on  our  knees  and  pray,  What  hast  Thou  for  me?'  " 

The  Guild  Benediction  was  repeated  in  unison.

At  eleven  o'clock  the  delegates  assembled  at  Duke  Memorial  church 
for  the  morning  worship  service.  Music  was  provided  by  the  church 
choir  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Wesley  F.  Beavers  with  Mrs.  Sam 
J.  Angier  at  the  organ  console.  Leroy  McLeod  rendered  the  offertory 
solo,  "Arise,  O  Lord,"  by  Hoffmeitter.  The  morning  message  was 
delivered  by  Rev.  R.  E.  Brown,  pastor,  who  used  as  his  subject  "The 
Guild  Is  Christ's  Ambassador."  Missions  is  an  affair  of  the  heart  and 
cannot  be  preached  or  taught  into  the  lives  of  people,  said  Mr.  Brown. 
The  more  of  Christ  we  receive  the  more  we  want  to  share.  We  are  in- 
clined to  give  the  name  of  missions  to  plain,  ordinary,  decent,  common 
mercy.  Mercy  becomes  missions  when  it  is  done  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord.  We  have  lived  a  long  time  shutting  out  the  rest  of  the  world 
and  the  time  is  desperately  short  for  action.  We  must  go  quickly  and 
serve.  We  dare  not  wait! 

The  group  assembled  for  lunch  at  Duke  University  dining  hall  at 
12:45  o'clock,  with  Miss  Sarah  Godfrey  presiding.  Mrs.  Gurney  P.  Hood 
gave  the  invocation.

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Constitution  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service 


ARTICLE     1— NAME 

In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  auxiliary  to  the  Jurisdictional 
Woman's  Society  and  to  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 
This  shall  include  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  for  gainfully  employed 
women. 

ARTICLE     II— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
shall  be  to  plan  and  direct  the  work  of  the  society  within  the  conference 
in  accordance  with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE     III— MEMBERSHIP    AND     OFFICERS 

The  Conference  Woman's  Society  shall  be  composed  of  representa- 
tives from  societies  in  the  local  church,  the  number  to  be  determined 
by  each  conference  according  to  its  requirements;  such  district  officers 
as  the  conference  may  determine,  from  each  district;  all  chairmen  of 
conference  standing  committees;  officers  or  members  of  the  Woman's 
Division  or  of  the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  residing  within  the 
bounds  of  the  conference;  and  the  following  conference  officers:  a  pres- 
ident, a  vice-president,  a  recording  secretary,  a  secretary  of  student  work, 
a  secretary  of  youth  work,  a  secretary  of  children's  work,  a  secretary  of 
missionary  education  and  service,  a  secretary  of  Christian  social  rela- 
tions and  local  church  activities,  a  secretary  of  literature  and  publica- 
tions, a  secretary  of  supply  work,  a  secretary  of  spiritual  life,  a  secretary 
of  status  of  women,  a  secretary  of  missionary  personnel,  and  such  other 
secretaries  of  lines  of  work  as  may  be  required. 

ARTICLE    IV— ANNUAL    CONFERENCE    RELATIONSHIPS 

The  president  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  shall  be  seated  in 
the  Annual  Conference,  but  without  the  right  to  vote  unless  she  is 
otherwise  a  member  of  the  conference. 

ARTICLE    V— MEETINGS 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society 
when  reports  shall  be  received  from  the  conference  officers  and  from 
the  districts.  Officers  shall  be  elected,  the  necessary  business  transacted, 
and  pledges  made  for  the  year.  There  shall  be  a  program  of  inspiration 
and  information  in  harmony  with  the  plans  and  projects  of  the  Juris- 
diction Woman's  Society  and  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 
At  the  last  meeting  of  the  quadrennium  the  Conference  Woman's  Society 
shall  elect  according  to  instructions  in  the  Discipline,  women  from  the 
conference,  three  of  whom  shall  be  conference  officers,  for  membership  in 
the  Jurisdiction  Woman's  Society.  Three  women  shall  also  be  nominated 
for  membership  on  the  General  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 
At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly  (H1251),  delegates  shall  be 
elected  in  accordance  with  the  stated  membership. 

ARTICLE   VI— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  re- 
cording secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Division. 
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By-Laws  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service 


ARTICLE      1— OFFICERS 

Section  I.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Con- 
ference Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  of  the  executive 
committee.  She  shall  actively  advance  all  the  interests  of  the  work.  She 
shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio 
of  all  committees.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Jurisdictional  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  of  the  Conference  Board  and  of  such 
other  co-operative  boards  and  committees  as  the  discipline  may  provide. 

Section  II.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president 
in  her  absence,  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the 
society.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  assisting  in  promoting  plans  and 
methods  for  the  use  and  development  of  the  monthly  program  materials 
as  related  to  the  duties  of  the  program  committee  in  the  local  society. 
She  shall  cooperate  as  directed  by  the  vice-president  of  the  Jurisdiction 
in  the  promotion  of  the  programs  of  the  "World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women.  She  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  conference  society 
may  require. 

Section  III.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings 
of  the  conference  society  and  of  the  executive  committee.  She  shall  keep 
a  permanent  record  of  all  proceedings  and  send  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of 
the  executive  committee  to  each  officer.  She  shall  present  all  recom- 
mendations of  the  executive  committee  to  the  conference  society  and 
notify  all  committees  of  their  appointment.  She  shall  prepare  and  issue 
the  annual  report  of  the  conference   society. 

Section  IV.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  Woman's  Division  funds 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  quar- 
terly or  monthly  from  the  treasurer  of  the  local  society,  or  from  district 
treasurers,  as  the  conference  society  may  direct.  She  shall  remit  such 
funds  without  division  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  conference  society. 
She  shall  disburse  funds  upon  the  written  order  of  the  conference  pres- 
ident and  the  promotion  secretary,  and  shall  send  an  itemized  statement 
of  all  finances  to  these  officers.  Her  books  shall  be  audited  annually  by  a 
certified  public  accountant  and  the  auditor's  report  presented  to  the 
conference  society.  She  shall  be  bonded  in  such  sum  and  upon  such 
conditions  as  the  Woman's  Division  may  determine.  She  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Committee.  , 

Section  V.  The  promotion  secretary  shall  promote  the  total  program 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  In  co-operation  with  the 
district  promotion  secretaries  she  shall  provide  for  leadership  training; 
she  shall  supply  the  societies  with  information  concerning  the  work; 
she  shall  seek  to  organize  a  society  in  every  church  in  the  conference. 
In  co-operation  with  the  Jurisdictional  promotion  secretary,  and  with  the 
district  promotion  secretaries,  she  shall  plan  the  itineraries  of  field 
workers,  missionaries  and  other  speakers.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on 
the  treasury.  Immediately  after  the  election  of  conference  society 
officers,  she  shall  send  a  list  of  the  officers  to  the  promotion  secretary 
of  the  Jurisdiction  and  to  the  executive  secretary  of  the  Woman's  Section 
of  the  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation.  She  shall  report  annually 
to  the  conference  society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  promotion 
secretary  of  the  Jurisdictional  Society  and  to  the  executive  secretary 
of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation. 
She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  standing  committee  on  finance,  of  the 
committee  on  Schools  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service,  of  the  committee 
on  missionary  personnel,  and  of  the  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
Committee. 
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Sectiion  VI.  The  secretary  of  missionary  education  and  service  shall 
be  responsible  for  missionary  education  in  the  conference  and  for  the 
promotion  of  study  courses  in  the  societies.  She  shall  provide  missionary 
information,  recommend  missionary  projects  and  develop  interest  in  their 
support.  She  shall  recommend  to  the  conference  society  the  study 
courses  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She 
shall  assist  in  planning  and  promoting  missionary  conferences  and  schools 
of  missions,  and  educational  conferences  and  seminars  sponsored  by  the 
Woman's  Division.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  committee  on  study 
and  action  and  through  this  committee  co-operate  with  the  secretaries 
of  spiritual  life  and  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  activities 
for  the  co-ordination  of  the  study.  She  shall  co-operate  also  with  the 
Conference  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  its  program  of 
missionary  education  and  with  interdenominational  agencies  engaged  in 
missionary  education.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  conference  society 
and  to  the  Jurisdictional  secretaries  of  work  in  home  and  foreign  fields, 
and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdictional  secretary  of  missionary 
education,  and  to  the  secretary  of  missionary  education  of  the  Woman's 
Section  of  the  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation.  Where  advisable 
this  work  may  be  promoted  by  two  secretaries,  one  in  charge  of  mission- 
ary education  and  one  in  charge  of  special  missionary  projects.  She  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  standing  committee  on  study  and  action. 

Section  VII.  The  secretary  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local 
church  activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  conference 
through  district  and  local  society  officers  of  Christian  social  relations 
and  local  church  activities.  She  shall  guide  the  women  in  the  studies  and 
action  growing  out  of  the  findings  of  the  resource  committees  of  the 
Department  in  the  Division.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  conference 
committee  on  Schools  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service.  She  shall 
serve  as  chairman  of  the  conference  standing  committee  on  Christian 
social  relations  and  local  church  activities.  She  shall  co-operate  with 
other  organizations  of  the  church  and  with  other  agencies  working  toward 
similar  ends.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  conference  society  and 
quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdictional  secretary  of  Christian  social 
relations  and  local  church  activities  and  to  the  executive  secretary  of 
the  Department.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  standing  committee  on 
study  and   action. 

Section  VIII.  The  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall 
serve  as  chairman  of  the  conference  Guild  committee.  She  shall  promote 
the  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  within  the  conference,  shall 
assist  in  the  organization  of  new  units,  shall  receive  quarterly  reports 
from  the  district  Guild  secretaries,  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the 
Conference,  Jurisdictional,  and  Division  Standing  Committees  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  She  shall  familiarize  herself  with  the  work  of 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  with  the  entire  program  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  attend,  as  far  as  possible,  district 
and  conference  meetings  of  the  Guild,  represent  the  Guild,  and  present 
its  interests  at  the  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
in  the  conference.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  conference  committees 
on  Schools  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service,  on  missionary  personnel, 
and  on  finance. 

Section  IX.  The  secretary  of  student  work  shall  promote  the  plans 
and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report 
annually  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  and  quarterly  and  annually 
to  the  Jurisdictional  secretary  of  student  work  and  to  the  secretary  of 
student  work  of  the  Woman's  Section  of  the  Division  of  Education  and 
Cultivation. 

She  shall  work  also  in  co-operation  with  the  State  (or  similar  region) 

Student   Council   of  the   Methodist   Student   Movement,   with   the    state 

-director  and  student  chairmen  of  the  World  Christian   Community  and 

. :. ■■■-;  Christian    Social    Action    Committees,    and    wherever    possible    with    the 

yv\L Inter-Conference  Commission  on  Student  Work.  She  shall  be  a  member 

JLt^of  the   conference    committee   on   missionary   personnel. 
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Section  X.  The  secretary  of  Youth  Work  shall  promote  the  work  ac- 
cording to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division.  She 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  conference  standing  Committee  on  Missionary 
Personnel.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Schools  of  Mis- 
sions and  Christian  Service  in  any  conference  where  there  is  a  summer 
school  for  girls.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  conference  society. 
She  shall  receive  reports  quarterly  and  annually  from  the  district  secre- 
taries of  Youth  Work  and  report  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Juris- 
dictional secretary  of  Youth  Work  and  to  the  secretary  of  Youth  Work 
in  the  Woman's   section  of  the   Division   of  Education   and   Cultivation. 

Section  XI.  The  secretary  of  children's  work  shall  promote  the  work 
according  to  the  plans  and  program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  conference  society  and  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdictional  secretary  of  children's  work,  and  to  the 
secretary  of  children's  work  in  the  Woman's  Section  of  the  Division  of 
Education  and  Cultivation.  She  shall  receive  reports  quarterly  and  an- 
nually from  the   district  secretaries   of  children's   work. 

Section  XII.  The  secretary  of  spiritual  life  shall  endeavor  to  quicken 
the  spiritual  life  of  Methodist  women.  Working  through  the  standing 
committee,  she  shall  seek  to  permeate  the  church  with  spiritual  power 
which  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  more  effective  Christian 
service.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  standing  committee  on  study 
and  action.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  conference  society  and 
quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Jurisdictional  secretary  of  spiritual  life.  She 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  conference  committee  on  Schools  of  Missions 
and  Christian  Service. 

Section  XIII.  The  secretary  of  literature  and  publications  shall  b<> 
responsible  for  the  distribution  of  literature  throughout  the  conference 
and  for  the  dissemination  of  missionary  news  through  the  church  and 
secular  press.  She  shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  the  literature  of  the 
Woman's  Division,  including  the  program  materials,  and  report  con- 
cerning its  suitability  to  meet  conference  needs.  She  shall  promote  the 
circulation  of  the  Methodist  Woman  throughout  the  conference,  and  in 
co-operation  with  the  other  responsible  agencies  of  the  church  she  shall 
promote  the  circulation  of  the  World  Outlook  through  the  conference. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  conference  society  and  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Jurisdictional  secretary  of  literature  and  publications. 
She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  conference  committee  on  Schools  of 
Missions    and    Christian    Service. 

Section  XIV.  The  secretary  of  supply  work  shall  promote  interest 
in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign 
fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  report 
annually  to  the  conference  society  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the 
Jurisdictional  secretary  of  supply  work. 

Section  XV.  The  secretary  of  status  of  women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and 
in  other  lands.  This  study  shall  include  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and 
the  questions  that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  She 
shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  standing  committee  on  status  of  women. 
She  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  conference  society  for  the  pro- 
motion of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve  women's  status  and 
enable  her  to  serve  effectively.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  confer- 
ence society  and  to  the  Jurisdictional  secretary  of  status  of  women,  as 
authorized  by  the  Jurisdictional  Woman's  Society. 

Section    XVI.   The   secretary   of  missionary   personnel    shall   promote 
the  work  of  recruiting,  training  and  counseling  candidates  for  missionary'  ;;:!'  I: 
and  deaconess  service,  within  the  conference.   She  shall  be  responsible      ,:,    j 
for  giving  information  to  district  and  local  groups  concerning  the  need£;i'lv^ 
for  workers,  requirements  for  missionary  and  deaconess  service,  educa- hMswI 
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tional  institutions  preferred  for  study,  scholarship  aids  available,  and 
literature  on  missionary  personnel.  She  shall  prepare  an  annual  report 
to  be  submitted  to  the  Jurisdictional  secretary  of  missionary  personnel 
and  to  the  secretaries  of  missionary  personnel  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
and    Church   Extension. 

ARTICLE     II— ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference 
shall  be  elected  as  conference  officers.  Conference  officers  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  society.  The  elections  shall 
take  place  annually,  biennially,  or  quadrennially,  as  the  conference  may 
determine.  The  tresurer  of  the  conference  shall  hold  office  not  to  exceed 
eight  years. 

Section  II.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  quadrennium,  the  con- 
ference society  shall  elect  from  three  to  six  delegates  to  the  jurisdiction 
society,   three   of  whom   shall  be   officers   of  the   conference   society. 

ARTICLE     III— EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE 

Section  I.  The  executive  committee  of  the  conference  society  shall  be 
composed  of  its  officers,  all  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Chris- 
tian Service  residing  within  the  conference,  and  such  other  persons  as 
the  conference  society  may  determine.  A  majority  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  The  division  shall  provide  the  expense  for  the  attendance  of 
division  members  for  one  executive  meeting  annually  of  their  conference 
society. 

The  executive  committee  of  the  conference  shall  be  the  coordinating 
group  for  the  total  educational  and  promotional  program  in  the  con- 
ference. 

Section  II.  The  executive  committee  shall  constitute  from  its  member- 
ship an  administrative  committee  of  seven  who  shall  transact  necessary 
business  in  the  interim  between  meetings   of  the   executive   committee, 

ARTICLE      IV— FUNDS 

Section  I.  The  conference  society  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to  the 
Woman's    Division    of   Christian    Service. 

Section  II.  All  undirected  missionary  gifts  shall  be  divided  in  the  office 
of  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  basis  agreed  upon  by  the 
Division.  There  shall  be  no  division  of  missionary  funds  by  the  conference 
treasurer. 

Section  III.  Gifts  for  missionary  projects,  clearly  specified,  shall  be 
sent  to  the  conference  treasurer,  who  shall  transmit  them  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  Woman's  Division  through  the  regular  channels. 

Section  IV.  Funds  contributed  for  Special  Memberships  and  Memorials 
are  a  part  of  regular  pledges  of  apportionments  and  may  not  be  directed 
by  the  conference   society. 

Section  V.  Each  conference  society  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  conference 
cultivation  and  expenses  and  for  such  Jurisdictional  cultivation  and 
expenses   as   are  not  provided  for  by  the  Woman's   Division. 

Section  VI.  The  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-denial  Offering  shall  be 
applied  to  the  objects   designated  each  year  by  the  Woman's  Division. 

ARTICLE     V— STANDING     COMMITTEES 

Section  I.  The  conference  society  shall  provide  such  standing  com- 
mittees as  the  needs  may  require. 

Section  II.  There  shall  be  a  standing  committee  on  spiritual  life 
whose  endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Methodist 
women  by  helping  them  to  deepen  their  prayer  life  and  to  increase  their 
sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving.   The  committee 
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shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movements  of  the  times  and  by 
prayerful  research  develop  a  clearer  appreciation  of  the  meaning  of 
Christian  living;  it  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship,  informal  studies, 
and  the  use  of  the  Bible  and  other  devotional  materials.  The  committee 
shall  devise  definite  means  for  permeating  the  local  church  with  a 
spiritual  power  that  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to  more  active 
service. 

Section  III.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities  which  may  include  district  secretaries  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  one  or  more 
representatives  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  nominated  by  the  Con- 
ference Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Committee,  department  members  living 
in  the  conference,  and  special  resource  people  coopted  as  needed.  This  com- 
mittee shall  make  recommendations  to  the  conference  society  concerning 
the  work  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  in 
accord  with  the  lines  of  work  outlined  by  th  3  division  and  jurisdiction. 

Section  IV.  There  shall  be  a  committee  on  Schools  of  Missions  and 
Christian  Service  with  a  chairman  elected  annually.  This  committee  on 
Schools  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service  shall  be  composed  of  the 
secretaries  of  missionary  education,  Christian  social  relations  and  local 
church  activities,  spiritual  life,  promotion,  Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
literature  and  publications,  the  vice-president,  and  such  other  members 
as  may  be  authorized  by  the  executive  committee.  In  the  conferences 
where  there  is  a  summer  school  for  girls  the  secretary  of  youth  work 
shall  be  a  member  of  this  committee. 

The  responsibility  for  formulating  and  effecting  the  plans  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  delegated  to  the  person  or  persons  charged  by  the 
by-laws  for  that  particular  phase  of  the  education  and  cultivation 
program. 

This  committee  shall  plan  and  promote  a  conference  School  of  Mis- 
sions and  Christian  Service  which  shall  give  emphasis  to  the  world 
mission  of  the  Christian  church  through  an  integrated  program  of  mis- 
sionary education,  Christian  social  relations,  spiritual  life  cultivation  and 
program  building,  and  which  shall  train  leadership  for  the  promoton  of 
the  total  program  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  V.  There  shall  be  a  standing  committee  on  study  and  action, 
composed  of  the  secretaries  of  missionary  education  and  service,  of 
Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  activities,  and  of  spiritual 
life  and  a  representative  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  This  committee 
may  co-opt  such  other  members  as  may  be  needed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  make  recommendations  con- 
cerning the  use  of  approved  study  courses,  joint  study  courses,  and 
co-operative  courses.  It  may  recommend  also  other  studies  in  line  with 
major  needs.  This  committee  shall  develop  a  correlated  program  of 
education  and  action  for  the  year  which  shall  include  seminars,  work- 
shops, retreats,  and  any  other  educational  activities  and  shall  make 
recommendation  concerning  the  same  to   the   conference   society. 

Section  VI.  There  shall  be  a  standing  committee  on  finance.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  treasurer  of  the  conference,  as 
chairman,  the  promotion  secretary,  the  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  and  the  treasurers  of  the  district  societies,  where  there  are 
such  officers,  and  a  limited  number  of  other  women  appointed  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  conference  society. 

This  committee  shall  meet  at  least  semi-annually,  and  on  call  of  the 
chairman. 

It  shall  study  the  strength  of  the  society  in  the  local  churches  and 
the  pledges  made;  become  informed  of  conference  income  and  disburse- 
ments, local  financial  possibilities  and  problems;  and  assist  by  counsel 
in  the  forming  of  the  conference  pledge  and  budget. 
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Section  VII.  There  shall  be  a  standing  committee  on  status  of  women. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  status  of  women  in 
the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation,  and  in  other 
lands.  This  study  shall  include  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the 
questions  that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  The  com- 
mittee shall  make  recommendations  to  the  conference  society  for  the 
promotion  of  such  lines  of  activities  as  will  improve  her  status  and 
enable  her  to  serve  effectively. 

Section  VIM.  There  shall  be  a  standing  committee  on  missionary 
personnel,  composed  of  the  conference  secretary  of  missionary  personnel, 
the  conference  president,  the  promotion  secretary  of  the  conference,  the 
secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  student  work, 
the  secretary  of  youth  work,  and  the  women  members  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Women's 
Division  residing  within  the  conference.  Others  with  experience  in 
personnel    work   may   be    co-opted. 

This  committee  shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  committee  on 
missionary  personnel  of  the  Women's  Division.  It  shall  search  for  conse- 
crated young  women  of  training  and  experience  who  may  be  available  for 
Christian  service;  it  shall  interpret  the  standards  for  candidates  and 
the  types  of  service  needed;  it  shall  explain  to  prospective  candidates 
the  procedure  in  making  application  to  the  Board;  it  shall  recommend 
to  the  personnel  secretary  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Per- 
sonnel of  the  Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who  in  the  judgment  of 
the  committee  shall  be  considered  as  prospective  candidates;  it  shall 
co-operate  in  making  plans  for  visitation  within  the  conference  in  the 
interest  of  personnel  work.  The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report 
of  its  activities  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Person- 
nel of  the  Woman's  Division. 

ARTICLE     VI— BY-LAWS 

The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  needs  of  the 
conference  require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  of  the  Women's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE    VII— AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  these  by-laws  may  be  made  by  majority  vote  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Division,  provided  a  thirty  days'  notice 
is  given  in  writing  to  all  members  of  the  division  by  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  division  or  by  the  standing  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  of  the  division. 


By-Laws  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service 


ARTICLE    I 


The  North  Carolina  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  or  alternate  from  each  Society,  one 
delegate  or  alternate  from  each  Guild,  the  conference  executive  com- 
mittee, and  the  zone  leaders. 

ARTICLE    II 
The  society  shall  meet  annually  and  include  three  days. 

ARTICLE  III 

A  registration  fee  for  each  delegate,  the  amount  to  be  determined 
by  the  conference  program  committee,  shall  be  sent  to  the  hostess  so- 
ciety ten  days  before  conference,  the  fee  to  be  applied  on  meals. 
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ARTICLE    IV 

Section  1.  The  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  biennially. 

Section  2.  Offices  shall  be  divided  into  two  groups,  as  follows: 

Group  I — President,  recording  secretary,  secretary  of  supply  work, 
secretary  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  activities,  secre- 
tary of  youth  work,  secretary  of  literature  and  publications,  secretary 
of  missionary  personnel,  and  secretary  of  status  of  women. 

Group  II — Vice-president,  promotion  secretary,  treasurer,  secretary 
of  missionary  education  and  service,  secretary  of  student  work,  secretary 
of  spiritual  life,  secretary  of  children's  work,  and  secretary  of  Wesleyan 
Service   Guild    (for   confirmation). 

Section  3.  The  term  of  each  officer  elected  shall  be  for  four  years 
except  that,  in  order  to  establish  a  system  of  rotation  in  elections.  Group 
II  shall  be  elected  in  1948  for  a  term  of  two  years  only. 

Section  4.  Officers  shall  have  the  privilege  of  re-election  for  one 
additional  term  in  the  same  office.  One  year  or  less  of  an  unexpired 
term  shall  not  be  considered  a  term. 

Section  5.  Vacancies  occurring  in  conference  offices  between  annual 
meetings  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  president,  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  research  committee. 

Section  6.  The  conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  secretary  shall 
be  elected  at  a  meeting  of  the  conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  Her 
election  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  conference  Woman's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian Ser*<  ice,  and  her  term  of  office  shall  conform  to  that  prevailing  in 
the  conference  Woman's   Society  of  Christian   Service. 

Section  7.  District  promotion  secretaries  shall  be  elected  by  the  dis- 
tricts at  an  annual  meeting  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  district 
research  committee.  Their  election  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  conference 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  their  term  of  office  shall  con- 
form to  that  prevailing  in  the  conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service. 

ARTICLE   V 

The  executive  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  conference  officers, 
district  presidents,  district  promotion  secretaries,  editor  of  the  Woman's 
Page  in  the  Advocate,  chairmen  of  conference  standing  committees,  the 
immediate  past-president  of  the  conference  for  the  quadrennium  follow- 
ing her  retirement,  and  all  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  or  of 
the  Jurisdictional  Woman's  Society  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the 
•conference. 

ARTICLE  VI 

There  shall  be  three  executive  committee  meetings  each  year,  one  at 
conference,  the  other  two  spaced  by  the  president  to  meet  conference 
needs. 

ARTICLE  VII— SCHOLARSHIPS 

Section  1.  Scholarships  shall  be  granted  as  loans  to  be  cancelled 
without  payment  at  the  end  of  a  specified  number  of  years  of  service. 

Section  2.  For  each  scholarship  of  $300.00,  the  recipient  must  give 
one  year  of  service  to  mission  work,  or  repay  the  loan  without  interest. 

ARTICLE    VIM 

The  committee  on  By-Laws  shall  be  composed  of  the  president,  record- 
ing secretary,  promotion  secretary,  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  secretary, 
and  one  or  more  members  from  the  body. 
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Constitution  of  the  District  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service 


ARTICLE      I— NAME 

There  may  be  a  District  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  This 
shall  include  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  for  gainfully  employed  women. 

ARTICLE     II— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  district  society  shall  be  to  unite  all  the  societies 
within  the  district  in  an  earnest  effort  for  the  promotion  of  the  Con- 
ference  Woman's    Society   of   Christian   Service. 

ARTICLE    III— MEMBERSHIP 

All  members  of  Woman's  Societies  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local 
churches  of  a  district  shall  be  considered  members  of  the  district  society. 

ARTICLE     IV— DISTRICT     OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  district  society  shall  be  a  president,  a  promotion 
secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as  will  best 
develop  and  promote  the  interests  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  of  the  district.  The  district  president,  the  promotion  secretary, 
and  such  other  district  officers  as  the  conference  society  may  determine 
shall  be  members  of  the  conference  executive  committee. 

ARTICLE     V— MEETINGS 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  district  society,  when  reports 
shall  be  received  from  the  societies  in  the  district,  officers  elected, 
necessary  business  transacted,  pledges  made  by  the  societies,  and  a 
program  of  inspiration  and  information  given  along  the  lines  of  work 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE     VI— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  record- 
ing secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Division. 


By-Laws  of  the  District  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service 


ARTICLE     I— OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  District 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  actively  advance  all  the 
interests  of  the  work.  She  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall 
be  a  member  ex  officio  of  all  committees.  She  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  are  usual  to  the  presiding  officer.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
conference   executive   committee. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  president 
in  her  absence  and  actively  assist  in  promoting  the  interests  of  the 
society.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  assisting  in  promoting  the  plans 
and  methods  for  use  and  development  of  the  monthly  program  materials 
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as  related  to  the  duties  of  the  program  committee  in  the  local  society. 
She  shall  co-operate  as  directed  by  the  vice-president  of  the  conference 
in  the  promotion  of  the  program  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women.  She  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  district  society  may 
require. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings 
of  the  district  society  and  of  the  executive  committee.  She  shall  keep  a 
record  of  all  the  district  meetings  in  permanent  form  and  send  a  copy 
of  the  minutes  of  the  executive  committee  meetings  to  each  officer.  She 
shall  present  all  recommendations  of  the  executive  committee  to  the 
district  society  and  notify  all  committees   of  their  appointment. 

Section  4.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  the  division  funds  of  the  Wom- 
an's Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  monthly  or  quar- 
terly, from  the  treasurer  of  the  local  society,  provided  the  conference 
society  so  orders.  She  shall  remit  such  funds  to  the  treasurer  of  the  con- 
ference society.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  district  society.  She 
shall  disburse  district  funds  upon  the  written  order  of  the  district 
president  and  the  promotion  secretary,  and  shall  send  an  itemized  state- 
ment of  all  finances  to  these  officers.  Her  books  shall  be  submitted  to 
an  auditor  annually.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  district  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  promotion  secretary  shall  conduct  correspondence 
with  the  societies  of  the  district  and  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  con- 
ference promotion  secretary.  She  shall  furnish  such  information  to  the 
societies  as  is  needed  for  the  promotion  of  their  work.  She  shall  organ- 
ize and  cultivate  new  societies.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the  district 
society  and  to  the  conference  society,  as  required.  She  shall  present  the 
work  at  district  conferences  and  institutes  as  called  for  by  the  district 
superintendent.  She  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  con- 
ference promotion  secretary.  She  shall  send  a  list  of  district  officers  to 
the  conference  promotion  secretary.  She  shall  sign,  with  the  president,  all 
orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  conference  exec- 
utiv  committee.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  district  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  Committee. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  missionary  education  and  service  shall 
be  responsible  for  missionary  education  in  the  district  and  for  the  pro- 
motion of  study  courses  in  the  societies  under  the  leadership  of  the 
conference  secretary  of  missionary  education  and  service.  She  shall 
secure  the  co-operation  of  the  secretaries  of  spiritual  life  and  of  Christian 
social  relations  and  local  church  activities  in  co-ordinating  the  study 
and  action  plans  for  the  district.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  district 
society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  conference  secretary  of 
missionary  education  and  service. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church 
activities  shall  develop  and  direct  the  work  of  the  district  under  the 
leadership  of  the  conference  secretary  of  Christian  social  relations  and 
local  church  activities.  She  shall  guide  the  women  in  the  studies  and 
action  growing  out  of  the  findings  of  the  resource  committees  of  the 
Department  of  the  Division.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  secretary  of 
spiritual  life  and  with  the  secretary  of  missionary  education  and  service 
in  the  study  and  action  plans  of  the  district.  She  shall  co-operate  with 
other  organizations  of  the  church  and  with  other  agencies  working  toward 
similar  ends.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  district  society,  and 
quarterly  and  annually  to  the  conference  secretary  of  Christian  social 
relations  and  local  church  activities. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  promote  the 
work  of  the  Guild  in  the  district  under  the  leadership  of  the  conference 
secretary,  and  assist  in  the  organization  of  new  units.  She  shall  become 
familiar  with  the  work  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  and  of  the 
Woman's  Division,  attend  the  meetings  of  the  district  society  and  present 
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the  annual  report  of  the  Guild.  She  shall  receive  reports  from  the  local 
guilds  and  report  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  conference  secretary  of 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  student  work  shall  promote  the  plans 
and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division,  under  the  leadership 
of  the  conference  secretary  of  student  work.  She  shall  report  annually 
to  the  district  society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  conference 
secretary   of   student  work. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  youth  work  shall  promote  the  work 
according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division 
under  the  leadership  of  the  conference  secretary  of  youth  work.  She 
shall  work  in  co-operation  with  the  secretary  of  missionary  personnel 
in  channeling  information  and  material  to  the  local  church.  She  shall 
report  annually  to  the  district  society.  She  shall  receive  reports  from 
the  local  secretaries  of  youth '  work  and  report  quarterly  and  annually 
to   the  conference  secretary  of  youth  work. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  children's  work  shall  promote  the  work 
according  to  the  plans  and  programs  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  conference  secretary  of  children's  work.  She 
shall  report  annually  to  the  district  society,  and  quarterly  and  annually  to 
the   conference    secretary   of   children's   work. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  spiritual  life  shall  endeavor  to  quicken 
the  spiritual  life  of  Methodist  women  and  shall  seek  to  permeate  the 
church  with  spiritual  power  which  should  lead  to  deeper  consecration  and 
more  effective  Christian  service.  She  shall  co-operate  with  the  secretaries 
of  missionary  education  and  service  and  of  Christian  social  relations  and 
local  church  activities  in  co-ordinating  the  study  and  action  plans  of  the 
district.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  district  society,  and  quarterly 
and  annually  to  the  conference  secretary  of  spiritual  life. 

Section  13.  The  secretary  of  literature  and  publications  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  distribution  of  literature  through  the  district.  She 
shall  make  a  careful  study  of  all  literature  and  program  materials  of 
the  Woman's  Division  and  report  concerning  its  suitability  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  societies  in  the  district.  She  shall  promote  the  circula- 
tion and  use  of  The  Methodist  Woman  and  World  Outlook  throughout 
the  District.  She  shall  report  annually  to  the  district  society,  and 
quarterly  and  annually  to  the  conference  secretary  of  literature  and 
publications. 

Section  14.  The  secretary  of  supply  work  shall  be  responsible  for 
promoting  interest  in  the  sending  of  needed  supplies  to  institutions  in 
home  and  foreign  fields  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division. 
She  shall  report  annually  to  the  district  society,  and  quarterly  and 
annually   to   the   conference   secretary   of   supply   work. 

Section  15.  The  secretary  of  status  of  women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation  and  in 
other  lands.  She  shall  promote  the  plans  and  program  recommended  by 
the  conference  secretary  of  status  of  women,  as  authorized  by  the 
Conference   Woman's    Society. 

Section  16.  The  secretary  of  missionary  personnel  shall  create  an 
awareness  of  personnel  needs,  counsel  youth,  channel  names  of  prospec- 
tive candidates  to  the  conference  secretary  and  work  through  the 
missionary  personnel  committee  of  the  local  church.  She  shall  work  in 
co-operation  with  the  secretary  of  youth  work  in  channeling  information 
and   material  to   the   local   church. 

ARTICLE  II— ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  district  shall 
be  elected  as  district  officers.  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the 
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annual  meeting.  The  treasurer  of  the  district  shall  hold  office  not  to  ex- 
ceed eight  years. 

Section  2.  At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly,  a  delegate 
shall  be  elected  to  the  Assembly. 

ARTICLE    III— CULTIVATION    FUND 

Each  district  shall  set  up  a  fund  for  district  cultivation  and  expenses, 
according  to  its  needs. 

ARTICLE     IV— STANDING    COMMITTEES 

.  Section  1.  The  district  society  shall  provide  such  standing  committees 
as  the  needs  may  require,  under  the  guidance  of  the  conference  society. 

Section  2.  The  executive  committee  of  the  district  shall  be  composed  of 
the  officers  of  the  district  and  chairmen  of  such  standing  committees  as 
may  be  set  up.  The  executive  committee  shall  meet  prior  to  the  meeting  of 
the  district  society,  shall  consider  the  advance  plans  projected  by  the 
conference  society,  and  make  recommendations  to  the  district  society 
carrying  forward  these  plans.  Vavancies  in  offices  of  the  society  or  chair- 
men of  committees  shall  be  filled  by  the  executive  committee. 

ARTICLE     V— BY-LAWS 

The  district  society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  needs  of  the 
district  require,  provided  they  are  in  harmony  with  the  constitution  and 
by-laws  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE     VI— AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  these  by-laws  may  be  made  by  majority  vote  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Division,  provided  a  thirty  days'  notice 
is  given  in  writing  to  all  members  of  the  Division  by  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Division  or  by  the  standing  committee  on  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  of  the  Division. 


Constitution  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  in  the  Local  Church 


ARTICLE     I— NAME 

There  shall  be  a  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local 
church,  auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice. The  membership  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  be  added  to  the 
membership  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  local 
church  but  designated  as  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members. 

ARTICLE     II— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  be 
to  unite  all  the  women  of  the  church  in  Christian  living  and  service; 
to  help  develop  and  support  Christian  work  among  women  and  children 
around  the  world;  to  develop  the  spiritual  life;  to  study  the  needs  of 
the  world;  to  take  part  in  such  service  activities  as  will  strengthen 
the  local  church,  improve  civic,  community,  and  world  conditions.  To 
this  end  this  organization  shall  seek  to  enlist  women,  young  people,  and 
children  in  this  Christian  fellowship  and  to  secure  funds  for  the  activities 
in  the  local  church  and  support  of  the  work  undertaken  at  home  and 
abroad  for  the  establishment  of  a  world  Christian  community. 
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ARTICLE      III— MEMBERSHIP 

A  woman  may  become  a  member  of  the  society  by  giving  prayer, 
service  and  an  annual  contribution  of  money  to  the  total  budget  through 
membership  offerings  or  dues,  pledges,  or  gifts.  She  shall  contribute  to, 
educate  for,  and  promote  the  total  program  of  the  women  of  Methodism. 

ARTICLE     IV— FUNDS 

Section  1.  All  funds  from  whatsoever  source  raised  under  the  auspices 
of  this  society  belong  to  this  organization  and  shall  be  disbursed  only 
in  accord  with  its  constitution  and  by  its  order. 

*Section  2.  The  total  budget  to  be  secured  and  administered  by  a 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church  shall  include 
pledges  to  missions  to  be  directed  through  regular  channels  of  finance 
of  the  society,  and  also  funds  for  local  church  and  community  activities. 

Section  3.  All  undesignated  funds  channeled  to  the  Woman's  Division 
shall  be  divided  in  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  on 
the  basis  to  be  determined  by  the  Division.  There  shall  be  no  division 
of  funds  by  the  local  society. 

Section  4.  Funds  for  local  church  and  community  activities  shall  be 
secured  and  administered  by  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in 
the  local  church. 

Section  5.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  gifts  to  missionary  projects 
within  the  appropriations.  Gifts  for  missionary  projects  shall  be  sent  by 
tbe  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local 
church  to  the  district  or  conference  treasurer.  The  total  amount  of  such 
gifts  shall  be  reported  and  transmitted  quarterly  by  the  conference 
treasurer  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  6.  Thank  offerings,  Christmas  offerings,  and  Lenten  offerings 
may  be  used  as  methods  of  securing  the  total  budget  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  local  church. 

Section  7.  Each  society  in  the  local  church  shall  make  an  annual 
pledge  to  the  total  budget  adopted  by  the  conference  society. 

Section  8.  Each  society  in  the  local  church  shall  include  in  its  budget 
a  definite  amount  for  a  cultivation  fund. 

ARTICLE     V— OFFICERS    AND     ELECTIONS 

The  officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  president,  one  or  more  vice- 
presidents,  a  recording  secretary,  a  secretary  of  promotion,  a  treasurer, 
and  secretaries  of  missionary  education  and  service,  of  Christian  social 
relations  and  local  church  activities,  of  student  work,  of  youth  work, 
of  children's  work,  of  spiritual  life,  of  literature  and  publications,  of 
supply  work,  of  the  status  of  women,  and  such  other  officers  in  charge 
of  lines  of  work  as  may  be  required.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  society. 

ARTICLE     VI— MEETINGS 

The  society  shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  during  a  month  for  the 
transaction  of  its  business  and  for  the  study  of  the  work. 

ARTICLE     VII— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  sent  to  the  re- 
cording secretary  of  the  Woman's  Division  at  least  forty  days  before 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Division. 

*See  by-laws  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Unit  in  the  Lojal  Church,  Art.  VII,  Section  1,  second 
paragraph,  which  reads:  "The  pledge  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  for  missions  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Guild  and  added  to  the  pledge  of  the  local  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  but  designated 
as   Guild  funds." 
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By-Laws  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
In  the  Local  Church 


ARTICLE     I— MEETINGS 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  one  or  more  regular  meetings  of  the  Women's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  during  a  month.  There  shall  be  an  annual 
meeting  for  the  receiving  of  annual  reports  and  the  election  and  installa- 
tion of  officers.  It  shall  be  held  prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 
Adequate  time  shall  be  given  in  the  meeting  for  education  in  and  suc- 
cessful promotion  of  the  vast  interests  committed  to  Methodist  women. 
The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  year  shall  be  devoted  to  consecration 
and  the  consideration  of  the  plans,  programs,  and  financial  pledges  for 
the  year.  Where  expedient,  the  society  may  organize  circles,  representing 
the  entire  program  of  the  society.  Circles,  if  organized,  shall  meet  once 
a  month  as  the  whole  society  for  an  inclusive  presentation  of  the  plans 
and  program  of  the  society.  Membership  in  circles  shall  be  revolving 
subject  to  entire  change  of  personnel  at  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  2,  The  order  of  business  shall  include  worship;  reports  of 
general  officers,  of  officers  in  charge  of  the  various  lines  of  work,  and 
of  chairmen  of  standing  committees;  and  a  program  presenting  the  total 
work  of  the  society  as  provided  by  the  education  and  cultivation 
agencies  of  the  Division. 

Section  3.  A  special  meeting  of  the  society  may  be  called  by  the 
president  with  the  approval  of  the  executive  committee.  At  such  special 
meetings  no  business  shall  be  transacted  except  that  for  which  the 
meeting  is  called. 

Section  4.  The  president  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  executive 
committee   to   consider   business    of  importance. 

ARTICLE     II— NOMINATIONS     AND     ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  The  society  may  elect,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  from 
three  to  seven  members  who  shall  serve  as  a  nominating  committee 
to  present  nominations  of  all  officers  and  chairmen  of  standing  com- 
mittees for  the  ensuing  year.  The  committee  on  nominations  shall  consult 
with  the  Council  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  and  the  Council  of 
Children's  Workers  in  the  church  school  before  making  nominations  for 
the  secretaries  of  youth  work  and  of  children's  work. 

Section  2.  Nominations  and  elections  may  be  by  acclamation  or  by 
ballot.  The  consent  of  nominees  shall  be  secured  before  presenting 
names. 

Section  3.  A  majority  vote  is  sufficient  for  election.  Those  elected 
shall  assume  their  duties   at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Section  4.  No  officer  shall  hold  the  same  office  for  more  than  four 
consecutive  years  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  treasurer,  who  may 
serve  eight  years. 

ARTICLE     III— DUTIES     OF     OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  society 
and  of  the  executive  committee.  She  shall  actively  advance  all  phases 
of  the  work  of  the  society.  She  shall  promote  close  co-operation  between 
the  society  and  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  the 
local  church.  She  shall  officially  represent  the  society  at  all  meetings 
except  where  delegates  are  elected  by  the  society.  She  shall  be  a  member 
ex  officio  of  all  committees  except  the  nominating  committee  and  shall 
sign  all  orders  on  the  treasury.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Methodist 
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Church,  thus  qualifying  for  membership  on  the  Official  Board  and  in  the 
Quarterly  Conference. 

Section  2.  The  vice-president  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  interests 
of  the  society  and  in  the  absence  of  the  president  shall  assume  the 
duties  of  that  office.  She  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  program  com- 
mittee. She  shall  promote  the  program  of  the  World  Federation  of 
Methodist  Women  as  directed  by  the  conference  society. 

Section  3.  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all 
meetings  of  the  society  and  of  the  executive  committee  and  shall  sign, 
with  the  president,  all  official  papers.  She  shall  report  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  executive  committee  to  the  society,  and  in  co-operation  with 
the  publicity  committee  see  that  all  meetings  are  properly  announced. 
She  shall  be  custodian  of  all  official  papers  and  records.  She  shall  con- 
duct the  correspondence  of  the  society  not  otherwise   cared  for. 

Section  4.  The  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service 
shall  send  all  funds,  except  those  designated  for  local  church  and  com- 
munity activities,  to  the  conference  society  treasurer,  unless  the  con- 
ference authorizes  district  treasurers  to  receive  such  funds.  She  shall 
make  itemized  monthly  and  annual  reports  to  the  society  and  provide 
copies  of  all  reports  for  the  promotion  secretary  for  inclusion  in  her 
quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  district  conference  officers.  She  shall 
accept  funds  turned  over  to  her  by  the  local  unit  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  and  send  them  to  the  district  or  conference  treasurer,  clearly 
marked  as  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  funds.  She  shall  remit  monthly  or 
quarterly  to  the  district  or  conference  treasurer.  She  shall  send  to  the 
conference  treasurer  an  annual,  itemized  statement  of  all  missionary  and 
local  funds  passed  by  the  auditing  committee  of  the  local  church. 

Section  5.  The  promotion  secretary  shall  assist  the  president  in 
actively  advancing  all  phases  of  the  work  of  the  society.  She  shall  report 
to  the  society  at  least  quarterly  on  the  attainment  of  the  Goals  set  by  the 
Woman'c  Division  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  secure  and  forward 
quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  promotion  secretary  of  the  district 
or  conference  with  such  added  information  as  will  keep  that  officer 
informed  regarding  the  society.  She  shall  send  a  list  of  newly  elected 
officers  of  the  society  to  the  district  promotion  secretary  immediately 
following  the  election  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society.  She  shall 
conduct    such    correspondence    as    the    society    directs. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  of  missionary  education  and  service  shall 
promote  study  groups,  provide  missionary  information,  keep  in  touch  with 
connectional  agencies  and  missionaries  and  deaconesses,  make  recom- 
mendations for  missionary  projects,  and  seek  to  develop  the  interest 
of  the  membership  in  their  support.  As  a  member  of  the  program  com- 
mittee she  shall  work  with  the  committee  in  formulating  the  study  plans 
o?  the  society.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the  society  and 
shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  district  or 
conference  officers.  She  or  a  representative  of  the  work  of  missionary 
education  and  service  shall  be  a  member  of  the  committee  on  finance. 

Section  7.  The  secretary  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church 
activities  shall  direct  and  promote  the  work  of  the  society  in  community 
service,  guide  special  studies  of  community  and  world  conditions,  plan 
and  guide  fellowship  activities,  recommend  to  the  local  society  studies 
and  action  relating  to  social  issues,  initiate  and  guide  plans  for  fellow- 
ship activities,  and  plan  and  supervise  service  activities  approved  by 
the  society  in  accord  with  the  policy  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall 
encourage  the  membership  to  co-operate  in  and  support  the  total  program 
of  the  local  church  to  the  end  that  the  church  may  achieve  a  high  degree 
of  effective  Christian  influence  and  power.  The  society  shall  appoint  a 
committee  or  committees,  to  assist  the  secretary  in  developing  this  total 
program,  allocating  special  responsibilities  as  needs  arise.  The  secretary 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  program  committee  of  the  society.  She  or  a 
representative    of    the    work    of    Christian    Social    Relations    and    Local 
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Church  Activities  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 
She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quar- 
terly and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  district  or  conference 
officers. 

Section  8.  The  secretary  of  student  work  shall  promote  the  plans  and 
program  approved  by  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  Her 
responsibility  shall  be  for  all  college  students  of  her  church  whether 
at  home  or  away  from  home. 

The  secretary  of  student  work  in  the  church  nearest  the  campus 
shall  assist  in  the  program  of  student  religious  life.  She  shall  work  in 
co-operation  with  the  pastor-director  of  student  work,  or  with  the  director 
of  religious  life  on  the  campus.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  campus 
church  relations  committee  of  the  local  church.  She  shall  co-operate 
especially  with  the  local  student  council  commission  on  the  World 
Christian  Community.  She  shall  interest  the  Woman's  Society  in  offering 
Christian  hospitality  to  students  from  other  lands.  She  shall  make 
reports  of  the  student  work  to  the  Woman's  Society  and  shall  send 
quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  district  and  conference  secretaries 
of  student  work. 

Section  9.  The  secretary  of  youth  work  shall  co-operate  in  the  total 
program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony  with 
the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  and  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the 
youth  work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports 
to  the  corresponding  district  or  conference  officers.  She  shall  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  missionary  personnel  in  the  local  church. 
She  shall  be  elected  by  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  after 
consultation  by  the  committee  on  nominations  with  the  Council  of  the 
Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  in  the  church  relative  to  a  nominee  for 
the  office. 

Section  10.  The  secretary  of  children's  work  shall  co-operate  in  the 
total  program  of  missionary  education  in  the  local  church  in  harmony 
with  the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  and  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports 
of  the  children's  work  to  the  society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual 
reports  to  the  corresponding  district  or  conference  officers.  She  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  after  consultation 
by  the  committee  on  nominations  with  the  Council  of  Children's  Workers 
in  the  church  school  relative  to  a  nominee  for  the  office. 

Section  11.  The  secretary  of  spiritual  life  shall  seek  to  quicken  the 
spiritual  life  of  all  the  women  of  the  church  and  to  increase  their  sense 
of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving.  She  shall  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  spiritual  life  committee  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
program  committee.  She  shall  make  reports  of  the  work  to  the  society 
and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  district 
or  conference   officers. 

Section  12.  The  secretary  of  literature  and  publications  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  program  committee  and  shall  make  a  careful  study  of 
all  literature,  including  the  program  materials  of  the  Woman's  Division 
and  shall  report  to  the  conference  secretary  of  literature  and  publications 
concerning  their  use  by  the  local  society  and  their  suitability  to  its  needs. 
She  shall  also  be  responsible  for  the  circulation  of  World  Outlook  and 
The  Methodist  Woman  through  the  local  church.  She  shall,  in  co-operation 
with  some  person  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  in  the  local  church,  and  with  the  assistance  of  a  joint  commit- 
tee, make  a  canvass  of  the  entire  membership,  securing  subscriptions 
and  renewals.  A  particular  responsibility  shall  be  to  present  both  of  these 
magazines  to  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
She  shall  make  reports  of  this  work  to  the  society  and  shall  send 
ouarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding  district  or  conference 
officers. 
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Section  13.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  shall  direct  the  sending  of 
needed  supplies  to  institutions  in  the  home  and  foreign  fields  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Woman's  Division.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the 
society  and  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  corresponding 
district  or  conference  officers. 

Section  14.  The  secretary  of  status  of  women  shall  study  the  status  of 
women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation  and  in 
other  lands.  She  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the  committee  on  status  of 
women.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  program  committee.  She  shall 
promote  the  plans  and  programs  recommended  by  the  conference 
society.  She  shall  make  reports  to  the  society  and  shall  send  reports  to 
the  corresponding  district  or  conference  officer  as  authorized  by  the 
Conference  Woman's  Society. 

ARTICLE      IV— STANDING      COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  society  shall  set  up  such  standing  committees  as  the 
needs  of  the  work  shall  require. 

Section  2.  The  executive  committee  shall  consist  of  the  general 
officers,  the  secretary  of  missionary  education  and  service,  the  secretary 
of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  activities,  the  president  and 
the  treasurer  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  student  work, 
the  secretary  of  youth  work,  the  secretary  of  children's  work,  the  secre- 
tary of  supply  work,  the  secretary  of  literature  and  publications,  the 
secretary  of  spiritual  life,  the  chairman  of  standing  committees  and  of 
circles.  The  committee  shall  meet  once  a  month  prior  to  the  business 
meeting  of  the  society.  It  shall  consider  all  plans  and  projects  and  submit 
its  recommendations  to  the  society  for  action.  Ad  interim  vacancies  in 
officers  or  in  chairmen  shall  be  filled  by  the  executive  committee. 

Section  3.  The  spiritual  life  committee  shall  give  particular  attention 
to  the  growth  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  members  of  the  society  and  of 
the  church  by  seeking  to  deepen  the  prayer  life  and  to  increase  the 
sense  of  responsibility  for  personal  service  and  Christian  stewardship. 
The  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  special  studies 
recommended  by  the  standing  committee  on  spiritual  life  of  the  confer- 
ence society  and  of  the  Woman's  Division. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a  committee  on  Christian  social  relations 
and  local  church  activities  in  the  local  society.  This  committee  shall 
meet  regularly  and  study  the  special  needs  of  the  church  and  community 
and  social  issues  of  concern  to  Christians.  The  committee  shall  bring 
reports  and  recommendations  to  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  Special  subcommittees  may  be 
appointed  as  need  arises. 

Section  5.  The  program  committee  shall  consist  of  the  vice-president 
of  the  society,  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  secretaries  of  missionary 
education  and  service,  of  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church 
activities,  of  literature  and  publications,  and  of  spiritual  life  and  of 
status  of  women.  Additional  members  mav  be  elected  or  appointed  by  the 
executive   committee  if  the   societv   so   desires. 

This  committee  shall  nlan  and  supervise  the  programs  for  regular 
monthly  and  other  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Societv  of  Christian  Service 
and  shall  consider  all  plans  and  make  recommendations  for  the  study 
and  action  program  of  the  Woman's  Society. 

Section  6.  The  committee  on  finance  shall  consist  of  the  nresident, 
the  treasurer  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  secretary  of  missionary  edu- 
cation and  service  and  the  secretary  of  Christian  social  relations  and 
local  church  activities  or  members  cbo«en  to  represent  those  interests, 
and  such  other  persons  as  may  be  desired. 

Tt  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  finapce  committee  to  consider  the  tota1 
budget  of  the  society.  This  budget  shall  include  the  amounts  to  be  sent 
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to  the  district  or  conference  treasurer,  and  the  amounts  to  be  expended 
locally.  Officers  and  committees  of  the  society  shall  present  all  anticipated 
needs  for  funds  to  the  finance  committee  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  for  consideration  in  making  the  budget  to  be  recom- 
mended to  the  society  for  adoption. 

The  committee  shall  recommend  the  total  budget  to  the  society  for  its 
approval  and  adoption. 

Requests  for  funds  not  included  in  the  budget  adopted  shall  be  referred 
by  the  society  to  the  finance  committee  for  study  in  relation  to  the  total 
financial  responsibility  of  the  society.  Such  requests  shall  be  acted  upon 
by  the  society. 

The  finance  committee  shall  also  be  responsible  for  recommendations 
and  plans  approved  by  the  society  for  securing  all  funds  to  be  spent 
locally  or  channeled  to  the  district  or  conference  treasurer. 

Section  7.  The  membership  committee  shall  plan  frequent  surveys  of 
the  women  of  the  community,  in  an  endeavor  to  secure  members  for  the 
church  and  for  the  society.  The  committee  shall  strive  to  establish  such 
relationships  with  new  members  as  will  enlist  their  eager  and  active 
participation  in  the  total  program  of  the  church  and  of  the  society.  The 
committee  shall  make  use  of  opportunities  to  further  the  interests  of 
woman's  work  in  neighboring  churches  where  no  organizations  have 
heretofore   existed. 

Section  8.  The  committee  on  status  of  women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state  and  the  nation, 
and  in  other  lands,  including  the  bases  of  woman's  place  and  the  ques- 
tions that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  This  committee 
shall  make  recommendations  to  the  society  for  the  promotion  of  such 
lines  of  activity  as  will  improve  woman's  status  and  enable  her  to  serve 
effectively. 

Section  9.  The  publicity  and  printing  committee  shall  send  to  the 
church  bulletin  and  newspapers  all  notices  and  reports  of  meetings  of 
the  society  and  shall  collect  clippings  and  letters  of  interest  relating  to 
society  meetings,  programs,  and  social  functions.  It  shall  have  charge  of 
printing  and  stationery. 

Section  10.  The  missionary  nersonnel  committee  in  the  local  church 
shall  be  composed  of  the  secretary  of  youth  work  who  shall  be  chairman, 
a  representative  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  student 
work,  the  president  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the 
local  church,  the  local  pastor,  and  the  superintendent  or  one  adult  leader 
of  the  youth  division  of  the  church  school.  It  shall  create  an  interest 
in  the  need  for  missionaries  and  deaconnesses  and  present  information 
concerning    qualifications    and    procedures. 

ARTICLE    V.— AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  these  by-laws  may  be  made  by  majority  vote  at  any 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Division,  provided  a  thirty  days'  notice 
is  given  in  writing  to  all  members  of  the  division  by  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  division  or  by  the  standing  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
By-laws  of  the  division. 
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By-Laws  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 


ARTICLE     I  — NAME     AND     PURPOSE 

Within  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  there  shall  be  a 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  whose  purpose  shall  be  to  interest  gainfully 
employed  women  of  all  countries  .in  the  program  of  the  Woman's  Di- 
\ision. 

ARTICLE     II— AUTHORITY 

General  supervision  of  the  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall 
be  vested  in  a  standing  committee  composed  of  six  members  of  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  six  jurisdiction  secretaries  of 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  six  other  Guild  members  who  are 
gainfully  employed  and  especially  qualified  to  work  in  this  field.  The 
treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  shall  be  an 
ex  officio  member  of  the  standing  committee. 

ARTICLE     III  — MEETINGS 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  held  in  connection  with  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Di- 
vision of  Christian  Service. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  one  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  of 
the  standing  committee  during  the  year. 

Section  3.  Other  meetings  of  the  standing  committee  shall  be  held  at 
the  call  of  the  chairman  or  five  members  of  the  standing  committee  at 
such  times  as  are  necessary  or  desirable  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
Guild. 

ARTICLE     IV— OFFICERS    AND    THEIR     DUTIES 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  secretary  of  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  and  such  additional  staff  mem- 
bers as  may  be  required. 

Section  2.  The  officers  of  the  standing  committee  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  shall  be  a  chairman,  one  or  more  vice-chairmen,  a  recording 
secretary,  a  promotion  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  devel- 
opment of  the  organization  may  require.  The  chairman  shall  be  elected 
by  the  standing  committee  from  the  Woman's  Division  members. 

The  officers  of  the  standing  committee  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  shall  bear  such  responsibilities  and  perform  such  duties  as  usu- 
ally appertain  to  such  officers.  The  vice-chairman  shall  be  chairman 
of  the  program   committee. 

The  division  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  her  staff 
shall  promote  the  organization  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  through 
the  standing  committee  of  the  Guild  and  through  jurisdiction,  conference, 
and  district  committees  and  secretaries.  As  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Literature  and  Publications  of  the  Woman's  Division  she  shall  co- 
operate in  such  adaptations  of  materials  as  seem  desirable.  She,  or 
someone  designated  by  her,  shall  present  the  Woman's  Division  in  or- 
ganizations and  movements  touching  the  interests  of  employed  women. 
She  shall  keep  before  the  division  the  needs  and  interests  of  gainfully 
employed  women  in  their  relationship  to  the  ongoing  program  of  the 
Christian  church.  She  shall  make  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the 
division. 

ARTIVLE    V— COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  standing  committee  shall  have  a  committee  on  spir- 
itual life  cultivation,  a  committee  on  missionary  education  and  service, 
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a  committee  on  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  activities,  a 
committee  on  recreation,  and  a  committee  on  supply  work.  The  chairmen 
of  these  committees,  together  with  the  vice-chairman  of  the  standing 
committee,  shall  form  the  program  committee.  Other  committees  may 
be  added  as  the  work  demands. 

Section  2.  The  executive  committee  of  the  standing  committee  shall 
be  composed  of  the  following  members:  the  chairman  of  the  standing 
committee,  the  vice-chairman,  the  recording  secretary,  the  promotion 
secretary,  the  chairmen  of  the  committees  on  spiritual  life,  missionary 
education  and  service,  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  activ- 
ities, and  supply  work,  and  the  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

ARTICLE    VI— ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  The  standing  committee  membership  shall  be  elected  quad- 
renially  as  follows: 

(1)  Six  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  elected  by  the  division  at 
the  organization  meeting  with  due  consideration  of  the  suggestions  from 
the  standing  committee  of  the  Guild.  One  shall  represent  the  Department 
of  Work  in  Foreign  Fields,  one  the  Department  of  Work  in  Home 
Fields,  and  one  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities. 

(2)  Six  jurisdiction  Guild  secretaries  elected  at  the  jurisdiction  Guild 
meetings  or  by  the  jurisdiction  Guild  committees. 

(3)  Six  representatives  from  the  Guild  membership  at  large  who  are 
gainfully  employed,  especially  qualified  to  work  in  this  field,  elected  by 
the  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  on  the  standing  committee  and 
the    six   jurisdiction    Guild    secretaries. 

(4)  The  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  shall  be  a  member  ex 
officio. 

(5)  The  chairman  shall  be  elected  from  the  members  of  the 
division  by  the  division  members  and  the  jurisdiction  Guild  secre- 
taries   at  the   first   meeting   of   the    standing    committee. 

Section  2.  The  division  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Exten- 
sion. The  standing  committee  of  the  Guild  may  recommend  the  nomi- 
nee. 

Section  3.  The  officers  of  the  standing  committee  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  shall  be  elected  quadrennially.  Members  of  the  stand- 
ing committee  may  be  elected  for  a  second  term,  but  they  shall  not  be 
eligible  for  re-election  to  the  same  office  within  the  standing  com- 
mittee,   with    the    exception    of    the    chairman. 

ARTICLE    7— FUNDS 

Section  1.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  cor- 
respond to  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Woman's  Division  and  the  Wom- 
an's   Society    of    Christian    Service. 

Section  2.  The  funds  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  be  ad- 
ministered by  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service,    according    to    the    constitution    and    by-laws    of    the    division. 

Section  3.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  direct  pledges  for  the  support 
of  the  missionary  projects  within  the  appropriations. 

ARTICLE    8— JURISDICTION 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  secretary  in  each 
jurisdiction,   with  an  associate  when  needed. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  jurisdiction  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  com- 
mittee composed  of  the  jurisdiction  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  secretary,  the 
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Guild  secretary  from  each  conference  within  the  jurisdiction,  and  four 
representatives  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  two  of  whom 
shall  be  the  promotion  secretary  and  the  treasurer  of  the  jurisdiction 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  other  two  elected  by 
the  jurisdiction  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  such  additional  members 
as  the  work  demands. 

Section  3.  The  jurisdiction  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  secretary  shall 
be  elected  quadrennially  at  a  meeting  of  the  jurisdiction  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  or  by  the  jurisdiction  Guild  committee.  Her  election  shall 
be  confirmed  by  the  jurisdiction  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice. If  an  associate  is  needed  she  shall  be  elected  in  the  same  manner. 

Section  4.  The  jurisdiction  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  secretary  shall 
serve  as  chairman  of  the  jurisdiction  Guild  committee.  She  shall  promote 
the  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  within  the  jurisdiction,  shall 
assist  in  the  organization  of  new  units,  shall  receive  quarterly  reports 
lrom  the  conference  Guild  secretaries,  and  shall  report  quarterly  and 
annually  to  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  juris- 
diction, and  to  the  Division  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  She  shall  familiarize 
herself  with  the  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  with  the  other 
work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  planning  and  presiding  at  jurisdiction  meetings  of  the  Wom- 
an's Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  jurisdiction.  She  shall 
attend,   as  far  as   possible,  conference   meetings   of  the   Guild. 

Section  5.  The  jurisdiction  Guild  committee  shall  assist  the  juris- 
diction Guild  secretary  in  the  promotion  of  Guild  work  in  the  con- 
ferences. It  shall  set  up  a  program  committee,  choosing  additional 
specially  qualified  members  as  needed,  to  carry  on  the  work  of  spiritual 
life  cultivation,  missionary  education  and  service,  Christian  social  rela- 
tions and  local  church  activities,  and  recreation  and  supply  work,  and 
other   phases   of   the    Guild   program. 

ARTICLE    9— CONFERENCE 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  secretary  in  each 
conference,   with   an   associate    when   needed. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  com- 
mittee composed  of  the  conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  secretary, 
the  Guild  secretary  from  each  district  in  the  conference  and  four  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  within  the 
conference,  two  of  whom  shall  be  the  promotion  secretary  and  the 
treasurer  of  the  conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  the 
other  two  to  be  elected  by  the  conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and 
such   additional   members   as  the  work   demands. 

Section  3.  The  conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  secretary  shall 
be  elected  at  a  meeting  of  the  conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  or 
by  the  conference  Guild  committee.  Her  election  shall  be  confirmed  by 
the  conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  The  term  of  office 
shall  conform  to  that  prevailing  in  the  conference  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service.  If  an  associate  is  needed,  she  shall  be  elected  in  the 
same  manner. 

Section  4.  The  Guild  delegate  to  the  Assembly  shall  be  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  or  the  con- 
ference  Guild   committee,   preceding   the   Assembly. 

Section  5.  The  conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  secretary  shall 
serve  as  chairman  of  the  conference  Guild  committee.  She  shall  promote 
the  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  within  the  conference,  shall 
assist  in  the  organization  of  new  units,  shall  receive  quarterly  reports 
from  the  district  Guild  secretaries,  and  shall  report  quarterly  and  annu- 
ally to  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  conference,  and 
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tc  the  jurisdiction  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  She  shall  familiarize  herself 
with  the  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  with  the  other  work 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  She  shall  be  responsible 
for  planning  and  presiding  at  conference  meetings  of  the  Guild.  She 
shall  represent  the  Guild,  and  present  its  interests  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  conference.  She 
shall  attend,  as  far  as  possible,  district  meetings  of  the  Guild.  She  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  channeling  of  all  information  to  the  district  sec- 
retaries or  to  the  local  units  in  the  conference. 

Section  6.  The  conference  Guild  committee  shall  assist  the  con- 
ference Guild  secretary  in  the  promotion  of  Guild  work  in  the  confer- 
ence. It  shall  set  up  a  program  committee,  choosing  additional  specially 
qualified  members  as  needed,  to  carry  on  the  work  of  spiritual  life  cul- 
tivation, missionary  education  and  service,  Christian  social  relations 
and  local  church  activities,  and  recreation  and  supply  work,  and  other 
phases  of  the  Guild  program 

ARTICLE    X— DISTRICT 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  secretary  in  each 
district,   with  an  associate   when  needed. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  district  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  commit- 
tee composed  of  the  district  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  secretary,  a  rep- 
resentative from  each  local  unit  in  the  district,  and  four  representatives 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Ser\ice  within  the  district,  two 
of  whom  shall  be  the  promotion  secretary  and  the  treasurer  of  the 
district  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  the  other  two  to  be 
elected  by  the  district  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  such  additional 
members   as   the   work   demands. 

Section  3.  The  district  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  secretary  shall  be 
elected  at  a  meeting  of  the  district  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  or  by  the 
district  Guild  committee.  Her  election  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  district 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  The  term  of  office  shall  conform 
to  that  prevailing  in  the  district  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
If   an   associate    is   needed    she    shall    be    elected    in   the    same    manner. 

Section  4.  The  district  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  secretary  shall  serve 
as  chairman  of  the  district  Guild  committee.  She  shall  promote  the  work 
of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  within  the  district,  shall  assist  in  the 
organization  of  new  units,  and  shall  visit  other  units  whenever  possible 
and  assist  them  as  needed.  She  shall  receive  quarterly  and  annual 
reports  from  the  promotion  secretaries  of  the  local  units,  and  shall 
report  quarterly  and  annually  to  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Ser- 
a  ice  in  the  district,  and  to  the  conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  She 
shall  familiarize  herself  with  the  work  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
and  with  the  other  work  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 
She  shall  be  responsible  for  planning  and  presiding  at  district  meetings 
of  the  Guilds.  She  shall  represent  the  Guild,  and  present  its  interests 
at  meetings  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  in  the  dis- 
trict. She  shall  be  responsible  for  the  channeling  all  information  to  the 
local    units    in   the   district. 

Section  5.  The  district  Guild  committee  shall  assist  the  district  Guild 
secretary  in  the  promotion  of  Guild  work  in  the  district.  It  shall  set  up 
a  program  committee,  choosing  additional  specially  qualified  members  as 
needed  to  carry  on  the  work  of  spiritual  life  cultivation,  missionary 
education  and  service,  Christian  social  relations  and  local  church 
activities,  and  recreation  and  supply  work,  and  other  phases  of  the 
Guild  program. 

ARTICLE   XI— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  these  by-laws  may  be  made,  on  the  recom- 
mendation  of   the    standing   committee    of   the    Wesleyan    Service    Guild 
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to  the  Woman's  Division,  by  a  majority  vote  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Woman's  Division,  provided  a  thirty  days'  notice  is  given  in  writing 
to  all  members  of  the  division  by  the  executive  committee  of  the 
division  or  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
of  the   division. 


By-Laws  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Unit  in  the 

Local  Church 


ARTICLE    I— NAME 


The  organization  for  gainfully  employed  women  in  the  local  church 
shall  be  designated  as  a  unit  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  by-laws  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild. 

ARTICLE    II— PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  shall  be  to  interest 
gainfully  employed  women  in  a  church  and  community  program  which 
shall  develop  and  maintain  spiritual  life  and  Christian  work  throughout 
the  world,  and  to  seek  fellowship  in  establishing  a  Christian  world 
community. 

ARTICLE     III  — MEETINGS 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  at  least  nine  monthly  meetings  during  the 
year. 

Section  2.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  local  unit,  annual  reports 
shall  be  given  by  officers  and  committee  chairmen.  Officers  shall  be 
elected  and  committee  chairmen  selected  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE    4 — MEMBERSHIP 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  welcomes  to  its  membership  any  woman 
gainfully  employed  who  is  in  sympathy  with  the  purpose  of  the  Guild 
and  who  will  cooperate  in  carrying  out  its  program  of  education  and 
activities.  She  shall  become  a  member  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
by  giving  prayer,  service,  and  a  contribution  to  the  annual  budget. 

ARTICLE    V— OFFICERS     AND    THEIR     DUTIES 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  local  unit  shall  be  a  president,  one  or 
more  vice-presidents,  a  recording  secretary,  a  promotion  secretary,  and 
a  treasurer.  They  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  unit. 
Provisions  shall  be  made  when  desirable  for  the  election  of  a  coordinator. 

Section  2.  (1)  The  president  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the 
work  of  the  unit  and  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  unit  and  its 
executive  committee.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  when  unable  to 
attend  its  meetings  shall  appoint  an  alternate  to  do  so,  where  there  is  no 
coordinator. 

(2)  The  vice-president  shall  share  the  responsibilities  of  the  pres- 
ident and  in  her  absence  assume  her  duties.  She  shall  be  chairman  of 
the   Program   Committee. 

(3)  The  recording  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  each  meeting.  She  shall  keep  an  accurate  list  of  the  members  of  the 
unit,  including  their  home  and  business  addresses  and  telephone  num- 
bers. 

(4)  The  promotion  secretary  shall  assist  the  president  in  actively 
advancing  all  phases   of  the   work  of  the  unit.   She   shall   assist  in   the 
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organization  of  new  units  in  near-by  churches.  She  shall  conduct  such 
correspondence  as  the  unit  directs.  She  shall  report  to  the  unit  at  least 
quarterly.  She  shall  send  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  district 
or  conference  Guild  secretary  with  such  added  information  as  will 
keep  that  officer  informed  regarding  the  unit.  She  shall  send  a  list  of 
newly  elected  officers  and  committee  chairmen  to  the  district  and 
the  conference  Guild  secretaries  immediately  following  the  annual 
election. 

(5)  The  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  pledges  and  all 
the  monies  of  the  unit.  She  shall  collect  all  funds  and  keep  a  book 
account  of  all  the  money  received  and  disbursed.  She  shall  disburse 
quarterly  through  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  in  the  local  church  (accompanying  the  disbursements  with  a 
remittance  blank)  the  contribution  of  the  unit  to  the  work  of  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service.  For  record  in  the  office  of  the 
division,  she  shall  include  in  quarterly  and  annual  reports  a  record 
of  the  funds  raised  and  disbursed  by  the  uiik  for  community  service 
and  local  church  activities.  She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  when 
unable  to  attend  its  meeting  shall  send  her  report. 

(6)  The  coordinator,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  shall  attend  as  far  as  possible  meetings  of  the  Wes- 
leyan  Service  Guild  and  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  inter- 
preting the  one  to  the  other.  She  shall  promote  the  interests  of  the 
Wesleyan   Service   Guild  in  every   phase  of  its  work. 

ARTICLE    VI.— COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  executive  committee  composed  of  all 
officers  and  committee  chairmen.  It  shall  plan  the  work  of  the  local  unit, 
shall  recommend  a  budget  to  the  unit,  and  shall  promote  the  interests 
of  the  unit  in  harmony  with  the  by-laws  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
and  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  committee  on  program  composed  of  the 
vice-president,  who  shall  be  program  chairman,  and  the  chairmen  of  the 
committees  on  spiritual  life  cultivation,  missionary  education  and  serv- 
ice, Christian  social  relations  and  local  church  activities,  recreation,  and 
supply  work. 

Section  3.  The  committee  on  spiritual  life  cultivation  shall  endeavor 
by  every  means  possible  to  promote  the  spiritual  growth  of  the  mem- 
bers and  shall  provide  for  the  devotional  service  of  the  meetings  of  the 
unit.  The  cultivation  of  Christian  stewardship  shall  be  one  of  the 
special  functions  of  this  committee. 

Section  4.  The  committee  on  missionary  education  and  service  shall 
provide  for  the  educational  program  of  the  unit  in  harmony  with  the 
program  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  and  channeled 
through  the  standing  committee  of  the  Wesleyan   Service   Guild. 

Section  5.  The  committee  on  Christian  social  relations  and  local 
church  activities  shall  direct  the  study  of  community  relationships  and 
social  action,  stimulate  participation  in  local  church  actvities,  and  pro- 
mote the  participation  of  Guild  members  in  local,  state,  national  and 
world  civic  and  welfare  movements  looking  toward  a  Christian  social 
order. 

Section  6.  The  committee  on  recreation  shall  provide  for  the  social 
hour  at  the  meetings  and  encourage  other  social  and  recreational  activ- 
ities for  individuals  and  groups  in  order  to  promote  fuller  Christian 
growth. 

Section  7.  The  committee  on  supply  work  shall  initiate  and  carry 
through  the  supply  work  of  the  unit. 

Section  8.  The  committee  on  membership  shall  seek  to  retain  the 
interest   of   the   present   membership,   invite    to   unit   meetings    potential 
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members  among  the  gainfully  employed  women  in  the  church  family 
and  in  the  community,  and  endeavor  to  enlist  for  the  services  of  the 
church  the   newly   employed   young   women. 

Section  9.  The  committee  on  publicity  shall  provide  notices  for  the 
members,  the  church  bulletin,  and  the  church  and  secular  press. 

Section  10.  The  committee  on  Guild  library  shall  be  responsible  for 
securing  for  each  committee  of  the  Guild  the  program  materials,  study 
books,  handbooks,  leaflets,  and  periodicals  for  carrying  out  the  Guild 
program.  It  shall  procure  subscriptions  to  The  Methodist  Woman,  World 
Outlook,  and  other  publications,  and  devise  ways  to  stimulate  individual 
reading   of   these   materials. 

Section  11.  The  committee  on  status  of  women  shall  study  the  status 
of  women  in  local  church,  community,  state,  nation,  and  other  lands, 
and  shall  promote  the  plans  and  program  of  the  status  of  women  com- 
mittees of  district,  conference  and  jurisdiction. 

Section  12. — The  members  of  the  committee  on  program  shall  work 
with  the  members  of  the  corresponding  committees  in  district,  con- 
ference,  and   jurisdiction   organizations   of  the  Wesleyan   Service   Guild. 

Section  13.  Other  committees  shall  be  added  as  desired,  such  as: 
music,  vacation  and  travel  club,  ways  and  means. 

ARTICLE    7— FUNDS 

Section  1.  All  funds  from  whatsoever  source  secured  by  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  unit  in  the  local  church  belong  to  this  organization  and 
shall  be  disbursed  only  in  accordance  with  its  by-laws  and  by  its  order. 

Section  2.  The  total  budget  to  be  secured  annually  by  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  shall  include  a  pledge  for  work  of  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Christian  Service,  funds  for  local  church  and  community  activities, 
and  a  cultivation  fund.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  direct  pledges  for  the 
support  of  missionary  projects  within  the  appropriations. 

The  pledge  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  for  missions  shall  be  de- 
termined by  the  Guild,  and  added  to  the  pledge  of  the  local  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  but  designated  as  Guild  funds. 

Section  3.  Funds  secured  for  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service  shall  be  remitted  at  least  quarterly,  as  designated  on  the  Guild 
remittance  blank,  by  the  treasurer  of  the  local  unit  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  through  the  treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service  in  the  local  church  to  the  district  or  conference  treasurer  of 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  The  conference  treasurer  re- 
mits, as  designated  by  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  local  unit,  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  and  sends  the 
receipt  on  the  local  unit  remittance  blank  to  the  unit  treasurer. 

Section  4.  Funds  for  local  church  and  community  activities  shall  be 
expended  by  vote  of  the  local  unit  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 

Section  5.  Cultivation  funds  shall  be  secured  and  expended  in  ac- 
cordance with  mutual  agreement  between  the  conference  Woman's 
Society   and  the  Wesleyan   Service   Guild. 

ARTICLE     VIM— AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  the  by-laws  shall  be  sent  to  the  standing 
committee  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  in  time  for  presentation  to  the 
September  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  division.  Amend- 
ments to  by-laws  may  be  made  by  majority  vote  of  any  Annual  Meet- 
ing of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  provided  a  thirty 
days'  notice  is  sent  to  all  members  of  the  division  by  the  executive 
committee  of  the  division  or  by  the  standing  Committee  on  Constitu- 
tion  and    By-laws   of   the    division. 
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
